Mr. Lyons presents 

No. 1833 WHEREAS, music, 
essential to life*s reflection of 
beauty, exists in time and portrays, 
in cultural context, the mode and 


forces of that time-social, 

political, economic and religious; 
and seldom does a Pittsburgh native 
distinguish himself by creating a 
distinct musical form which 
rearranges life's experiences in 
songs that have become a permanent 
and significant part of the American 
cultural heritage; and 

WHEREAS, Stephen ColIins 
Foster, born in Lawrenceville, July 
4th, 1826 and known as America's 
first song-writer, is that rare 
Pittsburgh composer, acknowledged to 
be among the foremost contributors 
to American folk music, whose more 
than 200 melodiously sweet, 
sentimental ballads and lilting, 
frolicking tunes of pre-Civil War 
innocence are appreciated today by 
more people in the United States and 
throughout the world than during his 
brief 37 years of life; and 

WHEREAS, Stephen Collins 
Foster, who was influenced by black 
congretional hymns and who in turn 
himself influenced church music to 
which his own melodies were adapted, 
lived in an era where Afro-Americans

Dear Acting President and Members: 

I have reviewed the budget 
which was passed by Council on 
December 22, and I am pleased with 
this spending plan for providing 
City services in 1989. The budget 
reflects sound fiscal management and 
Council's responsible actions' have 
resulted in upholding my proposed 
wage tax cut, adding additional 
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police officers, and expanding our 
jobs program. 

While I commend Council for 
preparing a sound budget, I must 
disagree with the appropriations of 
several line items. Therefore, I am 
exercising the authority granted to 
the Mayor in the Home Rule Charter 
to veto line items when necessary. 
I believe this action is necessary 
for the following items; 

Office of the City Controller ; 
Clerk 1, As Needed 

While I support the addition of the 
new title. Chief Accounting Officer, 
C.P.A., added by City Council, I 
must veto the as needed Clerk 1 
title. The Peat Marwick audit 
report stated that the Controller's 
Office needed competent professional 
staff. We would support additional 
trained accounting employees, but we 
cannot support the continuance of 
this As Needed titled. 

Chief Magistrate 

I am vetoing the $4,345 salary 
increase proposed for the Chief 
Magistrate. It must be the 
prerogative of the Administration to 
recommend salary changes for 
employees in administrative 
departments. 

Director _2_ Human _ Relations 

Commission 

I am vetoing the $4,345 increase 
proposed for the Director of the 
Human Relations Commission for the 
same reason as indicated above. 

Once again, I want to thank 
City Council for the budget they 
have prepared for 1989. I 
congratulate you on your effort.

The Chair: 

We will take the line item on 
the Chief Magistrate on page S-12 
first. 

Mr. Ferlo moved to override the 

veto. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. I would like 
someone to explain what is happening 
because we just got that when we got 
in this morning. I don't understand 
the rationale for the cutback. I 
was just about to ask our legal 
representative from the Law 
Department what the problem is. 

Could someone clarify that for me 
and the people who may be listening? 

The Chair: 

I can clarify it. The Mayor 
proposed, I believe, that it was a 
4-1/2 percent increase for this 
particular position. Council felt 
that it should be brought up to 
other deputy directors and we didn't 
even get close, so we granted 
probably about a ten percent 

increase, about $6,000 for this 

particular individual and the 
individual to follow, to make it 
from $42,000 to $48,000. That's 
what we are voting on; the Mayor has 
vetoed that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

T haven't had an answer to my 







question. What is her rationale? I 
want to know why she has changed her 
mind. 

The Chair: 

Please listen to what 1 'm 
saying. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I heard you. 

The Chair: 

No you did not because she did 
not change her mind. Council 
overruled the Mayor. The Mayor had 
4-1/2 percent increase in for this 
individual in this position; 
Council, in its wisdom, decided to 
give this individual approximately a 
10 percent raise to try to bring 
this individual up to other deputy 
directors, and this person is a 
director herself. The Mayor felt 
that we have no business doing that, 
this is her employee; therefore, the 
Mayor has vetoed this raise back to 
what she wanted it for. The Mayor 
hasn* t changed her mind; she is 
vetoing Council *s position on this 
issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Perhaps you didn*t understand 
my question. What is her reason for 
feeling that the person isn't worth 
the extra money? That's all I'm 
trying to find out. 

The Chair: 

She did not say the person is 
not worth the extra money. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Or the job isn't worth the 


extra money. 

The Chair: 

The Administration feels that 
they should give their people their 
raises and they should run their 
organization, their part of the 
government, and we should run 
ours. They don't tell us how much 
increase to give to our people; we 
should not do that to them. That is 
their rationale. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, I think you 
accurately reflected what the logic 
of the Mayor and the Administration 
is. It is their position that it is 
up to the Administration to decide 
on what staff members chat are 
underneath the Mayor should receive 
increases, if any, and I would 
assume that the Administration has 
chosen not to agree with Council on 
our decision to increase two of 
these directors' positions. 

We had a fairly lengthy 
discussion in the finance session 
when we took this action and I'm 
very comfortable with the fact that 
out of these many positions, the 
directors positions, that the two 
that we have included for an 
increase above and beyond the 4.3 
percent, I wasn't for it initially 
but after discussion in the Finance 
Committee, I voted to increase these 
two directors* pay to try to get 
better equity across the board in 
the positions of director. And upon 
review, we found that they both 
supervise a significant number of 
payroll individuals, especially the 
Chief Magistrate. 

And for that reason I voted for 
the increase which I think is 
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warranted and I think, it would be 
appropriate for Council to override 
the Mayor’s veto. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, this is a classical 
disagreement between the legislative 
body and the executive branch of 
government. I personally feel that 
this Council is doing the right 
thing, not only for this position 
but the one that follows. We did 
the same several years ago when we 
saw pay equity did not exist within 
the Department of Public Safety with 
the various bureau chiefs. I 
believe chat this individual and the 
responsibility that this position 
holds, and not the individual but 
the job position, and the 
responsibility that it holds being 
the Chief Magistrate responsible for 
the entire traffic court and the 
court division within Che City of 
Pittsburgh, shoudl receive a higher 
pay. It is the only woman out of 
five — excuse me, there is another 
woman there, but this woman is in a 
high ranking position. And I may 
add, it's the only Republican within 
this administration in a high 
ranking position. The individual 
has done an incredible job, the work 
load has increased dramatically, and 
I think we should vote to override 
this veto. 

The Chair: 

I*d like to make one statement, 
and 1*11 make a blanket statement. 
I would like to see Council override 
all three of these vetoes coming up 
today. I think that Council, along 
with the Administration, worked long 
and hard on this budget \ I think 
there was a lot of give and take, a 
lot of promises. Everybody got 


something in this budget. Council, 

I feel has done a good job; we‘ve 
come in $30,000 some less than the 
Administration presented to 

Council. They got the majority of 
the things that they wanted. I 
think chat Council should get some 
of Che things chat we want and for 
the Mayor to come back and only veto 
three items I think is great. But I 
feel Chat this Council, at this 
time, should override all three of 
these vetoes and then it would be 
truly a budget of Che Administration 
and of this Council. I*m making 
that blanket statement. 

Now we'll have a roll call on 
this subject, on the Magistrate of 
City Court.

The Chair: 

Just one thing. It's the same 
scenario on this subject as it was 
on the previous one, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I would only 
note, obviously the same logic that 
T suggested earlier applies here 
also but with one exception. I 
believe, if my understanding of the 
tenure is correct, that the Director 
of the Human Relations Commission 
has been on the payroll, I believe, 
significantly longer than the Chief 
Magistrate and actually has been the 
brunt of this inequity in the pay 
for a period much longer than has 
been the case with the Chief 
Magistrate. We have a good 

opportunity here to begin to correct 
that and I would ask that we 
override the Mayor's veto.

The Chair: 

The veto is overridden and the 
Director of the Commission on Human 
Relations' salary will stay the same 
as Council put in the budget. 

Our next item will be on page 
S-27, under Office of City 
Controller, line item Clerk I as 
needed. Is there a motion to 
override? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So moved. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Clarification, please. Is this 
relating to the Office of the 
Controller, Clerk I as needed? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And this is the 19 jobs that we 
are being accused of wiping out if 
we do sustain the Mayor's veto? 
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The Chair: 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'd like to address that. For 
anybody who is tuned in today to 
listen to what's happening, we just 
got these resolutions from the Mayor 
this morning, if there's any 
confusion. I thought we were voting 
on both of the last two people at 
the same time. 

Two years ago, I had informed 
Mr. Flaherty that I would keep him 
from further eroding his staff if he 
would immediately go out and hire I 
think it was six top accounting- 
types to run his operation in an 
efficient manner. 

Mr. Flaherty, our City 
Controller, has a budget of almost 
$2 million; it may even be greater 
than that. Mr. Flaherty sent us a 
letter this morning claiming that if 
we do not override the Mayor's veto, 
it will result in the termination of 
19 people in the Controller's Office 
and put them on the street. That is 
the biggest crock of anything I've 
ever heard in the time I've been 
here. With a budget of $2 million, 
the Controller can rearrange his 
staff so that he can keep these 
people. If they are put on the 
street today, it is Tom Flaherty 
putting them on the street, not this 
Council. And if Mr. Flaherty needs 
the money to operate his department 
in an efficient manner, he can get 
rid of .some of the sleaze factor 
that doesn't do any work, that runs 
around lobbying us all the time. 
And I am distressed that the people 
are falling for the bit that Mr. 
Flaherty is the good guy and Council 
will be the bad guy because we 


believe that he ought to operation a 
more efficient operation. 

I would ask my colleagues to 
please send a message to the 
Controller that it is time the 
Controller started to operate in an 
efficient, professional, business¬ 
like manner and hire those 
comptrollers that are long 
overdue. Now, there are those here 
that are going to say, "Well, we 
should have separation of powers and 
we should not be infringing on the 
powers of another department that is 
perhaps supposed to be overviewing 
the City business." But somebody 
who is elected better take the 
responsibility of pointing out that 
the dollars have to be spent, the 
taxpayers' dollars, in a more 
businesslike, professional and cost 
saving manner. 

I personally do not dislike Mr. 
Flaherty. I think he's young, I 
think he has to grow some, he has to 
learn, and he better start to think 
about having more professional 
people around him. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to 
expand on this because I think it's 
important that we override the 
Mayor's veto, and let's try to 
remove some of the emotionalism in 
politics of the moment and let's 
deal specifically with the issue 
that's before us today. 

Let's put this in 
perspective. First of all, it's 
unfortunate that once again this 
office suffers a New Year's 
Massacre, because that's basically 
what it is. And let's be clear on 
what we're doing here. It was the 
Mayor herself, it was the 
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Administration who, in presenting a 
budget to City Council, originally 
included the as needed Clerk I 
position. It wasn't just Mr. 
Flaherty. If I am correct, and I 
stand to be corrected by Mr, Wagner 
as Finance Chairman if I'm wrong, I 
believe that that is the case. In 
the budget submitted to City Council 
by the Administration and by Mayor 
Masloff, she specifically included 
the position of Clerk I as needed. 
And I don't think I'm wrong on 
that. Now what has happened? What 
politics has come into play in the 
last remaining days of the year and 
the first couple of days of this 
1989 year? I don't know. I wish 
some people here would speak to that 
issue because it was the 
Administration themselves that 
submitted a budget to Council that 
included the Clerk I as needed 
position. 

I will point out that out of a 
payroll of over 5,000 City workers, 
it seems to be only these 20 people 
that are going to suffer from a 
layoff. And let's not be unclear 
about this. The action we take 
right now, if we don't override the 
Mayor's veto, there are 20 people 
that will be out on the street. And 
1 believe, other than the 
Environmental Services Department 
that has suffered some changes 
because of route cutbacks or the 
change of routes, no other group of 
City workers have been affected this 
past year and will actually be out 
in the street. Some of them may be 
eligible for unemployment; I Imagine 
most of them will not. 

I think it's important, though, 
that we give this a human element 
because these people are going to be 
out on the street• We're talking 
about Philip E. Retenauer who is in 


the position of Clerk I, Gladys F. 
Russell, James A. Mushinski, James 
E. Bradley, Alan G. Lillierose, 
Richard Livingston, Michael J. 
Nichols, Michael R. Conley, Armand 
Jackson, Thomas M. Whalen, Richard 
Fontana, Diana C. Merriman, Pamela 
Brown, James Shephard, Rhaeann 
Kinneman, Karen A. Desimone, Lamont 
D. Morris, Mark W. Gaetano, Philip 
Krause and David Chardello. I think 
it's important we give that a human 
element and I guess that's sort of a 
roll call hall of fame here because 
these people, unlike any other City 
worker who went to work this 
morning, with no advance notice, if 
we don't override the Mayor's veto 
these people will be on the street 
following these meeting. 

And let's not be confused about 
it, there was some point made 
earlier by Michelle, it's not a 
question of who is going to be the 
bad guy. The Administration 
themselves submitted a budget with 
the as needed position. We chose to 
maintain that and we made a few 
other changes in the office of the 
Controller. I agree with Michelle 
that we have to ultimately decide 
what the budget looks like. We 
change things on the 
Adminis trat ion's side, we change 
things in the Controller's Office, 
we change things in City Council; 
that's our prerogative and I have no 
question about that. But I don't 
think we should eliminate the as 
needed column because in no other 
City department have we eliminated 
the as needed column. Every City 
department, to my knowledge, except 
maybe the Council staff and Mr. 
Perry, the City Clerk, has the as 
needed column. Every ,City 
department functions in that way. 

So, I would ask that we vote to 
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override Che Mayor's veto. Again, I 
point out that this directly affects 
the names of the individuals that I 
just read off. These people will be 
the brunt of the New Year's 
Massacre. They will be out on the 
street unemployed. 

Whatever problems we have with 
the Controller, either personally or 
politically, whatever management 
problems we have or perceptions of 
the office and how it should be run 
or not be run, we can deal with in a 
variety of ways. Some of us can 
choose to run againsL the Controller 
for that position if we feel so 
strongly about the way that Chat 
office is being run or not run. We 
have the power to change other 
positions. We can eliminate some of 
the professional positions, we may 
want to increase them. I have no 
problem making Chose kinds of Che 
changes. But in terms of this 
budget, I would again stress the 
main point, Che as needed position 
was in the Mayor's budget when it 
came to us. Let's remove politics, 
let's think about the individuals 
who are going to be out on the 
street in the next half hour without 
a job. And if there's ocher 
concerns that we have about the 
office, I think there are a variety 
of ways that we have to address it. 

So, my colleagues, I would ask 
you to please override Che Mayor's 
veto on this point. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, on the 
preceeding two items I voted with 
the Mayor to uphold her decision as 
to the salaries for two positions. 
I believe it is the Administration's 
prerogative to run her office as she 
sees fit, and I agree with that. 


With Chat same argument in 
mind, I have to vote to override her 
on this veto because I feel that if 
Mr. Flaherty is going to have an 
effective office, then he should 
have the ability to decide how many 
positions he has and also that it's 
up to him to maintain the 
supervision over those people to see 
chat they're performing a good 
job. We should not be playing 
politics with people's lives. The 
folks that are standing here today, 
as Mr. Ferlo said, will be out of 
work. If the public is unhappy with 
Mr. Flaherty's performance, then 
it's their responsibility to vote 
him out of office. It's not our 
responsibility as a legislative 
branch to be doing the public's work 
when it comes to selecting other 
elected officials or maintaining 
rules and setting down regulations 
as to how chose other elected 
officials should run their office. 
But we do, as a legislative branch 
of government, have the 
responsibility to maintain Che 
separation and the balance of powers 
in local government and we should, 
if we're doing our job correctly, 
and are standing up to our 
responsibility as Councilmembers, 
should vote to override Che Mayor's 
veto. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I might point out that I also 
voted against the Mayor's position 
on Che Magistrate because I think in 
that instance I do not support her 
position. I voce the way I believe 
is correct and I'm my own person. 
I'm not saying that anyone else 
isn't but since you used that as an 
argument, that you supported her on 
one position but not on the other, I 
wanted to point out that conversely 
I did the same thing but in a 
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different manner. 

I believe that my position that 
I took two years ago, and it was 
unfortunate that this material came 
to us only this morning, 1 had a 
breakdown of all Che major cities in 
the United States, and our 
Controller's Office had by far more 
people in his office compared to the 
population of the job that needs to 
be done in almost every city in the 
country. And at that time, there 
was a movement to really slash his 
staff. And I repeat, I was the 
person chat told Mr. Flaherty, get 
yourself some CPAs and get yourself 
some professional accountants to 
bring you department into a 
professional mode. Two years later, 
Che Controller has not done that. 
The Peat Marwick report has pointed 
out Chat he has not done that. This 
is not a political issue from my 
perspective. 

And let's talk about Che human 
element. You ought to go into PR, 
reading off all the names of these 
people; it's like reading 
tombstones. The point is that if we 
care there are jobs in the City. 
There are lots of jobs in the 
City. We can place 19 people in 
open positions in this City. Yes, 
there are people leaving this City 
all the time and there are as needed 
in other departments, clerical jobs 
Chat could be filled, if that's what 
the concern‘is. But that isn't Che 
issue here. These people should not 
be fired. Why were they the chosen 
19? Why were they the chosen 
people? Why were they picked and 
someone else not picked to be let 
go? These people, if they are 
needed in the department, can be 
kept by Tom Flaherty simply by his 
getting rid of, I repeat, the people 
who do not perform their jobs as 


they should so that we can have a 
professional reporting system from 
our accounting department, from our 
Controller. And until he does that, 
I will not do anything to help that 
department until the message gets 
through that there is a 
responsibility to serve Che public 
by having reports in a timely 
manner. It affects our bond 
rating. It affects how we are 
perceived throughout the country in 
the business world. 

There is just no doubt in my 
mind chat nobody has to be fired. 
That's just a staged performance 
Chat was using these people as 
victims by the Controller. If 
anybody is putting those people on 
the street today, it is Tom 
Flaherty. And I think it's very sad 
that we are being made Co look like 
the fall guy. One of the services 
when you get elected to City Council 
is to offer scapegoating, and I will 
not be a scapegoat for Tom Flaherty. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, just for a point 
of clarification, these individuals 
are not arbitrarily selected. 
They're all included in a line item 
under Chief Clerk, Position No. 1. 
So it isn't as if Mr. Flaherty has 
just picked these people out to fire 
them. 

Also, there aren't that many 
openings in the Controller's 
Office. If the information I have 
reviewed is correct, there is no 
place to move these people. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In the City. I don't mean in 
the Controller's Office; anywhere in 
the City. 
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Mr. Coyne: 

Well, I see no reason to 
believe that if the Mayor is going 
to eliminate these people from this 
position why she'd be willing to 
place them into another position in 
another City department. Thank you, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I’d like to address Michelle 
and make an appeal to her. 
Michelle, again, I made the point 
earlier that it was the Mayor 
herself who included the position in 
the budget that she sent over. That 
point you haven't really dealt with 
or addressed. 

Again, Michelle, I want to 
stress to you that we are talking 
about individuals that will be 
unemployed following this vote if we 
do not vote to override the Mayor's 
veto. 


I agree with you; it's not a 
question of a scapegoat. I don't 
feel I'm a scapegoat whether I'm for 
this or against this. It depends on 
how you feel about the issue. I 
would ask you, and I personally 
appeal to you, to vote to override 
the veto and if you feel strongly 
that some of the other positions 
need to be looked at or cut, I would 
make a commitment to vote with you 
on cutting some of the other 
positions.

WHEREAS, in recent years, the 
U.S. Congress has both limited the 
use of tax-exempt bonds by states 
and local governments, and made 
municipal bonds less attractive to 
significant groups of purchasers, 
thereby driving up the cost of 
financing public service projects; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 1988 the U.S. 
Supreme Court overturned a 100-year- 
old precedent, ruling for the first 
time that the Constitution does not 
prohibit the federal government from 
taxing the interest on state and 
local government bonds; and 

WHEREAS, the Supreme Court 
decision places in jeopardy the use 
of tax-exempt bonds by more than 
85,000 units of state and local 
government, as Congress seeks new 
sources of revenue to reduce the 
federal deficit; and 

WHEREAS, state the local 
borrowing costs will increase by an 
estimated 20 to 30 percent if the 
interest on tax-exempt bonds is 
subject to federal income tax, and 
this added burden will be reflected 
in reductions in public services or 
by increased state and local taxes;

WHEREAS, further restrictions 

on the use of tax-exempt bonds will 
seriously impair the ability of 
state and local governments to 
finance essential services and 
facilities, including schools, 

roads, water, sewer, gas,

I would like to make an 

amendment to Bill No. 1840 on the 
creation of a Federal Enterprise 
Zone. Specifically, you have the 

amendment before you and Section 1, 
I would amend it to add the 
neighborhoods of South Oakland, 
Hazelwood, lower Lawrenceville and 
Elliott and West End, they being 
census tracks 0408, 1502, 0603, 2007 
and 2015 to this legislation. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

We had a little bit of 

discussion when Director Donahoe was 
here last week regarding this 
legislation. This legislation 

submits an application to the 

Federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development and bascially 
affixes what we would want to have 
as our Federal Enterprise Zone. It 
is true that later on in the future 
should we be considered eligible as 
one of the competing cities, they 
supposedly will select 100 cities, 
it is possible later on that when we 
know actually what we*re getting 
into that we may choose not to get 
into it. But right now, by taking 
this action, we are locking 
ourselves into actually creating a 
Federal Enterprise Zone. 

And having looked at the map 
and reviewed the federal regulations 
that were posted in August of *88 
regarding the creation of the 
Federal Enterprise Zone, I looked 
through it over the weekend, I feel 
strongly that these other 
neighborhoods should be added for 
the following reasons: First of 
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all, the four areas that I mentioned 
specifically are areas that have 
suffered a great loss of 
manufacturing and other kinds of 
business in industrial activity. 
Again, those being the lower 
LawrencevilLe, the South Oakland 
riverfront strip along down into 
Hazelwood going towards the Glenwood 
Bridge, as well as areas across the 
river being West End and Elliott. 

As we look to create the Zone 
and begin to talk about future 
strategies going into the 1990's, 
we've had a Lot of discussion about 
so-called riverfront development, be 
it industrial, commercial, 
residential. I think there's a lot 
to be said by creating a zone that 
would be more inclusive of the 
riverfront potential that we 
possess. 

I was surprised that in the 
original bill, the census track of 
lower Lawrenceville was not actually 
a part of the bill that Mr. Donahoe 
submitted because that one census 
track is, in fact, already, by 
action of this Council as well as 
State government, a State Designated 
Enterprise Zone. The South Oakland 
and the Hazelwood strips that I've 
talked about clearly as we know the 
neighborhoods, as we've toured the 
areas, there was tremendous loss of 
manufacturing business activity 
there and I would strongly urge that 
we include those four neighborhoods. 

I believe strongly that if we 
look at the factors that the 
Director talked about, unemployment, 
the poverty rate, the income level, 
and the population loss, all of 
these areas fall right into line 
with that kind of criteria. 

The amended areas to the 


original bill are contiguous which 
is one of the concerns that the 
Director expressed, that all the 
areas be touching each other. I 
want to point out, however, that 
again this seems somewhat hasty, not 
so much my amendment but the Council 
action. The URA, I believe, 

received this information in 
August. It seems typical that we 
always are under the gun to have to 
prove something. It takes away 
discussion, creative ideas from 
Council or from the neighborhoods, 
who may want to offer an opinion on 
legislation. 

Having said that, I will also 
point out that the federal 
regulations explicitly state chat 
there's no size limit to whatever it 
is that we decide will be the 
Federal Enterprise Zone. 

So, for all of those reasons, I 
would like my colleagues to support 
this amended version. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Ferlo, did you go back and 
speak to Mr. Donahoe? 

Hr. Ferlo: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did you find out why these 
areas were not included and whether 
we can indeed include them? I think 
it was very clear from the 
presentation made by Mr. Donahoe 
that if we apply for the designation 
of an enterprise zone and the monies 
are allocated to 60 designated 
areas, and we were one of those 60, 
we have the option, if we like the 
program, to participate. But we 
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also have the option, if we don't 
like it, not to participate. 
However, if we don't apply and we 
like it, we can't participate. So 
the concept was to get in, get your 
foot in the door, and be eligible 
should we wish to take advantage of 
the dollars. 

Furthermore, if you know 
anything about this program, the 
reason President-elect Bush put Mr. 
Camp in charge of the program, this 
is the kind of thing that he will be 
doing on an on-going basis; that's 
his history. And there will be many 
enterprise zones. If we're going to 
expand it and, let's face it, my 
district is Elliott-West End that I 
will be running from, of course I'd 
like to have them in the district. 
Frankly, I'd like to have the whole 
City that has areas who have lost 
population and need support, whether 
it's residential, commercial, 
industrial, and so on, where it's 
appropriate and where the zoning is 
appropriate. I'd like to say, let's 
put all of Pittsburgh's areas who 
have had problems, if we're going 
from the promised 400,000 people to 
358,000 people into this area. I 
don't have a problem with including 
the areas. As a matter of fact, as 
I said, I would like to have some of 
these areas included and I'm sure 
other colleagues who are running 
would like to have the other areas 
included. But in reality, what I 
want to know is that we don't apply 
for something that rules us out of 
even being a contender. 

So,, again, I want to be sure 
that before we say or we vote yes, 
we will put these contiguous areas 
in, that it will not destroy our 
ability to even be a qualifier. If 
that is the case, then I support the 
bill. I don't have a problem with 


it. But to do it on a final vote 
today, and we have today as our 
final vote, or we are going to miss 
the boat. If we don't vote today, 
we were told we cannot get in to be 
one of the 60 should we decide that 
we like the program and want to 
participant. If we vote no, then of 
course, if we want it, we missed the 
boat and we don't want to miss the 
boat on this. 

Furthermore, there will be 
many, many opportunities with this 
particular program. There will be 
other proposals to qualify for 
enterprise zones. My only concern 
is that we do not lose the 
opportunity by extending their 
request in violation of any 
regulation and I would like to know 
from Mr. Donahoe that that is viable 
or feasible so that we don't cut off 
our nose to spite our faces. 

The concept is excellent; 
nobody quarrels with it. But, as I 
said, we could take every other 
community and include that. 
Everything becomes contiguous to 
everything. Everything in 
Pittsburgh is contiguous to 
something else and probably to an 
area that would need an enterprise 
zone. 

The Chair: 

I think it has been stated that 
Federal guidelines do not state a 
size and I think Mr, Ferlo has 
stated that. But i'll let you 
answer that, Mr. Ferlo. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, first of all, we 
can't just take any neighborhood in 
the City, If you read the Federal 
regulations and if you review the 




criteria that the Director outlined, 
the four areas that I mentioned, 
it's not true that you can just take 
any neighborhood. I was 
specifically trying to take 
neighborhoods where there already is 
some concentrated effort on the part 
of the City, for instance, the lower 
Lawrenceville Corridor which we've 
already designated as a State 
Enterprise Zone. The other areas 
that I mentioned, the West End- 
Elliott, the South Oakland, the 
Hazelwood Corridor, if you look 
through those neighborhoods, it fits 
the criteria exactly whether it be 
loss of population, loss of 
manufacturing industrial activity. 
And they are areas that as we go 
into the 1990s, these are areas that 
we must target for special kinds of 
economic development activities. 
There are a hundred cities 
altogether across the country that 
will be selected, two-thirds of 
which have to be in the City, one- 
third will be rural. So that's 
where the 60 figure came from. 

The only thing that was clear 
from the Director's discussion at 
the table was the unknown. He 
generally talked about an 
application process. He generally 
conveyed to us some broad outline. 
But he, himself, admitted that he 
knew very little about the 
program. It may be later on, if it 
comes to play that we have to give 
up the prevailing wage or give up 
the minimum wage, give up minority 
set asides or other kinds of 
activities or zoning, we may decide 
later on that we don't want to be 
part of the Federal Enterprise 
Zone. But as we begin to put our 
foot in the door, we are being 
locked in to having said this is the 
Federal Enterprise Zone. And it's 
in that spirit that I want to 


broaden out at least, as we put our 
foot in the door, so we're not 
cutting off our nose to spite our 
face. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I agree with my colleague and 
I'm glad he understands that we 
don't want to miss the boat and 
therefore we should apply so that if 
we do want to be part of the program 
we can indeed do that. It is 
obvious that we will have many 
enterprise zones and I didn't say we 
should take any area. I think there 
are some very affluent areas; you're 
certainly not going to put Sewickley 
or Fox Chapel in as an enterprise 
zone. 

It is apparent that we're going 
to have to have more than one 
enterprise program. Enterprise 
zones are going to be on-going. 
This is the first shot; it is 60 
facilities across the country. All 
I'm saying is that it is imperative 
that we don't vote today to include 
something, therefore disqualifying 
ourselves and therefore finding out 
that our application is invalid 
because this is the last shot we 
have to vote or we miss the boat. 

Obviously, I want to have West 
End-Elliott and, as I said before, 
somebody else would like to have 
Lawreceville and so on, as 
enterprise zones, and. Lord knows, 
they need it. The important thing 
is, did Mr. Ferlo speak to Mr. 
Donahoe. The answer is no. 
Therefore, I don't know the answer 
to the question of whether we can 
expand it to the second level 
expanding the program. If Council 
wants to gamble and take a vote and 
extend it as opposed to taking the

Mr. President, in relation to 
this bill for the pedestrian 
overpass, I think it was 
legitimately correctly pointed out 
at the last Committee Meeting that 
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this is one of several pedestrian 
overpasses supposedly planned for 
the Stadium. As yet, we haven't 
really received a comprehensive 
report as to what all this entails 
in terms of what actually is being 
planned for. 

In addition, since the last 
Wednesday meeting, I have had 
several people from the neighboring 
community of Allegheny West question 
this particular pedestrian 

overpass. I was not able to answer 
some of the questions because we did 
not fully receive some of the 
information from the Administration 
and I would like to make a motion at 
this time to recommit this bill for 
further discussion. 

The Chair: 

Is there a second for 
recommittal? 

Hearing no second, the motion 
fails. 

Is there any further discussion 
on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I would like a report 
presented to CounciImembers, either 
a written report or a post agenda, 
from the Fire and Police Department 
as to the new program in preventing 
fires which encompasses or entails 
putting out candlelight in 
restaurants and the fires under food 
that we cook; you know, little 
sternos. I think that is foolish to 
spend the time of the Police 
Department and Fire Department doing 
this kind of inspection and 
investigating and checking when we 
have, I think as one of the 
editorials pointed out today, 
buildings with potential fire 
hazards, major buildings that have 
caught fire in the North Side, 
really problems. I hate to see any 
of the work hours assigned to 
something of that nature. 

Secondly, I'd like to see the 
stats. I'd like to see how many 
fires were begun by a little heating 
thing. I'd like to see how many 
fires were created by a candle* We 
have enough problems in the City 
with people. If you really want to 
worry about fires, go to the bars on 
Friday or Saturday night where you 
have dinner and you have 500 people 
in a room that only will handle 30. 

If you want to really do 
something meaningful, let's address 
the problem. I would very much like 
to have a report from our Fire 
Department and Police Department so 
that we get a response and I think 
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that ought to be at a post agenda. 
What are ray colleagues* feelings on 
it? Do you want it in writing? Mr, 
President, what would you prefer? 

The Chair: 

I would not suggest a post 
agenda because if you're only asking 
for how many fires were caused 
because of canned heat and candles 


Michelle Madoff: 

But the rationale as to why 
they want — 

The Chair: 

I understand what you're saying 
but it would be a very short-lived 
post agenda. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to see that in the 
national news that Pittsburgh is 
putting the candles in restaurants. 

Mr. Pollock: 

While I do feel that Cherries 
Jubilee is very dangerous, I think 
it is something that must have been 
prompted by something to start this 
new action. So, I think a report 
should be submitted. There must 
have been something that prompted it 
because there have been candles and 
flaming desserts as long as there 
have been restaurants. But this 
crackdown must have been prompted by 
some reason. They have other things 
to do than to start snuffing out 
candles. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I realize that in places where 


you have candlelight on tables and 
the places are jammed because they 
violate the Fire Code by numbers of 
people, maybe that's what we need to 
watch. Let * s take on the real 
problem, not say, "Well, because 
we' re breaking Che law by letting 
the people in, we'll make sure 
there's no candle so their cloches 
don't catch fire." I mean, people 
walk by me in restaurants with lit 
cigarettes. I've had three major 
expensive dresses with holes in 
them. Maybe we should stop them 
from keeping their cigarettes below 
the shoulder; you know, walk around 
with your cigarette up here if 
you're allowed to smoke. Maybe we 
need a bill chat says no smoking in 
bars. Maybe that's what we need. 
But let' s have some dialogue and I 
don * t see how we' re going to have 
dialogue by just having a letter. 
It seems to me that a 15 or 20 
minute post agenda might be in 
order. 

The Chair: 

You can call for a post. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Let's ask to get information 
beforehand, Mike, and then let's 
schedule a post agenda for this 
week. How about tomorrow? No big 
deal. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with Michelle, This is 
one of the more burning issues 
confronting City Hall but one 
another matter, Mr. Chairman, I 
would ask my colleagues to assist me 
in a communication to the Allegheny 
County Board of Elections. It's an 
issue that is probably going to be a 
problem in many other communities 
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throughout the City, but one 
specific issue that I'm talking 
about is the change of many of the 
voting locations throughout the 
wards and precincts in the City. 
This particular precinct that I'm 
talking about is the lOth Ward, I3th 
District; we know it better as the 
Garfield Highrise, the senior 
highrise on Fern Street. 
Specifically, that polling place has 
been relocated, taken out of the 
senior highrise and put in Sunnyside 
School. And if you can picture 
going from Fern Street at the end of 
Mossfield Boulevard, senior citizens 
somehow, magically, appearing or 
trying to vote. In Sunnyside 
School, there's no transportation 
linkage between the two. In fact, 
it would be easier for people in the 
Garfield Highrise to go East Liberty 
or to come Downtown to vote than to 
try to get up to the top of Stanton 
Avenue and the Sunnyside School. 

It's a parochial issue, 
certainly, but I know for a fact 
that other neighborhoods, each one 
of us could probably point to some 
examples of problems. It's the 
traditional thing where somebody 
sits down with a planning map and 
knows nothing about the community or 
the topography or the demographics 
of the area. 

I would ask that we send a 
letter specifically on this request 
to restore the voting location at 
the highrise, as well as to be 
followed up by citizens who are 
submitting petitions to the Board. 
There may be others, and I would 
certainly be willing to join with my 
colleagues and others questioning 
the relocation of other voting 
booths if we know of them. But I 
would specifically like to ask for a 
letter to the County Board of 


Elections to please have them re¬ 
evaluate the location and change of 
this voting place. 

The Chair: 

I would recommend, and I've 
already spoken to Jim Scanlon, the 
Director of the Election Bureau, 
because I'm a Ward Chairman in my 
ward and we have numerous cases. We 
have people who are senior citizens 
who have been voting across the 
street and if they move them to 
another polling place they'll have 
to take two buses to get there. 
They 're just not going to go and 
vote. I have a meeting set up with 
the Election Bureau who is going to 
come into my ward and discuss it and 
I think they're going to do it in 
everybody's, but if we're going to 
do this, I would rather send a 
letter out from this Council, or 
perhaps the Administration and this 
Council, saying that we want them to 
sit down with the people in each 
ward and discuss this situation with 
them. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Fine. But it has to be 
quickly. 

The Chair: 

Definitely. I'm going to speak 
to them about mine myself. I 
actually have a whole street, mainly 
senior citizens, that because of the 
Shadeland Avenue Bridge being shut 
down will have to take two buses to 
go to California Avenue to vote 
unless they can all get rides and 
you know 200 people are not going to 
be able to get rides. 
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Hr. FerLo: 

Mr. Chairman, I only knew about 
this one example but I know there 
are 10 and 20 and 40 and 50. 

The Chair: 

Throughout the City it*s just a 
nightmare. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to conclude, this is an 
extremely important election, given 
the race for Mayor after 12 years. 
We should be encouraging people to 
participate and vote and the 
relocation of many of these 
districts is hampering that. 

The Chair: 

My phone is jumping off the 
hook since the new cards went out 
and the new polling places went 
out. So, I did go and talk to Mr. 
Scanlon and he is going to come and 
I am going to have a meeting. But 1 
suggest if we do it, let's do it for 
all of them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I've had about 15 phone calls 
from people who have the same 
complaint, senior citizens, who 
would have to walk on streets where 
there are no sidewalks. It would be 
a great distance for them to get 
there and some to take two buses. 
They come from all over the Eliott- 
West End, Mount Washington area 
where there's a real problem. Many 
of those streets are like mountain 
goat trails. Something has to be 
worked out. If we want people to 
vote, we have to encourage them to 
vote and make provisions for them to 
vote easily. It might even be 


necessary for the City to hire some 
buses to take people around and have 
buses Cake them to voting places 
because it's getting too close to 
the time Chat they can' t make the 
change. There's got to be a 
provisal for people to be able to 
vote and the City could certainly 
arrange for voting buses. 

The Chair: 

I 'd like to make this 
suggestion. If we could send it 
from this Council to keep the voting 
districts because we all have the 
same number of Committeepeople and 
the same Judge of Elections in every 
district. They didn't cut them 
out. If we keep all the same voting 
districts for this year and work 
into this thing for a year, but to 
be hit with it in a matter of two 
months and say you're going to be 
moved, I think is a crazy thing. We 
can address it that way, Mr, Perry, 

Michelle Madoff: 

That means another mailing to 
everybody saying go back and vote 
where you voted last year. 

The Chair: 

It's a lot cheaper than all 
this confusion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you're right. 

Nr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on another subject. We've 
had two major accidents off Mount 
Washington with runaway trucks that 
should not have been on Mount 
Washington in the last five years. 
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which obviously have caused serious 
injuries and deaths. The one you 
may recall coming down Sycamore 
Street about five years ago was a 
tractor trailer with steel on it. 
The driver was lost, he was from out 
of town, and was killed in the 
accident. Fortunately, he was the 
only person killed; it could have 
hit a streetcar or a bus. The one 
last week, there are three 
fatalities, plus serious injuries. 

There are some similarities in 
both accidents. Both trucks were 
lost and they ended up on Mount 
Washington. And when big trucks 
with heavy weight are lost and they 
end up on a mountain, they have to 
come down off that mountain. Both 
lost their breaks for whatever 
reason and a serious accident 
occurred. God only knows how many 
trucks have been lost on Mount 
Washington and have made it off 
Mount Washington without a serious 
accident. 

The two accidents that occurred 
could have been catastrophic 
accidents in the event that gasoline 
would have been in the one truck or 
a bus or a streetcar would have been 
coming out of the tunnel. They were 
bad enough but they could have been 
worse. 

I think we have to do 
everything we can to prevent these 
rigs from getting up on Mount 
Washington. That's the reason why 
I'm bringing this issue up. I know 
we passed a bill today. Bill No. 
1862, that pertains to signage of 
streets which we're implementing in 
the City of Pittsburgh in 1989 and 
all streets will have new signs. I 
think we need to go one step further 
with all roads leading to Mount 
Washington. When I say all roads, 


the major arteries I can think of 
are Arlington Avenue, Warrington 
Avenue, McArdle Roadway, Woodruff, 
Boggs and Southern Avenues. Our 
Public Works Department, working 
jointing with our Public Safety 
Department and our Traffic 
Engineering Department, should 
install signs that say something 
such as "tractor trailers are not 
permitting to proceed unless making 
local deliveries". 

I'd like to put that in the 
form of a motion and I'd like it 
sent to our Engineering and 
Construction Department where 
Traffic Engineering is, our Public 
Works Department and our Public 
Safety Department, and see signs of 
that type put up as quickly as 
possible. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I second that. 

Also, would you amend your bill 
to say no later than 30 days? 

Hr. Wagner: 

As quickly as possible. I'd 
like to see them up in a week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That could be five years. 

Mr• Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I certainly 
support that suggestion, but I think 
we have to go an additional step 
further and that is to hear a report 
and reinstitute an activity that had 
been going on a couple of years ago, 
and that was the actual stopping of 
tractor trailer trucks within City 
boundaries, some that were labled 
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hazardous and some that were not, 
and actually conduct testing 
activities. 

It * s my understanding, and I 
cannot verify this, only word of 
mouth, that there were a lot of 
trucks stopped and there were a lot 
of fines given. But mysteriously, 
due to good old City Hall politics, 
calls were made to the appropriate 
places and these companies were let 
off the hook and fines were 
forgotten. If we really are sincere 
and we really want to talk about 
enforcement, then we need that kind 
of activity. We need trucks 
stopped, there needs to be testing 
done on those trucks, the 
brakelines, etc., and we need to 
start issuing some stiff fines and 
issue citations. 

We have to put the message out 
to both truckers as well as 
companies. Most often it*s not the 
driver himself or herself who is 
knowledgeable about the condition of 
the truck. They get in, they go to 
work in the morning, jump in the 
cab, and they're off and running. I 
think we have to hold companies 
responsible who have an obligation 
to make sure that the trucks are 
running safely. But without 
stopping the trucks, without 
enforcement of citations and issuing 
citations, we can put up all the 
signs in the world. 

We have to harrass these 
trucks. It's unfortunate that we 
have to pick on everybody just for a 
few, but there has to be random, 
fair and reasonable stopping of 
trucks and testing of brakelines and 
kinds of activities that fire 
marshalls and police officers are 
involved in. State Troopers do it 
on certain roads and we have to 


start doing it in the City because 
of the City being a crossroads for 
so many main arteries. But that has 
to start. It stopped before due to 
politics and it should be 
reinstituted. 

Mr. DePasquale moved to excuse Mr. 
Lyons for absence from the meeting, 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff moved to approve the 
Minutes of Tuesday, January 10, 
1989. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And on the motion of Mr. Wagner 
Council adjourned.

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think it is a wonderful 
and appropriate idea of this statue 
for Mr. Art Rooney. The preliminary 
cost for the statue is approximately 
$300,000 and I don't think it's 
unreasonable to say that if everyone 
who ever met Mr. Rooney or shook 
hands with Mr. Rooney or was 
assisted in some way by Art Rooney 
would send $1 to this fund, it would 
far surpass the $300,000 mark that 
WPXI is trying to raise. 

One personal note, I simply 
want to say how I was personally 
touched by Mr. Rooney.

That's the type of man Art 
Rooney was. He was a true 
Pittsburgher and I think it's a 
great idea that WPXI-TV is 
spearheading this campaign to raise 
funds for a statue.

President and General Manager would 
like to say a few more words about 
it but I would also like to say that 
I commend WPXI-TV for taking on this 
task and I would like to hopefully 
see all of Pittsburgh get behind it.

And since I would not want to 
impact on that and see that all 
parks are kept up to date, the 
problem then becomes, does every 
park say, "Me too, I want to set up 
a trust fund", and I don * t have a 
problem with that. If every 

community wants to set up a trust 
fund to support their park, that's 
fine. But I think we need an answer 
from Parks and Recreation, We were 
to have one by today. I didn't get 
an answer; did anyone get one? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Woods, to clarify this a 
little bit further, 1 again had a 
second discussion with Director 
Brown this morning. She assured me 
that she's supportive of the 
legislation. She makes the point in 
response to a comment raised I 
believe by Councilwotnan Madoff at 
the last meeting that it is not the 
case that a trust fund is desireable 
for each and every small park that 
may exist in the City. There are 
very large parks that by their very 
nature are regional facilities such 
as Highland Park, such as Schenley, 
such as Frick Park. Frick Park 
already has a trust fund. There are 
special efforts being made because 
of the Blue Ribbon Commission and 
the suggestions for renovations and 
improvements to Schenley Park which 
we have yet to hear a report on• 


And thirdly, is the proposal before 
us today regarding the Highland Park 
Trust Fund. 

A point I again reiterate is an 
effort by community groups in Che 
area to specifically try to seek out 
additional funding and support made 
the example of the monument statues 
going into the parks as being one 
example of non-public dollars used 
for refurbishing and improving the 
park. 

It is not the case, and I don't 
believe it's the case, that a trust 
fund is needed to each and every 
small park, especially when Chose 
parks are parochial in nature, are 
neighborhood based, and don't demand 
the kinds of dollars needed in order 
to make the kinds of improvements. 

So, obviously, I'm in support 
of the legislation, having been the 
sponsor, and the Director is in 
support of the legislation also.

Mr. President, regarding Bill 
1896 on the Visa/Mastercard Payment 
Program, Council is in receipt of a 
letter from the Solicitor. 
Unfortunately, we may not have 
drafted the appropriate question to 
the Solicitor because in his letter 
to Council, I read briefly every 
question and opinion as to whether 
the City can oppose a credit card 


fee on persons using the card rather 
than the City. This is on the issue 
of people at the tow-pound and 
individuals who have gotten their 
cars booted using credit cards. 
This question may not have been the 
best question. I think the question 
should have been, how do we impose 
this fee. 

The Solicitor's letter quotes 
the so-called standard merchant 
agreement proposed to be entered 
into between the City and 
Equibank. Now that may be the 
standard agreement but it is an 
agreement between two parties 
entering into a contract. It's not 
clear to me from the Solicitor's 
letter whether or not there's not 
room for negotiation or some ability 
for us to get what we want regarding 
the imposition of the fee associated 
with people using the credit card. 

I do think this demands some 
additional discussion and 1 would 
like to hear from the Solicitor at 
the table and I would strongly urge 
that we recommit this bill for 
further discussion, I don't see 
that we immediately have to prove 
this in terms of the urgency. I 
think his letter is somewhat 
ambiguous and I think there should 
be some additional questions 
answered and I'd like to make a 
motion to recommit this bill. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. Mr. Ferlo is 
absolutely correct. The answer is 
very ambiguous. The question wasn't 
very clear. My understanding was 
that we wanted to know whether those 
people who are forced to pay cash 
would get a discount or whether the 
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people who are paying on a charge 
card would be charged a slightly 
Larger fee to cover the cost of the 
deficit that we would be 
incurring* That was the question 
because 75 percent of the people who 
are going to have their cars towed 
will use the charge cards and that's 
a given. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I think it was 
pointed out by the Chief Magistrate, 
Joan Melvin, at the table, that once 
this was in place and once it was 
charged, they did not have the right 
to have a contract, the City has a 
contract with Cquibank that there 
would be no stop payment which 
several times it has been done in 
the past, but there would be no stop 
payment. And once they are charged 
for any motor vehicle violation, it 
would not be a stop payment.

I just want to clarify my 
opposition to Bill 1857 on the 
expenditures for the Grant Street 
Project. 

1 notice that there's an amount 
here of $1,150,000. I don't know 
that we fully have an appreciation 
for why this expenditure has 
increased to that extent. And in 
re-reading the legislation, I notice 
that this bill, and I think this is 
somewhat unusual, allows for 
necessary work on private 
property. I failed to notice that 
in the discussion on Wednesday. I 
would have like to have asked the 
nature of that work. It seemed to 
be something different than most of 
the bills that come before us and 
for those reasons and more I just 
wanted to state tWht I'm voting no 
on Bill 1857. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 1857, for the 900th 
time, we need to have a cost 
estimator in-house. I see 
corporations advertise in the 
newspapers all the time for 
experienced cost estimators. We 
need an experienced cost estimator 
who knows what they're doing, so on 
Phase II we ran a million over. 
We're running a million over on IV 
and this Council is not equipped to 
say whether that is correct or not 
correct. And obviously someone's 
estimates are a little off. A 
million dollars off; that's two 
million that I can account for that 
I know about. 


It doesn't take a lot of brains 
to sit down and call the 
manufacturer of bricks and say what 
is it going to cost for bricks of 
this particular design and quality 
delivered on site at a certain 
time. It doesn't take a lot of 
acumen to make sure you order enough 
bricks in time so you don't have to 
go back and re-order them and have 
them wrong, etc., etc., to the tune 
of $2 million to the taxpayers. 

I think I have worked this to 
death. I am hoping there will be a 
drastic change in the near future. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, although my 
colleagues do bring up some 
arguments that do have some merit, I 
think it's completely irresponsible 
to try to vote against this project 
when it's three-quarters of the way 
done. Work and ideas like these 
should have been questioned when the 
Grant Street Project initially was 
developed. If members of Council 
didn' t do that at the time, and a 
few of us weren't there, well then 
it wasn't done. And I think for 
projects in the future that maybe we 
should take precautions such as the 
Councilwoman just brought out. But 
as for right now, the job is almost 
all the way done and it would be an 
eyesore to have it completed to 
Fourth Avenue and not go all the way 
to the Boulevard of the Allies and I 
would urge my colleagues to vote yes 
for the project. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

In response, I respect the 
opinion of my colleague, Mr. Coyne, 
on this point. Unfortunately, I was 
not here to argue the point 
originally, as he so indicated. 
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r see nothing wrong with the 
concrete paving of the rest of the 
way. We'd save a lot of money, I 
think we should use the extra money 
we have to restore some decent 
lighting on the streets and the 
ridiculous East Liberty Corridor- 
looking lighting that is on the 
street presently which looks like 
the East Liberty Mall which we all 
know the outcome of that great 
remodeling job. 

There are cost overruns. It's 
not clear to me that we have engaged 
the Director enough in this 
department in talking specifically 
about why there are the overruns 
that there are. It is often times 
the case that there needs to be re¬ 
thinking. I'm still opposed, 
violently opposed, to the 
expenditures regarding the Public 
Safety Building. I think we're 
crazy. We're making a terrible 
mistake remodeling that building the 
second time around. It doesn't 
directly relate to the issue but 
it's often times the case that 
Council needs to rethink a course of 
action. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I think that my colleague who 
wasn't here, Mr. Coyne, should be 
informed that those of us who were 
here, particularly myself, have been 
zeroing in on Mr. McDermott on these 
issues repeatedly, ad infinitum, ad 
nauseum. But the point is, I 
haven't been able to get people to 
understand what the big problem is. 

You make a valid point, are we 
going to stop the project. But that 
isn't the question here. The 
project can be done but can it be 
done more economically and more 
efficiently and more cost 


effectively? And that's the 

question that needs to be answered 
before we vote on it. Can we cut 
the cost, bring it in at a price? 
Can we stop giving the money away 
saying we've got $4 million to give 
away; who is going to come in at $2 
million. Maybe we need to rebid it 
and get someone at' a lower price. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, there's unrest on 
the bill, but I fail to see, it's 73 
to 80 percent completed. Why should 
we impede the finishing of it now? 
How much more money would it cost? 
I would say that I support my 
colleague. Councilman Coyne, in this 
bill. Sure there's a lot of 

questions, but we weren't there at 
the inception of this bill and 
certainly I feel that if we stop it 
now, how much more money will it 
cost the taxpayers. 

The Chair: 

I'd like to say something. I 
think that for any CounciImerober to 
vote against this bill at this time 
when it is 80 percent complete would 
be very foolish, but I see that a 
few of you are. I would ask one of 
my colleagues who are in favor of 
this bill to please recommit it so 
we can discuss it again Wednesday 
and make sure we get enough votes to 
pass it.

But I want to publicly thank 
the Director for taking this action. 

The Chair: 

Concerning that, I'd like to 
thank the Director also because he 
took care of some of my concerns. 
But I'd like to add with yours in 
the 15th District, lOth Ward, Joe 
Natoli also had spoken to the 
Director prior to our letter even 
getting there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

To my understanding, and I may 
not have understood you correctly, 
but my understanding was that you 
were going to back to see if we 
could leave exactly the same polling 
places in place for one more year 
untiI the changes could be made• 
Every one of us could be talking 
about places that are inconvenient 
and i t depends on the topography • 
It depends on how the communities 
are built. The second district is 
like five different districts that 
are alienated from each other and 
since the districts have changed, I 
was in five and now I'm in four. 
People don't know where to vote at 
all and there just isn't enough 
time. I've had dozens and dozens of 
calls saying, "We can't get there, 
there are unpaved streets, we don't 
know where to vote" and my 
understanding was that you were 
going to speak to them and try to 
get them to keep them at the same 


places. What has happened with 
that? 

The Chair: 

I had two meetings with Mr. 
Scanlon, I spoke to him on the 
phone. It's State law; we can't do 
it. We're changed, the district 
lines are drawn and they have to 
vote in those districts. The 
polling places, some of them can be 
changed; it's up to the particular 
Ward Chairman and the 

Committeepeople going to the 
Director saying there's a better 
polling place, if you put it in the 
center of this district versus the 
end of this district, that type of 
thing, but the district lines are 
drawn and there's nothing we can do 
about it. 

The Republican party has a suit 
against Allegheny County Election 
Department about not redistricting 
now but they are following State 
mandate. There is nothing they can 
do about it. His hands are tied. 
The lines are drawn and that's it. 
We vote in the districts that we're 
going to vote in. You may be able 
to go over there, some Ward Chairman 
or some Commit teepeople or some 
concerned citizen, and change a 
polling place, but nobody can change 
a district, 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to change a 
district. I'm only talking about a 
polling place. Whether you change 
the number of the district, the 
polling place can be the same. 

The Chair: 

Listen to me, please. You can 
go over there and ask them that this 
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polling place be changed from here 
to there and they'll try to 
accommodate you if they can, if they 
feel it's feasible. But, no matter 
where you move a polling place, and 
I found this out the hard way 
because we just moved a couple of 
ours, you're going to make somebody 
happy and you're going to make 
somebody sad. Simple as that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We'll take our people to the 
polling places. We’ll see that they 
get there.

I 
spoke to them last week and I spoke 
to them this morning, but once we 
pass this and it goes into effect, 
then we can come back in Council and 
do this with no problem at all. So, 
I ask you to vote for this, to re¬ 
amend this in a month, and once it's 
in place we'll do it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We're talking about 

semantics. Why do we have to call 
it a users' fee? Why don’t we just 
have a charge? That' s the way the 
charge is going to be and the number 
will include our cost? It will not 
be a users* fee. 

The Chair: 

I totally agree with you. We 
can call it anything we want and 
that's what we're searching for, the 
right language. So I ask you again 
to vote this amendment out, vote for 
the bill as it is, and within three 
to four weeks we'll have the proper 
terminology, the thing will be in 
place, and we'll put it back in. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And what if it doesn't pass 
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then? 

The Chair: 

I think we have the sentiment 
on this Council to pass it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But what if the banks say, "I'm 
sorry'* — 

The Chair: 

They have no choice. Once it*s 
in effect, we sign a contract and we 
can do what we want with that piece 
of legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to be sure we all 
understand this. The issue is that 
we want to be sure that people who, 
it will probably be 75 percent of 
the people who are having their cars 
towed are picking them up by charge 
card which is a move in the right 
direction so they don*t have to take 
cabs back or friends or whatever to 
a bank to use their card to get 
money out at night and have the 
burden of locating cash since we 
don't take personal checks• 
Correct? Or even going to their 
home if we did take personal checks. 

So now we* re going to allow 
people to pay by their charge card 
and because we allow them to pay by 
the charge card, the City is charged 
a fee. So all we want to do is 
incorporate into the charge, let * s 
for the sake of argument tnake it 
very simple, it*s $70 to have your 
car picked up at the tow pound and 
the City gets charged $2. So we get 
$68 instead of $70. What is wrong 
with just making the fee $72? The 
money is going to be coming back to 


us in any event. They're going to 
charge us «diatever the fee is. I*m 
afraid that if we let it go, what 
we*re going to run into is that 
we're not allowed to change an 
agreement. I think you make your 
agreement now. You don't say after 
the fact, **I want to change the 
agreement." I have some great 
concerns about that. Could the Law 
Department answer that question? 

The Chair: 

Could I answer the question? 
If you want to up the fees, then I 
suggest you get some different 
legislation here because the fees 
are set, what the fee is to tow the 
car, what it is to store the car, 
and that's altogether different from 
this legislation. Legally, you 
could not do what you want to do. 
You have to go through the whole 
process and up the fees. The 
simplest way out of this, and I ask 
you again to vote to do away with 
this amendment, vote on the bill as 
originally proposed, and within 
three to four weeks we'll bring it 
back. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, the fee to the bank 
is what percent?

2.2 percent.

Michelle Madoff:

Mr. Chairman, regarding the 
Federal Enterprise Zone on Bill 
1916, I would like my comments 
brought forward and I'd again 
restate that I will be voting no on 
this legislation. X think it's a 
mistake to lock in and approve an 
Enterprise Zone given the dramatic 
difference of the 1980 census 
statistics and figures regarding our 
neighborhoods versus what is the 
real situation in 1989, 1990 and, as 
we planned, into the next decade in 
regards to our economic development 
agenda. 

I'm opposed to including the 
neighborhoods of Allegheny West and 
Allegheny East which are far more 
residential in character and what 
will be an industrial and commercial 
manufacturing zone. There are other 
zones that are already listed as 
State Enterprise Zones which are not 
part of the package. It makes no 
sense for us to rush the judgment on 
this, and I think we are, 
unnecessarily. And more 
importantly, the designer, at least 
the chief architect, 
philosophically, of this notion of 
an Enterprise Zone, Mr. Kemp, is now 
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in office as the head of a 
department and I believe that he 
would be somebody if contacted 
either by the City officials or by 
Congressman Coyne or State Senators, 
I'm sure that they would be willing 
to take a second look and let us 
apply and submit and application 
that really reflects what our 
development agenda is in the City, 
including more of the riverfronts to 
be part of any notion of a Federal 
Enterprise Zone. 

For all those reasons and more, 
I'm voting no on this legislation.

(MR. FERLO'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 1916, Wednesday, February 1, 
1989) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Discussion. Could we have the Director clarify? I 
appreciate the letter you sent out to Council. This resolution 
reintroduced, I gather, puts back the original bill that you 
submitted, which obviously I am still opposed to? 

Mr. Donahoe: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So there are no changes going back to the original? 

Mr. Donahoe: 

That is correct, it goes back to the original bill. 
Essentially when Council gave final approval, they amended the 
legislation and added five census tracts that were not in the 
zone that was being suggested. Three of those zones are simply 
not eligible, they couldn't be in any application because they 
are not eligible under the federal program. Two of them were 
eligible, however. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

The three that were not, were not because why? 

Mr* Donahoe: 

Essentially one of the criteria for a zone to be eligible is 
that in the 1980 census it had to be a certain percentage, I 
believe it was 20 percent, of the people had to live below the 
poverty level. Now, I recognize that is nine years ago and 
there probably are changes in those census tracts; nevertheless, 
those were the criteria set up by the federal government. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So because an area is presently targeted as a so-called CD 
area, it is not necessarily the case that they are eligible 
based on — 

Mr. Donahoe: 

That is correct. This is a different program and they set 
up their own set of criteria. So those three census, three of 
the five that Council added, simply couldn't be submitted 
because they weren't eligible. 
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Mr, Ferlo: 


First of all, I guess I still have a problem with it. We 
still don’t fully know or have an appreciation for what we are 
getting into here, in terms of whatever the cost benefit is, in 
terms of federal enterprise zone and what does it mean in terms 
of what we are getting out of it. We are not really clear on 
that yet; even yourself, you have admitted that it is unclear 
that you can privide certain information that is just not 
forthcoming from the federal HUD. 

One thing I am a little bit upset about is what the relative 
statistics were in 1980 are radically different than in 1989 and 
1990. I did not understand why 2303 and 2201, Allegheny West 
and East Allegheny, are part of this package, as opposed to the 
two of the three that I did suggest, which are eligible, which 
is the other part of Lawrenceville, which is already part of the 
state designated enterprise zone, and the South Oakland 
corridor, which is the 0406. 

Mr. Donahoe: 

Let me just explain — 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Why can't those two be part of this package? 

Mr. Donahoe: 

The two that were eligible, essential v;e were running up 
against a deadline. The day that Council amended the bill and 
gave the final approval was also the day that the application 
had to be in. We did try in the four hours that I had before, 
from the time I knew Council wanted at least those two added to 
the time I had to have the application in, we did try and go 
through the process of adding them. The application was just 
too complicated- We had to redo a whole set of statistics. So 
we simply couldn’t accomplish that goal. I can tell you, 
however, that had we added them, the relative weight of some of 
the things that they will use to judge the application by would 
have made the city slightly less competitive. Those two 
eligible areas based on the years that we were looking at had 
better employment statistics and they had better poverty 
statistics. So we would have brought down the competitive 
position, not dramatically, but somewhat, and that is the reason 
they weren’t included in the first place. 

The staffs of URA and City Planning went through the process 
of trying to get those census tracts that presented, if you 
will, the worst case situation so that the application would be 
competitive. 

Again, it wasn't criteria that we establish or that we would 
necessarily agree with, but it was the criteria established by 
HUD, and we v;ere simply trying to put in the most competitive 
application possible. 
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Mr. Ferlo; 


I appreciate that. But we can*t turn the clock back, and 
unfortunately, I can*t turn the clock ahead two or three years. 
But relatively speaking, why can't we include the other 
Lawrenceville corridor and South Oakland corridor as opposed to 
East Allegheny and Allegheny West? What is the relevance of 
including those areas in the federal enterprise zone? They are 
not commercial industrial areas. 

Mr. Donahoe; 

The reason they were not suggested is because when you added 
their poverty and employment statistics — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Even when you eliminated the other two? 

Mr. Donahoe; 

That is correct. It did not present as competitive a 
situation. Now, as I said, we did try to do that. The 
situation we are faced with now is when I realized I could not 
add those two — which I would have done had I had the time — 
when I realized I could not do that, I sent the application it 
to HUD as is, as it was originally proposed. We told them that 
we would have to go back to Council and see if we could clarify 
this. We are in a situation where they would not give us an 
extension and they will not accept an amended application. So 
the situation I am afraid I have placed you in is either we 
approve this and have a competitive application, or we will have 
to withdraw it and wait until the next round, and we will do 
something that is in line with Council's desires. But that is 
simply the bottom line situation at that point. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I appreciate the position you are in now. I am obviously in 
the minority opinion on this issue in Council. My opinion is 
forget about the application that is in, I think it is 
irrelevant. I think as we plan for the 1990's, whatever federal 
enterprise zone we designate should accurately reflect what is 
real now, based on those neighborhoods as we know them, 
including the Hazelwood strip, which I felt should be included, 
including parts of the riverfront along West End and Elliott, 
including the other part of Lawrenceville which is already a 
state designated part of the zone, as well as the South Oakland 
corridor, at the expense of some of the other areas on the North 
Shore. It is ridiculous to make them part of the federal 
enterprise zone. We don't know what we are getting into. It 
may be several years before it is clear v/hat, if any, services 
or financial assistance is going to be coming from the federal 
government. I would rather see an application be put in that 
accurately reflects what our planning agenda is, what the real 
demographics are in those neighborhoods, what is really 
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happening out in those business areas by neighborhood business 
development groups, and make it complementary and force what 
actual is the City's agenda. The application that is submitted 
does not; it is apples and oranges. 

I appreciate the position you are in, I appreciate the fact 
talk you took the time to review that, I understand the 
predicament you are suggesting. But I see no hurry to do this, 
and I would rather see us officially sanction a federal 
enterprise zone in the city when, one, we know more about it in 
terms of what we are getting out of it, as well as what the bad 
side is. You had mentioned the possibility that zoning 
ordinances would have to be waived, a possibility of prevailing 
wage, possibly minimum wage, other kinds of federal 
requirements. I don't really think we know enough about what v/e 
are getting into. I think we should know the cost and benefits 
of the down side, and we should have a package, I believe, that 
accurately reflects what is the composition of this city in 
1989/1990. So I am opposed to the application. 

(END OP REMARKS) 

(TRANSCRIBED BY HELEN L. KRIEBEL) 
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Michelle Madoff: 

While I have Co agree with my 
colleague, Mr, Ferlo, that his 
premise that we really will be 
changing with a new census and that 
things are going to change 
drastically, all the arguments that 
he's raised are very valid. The 
only thing Chat isn't valid, and 1 
hope that we can disagree without 
being disagreeable, is the fact that 
what we are doing here in the target 
area zone of the first 16 
applications is applying only for 
the grant. We don't have to accept 
it; we don' t have to use the 
money. However, should we be 
fortunate enough to be one of the 16 
chosen and we decide we can use that 
money, we will have that 
opportunity. It is a win-win. We 
are not locked in to any position* 

Furthermore, I think the term 
was used, a second look. We will 
have time to exercise all the 
options that Mr. Ferlo has suggested 
by having our legislators, Mr. 
Coyne, or perhaps himself or any 
member of this Council, the 
President of this Council, the Mayor 
of this City, to contact Mr. Kemp, 
the new administration, to point out 
that in the second go round there's 
going to be many enterprise zones* 
Many. This is his schtick. This is 
what Mr. Kemp was put in position 
for. That is his ballwick. That is 
his major interest. That's his 
history, to point out on Che next go 
around that we don't want to short¬ 
change the riversides, the 
communities that were left out of 
this first application but to not 
apply where an application where 
money "may possibly be available to 
us" and we lose it simply because we 
don't apply for it would be 
foolhardy. 


So, while I agree that we ought 
to in the future look to all the 
issues that Mr. Ferlo has pointed 
out succinctly, I don't think that 
we should lose the opportunity of at 
least applying in the event that we 
are awarded this money. 

Mr. Lyons: 

In defense of the bill, Mr. 
Chairman, I think that the Director 
of the URA, Mr. David Donahoe, gave 
us a real good picture of this 
bill. And certainly, if we can't 
support him in his wisdom when we 
call him to the table, Chen we'll 
have wasted everyone's time. I'm 
for the passing of this bill. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to conclude a point 
here. First of all, it has nothing 
to do with the competence or the 
incompetence of a department 
director. I will point out, 
however, that these regulations were 
posted in August of last year. It 
was only the 11th hour, as is 
typical, often times, of the 
Administration, that Council was 
supplied with the application grant 
information, even so far as to be, I 
believe, about five days before the 
January 17th application deadline. 
So, I would call on Che 
Administration to please, in the 
future, when they know something is 
going to come to Council and be 
somewhat controversial or that 
Council wants to exert its right to 
have some leadership, that they 
please do so in a more appropriate 
fashion. 

I have to disagree with my 
colleague, Michelle. We are locking 
into place whatever we say is going 
to be the Enterprise Zone. If all 
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the rhetoric of Washington and the 
Administration, Regan and Kemp 
included, is that they’re for 
states' rights and they're for local 
communities having more say so and 
control over their destiny, then we 
should fashion an Enterprise Zone 
that really reflects what our 
development agenda is for the 
1990s. And I believe that we have 
not done that at all. I don't 
believe that the Director, Mr. 
Donahoe, had any direct input into 
designing this application; it was a 
task assigned to God knows who on 
his staff. It makes no sense 
whatsoever and I disagree with 
Michelle to the extent that we are 
locking ourselves into deciding what 
the zone will be. It is true, 
however, that we could decide that 
we don't want to be a part of it. 
But the whole thing is done 
irrationally and without proper 
thought and planning. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, although there 
are rational points on both sides, 
as my colleagues remember, the 
application has already been sent in 
and that Mr. Donahoe has applied 
already with the areas taken out and 
I don't see that Council has any 
choice at this point; it has to 
approve it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think this is really healthy 
dialogue because it really brings 
out some of the problems that this 
Council has to deal with. 

Mr. Ferlo is absolutely 
correct, that we are locking 
ourselves in if we do receive the 
money for this particular Enterprise 
Zone as it is defined. But that 


doesn't mean that we cannot apply 
for ocher Enterprise areas as we 
design them in the future. And as 
Mr. Coyne has said, the application 
has already gone in; why should we 
allow ourselves the chance and why 
should we even permit ourselves to 
lose whatever dollars might come for 
any area of the City because we need 
the money. 

But I have to concur with ray 
colleague, Mr. Ferlo, and he makes a 
very valid point that I have 
suffered throught, been frustrated 
over for over a decade. I've been 
here 11-1/2 years at the end of this 
year. Mr. Ferlo, you're 1000 
percent correct. There is no reason 
why when an application is 
available, the knowledge is 
available in August, that we should 
have 20 minutes to make a 
decision. And that is the modus 
operandi of the Administration. It 
must change. 

I perceive in addition to the 
fact that you disagree with it, 
perhaps also an overtone of sending 
a message — I don't know if the 
vote was needed whether you would 
vote with us, I would hope you would 
not, to let the bill go down the 
Cubes. But I chink it's a message 
when you say no, let’s get our bills 
here in a timely fashion to give 
Council a chance to do all the 
things you suggested. If we had 
known in September, October, 
November, December, January, we 
could have done some of the things 
that you suggested that we all agree 
with. Contact our legislators. And 
I think there should be a reprimand 
letter not just saying, as you've 
done, I would like the message to go 
to Mr. Lurcott and URA that they 
should not assign it to somebody who 
won't tell us about it, but a very 
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strong letter saying this has got to 
stop* We're going to do protesting 
votes unless you give us this 
information in a timely manner. 
But, of course, they have us where 
they want us. And they know that 
we're not going to vote against a 
bill that's going to benefit the 
City if they give us 20 minutes 
before the bell goes. 1 don't know 
how we deal with that.

Michelle Madoff: 

This may be a Little late in 
the day and I am not sure whether 
it’s appropriate or not. This is a 
request for dollars to finish the 
Grant Street Project which we are, 
of course, going to vote for. I was 
reported somewhere by some moron 
that I had voted against the bill; I 
voted for it. Obviously we are 
conmitted to finishing Grant Street, 
no matter what the cost would be. 
And for those who may have read a 
media report that may have said that 
I voted against it, it is a matter 
of record that I voted for it. 
However, I think that I have some 
legitimate questions. 

As it was stated here the other 
day under questioning by myself of 
Mr. McDermott, he informed us that 
the utility work, not meaning gas 
and electric but the water and sewer 
lines of this City were going to 
cost us an additional 96 percent. 
Again, zero hour we're finding out 
about these things; it was never 
brought to our attention. That 
utility work is our own Water and 
Sewer Department work done by Public 
Works and by the Water Department. 

I would have like to have 
checked out whether indeed that is a 
factor, that the 96 percent is an 
increase, and I have not really had 
the time to do it and I will pursue 
that course of action. For years 
I*ve been pointing out that what we 
need to do is to have a cost 
estimator. Every week in the papers 
you see ads by corporations asking 
to hire construction firms, cost 
estimators, who determine the true 
cost of materials, an estimate of 
the cost of labor and allow for 


reasonable profit and presume a 
certain dollar factor for problems 
that can go awry. And, Mr. Woods, 
you know better than anybody else 
and things happen that you don't 
count on. But you have some idea 
when you go into a project. When 
you're doing business, sir, and 
somebody bids on a contract and they 
agree to do it for a certain price, 
they chew and they eat their losses 
and so they know that they have to 
factor in the amount of their 
losses. 

But when we're going $1,130,000 
over the bid on Phase IV, we went 
$1.2 million over on Phase II, we're 
talking about almost $2.5 million 
that can be better spent in the 
communities. 

Again, I repeat, I did not vote 
against finishing Grant Street. My 
point was to say whether it is Grant 
Street, Brookline, Squirrel Hill, a 
fire house, a police station, a 
safety building, revamping of the 
temporary police station, whatever 
it is, the numbers should be more 
realistic and that we should not 
give the money away and continue in 
these giveaways. I wanted to clear 
that issue up. 

Now I am concerned, and ray 
question is, are we on a deadline? 
Do we have another week to check out 
this 96 percent utility work, 
whether that is a legitimate 
factor? Maybe my colleague has 
checked and maybe he has verified 
it. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, the Director of 
the Department of Engineering and 
Construction says that Council can't 
afford to put this back any further. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Alright, 1 accept that and I 

will of course vote for it, 

I was again accused, as 1 
usually am, of grandstanding and 
looking for publicity. The media, 
Channel 4, called me and said, 
Michelle, would you be willing to 
expound on what I just stated here 
publicly which is no secret, about 
my concerns about the overbids, the 
overruns and so on, and the 
giveaways. And I went outside and 
while I stood here in front of the 
door I noticed something that caught 
ray eye but I didn't really look at 
i t until today • Has anyone else 
gone outside, just about where we're 
sitting on the road, and taken a 
look at the bricks? They're heaving 
up and there's a big crack line. 
Has anybody seen that besides 
myself? I urge my colleagues, 

particularly Mr. Woods or Mr. Wagner 
who have some engineering 
background, to please take a look 
because before we go into Phase IV I 
want to make sure that Phase III is 
corrected without the burden being 
put on the taxpayers. It is really 
a mess. That street is heaving. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Personally, I'm sick of Grant 
Street. I can't stand the lighting, 
I think the bricks are crazy, I 
think the street looks ugly and I 
think it's going to be a mess in two 
years. It's outrageous that we're 
spending more money but it's 
happening. I*m voting no on this 
bill. Period. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, we're voting on the next 


phase of Grant Street here atid I 
think we should keep in focus if 
there's problems with the existing 
phase I think we should bring that 
to the attention of Engineering and 
Const rue tion. However, I don * t see 
how we can possibly not move forward 
with this project.

I do want to make a correction 
so that somebody doesn't point a 
finger at me and say, "You didn't 
and you said you did". I'm not 
positive but I think I said that we 
have to pay the bill on Wednesday 
and I may have abstained until 
today. But we have to pay the bill; 
everybody knows that you have to pay 
the bills. 
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Now, on other matters. I would 
just like to alert the citizens of 
this community to something that is 
going on that I know the Postmaster 
General has brought to people's 
attention. I don't know whether the 
other people on this Council have 
been subject to this. I don't know 
how I got on the sucker list but I 
want you to know, and you people 
will be very happy to know, that I'm 
entitled to a $12,000 certificate 
that I just won. There's only one 
problem; I have to send $8 to be 
sure that I will still be 
eligible.

I think everybody is getting 
the message. I'm the lucky person 
who won $10,000. All I have to do 
is send — I'm automatically 
eligible for an additional $2,500. 
All I have to send is my entry 
payment. 

The next one, I've won $61,000 
in cash. All I have to send is my 
dollar. I can get this one for half 
price, for only $12.50, and I will 
automatically, certainly, 90 percent 
chance, foolproof, and so on and so 
forth and so it goes, for $4.97. 

The Canadian lottery, they 
heard I was born in Canada, they're 
after me. Congratulations, 
important notice. All I have to do 
is send $14.77. I don't even know 
what I'm going to get. 

The Chair: 

Is there a point you're trying 
to make? 

Michelle Madoff: 

The point I'm trying to make, 
Mr. Woods, is one you are well aware 
of. There are a lot of people out 
there on fixed incomes who may get 
on these sucker lists. The Post 
Office has asked, please, they've 
been putting up public service 
notices, if there's anything sent to 
you requiring you to send any money, 
don't do it. If you're a legitimate 
winner of the lottery or something 
that you've answered, legitimately 
they will not be asking you for 
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money. They’re notify you in person 
or by telephone. Don't send your 
hard-earned dollars. Please. And 
report it to the Postmaster 
General. I must have another 
hundred of these but I will not bore 
you with them. 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, very briefly. A 
week ago I submitted a bill for a 
§15,000 expenditure for a 
feasibility study regarding the 
replacement bridge at the end of 
Ellsworth Avenue going into the East 
Liberty area. I would like to 
request that we conduct a public 
hearing on this issue to actually 
get a reflection of what the 
sentiment is in the area, be it the 
East Liberty merchants, Shadyside 
merchants, residents in the area. 
There is some discussion as to 
whether or not it would be a full- 
fledged replacement bridge and/or a 
pedestrian footbridge which was 
there also. A number of people 
would like to discuss this issue and 
before we spend the money 1 think it 
wise to conduct a public hearing. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on a more serious 
note. Recently up at Allen Avenue, 
around Warrington and Arlington, 
three people have been killed or 
injured. Three elderly people. I 
don't have the solution to the 
problem but I think there should be 
a study made there to see if it's 


necessary to have a light there or 
the street lighting be more bright, 
or there needs to be something 
because it makes for a sad 
commentary when our senior citizens 
are going out and being struck down 
by vehicles. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Lyons, I think they're 
already up there putting a light up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, you're correct, they are 
putting a light up, but I checked 
with Lou Gaetano immediately and my 
office was called about this matter, 
and I found out that the people who 
were killed, one stepped off a curb 
in front of a car and it was not 
just crossing and not just because 
of the light. So, we really need 
some educational programs to help 
the senior citizens in addressing 
getting across the roads. 

Mr• Wagner: 

On the same matter, I'm glad 
Mr. Lyons brought it up, yes, there 
is a light going up and I think 
CounciImembers would agree that it 
be done as quickly as possibly. 
It's difficult for senior citizens 
to cross that street anywhere along 
Warrington Avenue and we certainly 
not only need the light but we need 
the cross light, when you can walk 
and when you can't walk. 

The Chair: 

They were up there digging up 
poles yesterday. I know that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On another subject. This may 
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sound very frivolous but I don't 
think it is; it could be very 
serious. Some of you may have been 
here the day I took my plunge and 
broke ray arm. Mr. Perry, the City 
Clerk, has been trying to get a 
carpet in for the people in the 
major hall. If you don't know it, 
right now you could break your leg 
on this floor; it is horrendous. 
The seats are so bad that the pad is 
sliding onto the floor. Somebody is 
going to get hurt and hopefully it 
isn't going to be me because I'm 
wearing low heels, but I am sliding 
all over the place in low heels. 
We've got to do something about 
whoever is putting this extra wax 
on; it's got to be those 
Republicans. We really have a very 
serious problem with slippery floors 
and so on. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, one last item. 
It's reflected in today's Minutes. 
Two weeks ago I asked for Public 
Works to install signs on roads 
leading to Mount Washington to 
prevent any similar types of 
accidents due to tractor-trailers 
being lost and ending up in Mount 
Washington. To this date I've heard 
nothing from them and I have not 
seen any signs installed. 

I would like for the City Clerk 
to again notify them that I would 
like to see signs installed as soon 
as possible and to also arrange a 
post agenda meeting for two weeks 
from tomorrow. If the signs are up, 
we don't need the meeting. If the 
signs are not up, I would like to 
have a meeting at 1:00 p.m. on that 
Wednesday in regard to that issue. 


Hr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on this point, 
I'm a little bit confused. I 
thought the last thing that I read 
in the newspapers was that there is 
a difference of opinion within the 
Administration and they were going 
to conduct some type of a study. 
Did we send a clear directive about 
the singage? Is that what the 
action was? 

Mr. Wagner: 

As far as I'm concerned, it's a 
clear directive. 

The Chair: 

We'll get the signs put up and 
then they can do the study. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I think we should clearly state 
that, though, because I think 
there’s confusion within the 
Administration. One director is 
saying one thing and one director is 
saying the other. So, I think it is 
a good point that the signs should 
go up and then we can argue about it 
later. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Perry, if you're going to 
schedule a hearing, may I ask the 
President to include something that 
happened this morning, the first 
time that I've been privy to 
observe. I can down McArdle 

Roadway, as usual, and there was a 
major truck that obviously was being 
stopped by the City from going 
through the tunnels. I guess they 
wanted to make a right-hand turn; 
I'm not just sure what happened. 
There was a City fire truck, we got 
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it's number, a van, and they held up 
traffic for about 20 minutes« We 
assumed that the truck, was broken 
down. In retrospect, when we saw 
the truck moving, we realized that 
they were probably not being allowed 
to continue in the direction they 
wanted to go, probably through the 
tubes. The traffic was backed up to 
the top of McArdle Roadway, I don't 
know how far on Grandview. There 
was a person there from PennDOT, I 
believe, that we had to beg to get 
out and direct traffic. The light 
was also out. The light was a non¬ 
functioning light. 

The reason I tell you this, 
lights go out and you can't help 
that, but traffic coming from across 
the road facing McArdle got the 
light, that light was working, they 
came at us, cars and buses had moved 
around this van, it was head-on. 
There was no way you could miss each 
other. And obviously that kind of 
situation must be addressed. In 
other words, the lane facing us was 
blocked by the people going around. 

It could have been very, very 
serious. You cannot just say, whoa, 
what are we going to do, because 
somebody could have been killed this 
morning. 

Mr. Lyons moved to excuse Mr. 
DePasquale for absence from the 
meeting.

Mr. Chairman, this bill is the 
annual allocation grant o£ the 
Community Development Block Grant 
Funding which, in the total, will be 
$16,372,000. And as you may be 
aware, members of Council, during 
the budget debate, we spent a 
lengthy time reviewing the request 
from a variety of different 
organisations. And also during that 
period, I believe that this Council 
made a clear commitment to target 
additional funding to food pantries 
and hunger groups in our City. 

Now, as a result of a final 
notification from HUD, we find out 
that the allocation for the year *89 
will be $152,000 higher than what we 
debated and voted on previous to the 
beginning of the fiscal year. As a 
result, there's an additional 
$132,000. Director Lurcott did not 
act accurately or adequately address 
this issue when I brought him to the 
table. In fact, he indicated, 
incorrectly, that the Clean Cities 
Committee would be getting 
$30,000. That is not the case. 

CounciImembers have been 
supplied with a listing from the 
Mayor's Office as to how the 
$132,000 will be targeted. I have a 
problem with the way this is being 
done, as well as some of the groups 
receiving funding. Many of the 
groups we have already given a 
commitment to in the amount of 
funding. Some of the groups serve a 
very narrow group of people within a 
particular neighborhood throughout 
the City. My concern is about the 
process, for one. I think it should 
be recommitted so we can further 
discuss the bill. I think it's in 
violation of what the understanding 
has been regarding the allocation 


process for CDBG. But more 
importantly than that, my 
colleagues, we made a commitment 
that if additional funding would be 
available, we felt the most 
important need would be to assist 
food pantries throughout the City. 
We have an opportunity to share this 
allocation with the Administration 
and my concern is that we fund 
possibly the Pittsburgh Action 
Against Rape because of the center 
that they are trying to build, but I 
believe strongly that the additional 
monies should be targeted for hunger 
groups in the City and I'd ask for 
recommittal so that we can discuss 
this more fully.

Mr. Chairman, I see that there 
is a motion to amend this bill.

I had about two minutes 
and I went back to the 
Administration and asked the 
questions, where did this money come 
from. I was told that it was old 
money, that it was money allocated 
to the Administration, and they have 
the right to allocate their portion 
or their assignment. 

Now, I think we ought to let 
the public know what we're talking 
about. We're talking about the 
Riverside Center for Jewish Seniors, 
Montefiore Hospital. I believe 
Montefiore Hospital, as 1 recall, is 
a program where you can get senior 
citizens at home and giving them 
some help in their homes so they 
don't need to be in the hospital — 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute. I just asked 
Mr. Lyons not to discuss that 
amendment because it is not on the 
floor.

Mr. FerLo: 

Mr, Chairman, on the bill 
itself. I^d Like to offer an 
amendment which you have before 
you. Now we can appropriately 
discuss the amendment. I’d Like to 
explain in offering this amendment, 
which basically addresses the point 
that I’m trying to express, and that 
is that Michelle is incorrect; she 
has received disinformation from the 
Administration. This $152,000 is 
additional money this year from the 
Federal Government that was not 
anticipated. It Is an additional 
sum of money going Into the CDBG 
pot. 

My concern is that every one of 
the groups that' s on this list, the 
seven groups in particular, have 
received, as well they should, funds 
from this City Council. All of 
these groups came before City 
Council during the budget debate. 
They, in particular, have expressed 
the need. It’s very clear that they 
are important service organizations 
providing services to people. Each 
one of those groups received funding 
from this City Council and the Mayor 
in our CDBG allocation. I remind my 
colleagues that many groups, 
especially in the public housing 
communities, we did not fund. There 
are many groups that we did not fund 
that are also important service 
groups. I think it's inappropriate, 
the process. The process has always 


been that Council, together with the 
Administration, reviews Che CDBG 
allocation process. That has always 
been the case. I think this is not 
following that so-called gentlemen's 
agreement that we have with the 
Administration where we both review 
and make allocations for CDBG. This 
is additional money. This is not 
reprogrammed money or anything of 
the sort. And even if it was 
reprogrammed money, which it's not, 
we have a standing resolution of 
Council, which the Mayor has 
committed herself Co, that 
reprograms CDBG funds in Che amount 
of $200,000 will go additionally to 
some of the food pantries. That 
money may be slow in coming. 

We have an opportunity here, 
members of Council, to immediately 
target Che most important need of 
Che City and chat is to take part of 
that $152,000, and I'm not even 
suggesting that it should be all of 
it, if the Mayor wants half of it 
and the most important group here is 
the Pittsburgh Action Against Rape 
or any of the others, then that 
should be part of the resolution. 
But I resent the way this is being 
done. We did not get accurate 
information at the table as 
expressed by Director Lurcott and I 
feel very strongly. And I want to 
make it clear; these organizations 
have received consideration from 
City Council and many groups did not 
receive consideration. I think we 
have a commitment to Che food 
pantries and to Che Pittsburgh 
Community Services as our anti¬ 
poverty agency in the City. We have 
an opportunity right now to give 
additional allocation to what I 
think is a most pressing need, and 
that is hunger in Che City of 
Pittsburgh. 




I move to amend the bill as 
follows, and you have a copy of 
it. It is basically increasing the 
line item for the Pittsburgh 
Community Services Hunger Program by 
$70,000 and allowing the 
Administration the better part of 
half of this grant to support the 
Pittsburgh Action Against Rape which 
is specifically attempting to build 
and do an infrastructure project. I 
know, Mr. Wagner, others during the 
budget process continually pointed 
out that CD dollars should be used 
for infra-structure kinds of 
development and permanent kinds of 
fixtures. 

So, I think my resolution is 
fair. I think it*s fair not only in 
terms of the groups that are 
deserving, but I think it's fair in 
terms of the process that has been 
long established on this Council. 

The Chair: 

I agree with one point, and 
probably the most important point, 
Mr. Ferlo. You are right, we have a 
gentlemen's agreement with the 
Administration that these monies are 
shared equally. I'm sorry I missed 
that discussion Wednesday because I 
would have objected to it there. We 
are gracious enough to the 
Administration. The money comes to 
Council; it does not come to the 
Administration. We share with 
them. We should have recommitted 
this bill so we could have discussed 
it further because I believe the 
Administration is out of line. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr. President, I have no 
problem with increasing the hunger 
program amount from $150,000 to 
$220,000 and I'm not making any 


accusations whatsoever, but I’m 
curious; why are we taking the money 
mostly from the Jewish organizations 
and not from other organizations?

Mr. President, I move to 
recommit Bill No. 1937.

I*d like to explain why, 
briefly. I think it's irresponsible 
for us to vote on this bill at this 
time. We have not really 
interviewed the appropriate 
administrative representatives. By 
that I mean Ms. Marasco and Joan 
Melvin and possibly even Mr. Jacoby, 
the Executive Secretary, 

We spent a lengthy time, and I 
don't want to rehash all Che debate 
and I would like my comments brought 
forward from last week's meeting, 
but we spent a lot of time in the 
fall, and many of us were opposed to 
increasing the parking ticket cost 
the way it was. But I think it's 
irresponsible for us to throw the 
baby out with the bach water. 
There’s no reason, logically, why we 
should have the discount period. I 
think Che concern that has been 
expressed in Brookline or any other 
business district has more to do 
with the cost of the ticket, as well 
as other problems that have come up 
as recently as last night, a meeting 
in Brookline. There are a myriad of 
concerns regarding Che peculiar 
problems that they have in that 
parking district that really have 
not necessarily anything to do with 
the cost or the issue of the 
discount period. 

There are a lot of questions 
that are unresolved. I think it's 
irresponsible' for us, at this time, 
to vote on this bill without further 
discussion with the Administration's 
spokespersons on the issue of the 
discount period. There's no reason 
why we should have the discount 
period. The Administration 
successfully convinced Council in 
December that it is an 
administrative nightmare that 


several thousand checks a month have 
to be sent back. I chink the 
problem that people have in the 
business districts is with the 
amount of money of the increase of 
the ticket and not necessarily with 
the discount issue. 

I'm only asking to recommit 
this bill, bring parties to the 
table, including Mr. Jacoby. Let's 
discuss this rationally, let's look 
at what the particular needs are of 
that business district as well as 
others. At this time I'd ask for a 
recommittal to discuss it more 
fully,

Mr. Chairman, I don't want to spend a lot of time reviewing 
the history. My basic position at the time I believe was that I 
was not favorable to eliminating the discount period however, 
the Magistrate came to the table and made what she thought was a 
compelling argument about the so called administrative nightmare 
regarding the discount period. She makes a comment that there 
were 2500 to 3000 checks a week that had to be returned because 
of the problem with the timing on the envelope versus the check 
versus when the ticket was actually executed. 

I cannot comfortably vote on this issue until we bring the 
Magistrate to the table and/or the administrator involved and 
review the issue again. I think the basic argument at that time 
was the problem associated with the discount period. My position 
basically was if you're going to eliminate the discount, it 
makes a lot more sense to just have a four or five or six dollar 
ticket because their argument was the increased costs and 
headaches associated with the discount. 

I'm still in favor of not restoring the discount period but 
I think a ticket should be appropriate to what an increase 
should be relative to what it was in the past and not the $8.00, 
$9.00 or $10.00 which was bantered about and finally voted on. 

The one observation I will make without rehashing all the 
politics and the debate of the fall is it really points out the 
fact that one, not many Councilmembers attend some of the 
sessions during the budget proceedings in November and December 
and secondly, we should really initiate a debate on the budget 
and request that the Mayor give us a budget during the month of 
September and give us more time to debate. I realize that's not 
directly on the point Mr. Chairman, but it makes sense and I've 
only been here one year is that there are a lot of different 
issues that need to be debated and discussed and the hurriedness 
of the holiday season, the attendance of Councilmembers, the 
inability to receive information, a lot of points that we want 
to address in late December really necessitates Council 
considering debate on the budget much earlier than the light-up 
night and I would hope that the Chair would take that under 
advisement in the coming fall. But on the point itself, I cannot 
comfortably vote on this issue. My position really is to not 
eliminate the discount period but to make a ticket just be four, 
five or six dollars or something that is fair. 

I make the common criticism of the Public Safety Department 
that we have ticket tag and tow operation. I still feel that way 
and I don't mean to say that disrespectfully to the Directors 
of the Department of Public Safety but I think that's the 
reality of both perception as well as reality of what Public 
Safety is all about- But I cannot comfortably vote on this until 
we once again have either Justice Melvin or Ms. Marasco come to 
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the table and make clear again this issue of the administrat i*. t 
burden on the discount period. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, to follow up on Mr. Woods' point I think the 
issue is, what is fair? I'm still not convinced that we should 
restore the discount period. If we do that, either the 
Administration comes to the table and totally B.S.'s us and 
doesn't make any rational arguments which I don't think is the 
case. I think they came to the table and rationally explained 
that there was a problem in good faith regarding the 
administrative problems associated with the discount period. I'm 
not just willing to throw that out the window. 

I know I may be a minority voice on this Council regarding 
what some would consider irresponsible on my part and that is 
I'm really less concerned and I could care less about the 
revenue side and maybe that's wrong for me to say that but the 
motivation or the impetus for us to issue tickets should not be 
that we've got to raise money to pay for city services and the 
police and fire; that's not the emphasis for why we have these 
fines and penalties and that's not why we're out there with a 
flurry of tickets. 

I think we have to do something that's fair and rational 
and reasonable and it seems to me though that the Administration 
has made good arguments regarding the need to eliminate the 
discount period. I raised at that time during the discussion the 
possibility of maybe a five-day discount period as opposed to 72 
hours and that fell on deaf ears also. 

My argument very strongly would be and I want to 
specifically request the possibility of keeping — eliminating 
the discount period as we have but just making a ticket 

that's fair. I think most people are upset not with the issue of 

the discount period so much as with now a $10.00 ticket as 

opposed to a $3.00 and ss.OO ticket. My argument would be to not 

eliminate the discount period but to make the cost of the ticket 
be far more reasonable and fair and I would specifically ask for 
information at the next meeting as to what a $5.00 ticket would 
bring in without the discount period. But until I have the 
parties at the table again I cannot comfortably vote on this 
issue- Otherwise, it's totally ridiculous to have the 
Administration come and make rational arguments about the need 
to change the discount period and now a month later because of 
whatever agenda and reasons we're throwing everything out the 
window; it doesn't make any sense to me. And I have not gotten 
any calls other than one friend of mine regarding this issue of 
tickets. I mean, there are people that are politically targeted 
in this case yourself Mr. Wagner, regarding this issue and maybe 
I lucked out and I v/asn't politically targeted on the issue, but 
let's act rationally and not just fly off the handle.

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Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. PresidenC, in regard to 
recommittal , recommitting this bill 
is simply a smokescreen in terms of 
not wanting to vote for the bill. 
The bill is a genuine piece of 
legislation; it is in front of us 
today, it was in front of us last 
week and it was in front of us in 
great detail at budget time. 
CounciImembers have the facts, they 
have the information on this 
legislation, and I strongly 
recommend we vote on it today. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I think it would be 
hypocritical and a sham for this 
Council to recommit a bill without 
any input from the people who 
appeared before this Council and 
passionately, passionately, pleaded 
for the elimination of the 
discount. Magistrate Melvin, Angie 
Marasco the Director of Traffic 
Court, Deputy Chief DiNardo from 
Public Safety came before this 
Council, and I have a copy of their 
transcript, and rarely has any 
person from the Administration ever 
pleaded so hard for the passage of 
any bill t han these individuals 
pleaded that this Council eliminate 
the discount period. Now this 
Council wants to reinstate the 
discount without any input from the 
people who fought so hard to have 
this discount removed. 

I have always been in favor of 
the discount; I*m the only member of 
Council who has been in favor of the 
discount from day one. I feel that 
there should be input from the 
Administration. Mr. Ferlo has other 
ideas about how to handle the 
discount period and these should be 
discussed with the Administration. 


The Administrative costs involved in 
reinstating the discount period must 
be analyzed, but it would be akin to 
admitting that this Council votes in 
a vacuum, doesn't care about any 
type of insight from people who know 
what they're talking about, and just 
acts in a purely political manner at 
its whim and fancy. So, it must be 
recommitted for insight from the 
people who are in charge of the 
program. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, point of order. 
I tried to discuss the previous bill 
that was being moved for recommittal 
and I was ruled out of order. Mr. 
Pollock addressed the bill — 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute. He was talking 
about why it should be recommitted. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was trying to talk about why 
my bill should be recommitted. 

The Chair; 

Is there any other discussion 
on the recommittal? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on the issue of 
recommittal, I want to beg to differ 
with my esteemed colleague at the 
end of the table, Mr. Wagner. We 
don't have all the facts. I know 
Mr. Wagner, for example, is in 
receipt of a memo from the 
Administration and Mr, Jacoby, a 
memo that actually I asked for some 
input on, and that is a grid 
system. Give us an explanation as 
to what every variable is going to 
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mean in terms of the revenue; $5, 
$6, $7, $8 ticket. What is the 
revenue side? What is the impact 
with discount versus not having the 
discount. To my knowledge, we have 
not received that memo. I think we 
are owed that memo from the 
Administration; it should be part of 
our discussion on Wednesday.

And let me look in the camera 
to the people in Brookline. A 
majority of the people on this 
Council, including Jim Ferlo, is 
committed in principle to lowering 
the ticket. It's unfair and we're 
going to correct that. And we're 
not going to just do that in an 
erratic fashion; we're going to do 
it rationally. There were a number 
of other concerns discussed in 
Brookline last night at your public 
meeting which are peculiar to the 
shopping district there and I think 
we should discuss those issues. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of order, Mr. Chairman.

It's getting 
ridiculous. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree but unfortunately, 
since this issue has. become so 
politicized and not rationally being 
thought out, I think it's important 
that we recommit this bill and 
rationally discuss some of the 
important issues. I think this 
Council and the majority of us are 
committed to lowering the ticket but 
we have to do that in a rational 
way.

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the 
affirmative, the motion was 
defeated. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the bill. My understanding 
from speaking to the City 
Administration is that they would 
prefer to have the bill amended to a 
flat $7 as opposed to the 
differential of the $5 or $10 across 
the board. But I think it's 
important for, and I'm addressing 
the Chair, but I chink it' s 
important Chat the public knows that 
there isn't a member of this 
Council, I believe, perhaps I'm 
wrong — I*ii speak for myself. I 
am going to vote to lower the fee. 
I think it's outrageous. I also 
believe that some of the problems 
connected with this bill stem from 
the fact chat, as my colleague, Mr. 
Ferlo, has pointed out, there are 
some very, very serious problems in 
certain communities of parking. And 
instead of addressing the issues of 
parking, we're talking about Council 
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being the scapegoat which is .one of 
the services we serve when we get 
elected and having hundreds of calls 
coming from Brooklinei as 1 did 
today and yesterday, threatening me, 
being rude, being abusive, and I 
said to each one of them, "l am 
going to vote for the bill providing 
the money is available". I spoke to 
the Administration and the money is 
available. They're making the money 
available from other code 
accounts. Since the money will be 
available, I am prepared to vote for 
it in either form. Either as a 
discount, I think that the issue has 
been presented to us so many times 
back and forth that I think somehow 
or other the computers can be set up 
to take the discount• If that is 
not viable and we have to go on a 
flat $7 rate, the dollar sum, 
whether it's $5 to $9 or the $7 
works out exactly the same. 

I think we ought to get on with 
it. I don't think we should have 
our time taken up in the offices 
answering people saying, "In 
principle I'm with you but I want to 
find the money." Now that I know 
the money is there, I'm prepared to 
vote for it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, it's absolutely 
ridiculous to say that the money is 
there. That is the most outrageous 
comment I' ve ever heard. There i s 
no money there if we don't collect 
it. The issue of the money is not 
the issue. I'm prepared to vote for 
the ticket to be §5 or $4 or $6. 
That's really not the issue. 

The one issue that I'm trying 
to express that we need to resolve 
is the issue of the discount 
period. I am committed to voting 


for a lower ticket. If Mr. Wagner 
wants to offer a $5 ticket, I will 
vote for it. A $4 ticket, I will 
vote for it. I said in the meeting, 
I could care less about the revenue 
side. 

The point I'm expressing and 
the reason why I think the bill 
should have been discussed more 
fully, is solely on the issue of the 
discount period. The Administration 
themselves came to the table and 
made convincing arguments. I 
changed my vote. Mr. Pollock was 
right on that point and I did not 
want to eliminate the discount 
period but I was convinced by Joan 
Melvin and Marasco and others who 
came to the table and said that it 
is a nightmare each month to mail 
back 3000 tickets. It seems like it 
is the case. It is a nightmare, it 
doesn't make any sense to have the 
bureaucracy of the discount period. 

My only concern is that we 
resolve that issue and I could care 
less what the ticket is so long as 
it's fair. I think the cost of a 
ticket, if it's $4, $5 or $6 is more 
fair, obviously, than the $9. But 
there's no reason to irrationally 
throw out the discount period with 
all Che discussion and debate that 
we went through In December only 
because of the politicalization of 
this issue. That's a mistake; it's 
wrong. I think we're opening 
ourselves up to anyboy, including my 
good friend, Mr. Flaherty, who wants 
Co lit drop a neighborhood district 
and all of a sudden make an issue 
overnight. That's part of his 
responsibility; I applaud him for 
helping to bring this issue to the 
table. But we can't just fly in the 
face of reason every time can lit 
drop an area and all of a sudden 
make an issue overnight. 
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I'm for voting for the cost of 
a ticket that is much lower. But we 
should be able to resolve the issue 
of the discount period. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to Bill No. 1937, 
I'd first like to say, for the sake 
of the public, what we're doing is 
changing again from a flat $9 fee to 
a $10 fee with a discount period of 
72 hours. If you send your check in 
postmarked within 72 hours, the fee 
becomes $5. So it would be $4 less 
than today. That $5 discount would 
apply uniformly, not only with on¬ 
street parking meters but also off- 
street parking lot type meters. It 
wouldn't be the differential of $3 
versus $5. 

It has been said that that 
change would represent a $500,000 
deficit in the budget. That's not 
true. That change would represent 
precisely a $344,000 difference in 
the budget. That difference is less 
than the $500,000 because of going 
from $9 to $10 if you do not take 
advantage of the discount period and 
having a uniform $5 discount between 
the parking lots and the meters on 
the street. 

I have spoken with the 
Administration and the 
Administration is in favor of a 
change. As my colleague, 
Councilwoman Nadoff indicated, they 
would possibly agree to some other 
change. They know, out of all the 
suggestions they made in the budget 
for fee increases and fine 
increases, that this one was not 
totally accurate. The 
Administration has indicated they 
will not veto this bill when it 
passes which, to me, indicates that 


they are semi-in favor of the 
legislation. 

Last year we projected to have 
a $10 million surplus in the budget 
in 1988. That was told to us by the 
Finance Department and budget staff 
at our various councilmatic sessions 
here back in December, That figure 
has increased. The latest figure is 
a $12 million surplus for 1988. The 
Administration has projected a 
surplus of $5 million minimum for 
1989 and already our budget staff 
and others are telling me that that 
surplus will be greater. We have 
had a very mild winter; our cost in 
terms of salting roads, cleaning 
roads, overtime for people working 
in certain departments, our cost of 
heating our buildings, other costs 
are not as great as expected already 
and we're only six weeks into 
1989. Therefore, the surplus 
projected for 1989 appears as if it 
will also be higher as was the case 
in 1988. 

I think we can compare this 
issue somewhat to the swimming pools 
and the fees. Back in 1987, and 
that issue was discussed for two 
years in a row, it was enacted and 
then it was cut back. There was no 
significant change at all in the 
budget when the Administration 
anticipated to raise an additional 
quarter of a million dollars from 
swimming pool fees. This is a 
similar type of situation. True, I 
was at a meeting last night. At 
that meeting in Brookline there were 
over a half dozen neighborhoods 
throughout the City represented. 
Everyone was in favor of a reduction 
or a discount in the parking 
fines. I have heard no one that is 
opposed to it in this City. I have 
heard from people from North Side, 
from South Side, from Bloomfield, 
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from Garfield, from Oakland, yes, 
from Brookline, yes, from Beechview, 
and yes, from other neighborhoods. 
I have heard no one that is opposed 
to this legislation. 

This legislation makes our 
neighborhood business districts in 
particular more competitive, more 
competitive with suburban 
neighborhood business districts that 
have discount periods for parking 
meter fines. That’s all this is 
doing, is re-instituting the 
discount period and giving our small 
business people a break so that 
people shopping in their businesses, 
if they do get a tag they can get a 
break on that tag by paying it 
within 72 hours. The neighborhood 
business districts are in favor of 
it, our residents are in favor of 
it. I see no reason why anyone 
would vote against this piece of 
legislation. 

Mow, some comments have been 
made about other possible ideas. 
True, there may be some other good 
ideas, but this bill, along with any 
other bill that’s ever been passed 
in this Council going back to the 
day this City first started 
operation, can be amended. And if a 
CounciImember wants to come back 
with data to prove that an amendment 
is justified in the future in regard 
to this legislation, I would look at 
that amendment and consider voting 
for it. 

What I’m saying is, what we 
have on the table is a $344,000 
difference. The public is 
unanimously in support of it and 
there’s no way we can vote on this 
bill except in favor of it and I 
would appreciate all of your 
support. 


Mr. Pollock: 

I, too, see no reason why 
anyone should vote against this 
legislation and yet this Council, 
seven times voted against this 
legislation, including the sponsor 
of the bill before us today. Seven 
tiroes. And that’s why we have this 
dilemma before us today. 

I, too, agree that this 
reduction or the elimination of the 
discount makes our neighborhood 
business district less 
competitive. It’s the exact 
language I used back in December 
when this Council voted seven times 
to eliminate the discount, including 
Mr. Wagner. Seven times. It's the 
exact words I used to support the 
keeping of the discount. Now, 
because the people in Brookline 
raised a fuss about this, and 
justifiably so, they’re 100 percent 
right, but because they made this 
fuss, Mr. Wagner wants to change his 
previous seven votes. 

I have always felt that 
politics have no place inside these 
Chambers. It is totally 
inappropriate. But what we’re 
seeing is purely political. It is 
the only reason that one can find 
for why six or seven weeks ago a 
bill passes seven times to eliminate 
the discount and then when the 
Council elections heat up and the 
neighborhoods in a particular 
district make a fuss, and Mike 
Dawida declares his candidacy, the 
next day — 

The Chair: 

Let's keep personalities out of 
it. We did it once and I’m ruling 
this out of order. Stick to the 
issue, Mark, please. 
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Mr. Pollock: 

All I'in stating is exactly what 
has happened and what is going on 
before us. This is a purely 
political piece of legislation and 
the flip-flopping we're seeing is, I 
think., unfortunately, just the 
beginning of what we're going to see 
for the next three months. 


balance the budget and then a few 
weeks later for political reasons 
saying that that is a totally 
irrelevant matter is fraudulent. It 
is saying to the people of 
Pittsburgh that our budget process 
is a sham and that what we're doing 
up here is totally ridiculous, in 
case they needed more evidence of 
that. 


What I find so distressing and 
so amazing is that the sponsor of 
this bill's language in December, 
and I have the transcript right 
here, was, "We must eliminate the 

discount in order to balance the 
budget." That's the exact 

language. "We need to pass this 

bill in order to balance the 

budget." 


Now, I agree it's not 
$300,000. I never said $300,000; I 
said "close to $500,000". I don't 
know if the $344,000 figure is 
correct; I've never been given 
that. Council was supposed to be 
supplied some information and this 
body wasn't. But what I find, 
again, distressing, is that the 
Finance Chairman, and hopefully not 
the rest of this Council, is going 
to put its stamp on an unbalanced 
fraudulent budget. And let roe make 
this very, very clear. Everybody 
knows that there is a surplus every 
year but that has nothing to do with 
a balanced budget. Why do we go 
through balancing a budget if we 
know there's a surplus every year? 
Why, toward the end of Council when 
we start changing things, does our 
poor budget staff have to work 
overtime to balance the budget when 
we know there's a surplus? Surplus 
and a balanced budget are two 
totally separate items. And for 
this Council to say in December that 
we need to eliminate the discount to 


Now, I find myself in a very, 
very difficult situation because, as 
I stated, I am the only member of 
this Council who, on seven votes, 
seven different votes, the only 
person who consistently voted to 
keep the discount. And now the bill 
before us is to. re-instate the 
discount. I cannot possibly vote 
against this bill because I believe 
in my heart that it's the right 
thing, that it's bad for the people 
and, as I stated in December and 
also in 1987, it makes our 
neighborhood districts less 

competitive. It's the exact thing I 
pointed out. Unfortunately, it 
takes people longer to realize that. 

But I also cannot vote for a 
fraudulent budget. The Mayor stood 
before us at that platform and said 
we are going to balance our budget 
and help to reduce the wage tax 
because we're going to increase 
licenses, fees and penalties and 
fines. And our balanced budget was 
a result of that. Our deliberations 
were a result of that. Our seven 
votes on this bill were supportive 
of that. And now we're going to 
undo all that and say that that 
doesn't mean anything. I'm not 
going to be part of a sham. 

Now, I hate to abstain, I've 
been against abstaining, but when 
you're given a choice between two 
things that go against everything 
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you believe in^ you have no 
choice. That's why the bill should 
have been recommitted or, in the 
alternative, some other source of 
revenue identified to make up for 
this fraudulent budget cut. 

If this bill passes in its 
present form, then I hope that our 
Finance Chairman and the budget 
staff will make up this $344,000 or 
whatever the amount of money is, so 
that we have a balanced budget and 
the people of Pittsburgh don't 
realize that this is a fraudulent 
process. If they don't, then the 
people know what it is. It's a 
sham. It's unfortunate that this 
has happened. There was no need for 
it, but I can't believe it was done 
by accident. When you have seven 
votes over a period of weeks, 
everybody knows on what they're 
voting, they've thought about it, 
they've considered the alternatives, 
and they know exactly what they're 
doing. And a few weeks later, to 
change their mind and put the City 
through this without any input from 
the Administration, how are they 
going to handle it, what 
administrative costs are involved? 

In addition to that, our budget 
is further out of whack because this 
little political game has cost the 
City additional money. We had to 
print tickets to eliminate the 
discount; now we have to reprint 
tickets to put the discount back. 
We had to program computers to 
eliminate the discount; we have to 
reprogram computers to put the 
discount back. So, I really think 
that the members of Council who had 
voted for the elimination of the 
discount should be surcharged for 
this cost, if you ask me. 


The Chair: 

I'd like to say something. The 
words "fraudulent budget" is 
completely irresponsible. We all 
know, and by the way, Mr. Pollock, 
you didn't even vote for the budget; 
you voted against the entire 
budget • So that meant you voted 
against giving any neighborhood 
group anything. You voted against 
hiring any police officers. You 
voted against hiring any 
firefighters. You voted against the 
entire budget. That is correct and 
we can check the record on that. 
I'm not just picking on you; I'm 
telling everybody this. You voted 
against the entire budget. 

We all know that the day the 
budget is passed, that day, come 
January ist, the budget is 
unbalanced once again because we 
have jobs in there; we put so many 
positions to hire so many 
firefighters, so many policemen, so 
many janitors, so many paramedics. 
That's from day one, January 1. 
That day, we don't have those 30 or 
40 that the Mayor wanted, another 44 
police officers. They're not on 
today yet. We're supposed to have a 
fire class on, 25 people; they’re 
not on today yet and we're six weeks 
into the budget. This Council voted 
for a legal advisor; that person is 
not on today yet. This Council 
budgeted in our budget for nine 
Councilmembers; we only have eight 
sitting here collecting money. We 
voted for nine people getting 
$58,000 a year for their staff; we 
only have eight. So the day that 
budget was passed, the very next day 
it was out of whack and everybody 
sitting here knows it and most of 
all, Mr. Pollock, you do. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, there are two 
issues here that I believe in that 
are before us. The issue is not the 
budget; I agree with you totally. 
The issue is not the revenue side in 
terms of analyzing how much revenue 
we're going to bring in. It is 
totally outrageous that City 
government, including this Council, 
would budget our affairs depending 
on how many ticket, tag and tow 
operations we can run out in the 
neighborhoods. That's not the way 
to run a city. So, as far as I'm 
concerned, I agree with you. The 
budget, the revenue side is not the 
issue before us. 

My concern is two things: one, 
the discount situation is absurd. 
The Administration rightfully came 
to this table and said that the 
discount process is a bureaucratic 
and administrative nightmare. It 
involves all the hassles that we've 
talked about and they made a 
legitimate, rightful argument 
convincingly to this Council to 
eliminate the discount period. I 
agree with that. I think its 
irresponsible for us to go back on 
that. 

The only other issue that I 
think is before us is the issue of 
fairness. And what people in 
Brookline and all the other business 
districts and anybody else, 
especially whoever gets a ticket, is 
saying to this Council to go from $3 
and $5 to $9 is blatantly unfair. 
It is unreasonable; it is not 
right. And I agree with them. 

Those are the two issues before 
us. I'm only asking that we 
rationally do what is right and that 
is have a ticket that is more fair. 


a ticket that is $5, §6 or $7, 
period, and maintain the elimination 
of discount period. 

I' ve talked to the Mayor and 
the Administration also and there's 
three things that are clear to me 
that they want; one, they want to 
maintain the elimination of the 
discount period. Two, from the 
budget concerns which they have to 
deal with, they prefer a $7 ticket, 
flat, straight across the board. 
And three, they want this issue 
overwith and done with so it's not 
the kind of political football that 
it is. They want to get it behind 
them and I can recognize that. But 
I'm only asking, let's vote for a 
ticket that's reasonable and I think 
a reasonable ticket is $5, $6 or 
$7. I could live with any three of 
them but let's maintain the 
elimination of the discount period. 

And if we lose on this, or I 
lose on this, because I have to 
abstain on this bill, and I'm not 
abstaining because I can't make up 
my mind or not vote, I'm abstaining 
because I can't believe we're taking 
this action. So, I'm abstaining on 
this bill for this reason. If this 
bill passes, I hope and pray, and I 
don't have the amendment before us 
on the table which is Council's 
rules, but I hope that if this bill 
does pass that we at least change 
the 72 hours to a 5 day period for 
the discount period so we can reduce 
the administrative nightmare. Thank 
you. 

The Chair: 

Just to answer your question. 
You can put an amendment to any bill 
any time you want or you can 
introduce legislation any time you 
want. 
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Mr- Ferlo: 

If this passes, and I hope it 
doesn't, I will make an amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman and members of 
Council, Mr. Woods is absolutely 
correct that the budget is 
unbalanced the very first day that 
we go into the new year. And for 
years I was the butt of Mr. Stone's 
wisecrack remarks about the fact 
that I didn't understand surplusses 
and he'd say we anticipate only a 5 
or 7 or 10 or 12 million dollar 
surplus and it would always be 20 or 
23 million. The money was used to 
keep our ratings up and that the 
money was used in the next year's 
budget so we didn't raise taxes and 
to cover the cost of union 
negotiations or the cost of living, 
whatever, that was factored into the 
following budget so that we would 
not have to raise taxes. 

I think we ought to put that to 
rest. When somebody calls me from 
the Brookline area screaming at me 
like a fishwife and saying, "You 
have a $5 million surplus in the 
budget", well, the Finance Chairman 
should perhaps get in touch with the 
chairpeople of his district and 
point out that a $5 million surplus 
does not really mean a substantive 
amoun t. 

But getting on the point that 
you raised, Mr. Woods, and you're 
right, it is humanly impossible, if 
we wanted to, to put people to work 
the first day of the budget, or even 
a month later or three months later, 
because there's a bidding process on 
many jobs. At the end of the year 
there is a minimum of five percent 
of jobs that are never filled. Is 


that correct? Five percent. If you 
take five percent of the budget for 
jobs — What is our budget for 
jobs? If you take five percent of 
over $100 million, that's money that 
we have as part of the surplus for 
the following year but it's jobs we 
could not possibly fill. We're 
talking about a substantive 
dollar. But that money is carried 
forward; it's the deliberate surplus 
that is created to be carried 
forward. 

Now, it's like a spinning 
reserve in the utility business. 
They used to have to have a spinning 
reserve of 15 percent; they were 
lucky if they got 5. Now with the 
great surplusses they have, they've 
got enough to sell 40 percent. I 
believe that because of the pending 
legislation in Harrisburg on tax 
reform, I believe because of the 
monies that came back which allowed 
the Administration to lower the wage 
tax by half a percent. It is 
something that we all should be 
reconsidering. 

I have to tell you that I was 
persuaded, like all members of 
Council were, by those in charge, 
that this was an insurmountable 
problem; it was a horrendous 
administrative nightmare. My God, 
they couldn't cope with it. Well 
now it turns out that maybe they 
wanted it more for convenience, more 
because they didn't want to have to 
deal with it. And I think on 
reflection, these meetings and this 
kind of dialogue is very productive 
because on reflection I'm thinking, 
we shouldn't be thinking from our 
own perspectives; we should be 
thinking from the perspective of the 
person who has to pay the ticket. 
Michelle Madoff can come to the City 
like most of my colleagues, park 
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outride in an allocated parking 
space, it's legal, I don't have to 
pay for it - I used to pay $160 a 
month but I now have a parking 
space; I have a garage I can park in 
- I have a fairly good income. When 
I get hit with a $7 ticket, it's not 
the end of the earth. But I'm 
rethinking that when somebody in the 
neighborhoods gets a ticket that is 
$7, it really has an impact. 
Whereas I thought I could live, and 
I'm just thinking it over now as 
we're talking, and I guess I'd have 
to live with the majority, the $7 
across the board and not giving the 
24 hours for discount, the dollars 
are the same. But as I think it 
over, going from $3 to $7 for a 
working person in a working class 
area is not fair. 

And the only concern that I 
have at this point is that one, we 
start to address the real problem 
which is not the ticket. If a 
community has a real parking 
problem, they ought to start meeting 
with their representative and start 
to get some legislation before this 
Council to get adequate garages, 
adequate parking, whatever is needed 
in that area to make it more 
liveable for both the people who are 
shopping and the merchants so we 
keep people in the City. That's 
number one, 

I really think that we ought to 
get on with this thing. I think 
we're all committed to voting to 
lower it; I think it's ridiculous to 
have it at a higher rate. I admit 
that I was mislead by the leadership 
of this Council and by the 
leadership of the administration who 
came to this Council and said, " We 
have to have it; we just bought the 
new computers and we can't reprogram 
them. It's hundreds of thousands of 


dollars." I have no reason to doubt 
it; I accepted it on faith. But 
we're not perfect people. None of 
us are perfect, not even you, Mr. 
Woods, not even me. And the 
Administration is not perfect and 
the Finance Department is not 
perfect. And if we made a mistake, 
then let' s get on with correcting 
it. 

I would very strongly suggest 
that before this is signed by the 
Administration, that we have the 
code accounts switched. And I would 
like a commitment from Mr. Wagner 
that before it is actually signed by 
the Administration, we know from 
whence that — What a Finance 
Chairman; he knows precisely that it 
will be $344,000. He's a 
magician. If you want to know how 
good he is, ask him. Anyway, the 
$344,000, or thereabouts, I'm not as 
precise as he is, I would like a 
commitment that before it is signed 
by the Mayor that we vote for it in 
principle with the understanding 
that the monies will be factored 
into the budget in a professional 
manner because we have somebody here 
who is a Finance Chairman who always 
talks about being professional. And 
the Council should be professional. 

Well, I want a professional 
budget. I've always said I was 
going to vote, ever since this 
nonsense came up and rethinking that 
we would lower it. But I want to 
know where the money is coming 
from. We need a commitment that 
that money will be factored in and, 
if he can give us that, I will vote 
for the bill. Can you give us that, 
Mr. Wagner? 

The Chair: 

You got it. 
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Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr. Chairman, I think we should 
vote on the bill; we've talked it to 
death with one exception. If I was 
watching this program on TV today or 
I walked in off the street, I would 
be und e r the impression that the 
only part of the City of Pittsburgh 
that's affected by this bill is 
Brookline. I think we should 
correct that and let everybody know 
that it's the entire City of 
Pittsburgh that's involved, not only 
Brookline. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, that's an excellent point 
Mr. DePasquale brought up. All 
neighborhoods, particularly those 
bordering suburban neighborhoods, 
are mostly impacted, and also the 
center city areas of Lawrenceville 
and Oakland, etc. The entire 88 
neighborhoods of this City are 
impacted. 

In regard to a fraudulent, 
unbalanced budget, as Mr. Pollock 
calls it, I simply want to 
comment • The key to a balanced 
budget, for the sake of the public, 
is simply that this City does not 
spend more monies than it takes 
in. And the one thing that I can 
assure everyone on this Council and 
every resident of the City is, that 
will not happen with the passage of 
this legislation. 

In regard to a couple other 
comments, the moat misused word in 
the English language is "I". I 
heard Mr. Pollock use it about 20 
times in about 2 minutes. "l said 
this" and "I said that" and "l did 
this" and "l did that" and "I'm 
patting myself on the back for doing 


this and doing that". It was this 
Council as a whole that passed a 
responsible budget. Mr. Pollock, 
you voted against the wage tax 
cut. The wage tax cut was called 
political by a lot of people; the 
public wanted it and it passed. I 
don't care what anyone calls it; it 
was the right thing to do. Now you 
can call this political or you can 
call it anything else; it's the 
right thing to do. It's good 

government. And that's what this 

piece of legislation is. If anyone 
should vote for this piece of 

legislation, it's you. 

You had suggestions to cut the 
wage tax. When the vote came up, 
because it wasn't precisely your 

suggestion, you voted against it. 
The same holds true with this piece 
of legislation here. Your behavior 
is bizarre because you are not 
acting consistently. And to act 
consistently means to vote for this 
piece of legislation. I don't see 
how any member of this Council can 
not vote for it. It's the right 
thing to do. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Point of Order, Mr. Woods. It 
is extremely important that false 
information not be given out. I 
would like the City Clerk, if he 
knows, what was the final vote on 
the budget, the 1989 budget? 

Mr. Perry: 

Off hand, I don't know. I 
can't give you an honest answer. 

Mr. Pollock: 

You don't remember, Mr. Perry. 

Do you remember, Ms. Johnson? 
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Linda Johnson: 

No, I don't. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It was an 8-0 vote so Mr. 
Wagner is once again wrong, and you 
are wrong, Mr. Woods. 

Mr. Wagner: 

In Committee, Mr. Pollock, you 
voted against the wage tax. 

Mr. Pollock: 

The final vote is all that 
counts. The final vote on the 
budget. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I am abstaining, Mr. Woods, and 
just briefly on the abstention, I am 
committed to voting for a flat, 
lower ticket at the cost of $5, $6 
or $7 but I think it's irresponsible 
to eliminate the discount period. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I am abstaining on this bill 
for the simple reason, as I've 
stated repeatedly, that despite all 
of Mr. Wagner's rhetoric and talk 
about consistency, this budget is 
out of balance. And if anyone 
thinks that I am wrong, all he or 
she has to do is come up to Council 
at budget time and if this Council 
puts the budget one dollar out of 
whack, our budget staff has to find 
that dollar. And if they don't, 
then the budget is not in balance. 
So why do we go through that entire 
process? This budget is out of 
balance; it is fraudulent. And Mr. 
Wagner talks about consistency, 
seven times he voted to eliminate 


the discount. Seven times, and he 
is now introducing the bill to 
restore it. So let's talk about 
consistency. This budget is out of 
balance, it's as fraudulent as he 
is, and I abstain. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Ferlo and Mr. Pollock both are 
out of line. We have a policy here; 
we have a rule here. We discuss a 
bill and we do not discuss it after 
we vote. And if you please, I wish 
we would discontinue that. 

The Chair: 

When you abstain, you can 
explain why you're abstaining. 
That's all. You can't discuss the 
bill again and from now on that will 
be in here too. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of Order. While one is 
allowed to explain their vote when 
they abstain, I have been denied 
that right. I'd like to have that 
for the record. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

I*d like to make a motion, and 
I'd like to ask consideration for a 
motion to change — Now that we have 
restored the discount period, I 
would urge my colleagues to consider 
restoring, if we're going to restore 
the discount period, I would argue 
that we should make it a 3 day 
period as opposed to the 72 hour 
period which would maybe help reduce 
the administrative hassles, I would 
urge us to consider an amendment so 
we can get this bill overwith and be 
done with it, to change the 72 hour 
period to a 5 day period with the 
postmark on the envelope being the 
date as opposed to when the person 
signs the check. And I would 

strongly urge us to be responsible 
and consider that as a friendly 
amendment to the bill. 

The Chair: 

I understand what you're 

saying, Mr, Ferlo, but please put it 

in writing. You don't have it in 
writing so bring it up next 

meeting. Write an amendment to this 
bill, 

Mr. Lyons: 

Point of Order, He abstained 
from voting; he has no major side to 
have reconsideration. 


The Chair: 

He's not reconsidering.

Area Catholic School. We have 
Leslie Reicher here from the East 
Side Alliance, Dave Phanos who is 
the President of the Bloomf ield- 


Garf ield Corporation Board, and we 
have two other special individuals, 
Greg Heisler representing the 
parents participating in this 
process and Carol Restaine who is a 
Pitt Intern working from BGC* 

I'd like to turn it over for a 
very brief comment from Aggie Brose 
representing the Bloomfield-Garfield 
Corporation who has helped to 
spearhead this planning process to 
bring about a youth center and youth 
activities in the area of 
Lawrenceville, Garfield and 
Bloomfield. Aggie is no stranger to 
these Chambers, obviously, and to 
all of you on Council in her former 
role as administrative assistant to 
Mr. Givens, and certainly her 
activities in the Garfield area have 
served to be an inspiration for 
people working together to try to 
improve the community. 

Ms. Brose: 

Thank you. Council President 
and thank you. CounciImembers. It's 
a very important resolution that you 
send to the State for us. We did 
the interviews last year of 191 
children in our neighborhoods and 
those children do not have role 
models; they do not have goals, 
dreams or visions. 

I attended a Partnership in 
Education meeting on October 25th 
and Eric Butler, the Director for 
Center for Human Resources from 
Brandeis University, agreed with our 
survey. The facts are overwhelming 
and frightening. One out of every 
four children will drop out of 
school. Thirty percent of you 12 to 
21 years of age are at risk, which 
means that they will never be a part 
of society's mainstream. We have 
lost an entire generation. The gaps 
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are growing. We have been sending 
signals to our children that we do 
not care. With the economy we have 
all parents out working, we have so 
many latch key children. 

It * s everybody's problem. And 
what I'm saying here is that if 
everyone does their role and does it 
well, we can face the crisis. The 
bottom line is that we are losing 
human lives. The most staggering 
thing he said, and these are the 
children, that in the year 2000 
there will not be a workforce in 
place. So, if these children are 
not addressed, you can stop trying 
to bring your companies into 
Pittsburgh; you won't have a 
workforce out there form it. You'll 
have a bunch of dropouts, 
illiterates, drugs, crime, teen 
pregnancies. 

So, it's very important when 
you work with us, and people like 
Jim Ferlo and yourselves run around 
at the last hour on our schedule and 
the staff of Mike Perry and all the 
good staff behind the scenes got a 
resolution together for us on 
Thursday so that we could meet the 
deadline at 9:00, and that we have a 
President like Dave Phanos that 
spent eight hours as a volunteer 
writing that proposal with our 
staff. And if we all work together, 
this City will come out smelling 
like a rose because we will finally 
be making our htiman resources, our 
children, a priority.

Nr. Chairman, on Bill 1886 
regarding the referendum for the May 
16th Primary allowing the Pittsburgh 
voters the opportunity to vote on 
whether or not they would allow 
small games of chance to occur in 


the City pursuant to Senate Bill 75, 
I want to reiterate that the act 
itself, the Senate Bill 75, provides 
for the licensing of clubs to 
conduct games of chance. It also 
provides for the licensing of 
persons to distribute games of 
chance for the registration of 
manufacturers of games of chance and 
for suspensions and revocations of 
licenses and permits• As you are 
aware, it does establish a system of 
record keeping and it provides, 
obviously, for a local referendum on 
the question. 

I hope that the Pittsburgh 
voters will support this referendum 
in May and I hope her honor, the 
Mayor, will support and not veto the 
placing of this referendum question 
on the ballot to allow the voters to 
decide. It only allows certain 
charitable and non-profit 
organizations, including many 
veterans groups, to conduct various 
types of games of chance for 
charitable purposes. There's a 
mechanism in place for licensure as 
well as safeguarding against any 
illegal or inappropriate activity. 

So, I would obviously ask, once 
again, as all of us have supported 
the referendum to be placed on the 
ballot, but more importantly, I hope 
that the public will review this 
question. They can get a copy of 
the actual Senate Bill, if they 
like, from my office and I hope that 
people will be supportive on May 
16th of this referendum question.

Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, very briefly. I 
want to apprise Council of a 
discussion in a post agenda a couple 
of weeks ago regarding the CSX 
property, economic development 
effort on the part of Lawrenceville 


Our commitment very clearly in 
appropriating over $700,000 was to 
help promote economic revitalization 
and development. And when we 
conveyed that property as well as 
voted on a large amount of money, I 
think it was very clear that our 
commitment was to promote jobs and 
development on that site which means 
industrial and commercial 
activity. Unfortunately, there are 
some in the Administration, 
including people in Parks and in 
General Services, who for some 
reason have the vague notion in 
their head that a large part of that 
property will be used for municipal 
buildings. One discussion is for a 
Parks warehouse and General Services 
also has now talked about using a 
parcel of that nine acres for that 
kind of tax exempt municipal use. 
That is not the intent of Council; 
there was no authoritiy to do so 
when we conveyed the property to the 
URA. That was not the intent of our 
resolution in approving $700,000 to 
the Land Reserve Fund. 

We need to straighten this 
out. We had an initial discussion 
with some representatives of the 
Administration at the post agenda. 
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However, we need to move quickly 
because right now there are more 
companies who are interested in part 
of the property for expansion of 
their business than what the 
property currently allows. It does 
not require, and there is no 
legitimate reason why municipal 
government should use any parcel of 
that land. It has nothing to do 
with promoting jobs or economic 
development or expanding the tax 
base and it*s in contra-distinction 
to the efforts of the Lawrenceville 
Development Corporation. 

I would like to ask that my 
colleagues join in sending a letter 
to her honor, the Mayor, to explain 
the situation and ask for a clear 
guideline or a clear indication from 
the Mayor on this specific issue of 
not using this prime commercial 
industrial development property for 
municipal usages I have mentioned. 
Parks and Recreation and General 
Services. I'd like to make that in 
the form of a motion and 
specifically a letter being sent. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, the Lawrenceville 
Development Corporation has offered 
another site of land to the City of 
Pittsburgh. This land down there, 
as my colleague has said, was put 
there to spread the tax base of 
Pittsburgh. We need to spread the 
tax base and there's a lot of 
businesses that are Interested that 
would be tax-paying people that want 
that property down there and why 
should we waste that property and 
the money that we gave URA to sell 
it to put non-exempt City property 
on there?

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on Bill 1922 
regarding the expenditure of $25,000 
to hire a political lobbyist and 
consultant to represent the City in 
Harrisburg, I would like to 
reiterate my objections to this bill 


and ask that my comments be brought 
forward. 

Basically, and I'll be very 
brief, I think it is a 
contradiction. Our interests are 
not always allied with the interests 
of County government. Tax reform, 
to some extent, can be used as an 
example where we have a specific 
need in our City to have some type 
of appreciation from the State 
government regarding the unusually 
large percentage of tax exempt land 
in our City. And that is a battle 
in the future where County 
government and our interests do not 
ally. 

I see no reason why we, out of 
a $303 million budget, do not feel 
it important enough and could 
certainly earmark additional money 
to have either this individual, Mr. 
Keeling, or some other qualified 
lobbyist to act specifically on the 
interests of City government. I 
believe basically his agenda is 
guided by the Board of County 
Commissioners, and that's not an 
attack on those gentlemen, it's just 
an indication that they have one 
agenda and I think often times we 
have a different agenda. So I'm 
voting no on that principle. 

There are many times that we in 
City government, many examples where 
we in City government, have the 
ability to work cooperatively with 
County government. I think that 
needs to be done locally on an 
administrative level. We need to 
work with the County on such issues 
as our water system and our ability 
to expand and serve new areas, 
especially with the Airport 
expansion. There are concerns that 
we have with County government on 
the whole configuration of the 
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Airport expansion and what that 
means to the potential competition 
for the Downtown development. We 
have the ability to work with County 
government on the issue of municipal 
trash recycling. We can join with 
County government in opposition to 
Duquesne Light Company rate 
increases. The list is endless for 
us to find ways to spur the notion 
of regionalism and metropolitanism 
and to work cooperatively. But on a 
very narrow issue, and that is our 
self interest in Harrisburg, it is 
not always the case where our 
interests are allied with County 
government. 

And on that principle, and Chat 
principle alone, I would argue very 
strongly that we give special 
consideration to trying to have our 
own consultant. No reflection on 
the quality of Mr. Koeling; I just 
believe that we should have our own 
say.

(MR. FERLO'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 1922 - Wednesday, 2/22/89) 
Zlr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I have a number of questions, as I am sure 
other colleagues do, on this appropriation of $25,000.00. The 
Mayor’s representative is here Mr. Jacoby, as well as the 
existing lobblest. 

The concerns I have center around a conflict of interest. 

My concern — and I am even less concerned about the dollar 
figure — is that we have a lobbiest in Harrisburg and elsewhere 
who specifically represents the interest of the city solely, as 
opposed to representing two entities; by that, I mean as the 
present arrangement with the county governmf-nt as well as the 
City of Pittsburgh government. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, my comments are solely on the issue itself. I 
really have no comments whatsoever on the individual v/ho has 
been performing this task, I have no way of evaluating that 
specifically. I am sure the administration has good things to 
say about this gentleman, and I probably do also. The issue to 
me is a little bit different. The concern I have is that issue, 
and I have some other questions about who all does the lobbiest 
represent in Harrisburg, in addition to representing the city 
government. 

At this time I cannot vote for any appropriation unless it 
is the hiring of our own lobbiest and consultant in Harrisburg 
that the Administration is prepared to say that this individual, 
Mr. Rolling or anybody else, will serve the city and serve the 
city alone. I will be happy to cast my vote, even if it is at a 
higher figure. I don't know if Mr. Jacoby would like to respond 
and discuss this issue. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Does Mr. Rolling represent any other interests others than 
the city and county? 

Mr. RolJing: 

Councilman Ferlo, in addition to the city and county, I do 
consultant work for the Port Authority of Allegheny County and 
the Urban Redevelopment Authority. Mr. Ferlo: 

Members of Council, first of all, I didn’t compliment 
Mr. Rolling. Let’s get the record straight. I said I didn’t 
have a way of evaluating his performance. I will state that I 
am happy that the lobbiest, Mr. Rolling, has communicated to 
myself, I am sure other colleagues, on information. I find the 
materials that he sends very help, breaking down legislation 
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that is in the State Chambers and giving us some analysis of 
what is good, bad or indifferent about it. 

I want to ask a few questions, because my problem is I have 
no problem with paying you — I believe you earn another 25,000 
representing the county, or is that a false assumption? 

Mr. Rolling; 

It is more than 25,000. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Okay. I remember a few years ago when this was last 

discussed, I had thought that you had indicated that you got 25. 

The administration said we pay half, and I assumed you got 25 
from the county and 25 from the city. 

Mr. Rolling: 

The county is more than the city. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I don't mean to pry into some of your other interests, but 

the concern that I have is if someone calls you tomorrow, do you 

respect or treat more seriously the demands, or requests or the 
positions taken by the Chairman of the County Commissioners or 
the Mayor? 

Mr. Rolling: 

I think it is equal. I think that when the Mayor calls, I 
respond to the Mayor with respect to legislation that the city 
may be interested in. The County Commissioners, be it the 
Chairman or the other two County Commissioners, I would do the 
same. I don't think there is necessarily any reason why I would 
respond in a lesser way. I don't think that the fees that I am 
paid by either the city or county reflect upon my commitment 
toward those. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You are saying you don't think the city has ever gotten the 
short end of the stick, that there have never been situations 
where Mr. Foerster calls you and says, "This is our agenda for 
tax reform," or "This is our agenda," and in some ways it 
contradicts what is in the best interests or what the agenda is 
for city government? You have never had to reconcile those 
issues? 

Mr. Rolling: 

I have not. I can honestly say that has never been the 
case. I hope that the people who employ me respect my 
professionalism and believe that I will equate myself adequately 
before both entities that I represent. And I have not made — 
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again/ as I mentioned to Councilman Coyne/ maybe I have just 
been fortunate/ but in five years we have not had a situation 
where there has been a direct conflict of interest/ I can 
honestly say that/ that I am aware of. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

One of the reasons for that/ though/ is I think we are odd 
man out/ I think we are low man on the totem pole. I don't 
think you have had leadership from the city/ from the previous 
Administration/ possibly from this Administration. You 
certainly have never had leadership from Council. I can't 
remember one time that Council had any way of having direct 
input with you as a lobbiest to discuss differences. We are 
talking about Council agreeing to pay this bill and agreeing 
that you would represent the city, but we have no way as a 
legislative body to have input and to have some influence on 
what concerns that you will address legislatively on the tax 
reform. I am talking about within city government. 

What happens when there is a difference between a majority 
viewpoint on Council on a particular strategy legislatively and 
what the Mayor represents? How would you reconcile that? 

Mr. Rolling: 

Well/ in a situation like that/ obviously the Mayor — Mayor 
Caliguiri five years ago approached me to represent the city. I 
work for the Mayor, but I also work for the members of Council. 

I have never had a situation where I have been told by one 
member of Council, "You have to work against this bill," and the 
other seven members of Council have said, "You have to be for 
this bill." That has never occurred in the past. I don't 
anticipate it occurring. I think that the cooperative 
relationship/ no matter what other elements may be involved, the 
cooperative relationship for the benefit of the city. For 
instance, on an issue like tax reform, we tried to manufacture 
within the city the best piece of legislation we possibly could, 
and I think there was a generalized consensus on that in the 
past. I understand Councilman Woods has some concerns about tax 
reform and some elements of tax reform, and unfortunately, we 
haven't a chance to discuss that, and fortunately the 
legislation is passed, I guess, and so that is somewhat beyond 
the point. 

But I have never been placed in that situation. In my 
representation, I represent both the Mayor who proposes to 
Council that you all hire me, and Council who ratifies the 
Mayor's recommendation. So I represent everyone here. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

If the resolution before Council on this appropriation were 
contingent upon you representing the city solely, and i have no 
problem with these other two authorities, but not specifically 
the county, what would be your position in that regard? You 
would have to evaluate that? 
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Mr. Rolling: 


I would have to evaluate depending upon the financial 
elements of it. That would be something that I would have to 
look at and determine whether or not financially it would be 
feasible for me to pursue. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I have no problem, Mr. Chairman, considering an allocation 
of $50,000.00 for consideration of Mr. Rolling if he were to 
agree to be the lobbiest solely for the city, possibly the URA 
and the Port Authority, but not the county government. I think 
we need our own lobbiest, we are owed that. There are conflicts 
of interest in the past, there will be in the future. There are 
a variety of ways that Council and the administration needs to 
work together and explore avenues with county government, 
whether it be the Zoo issue and compensation or bridge systems 
for water and sale of water. I mean, there are a variety of 
things that we need to work with with county government oh" 
developing a regional approach and shared services and all that 
other stuff. It is the responsibility of the Mayor and 
Mr. Jacoby to do that and to work with the appropriate county 
representatives. I think there are a number of issues where we 
differ; our interests do not correspond with what is in the 
narrow best interests of the County Commissioners and the 
mandate and responsibilities that they have to run county 
government. I think we are being short changed, I think it is 
very clear that over the tenure of this particular lobbiest, 
rightfully so, that Mr. Foerster has an agenda, that is the 
agenda that is going to be followed. I think that has been the 
case historically and will be the case in the future. 

I have no problems with this individual, it seems as though 
he has done a good job, he knows Harrisburg, and i would like to 
afford him an opportunity to represent the greatest city in the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, the City of Pittsburgh, solely and 
not have to represent the county at the same time. If I v/ere 
going to court I would not want two different attorneys 
representing two different agendas; I would go into court with 
one set of attorneys representing one view point and one 
lobbying effort. For all those reasons, I think it is 
inappropriate to support this resolution, and I would ask us to 
vote this down and we should consider, however, an allocation of 
possibly 50,000 and we should discuss the possibility of having 
Mr. Rolling work solely for the city as a municipality. Again, 

I make the point that I have no objection to the authorities 
that he would represent.

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Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I differ with my 
colleague, Mr. Ferlo, on this issue 
for the simple reason that our 
geographic areas of our Legislators 
and the Senators don't totally take 
up Pittsburgh alone. There's maybe 
one or two that' s solely in 
Pittsburgh. Therefore, I think Mr. 
Koeling is a good vehicle to get 
those votes where other counties are 
concerned and other municipalities 
are concerned that help with the 
Pittsburgh conditions. I feel that 
he has done a good job and I will 
support the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have some information to 
share with Council that came as a 
surprise to me. 1 believe Mr. 
Koeling was offered a job with the 
School Board. Barbara Burns 
informed me that, I believe it was 
Mr. Koeling - I could be mistaken on 
the person but I think I'm correct - 
was offered the job as the lobbyist 
- I think he's enormously talented - 
but on one condition, that he would 
serve only one master. In this case 
he is serving four masters: URA, 
Port Authority, the County and the 
City. 

If memory serves me well, there 
was a time when the County had two 
lobbyists; one they paid $90,000 to, 
and I still think they do it and we 
should check that out, and they also 
kept Mr. Kohling as sort of a one, 
two, three punch when they needed 
somebody to be a liaison. 

What we're confusing here is a 
lobbyist with a liaison 
representative. We need a Mr. 
Koeling type and I thought we had 
that in Mark Zabierek, I thought we 


had that in the Mayor, I thought we 
had that in George Jacoby and 
whomever. That's the person when 
there's a big issue like tax reform 
or the PennVest water bill coming 
out and we want to make sure that 
the bill goes through, we get down 
and actively lobby on specific 
issues. 

A real lobbyist, in the true 
sense of a lobbyist, is somebody, 
and I'll make one up but i'll give 
you an example, somebody who is in 
Harrisburg or Washington and becomes 
friendly with the right people and 
says to maybe an aide to a 
Legislator, maybe to the Legislator 
that he's having coffee with or 
whatever, and he says, "l hear a 
rumor that you're thinking about 
sponsoring legislation on day care 
centers." I'm making this up. And 
the Legislator says, "Yes, I'm 
thinking about that. I've been 
talking to a couple of others 
legislators and we're going to 
propose a bill." Well, six months 
later there's a draft and then that 
draft is rewritten and a year later 
that draft is rewritten, but the 
lobbyist knew two years before that 
that bill was pending and he knew 
from what source that money was 
going to come. And the minute that 
bill is out, he's right there ready 
with the proposal for the group he 
represents, like the City of 
Pittsburgh, to be first in line to 
get that money. 

That's what a real lobbyist 
does. They smell out where there's 
going to be monies available for the 
community in addition to going in 
and, of course, representing our 
interest. But I repeat. The School 
Board decided, and I think 
rightfully so, that no man can serve 
two masters. Certainly not four. 
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And the issue has become apples and 
oranges. The issue of whether Mr. 
Koeling is qualified is irrelevant 
to this. The issue is that nobody 
is indispensible. Including all of 
us sitting here on Council. We 
could all be replaced and we may 
very well be replaced. The issue 
is, are we going to give the City a 
fair shake and are we going to hire 
a full-time lobbyist. One in 
Washington and one in Harrisburg. 
That's simply the issue. If you 
want to keep Mr. Koeling on as an 
assistant, a tactical coordinator 
liaison, then let's say that's what 
he's going to be and let's introduce 
legislation to hire a lobbyist. 
They're two separate and apart 
issues. 

I know this bill is going to 
pass irrationally but it's going to 
pass. And I'm going to ask Mr. 
Perry that when it passes would he 
please draft legislation retitling 
Mr. Koeling's position to be just 
what he is, a liaison, assistant 
lobbyist for the City through the 
Administration, and let us go out 
and hire a real lobbyist to 
represent out interest and know 
three years in advance. There's no 
person who serves four people who 
can possibly have the time to do 
that. And when he finds out that 
there's money available for some 
cause that all parties could use, 
who is he going to give it to? 
"I'll give one to the City and the 
next one will go to the County and 
my next effort will be for the City; 
but since the County got a real 
small one, I' 11 give two to the 
County and i'll try to balance it." 

We are adults here; we're 
supposed to be representing our 
constituency to the best of our 
ability and the only way we can 


really do that is to give them a 
fair shake. And a fair shake is to 
either give up our jobs here and go 
sit in Harrisburg and be the 
lobbyist or, indeed, go out and hire 
one. Thank you. 

Nr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'd also like my comments 
brought forward for the Record and 
I'll be brief because I believe we 
debated this issue to great length 
last week and I'm hopeful that there 
still are five votes to pass Bill 
No. 1922. 

Again, I just briefly want to 
say that we're talking about two 
issues. The task given to Mr. 
Koeling over the past several years, 
he has met. The guy has done a 
great job. It's that simple. And 
if we want to pursue additional 
activities with lobbying with a 
full-time person in addition to a 
lobbyist that does a duel function 
between the County and the City, I 
believe we as a Council should 
pursue that. And we should do it 
either this year, in 1989, or 
absolutely, positively in the 1990 
budget. However, I would strongly 
recommend that we do not take away 
what we have now because this is all 
we have in Harrisburg in terms of a 
lobbyist• And we can' t take away 
what we only have because this is 
working, to some degree, to our 
advantage. Also to the County's 
advantage, but certainly to the 
City's advantage. 

So, let's pass this legislation 
and let's pursue additional lobbying 
efforts full time for the City of 
Pittsburgh.

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(MR. WAGNER'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 1922 - Wednesday 2/22/89) 
Mr. Wagner: 

In regard to this piece of legislation for $25,000.00 for 
Mr. Rolling, we are talking about I guess two issues, and I 
guess Council agrees unanimously on the first issue within it; 
who is doing our lobbying. I believe the individual that we 
have here sitting at the table has done a great job. He has 
high integrity, he has character, he is obviously a person that 
knows the issues of government, and no one can dispute the fact 
that he has done an exceptional job for five years in 
Harrisburg. To be quit frank with you, sometime I wonder why he 
comes become to the table every year. So I don't think anyone 
can disagree with that here at this table. 

The second issue is the manner in which this city does its 
lobbying. I think that is where there is some disagreement 
within this Council. Quite frankly, I think we need a joint 
lobbiest in Harrisburg for many of the reasons mentioned by some 
of you, and we are forgetting the fact that the city is also 
part of county government. The Commissioners, Foerster, 

Flaherty and Dunn, along with all the row officers, have a 
responsibility and a mandate to represent this city also along 
with the other 130 municipalities. And I am sure Mr. Rolling 
does that as part of his lobbying responsibility for county 
government. He is also representing the city through the 
county. In addition, he is representing city government, and 
quite frankly, I am glad to see the county is paying you more. 

I have always said that is the way the formula should be, in 
that the county should pay a little more than city government 
when we jointly fund projects. So I am very happy to see that. 

I think there is a need for us to continue to do that. As 
time goes on we lean more and more towards regional government 
and metropolitan government in that we all have the same 
problems. 

Therefore, I think we need good communication with other 
levels of government, and we are getting that through 
Mr. Rolling because he represents both the county and the city. 

I would like to see us do more of that even with the School 
Board, to go to Harrisburg and lobby jointly with the city for 
common problems such as the wage tax. 

What every CounciImember wants and what I want also is a 
lobbiest that represents only the City of Pittsburgh in 
Harrisburg, and I agree with that 100 percent. If any Council 
member would want to talk in greater length — and I think we 
should — with the administration looking towards 1990 or maybe 
even sooner for us to have our full time lobbiest in Harrisburg. 
When Mark Zabierek was in Harrisburg, whether you supported the 
individual or you didn't, I thought he did a very good job. He 
was there all the time back during the issue of tax reform. We 
had a one/two punch with Mark Zabierek and and Chuck Rolling. I 
this think one/two punch was very important for the City of 
Pittsburgh. I strongly recommend to my colleagues that we 
support this legislation, this legislation is good legislation. 
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and that we pursue in the future a lobbiest full time for the 
City of Pittsburgh so that we can have both,

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The Chair: 

I would ask my colleagues to 
vote against this legislation. I 
feel) and I know Chuck Koeling very 
well, he's a very nice gentleman and 
I think he works very hard, but he 
stated at the table that when a 
conflict of interest comes up 
between the County and the City, he 
takes the County's side and it's up 
to us to go out and hire or send 
somebody from the Mayor's Office to 
Harrisburg to do our bidding. He 
stated that at the table. 
Therefore, I think that we should 
hire our own lobbyist. Every year I 
keep bringing up the same subject; 
we should not renew this contract. 
That is my honest belief, and it's 
nothing against Mr. Koeling.

If any one of us submits a bill 
to hire a separate lobbyist for the 
amount of $30,000 or an amount not 
to exceed $73,000 or what have you, 
I mean, let's be realistic; I mean, 
the issue is now before us. We're 
not going to have multiple 
lobbyists. Now is our opportunity 
to engage in a dialogue with the 
Administration and try to resolve 
this issue. There's a growing 
sentiment on Council about the issue 
of having our own lobbyist. 

I say vote this bill down, or 
at least table it. Let's negotiate 
with Mayor Masloff and her 
Administration on this very point. 
And Mr. Wagner seems inclined to 
support the notion of having an 
additional lobbyist who solely would 
represent our interest. I agree 
with them. I'm saying to him I 
would use his argument to 
substantiate the fact that the vote 
is now before us, the bill is on the 
table. Now is the time to either 
table it or hold it to allow either 
Mr. Wagner, Nr. Woods, whoever, to 
negotiate with the Administration on 
the very issue that Mr. Wagner seems 
to support, and that is the notion 
of our unindependent lobbyist. But 
let's not fool ourselves; there's no 
other lobbyist that' s going to get 
hired. Even if we passed it, the 
Administration would not necessarily 
hire the person.

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I would like to 
request a public hearing for the 
residents of the 31st Ward regarding 
the discontinuation of ambulance 
service after midnight in their 
area. I received a letter back in 


my office and the letter also 
requested, and I'm not sure if we 
can do this, that the meeting be 
held in the evening so that more 
people can attend. 

Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Nr. Woods, I have some 
information that I'm confused on. I 
don't know if it's fact and.I'd like 
to clarify it here at the table. 

I got a phone call asking my 
opinion on something that was not 
known to me. I understand that some 
equipment has been ordered for your 
dias where you can control all our 
mikes and that it will be placed 
probably next week where you can put 
on a mike or shut off a mike; is 
that correct? And if it's correct, 
to what purpose and to what end? If 
it's for the purpose of clarifying 
the voice sound track, when people 
are talking to filter out the sound, 
I don't have a problem with it. But 
if it's for the purpose of, when we 
take a roll call vote and I abstain 
and say I'd like to abstain my 
abstention and I'm ruled out of 
order and I say but I'm not out of 
order because abstentions are 
allowed to be explained, and you say 
you're not going to allow it. And 
then Mr. Fe^lo explains his 
abstention. Jeep objects, and you 
say he's allowed to explain his 
abstention. I mean, are you going 
to indiscriminately shut off the 
mikes? That's ray question. 

The Chair: 

I'm going to answer this one 
time for everybody. The reason I 
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ordered them is for the first reason 
you said. When you came in and Mr. 
Pollock, came in, and I think the 
world of both of you and you know 
that, you sat there and talked and 
talked and talked while everyone 
else was talking and you can hear 
that from here. This way, without 
those microphones on, you will not 
be able to hear that. 

Nr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I don't know why 
it took so long to come to this 
conclusion because the U.S. Senate, 
the U.S. Congress, the State 
Legislature, they have controlled 
mikes from the dias. We're a 
legislative body and I think it's 
very applicable here. 

Mr. Perlo: 

On a different matter. There's 
a public hearing this afternoon at 
2:00 in relation to a bill for an 
expenditure of $13,000 for a 
feasibility study on the issue of 
re~opening and replacing the 
Ellsworth Avenue Bridge. 

I just want to state very 
briefly that we have made, the City 
over the last decade has a multi^ 
million dollar investment in the 
business corridors of East Liberty 
and Shadyside and along the 
Ellsworth Avenue connecting area. I 
think we need to enhance that 
investment with the consideration of 
pursuing the feasibility study for 
the re-opening of the bridge. 

I think another important issue 
has to do with the parking situation 
and we're confronted at some point 
this year with the decision on the 
parking needs of Shadyside, 
particularly employees who park in 


the area. I think with the 
reopening of the bridge and with the 
Port Authority being asked to 
provide a free zone between the East 
Liberty and the Shadyside corridor, 
we could help promote the traffic of 
both people who work in and arotind 
the area as well as shoppers. 

Thirdly, if we're really going 
to complete our work, and having 
taken some terrible actions 
specifically in East Liberty more 
than 13 years ago, not this Council 
certainly, regarding the traffic 
situation with the circle, I really 
think we need to round out our work 
to try to correct the problems in 
the area by also considering a 
traffic study to look at the traffic 
pattern in the East Liberty 
corridor. I think the circle no 
longer makes any sense, if it ever 
made any sense originally. 

So, I hope that some of this 
will be discussed this afternoon at 
the public hearing. I hope 
Counci Imembers will be able to 
attend. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All of us received the 
statistics for 1987 on police 
records, the calls for service. It 
was very interesting to me to see 
some of the communities that have 
more calls than one would ever have 
anticipated and the areas where we 
thought there should be more calls 
did not have them. 

I don't know about anybody else 
on this Council but my phone 
constantly gets calls from people, 
and I have to assume that every 
Councilmember gets calls talking 
about crime in their communities. I 
think it's time that we had a 
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hearing in this Council that was not 
just a community that feels that 
they've had a problem and they come 
and tell their problem. It isn't 
televised and that community think 
they're unique and different. 

I think it's time that we had 
representation from all the 
communities with some concepts and 
ideas of what would be helpful and 
this should not be in an adversarial 
mode where we're here to say to the 
Administration, "You're not doing 
your job" because I don't think 
that's the issue. I think we need 
to talk about what equipment, what 
people power we have, what we're 
capable of doing, and see if we can 
get some input as to how communities 
can be best served. For example, 
there's a pat rule on how we 
distribute our police officers, 
which works very well in some 
communities but not in others. 

I am calling for a hearing, 
and, if necessary, I can get 25 
signatures but I believe the rule is 
that any member of Council can 
request a public hearing on behalf 
of all the communities who would 
like to be represented to address 
the issue of crimes in the 
neighborhoods. For example, up on 
Mount Washington right now we have 
had, according to my understanding, 
eight robberies and assaults by the 
same person. There is currently 
being a composite drawn of the 
person; they think he is probably 
indigenous to the neighborhood. 
People in Shadyside tell me of their 
problems. People in Oakland tell me 
of their problems. People on the 
North Side call me and tell me of 
their problems. 

And so it's just not, as I 
said, a problem of one community but 


a problem of all communities and I 
think that rather than have it be a 
free for all where everybody comes 
and says, "I got hit on the head" or 
"l was held up" - as a woman was at 
the Incline last week, it was a 
committeewoman; a man pointed a gun 
at her head and said, "You're lucky 
I don't shoot you", and it was 6:00 
and there was nobody in sight and 
the woman is terrified - rather than 
having the individual come and talk, 
I think we should invite the group, 
community leaders who really 
understand the problems ^nd have 
each community allowed three 
spokespeople and let's see what we 
can do to correct the problems so 
that certainly by next year's 
budget, or as we go through this 
year, we can see what we can do to 
correct the problem. 

Number one, we have a situation 
where we are being compared to the 
rest of the nation and we're being 
told, "Well, we have less crime than 
anywhere else." Well, if you 
compare ntimbers to population and 
you forget that we have an influx 
every day, people from the suburbs, 
maybe that is a viable statement, 
but maybe not a reality. And the 
times are different. When we had 
700,000, we had 1,700 police. Now 
we have 1,100 and we'd like to have 
1,200, and the population is under 
400,000. So the answer is, "Well, 
we don't need any more police 
because the population has shrunk. 
But times are different. When we 
were kids, we didn't have crack on 
the streets. When we were kids, you 
could walk in a park at night. You 
can't walk in a park in the daytime 
today. The situation is very, very 
crucial. 

I am suggesting and requesting 
that we have a hearing in this room 
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where we invite the nine district 
community leaders, community groups 
within the nine districts, tell them 
what the subject is, define the 
length of time that they* 11 be 
allowed to speak, and at what point 
they will interact with the Police 
Department to see what we can all do 
working together to make it a better 
situation* I, for one, and I'm sure 
I'm not unique in this, have been 
meeting with the Police Department, 
meeting with representatives of the 
Police Department with community 
leaders who are threatening to move 
out of the City and take their 
business with them. I'm not talking 
about some little manufacturer who 
probably was going to move anyway 
because he didn't want to arrange 
for a parking facility. I'm talking 
about apartment owners* I'm Calking 
about people that own facilities who 
say, "With the new highways opening, 
we can get out of town in a hurry. 
I don't need this grief and the 
taxes on top of it." 

It would seem to me that we 
better move now to head off the 
problem because the rites of passage 
now are not only to have a baby, but 
the rites of passage are Co have a 
weapon. And we're going to start to 
see a bloodbath. We now see a 
knifing in Squirrel Hill, early in 
the evening somebody in front of a 
Chinese food restaurant. They used 
to hit you on the head; now they 
knife you. 

We've got to do something 
before Che gang wars come in here. 
We've got to do something before the 
crack situation gets completely out 
of hand. And I don' t think as 
legislators we can just pretend it 
isn't going to happen. 

Again, I'm requesting a 


hearing, and I'd like to have it set 
as soon as possible and have Mr. 
Perry notify all the community 
groups of which we have leaders that 
they must arrange amongst themselves 
who will speak for the community. 
If we did it on the basis of 
everybody wanting to talk about 
their experience, we'd be here for 
two months* But I think it's 
important that we get it scheduled 
and we have the community leaders 
speak in the areas. And any 
businessperson who has something to 
contribute should be allowed to — 
The one that says, "I'm moving out 
and Caking my 500 apartment units", 
I want to hear from that person. 
And I don't want to hear from them 
privately; I want it in this room. 

Mr. Perlo: 

I'll second it for the purpose 
of discussion. 

Mr. Lyons: 

While it's true what 
Councilwoman Madoff has said, I 
don't see the need for having a 
meeting yet. I think our problem 
lies, while the solution is in more 
policepeople we need, the hoodlums 
have taken our streets from us. I 
will agree to that. We must take 
them back but I Chink that the 
Police Department is doing a good 
job with the number of personnel 
that they have. But I feel that 
until we get the number of policemen 
that we need, coming to the table is 
not going to be the solution. 
Therefore, I feel that I want to see 
the first step of a policeman 
walking in every neighborhood in 
Pittsburgh. But, until we increase 
our police force, I don't see how we 
can come to the table because 
throughout I've been to several 
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areas where this has been the 
discussion. We have had a public 
hearing here. Last March we had a 
public hearing for police for the 
Lawrenceville area, and different 
places we have been. But there's 
still the lack of per capita on the 
police force. Certainly we should 
have some other means of off~setting 
the hoodlum. 

We can't continue to live in 
this fear; I agree. Our homes are 
being burglarized, our schools are 
being desecrated, our churches are 
being robbed and torn apart and we 
as individuals are being intimidated 
and can't walk the streets. And 1 
know of businesses when evening 
comes, they must close or they face 
the onslaught of some felon taking 
their things. But until we get a 
number of people, maybe that's too 
long and we might have to have a 
vigilante, I don't know the answer, 
but we don’t have the number of 
people on the police force at this 
time. We only have 1,102 policemen 
and that's from top to bottom which 
includes the people that are on pass 
day, the people that are on 
disability, the peopla that are on 
sick call, the people that are on 
vacation. And it becomes 
frightening if we would know how 
many people that would be in uniform 
to protect us each day over the 
three shifts. I agree with my 
colleague, Councilwoman Madoff, that 
we need something, but until we can 
get more policepeople, I think we 
need a vigilante. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I seconded the 
motion for purposes of discussion. 
I'd say in the last five or six 
weeks I've been to Arsenal School 
for a meeting in Lawrenceville, 


Beltzhoover, Highland Park, East 
Liberty and the North Side Public 
Safety Council meeting. I've been 
to about five or six different 
neighborhoods. It's very 
frustrating to appear at these 
meetings to try to meet with 
residents and citizens and all these 
meetings were attended by either 
Chief Pampena or representatives of 
the Department of Public Safety or 
the Police Department. And it's 
very frustrating, at least I've 
found it very frustrating as an 
elected officials to meet, and to 
basically hear, as my colleagues Mr. 
Lyons and Michelle have talked 
about, the concerns, the legitimate 
complaints and concerns that 
residents have raised. And I think 
people are looking to this Council 
for some leadership. 

I don't have any problem with 
the public hearing but, again, I 
think the public hearing would also 
be an exercise to some extent in 
frustration where there will be a 
repeat of some of the meetings that 
we've had out in the neighborhoods 
where people come and there's a 
litany of concerns and it * s not 
clear if anything will be done as a 
result of it. 

What I would like to suggest as 
a friendly concern, and I raised 
this during the budget debate when I 
voted with my voice, I had urged the 
dismantling of the Public Safety 
Department, and some thought that 
was a very radical proposal. I 
still maintain that position; I see 
no need for the conglomerate 
department that we've created, or 
the previous Council and the 
previous Mayor created. I still 
maintain my position that we need to 
return and let Chief Pampena run the 
police and Fire Chief Dickinson run 
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the Fire Department and Mr. Imhoff 
and BBI and Chief Kennedy on ENS. I 
think we've created a burdensome 
bureaucracy that does not 
effectively manage the resources 
that we've given them to the tune of 
millions and millions and millions 
of dollars to provide Public Safety 
services. I clearly was in the 
minority on that viewpoint. 

But one thing I believe that 
Councilmembers agreed with me , and 
I'm glad Michelle brought this up 
because I think it's now time to try 
to put it back on the table, and 
that is that it' s the job of City 
Council to find a way to evaluate 
the effectiveness of the Department 
of Public Safety and its various 
bureaus. I'm not opposed to a 
public hearing, Councilwoman 
Michelle, but I would like to see a 
public hearing be part of an overall 
evaluation of the effectiveness of 
the Department of Public Safety. 
And I think we need some external 
expertise in order to do that. I 
think we all have our biases, we all 
have our perceptions of what's good 
or bad. But I think we need to 
consider the hiring of some type of 
a consultant or some type of an 
external individual who is not 
politically connected with either 
Police or Fire or BBI or EMS, does 
not have a bone to pick with 
anybody, but somebody who could 
provide that kind of expertise 
similar to what we're doing on the 
Citywide study for housing. And the 
public hearing, as Michelle talked 
about, could be a part of the 
collection of information and 
information gathering for that kind 
of a report. But I would like to 
see many things looked at in terms 
of the effectiveness of Public 
Safety. 


We hav^ many complaints about 
the 911 system. Often times the 
complaints, when they're 
investigated by Mr. DiNardo and 
others, the Administration has good 
arguments as to why the complaint 
did not really take place. Yet, 
when I go out to all these meetings, 
the re-occuring theme is that 
there's problems with the 911 
response time. 

We have problems with the First 
Responder Program and that whole 
ball of wax. We have a director. 
Director Cannon, and I disagree with 
him fundamentally. He does not 
support the notion of preventive 
police patrol. His philosophy is, 
how do we get the police there once 
people call 911. That' s a whole 
different agenda than building up a 
system of preventive police patrol 
as Mr. Lyons has talked about. I 
think that's a difference in how one 
manages the resources of the Police 
Department• That's an issue that 
needs to be looked at. 

Mr. Coyne today asked for a 
public hearing on evening hours. 
There are neighborhoods in this City 
that do not have the same protection 
as, for instance, Lawrenceville 
where the EMS service is located, 
and Mr. Coyne mentions the 31st 
Ward, Lincoln Place. That's also 
true for Brighton Heights, your 
area, Mr. Woods, and Sheraden, which 
has inadequate protection after 
certain hours. That's something 
that needs to be looked at. 

We have the issue of the 
problem bars and the nuisance 
bars. The police has a task force, 
they say they're doing things. I 
believe they're sincere in their 
efforts. What's the 
effectiveness? To date, how 
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effective has the problem bar taste 
force been? 

Mr, Lyons points out correctly 
the issue of school violence. 
That*s something that we just sort 
of ignore because the schools 
supposedly have their own security 
system. But those kids in the 
school system are our kids and we 
should be concerned about them. 

I asked for an evaluation of 
Code enforcement. I*ve worked well 
with the BBI people; they are hard 
working people. But is there 
something we should be doing better 
about dilapidated housing and 
housing problems is a Public Safety 
concern. When people lose their 
insurance — I was out this morning 
at 9:00 getting a house boarded up 
in East Liberty, The people to the 
right and to the left are losing 
their fire insurance because of an 
abandoned house that people are 
living in. I can't believe somebody 
is sleeping in the house in the dead 
of night, but they are sleeping in 
the house. And there are hypodermic 
needles in the house. 

I've had problems and I've been 
s.o.b.ing about the psychological 
testing which I'm opposed to. I 
have a lot of problems with a 
racially and culturally biased 
psychological testing program. I 
don't think we're giving our young 
people a fair shot at being able to 
qualify for the signing up of 
police, fire. 

Again, I ask for all these 
things to be a part, including 
evaluating the effectiveness of the 
Block Watch Program. 

I'm not trying to say all those 
things to confuse people. I'm only 


saying that I'm voting in favor of a 
public hearing, but I would like to 
see, Mr. Chairman, yourself as 
President of Council, because this 
doesn' t have to be a thing where I 
have to submit a bill or Michelle 
has to submit a bill — We all 
agreed during the budget debate that 
we have problems in Public Safety. 
I think it's time for us to set up a 
mechanism to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the department. If 
it can be shown that it's the 
correct thing, I will raise the 
banner and I will be the. biggest 
advocate of the department. But 
that is not the case, I don't 
believe, and I think we need to be 
fair, I think we need to effectively 
evaluate that department, and I 
would ask you, Mr. Chairman, I' 11 
support the motion of Michelle, that 
if we do go ahead with a public 
hearing that we also entertain using 
all that consultant money we have on 
Council to hire some company or 
consultant or individual or party 
who would help us put together a way 
that we can evaluate the 
effectiveness of the department, 
including citizen input, 
interviewing of the people involved 
and delivery of the service; the 
whole ball of wax. 

I would like to also ask that 
you consider that in your role as 
President of Council in helping to 
facilitate what I think is a 
majority opinion on Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

To clarify what I stated, I am 
in no way impuning the integrity of 
the Police Department. As a matter 
of fact, I've had some very, very 
productive, effective meetings in 
the immediate past with the Police 
Department, with Glenn Cannon, with 
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Horace McDaniel» with Pampena* And 
I will tell you, they're as 
concerned as we are and I don't 
think we should take a position that 
they don * t care. They care very 
much. And I be1ieve that t hey 
believe in preventive police patrol 
and they also believe we need more 
police. 

We were confronted with some 
realities. One of the realities is 
that we have an aging police force 
that is going to have an attrition, 
retirement. How do we make up for 
it? We put on a class but if there 
are more leaving than are going on, 
we don't solve the problem. 

One of the reasons the 
environmental movement has lived as 
Long as it has and as effective as 
it is, is that it had public 
support. There's an outcry of the 
public and a uniform joining 
together. The reason I'm asking for 
a public hearing to be conducted 
along the lines of the environmental 
hearings is not to have everybody 
get up and say, "I couldn't breathe 
and my child can't breathe", but to 
have the business leaders of each 
community and the community 
representatives get up and say, 
"Here are the problems and this is 
what we think we would need". And 
then, if it boils down to the fact 
that A, we're short of police, how 
we are going to correct that* 

Secondly, there are new 
sophisticated tools being used in 
other cities that negate the need 
for extra police and are far more 
effective. I'd like to see 20th 
century technology brought into the 
City of Pittsburgh that isn't here, 
fingerprinting. I'd like to see the 
state pass laws that say when you 
get a little criminal, just because 


he's under 20 or 18, he's repeatedly 
assaulted people but he's not 
allowed to be fingerprinted. That's 
nonsense. I want to see 
fingerprinting equipment that we can 
run off and be able to check as we 
do but not manually. I don't want 
to read in the paper that our Police 
Department is doing manual sorting 
for reporting to the State on their 
crime statistics because our 
computer system isn't up to date. 

I want to know whether we can 
have the technology in other cities 
where you can pinpoint because you 
have a chip on your car that tells 
you exactly where the vehicle is so 
that you don't have — For example, 
in one community, district, you have 
your police car at the other end of 
the community but there's a police 
car in the next district who could 
come to the scene of the crime in 
two seconds as opposed to somebody 
in 20 minutes. We don't have the 
sophisticated equipment* 

How, it may boil down to the 
public is in such support of the 
need to revamp and supply the 
dollars that are needed because the 
budget doesn't have it, that perhaps 
we'd have a special tax and that tax 
would go into a special fund and 
that money would be used exclusively 
for Police. And people will pay for 
it because in the ten years I've 
been here, on two or three occasions 
I have raised that question at 
public hearings and do you know what 
people have said? If that money 
goes for police. I'll pay an extra 
tax. And that's a fact. It isn't 
my imagination. You've been here, 
Mike, when I raised it and they said 
yes. If the money goes for police. 
I'll pay it* People want to feel 
safe going out of their homes. They 
want to feel safe going down the 
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Incline. They want to feel safe 
going to the supermarket. They 
don*t want to live next door to a 
house that has hypodermics. I had 
the same caller and referred it to 
you, Mr, Ferlo, on the insurance. 
This is insanity that somebody can't 
get insurance on their home because 
of abandoned houses next to it. 

We've all got to work 
together. It can't be us against 
them. It cannot be Council against 
the Administration. It has to be a 
cohesive, cooperative effort and I 
am requesting a public hearing. If 
for any stupid reason that is not 
granted, there are other 
alternatives. My other alternative 
is simply to contact all the people, 
contact all the media, and chair the 
meeting and hold it here myself 
because one way or another, you have 
my word on it, there will be a 
public hearing. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I don't know if 
we would be the victims of our own 
design here in a public hearing. 
The needs for the police and the 
protection for its people in the 
City of Pittsburgh is a priority and 
is needed. I will agree, and I have 
fosteretT that. But my point is, 
let's have some agenda that we can 
control or stay within the 
perimeters of when they come. And 
until we can design with the Clerk 
what it will be, let's not go 
forward with it until we can come on 
one accord here. 

The Chair: 

Okay, we've about killed this 
subject. 


Michelle Madoff: 

What is the result? Are we 
going to have a hearing? 

The Chair: 

We're going to take a vote 
right now. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, point of 
order. I'm still not clear of what 
the precise motion is. 

The Chair: 

To have a public hearing and 
invite three people from every 
Council district plus business 
leaders, apartment owners — 

Mr. Wagner: 

But the purpose of the hearing 
is what? 

The Chair: 

To see where the problems are, 
and I think they're all over the 
City. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, if I may, I think if 
we're going to have a public hearing 
it has to be a little more defined 
and the purpose of the hearing a 
little more precise. We can talk 
about public safety in general from 
now until the year 2000 and, quite 
frankly, at the budget hearings when 
we asked neighborhood groups to come 
in, many did talk about public 
safety. Many CounciImembers weren't 
hear at those hearings. I know I 
sat through every one of them and I 
listened to the concerns of the 
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public and we also had the sessions 
with the Public Safety Department 
that lasted two days and we talked 
about anything and everything in 
regard to Public Safety. I would 
like us to be a little more precise 
in our explanation of what a hearing 
would be so that the public is a 
little more knowledgeable about the 
purpose and can then zero in on 
whether or not they want to 
participate in the public hearing. 

If the purpose of the hearing 
is simply to talk about whether or 
not we should have a Public Safety 
Department or the numbers of police 
officers, I think we should say that 
as being the purpose and vote on it 
as that being whether or not us 
wanting a public hearing in that 
regard. But 1 need a better 
definition of the purpose of this 
hearing. 

Hichelle Madoff: 

l*d be happy to supply one. 

The Chair: 

Okay, wait a minute. Mr. Ferlo 
is going to speak and then you, Ms. 
Madoff, and then we*re going to vote 
or you’re going to withdraw your 
motion. One or the other. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, again, 1*11 go to 
any public hearing or hear 
anything. That’s not the problem. 
The problem is, and maybe I’m being 
a little bit too subjective, but 
I’ve been to seven different 
meetings of citizens over the last 
five weeks and about six different 
neighborhoods, and each one has been 
a mini public hearing where people 
have talked about a myriad of 


concerns that they have, whether 
perceived or real, about the Police 
Department or problems with EMS or 
911, basically the Public Safety 
Department. We can have a 
conglomoration here in these 
Chambers of a lot of frustrated 
people who have legitimate and some 
not legitimate concerns about the 
effectiveness of the Police or Fire 
or EMS. I have no problem sitting 
through any hearing to hear people, 
but I find that a very frustrating 
and not very constructive way to 
actually evaluate. 

What people are looking for 
from Council is to provide some 
leadership. And what I’m saying is 
that the public hearing should be a 
part of an overall evaluation. But 
before we have the public hearing, I 
think we should agree to hire a 
consultant. I think we need an 
external consultant who will be 
hired and the scope of services will 
be to evaluate the effectiveness of 
the Department of Public Safety. 
And part of the first job can be to 
have public input hearings, not just 
in Chambers but have them in the 
evening throughout the City. That 
should be part of the responsibility 
of the consultant and CounciImembers 
can attend these hearings. But to 
just have the hearing without it 
being connected to something that’s 
going to resolve something, I think 
is just — I mean, it’s great and 
I’ll attend any hearing, but I don’t 
see what it's going to accomplish. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I obviously have a problem in 
communicating with my colleagues so 
1*11 try again. I thought I was 
very specific; I will try once more. 

I am not interested in another 
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hearing that will have everybody 
screaming about the time something 
happened to me* I couldn't agree 
with you more. But it won't happen 
if you structure it properly. The 
Variance Board procedure which went 
on for ten years was structured 
properly and they were interactive 
and solutions were reached every 
darn time there was a hearing. At 
the end of that hearing there was a 
solution and an answer and it was 
constructive. 

The kind of thing I would like 
to have, the reason I'd like to have 
a public hearing that is a cross 
section of the nine communities and 
the representatives of that 
community is to let every community 
know A) it's not unique. Everybody 
says it's only me. If you go to 
your community, they say it's worse 
in my community. It isn't. It’s 
the same everywhere. So it's a 
cross section of the community. 

Secondly, the scope of the 
problem, where does the problem 
really exist. We know we have a 
high rate of automobile theft. So 
what? I mean, I'm not diminishing 
it. When you have your car stolen, 
a lot of times it's serious. But 
you can put a lock on your car. You 
can correct that. But you can't 
correct somebody breaking into your 
house and putting your life in 
danger. 

Can we have enough police for 
beat patrol? I've been informed, 
no. Will we have enough police 
officers here? I've been informed, 
no because of the attrition 
factor. So then we come up with 
alternatives. 

I see the public hearing 
consisting of several issues. One 


of them is inviting people, and I've 
already made contact with them, from 
other cities to employ new, unique, 
20th century technology that is 
working for them in other cities to 
come and make a presentation and 
say, "This is what you can do." And 
then, if the dollars are not 
available in the budget for this 
Council to decide, do we want to 
pass legislation for special 
taxation to make that procedure 
available or even put it as a 
referendum question on the ballot. 
Do we wish to have a tax of some 
amount on something, whatever, 
gasoline or whatever we want to do 
in this community, and will we use 
that money exclusively to have a 
fingerprinting process, to have this 
new chip that we can put on cars to 
track our automobiles. The cost, 
incidentally, of these projects is 
something like $8 million. But it 
might be the most cost effective 
thing we can do for our community. 
Are you aware of this new 
technology? Have you seen it? Have 
you been exposed to it? Have you 
see how it works for other cities? 
Have you heard police officers from 
other cities come in and rave about 
it? Why can't we have them come and 
tell us about it? And why can't we 
have the business leaders — 

It's not funny, gentlemen. I 
don't like you any more than you 
like me so it's alright. But my 
points are valid and the public 
knows they're valid. And we need to 
set this hearing up and I give you 
the opportunity that if in one week 
you've not come back with an answer 
that you're going to do it, I will 
invite these people from other 
cities, I will invite 
representatives of the community, I 
will invite our Police Department to 
interact and we'll have it anyway. 
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My motion is to have a public 
hearing. I gave Mr. Wagner an 
answer to his question. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

And I seconded the motion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

What is the purpose of the 
hearing? 

The Chair: 

She just got finished 

explaining it and I don't want to go 
through it a third time. 

I would suggest that we take 
Mr. Ferlo's suggestion and look and 
see what our department is doing 
before we invite a bunch of people 
in here to complain when we already 
know what the problem is. But I'm 
not going to debate this. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, before you take a 
roll call vote, I invite all the 
people who support me in the 
community to call my office and 
we'll get this set up. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

For the record, I would like to read in a letter that was 
read at the public hearing yesterday from the Shadyside Action 
Coalition by Mr. John Robison. He expressed some concerns of 
the Shadyside organization, not necessarily that they were for 
or against the*proposed idea, but some questions they would like 
to have looked at while the study was being done. So for the 
record and for the Director. 

"If these things could be incorporated into the study, I 
think it would be greatly appreciated by all concerned." 

And it says: 

"One. To quantify the expected increase of vehicular 
traffic on Ellsworth Avenue and adjacent Streets. 

"Two. Determine what traffic controls are necessary to 
control the traffic and the cost associated with these controls. 

"Three. How will the increase of traffic affect the heavy 
pedestrian traffic on the street? This should include the 
impact on public and private schools on that street. Will 
additional crossing guards be necessary? 

"Four. What changes would erection of the bridge have on 
the use of the Port Authority facilities? Would a change in the 
route of the 71C Wilkensburg be desirable and/or necessary? 

Will any additional increases in the East Liberty or Negley 
Avenue busway stops occur as a result in the change of the 
traffic flow? 

"Five. Include in the study the feasibility of erecting 
the foot bridge. Determine the impact of each of the following 
scenerios; erection of a traffic bridge with a foot bridge, 
erection of a traffic bridge only, erection of a foot bridge 
only. 


"Six. Determine whether any on-street parking would have 
to be removed to accommodate traffic flow. 

"Seven. The Shadyside Action Coalition requests that they 
be kept apprise of the study and receive a copy of it upon 
completion." 







I just think that it was a very good hearing that we had 
yesterday, but we heard mostly from people from the East Liberty 
area, and if we could also take in consideration the concerns of 
the people from Shadyside, I think it would help to eleviate any 
problems that may arise down the road.

I agree, Mr. Lyons, but I want to point out that the bridge 
has two sides, and the one side was East Liberty who came in 
yesterday and testified. The other side is Shadyside, and i 
think those people are not asking too much to be kept apprised 
of the study and have these questions they have being considered 
in the study that is proposed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I appreciate the questions being made part of the formal 
record here today. Just to clarify though so we are not with 
any misunderstanding, the parameters of the feasibility study is 
$15,000.00 that Director McDermott would be responsible for 
administering this contract. Many of the questions that are 
legitimately being asked by the Shadyside Coalition are not 
within the parameters of the actual study in terms of the scope 
of services of the person that would be hired to do the study. 
However, there are questions that are being asked that could be 
legitimately reviewed by for instance the Director of City 
Planning or contacting the Port Authority. 

So I would ask that in addition to the questions being made 
part of the record, that we communicate, as I have done based on 
the hearing yesterday, but communicate some of those concerns. 

I think the appropriate department is City Planning to review 
some of those questions. 

But one thing that is clear in the parameters of this 
study. We are not reviewing the potential cost of a foot bridge 
verses a replacement bridge. This is moving ahead in the first 
step of an actual replacement bridge and not being supportive of 
the notion of a pedestrian foot bridge. So we are just clear on 
that. 


As it was discussed in the hearing, this potentially is an 
expenditure of about $2 million as Mr. McDermott indicated. He 
also talked about an 8020 state bridge bill, so we are talking 
potentially of a $400 thousand capital item on Council. 
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I won't reiterate all the areas of concern and support 
comments that were made yesterday at the hearing, but obviously 
I am supportive of the bill having introduced it, and I would 
like to see support on this Council so we can move ahead in time 
to make this part of the capital budget debate at the end of the 
year.

uniform to everyone on Council. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, in defense of the 
bill, the services have been given 
and I can' t see any wisdom in 
costing the City of Pittsburgh 
additional money if they're going to 
be sued and not pay these bills. 


And certainly this is no help for 
the citizens of Pittsburgh. We're 
just giving their money away if we 
refuse to pay this bill. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to say 
something. When you reconsider a 
bill, you reconsider it at the end 
of the meeting under Motions and 
Resolutions. That's all I did. 
Once we voted, we could not 
reconsider that bill until under 
Motions and Resolutions. So 
everyone understands that, and you 
all know it• Those of us that pay 
attention to these meetings know 
that's when you reconsider the bill. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to 
appeal to my colleague, Michelle. I 
have no problem holding up the bill 
if I could understand that it has 
some logical conclusion. And I, in 
the past, have attempted to hold up 
bills because I believe strongly 
that there was a need to rediscuss a 
bill to get it back into the 
Wednesday session for further 
discussion of reasons for having 
more time to find out more 
information. Whenever I've 
attempted to hold up a bill, I've 
always tried to do it because I 
believe strongly that I needed time 
to lobby, I needed time to get more 
information, whatever the reasoning 
is. But on this particular issue, 
the actual subject matter, and that 
is the wisdom of the Administration 
to continue to contract out these 
drop off boxes, is a separate debate 
in subject matter than actual 
payment to Chambers for services 
that they've already provided. And 
I would ask at this time that we 
approve the payment and find another 
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form to debate the wisdom with the 
Administration on the issue of the 
drop off boxes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Clarification. Did you say 
that someone can untable — Can I 
untable the bill next week? I 
certainly don't want a lawsuit and I 
certainly don't want the taxpayers 
to be paying any more because we're 
going to be sued for services 
already rendered. But I've already 
expounded on the reason that I do 
not like to be treated 
differently. If this is going to be 
the process in the future where 
reconsiderations will take place at 
the end of the meeting and no 
exceptions made for friends as they 
are done all the time — I just want 
to be treated the same as everyone 
else. 

I'm making a protest vote. I 
am not going to hold up the vote and 
have the City sued and have the 
taxpayers pay that bill. I asked 
the question, can this bill be 
untabled next week. If it can be 
untabled, somebody here who cares 
about having the bill paid can 
untable it and at that; point I will 
vote with it. I just want to be 
treated equally. If it cannot be 
untabled, then I will be bigger than 
those presiding at this meeting and 
I will vote in favor of the bill. I 
just want clarification. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I suggest whatever 
differences exist here be put aside 
and vote on both bills. The service 
was rendered in 1988; this is 
1989. The total dollar volume is 
about $41,000; this company does

Michelle Madoff: 

On two other matters that I 
want to bring to Council's 

attention. I want to point out to 
my colleagues who are getting calls 
as I am at home and at work about 
the problems with the back streets 
not being plowed, I just talked to 
Lou Gaetano, head of Public Works, 
just before I came to Council. They 
have 120 vehicles out there working 
day and night. Lou Gaetano has not 
been to bed for two days and two 


i 
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nights. 

Unfortunately, I did not know 
but in the early hours of the 
morning we had two to five inches of 
snow in higher elevations. My area, 
District 2, is indeed higher 
elevations. They were going to 
start on the secondary streets, 
having cleaned the primary streets, 
but they have to go back and clean 
the primary streets. But the minute 
they’re done they'll be out there 
day and night, they will not stop 
until the back streets are done. 

That was just a preamble to 
what the real issue is here. X was 
out last night, I had to be out 
driving, and I came through Virginia 
Avenue and there were children at 
8:00 sledding because there was very 
little traffic moving down the 
streets that have not been 
touched. They look like ski 
slopes. Huge, four block long ski 
slopes. And those children are 
sliding into Virginia Avenue and as 
sure as we're sitting here those 
children are going to be killed. 

I would like to ask the media, 
I would like to ask anybody 
listening to please tell your 
neighbors. Don't have those 
children out sledding when they 
think there's no traffic because 
there might just be a car coming 
down Virginia Avenue and we're going 
to see a tragedy. 

On another matter. Again, in 
my district alone since we are going 
to district election, many of us are 
being called on specific problems in 
our area. I know of eight incidents 
in District 2 where people have been 
held up at gunpoint, not the least 
of which is my own aide, Sarah 
Meeks. They believe they've caught 


the young man but there have been 
two; one black, one white. 

A white gentleman held a woman 
up at gunpoint at the Incline at 
6:00 in the evening and said to her, 
"You're lucky I don't shoot you" as 
he held a gun to her head. 

My aide had a tug of war with 
her purse, which was ridiculous, she 
should have just given it to him, in 
front of her church, right on 
Grandview, lit up like this room is 
lit up. 

I don't know if it's the same 
one or not, some young man got in a 
car parked on Grandview which is the 
overlook, which is the Niagara 
Falls, it's a tourist area of our 
City, got in the car and took their 
jewelry and their money. And so on 
and so it goes. 

I understand, I was not 
approached but other members of 
Council were approached, in support 
of Metzenbaum's legislation to try 
to ban assault rifles, the AK~47s. 
In 1985, there were 4,000 murders 
with these weapons; in 1987 there 
were 40,000. 

I think it would be very nice 
if this Council, instead of saying, 
we will not be affected if the 
County doesn't do something, takes a 
leadership role and sets by 
example. If every little community, 
you know, everything starts at the 
grass roots level. Politics should 
not filter down; it should filter 
up. Things that happen that are 
meaningful should filter up, not 
down. I would like to see this 
Council support legislation to, 
number one, support the Metzenbaum 
bill, the registering of guns and 
the banning of the AK-47s and the 
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assault rifles. And I would like to 
see this Council take a position on 
the sale of the Saturday Night 
Specials because, obviously, these 
are illegally obtained guns and if 
we don't do that, we cannot blame 
the police and we cannot just blame 
the judges. Granted, they're 

letting them back out on the streets 
and that's a subject for another 
day. We need some alternative 
sentencing, we need to put people 
who are drunk while driving into 
special facilities where they pay 
for their own facilities and get 

them out of the jails. But, as I 
say, that's an issue for another 
day. 

But I would at this point like 
to have Mike Perry draw up 

legislation to be introduced not as 
a motion but as meaningful 

legislation that this Council — 

Well, I guess it would have to be 
just a will of Council because we 
don't have the power to enact. I 
don't know; I'm not even sure of 
that. Let's send it to the Law 
Department to find out whether this 
Council has the right to ban the 
sales in the City of Pittsburgh. 
Let's set by example; let's make a 
move in the right direction. 
Imagine, if I know of eight in my 
district, how many do you know, Mr. 
Lyons, in your district? 

Mr. Lyons: 

Many, many. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And this is only, incidentally, 
in the last month. Eight in one 
month. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
If I may, Michelle. Didn't the City 
of Baltimore pass a ban on it? So 
the City of Pittsburgh has a right. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you're correct, Mr. 
DePasquale. I think we could set an 
example. Sure, we know, we're not 
fools, we know that the person who 
wants to get a gun can go to 
Allegheny County or he can go to 
Westmoreland or he can go to another 
City. But if every city took a lead 
from Pittsburgh or from Baltimore or 
whoever has already done it, and we 
start the ball rolling, it will 
snowball. 

So, I'm asking my colleagues to 
support the legislation and, Mike, 
will you get it ready for next 
week. Thank you. 

The Chair: 

On another subject, since you 
brought up the snow, I want everyone 
to know that refuse pickup was 
stopped early yesterday because of 
the bad snow and also today. But I 
have talked to the Refuse Department 
and tomorrow — The reason was that 
the trucks are so darn big that they 
were afraid there would be a lot of 
accidents. They can't get down the 
side streets and that's all we are 
is side streets. Tomorrow morning 
they will start picking up the 
rubbish that was left there Monday 
and the people that put out their 
refuse today, that will be picked up 
also. They going to try to catch up 
and they're going to work overtime 
and they will work into Saturday, if 
they have to, and Sunday, if they 
have to. But all the refuse will be 
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picked up and that's for the media 
or anyone else listening. And for 
any of you that have gotten phone 
calls because my phone has been 
jumping off the hook with the refuse 
problem. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the Refuse Department, 
you're absolutely right and I'm glad 
you mentioned it because I had a 
call just before I came in. The 
Refuse Department was very kind and 
called the person back because their 
street is level and clean and they 
couldn't understand why their 
neighbor's refuse had been picked 
up. 


East Street and a real disaster 
regarding traffic signaling and some 
reconstruction that has to take 
place.

PRESENTATIONS 


The Chair: 

I would like to ask Mr. Bob 
Meyer of Local 12 to please come up 
to accept this resolution. 


WHEREAS, Continental Baking, 
which owns and operates Braun Baking 
Company, is a subsidiary of Ralston 
Purina, Inc.; and 

WHEREAS, Braun Baking Company 
has been a landmark in the City of 
Pittsburgh for close to 100 years, 
and has created thousands of jobs 
for Pittsburgh residents during that 
time; and 

WHEREAS, the Mayor has offered 
to make available to the company any 
and all local resources which would 
assist them with marketing strategy, 
technology and production 
assessment, financing, training, and 
any other programs which would 
address their needs; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh 
supports Braun Banking Company by 
using their products at Three Rivers 
Stadium, the Civic Arena, and other 
public facilities; and 

WHEREAS, employees of Braun 
Baking Company have served the 
company with loyalty and dedication 
and is largely responsible for their 
prosperity in the Pittsburgh area. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
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that the Mayor and the Council of 
the City of Pitts burgh hereby urge 
the Ralston Purina Corporation and 
Joseph Signore, President of 
Continental Baking, to reverse their 
decision to close Braun Baking 
Company and preserve over 500 jobs 
in the Pittsburgh area so that 
Pittsburghers can celebrate the 
100th Anniversary with Brauns in 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Perlo seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Meyer: 

Council President Woods and 
Counci Imembers, I would like to 
thank all of City Council for their 
effort in our behalf. As you can 
see out here we have many of our 
members from Braun Baking Company 
and I would say off-hand it 
represents probably a couple 
thousand years of service sitting in 
this audience here. 

I would also like to thank the 
County, the City, the IDA, the URA, 
all the utilities who have been 
working diligently in an effort to 
try to convince this company to 
remain in Pittsburgh. 

There have been many intense 
discussions prior to the company 
announcing their shutdown and, as I 
said, there were a lot of public 
officials involved and we got a lot 
of support from them. 

We are going to try everything 
in our power to keep this company 
here. And if all else fails, then 
we will do a consumer boycott. But 


we will only use that as a last 
resort. The City has always been 
helpful in supporting keeping jobs 
here and, as the resolution said, 
I'm sure over the years there have 
been thousands of families who 
received a livelihood from Braun 
Baking Company and we would like to 
have them continue here for another 
hundred years. 

The company has said that there 
are going to be several hundred jobs 
left here. I have to take issue 
with that statement because it's 
been my experience with companies 
that we have dealt with, especially 
bread bakeries, when they 
discontinue production they phase 
out all the rest of the jobs. We 
had a similar situation several 
years ago with Strohman Baking 
Company, a company who came in and 
bought Keystone Bakery in West 
Bridgewater. They pledged to the 
community that even though they shut 
their production facilities down and 
baked elsewhere, to truck it in to 
the Beaver County area, that there 
would be more than 100 jobs 
remaining in that area, as a 
distribution center, as an office 
center, and a thrift store. And 
today, the distribution is gone out 
of the Beaver County area, the 
office is gone, and there is one job 
left in West Bridgewater. So, when 
a company tells me that even though 
they're going to eliminate 100 or 
more jobs, I don't believe them that 
they're going to keep the rest of 
them here. 

So, I thank you for your 
support, and if anybody has any 
questions I'll be glad to answer 
them. 
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The Chair: 

I want to say something ancf 
then we * 11 go around the horn, if 
anyone has anything to say. 

I believe that this is a very^ 
very important subject. We need to 
keep Brauns here • I think this 
Council, along with Local Union No. 
12, the Mayor, the past Mayor, the 
Commissioners, helped keep Nabisco 
here and 1 think we have to do the 
same thing. There are many players 
involved in this. As Bob said, 
negotiations have been going on for 
some time. As you read in the paper 
or probably heard on the news, Mr. 
Wagner got in with Mr. Heinz. The 
Mayor has met with these people a 
number of times. The Commissioners, 
the URA, they've offered them 
everything. 

And I think one thing that we 
have to do, no one has to take 
credit for this effort; we have to 
work jointly, all of us, that's 
every citizen in this City, that's 
all the people at Brauns, that's all 
of us elected officials whether it 
be City, State or County elected 
officials, or a U.S. Senator. We 
have to work to keep these jobs here 
in the City of Pittsburgh and not 
move them to Philadelphia. We need 
work here and we need it bad. And I 
know that everyone listening, if 
they start writing in to this 
company and asking them, "Hey, we 
want to buy Brauns bread, it's a 
local bread, we want you to keep 
making it here", that we'll have an 
effort like we had in Nabisco. So 
we all have to get together. 

Nr. Meyer: 

I would like to add one 
thing. Sitting in the back of the 


room there is one of the fellow 
unions involved, Thomas Tighe, of 
the Operating Engineers Union. 

As I said to some of the 
Councilpeople the other day, I had 
the occasion to spend a weekend in 
my camp up in Elk County. I bought 
a loaf of Wonder Bread due to the 
fact that there was no Brauns in 
this particular area. And the 
c offlpany says it will be the s ame 
product, believe me, it will not be 
the same product. Our bread here is 
like other bakers' cake as far as 
the texture and quality. They 
couldn't bake the same loaf of bread 
in any other city that we produce by 
our employees here. 

The Chair: 

I'd also like to add that 
there's many friends of mine near 
Brauns. I was raised — I smelled 
it since I could walk. I lived in 
Manches ter, we could always smel 1 
the bread, we always went down there 
and got it fresh. And as you see, 1 
have inany friends out here that live 
in my neighborhood who work there. 
So, we really need the help in 
keeping this plant here and I think 
we have to move fast on this. This 
resolution has to go to the company 
fast with a letter saying, please, 
do not move anything until this 
situation is resolved. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, X would just like 
t o echo your remarks and ask if 
there's an address that we could 
possibly give over the air right now 
that the citizens would be able to 
write to with letters urging the 
bakery to stay in Pittsburgh. 
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The Cheir: 

We can get it; I don't have 
it. But we'll get it. 

Mr. DePasqiiale: 

Is there a possibility, Mr. 
Chairman, of buying into Brauns 
Baking Company, the City of 
Pittsburgh, like we bought the 
Pirates. We were so quick to move 
in there so they wouldn't leave 
town. 

The Chair: 

I don't think so. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Why? 

Mr. Meyer: 

This company does not want to 
sell the bakery; they do not want to 
sell their brand names. They just 
want to move and continue to sell 
their product in this Pittsburgh 
area. 

Mr. Perlo: 

I think what's important, 
because you mentioned the Nabisco 
situation, is that what we need and 
what we've already had is not only 
public assistance and that is the 
assistance that has been offered by 
the City and the County and all the 
governmental authorities and bodies, 
but we also need a little public 
advocacy. I think we should make it 
clear to the ownership of Brauns and 
Ralston Purina Company that if they 
move these jobs and this product out 
of the City, they're going to lose 
their market in the City. Period. 
I think we have to take that 


advocacy. 

If we look at the financial 
reality of this company, it's not a 
company that's poor. I mean, this 
is a profit-making company owned by 
a much larger profit-making company, 
Ralston Purina which makes 
everything from dog food to all 
kinds of consumer products. I think 
that with a little bit of advocacy 
on top of the public assistance that 
we've offered, I think we can be 
successful in much the same way that 
the advocacy that took place in the 
Nabisco battle was evidently and 
clearly successful. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, certainly I'm 
saddened to see the jobs even 
threatened to move from 
Pittsburgh. And I think that for a 
reprisal, I fight to see the jobs 
stay in Pittsburgh. And- I think 
that we should further, not only get 
the public advocacy against Purina, 
but I think that we should take a 
day or two days or a weekend and 
show them by boycotting their whole 
market of anything that they have 
and show them the impact. This is 
survival. Show them what we can do 
and how effective we can be when we 
stand together and take a weekend, 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday, and no 
one in the City of Pittsburgh or 
surrounding communities buy anything 
that is in the holding company of 
Ralston Purina out of St. Louis and 
show them how we can shrink their 
market. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, I think that you 
stimmed up in a rather statesmanlike 
way the fact that nobody should be 
taking credit and all of us should 
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be working together• I thought x t 
would be interesting to point out 
that a number of us years ago tried 
to get a plant notification bill 
through and we were brutalized in 
the media for being anti-business. 
Now the federal government passes 
it, and if I'm not correct somebody 
tell me, isn't this the real first 
plant notification that we're 
getting under the new legislation? 
We were notified on Friday and I 
understand that Mayor Masloff has 
already met with the corporation 
three times and she's meeting with 
the media in a few minutes to update 
everybody on what's happening. We 
better start working as a body on 
this to try to save the plant. I 
just thought it was important to 
point out that this may be the first 
official plant notification. Is 
that correct, Mr. Woods? 

The Chair: 

That I know of, it is. 

Mr. Pollock: 

There's an old expression about 
I don't see problems, I see 
opportunities. And I think that 
this is what we should view this as, 
as an opportunity. 

The early report stated that 
the location to which the 
Continental Baking wanted to move 
the bakery and the employees here in 
Philadelphia was, in fact, a white 
elephant. What we should look at is 
not only keeping the jobs here but 
also looking for an appropriate 
facility to move the Philadelphia 
operation here to have everything 
centered here. 

Like I say, this is, in fact, 
not a problem but, in fact, a great 


opportunity and this should be 
really examined. If their operation 
in Philadelphia is inadequate, then 
let's do something right, but let's 
do it here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, first of all, I commend you 
for this resolution today. The 
efforts of Bob Meyer and Tom Tighe 
from the Bakery and Confectionary 
Workers and the Operating Engineers 
for getting your people * together 
behind this effort. Hopefully, we 
can save Braun in Pittsburgh. As 
you indicated and as the resolution 
indicated, it's the last baking 
company of a large scale left 
here. I grew up eating Town Talk 
bread. As a matter of fact, this 
morning I had two pieces of toast 
that were Town Talk bread. 

I simply want to state that 
Pittsburgh, in comparison to any 
city in America, can be competitive 
with labor, government, and all 
other incentives involved to keep a 
company here and operating here. 

I've spoken with some of the 
people involved in this including 
Jim Thomas from Three Rivers Labor 
Management, our people from the URA, 
the representatives from labor, and 
it sounds to me as if what we need 
to pursue is a more modern facility 
here in Pittsburgh similar to Clark 
Candy Company. Clark Candy simply 
had an antiquated plant; the same 
situation exists with Brauns. If we 
can put the incentives on the table 
to get the corporate management 
people to agree, I think it's 
possible for us to keep Brauns in 
Pittsburgh and to have a regional 
mar ke t for them in the mi d-we s t 
region. 
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So, I am very hopeful that 
there's still an opportunity to do 
that and I agree, we need a total 
cooperative effort in order to 
accomplish it. 

Mr. Meyers 

I'd just like to say one more 
thing. As Jack pointed out on Clark 
Candy, even though Clark Candy 
Company relocated outside the City 
of Pittsburgh proper, I would say 95 
percent of the employment that works 
at Clark Candy lives within the 
City. 

Also, going back to 1982 when 
we had the similar problem with 
Nabisco and it was only through a 
combination of efforts of everybody, 
the City government, the County 
government, the State government, 
and the neighborhoods, the churches, 
the Chamber of Commerce, everybody 
pitched in and it was a unified 
effort. And with that thought in 
mind, if all else fails, we're going 
to re-activate SMAC, which was Save 
Nabisco Action Coalition, which is 
now Save the Neighborhood Action 
Coalition, to help preserve jobs in 
the Pittsburgh area. 

The Chair: 

Thank you very much. 

Mr. tighe: 

Can I say something real quick 
on this? 

The Chair: 

I just can't do that. We have 
a resolution, we have a Legislative 
Meeting to run, and I’m very, very 
sorry. I just can't do this. This 
is not a public hearing. Thank you 


all very much for coming.

It would be my suggestion that,

Mr. Pollock: 

Mr. President, these two bills, 
specifically Bill 1864, is a 
resolution of a problem that has 
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existed in this City for a long time 
but was unresolved by an attempt by 
this Council to resolve it almost 
seven years ago. What I*m referring 
to is the legislation to create a 
cat and dog spay clinic in the 
City. The animal population at 
large in this City has increased 
enormously and continues to 
increase. More than 15,000 dogs and 
cats were killed in the City of 
Pittsburgh last year alone and the 
numbers continually increase. 

The legislation that was passed 
in 1983 was never implemented 
because of lawsuits, counter** 
lawsuits, failure of the 
Administration to be able to act on 
it. The legislation before us today 
is a compromise, is an agreement by 
all of the parties concerned; pet 
owners, veterinarians, animal rights 
advocates, the Human Society, the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, the City 
Treasurer supports it. Everybody 
supports it except one body and that 
is the Animal Control Bureau of the 
Department of Environmental 
Services. I think that they might 
be somewhat suspect, or their 
opposition should be suspect, in 
that, obviously, if there are less 
animals at large, then the demands 
for their services could eventually 
be decreased. I'm not accusing them 
of acting in bad faith but I do find 
it extremely curious why they are so 
actively and adamantly opposed to 
the creation of a City spay and 
neuter program. 

My bill that's before us today 
is not only revenue neutral, but 1 
genuinely believe is revenue 
enhancement. The increases in 
licenses and fines and penalties and 
fees will more than offset the 
$75,000 cap that is built into the 


bill for the cost of the program. 

In addition to that, the more 
animals there are that are taken off 
the streets, and the spay and neuter 
program will result in Less animals 
at large, then the cost to the City 
to retrieve these animals at large 
will go down. Right now the City is 
retrieving loose animals at the rate 
of about 20 a day and our costs are 
more than $600,000. Those can only 
go down with the spay and neuter 
program. 

This bill, I think, is an 
enlightened bill that was — I 
certainly can't take all the credit 
for it because a lot of people 
played a part in it, including Mr. 
Ferlo with his suggestions on it. 
It's a bill that a great many people 
put a lot of time into and it's a 
bill whose time has come, and I 
would hope that this Council would 
support it. As I said, everybody is 
for it except the Animal Control 
Officers. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Before I make my statement, may 
I ask a question of my colleague? 
Mr. Pollock, you said that the City 
Treasurer supports this? 

Mr. Pollock: 

Absolutely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm astounded. And the reason 
I'm astounded is that I support the 
bill. I think we need a City 
spaying and neutering program. I 
voted for it seven years ago; I 
fought for it seven years ago. 
Council, I believe, voted for it 
unanimously. It was not Council 
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that stopped the bill from going 
through; it was the greed of the 
veterinarians. I think we ought to 
put that into perspective- I do not 
believe that we have a greater 
problem than we had seven years ago; 
I think they’ve made tremendous 
progress. 

However, I would vote for the 
program if it was for the people who 
can’t afford to have their dogs 
spayed or neutered. I don’t want to 
vote for it, and I hope everybody is 
listening, as the bill is presently 
written; the affluent can take 
advantage. If you're making 
$100,000 a year or $30,000, you can 
have two animals spayed or neutered 
a year on the City taxpayers’ back. 

Now, I’m very surprised to hear 
that the City Treasurer supports the 
bill and I would like to go into 
detail with the Treasurer. Somehow 
or other I missed that, there was so 
much discussion, that they believe 
that those affluent people should 
have the ability to have their dogs 
paid for by the taxpayers. 

One could argue, and my 
colleague and I respectfully 
disagree, we argue that if we do the 
same thing that we*ve done for 
people who have special privileges 
and are using our City pools who are 
indigents by proving that they’re on 
food stamps or welfare, nobody knows 
who they are, there's ways of having 
a program that doesn’t distinguish 
the haves from the have nots. If 
you're on welfare and you have a 
tag, it's no different than somebody 
who is not on welfare who has the 
tag. You could do it on the basis 
of income. If you're income was 
less than X dollars, the City would 
have a record of the taxes that you 
paid. 


I'm for the bill providing the 
bill does not allow those more 
affluent to take advantage of the 
program with the City taxpayers. 

I also, unfortunately somehow 
or other, missed bringing it in. I 
was looking at my office and it was 
an oversight. But I don't have the 
letter from Mr. Pellegrini. There 
were some questions that Mr. Ferlo 
and I asked that we did not get 
answers to and the answers are not 
forthcoming and perhaps Mr. Ferlo 
could address that issue. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I’m not happy with this 
plan; I don’t think it's the best 
plan. I offered a different 
alternative which basically had the 
veterinarians themselves and/or 
their clinics located in the City 
vying to respond to a request for 
proposal. They should bid on this 
work so we have some quality control 
and also can better control the 
actual pricing that will be involved 
in the spaying and neutering 
activities. 

I still believe quite strongly 
that Councilman Flaherty’s original 
proposal which would have the City 
itself operate these services by way 
of establishing some type of a 
clinic is still legal. That 
question really was never legally 
resolved in a court of law. At some 
point in the future, maybe under a 
new Administration, maybe under a 
new City Council, that issue will 
possibly come up again. I don ’ t 
believe that it's in violation of 
the Pennsylvania Constitution which 
does not allow cities to engage in 
proprietary businesses. I think 
it’s a question of our police 
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powers, the right of us to control 
and be responsible for the problems 
of animal population control. 
However, that*s really a theoretical 
and future discussion. It's really 
not on the table now. 

What we have on the table now 
is a workable plan. It is not the 
best plan that I am happy with. I 
am going to support the legislation 
because I think it's important that 
we get started and that we have 
something that we can, six, nine, 
ten months from now, a year from 
now, in time for the budget debate 
of '91, be able to discuss and have 
some facts and figures on how the 
program was actually working or not 
working. It is a step forward. The 
legislation does try to compromise 
and resolve a lot of different 
agendas. Having worked on the 
prevailing wage bill, I know often 
times bills can become complicated 
when lots of different interests 
have to be addressed. 

There is a $75,000 cap. If 
nothing else we should view this as 
a study which, often times, we 
initiate studies and spend money. 
This is a study that's a working 
study that is actually going to 
implement through the voucher 
system. All of the affluent people 
I know, all two of them, have told 
me 

Michelle Madoff: 

Am I one of them? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mo. They have told me that 
they will not stand in line or go 
through the procedure of coming down 
here to get one of these vouchers. 
So, I don't know that that will be a 


major issue. 

The $75,000 cap is in the 
resolution. I think we should go 
forward or have a working system in 
place, be able to review the facts 
and the figures and evaluate the 
system as we move ahead. We can 
debate these things in the future 
but at this point I would say we 
should support the legislation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, last Wednesday I voted 
against both of these bills. Today 
I'm going to vote in favor of both 
of these bills. Since that time, 
I've spoken with Dr. Gerson and 
others and they have convinced me 
chat even though the bill may have 
some potential negatives, it has 
more positives than negatives. 

I agree with Councilwoman 
Madoff that philosophically I am 
also opposed to us contributing from 
the Animal Control Trust Fund the 
spay and neutering, not of low 
income people but of people that are 
capable financially of having their 
dogs or cats spayed or neutered. 
However, a problem still exists out 
there with too many dogs and too 
many cats. And maybe even with 
people of all incomes, it will be an 
incentive for them to have their dog 
or cat spayed or neutered. And the 
amount, as part of this bill, 
$75,000, I don't think is an 
extravagant amount. What I have 
done is, I've asked our Finance 
Department to monitor the people 
other than low income people that 
utilize this service or this 
reduction voucher program over the 
next year to see if truly its 
impacting those that need it or 
those that don' t need it« I think 
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that can be monitored as part of 
this legislation. 

In addition, I'd like to say, 
and probably other Councilmembers 
are aware of this, including 
Councilman Pollock, in talking with 
Dr. Gerson, he is part of the 
lawsuit against the City of 
Pittsburgh that was filed after the 
legislation that was passed in 
1983. That lawsuit is still 
outstanding and he indicated to me 
yesterday that if this legislation 
passes, that the lawsuit will be 
dropped. So, consequently, I think 
that in itself is an incentive to 
support the legislation. 

Finally, I*d like to say that 
the animal control personnel in the 
City of Pittsburgh I think do an 
excellent job. There are portions 
of the bill that yes, they like, and 
there are portions that they don't 
like. I don't think legislation 
like this will ever be totally 
agreeable to everyone, but my 
experience with those people tells 
me that they are very sensitive to 
animals in general in the City and I 
compliment them for their work and 
their efforts. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I would just like 
to take a second to compliment 
Councilman Pollock for his 
perseverence in presenting this 
bill. There are a lot of people he 
had to meet with and a lot of 
negotiations and difficult work and 
I would just like to commend him for 
a lot of hard work and for 
presenting a bill that I do believe 
has a great deal of need in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Chairman, after listening 
to my colleagues, it occurs to me 
that if we could take the suggestion 
or the comments made by Mr. Wagner 
of monitoring and putting into the 
bill as an amendment to say that 
when a person comes in to have their 
dog neutered, there would be a line 
that indicates in some manner, and I 
don't think it's very difficult to 
do, if you're going to monitor it 
you're going to have to ask if they 
earn more than $50,000 a. year or 
less than $10,000 a year, some 
mechanism so that at the end of the 
year we could review it, I would go 
along with the bill. But there 
needs to be some way of monitoring 
to find out at the end of the year 
whether, indeed, this bill has not 
gone, three-quarters of the dollars, 
to those who are not indigents, but 
going to the affluent. That would 
be a disaster. And I think the 
people of the City would be very, 
very disturbed. Is it concievable 
that you would — 

The Chair: 

He said that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, he said he'd monitor it but 
it's not in the bill. I'd like to 
make it part of the bill. 

The Chair: 

It's going to be monitored, 
it's in the bill, and the Finance 
Department is going to do that.

On Bill 1826, involving the 
rezoning of residential property to 
commercial use by representatives of 
the hospital, St. Francis Hospital, 
I would like my comments brought 
forward from a week ago, and restate 
very succinctly my opposition to 
this bill and why I'm voting no on 
it. 

Specifically, I believe there 
was a lack of citizen review and 
notification involving this 
rezoning. I believe that the 
neighborhood, especially those 
residential houses adjacent to the 
property, have not been fully made 
aware, and are not aware, of what 
actually will be constructed on this 
property should it become A-1 and 
used for commercial purposes. There 
could be a three, four, five, six 
story building. I'm not clear that 
they're fully aware of that and I 
think the jury is still out on that 
in terms of citizen concern that 
will be expressed in the future. 

In principle, I'm opposed to 
taking what is good quality 
residential housing for commercial 
development. Further, I think we 
should actively promote, especially 
for the 1990's, we should promote 
the notion that St. Francis 
Hospital's expansion, the commercial 
expansion, the hospital expansion 
that is needed, should take place 
and we should actively encourage the 
use of other vacant commercial 
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property in and around the 
institution. 

Further, I think we have a 
vested interest in helping to 
promote the notion that this large 
institution should develop 
commercial activities be they 
physician offices or ancillary 
services to the hospital in the 
Garfield commercial corridor running 
down along Penn Avenue. I think we 
can actively promote that as an 
alternative, a viable alternative, 
to address some of the needs of the 
hospital as they need to expand in 
the 1990*s. It would be good for 
Garfield, it would help the 
commercial activity and the business 
life of the Garfield corridor, and I 
think we should oppose this rezoning 
and actively promote that notion. 

The other thing that upsets me, 
and there are a couple of other 
points and then I'll close, I think 
it's irresponsible for the Planning 
Commission to have approved this 
without reviewing or asking for a 
very simple dociiment, a document 
which they asked for from every 
other institution including 
Allegheny General, including 
Shadyside Hospital, including 
Presbyterian University Health 
Center, and that is a master plan. 
Before the Commission voted on this, 
they should have reviewed and looked 
over the hospital's master plan. 
They failed to do this. 

I am confused about the role of 
the Planning Commission which I 
think should change its name to the 
Planning Omission. I find it 
interesting that the Commission did 
not support the development activity 
in the North Side of an abandoned 
commercial Giant Eagle building 
which needed to be improved, and 


yet, without any discussion, they 
moved quickly to vote and approve 
the rezoning for Dr. Certo and the 
proposed medical office building 
which St. Francis admitted they have 
a vested interest in supporting. 

I'm confused about the role of 
the Commission. I think they have 
engaged in politics wrongly. We 
should be able to look to the 
Commission to be biased. They don't 
have to face elections; they can 
rise above the crowd. I don't think 
they've done that in this 
situation. I think it's a direct 
conflict of interest for the 
president of the Commission, the 
chairwoman of the Commission, 
Rosemary D'Ascenzo, to have voted on 
this property in question. She is a 
board member of St. Francis 
Hospital; I applaud her for her 
participation on the board of the 
hospital and the Commission. But in 
this matter that was before the 
Cormnission, she spoke, she actively 
promoted the rezoning. I think she 
should have reclused herself from it 
and not given any comment or 
discussion regarding this rezoning. 

For all of those reasons, and a 
few more, I must stand in opposition 
to the rezoning.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in regards to this bill, I*ve taken a 
principal position and vote no on this bill. It has to do with 
the re-zoning of a residential property in the Bloomfield 
community re-zoning it specifically for commercial development 
which, from the information that I've gathered from the public 
hearing, is directly related to the vested interests of the 
institution, St. Francis Hospital. 

The problem that I have with this bill is Number One, we 
are taking away valuable residential property that can be 
developed and should be maintained as residential property in 
the Bloomfield community. 

I*ra also voting no on the principle that there are other 
parts of the commercial zone in and around St. Francis Hospital 
that should be explored further for the commercial needs of the 
hospital, be they position offices or ancillary types of 
businesses associated with the institution. 

I would hope that as we project forward into the 1990*s 
that we can view the Garfield business strip from Winebiddle and 
Penn down to the hospital, I think we need to promote that as a 
commercial strip that the institution should use to develop its 
physician offices and ancillary services. It would mean a lot 
for the commercial development of the Garfield area, it would 
help to revitalize that community, it would help to promote 
pedestrian and business clientele and traffic for that 
commercial strip and I don't think it's so far from the hospital 
as to be a detriment to that kind of process. 

The institution itself I feel is responsible and I believe 
the Planning Commission is more the Planning "Omission" and not 
"Commission" because I think they should have asked for and 
requested a master plan of expansion activities of the hospital 
and review how the property in question fits in or does not fit 
into that master plan. 

I also believe that basically citizens are unaware of this 
rezoning although they may have received the information, I 
believe it to be the case that because no specific neighborhood 
group felt that this area was within their boundaries that the 
actual citizen awareness and citizen participation process that 
does go on elsewhere around the neighborhood and around the cit:^ 
did not actually happen in this area. 

I have nothing against the person and the developer in 
question who is certainly someone who is born and raised and has 
made an outstanding commitment to the community, especially in 
the Lawrenceville area. There's no question about his ability to 
do a wonderful project and I'm sure he would be willing to work 
with neighborhood groups, with the City, wi^h the institution. 
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so my voting no has nothing to do with this gentleman or with 
the development. I*m taking the position however that to 
reiterate very briefly that it's a residential area and it 
should be maintained residential. There are other commercial 
areas that should be explored and more importantly we should 
have the master plan of the institution before we move towards 
the re-zoning of any property and equally important I again 
stress the point that this Council, and it will be my role in 
the future to help promote the notion that the Garfield business 
commercial strip should be developed further and I think we 
should deny this and I'm going to be voting no on this.

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman^ I support Bill 
1826. My colleague^ Mr. Ferlo, does 
not have all his facts. St. Francis 
Hospital came before this august 
body in a public hearing and said 
they only have a moral interest in 
it. It's not any vested money. 

Secondly, it's Dr. Certo's 
project. He is using all Pittsburgh 
labor. The property will be 
completely taxable to the City of 
Pittsburgh. The property that they 
just retrofitted at the corner of 
Friendship and Penn Avenue makes the 
other property in that neighborhood 
look very, very poor. It stands out 
like a sore thumb. The owner, Mrs. 
Griffin, said that she was no longer 
able to keep any apartments there. 
It is not a historical site, as 
pointed out by the Planning 
Commission, because the buildings 
are not on any register. 

I think this is something for 
the City to move forward. It's not 
like Bill 1917. We know that we're 
going to have all Pittsburgh labor 
contractors and the property will 
not be tax exempt. This property 
will be paying taxes to the City of 
Pittsburgh increasing our tax base 
and I urge my colleagues to promote 
this bill. 

Mr. Wagner:

Mr. Ferlo: 

— let me finish, it is very bad posturing for us, either 
as a body or individually, to be used for or by the interests of 
any one developer and I think we should stick to the issue. It*s 
not Council's job to resolve intra-battles that may or may not 
exist between the developers in question. If there's some 
substantive reason why we should hold this, then that's 
something we can legitimately discuss, but I want to make one 
thing clear. There was a meeting last night in the Mayor's 
Office between the.two developers, there is a resolution of a 
problem or some conflict that may have existed in the past and 
they are both ready and willing and able to sign on the dotted 
line now.

No. The only thing Mr. Chairman that I’m privy to is I 
raised the questions at the hearing and in the interest of the 
people of Pittsburgh and after that it was discovered by Mr. 
Lardis in some of the principals in this knew it and never 
brought forth and the way Mr. Lardis has talked to me on several 
occasions is that until this agreement is signed, the developer 
out of West Virginia, he can bring up his own laborers and his 
own contractors and that is not what I want for Pittsburgh. And 
Mr. Lardis has told me, "don’t move on the bill" until he’s 
satisfied that the bill they had the agreement and I called him 
this morning and he hasn't returned my call and I had given him 
the last moment before I came in here and yesterday he said the 
bill was not signed, the agreement was not signed and do not 
pass the bill. 

The Chair; 

If there was a meeting last night and there was an 
agreement signed in the Mayor’s Office, I’m asking the City 
Clerk to go over the Mayor’s Office and immediately get a copy 
of that and we will hold this bill until the last bill on the 
agenda and see if that agreement in the hands of Mr. Lyons as 
Chairman of this committee is satisfactory rather than us 
debate the issue. 

Mr. Ferlo:

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Hr. DePasquale: 

Mr. President, I noticed that 
the henchman from the Pittsburgh 
Press, Mr. McEachran's boy, John 
Schmidt isn't here, but I will go 
ahead with this anyway and give it 
to Mr. McEachran in writing. 

First of all, I want to 
apologize for my remark that the 
Pittsburgh School District stinks. 
I got a little bit carried away; I 
think it's a pretty good School 
Board and there are some pretty good 
people on it and they're trying. 
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I do not apologize for my 
illiteracy figures. Over 1,100 
pupils tested in the City, including 
8th grade graduates and many have 
high school diplomas, in fairness, a 
few are slightly retarded, 26 
percent, or 91, are reading below 
the 4th grade level. These figures 
were disputed by Pat Crawford from 
the Pittsburgh School Board and they 
are accurate figures; they are 
figures given by the Pittsburgh 
School Board reluctantly, it was 
like pulling teeth to get them, by 
Ms. Judith Anderson who heads the 
Pittsburgh Literacy Initiative. 

I just want to state those 
facts and figures for the Record. I 
was called a liar when I said that 
there was illiteracy with graduates 
by the Pittsburgh School Board and 
I*m being told here now that 91, or 
26 percent, a great percentage, are 
at a 4th grade level and have high 
school diplomas. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Woods, on another matter. 
I*ve been struggling for eight 
months with Parka and Recreation to 
try to get the graffiti removed from 
the cntranceways to Highland Park. 
For eight months to no avail. 

I wanted to ask that we, 
please, collectively send a letter 
to Director Brown to ask her 
specifically what course of action, 
what plan of action, will she 
implement within the next week and a 
half to resolve this matter. 

If not, I'm going to submit 
legislation to hire our own person 
to remove the graffiti and we'll 
take the money out of Louise Brown's 
salary. And that will get her 
before the table and then we can go 


to battle on the issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On another subject. Mr. Woods, 

I received just before I came into 
Council a report, which I'm sure all 
my colleagues received, the 
quarterly report from Building 
Inspection as to the number of 
houses they had cited that were 
abandoned and they started to 
demolish. And I was apalled that 
there were so few. I understand 
that it takes time to go out on bid 
and contracts to do the demolishing 
but most of it is done, houses, by 
letter bid; overnight when there's 
an emergency. That's not really 
what I'm disturbed about. 

What I'm disturbed about is 
that over a period of a month there 
were so few houses that were 
posted. All you do is take an 
inspector, go through a community, 
any community, and you could quickly 
post a house. It doesn't take a 
long time. I'm sure you have to do 
an inspection but you can't tell me 
you'd have that few in a month. It 
just doesn't make sense. 

I would like to call for a post 
agenda, or maybe a hearing to see 
what my other colleagues have to say 
on the subject, to really look into 
the number of people we have, do we 
need more people in that area. It 
seems to be an overriding concern of 
the public. Crime, abandoned cars, 
and buildings that are not boarded 
up, abandoned buildings, absentee 
landlords, and the vermin, rats and 
so on, that these building have, and 
people being in the building. 

Temperanceville Tavern has a 
lot next to it that has a hole where 
the foundation was, they've got a 
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partial wall blocking it up. For 
some obscure reason, nothing has 
been done. I was there the other 
night. There were dogs using the 
lot as their private facility and 
there were, I understand, derelicts 
who sleep there overnight. That's a 
horrible eyesore in a major business 
district of an area that's trying to 
pull itself together. 

This is not indigenous only to 
District 2; I'm sure it's a problem 
all over the City and I think it 
ought to be addressed, hopefully in 
a hearing. We need to talk about 
that • 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I have no problem 
with Councilwoman Madoff's request 
for the post agenda. However, I'd 
like to point out for the Record 
that with all my dealings with the 
Department of Building Inspection, 
with Mr. Paul Imhoff and Mr. Dorn 
Cimino, I've had nothing except 
great cooperation. I think they've 
done a fine job with the resources 
they have at hand and I would just 
like to state publicly that I am 
real pleased with the results I've 
gotten from that department. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I agree with my colleague. I 
called last week on two instances; 
they were there that afternoon. 
I've sent people out to look at 
property; they've gone out that 
day. I think we need to look at the 
resources. 

Mr. Perlo: 

To echo Mr. Coyne's comment, I 
would throw in Rich Bruce's name 
because he has been extremely hard¬ 


working and cooperative. I think, 
though, Michelle has a good point, a 
valid point. I would ask that if 
the letter goes out, that we also 
ask the question, during the budget 
debate Mr. Jacoby made a commitment 
to Council on behalf of the Mayor 
that if we added the three code 
enforcers and litters, lots and 
licenses and other things that Mr. 
Pollock and others had talked about, 
that they would fill those 
positions. If we could ask 

specifically the status of the 
hiring for those three positions. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I'm trying to 
arrange a post agenda for the Right 
to Life people and the Police 
Department. I think it's time that 
we must hear them because there has 
been too much separation among the 
people and the police force and that 
must be corrected. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on the issue that 
Mr. Lyons has somewhat casually 
mentioned at this time, it somewhat 
concerns me. I think if there's 
going to be some interaction or 
dialogue with Council with the so- 
called Operation Rescue, I would ask 
very strongly that we first hear 
from the Solicitor and the Chief of 
Police regarding their course of 
actionf as reported in this 
morning's Post Gazette before we 
just throw open the Chambers to law 
breakers. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Lyons will do that. 
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Mr. Lyons: 

The second thing, I have no 
solution but we have another concern 
here. The parochial schools in the 
City of Pittsburgh are closing down 
and I think it's time for us to try 
to — I know it's a private school; 
don't misunderstand me. But there 
are people in the City of Pittsburgh 
and for the health, wealth and well¬ 
being of them, 1 think we should 
look to see what can be done to help 
save the parochial schools in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr, Pollock; 

On another subject, there is a 
very dear young woman in Greenfield 
who every week makes a significant 
contribution to the health and 
vitality of the City and who does so 
repeatedly and continuously 

anonymously. I would like to, at 
this time, publicly thank Gwen 
Martin for all that she does to help 
our City and just remove her 
anonymity.

Mr. President, on Bill 2089 
regarding the emergency payment of 
$54,000 plus to Chambers 
Development, I'd like my comments 
brought forward from the meeting 
because I think it's important to 
put the Administration on record. 
Most of us were unhappy about the 
way this payment has taken place 
recognizing that this company came 
in and did work that had to be 


performed. However, I think the 
majority of Councilmembers £eel very 
strongly that the Administration 
needs to develop a comprehensive 
plan for the problem of the trash 
refuse at our various Public Works 
and General Services and Parks and 
Recreation facilities. Director 
Gaetano at the meeting made 
discussion of the placement of 
compactors around the City. He 
pretty much is talking about his own 
department and there is a need for 
Parks and Recreation and General 
Services to explore this avenue with 
the trash containers and the 
compactors and also I questioned 
this last year why we can't use our 
existing landfill contract. 

So, I'm voting in favor of 
this, recognizing that- it's an 
emergency payment for work that has 
already taken place. The 
Administration is going to come 
forward with a plan and I believe, 
as Mr. Lyons had asked, that there 
is a bond out on the previous 
company and we will be able to 
recoup some of our expenses.

(MR. FERLO'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2089 - Wednesday, 3-15-83) 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Director, the hour is running late. I don*t want to take a 
lot of time. You have been privileged to previous Council 
meetings where we have discussed at length the issue of the drop 
off boxes. This obviously is money that has already been 
incurred, services that have been performed. A couple weeks ago 
we approved about 30,000, now this 54,000 plus. 

Could you just summarize so we could understand the 
Administration *s actions in the future, what course of action in 
the future will you take to resolve this issue of the drop off, 
the compactor, that whole debate? 

Mr. Gaetano: 

Department of Public Works has been looking into it, trying 
to reduce the amount of money that it costs us. What we have 
been actually doing in the past year is giving them air. When 
you pull a box — a box generally handles 10 tons. If you put a 
tree in there or a sofa and this and that, we still pay the same 
rate. The rate is very, very high now; as you know, it went up 
to $354.00. By bringing in a compactor, if I had at least one 
or two compactors in the City of Pittsburgh — Public Works 
alone has 1,600 pulls a year, so we take out 1,600 boxes. You 
multiply that times $354.00, that is $566,000.00. By bringing 
in the compactor, you can reduce your pulls to one-fourth of 
that, you are actually compacting all the refuse in. This alone 
would save $566,000.00 down to $141,000.00. You go to the 
second bout, not to even have the particular pull box man bring 
the actual box out there, because he is paying rental, he is 
paying tipping fees, transportation and everything else. If we 
own the boxes ourselves, then use the refuse as contract at 
$20.00 a ton, you then pull the box price down to $200.00 plus 
brining it out there. So the only additional monies that you 
would need would be to bring it out there, maybe $75.00 a haul. 
If you go to three or four compactors, you haul your own driver, 
it is do\7n to $200.00. So just by putting the compactor in, I 
can bring it down to one-fourth of what we were paying 
originally. By using the contract with refuse, we can even safe 
way more money. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just a couple questions briefly. Obviously you are 
affirming my position which is what I have been complaining 
about for the last six months. But what does this mean? When 
is it going to happen? Are you now saying that the 
Administration collectively — including, I see Director 
Botsford in the audience and people from Finance — are you nov/ 
saying there is a change of heart within the Administration and 
you are all of one mind or what? 
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Mr. Gaetano: 


I am saying the Department of Public Works went to the 
budget office prior to the budget to put in a compactor. And 
these were my reasonings within Public Works. I can*t speak for 
the other departments yet. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Okay- But at some point — and if one of the other 
directors would like to address this issue or from Finance — 
why can*t there be a coordination of what you are attempting to 
do in Public Works with Parks and General Services? 

Mr. Gaetano: 

I have talked to General Services and I have talked briefly 
also to the Director of General Services on this particular 
project. I have talked to Mr. Walker, and Mr. Walker is for it 
in that he doesn't have to haul — if a truck breaks down, he 
can actually use the compactor to put it in. I have talked 
directly to the Parks Department that they can actually bring 
their refuse down in the one area. 

You need more than one in the City of Pittsburgh. We have a 
very small compactor right now in my second division. This one 
will be in the fifth division area, and will service three of my 
divisions. The only way I can get the money down within my 
department is do it this way. A compactor costs approximately 
$100,000.00, $110,000,00; you would save that money the first 
year just putting it in. V7e have been giving too much air to 
them, I will be very truthful with you. Half the stuff that we 
send out there is half full. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I applaud you on that effort. The problem is that Council 
really would like to see an overall thought-out plan submitted. 
You know, if it is good enough for one department and if it 
makes sense financially, it should makes sense to do it in a 
coordinated fashion. I don't want to take up any more time 
today, but maybe as a closing note, if we could at some point 
receive — and maybe we have to have a post agenda on this and I 
will convene it — but at some point I would like to hear from 
the Administration a formal plan for the compactor, as well as 
the possibly of using our own refuse, and when the 
implementation of that plan would take place.

the way that this is being done. I 
would have thought that we in 
Council and the Administration would 
have learned our lesson from the 
Grant Street Project. I would not 
in any way want to stall this 
project but I think the total 
project should not be done in 
phases. We should get all of the 
bids in for the total reconstruction 
of this street and do it in such a 
way that we get bids now, this year, 
with construction costs and with 
whatever the costs are for the 
project as opposed to stringing this 
along in a multi-year activity with 
multi-year bidding and multi-year 
rates of inflation. It doesn't make 
any sense to me. I would have 
thought that we would have learned 
on a practical level from our 
experience regarding Grant Street 
with delays, with inflationary 
increases, with increases just 
because it's a multi-year activity. 

I think we could save a 
significant amount of money and also 
expedite the construction of this 
project by bidding all of the phases 
at one time, even if it necessitates 
us going out and increasing the 
amount of money we take in for the 
capital bond fund. I would like to 
see that be done and for that reason 
I'm voting no on these two bills. 


Which was read. 

Hr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, regarding Bills 
2108 and 2110, this is the multi¬ 
million dollar reconstruction of 
Arlington Avenue from East Carson to 
Warrington Avenue. The one bill, 
2108, increases the project 
allocation by $1,675,000. It goes 
from $9,507,700 to $11,182,700. I 
expressed my dissatisfaction with 


Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I think that it's 
not the fault of the 
Administration. I think Mr. 
McDermott pointed out very clearly 
upon being asked why was it done in 
phases, that this is the way the 
money is allocated to the City from 
the Government, from the Federal 
Government and from the State in a 
lot of the instances here when we 
have these things and it becomes 
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necessary paying 75 to 95 percent of 
the total cost. And it's not any 
fault of the City that it's done in 
phases; it's done because of the 
allocation of the money. He's not 
pleased with it either, not is the 
Administration. I think that we 
should try to find some other way, 
if we could put it altogether. But 
as it is, it is no one's fault but 
the way the money is allocated to us 
in our capital fund. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think both my colleagues make 
some valid points. But I would like 
to point out that really the major 
problem is one that I've been trying 
to focus in on for a very long time 
and it’s not a very simple thing 
when you've been stonewalled for ten 
years to make some changes. 
Fortunately, Mr. Woods appropriated 
the dollars to pay Mr. Jim Josephs 
to finally provide a piece of 
legislation to stop the giveaways by 
stopping the amounts being on 
legislation which will say "not to 
exceed". 

And I have to share with 
Council that Mr. Josephs was in a 
very bad car accident and he's 
finally getting around to getting 
this bill drafted and Mr. Spector is 
supposed to be working with him but 
he is really laid up, A very bad 
car accident. And he said to all of 
us to please wear our seat belts. 
If he hadn't been wearing his seat 
belt — He went through the 
windshield wearing it. Had he not 
been wearing it, the side of the car 
where his wife and child sit, they 
would have been killed. 

But because of his accident, I 
just don't know how fast we're going 
to get that bill in, I thought we 


were going to have it some time ago 
but it's been ten months. It has 
become very complicated; it means 
changing many of the legislations 
in-house which gets to the point 
that Mr. Lyons has pointed out. Mr. 
McDermott comes to this table and 
covers his proverbial by saying, 
"Well, it isn't my fault. This is 
the way the Federal Government or 
the State gives us matching dollars; 
90-10; 70-30; 60-40, and therefore I 
have to go out in phases." But we 
all know there's a will and there's 
a way to solve problems. You could 
go out on an overall bid, as Mr. 
Ferlo has pointed out, and you can 
then make arrangements to pay the 
drawdown as the money becomes 
available. But you get a commitment 
up front on contracts. 

There is legislation, I 
believe, that says that we cannot go 
out on a bid unless the money is 
already incumbent. But that means a 
change in Legislation, And that's 
not an impossible change. If we 
were to point out to the Legislators 
how we could save money, expedite 
projects and not be ripped off, I 
think the legislators would amend 
the legislation. But you have to be 
somebody who cares enough to carry 
the ball who deals with it, like Mr. 
McDermott. And I asked him four 
years ago at this table if he would 
be willing to come up with a 
creative way of changing some of the 
process and make recommendations and 
he said he would. Has anybody seen 
it? I haven't seen it. 

The only hope we have is to get 
this first piece of legislation on 
the table and get it drafted by Mr. 
Josephs. It doesn't look like it's 
going to be very soon; I hope he 
will be well and that we'll get it 
as fast as we can. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Pr e s i den t: and members o f 
Council, in regard Co Che same bills 
and Che same projecC, ArlingCon 
Avenue, I would ask my colleagues Co 
please puc aside Che issue here, Che 
issue being Che procedure by which 
capiCal improvemenc projecCs are bid 
and chey proceed, and Co push chaC 
aside and look ac Che projecC 
icself. ArlingCon Avenue is a 
cricical projecC, ic's a big dollar 
projecC well over $12 million, Che 
same as Che GranC SCreeC ProjecC is 
well over $15 million. And Crue, 
chey are being done in phases, Chis 
projecC in phases, and doing ic in 
phases requires Che CiCy Co come up 
wich less dollars in a parCicular 
capiCal year. If we were Co 
allocaCe Che entire $12 million 
cowards Chis project in one capital 
year, that would virtually eat up 
half or 60 percent of our whole 
capital improvemenc projects, which 
means that very little would be done 
in other areas of che City. 
Consequently, I Chink it’s important 
that some projecCs are in phases; 
however, I agree with my colleagues 
ChaC cost can be reduced if a total 
projecC is bid. And I Chink in some 
situations ChaC should be considered 
not only for cost but also for 
inconvenience where the project is 
being done. 

I would ask ChaC we vote in Che 
affirmative for these bills relating 
to ArlingCon Avenue because 
ArlingCon Avenue is a critical 
access route Co Che South Hills and 
parCicular Che Allentown ArlingCon 
areas, Beltzhoover, portions of 
Mount Washington, none of Chose 
neighborhoods in my proposed 
district, but very critical 
neighborhoods in the South Hills. 
It's also che other location for the 


Light Rail Transit System Chat 
serves Allentown, Arlington and 
those other neighborhoods. 

It's important that this 
resolution be passed and I chink 
it's important that we also work 
with Engineering in the future so 
that other projects are bid with the 
entire projecC if the capital 
funding is available to do so. And 
I believe Director McDermott said 
that last week; he inferred that 
Chey were considering doing that in 
the future for the Wood Street 
Project when Wood Street is 
reconstructed. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd just like to 
touch on a few things that Mr. 
Wagner said. I concur that this is 
a very critical thoroughfare going 
through the South Hills area and I 
Chink it's irresponsible if anyone 
on Council right now would vote 
against the funding. We may have an 
argument as to how it should be done 
in Che future, whether we do go in 
stages or whether we go out on one 
lump sum, but I think at this point 
the project is already started and 
we have a responsibility to the 
citizens in that area to make sure 
it goes through. 

The Chair: 

I'd just like to add one 
thing. Many contracts that are 
major contracts whether they be 
private industry or government, a 
major project that is $25 million or 
$30 million, no contractor will come 
in if it's going to go over any 
period of time and give you a set 
price. They'll give you a price but 
then they' re going to have an 
escalation clause in there because

when labor goes up, you're going to 
pay for that labor. They're not 
going to give you a price in 1989 
and be able to pay a laborer in 1992 
prices. The same with materials. 
So, if, as you're saying, Mr. Ferlo, 
if they would do that, bid it now at 
today's costs and building it in 
1992, they're not going to do 
that. They're going to put an 
escalation clause in there. Every 
contract I've seen has that. They 
can't buy all the products today and 
store it somewhere at '89 prices and 
put it in in '92 because they'd have 
to pay for storage. It's a Catch- 
22. Believe me, that's the way it's 
done and any contract that you see, 
it will show you that in there. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, I agree with you 
in principle. The problem is, by 
the very nature of the way the City 
does business, we create the 
scenario for that to happen. What 
I'm saying, and Mr. McDermott 
apparently agrees with me to some 
extent because, as Mr. Wagner said, 
he inferred in the Committee Meeting 
that in the future on the Wood 
Street Project that they will think 
about doing this in one phase, in 
one bid proceeding without going on 
and creating multi-phase projects. 
I find it interesting that it's good 
for Downtown in Wood Street but it 
doesn't seem to be good for 
Arlington Avenue. 

I’m not proposing to delay this 
project; I don't think I'm being 
irresponsible. I think if you weigh 
the several million cost overrun 
that there will be on the multi¬ 
phase development of Arlington 
Avenue, and that will be a matter of 
public record and hopefully I'll be 
here in the future and you can 


either say I was right or I was 
wrong. I think you should weigh 
that burden of the cost overruns 
with the inflationary increases as 
well as some of the increases that 
you talked about because I think 
we' re being penny-wise and pound- 
foolish and I don't think I'm being 
irresponsible in voting no on it. I 
would like to see this re-bid as one 
project and we go out on capital 
bond if we have to and we weigh that 
amount of money with all the other 
things considered, some of which you 
mentioned. 

So, I maintain my position 
voting no on this legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr, Woods, I think -your point 
is well taken. We're restricted by 
the ground rules, by the laws. 
However, I don't think Chat an 
escalation clause, and it's true, 
they do have just what you've said, 
would amount to a million dollars or 
a couple million dollars. Let' s 
face it, when you're building 
Arlington, if there's a commitment 
to build it, it's done in two 
years. And you can lock in with a 
very small escalation clause a two 
year agreement, the same way you 
lock in a CD. How do banks know 
with escalating inflation perhaps 
going through the roof that they can 
lock it in for a year or two 
years? They know. 

The point is, the builders know 
pretty well that they have to 
protect themselves and the suppliers 
but I don't think it's to the degree 
that we're being ripped off. 

I don't think that Mr. Ferlo is 
acting irresponsibly. I think what 
he's saying is that he is protesting 
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not Arlington Avenue; am I correct, 
Mr, Ferlo? You’re protesting the 
system and the way we do business 
and saying that we need to change 
the system. Anybody that votes 
against Arlington, if there are not 
enough votes to support it, would be 
really penny-wise and pound-foolish 
and not very productive. 

It has to be done even if it 
was $10 million over. We’re 
committed to it; we have to go. But 
I think we need to have that kind of 
dialogue and some kind of pressure 
put on the Construction and 
Engineering Division to change the 
process• And what we're talking 
about here, and 1 don’t think it’s 
wrong, the only opportunity we 
sometimes get to enlighten the 
public as to what's happening is to 
talk about the process and how the 
process can be changed. That 
doesn't mean that we're going to 
vote against Arlington, Mr. Coyne. 
If we just sort of put it under the 
rug and say, let' s not worry about 
it, it’s going to come back and 
haunt us and nip at our heels. 
Thank you.

WHEREAS, the employees of 
Eastern have shown a firm commitment 
to the survival of the airline 
through economic concessions that 
have saved the airline over a 
billion and a half dollars; and 

WHEREAS, the recent bankruptcy 
proceeding initiated by Texas Air 
chairman Frank Lorenzo seems to be 
part of a plan to generate personal 
profit through the destruction of 
over 27,000 jobs and the unnecessary 
demise of a large, stable American 
employer; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Lorenzo's plan 
includes the possibility of 
transferring airplane maintenance to 
Brazil or another foreign location, 
well beyond the scope of US safety 
regulations; and 

WHEREAS, the loss of another 
major American airline is likely to 
increase the growing condition of 
monopoly in an industry where 8 
corporations now control 91% of the 
business; and

Lorenzo constitute the worst example 
to date of a growing trend to place 
individual avarice ahead of the long 
term interests of American workers, 
American economic security, and the 
safety of American airline 
passengers.

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attendants. 

Mr. Puskar: 

On behalf of the International 
Association Machinists and Aerospace 
Workerst District 100 and Local 
Lodge 1044, I wish to thank. City 
Council for passing this resolution. 

The resolution says it all. It 
tells our story on the airline, on 
how it's been torn apart by Frank 
Lorenzo, the upstreaming of cash, 
the sale of our assets. 

But also, we'd like you to 
remember there's one other person 
who is responsible for this who 
hasn't been mentioned in a lot of 
this, and that's Frank Borman. 
Frank Borman had concessions from 
two groups, the pilots and the 
flight attendants, when he sold his 
airline in 1986.

I am vetoing Council Bill 1911 
because there are very few instances 
where public properties are named or 
renamed for individuals or where a 
new name has been suggested. The 
few Instances that do occur 
certainly do not warrant a new 


commission being formed and do not 
justify the additional cost 
associated with support staff for 
such a commission. 

Our most recent experience with 
a designated committee to determine 
a tribute to the late Mayor Richard 
S. Caliguiri is a fine example of a 
special committee better serving the 
public for a specific period of time 
— with a specific mission. 

Because the legislation would 
result in using City tax dollars to 
fund support staff to a commission 
with minimal responsibilities, I 
urge Council to sustain my veto.

Very briefly, Mr. Chairman, 
again, this is the Commission on 
Renaming Public Properties and 
Places. I can’t totally understand 
the rationale of the Administration 
when they talR about the additional 
expenditure. It's a commission that 
would meet sporadically throughout 
the year or when it would be 
necessary and basically would 
establish guidelines and 

specifications for any proposed name 
changes to public properties, and 
help to remove some of the political 
debate that sometimes takes place. 
We’ve had controversy in the past on 
the renaming of public properties

after Dr. King. We had the 
situation on the Grant Street 
renaming for our late Mayor. 
Various issue have come up in the 
past and the idea of the Commission 
is to help formulate 
recommendations. It doesn't take 
any power away from Council or the 
Mayor; we ultimately, by resolution, 
take the action. So, I would 
support the override of the veto. 

But I would also like to try to 
keep talking long enough to get Mr. 
Pollock back in the room so that we 
have six votes. So, at this time, 
I'd like to ask the Clerk to please 
go get Mr. Pollock and, if not, I'm 
going to keep talking because I'm 
not going to lose this thing just 
because somebody — 

The Chair; 

I would suggest that we 
override the veto, too. I think the 
Commission is just going to meet 
when there's a reason to meet and 
that would be if there was a so- 
called name change or something like 
that. I see nothing wrong with it 
and they just come back to Council 
with their recommendation and we 
could either uphold their 
recommendation or go against it. 
The ultimate choice would be ours 
but it would save, as Mr. Ferlo 
said, a lot of our time and a lot of 
bickering back and forth and maybe 
take the political thing out of it. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Whatever the outcome of this 
veto is, it's still in the hands of 
the Administration anyhow. 

The Chair: 

And us. But it just would take 


some of the workload and they could 
look at it better, I think. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think that the renaming 
of Mayor Caliguiri Boulevard really 
sort of focused in on problems and I 
think, although there was a lot of 
furor and a lot of hassle, a lot of 
calls coming to our office, a lot of 
time wasted, I think that something 
was learned from that experience. 
And what was learned, as the Mayor 
said, she designated a committee to 
address a specific problem for a 
specific time. 

And while I think that in 
principle Mr. Ferlo is correct, 
wouldn't it be nice to have somebody 
that any time this kind of thing 
comes up we could turn it over to 
them. Obviously, the one we were 
confronted with was resolved 
amicably. 

We have so many important 
issues that this Council is going to 
have to zero in on - the problems of 
solid waste, the problems of taxes, 
the problems of crime, the problems 
of police - that we ought to choose 
our shots. And I really think for 
us to really make an issue out of 
this issue, which is a non-issue, is 
really a waste of our efforts and 
time. I don't think we should 
engage in the kind of politics, in a 
sense, that this would involve when 
it really isn't in the best interest 
of the public. Let's not waste our 
energy and time on something that 
isn't all that important. If we run 
into the situation again where the 
method of handling it by the Mayor, 
in designating a committee for us, a 
limited time, doesn't work, then we 
could reconsider supporting Mr. 
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Ferlo’s contention that we have a 
special commission created. But at 
this point, I really don’t think 
it's a major issue. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in essence, what we are 
doing is taking away not a little 
bit of the power of Council but a 
little bit of the prerogative of 
Council by asking an independent 
body to decide whether or not a 
suggested name change is appropriate 
and to have that recommendation, 
positive or negative, sent back to 
Council. Ultimately, the decision 
still rests within the hands of 
Council but I believe that Mr. 
Ferlo's recommendation is a good one 
because it brings a third party, an 
independent group of people, 
involved in a name change. And in 
the world of government, politics 
can sometimes interfere on issues, 
and we would not want that to 
happen, I believe, on name changes, 
whether they be on public buildings, 
public streets or whatever it may 
be. 

So, I believe that the 
resolution is a valid one and not 
only would I like to see it pass, I 
would like to see the Mayor appoint 
the commission. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in response to ray 
colleague, Michelle, I don't know if 
she just flip-flopped on the 
issue. I thought she was giving a 
defense as to why she felt the 
override of the veto should proceed 
but now I hear something different. 


Michelle Madoff: 

I really am ambivalent. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that but, 
Michelle, you're putting the onus of 
responsibility on me to defend the 
fact that I made a concrete 
suggestion. I convinced my 

colleagues to look at the issue. I 
think the majority of them, if I 
remember correctly, I think all of 
us supported the commission idea. 
It's been rejected and vetoed, for 
whatever reasons, and I'm not trying 
to make a big issue out of this. 
But I don't think you should put the 
onus of responsibility on me because 
I'm defending the bill to suggest 
that somehow I'm waging a battle on 
an issue that’s not important. It 
was important enough for us to pass 
it in the first place.

They are acting as a liaison with 
the County, Port Authority, URA and 
spending a lot of their time doing 
that and I believe servicing on a 
priority basis, the County first, 
and I don't know where we rank on 
the funds. The $23,000 versus 
$43,000 we know where we rank, but I 
don't know how much money URA and 
the Port Authority are paying this 


t 




particular lobbyist. 

Now, I want to give you an 
example of what has happened since 
we talked about this bill last. It 
seems that all the communities in 
Allegheny County are requesting 
money for their solid waste 
treatment program. The money is 
virtually depleted. There isn’t any 
money to go around and Pittsburgh 
hasn't even put in their 
application. Our RFP is going out, 
as a matter of fact, today 
requesting input from consultants as 
to what technology would be 
available other than burning because 
we know what burning and kilowatts 
to cogeneration would entail. 

I suggest from experience and 
20 years of being involved in these 
matters starting with the 
environmental movement, that 
somebody in Harrisburg would be 
appropriate, to have somebody there 
that from day one when those monies 
were available, to make sure that 
monies were going to be available 
for us to coordinate the efforts of 
the City with the funding source in 
Harrisburg and to not leave us with 
a deadline to meet in 1990, perhaps 
not having the dollars we need which 
are going to be ol significant 
magnitude, 90 percent of millions 
and millions of dollars to be sure 
that our needs were taken care of. 

Every community is fighting for 
their needs and I don't believe that 
if our present lobbyist is 
representing the County at $43,000 a 
year, and they need the money for 
the other communities, is he going 
to support the City who is paying 
him $23,000 a year. Obviously, we 
need our own full-time lobbyist. 

Secondly, the issue of crime in 


this community is such that every 
week somebody comes to this table, a 
member of Council, and says, "I'd 
like to have a hearing on beat 
policemen". I'd like to find out 
whether the attrition is going to 
equal the new police officers that 
are going on. There are all kinds 
of dollars in Harrisburg, and also 
on the federal level, that can be 
funneled back to communities where 
we get matching dollars. As a 
matter of fact, a good lobbyist 
representing us could go to the 
Legislature in Harrisburg, meet with 
a number of Legislators who have the 
same problems that we have, we're 
not unique, and hopefully create a 
fund, a line item, where dollars 
would be available to meet this kind 
of need. 

I can't emphasize strongly 
enough that we need a full-time 
lobbyist and if people can't see 
common sense out of it, then I guess 
it's a matter of experience and 
having to be around as long as I 
have and get to be as old as I am 
that you will see that there is an 
absolute crying need. I can't get 
the message across by osmosis; 
you're not going to pick it up. If 
you don't support it, it's because 
of lack of exposure to having seen 
how it works effectively. But I 
would ask that you use just basic 
sixth-grade common sense. 

We have a lobbyist liaison 
person. I repeat; he gets $25,000 
from the City, $43,000 from the 
County. And he represents two other 
people. And right now we are on the 
short end of getting money from the 
State to build whatever, whether 
it's a separation plant or whatever 
it's going to be that we're going to 
need to recycle, to do whatever we 
need to meet State mandated 
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legislation* Somebody in Harrisburg 
could be working "on our behalf"» 
not on the behalf of the other 129 
communities• 

Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I voted no on 
this in the Committee Session 
because I believe that, while the 
bill is well-intentioned, on a 
practical level the Administration 
was not likely to support it • 
However, I think the principle that 
Michelle has outlined is important 
enough to advance the bill forward 
and then provide an opportunity for 
the Mayor to react to a formal 
proposal from Council. 

So, at this time, I would urge 
that we support the bill. I think 
throughout the discussion with the 
hiring of the initial part-time 
consultant about a month ago, all of 
us felt strongly that we needed 
somebody to work full-time solely 
representing the interests of City 
Council and City government. So, I 
would urge us to consider voting in 
favor of the bill now, advance it 
forward so that the Mayor can react 
to something that is right on the 
table, and maybe supporting the 
bill. That would provide an 
opportunity for CounciIwoman 
Michelle, Mr. President, to meet 
wi th the Mayor and talk about the 
likelihood and the practicality of 
actually hiring a full-time 
lobbyist. So, I'm going to be 

supporting the bill.

Articles of Incorporation extending 
the life of the Allegheny County 
Sanitary Authority to an additional 
50 years, I would like to question, 
if I may, someone who might 
answer. Has the County approved 

this as well? 

The Chair: 

No, they haven * t. They're 

next. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What would happen if they don't 
approve it? 
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The Chair: 

Then it's gone* 

Michelle Madoff: 

The reason I ask, Mr* 
President, is that over the years 
Commissioner Foerster, as you know, 
has tried to get Alcosan to build* 
Now they’ve got a situation at the 
Airport that they're going to have 
to meet their needs out there* 
They're talking about building a 
sanitary plant* How are they all 
going to dovetail? Are they going 
to take some of the responsibility? 

Obviously, one has only to look 
at some of the new ideas coming out 
of Alcosan to know that they're very 
fine to try to correct the problems 
of the Saw Mill Run, to modernize 
the facility, do something about the 
odor problems * We've always 
referred to them in the 
environmental movement as 
Alcostench. These are all good and 
well. But I just wonder whether 
it's another effort, because I 
served on the blue ribbon committee, 
had other people who are leading 
experts in the field serve for me 
from the universities, Carnegie 
Mellon, Department of Energy* We 
knew 25 years ago this could be 
resolved and It wasn't done* We 
knew 20 years ago, 15 years ago* 

Now, I don't want to question 
the fact, and I’m not questioning 
the fact, that it's the intention of 
Alcosan to do what they say they're 
going to do, and I presume the 
argument that's going to be put 
forward here is that if we don't get 
an extension of 50 years we can't go 
out and borrow. But I'm just 
worried about the same thing that 
happened to Pittsburgh when it opted 


to become a second class city 
instead of a first class city, 
making the wrong move at this point 
and having generations who have to 
live with our decision to extend for 
50 years. 

I would like to hold this bill 
until a meeting can be arranged 
between the County Commissioners, 
the bonding house, and get some kind 
of impact on what it means to extend 
this authority for another 50 years* 

Mr* Wagner: 

Mr* President and members of 
Council, in regard to this bill, 
first of all, last week in Committee 
it had four affirmative votes, one 
against, and three abstaining. 1 
asked various people associated with 
Alcosan, the Chairman, Mr. Ira 
Weiss, the Executive Director, Mr. 
Bill Trez, and the bond counsel, Mr* 
Michael Stabile, to collectively or 
individually contact the various 
Councilmembers that wanted 
information in regard to the bill. 
They can actually speak as well or 
better than I in regard to the need 
of the passage of the bill* 

I'd just like to state a couple 
items that are critical here, 
Alcosan is in the process of 
remarketing a bond issue and that 
bond issue and the remarketing of 
it, the life of the bond issue goes 
beyond the life of the Authority* 
Therefore, if the life of the 
Authority is not extended, the cost 
of the bonds or the debt service of 
the bonds increases, which means the 
cost of Alcosan, of operating it, 
increases * 

Alcosan is in a much better 
marketing position with the bonds if 
this resolution is passed today* 
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True, it does need to be passed by 
the County Commissioners and every 
indication is that yes, it will pass 
there. It has passed the Board of 
Alcosan. 

The bonds, just to be brief 
about the bonds, as everyone knows, 
bonds are used to initiate capital 
improvement projects, hardware type 
projects, tangible projects to 
improve the operation of that 
Authority to the resident of the 
City of Pittsburgh and the 
municipalities that are part of 
Alcosan within Allegheny County. 
And out of 132 municipalities in 
Allegheny County, approximately 78 
are a part of Alcosan. 

The types of capital 
improvements that are part of this 
are, first of all and probably most 
important and close to 
Councilmembers, is the stench 
problem in the Brighton Heights area 
and even beyond the Brighton Heights 
area. A significant portion of the 
$60 million bond issue will be 
utilized for that purpose. 
Yesterday the Board initiated a 
progress to use a portion of the 
bond issues towards a solution of 
the Saw Mill Run problem, something 
that no level of government higher 
than the City of Pittsburgh has ever 
done. Other items included simply 
are meeting the appropriate health 
regulations of DER and the daily 
operations of Alcosan. 

It is critical for that 
Authority to have that bond issue 
and the only way it can have that 
bond issue or re-issuing of bonds, 
remarketing of bonds, is for the 
life span of Alcosan to be 
extended. So, therefore, I would 
request from all of you, if you care 
about this environment in the City 


of Pittsburgh and beyond, when I say 
environment I mean air quality and I 
mean water quality because that 
really is the purpose and the intent 
of Alcosan, to keep our rivers 
clean, to keep raw sewage from 
dumping into the rivers. And that 
Authority does that job very well 
and it needs to borrow money to do 
that job better in the future. 
That*s basically what this 
resolution is all about and I would 
appreciate the support of all 
Councilmembers in the passage of 
this. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, setting aside the 
issue that I*ve raised on actually 
disbanding Alcosan for what I favor 
which is a functioning .management 
department within County government, 
a department that when and if they 
actually need to make capital 
improvements they go out on general 
obligation bonds, revenue specific 
bonds for a specific capital 
project. Setting that issue aside, 
since I'm not going to win that 
battle, the amendment before us 
approving the Articles of 
Incorporation is very important 
because what it basically allows the 
Alcosan Authority to do, just so 
we're all clear and Mr. Wagner has 
state it, is to go out and refinance 
and I would imagine seek a much 
larger major capital bond. What 
amount, I don't know; I didn't 
receive any written information 
prior to today from any of the 
gentlemen that Mr. Wagner talked 
about. I would imagine it would be 
a significant amount of money. 

I cannot, in good conscience, 
vote for the extension of the 
Articles of Incorporation without at 
least having the principles come to 
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the table* I would assume the 
Director of Alcosan, possibly the 
Board President, the Financial 
Officer of the Authority, come to 
the table and give a presentation to 
City Council on exactly what is the 
bond issue, how much is it, what are 
the specific capital budget items 
that will be done by the 
Authority. We've had commitments 
before from the Authority for the 
last two decades that they were 
going to do something regarding the 
odor problem of the plant • The 
Authority, in times past, has made 
commitments or has alluded to 
commitments that they would make for 
Saw Mill Run. That's all well and 
good. I'm saying that I believe 
very strongly that this bill should 
be recommitted to provide an 
opportunity for the appropriate 
parties to come to the table and we 
can engage in some questions and 
answers and they can make a formal 
presentation. 

But, one, we don't know the 
specific amount of the bond issue* 
Two, it's not clear to me, at least 
it hasn't been presented to Council 
in writing, what are the capital 
budget items that they will go out 
and engage in. Specifically, at 
this time, we should nail them down 
and we should have a commitment, a 
signed, sealed and delivered pledge 
that they will do something with Saw 
Mill Run and the odor situation. 

The other thing, though, that I 
think is really important which no 
one has stressed is the issue of 
Airport expansion. Is the City of 
Pittsburgh ratepayers going to bear 
the burden of major expansion of 
capital projects for this authority 
for development in and around the 
Airport corridor. My suspicion is 
yes* The ratepayers in the City of 


Pittsburgh who already bear the 
burden of an unnecessarily created 
Water and Sewer Authority are now 
going to bear the burden of major 
airport expansion. I think we are 
owed an explanation, I think the 
public is owed an explanation on the 
capital intentions of this 
Authority. 

I think it's irresponsible for 
us to approve this and I make a 
motion to recommit the bill to 
provide an opportunity for Alcosan 
representatives to explain this bill 
to Council. I move to recommit. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Discussion. Mr. President and 
members of Council, I would ask 
Council not to recommit this bill 
unless you simply want to block 
progress. 

And in response to Mr. Ferlo's 
questions, he indicated last week 
that he was voting no on this bill 
no matter what. The other three 
Councilmembers that abstained, Mr. 
Coyne, Councilwoman Madoff, and Mr. 
Pollock asked for more 
information. They have spoken with 
various people. Mr. Ferlo is 
completely against the bill for 
whatever reason. 

In regard to your questions 
that you just mentioned, the 
specific amount of the bond issue is 
$61 million. It is a lesser amount 
from a bond issue three years ago of 
$106 million of which $45 million of 
those bonds will be paid off in a 
remarketing of $61 million, for a 
lesser amount that was the debt 
service previously of Alcosan. 
That's in answer to one question. 
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In regard to the Airport 
expansion, I simply want everyone to 
know that it*s no intent of Alcosan 
at this stage to become involved in 
the Greater Pittsburgh Airport. And 
if, in fact, Alcosan did become 
involved in the future in the 
Greater Pittsburgh Airport, those 
municipalities or the midfield 
terminal would have to pay a rate 
significantly higher than existing 
ratepayers to pay for previous 
capital investments at that 
facility. That is the case with 
anyone that comes on line with 
Alcosan in the future. So, at this 
time, there is no intent to do that 
unless significant monies are to be 
contributed to that authority and 
there is no indication that that is 
going to be done. 

In regard to the stench problem 
in Saw Mill Run, Mr. Ferlo, just to 
be specific, I can assure you, as 
long as I'm on that Authority, the 
appropriate action will be taken to 
address those problems. And as sure 
as I'm sitting here today, I can 
assure you of that because it has 
been initiated, it is in progress, 
and it will be taken care of. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
The discussion of this bill is 
completely out of order. There's no 
place in there that says they're 
going to have a bond issue. We're 
only talking about extending a 
lease. How did we get on the bond 
issue. Saw Mill Run, what have you? 

The Chairt 

We're going to end discussion 
and we're going to vote on 
recommittal. 


I'm going to ask you people 
something. Please, do not recommit 
this bill because Mr, Ferlo, and 
he's very honest, and I said it 
Wednesday and I'm saying it again, I 
commend you.

Stabile from Alcosan and they've 
explained to me what the project is 
and they've explained to me the need 
for passing this bill. I think that 
the City is very wise to pass and to 
stay hooked up as much as we can 
with the County Commissioners and 
going ahead to strive to make 
Alcosan a longer running and more 
solid entity. 

Also, I would like to encourage 
Mr. Wagner in his position as a 
board member to also look into Nine 
Mile Run, the area in the Frick Park 
area where we're having some 
pollution with some sewage. 

So, I will be changing my vote 
from an abstention to a positive 
vote today. 

Mr. Ferlo: 


of Incorporation amendment because 
it extends the life of the agency 
another 50 to 65 years. On that 
principle, I'm opposed to it because 
I don't think we should have an 
authority. Period. 

Now, on the merits of the 
legislation, the amendment is 
presented because right now they 
have to go on a major bond issue, a 
remarketing of the bond issue to the 
tune of $61 million. The issue 
before us is not this rhetoric on 
the page. The issue before us is 
whether or not, and to what extent 
should we allow the Authority to go 
out and refinance a major bond. 
It's very legitimate and proper for 
CounciImembers to have the Director 
and the other folks from the 
Authority come to the table so we 
can get a clear commitment. 

I'm glad my colleague, Mr. 
Coyne, is willing to relegate that 
obligation to Mr. Wagner in hopes of 
getting Nine Mile Run taken care 
of. Now is the opportunity. We 
have them by the proverbial. We 
have the opportunity before 
approving this to get signed on the 
dotted line a commitment from the 
Authority Board for Nine Mile Run, 
for Saw Mill Run, for the stench 
problem in the 27th Ward in the 
City, clarify the issue of the 
Airport expansion because I 
appreciate the comments made by Mr. 
Wagner but I would like to have some 
formal testimony from the Authority 
representatives on the issue of the 
Airport. These are all appropriate 
and germane to the issue before 
us. And it has nothing directly to 
do with my opposition to the 
Authority.

Mr. Chairman, let's be very 
clear. I am opposed to the Articles 
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Michelle Madoff: 

You know, I love the way this 
is twisted and I hope no one was 
trying to give me a lesson in being 
supportive of having a healthy 
environment. I've dedicated 20 
years of my life to that. The issue 
before us is not supporting or 
opposing clean air or clean water 
because the City could run this 
Authority and accomplish exactly the 
same goals, and perhaps even do it 
better. 

The issue is exactly as was 
stated. I would like to use our 
vote as leverage to see that in 
writing, in a formal committed 
contract, Nine Mile Run problems 
which have been horrendous over the 
years would be addressed, that the 
Saw Mill Run problem would be 
addressed, and to what degree. Are 
we just going to put a Band-Aid on 
it because it was just some money 
for the first time, I'm hearing. 
And then, of course, the Alcostench 
problem. 

I have some real problems here 
and I'm surprised — Doesn’t anyone 
read the papers? Doesn't anyone 
read the financial pages? Interest 
rates have gone at the all time high 
on treasuries as of yesterday. 
Excuse me, not an all time high; the 
highest rate in a number of years. 
We're almost at 10 percent. I want 
to know how an authority is going to 
get a refinancing of its present 
bonds at a lower interest rate. 
Would somebody like to explain that 
to me and to the rest of this 
Council? Who is doing this? Who is 
giving their money away? Which bank 
is going to give it? Which 
financial institution is saying, 
"We'll take your bond at a higher 
rate and refinance it at a lower 


rate." That's a question I have. 

Secondly, and probably more 
important, as we just heard restated 
that Alcosan had gone out on a bond 
last year for §106 million. How 
much of that was put into 
Alcostench? How much of that was 
put into Nine Mile Run? How much of 
that was put into Saw Mill Run? And 
we're only going out for a mere $61 
million. And what happens? No 
wonder the Commissioners are going 
to support this. Why shouldn't 
they? If we get into, a mass 
increase of effluent coming from the 
Airport development, we're going to 
be forced to take it. And who is 
going to pick up the obligation for 
that? The City of Pittsburgh 
residents. Not so much in the 
dollars, because we can prorate the 
dollars for new construction and we 
charge on the gallon or a prorated 
fee of the effluent. The biggest 
problem is going to be capacity. 
What capacity are we going to have 
to do this? We can't stretch our 
sewerlines once they're in. Who is 
going to handle it? Who is at the 
core having all the effluent coming 
to us? This is irresponsible for us 
to say we will take on this burden 
without knowing whether there will 
be an Alcosan II built. Can we then 
shut off the effluent to the Airport 
and say no, go build your own 
Alcosan, your own sewage disposal 
plant. 

We're sitting here like a bunch 
of bafoons saying whatever you want, 
it sounds good, we're making a 
commitment to clean air and clean 
water and so what if we commit 
ourselves for 50 years, it will be 
someone else looking after it. We 
won't be here long enough to feel 
that impact. That is totally 
irresponsible. 
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lif indeed, the questions I*ve 
just asked can be answered, put into 
a contractual agreement, and we can 
be shown the impact can reasonably 
be expected that it will not 
devastate this City, then I would 
support the bill. That's why I 
abstained. I didn't say I wasn't 
going to vote for it, I just think 
there are some unanswered questions 
and we're just foolhardedly rushing 
into this and saying let's vote for 
it because it's good. I just don't 
understand this irresponsibility.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I came down the 
back road off of what I consider the 
Niagara Falls of Pittsburgh which is 
the Mount Washington Overlook. I 
came down Sycamore Street and I have 
never, in all the years that I have 
lived in this City, seen any street, 
anywhere, any place, that has more 
garbage on both sides of the road 
coming down. 

I would like the City Clerk to 
refer that problem to the Clean City 
Committee, Mr. Walker and Mr. 
Gaetano, and to the Mayor*s Office, 
in a letter to immediately clean 
that up. It is an alternate route 
to everybody coming to visit this 
City who is taken on a tour and is 
taken to look at our majestic City. 

The street is East Sycamore and 
I*m going to offer a $100 reward and 
I hope other people will follow suit 
in the City and some agency will 
start to do this, to anybody who 
will give information leading to 
those that are littering this 
site. It is unbelievable. The City 
cannot keep going intp its pockets; 
we don’t have deep enough pockets to 
clean up the garbage of the pigs who 
think nothing of making pigsties out 
of our community. We've got to try 
to do something to stop it. 

I would like to see the Chamber 
of Commerce of Pittsburgh pick up on 
this idea and start offering rewards 
for people who litter the City 
because when you have a dirty city, 
it becomes a crime-ridden City. One 
leads to the other. It doesn't help 
all the problems. And I'm sure that 
this street is not unique; you could 
go through any community and find 


problems of this nature. But I must 
say that I have never seen anything 
like this and I know the Clean City 
Committee and the City has on other 
occasions done, I guess you'd call 
it spring house cleaning. We want 
to get it cleaned up and we want to 
start picking up pieces of paper, 
try to do an identification of some 
way of people that think nothing of 
putting their garbage into our 
streets where people live. It's a 
disgrace. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On the subject of clean up, 
while we're on it, I'm working with 
the Clean City Committee and other 
community groups in Lawrenceville 
for a clean up on April 22nd. If 
young people would like to volunteer 
to participate in this clean up with 
cash prizes and other door prizes, 
they can • call my office at 255- 
2140. Thank you. 

Mr. Pollock: 

As you know, we formed a Crime 
Stoppers Program several months ago 
and this Council passed legislation 
on it. I'm delighted to report that 
in only its second week of existence 
we were able to make an arrest on a 
heinous crime occurring in Mr. 
Woods' neighborhood, the child 
molestation case up in Brighton 
Park. The arrest was a direct 
result of tips called in to the 
Crime Stoppers Program. And, as I 
said, I am pleased to report that 
this was an arrest made in only the 
second week of existence. 

So, my purpose in bringing this 
up now is to provide an additional 
forum for individuals observing this 
Council session to be reminded to 
call that number - 255-TIPS - with 
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informacion regarding not only the 
ones that appear in the local media 
every week, but on any crime either 
in existence or already 
perpetrated. Call the number and 
you have the right to receive up to 
$1000 in reward without having to 
give your name or identity, never 
having to be seen, never having to 
go to court. It’s totally 
anonymous. And I think in this way 
we can have a profound impact on 
reducing crime and solving unsolved 
crimes in the City of Pittsburgh. 

That number is 255-TIPS. The 
phone answers 24 hours a day, it*s 
totally anonymous and rewards of up 
to $1000 on any crimes occurring in 
the City of Pittsburgh, or also any 
missing persons or anything else 
that the Police get involved in, 

Michelle Madoff: 

I just want to ask a 
question. Is there a hotline in the 
City for reporting grafiti and 
litter? Maybe that * s another thing 
that we ought to be looking at or 
using the 255-INFO line which is 
going to be set up as a separate 
entity. It is really a disgrace,

Mr. President, I move that in 
accordance with Section 322 of the 
Home Rule Charter, the effective 
date of Bill 2219 shall be the date 
on which it is signed by the Mayor. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, two things. 
While Mr. Perry, the Clerk., was 
reading over the grants and 
appropriations under the Federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
monies, I think it's interesting to 
note the City-wide distribution of 
those funds because I think it 
disspells some of the rhetoric of a 
certain Mayoral candidate. I think 
it's important to make comment on 
that and I think we should use this 
information as we reflect at the end 
of the year on some of the 
allocations. 

Mr. Perry read 49 separate 
appropriations to 49 different 
agencies under the Federal dollars 
that we have to dispurse. And I 
think it's interesting to note that 
of the 49 agencies, and I believe my 
quick tally here is accurate, 21 of 
the agencies that Mr. Perry read off 
are agencies that are receiving 
monies and provided services city- 
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wide Co people* And, in fact, those 
agencies, 21 of them, primarily 
provide services to low and moderate 
income individuals. That's 21 of 
the 49 agencies. 19 of the agencies 
are parochial to providing services 
and neighborhoods within the rivers, 
generally in the eastern part of the 
City. Only 4 of those agencies are 
north of the river providing 
services parochially to residents 
north of the river and only 5 of 
them are south of the river. 

I would suggest that if we are 
aware, as we are on Council, of the 
demographics of this City, I think 
we can honestly say 
disproportionately that our 
allocation. Council's allocation of 
the CDBG dollars have gone to those 
most in need, have been targeted to 
those most in need in the City of 
Pittsburgh, and I think we should 
put aside the rhetoric of 
individuals who have been out 
campaigning on the Mayoral stump and 
I think we can very proudly say that 
we have fulfilled our responsibility 
to provide services to people who 
are most in need of this City. 

Secondly, on the bill, Mr. 
Woods, it's not often that I get an 
opportunity to thank you as 
President of Council, but 1 want to 
thank you more in your role as a 
Councilmember on Bill 2219. And 1 
hope that it can provide a pilot 
project to do some other innovative 
things within the public housing 
community. And this is the 
replacement housing plan that we're 
approving for Northview Heights 
community, specifically replacing 
some of the housing for commercial 
development activity within the 
Northview Heights community, 
something that is badly needed and 
long overdue. 


I just want to thank you 
because I know often times you don't 
get any credit for some of the 
things you worked on and I 
personally want to thank you for 
taking leadership at the Housing 
Authority. This is very unique, 
it's very innovative, and I hope 
that it can provide an example for 
something that we can do in some of 
the other communities. I think 
importantly on this bill we will 
reduce the density within the public 
housing community, Northview 
Heights, and I think. that's 
something that is good, not only for 
the people living in the community 
but everybody city-wide. 

I think more importantly we're 
talking about replacing some housing 
one for one with other housing 
should the HUD agency approve that, 
so we're not actually displacing or 
losing any public housing units but 
we're removing the density, 
eliminating the density, and we're 
replacing it with a commercial 
development strip for people who are 
pretty much land locked. And the 
thought of having a food store and 
some of the other smaller service 
stores, a barber shop, a convenience 
store, is very important to that 
community. 

I hope that the Housing 
Authority will reach out and work 
with some of the other Northside 
development groups, as I'm sure they 
will, under your assistance. And I 
again stress the point that I hope 
that the Housing Authority will move 
and I hope we can support this with 
other dollars that we have at the 
end of the year to make sure it's 
going to be a going proposition. 
And 1 also hope that it can be a 
prototype and I would encourage 
yourself, with the Authority and Mr. 
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Pietragallo, to look at the 
Broadhead Fairywood coimminity in 
particular, because that's another 
area where there's a high density of 
public housing and very much in need 
for commercial development. 

So, I just want to take this 
opportunity to thank you, Mr. (/oods. 

The Chair: 

Thank you very much, Mr. Ferlo. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I'd like my comments brought 
forward for the record where I also 
thank you and I think it should be a 
prototype. It should be expanded to 
have day care centers and literacy 
programs. It's the beginning of 
something that could be very fine as 
an example nationwide.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Pietragallo, we know for a fact that most of these well 
conceived plans don’t work unless you have high security. As a 
matter of fact, it has come back to me that the police officers 
themselves feel that you don’t go in and build something and 
then secure a district, you secure a district and then you build 
and that is one of the problems we have had at Motor Square 
Garden. 

What are your plans to be sure that this is going to 
succeed by virtue of having the people protected? 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

I think probably the concept that we feel would bring about 
the best security we hope to have security tied into it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t think we should appropriate a dollar unless there 
is security there. 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

Yes, ma’am but nevertheless the best security comes from 
the residents themselves. 

In any event what at least our projection and our plan is 
hopefully to be able to bring in minority entrepreneurs and if 
we can get them from the Northview Heights area we would like to 
do that and certainly we would make it an absolute mandate that 
people from Northview Heights be hired. 

So we feel with that kind of input and what those people 
have gone through for so many years we think that will be part 
of it but obviously we’re not planning to come here hopefully — 
if we need it we would but we’re not doing that. We feel that we 
need outside help, probably foundations and so forth, to come in 
with this kind of programming. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t question the validity of the program I think it’s a 
dynamite program but my point is that I would suggest to you 
because I think you want a success that you very strongly 
organize your security before you proceed any further because I 
think that will guarantee that it will be a prototype for all 
the others and I don’t think anybody disagrees with it and I 
think the people are entitled if we provide something for them 
whether it is with subsidized dollars or HUD or ORA or 
whatever,if they need it we should give it to them then we want 
to make sure it’s going to last and one only has to look at 
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Stanton Heights, How many areas could you name on one hand that 
haven't made it why, because there was no security. People will 
not go to places they feel there is no security and the 
businesspeople leave; you can't blame them. 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

I agree with you and certainly security will be one of the 
priorities. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One other question. On the housing that you say you have 
available to replace with, what type of housing is that 
specifically? Is that townhouse kind of things? 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

Yes, ma'am. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think we all agree that high-rises just don't work for 
people; they need pride of ownership. Are these people going to 
be able to buy these properties? 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

We would hope; we're very amenable to a program that would 
bring about a purchase program. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would love to see a program where people use their rent 
towards the purchase price. I think we all agree on that and 
instead of paying what the rent is you pay 20 percent more and 
that goes towards owning it. 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

Part of the problem is the payment of rent itself is really 
not the major part of the cost; the utilities are, and unless 
the government subsidizes the cost, it would be very difficult 
for a family with a low income or on public assistance to pay 
the 30 percent and cover all the costs. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the construction that will be new construction, it will 
be weatherized, I mean, you could bring your utility costs down 
tremendously. 

Mr. Pietragallo: 

We're doing that. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


I don't think that may be as big a burden in the future. 

For example/ I had an aide at one time — ten years ago — who 
had a house — a two-bedroom house — and I lived in a 
five-bedroom house and I like it warm and her utility bills were 
twice mine and the reason was that it was not weather-proofed, 
so if you design these in some kind of a townhouse fashion and 
they're weatherized, those utility bills could be extremely, 
extremely low and again I don't want to find excuses to say well 
because of the utilities they can't pay it, therefore we can't 
give them ownership so we pay the utilities therefore we'll own 
them. 


I think we could even work out some kind of subsidy plan 
and I think HUD might want to be creative. There are programs 
I've seen elsewhere — there's all kinds of things going on 
today to make the city better and give people a break and if Ben 
got this program going he's to be commended because I think it's 
really super.

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Michelle Mado£f: 

I ’ d also like to add on a 
comment to the statement Mr. Ferlo 
made about perceptions. You know, 
one of the perceptions and the 
rhetoric that's being perpetrated in 
all the races is that our community 
has been the neglected, orphan 
community. I was accused so often 
of my community, and I've only lived 
there six out of the ten years, that 
my community. District 2, didn't get 
anything. So, 1 had asked the 
Budget Office to do what you did. I 
found out, thanks to you, Mr. Woods, 
you got it for your district so they 
knew where to find it for my 
district. And from '81 to '86, just 
on dollars spent from capital 
Improvements, we have $20 million in 
District 2 that does not include 
UEIA, doesn't include Unspecified 
Local Options, and doesn't include 
the Operating Budget and Grants and 
Donations. It also doesn't include 
the years *87, '88, and *89. 

I know that I lived in Squirrel 
Hill on a street for 15 years and 
that street was never cleaned. I 
know I get calls from Squirrel Hill 
now about alleys that are not being 
repaired. And I'm sure that all of 
us in the years we've been on 
Council have found that every 
community says they're not getting 
anything. That's the hue and cry of 
the outsiders saying, "We're not 
getting anything." They don't 
understand that everybody isn't 
getting everything and that's just a 
perception. 

So, I'm glad you gave me the 
opportunity to comment that indeed, 
nothing happens without five votes 
of this Council. And if memory 
serves me well, almost always 
there's a unanimous vote on 


community interest and making this 
City a better place to live, no 
matter what district it's in. And 
for those members of Council who are 
here and who voted on these things, 
I congratulate you. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman and Council, on 
Bill 2219, I'm very interested in 
seeing that hasten to its 

fruition. And I think in the 
Northview Heights it eases the 
congestion of many people that are 
there, and not only that, and it 
gives them the things that they 

need, the food stores and other 

immediate things that they need 
where they have to furnish 
transportation which they do not 
have to do now, and it will be in 
walking distance with the 10,000 

square feet that we're going to use.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Just two things, briefly. One 
is an announcement; two is a 
request. 

The announcement is that 
there's an important meeting in 
Morningside tomorrow evening, 
Wednesday, April 3th, 8:00 p.m. at 
Morningside School. It basically 
has to do with the problems of 
public safety in that community. 

Several weeks ago I attended a 
meeting of the Board of the 
Morningside Area Community Council 
and that was primarily the main 
issue talked about. Unfortunately, 


Secondly, I think it's 
important that if they have the 
concerns that they show up and 
participate in the meeting tomorrow 
evening. But the main purpose of 
the meeting will be Co initiate or 
to re'^initiate the formation of 
Block Watches in the Morningside 
community. I've been out door to 
door talking to everybody and it 
seems like a lot of people are 
concerned about this issue, so, I 
want to remind people about the 
meeting tomorrow evening. 

Secondly is a request regarding 
security at Dean Field. We on 
Council have agreed, and we've 
appropriated over $1 million for the 
renovations of Dean Field in 
Bloomfield. Close to $600,000 will 
be for the replacement turf which 
should be ready, hopefully, the 
first week in May. 

I'm asking that a letter be 
sent to Director Brown on behalf of 
Council to hear a discussion from 
her on the issue of security. 
There's been problems in the past 
with the turf and that was when it 
was 12 and 13 years old. It makes 
no sense to me Chat we should 
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appropriate such a large amount of 
money for such a wonderful thing and 
then not have some plan for security 
of the field. 

I would like to send a letter, 
and I*m asking my colleagues to join 
me in sending a letter to Director 
Brown, to ask her for a response to 
this issue. What can she 
envision. What can she implement. 
What can she suggest regarding 
security, especially from May 
through September. I'd like to ask 
that in the form of motion. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Along the line of the same 
subject that was raised by my 
colleague, Mr. Ferlo, on the public 
safety issue, I think the time has 
long since passed that we have not 
had an update from the Police 
Department on some of the issues. 
Again, we get back to what was 
stated earlier. Every community 
thinks they're unique and what 
happens is that we address each 
community independently and no one 
knows that they have the same 
problems that other communities have 
and they're not alone. 

For example, about three months 
ago I met with community leaders, 
actually not community leaders as 
much as business owners of 
properties in the Shadyside area. 
They were having, again, a rash of 
burglaries, vandalism, people being 
held up in the middle of the day. 
What we did after meeting with 
Pampena and with McDaniels from 
Station 6, they arranged to have the 
police cars as they were leaving the 


Station, really circulate and really 
cruise the Shadyside area. And 
would you believe that before this 
time, this surveillance, they had 
absolutely, every day there was a 
break in or an episode every single 
day and it stopped cold which really 
substantiates the point that we 
really need to have surveillance, 
police officers, on site or beat 
police officers. 

That brings us to the next 
issue, which is, we have a class of 
36 police officers, perhaps 31 will 
come out of the class. We're going 
to lose about 50 by attrition. 
We're going to be below the present 
number we have and with the 100 
police the Mayor has vowed to put on 
in the Narcotics Squad we would have 
1203 police. We're going to have 
less than what we have now which is 
a component of 1102. But we'll have 
less than that because we're going 
to gain 31 and lose 30. 

Then we have the problem of the 
police officers because of 
contracts, personal days, sick leave 
and workers' comp, it appears that 
we have no more than 50 percent of 
our police officers on at any given 
time. 

I think we need to have an 
update with the police officers and 
some action taken by this Council 
that will address the problems of 
the minority ruling on Black women, 
the component of the new classes. 

I talked to Melanie Smith and 
what I was able to gather from her 
is that we need to get some 
clarification because she doesn't 
know herself as to what is 
happening. One of the questions I 
asked that she could not answer was, 
why are these women not being 
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passed • And one o£ the things I 
learned is that they are failing 
their polygraph test. I wonder 
whether some of the women are afraid 
that if they have 3 children and say 
they have 2 that they won' t be 
accepted. 

I understand there's a question 
that says "Do you know anybody 
that's on drugs?" Well, is there 
anybody who doesn't know somebody 
that' s on drugs? You may not 
fraternize with them and they many 
not be somebody whose lifestyle you 
support, but I said I didn' t know 
anybody but when you think about it, 
I guess I do know somebody who has 
been on drugs. I guess everybody 
does. And if you answer truthfully, 
yes, 1 know somebody on drugs, 
you're disqualified. 

There has to be some review and 
some communication with the Judge 
because if we continue on the 
present course of action, we will 
never, or not for a very long time, 
be able to fill the requirements for 
minority women on the police 
force. Right now we need about 600 
applications in order to get the 
component to bring us up to, and I'm 
not even sure my number is correct, 
it may be 600 just to have one 
class, 600 applications before 
you'll even get one class, and 
that's only in the category of 
minority women. I don't want to be 
married to that statement because it 
may be 600 to get us up to snuff on 
the numbers, but I think I'm correct 
that each class requires about 600 
female black applications because 
they just don't even get accepted 
into the class. 

Now, we can sit here and talk 
about how we're all for good 
government and we're all for good 


police protection, but if we have a 
ruling from a judge that says we 
can't hire and there aren't enough 
women applying in the City and 
they've gone everywhere, Melanie 
Smith and Michelle Cunko's division, 
Personnel, have done yoeman's work, 
phenomenal, and going out to every 
possible place to try to get 
applicants and they're just not 
getting them. I suggested that 
perhaps we might have to go out of 
the area in order to meet our 
component and she said she would 
rather not. She thinks we would 
like to do it in the City and I 
certainly commend her for that. 

I would like to request that 
the President set a meeting to have 
an update by Glenn Cannon, Pampena, 
Melanie Smith, and perhaps the Law 
Department as to the Judge's ruling, 
as to what we're going to do to get 
these police because here is Mr. 
Ferlo having a meeting in one 
community, we've had eight robberies 
in three months on Mount Washington 
where people are held up at 
gunpoint. This is not unique to any 
community but we're never going to 
solve the problem until we get 
police out on the street. And we're 
never going to get police out on the 
street if we say gee, wouldn't it be 
nice to get them. 

I, again, ask for a hearing. 
Since I'm not going to get the 
public hearing to verify that we 
have a problem, let's at least get 
an update from the Director of 
Public Safety. 

I did speak to Pampena two days 
ago and one of the things I wanted 
to have at the public hearing was 
briefly an update of new 
technology. Other cities are now 
using computer chips to be able to 
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send Che cars, paramedics and police 
cars that are closest to the 
episode, to the incident not 
necessarily in the district because 
a vehicle may be too far away. And 
there is a program in many cities 
now to computerize fingerprints. It 
appears that thanks to the efforts I 
guess by every community in the 
State, the State has now found the 
dollars to go into an updated, 
automated, computerized system for 
fingerprinting and the City of 
Pittsburgh, of course, will have a 
terminal to that computer. The 
money was just located so there’s 
little point in our bringing someone 
in to show you how good it would be 
that we ought to emulate the same 
project. 

The one concern that I have 
that we ought to really start 
addressing, and we can't pretend it 
doesn't happen, is that the 
recidivist rates of minor 
misdemeanors of juveniles is very 
substantive. And what happens is 
when you finally get someone who has 
committed a crime where their 
fingerprints can be put into the 
hopper, that person may have had a 
record of having minor violations 
and minor vandalism, I just don't 
have the exact term for what the 
minors have done. However, those 
fingerprints are not put in the 
hopper, so we have no way of 
stopping the rash of the juveniles 
who go into homes who are 
vandalizing. We could prevent a lot 
more serious crimes if we could get 
some legislation that would permit 
the juvenile fingerprints to go into 
the hopper. That's something that 
we ought to be looking at very 
seriously. 

The other thing, in the same 
vein, I heard that the Public Safety 


Building is on hold. My 
understanding is that in no way are 
we going back to the Public Safety 
Building. This Council voted to go 
into temporary quarters where we’re 
paying $1 million a year. There's 
some talk about a building Downtown 
going cowards the Strip District 
that could be converted to a Public 
Safety Building. It may be the 
smart thing to do. We're already 
gone out on RFPs. The low bidder is 
non-union; I don't know if that's 
the reason the project is being held 
up. 

I don't know about you people, 
but I have for years and years and 
years said that we are treated like 
mushrooms, kept in the dark, and fed 
horse maneur. I'm a little tired of 
not being told, as a member of 
Council, why a bill that we voted 
for and appropriated $300,000 for 
furnishings that are being held in 
storage for the new Safety Building 


The money to take out the 
asbestos is not wasted because you 
have to do that even if you demolish 
the building. That's the law. And 
I have no problem with where we're 
renting the space; it's worked out 
to be a good place because of the 
vehicles. But whatever we're going 
to do on a permanent basis, many of 
us, and I know I was a very strong 
proponent of selling the land where 
the Public Safety Building was and 
not remodeling it, so I was a 
prophet in my own time. It appears 
that's the direction we're going in. 

Does anyone on Council want to 
share with me, do they have the 
inside track? Does our President of 
Council have the inside track? Mr. 
Woods, could you share with us, what 
is the plan for the Public Safety 
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Building? Do you know? Does 
anybody else know? Yet this Council 
votes on these things? 

Mr. Lyons: 

On the Police, even last night 
with the incident at the Civic 
Arena, I commend or Police 
Department for what they*re doing 
with the few number of people that 
they have. The fault of the Police 
Department, we're beating on them in 
our neighborhoods, dragging them out 
to our neighborhood meetings, and I 
think that's the wrong place. The 
emphasis should be on what is the 
psychological test doing where we 
are aborting putting on the minority 
women. 

The Safety Director, Cannon, 
the Police Chief or the Deputy 
Safety Director, Lou DiNardo, they 
have no employment. They do not 
employ, so it's not there. They 
only are getting what is allowed to 
pass through the Civil Service. And 
many of the minority women are being 
wiped out with the psychological 
test and many refer to questions 
that they've failed on is because 
it's not pertinent to police work. 
My problem is, questions, I've been 
told, are like, "What are you doing 
with plastic or some credit card?" 
and that is impertinent. I think 
our efforts should be concentrated 
on what is given in the 
psychological test. 

The Police Department, sure, we 
have 1102 and they Mayor put 100 
more in the budget for thi s year, 
but with the minority women, what 
the mandates are, evidently we only 
picked up nine minority women. 
Therefore, there can only be 36. 
And as we abate in the attrition of 
it, it's taken us before the 1102 


people that we had beginning this 
year. And certainly, I commend the 
Police force and I think our efforts 
are wrong in trying to reprimand the 
Safety Director and the Police 
Chief. It's not there. They do 
wonders with the few people that 
they have and I feel that this 
Council should look at the 
psychological test, which I never 
did approve of, I know it comes 
through the State legislation, but I 
think that we should look at that 
and certainly we should look at the 
oral questions that are not written 
that are given to the candidates who 
apply for our Police force. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to the Public 
Safety Building issue that 
CounciIwoman Madoff brought up which 
I'm glad she did because I think 
this Council needs to be provided a 
report from the Administration as to 
the status of that project, she is 
accurate in stating that we have 
allocated big monies, capital 
dollars for that project. There was 
tremendous disagreement on the 
previous Council, and I suspect on 
the existing Council, as to whether 
or not that facility should be 
retrofitted for Public Safety, sold, 
a new building built. And, from 
what I read in the newspapers, all 
those discussions are continuing to 
go on. 

I, for one, said originally two 
years ago, let's sell the parcel, 
let's build a new building rather 
than trying to retrofit a building 
that's appropriate for Public 
Safety. And several other 
Councilmembers, Councilwoman Madoff, 
I believe took that position also. 
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I think it * s important that 
Council be provided with a status 
report on that building. I, for 
one, am willing to accept the 
Administration's position if they 
reconsidered redoing the building 
for Public Safety. But let us know 
what the alternatives are. Are we 
considering buying another building, 
building a building? Obviously, no 
matter what is done, it has to come 
to this Council for approval and for 
the allocation of monies. The item 
that I'm most concerned about is us 
spending $850,000 a year to rent the 
Gateway View Plaza building. And 
the longer we delay the decision of 
retrofitting, selling, rebuilding, 
the more money we waste in terms of 
rent. There's a great need for a 
decision to be made here and I 
believe Council should be provided a 
status report in regard to it. 

One other quick item in regard 
to Public Safety and Police. It was 
referred to, I believe by a couple 
CounciImembers, the situation at the 
Civic Arena. The situation at the 
Civic Arena over the weekend, I 
don't know the details of but I've 
heard a lot of people talking about 
it. The one thing I know for sure 
is that we have a facility up there 
that seats a maximum of 18,000 
people or so. We don't have the 
problems there that we have at a 
55,000 facility on the North Side 
when we have concerts or athletic 
events. Not just the incidents over 
the weekend, but continually there 
are reports of auto thefts at the 
Civic Arena and they go on no matter 
what event is at the Civic Arena. 

I would like to know also from 
the Director of Public Safety, a 
status report on the security that's 
being provided at the Arena based on 
the City's responsibilities with our 


Public Safety personnel, in 
particular police, and the Civic 
Arena Corporation's responsibility 
inside the Arena and in those 
parking lots. Obviously, with the 
complaints that are coming in, 
there's not adequate security by one 
of the two groups responsible, 
whether it be the City of Pittsburgh 
or the Civic Arena Corporation. And 
if we can have safe events at Three 
Rivers Stadium with 58,000 people 
and very few auto thefts or fights 
or whatever it may be, we certainly 
can do it at a facility with less 
than 20,000 people. I'd like to 
know why we're having so many 
problems at that facility and I'd 
like to know what action plan is 
being implemented to correct those 
problems. 

The Chair: 

On the Public Safety Building, 
I had a brief discussion with George 
Jacoby yesterday about it and he is 
going to put something together for 
us. I didn't realize it was going 
to come up today but I did discuss 
it with him yesterday. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Good. Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On the same subject, again, on 
the Public Safety, having voted 
against any of the appropriations, I 
feel somewhat vindicated today that 
the Administration is taking a 
second look at it. But as they take 
a second look at it, I'm not 
convinced that the Public Safety 
Department necessarily has to be 
Downtown. And just like there are 
many communities that are requesting 
the federal government to 
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decentralize and put some of the 
federal buildings and all the 
spending that's involved in places 
around the country, I think, the same 
holds true in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I would speak 
specifically in defense of East 
Liberty, a community that is 
struggling for some commercial 
comeback. I think a large municipal 
building, of which there are a 
number of options available in the 
East Liberty Corridor, could help to 
revitalize the area, especially if 
the State would make a commitment to 
locate something there, if the City, 
in terms of the Public Safety 
Department, we talk about bringing 
in a major network of office help 
and workers and employees and it 
would have a lot of spinoff for the 
business district and parking and 
Motor Square and everything else. 
I'd like to see us look outward to 
some of the neighborhoods as a 
possibility of relocating and 
locating a major Public Safety 
facility. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject; we're 
really getting into Public Safety 
today. The concert last night, I 
don't know whether my colleagues are 
getting the calls I'm getting in my 
office, but we' ve had a number of 
calls. I agree with my colleague, 
Mr. Wagner, that we need to be 
informed. There were 40,000 people 
at that concert, not 20,000. And 
what happened was that the 
youngsters were trying to get in 
through doors because there were no 
tickets for sale. 

The ques tion I have, and I 
would like to have it answered, this 
is the second episode that I have 
been involved in that I feel there 


has not been the proper attention to 
the problems. I want to know what 
happened with the Commander in 
charge of that district, why we 
didn’t have more police there 
earlier, what the problems were and 
what could we have done to prevent 
them. 

And I would like to have an 
update from our Police Department. 
While 1 agree that there may not be 
anything they can do about getting 
more police, I pointed that out 
earlier, Mr. Lyons, we still have 
the problem of what are they 
suggesting we do to solve some of 
the problems. We just can't say, 
gee, it's a problem, and not do 
something about it. 

I would like a post agenda; 
therefore, I am calling for a post 
agenda as soon as possible, with Mr. 
Cannon, Mr. DiNardo, with Dan 
Pellegrini, with Commander Elliott, 
Melanie Smith and Michelle Cunko 
about the Personnel issue, the 
testing, all the issues that were 
brought up here today. And I would 
like to address at that time what we 
can do to prevent the image that 
we're giving to other conununities 
about our Civic Arena concerts. I 
certainly don't want to ban them; we 
need the revenue. As a matter of 
fact, this is very interesting 
because although they have a 
terrible name, the Grateful Dead, I 
understand they're flower children 
and that they really are very peace 
loving kind of people that go to 
these concerts. But it wasn't very 
peaceful last night. I watched it 
on the news and the police were 
being hit on the head and their 
skulls opened with glass. 
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The Chair 


It * 3 ray understanding that 
trouble kind of follows this group, 

Michelle Madoff: 

I hear it does not. That*s not 

true. 

The Chair: 

That's what I heard. But 
anyway 9 I think Mr. Wagner touched 
on it just a little bit. Maybe it's 
not just our Police Department; the 
Civic Arena has an obligation also 
and if you're going to have this 
post agenda on that, I suggest you 
do that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

A good point. However, my 

understanding was that there were X 
number of police assigned and when 
they saw what happened, more police 
were brought out. But one had only 
to open their eyes to see that there 
was an estimated 40,000, and should 

have brought the police in 

earlier. I want to know why they 
were't brought in. 

I want to know why the kids 
were standing outside at Cricklewood 
when there was a bomb threat and I 
went down and spent the night there 
and nobody was going through the 

building to find out where was the 
bomb, what were we going to do about 
it, where are we going to put the 
kids • Nobody was there. I was 
there and I was running the Police 
Department. I want to know why 
nobody was there.

Would Mary Alice Gorman please 
come up to represent the Center For 
Victims of Violent Crime? 


WHEREAS, violent crime seems to 
be increasingly brutal due to the 
increase in drug-related criminal 
activity and the aftermath of 
criminal violence may cause 
additional losses to victims due to 
inappropriate treatment by social or 
government institutions; and 

WHEREAS, certain groups-such 

as the surviving loved ones of 

homicide victims-are often 

undeserved in many of our 
communities, as are the poor, the 
young, the elderly, the chronically 
mentally ill, the homeless, and the 
differently-abled; and 

WHEREAS, there are still too 
few services for victims and too 
little attention to establishing 
their rights, but fortunately, 
thousands of our fellow citizens in 
their work and their volunteer 
activities are seeking to provide 
needed help to victims of crime and 
crises; and

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WHEREAS, many victims and 
survivors of crime have demonstrated 
extraordinary courage and strength 
as they have sought to help 
themselves and others, and such 
victims, survivors and victim 
advocates should be supported in 
their work to ensure a better life 
for us all. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby proclaims the week 
of April 9 through April 15, 1989 as 
VICTIM RIGHTS WEEK and urges all

Mr. DePasquale: 

Before I ask Mary Alice Gorman 
to say a few words, I'd just like to 
say that it's about time and I want 
to congratulate these people on 
bringing it to our attention that we 
finally think more of the victims 
than we do of the criminals ■ 
They're the unsung heroes and it's a 
shame what's happened to them and 
it's a shame about the 
retribution. It really hasn't been 
forthcoming like we said it should 
be and we have to push for it. 

Mary Alice Gorman can tell you 
more about that and she's over to my 
left and I'd like her to say a few 


words• 

Ms. Gorman: 

Thank you, Mr. DePasquale and 
thank you. Council. City Council of 
Pittsburgh has proclaimed Victims' 
Rights Week each year for fifteen 
consecutive years and I thank you 
for your kind words. Unfortunately, 
we do pay more attention to victims 
these days but we still do continue 
to spend 10 times more money on the 
offenders, not even treatment and 
rehabilitation but just on their 
housing needs. 

This year for Victims' Rights 
Week, as the proclamation indicates, 
there was mention of one specific 
violent crime. The Center deals 
with all violent crimes. Seven 
thousand are reported to the Police 
every year in Allegheny County and 
we are involved in 90 percent of 
those cases. In 1988, we were in 
461 trials in Allegheny County 
Criminal Court alone, exclusive of 
any juvenile proceedings, and in 
those trials, 34 o£ them were 
homicide cases. The City of 
Pittsburgh had only slightly more 
than 40 homicide cases that year. 

We're often asked why we do the 
work that we do or how can we 
continue to do it from year to 
year. One of the things that seems 
to be the most sustaining is 
watching how people can change, 
watching how people can recover from 
what happens to them. Someone who 
has experienced a homicide in their 
family probably has the most 
devastating kind of experience that 
any victim can have. Those 
families, very often, the police 
call us to the scene to help them 
immediately with getting some sort 
of support or getting something 
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together. They*re immediately 
thrust into a police investigation 
at the same time they're grieving 
and having to go through burying 
someone in their family. All these 
feelings get intermixed and the 
Center advocate gets in the case to 
help to try to buffer those kinds of 
things, the media attention, and 
help to try to get some resources 
for the family if they can't afford 
to bury the person who has been 
murdered. 

It is those families that make 
us continue to be able to do the 
work that we do. I can't believe 
that human beings have the kinds of 
resources that I have seen. Some of 
the mothers of daughters who were 
murdered by acquaintances, by dates, 
by somebody they met at a party; 
some of the children of parents who 
have been murdered; some of the 
family members of a wife who had 
been stalked by a husband or a 
boyfriend and struck down. Those 
people have resources that I never 
thought existed and its their 
resources that we remember today. 

I ask the group of people from 
the Center who have been involved 
with these families and some of the 
families to stand up. We spoke to 
about 18 families to ask them if 
they would come here today and they 
said they were really very happy to 
continue to stay out of the main 
light and to continue to keep the 
tragedy that they've gone through as 
private. But, believe me, they knew 
about the action today and very much 
appreciate the attention to the 
process of recovery that they've 
come through.

Mr. Ferlo: 

I'd like Joni Rabinowitz from 
Just Harvest and Reverend Terry 
Provance to come up, please. Joni 
is no stranger to City Council, 
having lobbied very hard on the 
hunger issues.

Mr. Ferlo presents

WHEREAS, these problems, along 
with other symptoms of poverty, 
affect all our communities and all

WHEREAS, many people who are 
poor and hungry or lack affordable 
and decent housing are employed, but 
do not earn enough to raise their 
families above the poverty line; and 

WHEREAS, the unbridled growth 
in military spending has been at the 
cost of critical federal spending 
for housing, education, and social 
services, reflecting distorted 
public priorities; and 
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WHEREAS, the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh care about their 
neighbors and have given generously 
of themselves to help their 
neighbors; and 

WHEREAS, poverty should not be 
a private affair and cannot be 
solved by the private sector alone; 
and 

WHEREAS, the government has a 
responsibility to insure that people 
who work are not poor, and people 
who cannot work, receive adequate 
supports; and 

WHEREAS, over 70 church and 
religious groups, communities 
organizations, and unions, have 
joined together for a walk and rally 
on Tax Day, April 15, 1989, to call 
attention to these concerns and to 
mobilize the public to take action 
to change these conditions* 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh supports the Pittsburgh 
Cares Walk and Rally and encourages 
everybody to participate; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we 
commit ourselves to working with 
representatives from the April 15 
Coalition to find ways to lessen 
poverty, hunger and homelessness* 

Mr. Ferlo moved to adopt the

Mr. Ferlo; 

Thank you, members of 
Council • I just want to point out 
that with a new administration, in 


Washington, I think it's really 
critical that we use the next few 
months to draw attention to the 
issues that are most affecting the 
citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. Surely, all of us are 
occupied with issues in our home 
town, parochial issues like public 
safety and job creation, but I think 
we would all recognize that there 
can be no more important issue than 
international peace, and at this 
time a critical need to convince the 
Administration and the Congress to 
re-order their federal priorities. 
The demonstration and the march this 
weekend which hopefully will draw 
out several thousand Pittsburghers 
is part of that process of 
education* 

At this time I'd like to ask 
Terry Provance to have a few 
comments. Thank you. 

Reverend Provance: 

On behalf of the Pittsburgh 
Cares Coalition which, as 
Councilperson Ferlo has mentioned, 
now includes 92 local church, 
community, public interest, women, 
peace, union and religious 
organizations, I'd like to thank 
both Councilperson Ferlo and City 
Council for adopting this resolution 
in support of this project. 

As you know, your's is a 
symbolic gesture in support of 
concern for the poor, homeless and 
hungry people. Our activity on 
Saturday, Tax Day, April 15th is 
also a symbolic action to bring our 
concerns before the City and the 
County and the State and the Federal 
Government to ask them to do more to 
increase their support and 
infrastructure programs, priorities 
and policies so that the rich-poor 
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gap does not continue to widen in 
the United States, as it is doing, 
but begin to bridge the economic gap 
between the rich and poor. 

All of us need to move beyond 
symbolism and beyond words to 
concrete policies where our monies 
takes the place of where our lips 
are, for example, as President Bush 
asks us to read his. So, we are 
moving and marching and walking to 
invite Pittsburghers to come with us 
to make a statement that says simply 
that there are people who are 
suffering who do not need to 
suffer. There are resources within 
levels of government that can be 
used more adequately, more 
appropriately, to meet human needs 
rather than for military programs, 
especially in an age when the United 
States and the Soviet Unions are 
improving their relations and that 
there can be policies and decisions 
to increase the minimum wage so as 
to prevent the rich-poor gap from 
increasing. We invite all of you to 
participate with us. 

This short diagram here that 
Joni is holding is an indication of 
the breadth of the support around 
the City where, on Saturday morning, 
this coming April 15th, people will 
be gathering on the North Side, the 
South Side, the Hill District and in 
Oakland. People from all parts of 
the City and the County and some 
from even outside of Allegheny 
County will be coming to meet their 
neighbors, to learn a little bit 
about these issues and hear a couple 
of speeches and music before they 
all begin sitrultaneously, with the 
permission of the City which has 
been very cooperative with the 
public officials and the permits and 
the Police Department, walking from 
the South Side along Carson, over 


the Sraithfield Street Bridge, from 
the North Side over the Sixth Street 
Bridge, and from the Hill District. 

The first group is in Oakland 
at the Cathedral of Learning where 
people will begin to gather at the 
Cathedral of Learning at 9:00 in the 
morning. And because that's the 
furthest distance to walk, that 
group will begin walking down Fifth 
Avenue at 9:15 and come up here to 
the Freedom Corner in the Hill 
District at the intersection of 
Centre and Crawford. 

The next group that begins to 
walk is on the South Side from 
Market House at the intersection of 
12th and Bingham where there will be 
a short program and at 10:30 people 
will begin to walk down Carson 
Street and over the Smithfield 
Street Bridge. 

On the North Side, at the 
intersection of Western Arch at the 
West Park area near St. Peters, 
people will gather at 10:00 and at 
10:45 move out to the West Commons, 
down Federal, over the Sixth Street 
Bridge and into Market Square. 

The last group from, again. 
Centre and Crawford, Freedom Corner, 
which will gather at 10:00 to hear 
some programs and some speeches and 
some music. At 11:00, with the 
people from Oakland, once they have 
come up Pride to Freedom Corner, 
will move into Centre and down Fifth 
Avenue and people will come together 
in Market Square at about the same 
time. 

There will be a festive, 
celebratory atmosphere to the rally 
in Market Square which will begin at 
12:00. Such well known speakers as 
Dick Gregory, who is an 
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international activist and very 
concerned about hunger issues, Mitch 
Snyder from Washington, DC, a 
nationally knovm advocate for the 
homeless. President Rosemary Trump 
of the Service Employees 
International Union, Vice-President 
Lynch of the Steelworkers, Patricia 
Connelly from Che Neighborhood 
Improvement Program, and some other 
people including Anne Feeney, Front 
Street, Miguel Sagay giving some 
music and some entertainment.

Michelle Madoff: 

Members of Council, Mr. 
President, over the weekend I was 
confronted with a terrible, terrible 
situation that absolutely blew my 
mind. It was reported in the media 
in a blurp. 

It seems that in the Fairywood- 
Westgate-Broadhead Manor there was a 
shooting. The shooting, as I 
understand it, was created by out of 
state. New York drug pushers coming 


You may have read that there is 
new legislation that just came out 
of HUD and out of URA. The 
legislation says that if you're 
convicted of pushing drugs or 
prostitution, and one of my aides 
was in the development, he was 
accosted about six times by 
prostitutes. The drug scene, 
selling drugs on the corner is 
horrendous. This is no place for 
our children to be brought up. It 
is not the area or conditions that 
anybody should have to live in and 
they shouldn't have to live in that 
kind of fear. 

They claim they see very little 
police protection. One of the 
facilities, particularly Westwood, 
has an absentee landlord out of 
Baltimore. It's a money-making 
venture. 
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The hopelessness of the people 
living there, and under the new law, 
anyone found with drugs would have 
to move. It would be mandatory that 
the people be moved out. That means 
even victims, the young mothers with 
babies who don*t have jobs, who, out 
of hopelessness are on crack, will 
have no place to go. They won't 
even have a home. 

I think we need to start 
looking for rehabilitation 
facilities. Where are we going to 
put these people to help them with 
the problem if, indeed, they're 
going to lose their homes on top of 
everything else. 

And another thing we'd better 
start thinking about very quickly 
is, are we going to have a Combat 
Zone and where is that Combat Zone 
going to be? Because if you move 
the people out, where do you move 
them to? Do you start a Combat Zone 
like you have in the Boston area? 

This legislation is going to 
have great significance and impact 
on this community and we are going 
to have to work together to see that 
the victims are treated and that the 
perpetrators, the drug pushers, are 
not just given a slap on the 
wrist. I've talked to the Police 
and they tell me that they have an 
unbelievably good record of arrest 
and they get 98 percent 
convictions. But the courts let 
these people, the drug pushers, out 
on the street waiting for trial, and 
even when they come to trial it's 
treated as if it's nothing, 

I'd like to see some of those 
judges spend a week living in some 
of these conditions and have these 
pushers come in and spray machine 
gun fire and start shooting up where 


they're living and they have to duck 
the bullets. Perhaps the penalties 
would be a little different. 

We're not going to be able to 
say, "That's not our business" 
because it is our business. If we 
don't start to have some kind of 
meetings and sessions to address 
this problem, look into what's 
happening in other communities, get 
some funding, talk to the 
Commissioners about perhaps taking a 
building such as the old Kane 
Hospital, and putting the victims 
into a program where they can get 
some rehabilitation and a chance to 
go on with their lives, we are going 
to see a horrible, horrible 
situation in our community and it 
isn't going to be just Pittsburgh. 
It's all of Allegheny County and it 
will spread as it is in other areas. 

It is something that I would 
like to see this Council, right 
after the election because, 
obviously, no one is going to vote 
for it now, sit down and have a real 
meaningful interaction with the 
police, invite some of the people 
down from other communities, maybe 
get Thornburg here, I don't care 
who, to see what we can do about 
solving the problems. And try to 
meet with the Commissioners about 
providing some dollars from the 
State, and some buildings that we 
can use for rehabilitation. 

It is really at epidemic 
levels. And, I repeat, imagine 
somebody coming to where you live, 
opening up fire, and you have to 
duck the bullets with your 
children. Think about it. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on a couple of 
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housekeeping matters. We had sent a 
letter to the Administration on two 
issues, one on the issue of the 
three code enforcers that we had 
budgeted. We wanted to know when 
the Administration would hire these 
individuals. There has been a 
letter back from the Mayor saying 
that those three code enforcers 
would be hired by mid-April, I 
think that's very important because 
we want a stepped-up campaign on 
problems of vacant lots and litter 
and licenses and things that people 
have pointed out on Council during 
the budget debate. 

Secondly, in ray long fought 
battle with Parks and Recreation on 
the cleaning of the monuments in 
Highland Park, Director Brown has 
informed me that they have hired a 
company called Murphy Restoration 
Company and their task is to remove 
the graffiti off the monuments in 
Highland Park. Obviously, there's a 
lot of other graffiti, Leslie Pool 
building and probably 40 or 50 other 
places. But, if citizens have 
specific graffiti that they want to 
urge Che Director to get removed 
with Che aid of this company, I 
encourage the public to contact 
Director Brown of Parks and 
Recreation on the issue of the 
problem of graffiti.

WHEREAS, the symbols currently 
in use (red cross, red crescent, and 
a red lion and sun) reflect the 
differences in religious and 
cultural values of the host 
countries where the Red Cross 
Societies are found; and 

WHEREAS, the Israeli request 
for an emblem specific to its 
culture reflects a need no less than 
the need of the Moslem countries to 
use their accepted symbol; and 

WHEREAS, Israel has requested 
that the Magen David Adorn (Red Star 
of David) be accepted as the emblem 
of its national society, with the 
rationale being greater recognition 
and acceptance within Israel as a 
currently accepted protective 
symbol; and 

WHEREAS, acceptance of the 
Magen David Adorn Society and its 
emblem by the International 
Committee of the Red Cross and the 
League of Red Cross Societies is 
vital to its function as an 
emergency relief agency during times 
of peace and conflict; and 

WHEREAS, the American Red Cross 
has formally recognized the Magen 


David Adorn Society as an 
exceptionally strong humanitarian 
organization fully qualified for 
formal recognition and equal status 
with other members of the League of 
Red Cross Societies. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby urge the 
International Coirani ttee of the Red 
Cross and Red Crescent Societies to 
fully recognize the Magen David Adorn 
Society.

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(MR- FERLO*S and MR. WAGNER*S REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2243, 
WEDNESDAY, 4/12/89) 

Mr. Ferloi 

Director, on the issue of the allocation of $500 thousand, 
is there any procedure by which the Administration could make as 
a rider to the allocation some type of stipulation in the 
contract regarding a guarantee? I pointed out earlier at the 
public hearing that previously there was a million dollar DDAG 
grant allocated to the Station Square complex, and it was a 
formal or a legal default on that loan, and I believe there is a 
payback in the amount of a little over $400 thousand, not the 
million dollars. 

So I would like some sense of a guarantee that our $500 
thousand is actually going to buy us what we are going to get 
and that I assume is the office complex and the hotel addition 
and some of the other amenities that Mr. Ziegler talked about. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Well, the program that we are requesting funding from is 
the State Department of Community Affairs Redevelopment Program, 
and it is not set up in the same manner that the UDAG is where 
there is an investment — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I know that. I am not asking that. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

— so there really isn't a mechanism to do exactly what you 
are saying. There are expectations — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

This is an agreement between two parties; am I correct? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Ultimately between the state and the city, yes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is there anything that would prevent us from getting a 
stipulation as to what is going to happen as a result of the 
allocation of the $500 thousand in two areas; one, a guarantee 
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that the construction activities will actually happen, anO two, 
some guarantee regarding the issue of job creation for the City 
residents? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Well, I would think that we could get from Station Square 
some expectation for their plans. To what extent you can get 
guarantees on that, I*m not sure. But we can certainly look 
into that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So, you would be willing to look into that? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

We will look into it, yes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You would make that part of the formal legal document, or 
are you just saying in general a commitment? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Well, I*m not quite sure the nature of the contractual 
agreement between Station Square and the City, how that v;ould be 
formed. It would be over the establishment of a public road on 
Station Square land. The form of that hes not been determined 
yet, but we could look into some provision for job creation. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Okay. My colleague Mr. Lyons is a little off base in his 
information regarding the so-called road. The road in question 
regarding the request from the Lawrenceville Development 
Corporation has to do with an infrastructure road on the major 
investment that the City has already made regarding the 
so-called Lawrenceville Industrial Park. It has nothing to do 
with the access road that Mr. Lyons has been working on and 
others. It*s a totally different issue. 

There was a commitment made by the Administration that 
independent efforts would be made to secure either $200 thousand 
or $250 thousand in state resources for that infrastructure 
road, the problem being that we have made such a major 
investment in that we have priced the property so high as a 
result of some of the dollars that we seek to get back from 
those small companies who would relocate into it. Is that 
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commitment firm, and if so, could you state it as part of the 
record? —

Yes. As was stated by Acting Director Donahoe, the URA is 
in the process of applying for funds through the Enterprize Zone 
Program for the funding of that access roadway. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Okay. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

And they may well have completed that by now, in fact. 

They have talked with state officials in this regard, and in 
fact their speculation was that there is as good a chance that 
the state will grant that request as the request in front of you 
today. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

The only problem I have had with this allocation is that 
the $500 thousand is not going to make or break what appears to 
be a $100 million investment by a bunch of different parties, 
and it*s basically a gift to Station Square. It's basically 
allocating additional money on top of about $5 million that we 
have already put into the development around that area. And it 
is true that development has produced buildings, construction 
jobs, service jobs, what have you, and I think that's an 
important point. But I also think there is an important point 
that when we have limited dollars and there are also other 
development projects in areas yet to be developed, I think it's 
very appropriate for Council to conduct a public hearing to hear 
comment from other neighborhood groups. 

But my specific question to you Director Lurcott is given 
the fact that basically this is a gift for this project, not a 
pivotal grant that is going to make or break this major 
investment, why can't we have a situation where there is some 
type of cash payback with the money going back into the 
Community Development Investment Fund which is an actual fund 
that assists economic development groups City-wide? The basic 
notion would be some type of a linkage fee. In other words, if 
we are giving Station Square $500 thousand, why can't they pay 
back a small part of that over the next decade, and that money 
would accrue and go back into the URA's Community Development 
Investment Fund? 





Mr. Lurcott: 


Well, I generally agree that it would be good to have that 
kind of an arrangement. I think it's that the amount that we 
are talking about in terms of total development potential there 
is small. I think the need for infrastructure improvements to 
stimulate more development in the Station Square area is 
substantially in excess of the amount we are talking about here, 
and in fact that they intend to seek other funds down the line. 

In fact, in discussing the potential for City-sponsored state 
aid for this project, there already have been negotiations that 
suggest that some of the things that they would have liked to 
had public funds for they are now saying they will deal with on 
a private basis. So we have already, if you will, dealt with a 
cost sharing arrangement that way. 

One could nonetheless say, yes, it*s a subsidy or a gift to 
this project. What we have to keep in mind, however, is that 
the amount of public dollars that we have put into Station 
Square compared with the amount that we have had to invest in 
other projects that are ongoing is very small- 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That's my point. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

But it's also the point that to suggest that, therefore, we 
should be trying to get back some of this funding in this case 
where we have not attempted or felt we have been able to get 
payback on some of the other major projects to provide a basic 
infrastructure — Pittsburgh Technology Center, Herr's Island as 
two examples, and there are others — we are in a position where 
we have to make those kinds of projects competitive. And our 
findings have been that we cannot in all cases, and in most 
cases in fact, use the kind of UDAG route where we get all this 
payback that effectively it's a loan in order to get the 
infrastructure improvements in place to make those projects 
competitive and, therefore, to get development underway. 

So, I really don't think — the point here with this 
project is they need to know that there is a commitment for this 
kind of infrastructure improvement in order to make that land 
developable in a marketing sense. To build in that kind of a 
linkage situation in this case, I think, is probably 
nonproductive, even though conceptually it's a very good idea. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


Let me ask you a question. If linkage is not suitable or 
relevant to a development project where it*s the most likely to 
get financing, it*s the most open for private investment, it*s 
the best going proposition, then where is it ever going to be 
used? 


It*s not going to be used in something that is 
questionable. People are not going to — linkage should not be 
tied to the Lawrenceville Industrial Park given the economics. 

It should not be tied to the expansion of the Convention Center 
in developing some riverfront amenities there because — that’s 
an area where there should be public sector dollars as a way of 
enticing and encouraging and also the dollars being used fill a 
gap that exists. If it’s not going to be used in the Station 
Square example where it’s the most profitable, the most 
lucrative, the most likely to generate private dollars for 
investment, where is it going to be used? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Number one, I think we have a problem in being able to use 
the concept of linkage in the way it has been used in other 
cities because I don’t believe we have quite the hot market 
situation that those cities where it has been used most 
effectively do; San Francisco, Boston, New York City, and 
whatever. So I’m not sure that that is a viable concept as you 
are talking about it in many instances, if any, in Pittsburgh. 

The other thing is where we have used similar kinds of 
things, where we have given loans as opposed to grants, and 
therefore, we get a payback, and we have simply taken that 
payback and put it somewhere else, such as the CDIF program that 
you mention, it is at a later stage in the development process 
where we have a viable site for development, and what we are 
doing is providing low interest loans as an additional 
incentive. So you have the private investment there, and then 
you can negotiate such a payback provision. 

What we are talking about here is a particular problem that 
we have in Pittsburgh which is to redevelop sites and provide 
basic infrastructure which are, in many cases in many other 
cities, already available to cities, and we are sort of building 
infrastructure here in a way that is unusual and to make the 
sites even at all marketable for development. So I think it’s 
perhaps the wrong kind of place to try and apply that kind of 
payback provision because there isn't the private investment 
already committed already there that you can then try to get the 
payback for. 
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And again, the way we have done it is it*s not really 
linkage in the way you are talking about, but really a loan 
payback, an attractive loan situation, but the payback for which 
can be used for specific purposes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just have one last question, and I will close. To get 
back to the process, I was a little bit concerned about the fact 
that before projects that were to be approved by Council or 
better yet, rubber stamped by Council had no public — 

Michelle Madoff: 

What is this, "rubber stamp?" 

Mr. Ferlo: 

— what I would like to know from you. Director, is in the 
future are there additional monies forthcoming regarding an 
allocation? The question being that we allocated $1,105,000.00 
as a result of these interest payments off of DCA monies that 
you had talked about, and it was basically the Administration 
that decided how the million was going to be used, funding four 
different programs. I*m not commenting on the other three 
programs. I voted for all of them. But in terms of the future 
process, are there monies that will come up in the future, or is 
this the last of the pot of money that we are talking about? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Those four programs would utilize the available interest- 
earned money. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

When will additional interest-earned money become 
available? 

Mr. Lurcott: 

That pot has been growing over a four or five year period, 
maybe even more, so I don't anticipate that there will be a 
large amount available in the future that would be effectively 
found money that we would have a special request for. 

We did hold a public hearing. I know you were not 
satisfied with it, but it was held as we hold public heoiings 
for other DCA grants. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


There was no public hearing — there was an indication of 
the Planning Commission as to what the — 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Absolutely not. I*m sorry, Mr. Ferlo, that's not true. We 
advertised in the newspapers, and we had a public hearing 
similar to the kind of public hearings we have had for 
enterprise zones and for every other DC application that we have 
had. I take issue with the notion that it was not a legitimate 
public hearing. It was better advertised than Council public 
hearings in fact. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I said there was not meaningful community input. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Well, that's your view of how meaningful it was. We have 
notified people, and we have done that consistently v/ith DC 
applications in the past. By and large, they are not very 
popular, even with the enterprise zone applications and public 
hearings we have held. But that is a legitimate public hearing 
process. 

Mr. Ferlo: 


No. A legitimate public hearing process — 

Mr. Lurcott: 

You were not satisfied — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

— is an indication to Council ahead of time and to the 
public and to community development corporations that there is a 
pot of money of $1,105,000.00. People come down to the Planning 
Commission, come down to the Planning Department, come down to 
City Council and let us review proposals, let us evaluate people 
who want a piece of that money so we can evaluate who is going 
to produce the most jobs, where is it most needed. That is a 
meaningful public input process. 

If your basic point. Director, is that there is not 
additional money in the foreseeable future, than it's a mute 
point. 
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Mr. Lurcott: 


I am arguing that I think we have had a legitimate process 
here. Every year, three times that amount of money of DCA funds 
are allocated, we apply for, and we do that through a budget 
process that Council is involved with, and I don*t think in some 
way I don't believe there is any less of an opportunity for 
public comment in this case as there has been in the annual — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Director, I am only making a point that if monies are 
available and this Council is the ultimate body that has 
legislatively approved the application to DCA, then there should 
be a process by which groups, community development corporations 
City-wide, not just two in the Hill, not just the CDIF fund and 
not just ?500 thousand prize money for Station Square, if there 
is a pot of money, everybody should be available to submit an 
application and be in front of that podium and debate with 
Council and have dialogue with Council on why their particular 
project should be funded. Maybe somebody would have come in and 
said, "Give me this million, and I will complete the expansion 
of the Convention Center and do a Riverfront effort down there 
and it will produce this, that and that." 

(Deleted context) 

The Chair: 

In regard to 2243, I am absolutely positively supporting 
the Bill. I think the roadway at Station Square is definately 
needed for the enhancement of that property. 

It was alluded to earlier by Councilwoman Madoff that we 
have bridge problems in the City. The West End Bridge is going 
to shut down in 1989 for reconstruction for well over a year. 

It is intended for the Smithfield Street Bridge to shut 
down also within the next three years for major reconstruction. 
God only knows what would happen if both bridges would shut down 
at the same time. We do know that the Smithfield Street Bridge 
has structural problems. We are addressing it in a band-aid 
approach right now. Hopefully, that bridge will remain open 
until the Smithfield Street Bridge is reconstructed. 

I think that's important here because obviously v/ith the 
Smithfield Street Bridge down, we need a road, another access 
road into Station Square coming off of the Fort Pitt Bridge so 
that you can make a right hand turn and get into Station Square. 
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I say all that up front because I*in going to vote for this 
Bill. However, I read the testimony — I missed the public 
hearing last week. I read the testimony of Mr. Ziegler and some 
of the others, and I simply want to state categorically that 
there is a whole lot of public funding, much more than the 
development itself in and around the Station Square area. 

The comment has been made publicly that very little public 
money has gone into Station Square. On Station Square property, 
that's accurate. When you begin to look at the area around 
Station Square, that's not accurate. And when I say the area 
around, I mean within walking distance of Station Square: 

The reconstruction of the Monongahela Incline is one that 
is under the operation of the Port Authority; well over a 
million dollars. 

A light rail transit system that comes to their doorstep; 
$500 million to Station Square. 

We are now involved in the Arlington Avenue Reconstruction 
Project; well over $12 million. It comes to their doorstep, 
also. 


We rebuilt McArdle Roadyway; $10 million, another access 
route to Station Square. 

The Liberty Tunnels were reconstructed several years ago; 
several million dollars. 

The Liberty Bridge was reconstructed; over $20 million. 

West Carson Street was reconstructed two yeau* ttgo; a large 
number in the millions of dollars. 

We are going to reconstruct the West End Bridge; well over 
$20 million. 

The Smithfield Street Bridge will be reconstructed; 
estimated to be at least $6 or $7 million. 

The point I want to make is that taxpayer money — maybe 
not City taxpayers' money, but city, county, state and 
federal — the dollars invested into Station Square are in 
excess of any area of the City of Pittsburgh. That's the point 
I want make. 

Now the reason I want to make that point. Director — and 
I'm putting my comments on the table — is when a legitimate 
project in the other end of the City, in Lawrenceville, the

strip District was proposed that needed public funding, the 
major people against it were Mr. Ziegler and others representing 
Station Square. I read in the paper just yesterday that another 
proposal is coming forth/ hopefully, for that area. I 
personally do not want to see the people from the Station Square 
complex lobbying against another development project simply 
because it competes financially with their economic development 
project. 

I want to see this entire City developed, including Station 
Square. And to me Station Square right now is the jewel of 
Pittsburgh. But there is no reason why we can't have several 
other jewels in Pittsburgh; one being the Strip, one being the 
North Shore, Downtown hopefully and many areas along the 
Riverfront. 

So I am supporting this Bill, but I am supporting it 
stating publicly if I see opposition by the owners and the 
operators of Station Square against other economic development 
projects, I will reintroduce a bill to rescind this Bill, 
because there is going to be others proposed, and simply because 
it's competitive in nature, we should not have people opposing 
other economic development projects. That's my position. I am 
supporting it. 

(END OP REMARKS) 

Gloria J. Bors, Stenotype Reporter 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

In relation to the City seeking 
a sum of a half million dollars from 
the State to assist the Station 
Square Development on the 
infrastructure road, I'd like to 
make a couple brief points. 

First of all, I think it's 
important to note that the comments 
in the meeting discussion with 
Director Lurcott expressed the 
concern that there needs to be a 
guarantee for this money. I made 
the point and had submitted 
information regarding a previous 
default on a million dollar Urban 
Development Action Grant. That is a 
fact. There was a legal default of 
a UDAC in relation to Station 
Square. 

There were many comments 
brought out that talked about the 
massive commitment on the part of 
this City, rightfully so, to the 
tune of over $5 million directly in 
Station Square, and, as Councilman 
Wagner pointed out, over $100 
million in and around the Station 
Square area. 

I want to make it as part of 
the public record a reiteration of 
Director Lurcott's comment that the 
Administration will seek an 
allocation of $250,000 to assist the 
Lawrenceville Industrial Park, 
formerly the 36th Street CSX site, 
which, as you'11 remember, we 
committed over $800,000 in public 
funds. I think it's important to 
make that part of the public record. 

I'm concerned about the process 
and I've criticized the Director 
because I be 1 i eve when we have 
$1,105,000 to give out, and we're 
ultimately the legislative body to 


approve it, I think we should be 
able to review projects. We should 
be able to have community 
development groups, other business 
interests in the City, compete for 
those funds. And we should be able 
to analyze what has the best 
benefit, produce the most jobs, 
produce the most taxes, who needs 
the funding the most in terms of 
making the public funding be the 
critical difference, and whether or 
not a construction project is going 
to move ahead. 

Some of those elements were 
obviously present in the Station 
Square example. But I think as part 
of the agreement there's got to be a 
guarantee that in exchange for this 
$500,000 we will indeed see a major 
hotel in some of the other 
development and it was committed by 
Mr. Ziegler from Station Square that 
it would involve union labor and 
union contractors and I hope that 
commitment stands. 

I made the comment about the 
public hearing process in the future 
needs to be changed. 

The fourth thing, and 
unfortunately I did not bring an 
amendment because I didn't think it 
would pass at this time. I guess I 
disagree with the Administration, 
Director Lurcott. The one area that 
is extremely lucrative and has 
attained success in the City is the 
Station Square Complex. And for us 
to continually pour public dollars 
into the area, I think we should get 
a commitment in exchange for the 
commitment of those public funds for 
interest payments• 

We've had discussion about the 
possibility of linkage fees. If 
there's anywhere where our public 
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dollars should be linked directly to 
a return of dollars for other 
neighborhood development projects, I 
think it's the example of Station 
Square. Personally, I would have 
preferred to have seen this in the 
form of a loan, the $500,000, some 
percentage of that being repaid. 
That money could go into the 
Community Development Investment 
Fund. It could help projects in 
Lawrenceville and Garfield and 
Allentown and Beltzhoover and 
neighborhoods throughout the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

So, I'm voting in favor of this 
but in the future I'd like Council 
to have direct review to decide how 
these funds should best be used. 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'm sure all of us and the 
public is very aware of what is 
happening with this election and 
what is happening because of 
election by district. Nothing 
passes in this Council Without five 
votes, nothing; is that correct, Mr. 
President? That means that Troy 
Hill Fire Station didn't pass 
without support of this Council, 
and, if memory serves me well, it 
was unanimous. 

I know that I, for one, and I'm 
sure almost everybody that was 
present at the meeting where Mr. 
Ferlo spoke out asking for some help 
for Lawrenceville was supported by 
other members of this Council. 

I have a real great fear, and I 
think the public had better open its 
eyes and its ears. If we are going 
to become so chauvinistic that the 


whole role of a Councilmember is 
going to be to see that a light 
street and a pothole is fixed in a 
community and nothing else is done 
for the good of this City, and if 
we're going to fight about dollars 
and make statements that are not 
necessarily accurate about why one 
community should be helped over 
another, there will be no funds for 
the City to run. And if there are 
no funds for the City to run, then 
no community will benefit whether 
it's my community, living in 
District 2, or whether it's anybody 
else's district here. 

I understand what is happening 
and I understand it's a political 
year, but I urge my colleagues to 
please look at the bigger picture. 
I had been a very, very up front, 
staunch supporter, probably even 
before Mr. Wagner, of the then 
called Strip District, now the 
Riverfront Development. I think 
it's imperative that we develop our 
rivers and I'm going to support that 
with all my might because I believe 
that will create jobs for everybody 
in the City and will make this a 
better place to live and allow us to 
lower our wage tax. 

But I think its terribly 
unfortuante, while I support you, 
Mr. Ferlo, that a statement was made 
that there was a default at Station 
Square. I looked into that 
matter. If memory serves me well, 
and I don't have the exact numbers 
but I'll be happy to supply them for 
you, there was a commitment made by 
Station Square to do some work in 
the area. The commitment was to 
spend something like $3 million to 
$4 million. When they got to $5 
million or $7 million and it looked 
like it was going to go to a lot 
more million dollars, the people 
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involved said, "We just cannot spend 
that much money•" But they 
reimbursed and had a payment plan to 
reimburse every dollar that was on 
loan from that UDAG project. And I 
have every reason to believe that 
the information 1 have is true. 

I think it doesn' t do us any 
good to say that there was a 
default; somebody who has done so 
much for the City has betrayed us. 
It is not true. Let's put it right 
here on the table. Thank God that 
the Connelly's and the Art Zieglers 
and the Bunchers are In this City to 
do things for this City because if 
they don't do it, we won't be able 
to do anything for our community. 
And I think that Mr. Wagner makes a 
very valid point when he says we 
have to support all the entities 
because if we don't do that and we 
start talking about what we're doing 
for our community — I could tell 
you what I did at 11:00 last night, 
a week ago. 1 had somebody's heat 
turned on in my district. Aren't I 
wonderful? It doesn't mean 
anything. The thing that means 
something is to have the experience 
here to work for the good of the 
whole City, to see that the 
Administration is supported, whoever 
that Administration is going to be, 
and therefore to be able to help our 
community. And I would hope that we 
reconsider the way we do business 
here. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I will simply summarize in 
saying that I am in very much 
support of Station Square and 
further development of that project 
because it is the jewel of 
Pittsburgh. This road will provide 
another means to Station Square in 


the event that additional problems 
occur in the future with bridge 
rehabilitation or deterioration of 
some of the older bridges in the 
City. I think that must happen for 
the existing complex and hopefully 
for expansion of that complex as it 
was proposed. 

As I said on the record last 
week, and I want to state it again, 
what I oppose mostly in regard to 
this bill is the major sponsor 
coming in front of Council 
supporting the legislation, head of 
Pittsburgh History and Landmarks, 
lobbying against other economic 
competitive development projects. 
I, for one, do not want to see that 
happen in this City. The betterment 
of this City as a whole is extremely 
important, whether it's in 
Lawrenceville, Station Square, North 
Side, Herr's Island, Oakland, East 
Liberty, wherever it may be. 

I indicated last week and i'll 
indicate it again. If I see people 
lobbying against other economic 
development projects, I will oppose 
public funding of their projects. I 
want to state that clearly and 
openly because there have been some 
good projects on the table 
previously in this Council and with 
t he Administration. One was 
referrred to, specifically 
Riverside, and it's part of the 
public record that there has been 
public lobbying against those 
competitive project that would 
compete against Station Square. The 
City of Pittsburgh can have three 
Station Squares and it would be 
better for the City of Pittsburgh. 
It would enhance our City; it would 
increase our tax base. That's what 
I want to see happen. 

For that reason, I am 
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supporting this project and I will 
support similar projects in the 
future. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I think this is 
one of the best and most lucrative 
projects that we have had that we 
can see coming from money that 
doesn’t cost the City of Pittsburgh 
one cent. It's a very, very active 
and employing place, Station Square, 
for the coffers of the City of 
Pittsburgh hiring more than 75 
percent of the people that are 
residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh. We're growing; it's a 
good investment. If the West End 
and Smithfield Bridges are closed, 
we don’t want to see the businesses 
and the activities over there that 
would be landlocked and no access to 
them. This is an access road to 
them which is very much needed. The 
building of a new hotel which will 
be using local union help and more 
employees. And the activities over 
there are one that Pittsburgh needs 
to continue to invest in because the 
coffers, the tax base that we get 
from that area is something that we 
get from no other area in the City 
of Pittsburgh and certainly I urge 
the support of this bill.

Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Chairman, I have a couple 
brief points. First of all, I'd 
like to re-announce an announcement 
I made a couple weeks ago regarding 
the Lawrenceville Community Spring 
Clean Up this Saturday, April 22nd 
at 9:00 a.m. We have about 55 
people who have volunteered so far 
and we * re looking for other 
volunteers. It's a clean-up, 

primarily the Butler Street area. 
We can meet at 9:00 a.m. at 5220 
Butler Street or at St. Augustine's 
at 220 37th Street. We're also 
giving some prizes out and Pirate 


On a separate matter regarding 
the issue of parking tags. A number 
of people have called me to complain 
and maybe other Councilmembers have 
experienced this problem also. It 
has to do with the official marked 
days for street cleaning and cars 
being ticketed after the street was 
already cleaned but before the 1:00 
p.m. time when you're allowed to 
park again. That should not be 
happening. If the meter maids are 
going to tag, they should tag as the 
truck is going down the street. 
Once the street is cleaned, the 
Police or anybody else should not be 
going back and ticketing people who, 
having had the street cleaned, go 
back and maybe park at 10:30 or 
11:00 or 1:00. 

The other criticism I've 
gotten, and I'd have address this 
with Director Gaetano, has to do 
with the length of time for the 
street cleaning. Why does it have 
to be an 8:00 to 1:00 interval. 
Can't we space it out in two hour 
times to better accommodate people? 

There are a number of 
individuals also who have actually 
said they don't want the street 
swept. They would support a flusher 
but its just too much pandemonium to 
actually rearrange a lot of cars. 
And these are on some of the streets 
that are very compacted with autos 
and there's not much room to play. 

So, I'd like to address that 
concern. I was led to believe by 
Director Cannon and Chief Pampena 
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that that was not happening and that 
was not the case. Other people have 
called my office to complain that 
that has happened. So, I'd like to 
ask for a letter to be sent to 
Public Safety Director Cannon 
clarifying this point and I see that 
most of us would agree that people 
should not be ticketed once the 
street has been cleaned, regardless 
of the 1:00. 

The Chair: 

I totally agree with you; I 
think it's kind of stupid. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

The last point, and I'll be 
very brief, is there's been a 
request, and I think Mr. Wagner 
would like to speak on this and 
possibly yourself, Mr. Woods, 

regarding the Brauns situation, 
specifically a request from the 
Local 12, the Bakery Workers' 
Union. Some of the workers have to 
plan^and some of the neighborhoods 
groups for a public hearing in 
Council Chambers to dramatize the 
plight of the employees who are 
making an effort to convince the 

Chief Executive Officer, Mr. 

Signore, that there needs to be a 
discussion first hand with public 
officials. He needs to reconsider 
the closing of the Brauns plant. 

So, I'd like to make a motion 
for the President to set a formal 
public hearing on the issue of the 

Brauns closing. 

Mr. Wagner:

The Chair: 

I will set the hearing but I 
know that the request was for the 
26th and I can't have it that day 
because I will not be available. I 
will have it sometime next week as 
close to that date as I can. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think there 
are several issues that Council 
needs to be briefed on and 
subsequently the media and the 
public would then be briefed on. 

There was a story in the paper 
on March 30th about Alcosan puts 
honesty of disposals on the 
customer. It appears that we are 
receiving responses that say that 
one-third of the people do have 
garbage disposals and, as such, 
would have to pay an assessment 
because the solids that they add to 
the effluent becomes a far greater 
cost to clean up at our Alcosan 
plant. 

But they go on to say that 
we're going to do this on the honor 
system and I have some concerns 
because in the early days there was 
a very small portion of people who 
responded admitting that they did 
have disposals. I think there has 
to be some kind of a spot checking 
system instigated so that if you 
catch people who are in violation, 
those of us who have disposals would 
pay our fair share and those who 
don't pay it would be responsible. 
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What I'm getting to is that I 
think it's imperative that at least 
once a year or twice a year we have 
every one of our authorities come 
and brief us and tell us what is 
happening. I'd like to know what is 
happening at Alcosan on the disposal 
units• I would like to know from 
the Water and Sewer Authority what 
is happening on the covers. I'd 
like to know on solid waste, the 
deadline we have by 1990, what we're 
going to do about curbside 
separation or whether we're going to 
go right directly to a separation 
plant. 

Those are the kind of things we 
should not be called upon in 20 
minutes to vote on. We only have 5 
minutes to get the bond issue 
through and i f you don' t vote now 
we're going to lose the money. 

Right now we have a real issue 
to face and that is the matching 
funds from the State which we will 
not be eligible for if we don't come 
up with a package that is acceptable 
to the State. Other communities are 
receiving their dollars. 

I would like to hear from the 
Public Safety Department and the 
Administration about this proposed 
Safety Building on the site of the 
old Safety Building and the B & 0. 
My information is, there's never 
going to be a Public Safety Building 
built there. There was never any 
intention of having police and 
police cars on that location. It 
would be a General Service facility 
and that is an official statement 
from someone on the 
Administration. But I think that I 
should not in general conversation 
get this kind of information. Mr. 
Cannon has different information, 
somebody else has different 


information. I think this Council 
has to vote on these issues at 
budget time and we need to be 
briefed as soon as possible so that 
we can have some dialogue and some 
Interaction. I have asked and 
really pleaded for years to set up a 
mechanism where we don't wait until 
budget time to address these issues. 

Now, I know there's four weeks 
to an election. It would seem to me 
that if we're going to have to 
address it, those of us who may or 
may not be here next year, that at 
least we should know what we're 
voting on and what we' re doing and 
what we're looking at. So, I'm 
respectfully asking the President of 
Council to arrange to have the 
important entities brief this 
Council. 

Mr. Ferlo called for a post 
agenda, I think only he and I 
attended it, which was on the solid 
waste issue. The basic burden, the 
major burden to taxpayers in the 
years to come is going to be from a 
collection of our refuse. It's 
going to be the major cost. One of 
the other major costs is going to be 
covering the reservoirs at $28 
million a pop. Those are the issues 
that we need to start to think about 
now because we're going to hit 
deadlines and say, "What are we 
going to do, tax everybody?" 

I would very much like to see 
something happening in this area 
where we are briefed and I've just 
given three examples. I'm sure that 
my colleagues would have other 
examples. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, within the last couple 
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weeks I've had several requests for 
information in regard to hiring of 
veterans for the City of 
Pittsburgh. There have been 
requests actually in regard to where 
and how veterans' preference points 
apply to hiring of City employees. 
I requested some information and I 
have received some from the 
Personnel and Civil Service 
Commission. What I would like to 
know in further detail is, for what 
positions from the Civil Service 
Commission and Personnel, precisely 
what applicants apply to the City of 
Pittsburgh jobs receive veterans* 
preference points and how many 
points. There's a differential 
whether it’s five or ten points at 
times, and how we compare in terms 
of these veteran preference points 
with County government in terms of 
their hiring practices. State 
government, their hiring practices, 
and Federal government. 

And I would like for Personnel 
and Civil Service to provide this 
Council with an analysis of the 
comparison of how veterans' points 
are applied to applicants for 
positions within the City in regard 
to those three other levels of 
government and the number of points 
that can be given to veterans when 
they apply. And 1 would like that 
to be given to this Council within 
the next week. There has been some 
different opinions here and I'd like 
to have this clarified for the sake 
of the public. 

The Chair: 

I totally agree with you but I 
was under the impression that it was 
ten points across the board. So I'd 
like to have it and if it*s not 
satisfactory, I would like to have a 
post agenda. 


Mr. Wagner: 

So would I. 

The Chair: 

I would ask for a post agenda a 
week from tomorrw and they can put 
it in writing and then explain to us 
what they have put in writing, if 
that's okay with you, Mr. Wagner. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I'd like to follow up. Another 
reason why I want it in writing is 
that I intend to appear in front of 
the Civil Service Commission if what 
I consider to be not satisfactory in 
terms of veterans' preference and 
hiring within the City. So, that's 
one of the reasons why I would like 
it a week from today, because the 
Civil Service Commission meets on 
Tuesday afternoons. 

The Chair: 

But what I'm saying is, I want 
it in writing also but then they can 
come here for a post agenda and 
explain what they put down in black 
and white.

Mr. Ferlo; 

One point. I*in voting "no" on the legislation and I want to 
say that I have no problem with either the Administration or 
Council and certainly any Director seeking out private sector 
expertise or support on any given project. I think there are 
hundreds of examples presently in city government where that has 
been done and I know in General Services and Public Works and 
some of the authorities there are lots of examples where 
administrators in local government have sought private sector 
support and participation on a variety of different issues. My 
opposition to this bill is that support and expertise from the 
private sector with all of its agendas, which are numerous 
depending on the issue, should be project specific. In other 
words, if we want expertise from those in the private sector for 
a specific activity, I think that should be solicited so in 
principal I*m opposed to another creation of a commission. That 
to me not only circumvents public and citizen participation but 
I think to some extent it*s an abrogation of Council's role and 
responsibility to provide oversight and checks and balances. 

I see my role every Wednesday in these meetings as a 
description of Mr. Pollock's Section A-1 through 8. Section 1 
through 8 is basically a job description for the Mayor and the 
department directors in the City of Pittsburgh, so in principle 
I would vote "no" on this commission. 

I pointed out previously in a good example and I don't want 
to create a private sector forum that is going to be whipping up 
the media and confusing public policy debates. We get elected 
and we should be held accountable for the positions we take. 

I also have a problem that this commission conceivably 
could have nine or ten illegalitarian suburbanites on it — an 
example would be I mentioned last week the Post-Gazette's series 
of privatization of the paramedic force or eliminating our fire 
department so that a private company could do it, private trash 
hauling, all of which I'm opposed to. If people want that, there 
should be public debate and that should be part of a public 
policy that is hammered out by the Administration and City 
Council. If people want that and I vote ag^■^inst that, they 
shouldn't vote for me. But I think a majority of people in this 
city want a good paramedic service and don't want it privatized. 
I'm only using that as an example to say that I'm worried about 
the broad scope of such a commission as it is envisioned in this 
ordinance and I cannot support the creation of this commission. 
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I think it's duplicative and I think it*s misdirected and I 
think when we want the good advice of those in the private 
sector who actually have something to say, I think it should be 
project specific.

I'm not suggesting that 
Council meddle in the affairs of a 
current labor dispute; however, I do 
think it's important that we, as 
Councilmembers, sympathize with the 
plight of our employees. We have 
good employees and those employees 
also work for our various 
authorities. 
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At this time there seems to be 
an impasse and I do think, it's 
appropriate for this forum to be 
used by the workers who are here 
today, by the union representative, 
as well as all of us, to sensitize 
the Administration to the issue at 
hand, and we do call on the Mayor to 
intervene and come up with a 
resolution* 

At this time, I'd like to 
introduce Bill Gross, representing 
the Teamsters Local 250. 

Mr. DePasquAle: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman, 
before Mr. Gross takes the mike. I 
wonder if he would address the 
situation in regards to the 
contract. Is the contract up now, 
are you working on an old contract 
started in January, or what have 
you? I know a lot of people are 
confused if you're breaking the 
contract or what have you. 

The Chair: 

Before he does that, I would 
like to remind everybody here that 
this is a Council session. We're 
not here to debate or negotiate a 
contract, with all due respect to 
Mr. Gross and Mr. DePasquale. 

Mr. Gross: 

Just to answer your question. 
Councilman DePasquale, our last 
collective bargaining agreement 
expired December 31, 1983. We were 
working under the terms and 
conditions of the previous agreement 
for approximately three and a half 
years and we were perfectly willing 
to continue working under those 
terms while we negotiated. The 
Authority implemented its last 


offer; in effect, telling us either 
to accept what we have or hit the 
bricks. Since we weren't ready to 
accept, we hit the street. 

I'd like to thank Councilman 
Ferlo and all the members of Council 
for this resolution. You can see my 
membership here and I'm sure they 
express their thanks also. 

These people aren't on strike 
because they want to be on strike or 
because they want more than anyone 
else got. All we're asking for is a 
little bit of justice. The 
Authority has known for a fact that 
we were hourly employees since at 
least mid-1985 and they continue to 
insist that we put in an extra hour 
a day for nothing, approximately an 
extra 32 days a year. We don't want 
to be on strike; we want to work. 
It cost a lot of money to all these 
people when they are on strike. 

If the Authority is, in fact, 
convinced that their position is 
just, all they have to do is accept 
our offer of arbitration and we're 
perfectly willing to live with 
whatever decision an arbitrator 
makes. 

Once again, let me thank the 
Council and any help that anyone can 
give us is certainly appreciated. 
Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. What is the status 
as of this moment? All I know is 
what I've read in the paper and what 
I read is something about a 13 
percent loss that you're taking, a 
decrease in salary. And I think we 
had a meeting here, Mr. Woods, 
correct? Wasn't Dan Pellegrini here 
to explain, somebody asked him at 
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the table, why he wasn*t paying. 
And he went on about it's an hourly 
rate and you only get paid for so 
many hours. I would like some 
clarification. It seems to me that 
if you*re willing to put it to 
binding arbitration, that * s saying 
you're going above and beyond what's 
fair and just and all you want is 
the same from the other side. I 
would certainly support that and I'm 
sure every member of Counci1 
would. There seems to be a lot of 
mis-information and a lot of 
confusion. I wonder if you could 
sort of enlighten us. 

Mr* Gross: 

That's exactly what we're 
saying because we're willing to 
accept whatever an arbitrator 
says. The problem is this. There 
are many bargaining units at the 
Housing Authority; there's the 
building trade, there's the truck 
drivers, there's us, there's other 
ones. Everyone has basically the 
same settlement; a five percent 
increase each year and things with 
their sick pay and we have to pay a 
little bit more of our 
hospitalization, and we're willing 
to buy all that just like everyone 
else is. Our problem is, everyone 
else is working eight hours and 
being paid for eight hours. We 
presently work seven and are paid 
for seven. What the Authority wants 
is for us to work eight and to 
continue to be paid for seven, in 
effect, decreasing our hourly rate 
by 13 percent immediately. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So, if I understand you 
correctly, you're willing to work 
eight hours but you want to get paid 
for eight hours. 


Mr* Gross: 

That's correct, and we've been 
saying that for three and a half 
years. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What's wrong with that?

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, on the various 
appropriations under the Emergency 
Shelter Program, I asked for some 
information from City Planning 
regarding the various agencies that 
we do fund who do receive these 
federal funds and how many people 
they are able to accommodate. My 
interest in knowing this information 
was to have a discussion with 
Planning on how are we actually 
faring in meeting the need of people 
who are in need of emergency 
shelter. 

I got the report a few minutes 
ago, it's hard to review it very 
quickly, but I do notice that. 


basically, of the five agencies here 
that receive funds, we're talking 
about a little over 150 people each 
night that are provided services by 
these five agencies. That's 150 
people per night and the total, I 
would imagine, hundreds of people do 
go through the agencies. 

It does point out, however, two 
things. One, before the end of the 
year and before we again debate the 
budget and talk about priorities of 
the Community Development Block 
Grants Funds, I do think, and I will 
call on the Administration once 
again, to come forth with their 
commitment on the State of the Poor 
Report. I think it's all well and 
good that we're making this effort 
but I do note that all of the funds 
that we're putting towards this 
effort are categorical grant funds 
from the Federal Government. 
There's no recognition or commitment 
of local dollars to help aid the 
problem. 

We don't really know if we're 
meeting all of the needs. It would 
appear to me, having been on the 
streets and having reviewed a number 
of reporters comments and talked to 
social service agencies, that this 
is not totally meeting the need out 
there. So, we have to deal with 
that and I'd like to deal with it 
and start talking about it through 
the spring and summer before next 
year's winter. 

So, I would again ask that the 
Mayor come forward and make the 
effort to begin to deal with the 
State of the Poor Report which is 
what we wanted so that we can give 
an assessment on the problem of 
emergency shelters. 

Thirdly, if we really look at 
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the priorities, we*re spending 
several million dollars on an 
emergency shelter program which is 
only make-shift, temporary housing, 
at a time when there are several 
thousand units of public housing at 
the Authority empty. It would seem 
to be more logical to use some of 
these funds to make the emergency 
repairs that are needed to make some 
of the public housing units at the 
Authority available for people in 
need. 

Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to the same bill 
and a follow up on Mr. Ferlo, I also 
thought that our request was much 
more detailed than this. I was 
expecting a report that would give 
us a total status of the homeless in 
the City of Pittsburgh, not just the 
monies that we are applying through 
federal dollars to address that 
problem, 

I also agree with Mr. Ferlo 
that we need more detailed 
information in regard to the 
magnitude of the problem, to what 
degree our dollars are addressing 
the problem, to what degree other 
dollars of other agencies of 
government are doing the same. And 
we certainly should have that, I 
believe, some time soon. 

I agree with him also that we 
should be addressing this issue in 
greater detail in the upcoming 
budget. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I*d like to add 
two cents to what has been said, and 


that is, in the years that I have 
been here it has been very difficult 
to deal with the County. They keep 
forgetting that Pittsburgh residents 
are County residents. Every time we 
try to get some money to offset the 
facilities that are used three 
quarters of the time by County 
residents and not by City residents 
we* re told, *'0h, you don't 
understand; the County deals with 
the Human Services'*. Well, if this 
is not a human service, I don't know 
what is. And if the County expects 
us to take care of some .of these 
human services, then they ought to 
start thinking about picking up some 
of that $A million — I'm not 
talking about capital improvement 
now, operating debt for for the Zoo, 
the Aviary and the Conservatory. 
Start picking up some of the debt 
service on the Stadium and start to 
pay for, as the papers have said 
over and over again, we need to 
create a separate entity to review 
and to fund all the services that 
make it a wonderful community to 
live in. And I say community 
meaning County community. 
Therefore, the funds would then be 
available and the Administration 
could meet with the County to see 
that funds are transferred. Money 
is money. 

I recall when we tried to get 
some money to subsidize us on the 
Pirates staying here from the 
County, they weren't allowed to give 
the money directly to the Stadium or 
to the Pirates. But what they did 
was to pretend to give the money 
through say giving us $40,000 for 
the Zoo. It was just an eyedrop in 
the ocean. 

It's obvious that if the County 
is going to perpetuate this myth 
that all they do is to look after 
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human services and that we have to 
look after our own and forget that 
we're taxpayers. I think we have to 
start taking a very hard look under 
this new tax reform as to how we're 
going to fare, and I certainly 1000 
percent support tax reform. And I 
know we have a difference of opinion 
on this; we can agree to disagree 
respectfully. I think it's the only 
hope we have. But somewhere along 
the line, we need to sit down. 

The reason I mention it at this 
time is that Mr. Ferlo is suggesting 
that the Administration start to 
deal with this up front. We'll 
never deal with it as long as this 
Administration says, "That's not our 
department; it's the County's 
department." And I'm saying that 
the County is freeloading off us on 
the entities that make it wonderful 
for the suburbanites to live here.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, just a couple 
brief points. In the last year, as 
an individual somewhat critical of 
the Public Safety Department, it*s 
not often I get an opportunity to 
commend Director Cannon but at this 
time I'm actually going to pay him a 
compliment, and that is for 
recognizing something that I've been 
lobbying for for the last year and 
that is more visible foot patrol 
with police as it relates to problem 
bars and on-street drug trafficking. 

I want to commend Director 
Cannon and Chief Pampena for 
initiating what they're referring to 
as Impact Squads. These squads have 
specifically been out dealing on two 
levels to deal with on-street drug 
trafficking; one is visible police 
presence in and around problem bars, 
nuisance bars and drug corners, 
visible display of police force. We 
have no problem with that. 
Secondly, continuing their 
investigative activities and 
surveillance and dealing with other 
aspects of problem bars and drug 
activity. 

So, it's both visible force as 
well as continuing the lengthy 
investigations which lead up to the 
arrest and conviction. I applaud 
that. I applaud Mayor Masloff for 
this leadership. I applaud Director 
Cannon. I applaud Chief Pampena. 
We need more of it. 

I have talked to the Chief many 
times in the past about two problem 
bars along the Butler Street 
Corridor in Lawrenceville and I'm 
going to name them. Sharp's Bar on 
Butler Street and Michael's Bar, 
formerly Dasta's Bar, on Butler 
Street. It is very clear. It is 
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well known to grade school children 
In the community, as well as the 
police, as well as myself who has an 
office nearby, as well as anybody 
who lives in the community, that 
there is drug activity in and around 
these two problem bars. I'm saying 
that openly. My number is 363-8683, 
that's my home number. I live at 
5811 Stanton Avenue and if any of 
these bar owners want to sue me for 
slander or libel, they're welcome to 
do that. 

I am sick and tired and it's 
pretty sad when I had a clean-up of 
Lawrenceville a couple weeks ago 
that I had to spend a half hour 
explaining to little kids who are 
helping on the clean-up to please 
wear these gloves and do not touch 
any hypodermic needles which are 
littering the area around these two 
problem bars. 

We should all join together in 
supporting the Police Department at 
this time on the impact squads; it's 
been long overdue. 

I'd just like to close by again 
reiterating roy concern about these 
two bars and I hope that the impact 
squad can move quickly to deal with 
this matter. 

Secondly, Mr. Chairman, very 
briefly, there are two questions on 
the ballot May 16th; one is the tax 
reform issue. 

There's a second little known 
ordinance that will be on the 
referendum concerning allowing City 
of Pittsburgh residents the right to 
engage in games of chance. Thi s 
bill, which Council put on the 
ballot, and I'm encouraging all 
voters to vote yes on, would allow 
veterans' club and certain non¬ 


profit groups to do something that 
they have been doing for years, but 
now they can do it legally, and that 
is sell raffle tickets and games of 
chance. We should support the games 
of chance question that will be on 
the May 16th referendum. 

I say vote yes and yes, both on 
the tax reform bill and the games of 
chance legislation. Thank you, Mr. 
Chairman. 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro tern: 

If I may backtrack, ladies and 
gentlemen, in regards to the Public 
Safety aspect. I commend you on 
what you're saying in the Homewood 
area and the East Liberty area. We 
have practically a City-wide problem 
here, especially the Hill District, 
Wylie Avenue. They've been 
addressing it but at the same time, 
if you got up there at 2:30 today, 
they're on both sides of the streets 
and little children coming from 
school can't walk up the streets and 
people going shopping can't walk up 
the street. We know what they're 
doing; they idea is to catch them in 
the act and it seems to be a rather 
difficult situation. But I believe 
the Police have been trying their 
best up there but I think they could 
try a little harder. It's not only 
Homewood. There are some bars up in 
the Hill District that I know the 
people up there would like to see 
closed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with you, Mr. 
Chairman. On Sunday I participated 
in the rally in Homewood. Over 1000 
people came out for a no-dope 
rally. I hear it loud and clear 
City-wide, not just the two bars 
that I mentioned in Lawrenceville. 
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I think every one of ua on Council 
can talk about on-street drug 
trafficking in various 

neighborhoods. The difference with 
drug activity in Squirrel Hill and 
Highland Park is much different than 
the on-street drug activity that we 
have on Wylie or at Franks town and 
Brushton or at Sharp's Bar in 
Lawrenceville or a number of other 
places that I know of and my other 
colleagues can talk about. But we 
need it, the visible police 
presence. 

Someone described me in the 
past as being a bleeding heart 
liberal, and I am a bleeding heart 
liberal. But I have no problem with 
visible police present on street 
involving drug activity. 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro tern: 

You're absolutely right, 
especially in the Hill District. 
The Liquor Control Board has not 
done their job. They've fallen down 
on the job terribly. We need their 
help and need it badly. Whether 
they don't have the people or 
whether they don't care, I don't 
know. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On that subject, 1*11 be one 

second. I have been trying to 
contact and will be meeting with Mr. 
Buford who is now heading the new 
drug operation where the Mayor has 
assigned 24 new undercover narcs. 
One of the things that 1 didn't 
know, and I hope everybody else 
knows and it would be incumbent upon 
Mr. Perry, if you would please, to 
get the phone number, and that is 
that there is a telephone line for 
anonymous reporting of calls. Your 
name doesn't have to be used, you 


don * t have to be worried about 
retribution, but the narcs will go 
and check it out. But they need 
some leads because the problem is so 
vast that they need something to 
focus in on, some specific 
information. If we get that number 
for anonymous phone calls and make 
it public here in Council, it would 
be very helpful. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Mr. DePasquale, I make a motion 
to untable Bill 1645 which was the 
creation of the private sector 
commission on cost control which did 
not recieve the five votes. I make 
a motion that we vote on that. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion.

I have a few other matters. 
Several weeks ago, the R.J. Reynolds 
Tobacco Company sent out a mailing 
to, I guess, smokers in the area and 
the mailing went as follows: 

"Action Alert - Urgent - Three 
Rivers Smoking Ban - Urgent 

There is trouble brewing in 
Pittsburgh for sports fans who 
smoke. An anti-smoking City 

Councilman may soon propose a 
smoking ban at Three Rivers 
Stadium. That's right, an outdoor 
smoking ban. 

You may think that this 
Councilman is way out in left field, 
but stadium smoking bans have been 
tried before at the Pro Sports 
Stadium in San Diego, for example. 
But the Stadium Conmission there 


dropped the idea after being 
overwhelmed with opposition from 
outraged smokers. 

You can stop this ban in 
Pittsburgh too, and here's how. 
First, write to Councilman Mark 
Pollock, the official who wants the 
ban. Tell him his plan is just 
plain unfair to smokers. 

Second, write your Council 
representative and urge a no vote if 
a stadium smoking ban is proposed, 
and then phone these officials and 
leave a message if you can' t speak 
to them personally." 

And then it lists all the 
members of Council with their 
addresses and phone numbers. 

Now, since this mailing went 
out, I assume that my colleagues 
have been getting calls and 
letters. My office has been deluged 
to the point — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I haven't received one call. 
Did you get any calls? 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro tern: 

I have to agree wi th Mr. 
Pollock. I've been deluged with 
calls. They've gone so far as to 
say, "Lynch Mr. Pollock". 

Mr. Pollock: 

Our office, I guess, i s the 
target on this. 

First of all, I have not 
proposed a smoking ban at Three 
Rivers Stadium. I don't know where 
they got this idea and I would hope 
that people out there would stop 
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calling my office so that we can 
conduct City business and stop 
opening this mail* 

But I do want to bring up one 
more thing as long as we're talking 
about R.Jt Reynolds Tobacco Company, 
since they are telling everyone to 
call my office and interrupt my 
business day. The public should 
know that the R.J. Reynolds Tobacco 
Company thinks that little kittens 
should be flash frozen and cracked 
into small bits. They also think 
that scrap pieces of broken glass 
should be used for toys for small 
children. And they also think that 
private owners should not have guns 
and rifles, they should not be in 
the hands of private individuals. 

Now, if you disagree with any 
of those positions, please call the 
R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company, and 
their phone number is 800-333- 
8683. That's a toll free call. 
800-333-8683. 

Let me repeat those issues• 
They're in favor of freezing little 
kittens, and giving broken glass to 
children, and having no guns in the 
hands of private owners. That 
number is 800-333-8683. 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro tea; 

Mr. Pollock, on that subject, I 
wish that the news media would pick 
up on what you had said and quote 
you because Ms. Madoff said she 
hasn't received any letters, and 
some of the other members, but I 
have and I don't know if they just 
singled you and I out. I think if 
it got into the newspapers and got 
on the air that people may quit 
sending these letters and luiow 
exactly that it's the Pirates that 
want to separate or designate a 


couple sections for no smoking. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, it came out and 
they sent a printed list out, about 
8 by 6, with the names of all 
Councilpeople and their telephone 
numbers on it, not to vote. I've 
had an infinite number of calls. 
But I would like to say that I think 
the thing is ludicrous, even in its 
conception. It's an outside 

thing • There has been no 

consideration to that matter even 
given to Council and I don't think 
any member of Council would even 
think about bringing about a bill to 
oppose outside smoking. R.J. 
Reynolds might be smoking some funny 
tobacco of their own to even get 
this concept. Therefore, I wouldn't 
support a bill like that and I don't 
think Council would even entertain a 
bill. 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro tern: 

If the Pirates want to run the 
risk and designate one or two 
sections, then I think it's in their 
hands. As long as we have no 
control over it, they shouldn't be 
badgering us about it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, really, it may be 
humorous and I think that Mark has 
made a valid point about 
irresponsible groups and 

organizations and people who make 
carcinogens and produce cancer 
causing coffin nails, like Reynolds, 
trying to justify their position. I 
don't know how these people get up 
in the morning and shave, how they 
can even look in the mirror. They 
want to encourage our children to 
smoke, the billboards encourage 
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youngsters to think that you're a 
hero on a horse and isn't it 
wonderful to smoke. 

I think what they're only doing 
is focusing attention on the facts 
that they are morally bankrupt, they 
are corrupt in the worse sense of 
ethics, and I hope this brings home 
to parents and to smokers chat they 
don't care about your health, the 
tobacco companies and certainly R.J. 
Reynolds. They only care about 
hooking our kids on cigarettes and I 
think that leads to marijuana, 
frankly. And if somebody wants to 
smoke, and that's their business, I 
feel sorry for them. It's an 
addiction like any other addiction 
and I would like to be helpful and 
certainly not condemning but, on the 
other hand, I chink it really 
focuses attention on the moral 
bankruptcy of a company like 
Reynolds. 

I think I've made my point. It 
would be nice if the non-smokers who 
believe that we shouldn't try to 
entice our children into smoking 
would start calling this wonderful 
number and express your indignation 
and outrage. 

Mr. DePasquale, President Pro Tem: 

Excuse me for one minute. Bob 
Koppler. I think we ought to call 
attention to the fact that you've 
been away for quite a long time and 
it's nice to see you back. Let's 
hope you're here more often. 

Mr. Koppler: 

Thank you, Mr. President.

I have a couple other items. 


About two months ago, actually, 
seven weeks ago, we started the 
Pittsburgh Crime Stoppers Program 
spots on television promoting and 
also in the newspaper. Since then, 
we have had seven crimes of the 
week, unsolved cases of the week. 
Of those seven unsolved crimes, 
three have been solved as a result 
of the Crime Stoppers' tips; two 
more we just missed apprehending the 
individual. So, that's five out of 
the seven where we've almost or 
actually made an arrest. 

I can only say that this has 
been a very, very successful program 
and I want to remind people, though, 
that it's not just limited to the 
crime of the week that's on the 
television and the newspapers. It's 
any crime that is unsolved in the 
City of Pittsburgh or any crime that 
i s on-going. I f you have any 

information about any crime in the 
City of Pittsburgh, you should call 
that number - 255-TIPS - and you 
could receive up to a $1000 reward 
and you remain totally anonymous. 
You never have to give you name or 
address or never have to appear in 
court. Any information, call 255- 
TIPS. 

The second item. The spay and 
neuter progara has started. If any 
individuals out there would like a 
voucher to receive a discount on a 
spay and neufer of their dog and 
cat, the vouchers are now available 
in the City Treasurer's Office on 
the first floor of this building. 
The program started May 1st, which 
was yesterday. 

Finally, one other item and I'm 
sorry that all the members of 
Council aren't all here for this, 
but it also goes out to a lot of 
people who aren't members of Council 
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now, and that is that the annual 
proliferation of candidate signs are 
up all around the City and it' s 
especially disturbing this year with 
nine different races and probably 
over 80 candidates, or close to 80 
candidates running. There are signs 
all over the City on public 
property, on City property, on 
utility poles, and it's not only 
illegal but it's also very, very 
unappealing to the City. 

I would hope that the Clean 
City Coansittee would take the signs 
down from public property and from 
the utility poles and I hope that 
candidates would offer to the public 
a greater deal of responsibility and 
discourage their overzealous workers 
from putting these on public 
property and on City property and on 
utility poles and so forth. It's 
unsightly, it’s illegal, it's 
dangerous, it's wrong, and it 
shouldn't be done. I just hope that 
it won't continue.

Mr. DePasquale presents 

No. 2413 WHEREAS, recognition 
of the risks and sacrifices made by 
police officers originated in 1962 
at the prompting of President John 


F. Kennedy when Congress set aside a 
special day in memory of law 
enforcement officers killed or 
disabled in the line of duty; and 

WHEREAS, the purpose of this 
observance is to call upon the 
citizens to pay tribute to the brave 
police officers who, through their 
fortitude, dedication and courage, 
have given their lives for the 
preservation of the public’s safety, 
inspiring all of us to pause and 
reflect upon the dignity and value 
of human life; and 

WHEREAS, this legislative body 
fully realizes that police work is 
an extremely hazardous profession, 
and has become increasingly more 
dangerous in recent years. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby recognizes the 
week of May 14 through May 21, 1989 
as POLICE MEMORIAL WEEK in the City 
of Pittsburgh in recognition of and 
tribute to the Pittsburgh Police 
Officers who have made the supreme 
sacrifice of their precious lives 
for the cause of justice. 

Hr. DePasquale moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 
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Mr. DePasquale: 

All I can say is that these 
people put their lives on the line 
every day for us. They’ve done it 
for years and years and years and 1 
don't think, we could every repay 
them. 

Sergeant Burke will say a few 
words for the brave police officers 
and the Police Department. 

Sergeant Burke: 

Thank you, sir. On behalf of 
the 32 City officers that have died 
over the years, 13 County officers, 
I thank the City for doing this 
resolution. 

I have a small article here 
that was printed for the spring of 
1989. When the printing went to 
press, 139 police officers 
throughout the nation have been 
killed. Everyone in the law 
enforcement will remember the news 
of the Dallas police officer, the 
John Chase murder, on January 23, 
1988 when a mentally deranged street 
person grabbed Chase's service 
revolver. As Chase pleaded for his 
life, the onlookers cheered and 
urged the man to kill him, kill him. 

We've heard about the 
assignation of the 21 year old 
police officer who was killed on 
February 26th as he sat in his car 
while protecting a government 
witness. 

And we all gasped upon hearing 
the news of five law enforcement 
officers being killed in a 
helicopter crash in Southern 
California. These were only seven 
law enforcement officers that made 
the national news. 


In 1988, a total of 139 
officers were killed in the line of 
duty and many of those deaths will 
receive coverage only in local 
areas. 

As a police officer for 25 
years and now being the Chairman of 
the County of Allegheny Law 
Enforcement Memorial, I take great 
pride in standing here and accepting 
the proclamation on behalf of our 
deceased officers. 

Thank you, sir. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

We have a former officer in the 
local F.O.P. and the National 
President, Leo Harchetti, and I 
think it's just right that Leo 
should say a few words. 

Hr. Harchetti: 

Thank you. Councilman. Members 
of Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh, it's certainly an honor 
for me to be here on this week 
representing police officers. In 
1963, our past President Kennedy 
gave the week of the 13 th of May as 
National Police Week and we have 
honored with the presence of police 
officers in Washington since 1981. 
In 1981 we started a memorial 
service that takes place on the 13th 
of May of each year. We anticipate 
Monday probably 8,000 to 10,000 
people coming into the City of 
Washington, D.C. where we have been 
granted a A^acre plot in Judiciary 
Square where we will be putting up a 
monument for deceased police 
officers. You may, at times, read 
in the paper or see on television 
the solicitation program that is 
going on to that effect. And 
believe me when I tell you, we have 
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seen the rough sketches of those 
pictures and that monument will 
certainly be a dedication to the 
people who made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

Again, thank you very much for 
the honor of this resolution in City 
Council. We really appreciate it. 
Thank you, very much.

WHEEIEAS, the Pittsburgh Civic 
Garden Center, for more than 50 
years, has invited the public to 
join in the celebration of this 
natural beauty and the advent of 
spring at its annual May Market, 
scheduled this year for May 19th and 
20th. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh hereby recognizes the 
many contributions that the Garden 
Center makes to the Pittsburgh 
community, and hereby proclaims the 
week of May 15, 1989 to be 
PITTSBURGH CIVIC GARDEN CLUB WEEK in

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Peabody: 

Councilman and members of 
Council, we want to thank you very 
much for this recognition and for 
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Che proclamation. We enjoy very 
much your support of the Carden 
Center. It is a very vital 
community service providing a great 
deal of education to the community, 
particularly May Market whose 
reference is made to is our major 
fund-raising event of the year and 
we would be delighted to see you all 
out there and participating in some 
of the fun.

Mr. Wagner presents 

No. 2415 WHEREAS, the City of 
Pittsburgh is not awarding veterans 
preference points to veterans 
seeking employment unless they have 
served prior to October 15, 1976 or 
their service time involved "a 
campaign badge or expeditionary 
medal; and 

WHEREAS, this policy in 
comparison to the hiring policies of 
Allegheny County and the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania does 
not reward City residents who have 
served their country since October 
15, 1976 unless they were engaged in 
an armed conflict; and 

WHEREAS, all veterans make a 
special sacrifice to their country 
during times of peace and war by 
taking themselves out of the job 
market during their time of service 
to their country; and 

WHEREAS, mi1itary service 
provides certain training that 
builds character and behavioral 
patterns that are important for 


positions such as police officer and 
firefighter, and it is difficult to 
determine through traditional 
testing methods if our applicants 
possess qualities inherent to 
mi 1itary service; and 

WHEREAS, in recent years a 
greater percentage of minorities and 
women have been hired by the City of 
Pittsburgh and those that are 
veterans would have a better chance 
of qualifying for City of Pittsburgh 
jobs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh recommends to the 
Pittsburgh Civil Service Commission 
that veterans preference points be 
granted to all honorably discharged 
veterans when seeking employment 
with the City of Pittsburgh. 

Hr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, as you know, I brought this 
issue up about a month ago here in 
Council. The reason why I brought 
it up is that I have had severa 1 
complaints by veterans to my office 
and I suspect that some of you have 
received complaints also in regard 
to this issue. 

I have attached with all of you 
a letter that I have sent to the 
Civil Service Commission and I 
appeared in front of them last week 
and that letter pretty much 
paraphrases the resolution that was 
just read by the City Clerk. 
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Attached to that letter is a 
comparison chart of information on 
veterans* preference points as they 
are awarded by the various levels of 
government, the City of Pittsburgh, 
Allegheny County, the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania and the Federal 
Government. As you can see, under 
veterans that are eligible, the City 
of Pittsburgh does not compare well 
with Allegheny County or the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania- In 
other words, they grant ten 
veterans' preference points to 
anyone that has served their country 
up until the present day. The City 
of Pittsburgh excludes veterans that 
have not served since October 15, 
1976 unless they have been involved 
in some type of military conflict 
such as Grenada or Lebanon in recent 
years. 

What this resolution is doing, 
it's non-binding but it's making a 
strong recommendation to the Civil 
Service Commission suggesting that 
they implement veterans* preference 
points for people that served in the 
military. I believe that there's 
good reason for that. They are 
taken out of the job market for a 
considerable period of time, plus, 
people that serve in the military 
have received good training that 
prepares them for particularly 
police officer and firefighter 
positions. 

So, I would hope that all of 
you would support this resolution. 
It could then be sent to the 
Administration and to the Civil 
Service Commission and hopefully 
they would implement veterans' 
preference points in the future.

No. 2416 WHEREAS, Josh Trust, 
Jimmy Wedner, Brian Roberts, Jesse 
Stein, Drew Cloud, Eric Smith, Ron 
Zuzovsky, Jon Nauhaus, Josh Wozman, 
David Levine and Ricky Baraff, along 
with team captains David Cunningham 
and Tat Granata, were members of the 
1989 Pittsburgh Jewish Community 
Center CYO Basketball Team; and 

WHEREAS, under the John Wooden- 
like tutelage of Coaches Ed Gelman 
and Muzzy Meyers, and the superb

WHEREAS, the team continued to 
roll up momentum by defeating St. 
Sylvester's in March for the 
Pittsburgh Diocesan CYO

mimicking the National Basketball 
Association's Los Angeles Lakers, 
won back-to-back State Championships 
by defeating St. Elizabeth's of 
Allentown by the score of 64-52 in 
Scranton on March 19, 1989.

Mr. Pollock: 

As I said in the resolution, 
this is a group of young men from 
all across the City who get together 
every year to compete under the 
Jewish Community Center's banner and 
obviously they do quite well, having 
won the State Championship two years 
in a row. 

With me are most of the players 
from the team, along with their 
sponsor, staff representative, Lenny 
Silberman, and their coach Muzzy

Muzzy, before you come up, it 
should be known that it's a little 
known fact that Muzzy Meyers was 
offered the Kentucky job before P.J.

Mr. Pollock:

No. 2417 WHEREAS, on Saturday, 
May 6, 1989, the Champions 
Association Inc. will hold the 1st 
Annual Kenny Durrett Pittsburgh City

Basketball Games at Reizenstein

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Pollock presents 

No. 2419 WHEREAS, the men and 
women of the Pittsburgh Bureau of 
Police form one of the finest police 
forces in the nation and the 
overwhelming majority of them serve 
the people of Pittsburgh with 
uncommon dedication, courage and 


energy; and 

WHEREAS, as is the case with 
any group of imperfect human beings, 
there are individuals on the 
Pittsburgh Police Force who perform 
their duties in less than an 
acceptable manner and there are 
others who, from time to time, have 
lapses that warrant disciplinary 
action; and 

WHEREAS, the method of 
discipline for the Pittsburgh Police 
is determined by state • law and 
consists of the formation of and 
ruling by a trial board; and 

WHEREAS, trials boards are 
currently formed by a lottery 
selection of police officers and 
this results in police officers 
sitting in judgment of their fellow 
officers; and 

WHEREAS, over the years, the 
current system of peer judgment has 
frequently resulted in questionable 
determinations of guilt or 
discipline; and 

WHEREAS, trial board statistics 
reveal that black and women police 
officers receive more frequent 
findings of guilt and harsher 
penalties than white male police 
officers; and 

WHEREAS, State Representative 
Joseph Preston has introduced House 
Bill 1179 in the General Assembly 
and this bill would make important 
and much-needed changes to the 
City's trial board system; and 

WHEREAS, the method of 
formation of the trial board 
proposed by Representative Preston 
would be for the City administration 
to appoint one member, the union 



representing Che Police to appoint 
one member and these two members to 
agree on an independent arbitrator 
to serve as the third member of the 
trial board; and 

WHEREAS, this method of 
selection of trial boards would 
result in equal input from each side 
along with an impartial individual 
to weigh the evidence, to consider 
the opinions of his or her fellow 
trial board members and to make a 
fair and reasonable decision. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of Che City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby express 
support for ^House Bill 1179 and 
urges the members of the General 
Assembly to pass this important 
legislation as expeditiously as 
possible. 

Mr. Pollock moved Co adopt the 
resolution. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Mr. Lyons: 

Discussion. How does it affect 
the structure — My question is, 
this is the first time that I have 
seen this bill and how does it 
affect the structure of the Civil 
Service Commission here? 

The Chair: 

I don't think it has anything 
to do with the Civil Service 
Commission but presently the Trial 
Board consists under State law that 
there are three representatives from 
Pittsburgh Police on the Trial Board 
and that's all. Mr. Preston's bill, 
I believe, is saying one would be 
appointed by the Fraternal Order of 
Police, one by the Administration. 


Those two would get together and 
appoint another person, maybe a 
civilian or a police officer, 
whoever they choose. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

It's my understanding, and 
maybe Mr. Pollock can correct me 
because I have not had time to read 
the actual bill, that the bill does 
indeed affect the merit selection 
process within Civil Service. 
That' s been alluded to at a number 
of public meetings that I've 
attended. I've sent away for a copy 
of the bill; I've not gotten a copy 
of the bill yet from the State 
Legislature but I have that concern 
and I cannot, in good faith, support 
this resolution as presented today. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All I can add is my 
understanding that across the State 
there's more equitable trial boards 
and that the Legislatures from all 
across the State have our laws in 
their hands. And while they don't 
inflict unfair laws on themselves, 
they inflict it on us and I think it 
has to be changed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That's not what the resolution 
says, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm supporting the resolution 
and that's one of my rationales for 
supporting it. 

Mr. Pollock: 

This issue has taken on a great 
deal of public input and media 
attention in recent weeks or months 
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but it's not something that 1 have 
been looking at for a short time. 
Actually, I have been looking at 
this issue for well over a year and, 
in fact, have spoken to the American 
Civil Liberties Union about this 
issue a year ago. 

As we all know, there are only 
three ways to have the Trial Board 
system changed. One, would be 
amending State law, which is 
relevant to the resolution before 
us. Two, would be by a bargaining 
agreement between the bargaining 
unit and the Administration. And 
the third would be by a legal 
challenge on one of several grounds. 

Hopefully the State law could 
be amended and House Bill 1179 would 
pass. If not, hopefully, the 
Administration might find some way 
to bargain the Trial Board system to 
be changed. Or, in the alternative, 
and this is what I've been working 
on with the American Civil Liberties 
Union, there could be grounds for 
the amendment of the Trial Board or 
the termination of it because of one 
of two reasons; number one, either a 
challenge to civil liberties and 
civil rights in this City if, in 
fact, it is shown that individuals 
who have been perpetrating actions 
against Pittsburgh residents and not 
being found liable under the Trial 
Board system. This type of activity 
could result in a threat to the 
civil liberties and civil rights of 
Pittsburgh residents because there 
is no discipline and no threat of 
discipline. Or, in the alternative, 
if it is shown by data and 
statistics and studies that 
discipline against blacks and women 
are meted out in a stricter and 
harsher manner than those against 
white males, then either one of 
those two grounds could result in a 


federal judge throwing out the Trial 
Board system. I would hope that we 
would not have to take that route, 
that House Bill 1179 would pass. 

What I find so attractive about 
this bill is that it is such a 
reasonable change. I don't know how 
anyone could be against it. It is 
one representative chosen by the 
bargaining unit, one representative 
chosen by the Administration, and 
then those two individuals decide 
upon a third neutral arbitrator. 
And what’s good about it> is that 
those who feel it should be only 
citizen review, I take exception 
with because only a police officer 
could understand what goes on in the 
mind and in the functioning of a 
police officer. You have to have 
input from a police officer into the 
decision-making process in order to 
have a fair and impartial 
decision. That is why it is 
important to have a member of the 
bargaining unit on the panel to have 
input in that decision-making 
process. Likewise, the 
Administration should be represented 
to have the input from the 
Administration's side. Those two 
individuals then, when the Tribunal 
goes to meet to make its decision as 
to guilt and discipline, would have 
input from both sides and that the 
third panelist could then sit down 
and hopefully arbitrate among the 
three people a fair and rational 
decision that would be in the best 
interest of the police, in the best 
interest of the Administration and, 
most importantly, in the best 
interest of the people of 
Pittsburgh. 

There are numerous examples and 
we could go on and on here today of 
cases that were just patently wrong 
in their decision. The one that 
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stands out in my mind was the case 
of a police officer who actually 
plead guilty in Criminal Court of a 
third-degree misdemeanor. He plead 
guilty to a third-degree misdemeanor 
because he was being charged with a 
felony and there was a good chance 
he was going to be convicted of a 
felony. If he had been convicted of 
the felony, then the Trial Board 
would not have to be involved 
because we have other rules that 
govern felonies. So, he plead 
guilty to a third-degree misdemeanor 
of almost killing a person with his 
hands, breaking his nose, almost 
putting out his eye. He went before 
a Trial Board and was found not 
guilty. You just can*t figure out 
why the decision was made because 
the gentleman has already pleaded 
guilty before a criminal court. 

You can go on and on with cases 
that just defy all reason and logic 
and /hat it basically boils down to 
is that individuals on trial boards 
are put into a very unfair position 
of having to sit in peer judgment of 
their fellow officers, of their 
friends, of their brothers in the 
unions, of their colleagues, of 
individuals they have to work 
with. One day they have to be 
dependent upon the officer to back 
them up on an arrest or a fight or 
whatever, and the next day they have 
to sit in judgment of them. It*s 
just not right. It puts them into a 
situation that they should not be 
put into. It's not fair; it's not 
right. 

This really protects everybody 
and it's the best way to go. I 
would hope that Council would pass 
this resolution, send a message to 
Harrisburg that we want to change to 
something that is very, very fair 
for all sides. And the reason why 


it should be changed in Harrisburg 
and not in Council is because if 
Council does it by some method, 
then, obviously. Council would be 
open to further lobbying; future 
Councils would be asked to change it 
back another way. It's best to have 
it in the law in Harrisburg, in the 
State Legislature by statute, so 
that it is something that is 
permanent, cannot be changed by 
Council or the Mayor and not be 
subject to local lobbying or local 
pressures, and it is something that 
is fair and reasonable and would go 
on. 

I would hope that this 
resolution would pass because this 
is more than a wish; this is 
something that the State Legislature 
would look at in its deliberations 
on this bill and it would send a 
very strong message to Harrisburg. 

So, I would ask that all the 
members of Council would support 
this. It is, as I stated, a very, 
very reasonable, rational and a 
sensible bill that just makes common 
sense. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I agree that improvements 
need to be made to the Trial Board 
and I believe that the majority of 
Pittsburghers agree also. As a 
matter of fact, the Mayor, in her 
recent legislative agenda, suggested 
that improvements need to be made 
also. I question, though, the 
method in which improvements are 
suggested with Bill No. 1179. The 
original Trial Board system was 
mandated by State law back in 
1963. That law was written. Since 
1963, we have had a Home Rule 
Charter passed in the City of 
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Pittsburgh, back in 1976. I am 
philosophically in disagreement with 
over 200 State Legislators, of which 
190 or so do not represent the City 
of Pittsburgh, determining how the 
City of Pittsburgh functions. I 
believe that this legislative body 
right here in this Chamber should be 
the deciding factor on «diether or 
not we have a trial board system and 
how that system functions. You 
cannot let people from Philadelphia 
and Harrisburg and Scranton and Erie 
determine how this City functions 
and operates. That is, in essence, 
what is being suggested here and 
with House Bill 1179. 

I believe House Bill 1179, and 
there was a similar bill, from my 
understanding, and all I know about 
this bill is what I*ve read in the 
newspapers, never made any progress 
in the previous legislative session 
and died. What I would like to see 
the State Legislature do is to give 
this legislative body the authority 
to act in regard to the Trial 
Board. Therefore, I would strongly 
recommend that. 

One last item I'd like to 
suggest. Changing the Trial Board 
is not the panacea to .correcting the 
Police Force. That has been 
discussed recently quite a bit, I 
believe, because there is a Mayoral 
race and nine Council races. Good 
police officers come from good 
hiring practices, good training 
practices, and good management. 
True, the Trial Board plays an 
important element in it. But I 
would like to see it happen in this 
legislative body, not some 
legislative body 200 miles from 
here. They do not know what's going 
on in the City of Pittsburgh; as a 
matter of fact, the far majority of 
them have never been to the City of 


Pittsburgh. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

I can support House Bill 
1179. I think it's a fair and a 
good bill. But I'm concerned with 
the resolution, with the one 
sentence. It has a racial tone; I 
don't think it was intended that way 
but that's the way it comes out and 
I think it should be stricken from 
the resolution. "Whereas, Trial 
Board statistics reveal that black 
and women police officers receive 
more frequent findings of guild and 
harsher penalties than white male 
officers." That's to be disputed. 
Maybe it goes on and maybe it 
doesn't, but I don't think it 
belongs in the resolution and I'd 
hate to see this turn into a racial 
thing. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I make a motion to amend to 
take out that sentence. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

The Chair: 

Hold up on your amendment for a 
minute. We have discussion on the 
present resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, you know, the thing that 
we're overlooking here is that the 
Police Officers right now have their 
morale so low because of the image 
that they have because of isolated 
incidents. 99.9 percent of our 
police force is just phenomenal. I 
believe, if presented properly, the 
police officers themselves, and I 
urge Mr. Pollock and the rest of 
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Council to appeal to the sense of 
justice of police officers and their 
ovm image. I believe they would 
support this bill because we're not 
taking anything away from them; what 
we're doing is saying, "Those of you 
who deserve the fine reputation you 
have should not have it sullied by 
others who, you know, one or two bad 
apples in the barrel." 

At the moment, my understanding 
is that we must have an enabling 
act. We don't have an enabling act, 
so Council cannot make these changes 
on their own. And asking the 
Legislature to give Council 
prerogatives to set their own 
enabling act seems a little bit 
remote. It's like somebody saying, 
"I'd like to vote for it, it's 
really good, but I'm going to make 
sure it isn't going to happen." 
That's the kind of thing I've seen 
repeatedly on this Council. 

How about biting the bullet, 
voting for this bill because it is a 
very, very, very good bill, and most 
of us who are campaigning on the 
trail have supported it in 
principle. Let's get on with being 
really true leaders of the people 
and voting for what's right and 
what's just. And, I repeat, let's 
ask the police officers themselves 
to support this. I bet you most of 
them would do that. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I would just like to point out 
for Council that we need to remember 
that Pittsburgh and all 
municipalities throughout the State 
of Pennsylvania are creations of the 
State. The State not only tells us 
what to do when it comes to 
questions such as the Trial Board, 
but also determines what the City's 


powers are when it comes to certain 
Civil Service hiring procedures and 
also, so evident with this 
referendum coming up, that the State 
also controls the local 
municipalities' ability on 
taxation. So, by going to the State 
and asking them to change their 
legislation to enable the City and 
other — well, the City of 
Pittsburgh is the only second-class 
city in the State of Pennsylvania 
and, therefore, we are the only City 
with a Trial Board system such as we 
have - by going to them and by 
making us an official word of 
Council, I think it's very positive 
to try to bring about a change in 
the present system. 

As Mr. Pollock has pointed out, 
most of the men and women serving on 
the police force are doing an 
outstanding job. However, for every 
type of worker you have, there's 
always going to be somebody who 
needs a little bit extra 
disciplinary action and I think that 
moving to support this House Bill is 
in the best interest of the citizens 
of the City. 

The Chair: 

I'd like to say something 
myself. No matter how you vote on 
this, whether you vote for or 
against it, it doesn't mean whether 
you represent the people of the City 
or not. I would like to say that 
whether you're a leader or not. 
You're voting your conscience when 
you vote here today, whether you 
agree with this bill or don't agree 
with this bill and I'm tired of that 
rhetoric. Every time someone 
disagrees with somebody, it's 
"They're not for the people". We're 
all for the people, so that's enough 
of that rhetoric. 
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And since statistics were 
brought up in here, I haven't seen 
any statistics. And if you have, 
I'd like you to share them with 
me. But, at this point, I haven't 
seen them. I'm not going to vote 
for this resolution. It is a wish, 
I think there are other ways to go 
about this, and I'm tired, like Mr. 
Wagner said, I'm tired of the State 
Legislators running this City and 
especially running this Council. If 
you want to be lobbied, and you talk 
about lobbying, there is more 
lobbying done by the people in blue 
in Harrisburg on State Legislators 
than is ever done in this Council or 
any Council around Allegheny 
County. They can put more pressure 
on there than they can on here. 

Mr. Ferla: 

I just want to reiterate, I 
don't think we should support this 
resolution. For one thing, I don't 
even know if most of us have read 
the full bill. And it's my 
understanding there are other 
aspects of the bill that talk about 
altering the merit selection system 
of Civil Service as it relates to 
uniform personnel. That’s my 
understanding and I honestly admit 
that I have not read the bill; I 
have sent away for a copy. If Mr. 
Pollock has a copy, I would 
appreciate him sharing it with us. 

And let's clarify one thing. I 
have no problem, and I've stated 
publicly, that I support the general 
principle expressed in the bill 
involving a three-part panel. So, 
I'm publicly admitting and stating 
that I support that principle. 
However, I'm a little bit upset 
about the politics for the last 
month and a half that somehow have 
refunneled the criticisms legitimate 


that I feel of the administrative 
bureaucracy that has been created in 
Public Safety to a full fledged 
attack on the police vis-a-vis 
reform of the Trial Board system. I 
think the police are under attack 
and I resent it. 

I think there are problems but 
I think the more critical problems 
in Public Safety have to do with the 
management of the Public Safety 
bureaucracy and not at this time 
attacking the police officers. Does 
that mean that there haven't been 
incidents where there were 
problems? Absolutely there have 
been problems. I support the 
principle of a three-party panel but 
I think very clearly it should be 
part of collective bargaining with 
the F.O.P. and with the 
Administration. And they should get 
past their rhetoric and call the 
F.O.P. to task, bring them to the 
table and negotiate for improvement. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, I'm really 
disturbed. Mr. Woods, we've had our 
differences over the years but I'd 
like to believe that we can differ 
in our opinions and not start saying 
that if somebody disagrees that, 
therefore, they're really not doing 
it for political reasons or for 
personal reasons or because somebody 
has approached them or they feel a 
certain way. 

The fact remains that there 
isn't a person on this Council, if 
they don't think about it very 
clearly, will understand logically 
that this is the best thing we could 
be doing for the Police 
Department. We are not hurting 
them; we are helping them. I want 
to restate that. By voting for this 
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Legislation, we are helping the 
Police; we are not hurting them. 
The Police themselves cannot lobby 
us to change this; yet they' re the 
victims of the fact that they are 
being judged by their peers. By 
that, meaning that those officers 
who don't get into trouble are 
judged with a broad brush by the 
same — The Police get a bad 
reputation, everybody suffers if 
you're a police officer. And 
there * s no question that there has 
been great injustice. There's no 
question that we need to change the 
system. And I believe on a one on 
one basis the police officers 
themselves would tell you that 
that's the case. And I resent 
people saying that we're picking on 
the police; we are not picking on 
the police. I think the police have 
been wonderful. Those of us that 
need them have really appreciated 
them when they've been there. 

This is not in any way saying 
that this legislation is taking on 
the Police Department because we 
don't like what we're doing and, 
yes, we need to do something. But 
nobody is willing to stand up on 
their hind legs and say, "Let' s do 
it. Let's make this change." Let's 
do something to make it fair and 
equitable to everybody and help the 
Police change the depressed morale 
amongst them and the fact that they 
are getting terrible press, their 
image is suffering and it shouldn't 
be because the police officers 
themselves who have never had 
problems cannot go ahead and say to 
us, "Look, I'd like you to change it 
because it would help my image while 
it might take those who are guilty 
to task." They're not going to come 
to us and say that. They can't. 
For the same reason that they have 
to work with other police officers 


with problems, they might be shot 
at, they might have them backing 
them up when they're out in the 
community, they're not going to come 
to us and say, yes, I'd like this 
bill, but secretly, and I would 
think on a one-to-one, if we could 
talk to 99.9 percent of the police 
officers, they would support this 
legislation. And those of us here 
who are saying, "Well, in principle 
I like it" or "We're going to hurt 
the police officers" or "I haven't 
read enough about it", there's been 
enough said. God, you could write 
16 bibles on what has been said. 

Let's do the right and moral 
and ethical thing. For once let's 
do what's right, not what's 
politically expedient. 

Mr• Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I really don't 
know. The thing that catches me, I 
don't have enough knowledge of the 
bill. I understand the bill and I'd 
like to see the scrivener of this 
bill take it up and bring it back 
one week later. 

Another thing here is, just in 
reading the bill at the table here, 
the two sides would appoint one, 
there's no alternate condition. If 
they become loggerheads on 
appointing, that's going to be a 
very sensitive position, both sides 
to agree on one whom they would 
appoint themselves as a third 
party. I would have exceptions to 
that, that we would have an 
alternate. If you're appointing 
somebody and I would appoint 
somebody, we have to agree on 
somebody, Mr. Pollock, and then I 
don't like him or you don't like 
him, we'd never agree. And there's 
nothing in there to take care of 
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that option or a time limit. I 
think, there needs to be something 
done because we have too many forces 
within the Police Department now. 
And certainly there are four or five 
different factions of policemen in 
the Bureau of the City of Pittsburgh 
and certainly that needs to be 
corrected. But I would like to see 
the scrivener of the bill pick it up 
and give us a chance to further 
study it. I think the intention of 
the bill is very good, but I have no 
input into it now. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, there has been a lot of 
discussion about the Police 
Bureau. I personally have been 
involved, as Chairman of Public 
Safety, with the Public Safety 
Department, the Police Bureau, for a 
long time. I*ve studied it and I*ve 
looked at it, and if you want to 
look at the number one thing that 
needs to be done in the Police 
Bureau and in Public Safety, it's 
merit selection for management 
people and the promotion of 
people. Management by objectives. 

There has been a lot of 
politics talked about out on the 
trail and the mayoral candidates 
aren't even aware of Chat. That has 
been the problem historically, that 
people, for political reasons, are 
promoted within the Police Bureau, 
We need a good solid management 
system within the Police Bureau to 
make sure it properly functions. In 
addition to that, we need many other 
things including improvements in the 
Trial Board. 

Bill No. 1179, as I said 
earlier, all I know is what I read 
about it in the newspapers and I 


really think if any member of 
Council wants us to support any bill 
based on a resolution that we * re 
passing, they should provide us a 
copy of that piece of legislation so 
we can at least look at it and know 
what' s in it. But based on what 
I've read in the newspapers. I'll 
state it again, the original bill 
was introduced and passed back in 
1963, the Home Rule Charter was 
passed in 1976, and the question is, 
do we want the people in Harrisburg 
mandating what the people in 
Pittsburgh do and how we .function, 
with the Trial Board system or on 
any other issue. You can bring any 
issue up that anyone wants to bring 
up and Che Trial Board system is a 
good example. We are always looking 
towards Harrisburg to determine what 
we can and will do. I am not a 
proponent of that. I am a proponent 
of the responsibility being in this 
room. That's the reason why we are 
elected. 

I would strongly recommend to 
Mr. Pollock or anyone else that this 
resolution be changed or that we ask 
State government to give us the 
power to determine how the Trial 
Board system is structured and bring 
the responsibility right back here 
where it should be and let anyone 
and everyone lobby this Council. 
Let the Issue be out there in the 
public at a time when politics is 
not at its highest point that it' s 
ever been in the City of Pittsburgh 
and let's give the issue a fair and 
equal evaluation where it should be 
evaluated. Not in Harrisburg but 
within in the City of Pittsburgh. 
And then let's improve the Trial 
Board system the way it should be 
improved based on all possible 
alternatives on how it should be 
improved. I am a proponent of doing 
that and I would like to see this

resolution changed or this Council 
ask State government to give us the 
responsibility where it should be. 

The Chair: 

Mark, I know that you * ve read 
Bill 1179 because I know you do your 
homework, but I can bet that nobody 
else here has done it. I haven't 
done it, I haven't been following it 
that much, and 1 can bet, and you 
can correct me or agree with me, 
there's a lot more to this bill than 
just a Trial Board system and these 
three positions. It's just like tax 
reform; everyone said it was a sexy 
term, tax reform. I get a package 
that' s 110 pages thick and we send 
off to Harrisburg we're all 
supporting it. Now no one knows 
what the hell we're talking about. 
I believe that until we have the 
bill in front of it, go through it 
thoroughly, that we should not 
support this resolution, I know 
that you've read it and you know a 
lot more about it than I do, so I'd 
like to read it myself. 

Hr. Pollock: 

I will be happy to afford 
everybody that opportunity but what 
I find especially curious is that a 
copy of this resolution was put in 
everybody's mailbox on Thursday 
night. Mr. Ferlo says he's been 
trying to get a copy of it and not 
one person from his staff has talked 
to any person from my staff to ask 
for a copy of the bill to review, 
and it's now Tuesday morning. So 
where was the great interest in 
having a copy of this bill 
beforehand? Mr. Wagner says he 
wants to read it; again, it's been 
in people' s mailboxes for five days 
and no one has asked me to see a 
copy of the bill. And now all of a 


sudden people act surprised that 
this is here in front of them when 
it has been in their hands for five 
days. So, one must question the 
sincerity of individuals who say 
they want to read this bill before 
voting on it when there was 
absolutely no diligence display in 
trying to see a copy of this bill. 

I will be happy to hold this 
for a week to have people review the 
bill because I'm sure they're acting 
in good faith to want to review the 
bill. I can't imagine that anyone 
would be less than totally 
genuine. So, I would be happy to 
hold it for a week and Mr. Wagner 
can have a copy of House Bill 1179 
hand delivered to his office from my 
staff. And I'll get you a copy, Mr. 
Woods, Mr. Lyons, Mr. Ferlo, 
anyone. In fact, I'll even have 
someone help read it to them if 
they'd like, and then maybe next 
week we can vote on the bill. 

So, I make a motion to hold it 
for one session. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
The Chaxr: 

On that motion, let me just 
make this remark, that after I read 
it, the way this Trial Board is up. 
I'll be against it then and I stated 
that in my first remark. I was 
against it, I'm going to read it 
but I'm still against it.

Mr. President, I offer this 
recommendation in the spirit in 
which 1 hope it is accepted. I 
think it would be very inappropriate 
for us to waive Rule 8 to have 
Alcosan here tomorrow to discuss a 
new municipality joining us. But 
there is another piece of 
legislation that was introduced by 
Mr. Ferlo and that will not come up 
tomorrow but a week from now, I 
believe, is that correct, which is 
on the issue of having a plant for 
recycling at the source at our 
doorsteps as opposed to picking it 
up and having a separation and 
incineration plant. 

When are the proposals due in 
response to the RFPs on separation? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

May 19th. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May 19th. That's right after 
election when we get back to 
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Council. My understanding that the 
RFPs requested anything but burning, 
any other alternative. And I think 
it would be incumbent upon us to at 
least see what the RFPs come back, 
have a chance to review them so that 
we don’t have people saying, "Well, 
what are we having this meeting 
for? Why are we voting on this 
resolution? Why are we saying 'go 
this route* until we know what the 
alternatives are and what the 
realities are?" I happen to agree 
with Mr. Ferlo that we should indeed 
be no different than any other parts 
of the country and we should be 
separating our garbage at source and 
I believe our citizens will be 
willing to do whatever is 
necessary. But I think we ought to 
certainly give Mary Beth Salley 
Risutto a chance to bring the RFPs 
back to us and discuss the issues. 

And that leads to what I*m 
talking about now. On May lOth, 
Alcosan, there's an RFP that's due 
on May lOth which is looking at 
taking care of 145 dry tons per day 
of sludge from Alcosan. There seems 
to be a sense that the purpose of 
the RFPs just camouflage to say, 
well, we did put out an RFP but 
we're going to go to incineration in 
any event because they're rebuilding 
two of their incineration plants as 
opposed to going to some state of 
the art technology which would not 
put pollutants in the air and would 
be a more productive, healthier way 
to proceed. And 1 would like to see 
at some point our having a meeting 
with Alcosan or having whoever our 
representative is on Alcosan, I 
believe that's Mr. Wagner, look into 
both sides of the issue. I have a 
letter which I'll share with him 
that just arrived from a company 
that Is alerting me to the Issue. I 
don't care who gets the contract; I 


don't even know this company. But 
it would seem to me that before we 
continue putting more pollutants in 
the air at Alcosan and burning that 
we ought to be looking at 
alternative methods of getting rid 
of our sludge. We don't have a vote 
on it here in Council but certainly 
we could urge Alcosan to not 
continue putting in incinerators and 
going ahead with burning if there's 
an alternative way to go that's 
better for the environment, and less 
costly I might add. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I would just like to 
publicly commend all the volunteers, 
sponsors, runners, and people along 
the streets of Pittsburgh during the 
Pittsburgh Marathon. In addition to 
commending them, Larry Kuzmanko, the 
Executive Director who has done a 
great job, and Ethel Schmeiser who 
has been very active. 

I must say, the conditions were 
extremely difficult Sunday. I think 
they've been at both ends of the 
spectrum now. They had a very, very 
hot, humid day two years ago and 
Sunday they had a very cold, wet 
day. But our various departments 
handled it quite well and I can't 
say enough about the positive 
recognition that it has brought the 
City of Pittsburgh.

PRESENTATIONS 

Mr. Vagner presents 

No. 2436 WHEREAS, in 1985 
Mayor Caliguiri and City Council 
agreed to keep the Pirates in 
Pittsburgh with a public/private 
partnership that purchased the team; 
and 

WHEREAS, the total annual 
public subsidy is $2,145,000 with 


City taxpayers paying approximately 
$1,719,000 of that total; and 

WHEREAS, the County Controller 
and the County Commissioners have 
said that they are equal financial 
partners, however, the amount they 
have contributed each year has been 
$426,000 which is much less than an 
equal share for an equal partner. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh encourages and welcomes 
Allegheny County to be an equal 
partner in our ongoing commitment to 
keeping the Pirates, and in doing so 
we are requesting an additional 
contribution of $646,000 each year 
for a total contribution equal to 
one-half of the public commitment; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
this will truly reflect a team 
effort in local government and the 
cost of keeping the Pirates will be 
spread more evenly throughout the 
region. 

Mr. Wagner moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Discussion. This resolution 
clearly addresses the subject of 
City-County relations and it*s 
something that should be talked 
about, especially in the context of 
what is happening even as we speak, 
and that is, how City-County 
relations have been affected by the 
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current political happenings* It 
concerns me greatly because two 
things are certain; there's going to 
be an election tomorrow and there's 
going to be a winner and there' s 
going to be many, many losers* And 
the biggest losers are the people o£ 
Allegheny County and the City o£ 
Pittsburgh* 

What concerns me is when the 
election is over, there are wounds 
that I think are going to be very, 
very slow to heal that will 
encompass City-County governmental 
relations. Politics have now 
transcended into government* The 
City and County are so closely 
related, obviously, in everything we 
do, and here we have the Board of 
Commissioners and the leadership of 
City government at, really, a civil 
war. And that's really what's 
happening here in Pittsburgh; it's a 
civil war* We actually have brother 
against brother and I can give you 
instances of brothers who are on 
opposite sides of this battle* It 
has become, without question, the 
ugliest, most vicious, most sordid 
campaign in the history of the City 
o£ Pittsburgh. In the last few 
weeks we've had charges of anti- 
Semitism, o£ racial prejudice, of 
anti-Italianism, and as I said, 
these are wounds that I don't think 
are going to heal for a very, very 
long time* 

This resolution before us 
really exemplifies exactly what I'm 
talking about because when this 
City-County arrangement was proposed 
back in '85, I maintained at the 
time that politics was a very large 
part of what the County was doing. 
And if anyone tells me ot herwis e, I 
think they're wrong. We see how 
politics transcends into this very, 
very fragile City-County 


relationship all the time* And, as 
I said, the big losers after 
tomorrow night are the people of 
City and County government and the 
people who live in the City and the 
County* It's a shame, it's a 
tragedy, and I only hope that after 
tomorrow that some cooler heads will 
prevail and get the leadership of 
Allegheny County and the leadership 
of City government together and try 
and make some kind of peace so that 
the people don't suffer* 

There's a wonderful quote that 
Golda Mier had that she directed to 
the Arab nations around her and I 
think it's very applicable in this 
campaign* She said, "I can forgive 
you for what you did to us but I 
will never forgive you for what you 
made us do to you." And I think 
that that speaks loud and clearly 
with this campaign. I think there 
are going to be a lot of people who 
are going to regret some of the 
things that they've said and done 
when this campaign is over* 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr* President and members of 
Council, back in 1985 this issue was 
in front of Council and we voted to 
keep the Pirates in Pittsburgh* We 
supported Mayor Caliguiri's plan of 
public-private partnership* I voted 
for that, you, Mr* President, voted 
for that, and Councilwoman Madoff 
voted for that. The other members 
of Council were not here at the 
time* However, I am sure that the 
majority of you would have supported 
this plan at that time. 

Since then there has been a 
perception for some reason that 
there has been an equal partnership 
in keeping the Pirates between the 
City and the County. And it is true 
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that this election has brought that 
issue to the forefront. 

All this resolution does is 
identify that it is not an equal 
financial partnership. However, it 
has been suggested twice now and 
there are quotes indicating that by 
the County Controller and one of the 
County Conmi S3 loners. And it has 
been said even in editorials in the 
newspapers that it is an equal 
partnership. I want everyone to 
know that it is not an equal 
partnership. I would like to see it 
be an equal partnership and I don't 
think any member of this Council can 
disagree with that. I think that 
would be healthy for this City, for 
this government. County government, 
and for the region. That team is a 
regional team; it's not just a City 
team. 

So, all I am doing is saying, 
if everyone is suggesting that we 
have an equal partnership, please, 
let's have an equal partnership 
between City and County 
government. And in doing so, the 
County would have to make a 
contribution of approximately 
$646,000 more per year. We've done 
this for three years and, actually, 
they would have to come up with a 
total of $2 million just for the 
past three years, approximately. I 
would like to see that happen. If 
we by chance were put in the same 
situation again in the future with 
another sports franchise or another 
important entity in the City of 
Pittsburgh, I would like to see an 
equal partnership. That does not 
happen today with the Pirates; the 
City taxpayer pays a larger share of 
keeping the Pirates here in 
Pittsburgh. 

As Finance Chairman of this 


Council, I would like to see an 
equal partnership. We could get an 
additional $646,000 a year and put 
it to excellent use; police 
officers, capital improvement 
projects. Parks and Recreation, 
whatever it may be. Today that does 
not exist. I am asking for the 
County to be an equal partner. 
True, the timing of the issue makes 
it important because the issue has 
been in the forefront. If it wasn't 
for an election, it would not be in 
the forefront. However, that's the 
reason for my resolution today. I 
am simply asking them to be an equal 
partner and in doing so it would be 
a great asset to the City of 
Pittsburgh. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, while I support in 
principle the legislation before us, 
and I understand where Mr. Wagner is 
coming from and I really do support 
the bill, I think really that we 
need to wait until, or if we pass 
this today, certainly pursue 
further, that after tomorrow's 
election, hopefully, the tax reform 
will pass. And if it does, and 1 
certainly hope it will because it's 
the only hope we have of getting any 
relief in this community, at that 
point I would like to see an 
independent regional authority 
created that would oversee all the 
entities that serve and provide the 
entertainment efforts on a regional 
basis, such as the Pirates, the 
Civic Arena, the Stadium, the Zoo, 
the Aviary and the Conservatory. 
All the things that the City of 
Pittsburgh residents, after they pay 
the same dollars to park, buy a 
hotdog and a ticket, have to reach 
into their pockets at the end of the 
year to pay the debt service for. 
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And, in the case of the Pirates, pay 
the bulk of the responsibility for 
keeping them here. 

Certainly the case is well- 
made , Mr. Wagner, that everybody 
should share in this. People forget 
that City residents also pay County 
taxes and it is time that this 
region paid for the amenities, not 
just the City of Pittsburgh 
taxpayers • But I think that the 
picture will become clear after 
tomorrow's election as to where we 
should be heading and in what 
direction to make this all happen* 
Thank you, 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
I think the resolution speaks for 
itself, with all due respect to 
Councilman Pollock and Councilwoman 
Madoff. The rhetoric, it's 
enjoyable, but at the same time it 
has no bearing, really, on this 
resolution. We're asking the County 
to contribute more money. It's as 
simple as that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to amplify Jeep's 
comments. Regardless of the 
politics or the election tomorrow 
and the politics that the resolution 
suggests, I'm going to support the 
resolution on the basic simple 
notion that the County is not paying 
its fair share. That was certainly 
one of my main opposition points 
originally in the Pirate bond issue 
which didn't take a lot of great 
political savvy or any great 
leadership. When you have a public 
bail-out, I don' t see that as any 
great act of government. If 
anything, it's my understanding the 
Pirates are worth $60 million to $80 


million now as a team. I would 
suggest that we sell the Pirates 
with a 30 year covenant in the lease 
and recoup that money and retire the 
bond issue that's burdening the 
backs of Pittsburgh taxpayers. 
Other than that. I'll support the 
resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, before you sell the 
Pirates, how about giving the Zoo to 
the County? 

The Chair: 

We're going to vote on this but 
first I'd like to say that you're 
right, Mr. Wagner, it's a lot of 
campaign rhetoric on both sides, 
especially the County officials 
saying that they had an equal 
partnership in this. And if you 
read the editorial pages, don't pay 
any attention to them because 
they're written by suburbanites who 
don't pay taxes to the City and they 
take their shots any way they can. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED.

Mr. Pollock presents 

No. 2419 WHEREAS, the men and 
women of the Pittsburgh Bureau of 
Police form one of the finest police 
forces in the nation and the 
overwhelming majority of them serve 
the people of Pittsburgh with 
uncommon dedication, courage and 
energy; and 

WHEREAS, as is the case with 
any group of imperfect human beings, 
there are individuals on the 
Pittsburgh Police Force vdio perform 
their duties in less than an 
acceptable manner and there are 
others who, from time to time, have 
lapses that warrant disciplinary 
action; and 

WHEREAS, the method of 
discipline for the Pittsburgh Police 
is determined by state law and 
consists of the formation of and 
ruling by a trial board; and 

WHEREAS, trials boards are 
currently formed by a lottery 
selection of police officers and 
this results in police officers 
sitting in judgment of their fellow 
officers; and 

f 

WHEREAS, over the years, the 
current system of peer judgment has 
frequently resulted in questionable 
determinations of guilt or 
discipline; and 

WHEREAS, State Representative 
Joseph Preston has introduced House 
Bill 1179 in the General Assembly 
and this bill would make important 
and much-needed changes to the 
City’s trial board system; and 

WHEREAS, the method of 
formation of the trial board 
proposed by Representative Preston 


would be for the City administration 
to appoint one member, the union 
representing the Police to appoint 
one member and these two members to 
agree on an independent arbitrator 
to serve as the third member of the 
trial board; and 

WHEBIEAS, this method of 
selection of trial boards would 
result in equal input from each side 
along with an impartial individual 
to weigh the evidence, to consider 
the opinions of his or her fellow 
trial board members and to make a 
fair and reasonable decision. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh does hereby express 
support for House Bill 1179 and 
urges the members of the General 
Assembly to pass this important 
legislation as expeditiously as 
possible. 

The Chair: 

Now, on the resolution as 
amended. 

Hr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, as I indicated last week, I 
don't believe this Council should be 
giving away its authority to State 
government to determine how the City 
of Pittsburh Trial Board is 
structured. I indicated last week 
that I feel that should be in the 
hands of this Council rather than 
the legislative body in Harrisburg 
because the far majority of over 200 
legislators do not represent the 
City of Pittsburgh. Approximately 
190 of the 203 do not represent the 
City of Pittsburgh. Why should we 
have a legislator from Montgomery 
County, Buck's County, Scranton, 
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Erie, Harrisburg, Philadelphi or 
wherever, determining how this Trial 
Board and this City functions? We 
are the only City within the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania that 
has that structure. 

Last week I spoke with Senator 
Scanlon. Senator Scanlon told me 
that he is going to introduce a bill 
to repeal the present legislation in 
Harrisburg to give the authority 
back to this City so that we can 
determine how the Trial Board is 
structured rather than Harrisburg. 
I think that's the position this 
Council should be taking and not 
suggesting that others in Harrisburg 
that do not represent the residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh determine 
how our Trial Board is structured. 
There's no doubt about it, we need 
an improvement, but let the 
improvement take place from City 
government rather than State 
government. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I found it rather humorous 
that the day this legislation was 
presented by Mr. Pollock and a lot 
of rhetoric went on at the table, a 
lot of strong feelings, it was never 
picked up at all by any of the 
newspapers because they felt, 
obviously, it was a political attack 
indirectly as things evolved by 
using examples, certainly by myself 
and others, of how we don' t even 
have an ethics code. And I find it 
amusing that that same day, the 
ethics code - I'm going to tie the 
two together - was dissolved in the 
papers• 

Now, how do we go ahead when we 
don't have either an ethics code, we 
have the State telling us — I'm 


making a point, Ben, if you'll bear 
with me a minute. The State should 
not be overseeing a lot of the 
things that we're doing. It's 
unfortunate that they do have the 
power and we need an enabling act. 
If we were to perceive that we want 
to continue with letting the State 
run whether it's our ethics 
regulations or whether it's the 
Appeal Board or any of the other 
things that they have control over 
our situation here in the City 
because we are, unfortunately, 
categorized as a second-class 
City. We do not have our own — 
Even with our own Code we serve to 
govern us as we really don't. We 
need enabling acts on almost 
everything. We can't blow our 
nose. People ask me all the time, 
why don't we get the suburbanites to 
pay their fair share. We don't have 
an enabling act. 

In the same way, we don't have 
the power under present law to 
appoint our own trial board. We 
just don't have that power. I think 
it's time we got that power back. 
How we get it, I don't know. But it 
would seem to me that, as proposed, 
we ought to be making same changes 
very quickly in the Police Trial 
Board because I think if you ask 
police officers on a one-on-one, 
privately, they are never going to 
testify against a colleague, 
somebody they may have to be out in 
the field with, somebody they may be 
called upon to protect in the line 
of duty or have them protecting 
their lives. It is really an unfair 
situation we've placed our police 
officers in and a revamping of the 
Trial Board would be very 
productive. But I'm not sure that 
we can do it by virtue of the State 
doing it. Something has to give. 
There has to be some legislation. 
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I'm noC so sure how we go about it 
and I think rather than having a 
resolution in Council, we need to 
have an in-depth post agenda or 
hearing with our legal advisors, 
with the State Legislators, to see 
how to proceed in an orderly 
fashion. I don't think we're going 
to get anywhere here today; I think 
it's going to be an impasse. 

Mr. Pollock: 

You know, it's curious. Last 
week when we were in Council 
discussing the ethics bill, some 
members of Council, including Mr. 
Wagner, said that the ethics bill 
should be amended by the Home Rule 
Charter and the language used was, 
"This Council shouldn't have the 
ability to change things from time 
to time; it should be permanent". 
And now the same Mr. Wagner says 
that the State shouldn't be changing 
their Trial Board system, City 
Council should. And when 1 said 
last week in Council that the exact 
reason why this State should change 
the Trial Board system was so that 
the whims of Council from year to 
year should not be influenced and 
must have a trial board system 
changed depending upon the make-up 
of Council, we're now saying that 
this isn't the way it should be. 
So, it's always a question of where 
you want your position to be and 
then you try to find the position 
behind it to somehow support it. 

What I find especially curious 
is, if anyone would look at what's 
in this bill and how the Trial Board 
system would be made up as a result 
of it, how can anyone find a better 
way so that even^if. Heaven forbid, 
this Council did have the authority 
to determine how the Trial Board 
system would be, this would be, in 


fact, the best way for a Trial Board 
system to be identified, to have 
input from the bargaining unit, to 
have input from the Administration, 
and those two individuals choosing 
an independent third arbitrator to 
make the decision, the three of 
them, and when they make their 
decision in private they would have 
all three people there discussing 
it. And you would have the position 
of the bargaining unit and the 
position of the Administration 
represented. So it wouldn't be just 
simply three citizens, • and it 
wouldn't be simply just three police 
officers; it would be all sides 
represented and the big winner would 
be the public. 

And as I made a point last 
week, and this is as extremely 
relevant as can be, we are putting 
police officers, good faith, 
responsible, rational, caring police 
officers, in an untenable 
position. We are asking them to 
ride in a squad car, to ask their 
fellow officers for backup, to put 
their lives into the hands of their 
fellow officers one day and the next 
day to sit in judgment of those 
officers. It is something that 
cannot be done, should not be done, 
and the fact that it has gone on as 
long as it has is a tragedy. It's 
not fair to these individuals and it 
has to be changed as soon as 
possible. And the ideal way is the 
way that this bill, 1179, proposes 
it. So, it's pure, typical, 
political, empty-headed, demagogic 
rhetoric to say that we should have 
the power to do it because, even if 
we did have the power to do it, we 
could not devise a more appropriate 
method. It's just trying to escape 
the issue by saying that the State 
shouldn't do it. Everything that 
the State does impacts the City of 
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Pittsburgh and until we succeed £rom 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, we 
better face that fact. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Hr. President and members of 
Council, I just want to give 
everyone an update. When the Trial 
Board was originally formed, it was 
back in 1963 under the present 
structure, that*s over 25 years 
ago. I am not arguing with an 
intent to improve the Trial Board; 1 
am arguing the point that we should 
not permit people outside of the 
City determine who this City runs 
and how it functions. 

Back in 1963 the Trial Board 
was formed by our State elected 
officials in Harrisburg, of which, 
again, 90 percent do not represent 
the City of Pittsburgh. During the 
interim period between 1963 and 
1989, there was a Home Rule Charter 
passed in 1976 by the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh. The intent 
and the purpose behind the Home Rule 
Charter was to give the City better 
direction within itself and not keep 
looking towards Harrisburg for every 
decision we had to make. Since 
1976, the City has determined it's 
own direction to a much greater 
degree on all issues. There's no 
reason why we shouldn't do the same 
with the Trial Board system. Even a 
State Senator from Pittsburgh, Mr. 
Scanlon has said that. 

Now, I don't see why even any 
State Legislator or any State 
Senator representing the City of 
Pittsburgh would not want to see the 
authority to change the Trial Board 
sitting in these Chambers rather 
than the Chambers in Harrisburg. I 
support them repealing the existing 
legislation in Harrisburg and giving 


the authority back to the City, as 
is the case with every other 
municipality in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. Those municipalities 
determine their own trial board 
system. There's no reason why the 
City of Pittsburgh should not do the 
same. I strongly recommend the 
State Legislators that are coming up 
with ideas, and State Senators, 
other than giving the authority back 
to the City, to devote more 
attention to State issues; the State 
roads that need to be improved in 
this City, Route 51, a State road, 
and many, many other is sue s, and 
give us the authority back within 
this legislative body to determine 
how the Trial Board should be 
structured. 

Nr. Ferlo: 

The only thing I support in the 
present bill is the general 
principle expressed in that there 
would be a three-party composition 
to the Trial Board, the officer, the 
Administration spokesperson and a 
third-party of mutual agreement to 
those two initial parties. But I 
would argue on a practical and a 
political level that it could more 
readily be obtained through the 
collective bargaining process with 
the F.O.P. and I think we need a 
strong Mayor that can step in and 
deal in the collective bargaining 
process with reform of the Trial 
Board as well as other things that 
are problematic with the bureaucracy 
that has been created as a result of 
the merger of the Department of 
Public Safety. In fact, I think 
that's more of an important issue 
than the issue of the Trial Board 
which has been blown up into a last 
minute, pre-primary, political 
issue. So, I would argue in favor 
of the principle but I'm voting no 
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on this resolution. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the resolution?

Regarding Bill 2364 which is

through or push it through without 
input from all people concerned.

The 
amendments to the language of the 
bill are correctly amended in the 
final copy 9 but we did not make a 
motion to change the title of this 
section of the Act. I don't think 
"Ethics Seminar" is an appropriate 
title for this section because it 
concerns more than just a seminar. 
As I said, this motion wasn't made 
to change the title, so I would hope 
we could go back to what, in fact, 
should be before us. But if, in 
fact, it is the desire to change the 
title, I think that a more 
appropriate title would be "Ethics 
Education" as opposed to "Ethics 
Seminar". So, whatever the will of 
Council would be, if the Council 
wants to leave it as "Ethics 
Training", it would be fine with me. 

The Chair: 

I have no preference one way or 
the other. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Why don't we leave it as 
"Ethics Training" then, if that's 
alright. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On Bill 2365, regarding the 
ethics, I've been thinking about 
this a lot. Reading this bill and 
also reviewing the discussion that 
we had in the Committee Session, I'm 
going to vote no on this legislation 
regarding an Administrative change 
because I believe very strongly that 
if we're serious about making it a 
long-term commitment, we should be 
favoring a Charter referendtim 
question that would include not only 
elected officials but major 
administrative units of government, 
directors. Authority directors, and 


the like. 

So, I'm not going to vote in 
favor of the present language of 
this bill. I will support a 
referendum or amend Mr. Pollock's 
referendum that he has submitted 
today because I believe one should 
be with the other. We shouldn't do 
the employees under the 
Administrative Municipal Code; we 
should do it under the Home Rule 
Charter along with the elected 
officials. And to use Mr, Pollock's 
same rationale on the State*bill, we 
don't want it changed with the whim 
of any particular Council. If we 
codify it into the nninicipal law, 
the Home Rule Charter, it's going to 
be a long-term principle that is 
expressed by City government. 

So, I would favor a Charter 
change that covers elected officials 
as well as major directors and units 
of government. For that reason. 
I'll be voting no on the legislation 
today. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I want to apologize. I'm 
very, very tired, as I'm sure most 
of us are, and I was running two 
issues together trying to make a 
point and perhaps I was garbled. 
I'd like to be very on-target with 
this issue. 

I think it's inappropriate for 
us to proceed with this ethics code, 
although I don't think anyone is 
going to vote against it and I will 
certainly not vote against the 
premise — nobody wants to be 
percieved as saying we're not for 
ethics. But the issue is really 
much more serious than the 
perception or that everybody says, 
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**l'm for what’s right'*. The issue 
is very simple. The same day that 
Mr. Pollock proposed this training 
program for those people who are 
elected and people who are in key 
positions in the City to learn at 
least what's in the Ethics Code, it 
was decided that there should be an 
abandonment of the entire Ethics 
Department of the State of 
Pennsylvania and indeed a new ethics 
position should be created, a new 
commission, and the ethics 
regulations clearly defined. 

I think before we proceed on 
this bill what we need to do is to 
hold a public hearing. I've talked 
to the Mayor about this, I've talked 
to the Administration; this Council 
should hold a public hearing and 
find out what the public perceives 
should be the ethical behavior of 
their elected officials and those 
who administer the City. 

There is no doubt that some of 
the issues before us in the 
political arena today such as, did 
someone violate the Code of Ethics, 
can be subject to interpretation. 
But ethics is perception and ethics 
is something we know in our hearts 
as either right or wrong. And it 
would seem to me that although one 
could argue that the County is a 
separate entity from the County 
authorities, nevertheless, I think 
it's certainly questionable and 
someone would certainly say, or ask 
the question, is there the 
perception of violation of ethics 
when a County Controller, for 
example, makes money as counsel to 
the underwriters on almost $1 
billion worth of bonds and mostly 
County Authority bonds. Does anyone 
really believe, while it may be 
perceived as being legal, he may 
have an opinion from the Ethics 


Commission, does anyone really 
believe there's not a conflict of 
interest? And the conflict of 
interest, really, is where we get to 
ethics. Where is the conflict of 
interest and is it legal or not 
legal is not even the question. 

I believe that before we pass 
this bill, I would like to ask my 
colleague to hold the bill, 
introduce a Code of Ethics for this 
Council because I know he's working 
on one and has been since he got to 
Council, have this Council review it 
through a public hearing, and then, 
say once we have a Code of Ethics 
that we will endeavor to inform 
pppple at least what the Code is and 
maybe newly elected or taking jobs 
within the City and encourage them 
to adhere to that Code. I would 
like to see built into it more than 
just some language, some rhetoric, 
but some really biting repercussions 
if somebody violates what we 
perceive to be our Code of Ethics. 

This is just window dressing it 
saying, "Well, aren't we all for the 
good things in life? We certainly 
would behave ethically and we're 
going to look at the State Ethics 
Code". Well, the State doesn't have 
a Code as of this moment. It's 
about to create one. So, why are we 
saying, let's incorporate the State 
Ethics Code; why don't we create our 
own. And I would ask my colleague 
to withdraw this bill until the time 
that we can come up with — I'll 
vote for it because I'm certainly 
for the right thing; I'm for being 
ethical. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman and Council, I 
asked last Wednesday that the word 
"Training" would be deleted and that

’’Seminar” would be put in. It's 

right as I had asked and we approved 
of Bill 2365 because there wouldn’t 
be a test to it. That's the reason 
we deleted the word "Training” and 
put in the word "Seminar”. 

Mr, Pollock: 

Otis, I changed it from 

"Training” to "Seminar" in the bill 
but for the titled of the bill there 
are other parts of it besides just 
the training. There’s also the 

providing of the Code and so 
forth. So, for the title of the 
whole section, I thought the title 

should be more than just "Seminar" 
because there’s more to it than 
seminar. So, I’d like to leave that 
as "Training" or else change it to 
"Education”. 

The Chair: 

Let me ask you a question, 
Mark, and then we're going to vote; 
it’s up to you. Do you want to hold 
this an incorporate all of it into 
your Home flule Charter change rather 
than just separating the employees 
and the directors from the public 
officials, or do you want to vote on 
this bill? 

Mr Pollock: 

I would do that if — 

Mr, Lyons: 

Point of Order. When you said 
officials, I think it should be made 
clear that this was for elected 
officials and not public officials. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It’s the other way arotind. 


The Chair: 

This bill that we’re voting on 
right now is not for elected 
officials; it's for appointed 
officials, directors, and any 
employee of the City of Pittsburgh 
that must file an ethics 
statement. We are already removed 
from this, 

Now, what I’m asking, please, 
Mr. Pollock, do you want to recommit 
this bill and combine them all 
together for a Home Rule Charter 
change? It’s up to you. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I understand what you’re 
saying, and it's a good suggestion, 
but if we pass this today, then if I 
amend the Home Rule Charter 
provision and Council agrees to 
incorporate all these officials into 
one Charter amendment, and that 
passes, then I would rescind this 
ordinance. 

The Chair: 

There’s no doubt in my mind, 
I'm voting for it either way, but 
there’s no doubt in my mind that if 
you combine it all in one that it 
will pass this Council.

Mr. President, on Bill 2421, as 
we stated last week during the 
Committee Meeting, I still feel 
there's a lot of questions and I 
think there is need for added 
discussion with the H.J. Heinz 
Company, especially in my opinion to 
the use of union labor for their 
project. So, I'll be voting no on 
this bill. 


Mr. Coyne: 

That is what Mr. McDermott 

said. 

Nr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'm voting against the 
recommittal. I think we should move 
on this piece of legislation 
today. There has been information 
provided to Council, all members of 
Council, answering some questions 
that were put forth at the last 
Committee Meeting. Probably one of 
the most significant items in it is 
the water bill of H.J. Heinz Company 
on an annual basis which exceed 
$800,000 a year. This capital 
project is a little over $800,000 a 
year; actually almost equal to their 
annual water bill. But, as was 
indicated by Director McDermott at 
that Standing Committees Meeting a 
week and a half ago, this project 
must move ahead as quickly as 
possible and I don't believe this 
Council should delay it. This 
involves the building of a new plant 
at Heinz. It is an $80 million 
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project and involves keeping over 
700 jobs in the City of Pittsburgh 
and I think this Council should send 
a positive signal that we support 
that effort. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think there i s anyone 
who doesn't support the effort, but 
I think that in an attempt to try to 
be professional and get information 
in a timely manner, since the 
answers just came in, I don't think 
that Mr. Coyne is being an 
obstructionist; he's merely saying, 
"Let's do our homework and let's 
know what we're voting on", and I 
support him in that endeavor. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I asked that the bill be held 
last week in order to bring Director 
Sciulli and others to the table for 
further questioning; obviously, I'm 
going to support Mr. Coyne today in 
his attempt to recommit this bill. 

We don't have all of the 
questions answered. On the 
questions that were directed to Mr. 
Sciulli from the Water Department by 
the City Clerk, I will note that 
there is inaccurate and lack of 
information on a number of 
questions. The only thing that is 
accurate is that we know, 
apparently, what their water bill 
last year was, which was about 
$816,000. 

Concerning the donation of 
$820,000 to hel; out Heinz, I think 
before we can do that, I would 
comfortably like to know from the 
company why it is they need this 
donation from the City ratepayers to 
assist them in their plant 
renovation and expansion. We have 


not received any information from 
thi s company, or from the 
Administration, as to why the 
ratepayers of the City of Pittsburgh 
have to donate $820,000 to help 
relocate a 48 inch main. 

The questions that were 
directed to Mr, Sciulli were not 
fully answered. He answered "maybe" 
on the issue of the delegation of 
this construction activity, will 
union contractors be hired or will 
the prevailing wage be required. 
And the best you can answer here is 
"maybe", he's answering. 

He's not sure on the question 
that I asked about all of the 
water. Will all of the water from 
the company be metered in the 
future? It is important to note 
that while they have an $816,000 
bill, I've been led to believe that 
they also take out a significant 
amount of water from Pittsburgh's 
so-called fourth river, and I 
believe that if we're going to make 
this investment, that all of the 
water that they take should come 
through the system so that they can 
benefit, ultimately, all of the 
ratepayers. 

But there's a lot of questions 
that need to be answered. There's 
no reason to rush the judgment on 
this. The Administration did not 
come to the table and say that 
deadlines are fast approaching; they 
just said, as usual, it's the 11th 
hour. Council has to act like a 
rubber stamp, hurry up and please do 
this. So, there's a lot of 
questions that have to be answered. 

The bill itself doesn't have 
the traditional caveat of "This will 
become law immediately upon the 
Mayor's signature", so I don't 
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believe that there's any great hurtx 
and, even if there is, that's 
tough. I'm sick and tired of the 
Administration coming to Council all 
the time as a way of circumventing 
discussion, dialogue and interaction 
on an issue and whisk it through us 
and say, "We have to do it and if 
you don't do it, you're the bad 
guys." I think we should recommit 
the bill. 


with the Brauns people, and we 
offered them everything, we offered 
them plants, we offered them free 
land, we offered them tax free 
incentives, we offered them 
equipment. And yet, a company 
that's here, that has been here, 
j^t's their home, they're a world¬ 
wide company, and we're going to 
argue over an $800,000 bill. To me, 
it doesn't make sense. 


Mr. DePasquale: 

I'm more confused than ever. 
First, Mr. Wagner said that time is 
an element; then Mr. Ferlo said no, 
it isn't. What is the story? Is 
one week going to kill this bill or 
not? 

The Chair: 

Mr. Coyne answered that best. 
When Mr. McDermott came to the 
table, he did say that time was of 
the essence and he wanted to push 
this bill through. 

I would ask you not to recommit 
the bill. We are sending a bad 
signal and I think they are the 
ratepayers and the ratepayers 
benefit by Heinz. They employ over 
700 people; they've been a stalwart 
in this community for over 100 years 
and we need them. We stay on this 
floor and we yell and we try to 
pursuade other companies to stay 
here, we try to go out and bring 
companies here, and then we debate 
over a bill like this, and I respect 
all of you and I'm not saying 
anything I didn't say last 
Wednesday, but it's benefltting the 
people of this City and by us voting 
this down or recommitting this, we 
are sending a bad message. We sat 
with the same people and we try to 
meet with the American Electives and

Mr. Ferlo: 


Discussion on the bill. Mr. 
Chairman, I diametrically oppose any 
diatribes that have been placed on 
the table before us here regarding 
this, and the simple reason is that 
I think this is the position that 
the City should have taken a long 
time ago in keeping the company 
here. We need an investment. It's 
a one percent investment, if you 
want to look at it that way, and 
certainly I think the City should go 
to all the businesses that are left 
here in Pittsburgh and see what they 
can do, what kind of investment that 
they can put forth, to keep that 
company here in the City. 

In the first place, Heinz has a 
great foundation. A lot of people 
live by that and it furnishes monies 
to a lot of our institutions and 
other things in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

And at the present, the 
economic development team of Alabama 
is here in Pittsburgh now dangling 
amenities in front of companies to 
come to Alabama. And I think this 
should be one of the primary things 
that the Administration should look 
at. We have lost Honeywell and 
Koppers; maybe we should have done 
that a long time ago so we could 
save these. The last one is 
Brauns. We have Nabisco out there 
that's running on a five-year 
program which probably three years 
of it have already gone. We should 
be out there looking. What can we 
do to invest there from the City to 
keep the companies and to keep the 
people in work here. This is my 
reason for supporting the Heinz 
bill.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Discussion. First of all, this is a 40 inch main. Why does it have to 
be moved and why would we have to pay for it? 

Mr. McDermott: 

In their expansion of their facility, there will be a new building built 
on top of the existing line. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Why can*t there just be a tunnel or a right-of-way? 

Mr. McDermott: 

This happens to be one of the highest pressured lines on the entire city 
water system, and I think the risk is too high, and Heinz agrees; they don’t 
want to take the risk of sitting a building on top. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

There is no way they can construct the expansion without all of the rate 
payers having to pay for an $820,000.00 moving of a 40 inch main? 

Mr. McDermott: 

From an engineering standpoint, it is best advisable to move that line. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I am trying to play the devil's advocate here, because I want somebody 
from the Administration to defend the fact that the rate payers totally will 
pay for this $820,000.00. Why should we do that? If I were in your seat, I 
would be giving you some good reasons why we shouldn' t, but there are also 
some reasons why we should. How much is U.J. Heinz' water bill? 

Mr. McDermott: 

I can't answer that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I was hoping Director Sciulli was going to be here today, because I have 
a number of questions about this allocation. I think we have to do everything 
in our power to help Heinz in their expansion. It is important to maintain 
and keep and preserve jobs there. The issue, though, is who should pay for 
the $820,000.00 and if there are some reasons why that burden should be shared 
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by the Pittsburgh rate payers^ then I think the Administration should come 
forward to the table and talk about the cost benefit of this allocation, and I 
have some questions specifically for Director Sciulli involving this 
allocation. 

Mr. McDermott is contending that because of the construction of the 
plant, it really necessitates not building on top of it and relocating the 
line. I would like to know, because I have heard a rumor, that H.J. Heinz 
does not buy all of its water from the city, that they actually take water 
free from the underground river. I would like to know if that is true or not 
true. If it is the case, I think if we are going to put up the §820,000.00 
for repair and for the company to maintain and grow in the city, I would like 
to see all their water that comes in the plant on a meter. I think every 
citizen is owed that, and any other business is owed that. I have some 

questions for Director Sciulli. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Fcrlo: 

Mr. Woods, I don*t dispute any of that and that is not really the 

issue. One, I think we should know more fully exactly what is happening on 
the relocation of this line; secondly, I am scill not totally convinced, and I 
would like to hear from the Water and Sewer Authority or Mr. Sciulli, as to 
why this expansion of the company necessitates building right over the 40 inch 
main as opposed to having a tunnel or right-of-way and not have this 
construction; thirdly, who is doing the work? It implies from the second 
resolution, which all of a sudden appeared, 2421, that we are creating a trust 
fund, and am I not to believe that the company itself is doing this work and 
we are subcontracting with them, which is totally unusual? We are now not 
having the public sector, either Engineering or Construction or the Water and 
Sewer Authority, do something, we are basically creating a unique trust fund 

for the company to do this work by themselves. By what authority are they 

doing this? 

Mr. McDermott: 

You have asked about four or five questions. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Unfortunately, some of my questions are not going ot be answered by you. 
Mr. McDermott: 

I thought I answered a couple of them. Particularly the fact that from 
an engineering standpoint, we would not recommend building up, that due to the 
expansion of the plant that the Heinz Company is proposing, the line has to be 
relocated. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


I haven't seen any plans* Why does the plant have to be right over our 
40 inch main? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The site is rather constrained by East Ohio Street and the railroad and 
the river, and they can only expand longitudinally on their site, width wise 
there is no room for expansion. Even with the expansion they are proposing, 
the water line has to be snaked through the site because of the constraints, 
property constraints. 

Mr. Ferlos 

What does this 40 inch main service, who does it service? All the 
Downtown customers? 

Mr. McDermott: 

All over the North Side. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Who is going to be disrupted for how long? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Nobody will be disrupted. The new line will be completed prior to the 
old line being cut out of service, and with the changes that we have been 
making to the system over the last four years, we would be able to back all 
customers while the connections are being made. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So this construction activity would be parallel to the line standing in 
place? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Close to parallel. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So there would not be an actual disruption of services? 

Mr. McDermott: 

No, there will not. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


Who is doing the work? 

Mr. McDermott: 

This work will be — Let me answer that maybe indirectly. The Heinz 
Company came to us with their schedule for their expansion. There was a 
window to get this water line built. We could not get it built to meet their 
window under normal practices of design, contract award, bid and 
construction. They want to put this line under construction in July. The 
only way we could do this is have them build it with a maximum not to exceed 
cost of $820,000.00. If they exceed that, that is their problem. That 
includes cost of construction and right-of-way that they will grant us free of 
charge. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Has there ever been an example in the history of this city that we have 
obligated a responsibility to a private company to do something that is a 
municipal responsibility? Name me one example. 

Mr. McDermott: 

Off hand, I can't. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

There has never been, that is unique in itself. Maybe there is good 
reasoning for it, mayber there is bad, but I think that warrants further 
discussion. What guarantees do we have, what controls, what responsibilities 
and obligations does the company have? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The cooperation agreement between the city and H.J. Heinz Company 
stipulates that the design will be reviewed and approved by our department. 
The construction of the line will be inspected by our personnel and will be 
tested, and no payment will be made until the lines have been tested and 
accepted to our standards. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Will the prevailing wage prevail? Will the prevailing wage be required 
as they are contracting out? 

Mr. McDermott: 

No. 
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Mr. Ferlo 


You are telling me the Pittsburgh taxpayers are going to let this company 
have $820,000.00, they will be given a check, a trust fund will be created, 
they will do the work and they will not have the prevailing wage requirement? 

Mr. McDermott: 

I can't answer that because I don't know what the contract stipulations 
that the entire plant addition will be put out under. You would have to ask 
H.J. Heinz Company. 

Mr. Ferlo: 


Mr. Chairman, in all due respect to Mr. McDermott who is certainly 
qualified to answer the questions he has answered, I think there are a number 
of other questions and more discussion that should take place here. And I 
personally want to talk to either a representative of the Authority or 
Director Sciulli. If we have to vote on this today, I am voting no on it. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

In response to you, Mr. Chairman, in all due respect I disagree with 
you. It is not clear to me that we have to rush to judgment on this bill. 
There are a number of outstanding questions. I would still like to know if 
after completing this construction activity the H.J. Heinz will have all its 
water going through a meter of which they are paying a bill for, or do they 
still tap into another river free of charge, which nobody else has the 
capability of doing in the city. I would like that question answered. 

Secondly, unless there is some urgent timetable, maybe there is, I don't 
know, I see no reason why we can't have other discussion next week, Wednesday 
or whenever the next meeting is, and have the other Authority and Mr. Sciulli 
present to discuss the issue. 

Thirdly, I will point out that Heinz' CEO is the highest paid CEO in the 
state. This is a company that I certainly think we want to keep in Pittsburgh 
and we want to help. But there are companies that need help from the public 
sector and from the rate payers, in this case of the Water Authority, and 
there are some companies that don't. I don't think that this transaction that 
the whole Heinz reconstruction of the plant $90 million deal, hedges on this 
kind of creative financing, which Is basically a mini pirate bond issue 
here. I am just not comfortable voting for it. I believe in helping 
companies and corporations out here If jobs are actually threatened or if it 
is a company that is actually in need. If you look at the financial records 
of H.J. Heinz, they are not in need of a public bail out, and that is what 
this $820,000.00 represents. 
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(Deleted text.) 


Mr. Perlo: 

Again, several here are making me sound like 1 am the bad guy; I am not 
the bad guy. It is important to recognize the tremendous contributions that 
this corporation has made to the city and to the work force that enjoys having 
a livelihood there, as Mr. Woods rightfully points out. Many of the jobs 
there, if not all, are in various unions. United Food and Commercial Workers, 
among others. That is really not the issue before us today. I cannot 
comfortably vote on this legislation because of a myriad of questions that I 
have which I think are fair, reasonable, legitimate. As is typical of this 
Administration, the previous Administration, unfortunately our current Mayor, 
it is always the 11th hour that they come to the table, and it is very 
limiting to us as a legislative body, that is not supposed to sit here like a 
bunch of bumps on a log, that is what I feel I am by not having the right to 
ask and ascertain certain information to some of the questions I have alluded 
to currently. 

I am voting no on this legislation on that principle without any respect 
to the merits of the legislation. I think it is irresponsible and unfair to 
the rate payers not to have discussion on this bill. I am not comfortable 
about the prevailing wage issue, I would like to see a commitment from the 
company. Secondly, I hope we would spend as much energy bailing out and 
helping the Braun's workers set up an employee-owned company to the tune of 
$820,000.00. 

It is always the case that this city and the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority, if it is big business in the city, we flock to the agenda, we flock 
to the table to immediately write out the checks. But when it is somebody 
else, another group of workers, it just doesn't own up. It is not a fair 
situation. 

I would wish my colleagues here who are so zealous about giving large 
companies that are profitable windfalls like this, would equally vote to 
assist other kind of development projects. Some of you have in the past and I 
hope you will do that in the future. But I am voting no on the bill. 

(EMD OF REMARKS) 

(Transcribed by Helen L. Kriebel) 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

Secondly, if the suggestion is 
that this company is somehow going 
to be enticed to move to Alabama, I 
would suggest that they also would 
have to take their Senator with 
them, and I don't think that's going 
to be happening. 

There's no disagreement with 
wanting to help out companies. I 
don't object to that. I'd be the 
first to wave the flag and say, 
"Anything we can do to help a 
company, we should do it." The 
distinction is, we should be helping 
companies that are actually in 
need. No information has been 
presented to this table and to this 
Cotincil that I'm aware of that in 
any way suggests that this company 
is a failing company or is a company 
that is borderline in its profit 
margin. First of all, nothing could 
be further from the truth; this is a 
highly profitable company that is 
doing very well on the national, if 
not the international, food market. 

I'm all for giving people 
assistance, especially when it's 
coming off the backs of the water 
ratepayers in the City of 
Pittsburgh. But it should go 
logically and rationally to those 
companies who actually need 
assistance or are in some way 
threatened with a closing or moving 
or faltering of any sort. I don't 
think that's the case with H.J. 
Heinz Company. 

There are a number of questions 
that are important. This is the 
only time in the history of the City 
of Pittsburgh that I know of, and no 
one else has been able to say 
otherwise, where we have actually 
delegated a construction activity 


for something that happens in the 
public sector. We are allowing this 
private company to relocate a 48 
inch water main, something we've 
never been able to do • Maybe some 
here will argue that that's a good 
precedent and maybe the next time we 
want to redo the Public Safety 
Building or build a bridge in this 
City, we should contract directly 
with a company and just get rid of 
Mr. McDermott and the Engineering 
and Construction Department in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

I don't know if that's the 
case, but it' s important to note 
that this is a very unique 
arrangement, something that's never 
been done before, and I chink it has 
a lot of meaning and there are a lot 
of questions that need to be 
answered regarding the overseeing of 
this construction activity. 

Again, this is not something 
the City government is doing itself; 
this is something — We're creating 
a trust fund, we're taking $820,000 
from the Water and Sewer Authority 
ratepayers, we're putting it into, 
basically, a savings account for 
H.J. Heinz and they can spend up to 
$820,000 to redo something that is 
Che City's responsibility; and that 
is, relocating a 48 inch water main. 

I'm still unhappy about the 
questions of whether or not we even 
have to remove or move or relocate 
the 48 inch main. I can't 
understand why some other kind of 
configuration of this plant can't be 
constructed in such a way that we 
don't even have to go through this 
activity. Those questions, there 
has been no dialogue in Council, no 
questions whatsoever answered 
regarding that fundamental question 
of why is this activity needed in 
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Che first place. 

Secondly, I Chink it is the 
circumvention of the prevailing wage 
requirement, which I*m opposed Co. 
As far as I*m concerned, jobs with 
dignity in the City of Pittsburgh 
are union jobs or at least jobs that 
pay the prevailing wage 
requirement. There's nothing bad 
about that, if people in this City 
have decent wages, they have money 
to spend, they have money to pay for 
their bills, to contribute to the 
local church, what have you. So, 
good jobs at good wages is not 
rhetoric; it's something that is 
important to the City of Pittsburgh 
and I resent the fact that this is 
circumventing the prevailing wage 
requirement. 

So, for all of those reasons, 
and many more, I'm adamantly opposed 
to this contribution, donation, to a 
highly profitable company, and I'm 
voting no. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I just want to follow up on the 
comments that Mr. Woods made under 
discussion on the recommittal. I 
could probably name 57 reasons why 
we should pass this bill and I can't 
name any reasons why we shouldn't. 
Chat are productive. I think we've 
discussed this long enough. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Members of Council, it's really 
unfortunate that this has descended 
into rhetoric and hyberbole because, 
really and truly, the issue is not 
Heinz and it's not the water line. 
I personally will vote to give Heinz 
a water line. I'm very familiar; 
that's been my committee for over 20 
years. I know that the water line 


has to be moved. I know that's the 
infrastructure of this City. In 
order to keep a company here, we 
have to provide the proper 
infrastructure. 

The issue before us, and my 
support of Mr. Coyne, is simply that 
we can no longer continue to be 
stonewalled by not getting 
appropriate information in a timely 
fashion. They're turning the 

position of wanting to wait a wi3SF: 
to get information into an attitude 
that we are anti^Heinz is. absolute 
lunacy and really does a disservice 
to this body and to Heinz and to the 
future negotiations and interaction 
that we're going to have. 

My position is very simple and 
very straightforward. For years and 
years and years I have watched 
where, someone said at the 11th 
hour, we've been told, "If you don't 
vote in 20 minutes, we're going to 
miss the summer building season and 
we're not going to have the 
project." I'm tired of it. This is 
not a matter of saying we don't want 
Heinz, we're not going to give them 
the infrastructure, we're not going 
to work with them, that we're 
sending the wrong message. What 

we're saying is, one week is not 
going to affect whether Heinz stays 
in business or not. It's not going 
to affect whether they're going to 
get their water line. And maybe 
having them build their own water 

line is a very good idea, although I 
certainly support having the proper 
wages and jobs with dignity. I 
think we should not shirk our 

responsibility in that area. 

But the issue before us today, 
from my perspective, is very 

simple. It is not Heinz; it is not 
the water line. It is, will the 
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Administration continue to come 
before this Cotincil 10 minutes 
before a vote and sayi "if you don't 
vote for it right now, you're 
responsible. Council; it's on your 
back and you’re going to be viewed 
as being anti-business and anti-this 
and anti-that." Well that's sheer 
nonsense. As responsible people, we 
don't vote in a vacuum. We want to 
know the answers and we want to have 
the questions we've asked answered 
in a responsible manner that gives 
us something on which to base our 
votes in an intelligent way, not 
just saying, "Oh, we're wonderful; 
we're going to vote for Heinz 
because they are wonderful." They 
are wonderful and I support them. 
But that is not the question here 
today. I urge my colleagues to wait 
until we get answers to the 
questions• 

Mr. Vagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, there are certain bills 
that come in front of Council that 
we can legitimately disagree on. We 
can't disagree on this piece of 
legislation. It was in Committee a 
week and a half ago. Councilwoman 
Madoff, you left the table when the 
bill came up for discussion. Any 
questions could have been asked in 
regard to this bill. 

The comment has been made that 
this is not in the best interest of 
the ratepayers, the water ratepayers 
in the City of Pittsburgh. This 
company buys one-thirtieth of the 
water that is produced and sold by 
the City of Pittsburgh. This is in 
the best interest of the ratepayers 
to keep this plant in Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Ferlo indicated that it 
wouldn't leave Pennsylvania with 


Senator Heinz. You're right. It 
could leave the City of Pittsburgh, 
though. There are other sites that 
are very appropriate for plants of 
this type, at least in Allegheny 
County, if not Western Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Lyons made the point, I 
wish we could make an offer like 
this to Rockwell, to (Coppers, to 
Brauns, because everyone in this 
Chamber would vote in the best 
interest of those companies to keep 
them here if it was a capital 
improvement project costing 

$820,000. 

This company is spending over 
$80 million. It is keeping 750 jobs 
in Pittsburgh. It is in the best 
interest of Pittsburgh. This is a 
world-reknown company that produces 
a product that is sold world-wide 
with a Pittsburgh label on it. It's 
in our best interest to keep this 
plant in the City of Pittsburgh and 
if spending $820,000 is what we need 
to do, we should do it. 

Finally, I know the motion to 
put back in Committee was not 
achieved and we are voting on the 
bill. I would ask my colleagues to 
vote for this piece of 
legislation. This is a solid piece 
of legislation; it deserves 
unanimous support of Council. For 
us to send any other message would 
be wrong. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I think what 
needs to be understood here, at 
least I can speak for myself, my 
problem with the bill is that I 
agree with everything that's been 
said regarding the need of keeping 
companies in the City and the need 
for the City to work with private 
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corporations to generate public 
partnerships or just to make sure we 
keep business in the City. However, 
my attempt to have this bill 
recommitted and my no vote on this 
bill are going to be based solely on 
the fact that our questions haven't 
been answered. 

I'd like to point out the 
letter that Mr. Sciulli has sent to 
Mike Perry and City Council. On 
number one, his first answer says 
that we're doing this 48 inch water 
line and the subsequent damage that 
may occur to the proposed Heinz 
plant. 

On point number two, concerning 
the union company, he says that 
Heinz Company is operating with 
union labor, therefore I would 
assume they would engage a union 
contactor. 

The third point, other city 
investments, he says that this point 
may be more appropriately addressed 
by the Mayor's Office. 

The fifth one, it says that the 
Heinz Company may extract other 
water from underground sources. 

I think this clearly points out 
that our questions have not been 
answered. I mean, I'm in full 
support of cooperating with private 
industry, but, at the same time, as 
a legislative branch we need to have 
our questions answered if we're 
going to vote appropriately. I 
don't feel that this memo from Mr. 
Sciulli to Ci^y Council even comes 
close to answering the questions 
that we have. And until we do get 
clear answers, I'm going to vote no 
on this bill. 


Hie Chair: 

I want to say something. Mr. 
Coyne, I in no way suggested that 
you are against H.J. Heinz Company 
or you're not for companies staying 
here. I'm for this bill for the 
reasons that we try to entice other 
companies to come into our city and 
to our region and we give them tax 
abatements, and companies that are 
making big bucks. I remember when 
Governor Shapp gave Volkswagen the 
land for free and he put in railroad 
crossings and he did everything. 
Millions of dollars to bring them 
here. They're shut down and they're 
gone. 

Heinz isn't going anywhere, we 
know that, whether we give them this 
$800,000 or not. But, we should do 
it because if any other company 
wants to come in here, we'll give 
them a tax abatement of $50,000 or 
$100,000 a year, whatever it is, for 
five years and not blink an eye at 
it. So, we should tread our old 
companies just as we treat our new 
companies. That's why I'm voting 
for this bill and I urge all of you 
to pass this bill. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Question called for. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I would like a 
letter to go from Council to a local 
division of PennDOT concerning the 
Glenwood Bridge and the ramps 
approaching it. My office has been 
in touch with PennDOT and they said 
they're going to get it done as soon 
as spring comes. Spring i s here, 
and I do know that there has been a 
lot of rain lately, but the Lines 
need painted, there are lots of 
potholes on that bridge. It isn't a 
City bridge but I'm getting a lot of 
calls in the office saying, "Why 
isn't the City doing something about 
it?" 

Mr. Perlo seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, while we voted 
to approve to put the infrastructure 
in for Heinz, and I don't think 
anyone was opposed to Heinz which is 
why I voted as I did, that doesn't 
negate the fact that we need 


answers. I would like to request a 
post agenda, as soon as possible, 
with Mr. Sciulli being here and 
invite somebody from Heinz, We can 
no longer continue not to get 
answers to our questions. 

It doesn't matter that the vote 
has gone through; we need to let 
department heads know that we cannot 
accept the way they are responding 
to questions of this body. And I 
think it' s appropriate that we ask 
them to come to Council. 

The Chair: 

While you're doing that, invite 
someone from the Mayor's Office and 
also someone from Engineering and 
Construction. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. It's a good idea. 

On another matter. As we all 
have read in the paper, the bids for 
the recycling of our garbage have 
come in and I am, as Mr. Ferlo is, 
very distressed that this is being 
handled as a proprietary issue. I'm 
also amazed that the makeup of the 
Committee did not include anyone 
from Council. It doesn't really 
have to be a Councilmember; it could 
be somebody from GRIP, Group For 
Recycling In Pennsylvania, Lori 
Keefer, who I had act as a 
representative for myself go over to 
Europe to look at plants, recycling 
and incineration plants. We found 
that they had dioxins and had to be 
closed down in subsequent years• I 
have a certain amount of knowledge 
having worked in that field for 20 
years. I can't believe that we're 
not being invited to review the 
information. I, for one, will be 
very distressed if any contract is 
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awarded wirthouc this Council having 
input and evaluating the various 
systems. 

I have been in touch with the 
DER in Harrisburg, Department of 
Environmental Resources, to ask them 
to give me comparable cities with 
the same kind of topography, what 
can be done there and why we cannot 
do curbside separation. X don't 
think that's an issue that can be 
resolved strictly by the 
Administration without the input of 
this Council that is going to have 
to vote on the dollars that must be 
allocated. But, most important, 
this is not a secret, hush-hush, 
kind of entity and I am very, very 
upset that it is being handled in 
that manner. 

So, I would like to go on 
record, if my colleagues would 
support me, one, that we attend the 
hearing that Mr. Ferlo is scheduling 
for the 27th of June, and two, that 
even prior to that that we sit down 
with the Administration and make 
sure that the process becomes more 
democratic and open to those who 
might have some meaningful input, 
particularly DER and GRIP and GASP, 
for that matter, and any other group 
that feels they have something 
meaningful to add. And I would 
volunteer to serve on that 
committee, as I'm sure that Mr. 
Ferlo and others would be happy to 
do that. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, and mostly to Mr. Woods, I 
just received a letter about the 
dissolving of the Tax Study 
Commission. I understand your point 
that the referendum question failed; 
therefore, a commission to 


specificaXIy look. at. tax reform the 
way it was originally Intended and 
structured by the Commonwealth 
should not occur. But I would 
request of you, due to the fact that 
you put together such a significant 
group of people, to request these 
people to continue to stay together 
as a commission, maybe not for tax 
reform but to analyze our tax 
structure in the City of 
Pittsburgh. I think it's a high 
power group of people that obviously 
are dedicated or they would never 
have accepted your original, request, 
and I would like to see them look at 
our tax St rue t ur e the way it sits, 
even without tax reform. So, I am 
just making that request to you 
publicly and would like you to 
please entertain it. 

The Chair: 

I agree with you and I have 
spoken to them. They put a lot of 
hours in in the last month and they 
did talk about our present tax 
structure before they go to tax 
reform and they are giving us a full 
report and they have some very good 
suggestions. They're putting it 
down in writing and I will share 
that all with Council once they 
forward it to me. Yesterday was 
their last meeting and they met for 
some time yesterday. 

I would like to publicly thank 
all of them, and all of you for 
recommending these people, Dr. Leon 
Haley, Mr. Kenneth McCrory, Mrs. 
Doris Finch, Mr. Rick Swartz, Mr. 
Edward Savikas, Mr. Mark Schneider, 
Mr, William Ondeck and Mr. James 
Reich. I sent them all letters on 
behalf of Council thanking them. 

But, let' s see what their 
report says because they did talk to

me. Dr. Leon Haley said that he had 
a number of recommendations about 
our tax structure and they are 
reporting that to us. So, we'll see 
what happens from there. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I spoke with one 
of the membe rs of that c ommi 11 ee, 
the person that I recommended, Ken 
McCrory, and you may remember him 
from our Pirates input. He was the 
consulting firm that did the 
research on which we voted. He did 
tell me that even though the vote 
did not pass, that they were going 
to have one more meeting and 1 
believe there's another meeting 
scheduled because I spoke to him 
just yesterday, so I don't believe 
that was the meet i ng he wa s 
referring to. They've decided on 
their own that they would meet on 
their own and continue as an ad hoc 
body. I think we ought to encourage 
them to do that and, again, let' s 
see what recommendations come out of 
the body. 

But I find it sort of amusing 
that we've always had a Finance 
Chairman and a budget office that 
has never sought not only the kind 
of help that we're looking for in 
tax reform, but to review our own 
fiscal problems within the City. 
The could be enormously helpful in 
looking at the City budget and 
giving advice to whomever is going 
to be the Finance Chairman in lieu 
of, perhaps, paying somebody to be a 
fiscal analyst. Maybe we could have 
that same kind of input from this 
body, and that is something that I 
would very strongly recommend we 
look at.

I took the petition down 
there and they all signed it. 
People came from all over the place 
to sign Bill Stolz' thing. I only 
got the people who knew him; I 
didn't want anybody on here but the 
people who knew him because they 
appreciated what he did for us up 
there. 

I'd like to thank our Chairman 
of the 16th Ward, Tony Pecora. He 
helped me a hell of a lot for this. 

I'm just so thrilled about this 
to be before you people and thank 
you all from the bottom of my heart 
for what you did for Bill Stolz.

The Chair:

Thank you very, very much for 
gracing us with your presence and I 
offer you this proclamation.

Michelle Madoff: 

On Bill 2295, I believe it's 
sponsored by Mr* Lyons, the bill 
that would like to see us stop 
advertising in out of town 
newspapers, I would like to point 
out that other than signing in blood 
or tattooing it or having it 
embroidered, the Department of 


Employment, Melanie Smith, has 
repeatedly stated, promised and 

committed herself to hiring City 
residents first. And I think all of 
US support hiring City residents 
first when the right people are 
available. However, we certainly 
don't want to be the kind of City 
that doesn't want the best and the 
brightest when we can get somebody 
that might make a tremendous 
improvement in the community. But 

most of all, and probably most 
important, in the area of paramedics 
and in the area of having female 
police officers, both minority and 
white when we have a shortage, it 
appears that we can' t get them no 
matter where we go, whether it's 

Pittsburgh or out of the immediate 
area or to other cities. And we 
can't let the services of the 

community suffer because we don't 
want to go outside the City. 

We all agree first and foremost 
they should be City employees 
whenever possible, and there is a 
commitment to that. But we should 
certainly not be so short-sighted 
that we are parochial, provincial, 
chauvinistic to the point where we 
do a disservice to the City 
residents and I would urge my 
colleagues not to vote for this 
bill. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On Bill 2295 that Mr. Lyons has 
submitted, regarding the posting and 
advertising of employment 

opportunities with the City of 
Pittsburgh on the City payroll in 
out of town newspapers, I support 
the bill wholeheartedly. It is a 
very reasonable bill and I think it 
should be supported for a number of 
reasons. 
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First of all, this bill is much 
ado about nothing. We already have 
an ordinance in effect in this City 
that says that the Administration 
will affirmatively seek out and 
recruit applicants for City 
positions who are City of Pittsburgh 
residents. We have an existing 
residency requirement for City jobs 
involving City tax dollars involving 
the City payroll. All this bill 
does is try to clarify the times 
when the Administration goes out and 
spends dollars to recruit in out of 
town newspapers for positions on the 
City payroll. There is clearly a 
disparity in the City versus 
opportunities that exist outside the 
City within the Allegheny County and 
the Western Pennsylvania region. 

We have a responsibility as 
City officials spending City tax 
dollars and it's even in the 
Preamble to the Home Rule Charter 
that we will work affirmatively to 
enhance the employment opportunities 
of our residents. That's all this 
bill attempts to do. And I think it 
is shameful that upon occasion in 
the past we have spent great amount 
of resources recruiting, wining and 
dining applicants; a good example 
would the Norton situation, the 
previous Public Safety Director, and 
it's been for not. In fact, several 
of the positions, either the 
gentlemen have gone on their merry 
way or they were terminated or 
reassigned to other positions or it 
just didn't work out. 

I think there's another 
important point and that is our own 
City payroll. I think we have a 
responsibility for career 
development. I think people who 
currently work on the City payroll 
who often times find themselves 
locked in a position for 10, 15, 20 


years without any hope of upwardly 
moving toward supervision or 
management, that's a very 
discouraging opportunity that does 
not present itself. I think we have 
a responsibility to City workers 
themselves. When there are 
opportunities for career 
advancement, we should look inward 
to our own payroll, the people who 
have performed well, then look to 
the general population of the 
City. But it makes no sense 
whatsoever to have such a rigorous 
effort at recruiting positions that 
I think could easily be filled with 
individuals in the City who have a 
chance for City employment. 

There's a distinction here, my 
colleague, Mr. Pollock, pointed out 
the response by Mr. Pecora from Penn 
Hills, a State Senator, on the issue 
of residency. I think it's an 
accurate concern that there we are 
talking about the use of State 
dollars affecting the authorities. 
Here we are talking solely about the 
use of City tax lollars which I 
think we have a i.3s»ons bility to 
use wholehearted!V for City 
residents. So, I support the bill. 

Nr. DePasquale: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I share Michelle Madoff's 
concerns in regards to the situation 
and I realize the problem it creates 
for Civil Service. However, I think 
the amendment that Mr. Lyons gave, 
giving us a month to advertise for 
City residents to fill any position, 
is more than fair. For that reason 
I will vote for the bill. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in reading the bill, and 



I*ve read it several times, the 
intent of this legislation is very 
good. What Mr. Lyons is suggesting 
through the legislation is that we 
advertise locally first and then 
nationally second. But when he is 
suggesting advertising locally 
first, he's not saying advertise 
just to City resident; he's saying 
City newspapers, which means the 
Pittsburgh Corrier, the Pittsburgh 
Press, the Pittsburgh Post 
Gazette. We all know that the 
readership of those newspapers 
Stretches far beyond the boundaries 
of the City of Pittsburgh. As a 
matter of fact, it reaches eastern 
Ohio, northern West Virginia, and 
the Panhandle of Maryland. It 
reaches over 3 million people, the 
advertising in those newspapers. 
It's an entire metropolitan area. 
What he is suggesting is that the 
search for people to be hired should 
be in that region of the country 
first. I agree with that; I think 
that's good government. I think we 
should look locally first and out of 
that poll of 3 million people, if we 
can't find a candidate qualified for 
whatever job we're talking about, 
then let's go nationally and look 
for someone. But I agree with the 
intent of this resolution and I 
believe the Administration should 
also. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I think that there's a 
fundamental difference in philosophy 
between some members of Council and 
this bill certainly highlights it. 
Frequently, members of Council, past 
and present, as well as other 
elected officials in this City, view 
the City of Pittsburgh merely as an 
employer, whereas I, and hopefully 
others, view the City of Pittsburgh 
as a government charged with 


dispensing municipal services. If 
you look upon it as the former, as 
an employment agency for City 
residents, then clearly bills such 
as this are desirable and 
admirable. But if you look upon it 
as a dispenser of municipal 
services, then you should be 
concerned about hiring the people 
roost talented, the most able to 
dispense municipal services in the 
most effective, efficient and best 
manner so that the people benefit by 
these talents. One would have hoped 
that the members of this Council 
would have preferred the latter 
definition of what the City of 
Pittsburgh is, and if this bill 
passes, clearly it's the former that 
is of greater concern than the 
latter. 

I would also like my comments 
brought forward, please. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would also like my remarks 
brought forward on this bill. 

(MR. POLLOCK'S REMARKS OH BILL NO. 
2295 - WEDNESDAY, MAY 24, 1989) 

Mr. Pollock: 

Well, there are several 
problems that I see with this 
idea. Number one, this Council is 
continually confusing the roles of 
the Legislative branch and the 
Executive branch, and I think hiring 
would clearly come under the 
category of an Executive decision. 
And the thought of an Executive 
branch having to come to the 
Legislative branch on hiring, is 
something that should bother anyone 
that has anything to do with or care 
about good government or how 
government should function 
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efficiently^ or properly, I mean, 
the thought of the Administration 
coming to Council every time it 
wants to advertise for hiring is 
repugnant to me. 

In addition to that, it is 
exactly this kind of short sighted 
demagogic xenophobia that really 
cuts off our nose to spite our 
face. Anyone who thinks that the 
municipal boundaries of the City of 
Pittsburgh are what determines 
quality people is really not 
concerned about good government. I, 
for one, would rather have the best 
and the brightest and the most 
talented no matter where they live 
get City jobs. Obviously, if they 
have to live in the City to work 
here, then what we are doing is we 
are really increasing the population 
of Pittsburgh, and everyone is 
talking about how we are losing 
population. So if it means having 
someone come into the City, well, 
then, that is just one very, very 
small step towards alleviating that 
problem. 

Finally, it was not too many 
months ago when this Council again 
addressed the issue of this type of 
chauvinism that we saw the results 
of, and we could win a battle and 
lose a war, and that is that right 
now the State Legislature, the 
General Assembly, is contemplating 
legislation that would eliminate the 
ability that the City has to even 
restrict its own employees to living 
in the City. And I don*t know what 
the status of that bill is, I think 
it had preliminary approval in 
committee. And that really bothers 
me, to have City employees, once 
they are hired, be able to live 
anywhere they want. 

If we want to keep playing 


chicken with the General Assembly 
and think that we are something 
special because we are a Council and 
we are the Lords of the world, there 
are people who are higher than us 
that can do things with us. And if 
we want to play games, then you are 
risking losing a lot of things. If 
we keep having this kind of foolish 
legislation, then we are going to 
get a message from Harrisburg 
saying, "If you guys want to be 
parochial and if you want to be 
childish, then we are going to take 
away your toys." And the toys they 
are going to take away are the 
ability we have to even restrict our 
own employees from living in the 
City. It would be my guess that if 
legislation like this passed, then 
they are going to do it, I am sure 
right now there are maybe rational, 
reasonable, well-intentioned State 
Senators and Representatives who 
might not want to eliminate the 
abi 1 i ty we have to make our 
employees live in the City, but if 
we keep doing stuff like this, they 
might say, "Well, forget it. They 
have lost thi ir ninds in 
Pittsburgh. Let ‘ t take away the 
ultimate right." We will have City 
employees Living in Edgewood, 
Wilkinsburg and everywhere else, 
then maybe the Mayor and Council 
will be living in the City and we 
can just sit around passing foolish 
legislation like this for ourselves,

Mr. Wagner: 

I think it is clear to note the 
way I interpret the resolution 
sponsored by Mr. Lyons, It doesn't 
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say that we cannot hire people that 
live outside the City of Pittsburgh 
or advertise in the Pittsburgh Press 
or Post Gazette or Courier, which 
obviously circulates throughout 
Western Pennsylvania. What it is 
stating is we cannot go to other 
cities foreign to Pittsburgh and 
advertise. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Wagner: 

If I may interject, I think it 
is reasonable also because we are 
not creating any barriers here, 
except for asking to look first 
locally. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Before we continue, I would 
like to sum this up. There is no 
sense in us debating this issue 
indefinitely, and we need to 
obviously ask the Solicitor, as Mr. 
Lyons has said, for a legal opinion 
in regard to the legislation. 

But I would remind 
CounciImembers again in reading the 
legislation, this legislation does 
not restrict Council in the hiring 
to the boundaries of the City of 
Pittsburgh, it is advertising within 
the City newspapers, which go as far 
as Harrisburg and Erie, and as far 
as Ohio and West Virginia. What Mr. 
Lyons is suggesting is that we not 
advertise in the Los Angeles Times 
and the Philadelphia Inquirer prior 
to doing that within the City of 
Pittsburgh. I believe that intent 
is good, is healthy, and 
particularly at this time when you 
see a change in this Council and a 
Mayor going into office for a new 


term in January. There could be 
changes in many positions in the 
City, we all know that, that is 
reality in government, and we would 
like to see first priority given to 
City residents. That intent is good 
and I commend Mr. Lyons for it. 

(EMD OF REMARKS) 

(Transcribed by Helen L. Kriebel) 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I agree with 
Councilman Pollock's remarks and I 
would like to point out that in 
agreement with what he said that 
we're not talking about a great 
number of jobs. In 1988, the City 
of Pittsburgh only advertised for 
three job types outside of the City 
of Pittsburgh which were the I.D. 
Officer, Senior Planner, and a 
Planner. The total bill for chat 
advertisement was only $3,000.00. 
So, we're not talking about a great 
number of jobs, we're not Calking 
about really providing Che citizens 
of the City with an opportunity for 
employment. We're just talking 
about some administrative 

responsibility and something I feel 
that the Administration needs to be 
able to do if they feel, and the 
department feels, that they have to 
look outside the City. At Che same 
time, they're not neglecting the 
people in the City who may be 
qualified, but it's our 

responsibility as elected officials 
to make sure that we hire the best 
people available whether they're 
City of Pittsburgh residents or 
whether they're residents of the 
State of California, because our 
main responsibility is to govern and 
to administer services. And for 
that reason. I'll be voting against 
this bill. 
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Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, my bill is not to 
usurp any powers of the 
Administration but to bring their 
attention to what has already been 
written that we will support the 
Pittsburgh people. I*m pro- 
Pittsburgh and I don't see why we 
should go when we have two schools, 
especially like for Planners and 
other things, right here in 
Pittsburgh, Pitt, who has a lot of 
residency here that attend that 
school, and Carnegie Mellon. 
There's a well of knowledge and 
expertise in that school as well as 
the experience. I feel that the 
Pittsburgh people should be given 
first advantage of any jobs in 
Pittsburgh. I didn't say that they 
couldn't go any further, but the 
Pittsburgh resident should be given 
first consideration. 

I disagree with the thing about 
the female personnel, advertising 
for female police, because our pro 
rata share of police to the 
population of Pittsburgh is the same 
today as when we had 700,000 people 
in the City. Our police per capita 
to the population is based somewhere 
between 300 and 325 people per 
capita of one policeman to 300-325 
people. But the thing that we fall 
into, a big problem here, is that 
while our population has diminished, 
crime has spiraled. And not only 
that, as crime has spiraled, our 
police have been demoralized by 
bringing in people and John Norton 
is one of the main cases of it. And 
the thing that controls our police 
force through Administration is the 
psychological testing. I don't care 
if you bring 10,000 people here to 
take the police test; the 
psychological testing is the one 
chat controls. And our population 


per capita, one policeman per 300- 
325 people in Pittsburgh is being 
controlled there and I differ with 
anyone who says different and I 
think that the psychological testing 
should be set aside but that’s not 
pertinent to the bill. But I think 
the bill is very reasonable and it 
supports the residents of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to say one 
thing. I agree with the bill and, 
if you stop to think, we don’t want 
anyone taking our jobs and to run 
for an elected official in the City 
of Pittsburgh you must be a resident 
for three years. Yet, you can come 
and get one of these high paying 
jobs for $60,000 a year and live in 
California or Philadelphia or Beaver 
County and just come in and apply 
and if you're accepted then you move 
in. We can take this to the 
complete extreme, that you can run 
for office, get elected, and then 
come and move in. it^s good for 
us and if we want people that are 
going to run for office to run 
against us and run for Mayor and run 
for Controller, that they must be a 
City resident for three years, then 
I see nothing wrong with asking the 
people who are going to be employed 
by the City of Pittsburgh to be City 
residents first, for us to go after 
them first. It might be a little 
off the wall, what I'm saying here, 
but just stop and think of it. If 
we want anyone who is going to 
challenge us for our seats to live 
here for three years, then hell, we 
might as well have someone who is 
going to be employed here to live 
here for three years too. 
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Mr. Pollock: 

Mr. Woods, I have been 
advocacing for a long time Chat we 
advertise for the best and brightest 
CounciImembers across the country. 
I would support that and if you 
introduce legislation I would 
support it. 

The Chair: 

No, I don't want to get tarred 
and feathered. 

Mr. Wagner: 

And so would I, Mr. Woods, but 
let's get back to the bill. What 
the bill is stating is to advertise 
in local newspapers first. Every 
Councilmember hears parents say to 
them repeatedly, "My son, my 

daughter, I put them through college 
locally, they can't find a job here 
locally, they have to move to 

California, to Texas, to New York, 
Co somewhere else." 

Each and every year out of 
local universities in this City and 
in this County, we have over 10,000 
graduates every year. The far 

majority of those people move and go 
somewhere else. Their education 
chat they receive and their 
knowledge locally does not benefit 
the City of Pittsburgh. What this 
bill is suggesting is that we 
address that concern and Che concern 
of finding someone. What it' s 
suggesting is finding and searching 
first here. And we all know in the 
Public Safety position we didn't do 
Chat, when there were many competent 
people here. And we should have 
done chat. And what this bill is 
suggesting is that we address that 
concern, that problem, through a 
legislative procedure. There's 


nothing wrong with Chat. It's good 
to hire people that are from Western 
Pennsylvania that know the people, 
that know the terrain, that know the 
educaitonal systems, that know the 
economic climate first. If there's 
someone qualified, let's hire them. 

I commend Mr. Lyons for 
introducing this bill. 

The Chair: 

I'd like to add one thing. We 
remember when the level playing 
field bill came up this year, some 
of us talked about having 50 percent 
City residents work on these 
construction jobs; yet, the same 
people are saying that we should not 
advertise just in the City of 
Pittsburgh newspapers, we should 
advertise nationally and bring 
people in. To me, you're making a 
double standard here. I know no one 
means it and I'm not Caking anyone 
to task, but stop and think of some 
of your statements on the level 
playing field bill and what you're 
saying today. It's altogether 
different; you're contradicting 
yourselves. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr, President, I think the 
issue that has been raised about 
creating jobs, and I chink all of us 
get calls, as was stated, from 
residents saying, "My children have 
to leave" or "I have been laid off 
and I don't have a job". If we 
could hire someone, and I'm going to 
play let's pretend, if we could get 
someone into the City who is 
outstanding in the area of creating 
employment, if we were to hire 
someone with creative abilities Co 
bring jobs and corporations into the 
City and create jobs for all of our 
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citizens because there would be some 
industry that would explode in the 
community, would we care if that 
person came from Chicago, Timbuktu, 
China or from Pittsburgh? We want 
the best and the brightest that 
would help our community, so let's 
put it in perspective. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, on your comments 
as to the contradiction with the 
level playing field, I once again 
would like to point out that this 
bill does not affect the positions 
such as tradesmen, laborers, people 
who do the manual work or do the 
real grunt work out there for the 
City. This is including three 
positions which were advertised in 
1988. I see no contradiction 
whatsoever in saying initially that 
what we need to do with City of 
Pittsburgh employees for our 
working-type folks, that they should 
be City residents. But in a special 
occasion like the I.D. Officer, if 
we don't have a person who is an 
I.D. Officer, why shouldn't we go 
outside the City and find that 
individual? 

Mr. Wagner pointed out the 
number of college graduates 
graduating from Pittsburgh 
universities. Well, a lot of those 
students aren't residents of the 
City anyhow. They come in here, go 
to school for a couple years, and 
they go back out to wherever they're 
originally from. 

And if we're going to look at 
Western Pennsylvania, then why limit 
ourselves to that area? If it's a 
position that requires a specialty, 
then we owe it to the City to try to 
get the best people. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Very briefly in response to my 
colleague, Mr. Coyne. On the issue 
of the I.D. Officer, there's a case 
in point. I can't believe that with 
all of the expertise that we have on 
our police force in the City of 
Pi c tsburgh, and with all the 
technical knowledge that is 
available both in the university 
community as well as the knowledge 
that can be purchased under 
professional service contract, that 
we can't, from the point of view of 
upward mobility, make an existing 
police officer, train a police 
officer or some other individual in 
Public Safety, to be an I.D. 
Officer. That's a case in point. 

Let me just say one last 
thing. Another case in point, let's 
use the paramedics as an example. 
Right now, because of the lack of 
people who do have the licensure or 
certification, we do hire outside 
the City for paramedics. That's all 
well and good. Wp would certainly 
have to have peopLt. c rti ied at the 
point that they're hired and that's 
very reasonable and it's clear that 
the Administration has to do that. 
But we have in our City today, at 
least a 30 percent unemployment rate 
among black and white young people 
in the City of Pittsburgh in 
neighborhoods throughout the City of 
Pittsburgh. We have one of the most 
expensive public education systems 
in the Country today. Close to 
$7,000.00 a year we spend to train 
high school kids to try to get a 
high school diploma. 

I can't understand, and I think 
it's our responsibility, and use the 
paramedics as a case in point, there 
should be, and I think the 
Administration even recognizes this.

there should be a training 
program* If we have to hire outside 
the City for paramedics right now, 
that' s all well and good. But in 
the future, the young people within 
the City, black and white young kids 
who do not have employment 
opportunities should be trained both 
at the Magnet school level as well 
as at Connelly and Community College 
and other places so that we have 
paramedics who are born and raised

Mr. Chairman, on Bill 2423 in 
relation to the $2,700.00 plus 
payment for the consultant who came 
in and helped to review the tiller 
truck, the fire truck apparatus, I'd 
like my comments brought forward. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would also like my comments 
brought forward. 

(BEGINNING - MR. FERLO* S AMD MR. 
WAGNER'S REMARKS ON BILL NO. 2423 - 
WEDNESDAY, 5/31/89) 

The Chair: 

Chief, have the ten 
recommendations been implemented on 
all trucks? 

Chief Dickinson: 

The ten recommendations — of 
the ten I believe the two major ones 
are what we're looking at doing, the 
other minor modifications, yes, 
there's no significant problem with 
those. 
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The Chair: 

As of this date you are saying 
that eight have been implemented on 
the three trucks in use? 

Chief Dickinson: 

No, not eight. 

The Chair: 

Two of the recommendatons out 
of ten. 

Chief Dickinson: 

Let me break it this way. 

The Chair: 

Could you give this Council a 
report indicating which of these 
recommendations have been 

implemented for the trucks presently 
in use and when the remaining 
recommendations will be completed? 

Chief Dickinson: 

I can get the copy of the 
recommendation that I sent to 
Director Cannon and to Director Dawn 
Botsford which explains that. 

The Chair: 

It seems to me based on the 
analysis that has been provided, 
your analysis of recommendations, 
that the recommendations have merit 
and should be implemented by General 
Services Department and/or the 
original manufacturer of the tiller. 

Chief Dickinson: 

Yes, but I think what's 
important is that I was not at the 
time, and still not, in agreement 


with the one of major 
recommendations. 

The Chair: 

What we need to know is 
precisely, obviously the bill in 
front of us is paying for a study of 
which that study helped to arrive at 
these ten recommendations. I 

believe this Council knows and the 
world knows that the tiller trucks 
have some safety problems and 
hopefully these ten recommendations 
will rectify those problems and we 
would like to know when they will be 
implemented — which recommendations 
have been implemented to date and 
when the remaining ones will be. 

Chief Dickinson: 

I think my report will clarify 

that. 

Mr. FerLo: 

I asked for the report a couple 
of weeks ago so I would have time to 
read it. I'm trying to speed read 
through it on the first thing 
Michelle spoke on and it enabled me 
to get to page 7, paragraph 3 and I 
think it's important to look at this 
paragraph because if I heard earlier 
the comments of the Chief, it sounds 
as though there is a prototype 
that's been retrofitted or 
redesigned based on two or more of 
the ten recommendations but that the 
other trucks are still 

operational. Now if you read this 
paragraph on page 7 and I'm 
concerned about the issue of 
liability and i'll read further, "in 
view of the very serious nature of 
the problem itself and the fact that 
the Administration is full aware of 
it, almost mandates the removal of 
this type of apparatus from service 
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until the problem is reduced as far 
as practicality or possibly 
eliminate it. The assumption of 
liability by the Administration in 
operating these vehicles that 
possess such a high-risk potential 
far exceeds any immediate 
operational fire ground needs, 
especially if backup equipment is 
available as it apparently is in the 
Pittsburgh Fire Department and in my 
opinion the apprehensions of the 
officers and driving crew are well 
founded in fact. Doesn*t this in 
fact say — I don't care what you 
do, just get them off the street and 
retrofit them and don't do anything 
until you fix them or am I reading 
something else into this? 

Chief Dickinson: 

No, you're not and I disagreed 
with it when I read it. I believe 
exactly that probably if I was a 
consultant I would have written the 
same thing. I think he's taking 
himself off the hook. His apparatus 
from his city is larger than our 
tillers. His trucks, they have a 
piece of apparatus in the city of 
Chicago that we wouldn't order 
because it's so large. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So you're saying this guy is 
great, we like some of his 
recommendations because he's getting 
us off of a politically 
uncomfortable issue but we don't 
really like all of the 
recommendations. 

The Chair: 

That's basically yes, I didn't 
agree with everything he wrote. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

But you didn’t say that earlier 
and that's why I — this is a great 
study and there's a cooperative 
effort and we have these ten 
recommendations and we're working to 
build a prototype and now you're 
backstabbing. 

Chief Dickinson: 

I am certainly not backstabbing 
one bit. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Why wouldn't you take all the 
tillers out of service until you 
retrofit or build the so called 

prototype and then put them back to 
the street? Tell me why that isn't 
the best way to go. 

Chief Dickinson: 

Basically because I 

instinctively knew — I don't get 
credit for being an expert, I'm the 
Fire Chief, I'm the one that doesn't 
know anything but I get credit for 
what I know my experience has 

been. I knew instinctively looking 
at those trucks that they were 
driveable, the question has always 
been, can they be improved? That's 
been the question. It's never been 

a question that they would or would 
not operate. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I think the question was, how 
does an administration who wrote its 
own scope of services didn't follow 
its own scope of service which was 
very clearly that you shouldn't have 
bought the trucks in the first 
place. Your own scope of services 
said you wouldn't buy a truck unless 
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it was clearly operational and in 
existence in cities around the 
country. That was certainly not the 
case with this grandiose , 
overweight, overburdened, 

overbearing truck, that didn't have a 
track record of service around the 
country and I think the problem 
started with the Administration not 
following its own scope of services. 

Mr. DiNardo: 

That's history. One thing that 
Mr. Ferlo: 

It's history but it comes up at 
other times. 

Mr. DiNardo: 

Fine. One thing that backs up 
the Chief's comments in regard to 
the paragraph that you read. 
Councilman, is that he's had three 
trucks in service for almost one 
year without an accident. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You tell that to a jury locally 
when some classy attorney is around 
and takes this document — 

Mr. DiNardo: 

We've wrecked police cars, 
we' ve wrecked ambulances, we've 
wrecked General Service vehicles — 
accidents are going to happen. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I don't doubt that but when you 
have a document for supposedly a 
consultant which we're now going to 
memorialize by a formal payment from 
city government with the support of 


the Administration and that document 
itself says, "Hey, get this damn 
truck off the street.", until you 
retrofit it, maybe I'm missing 
something here but it seems to me 
that the truck should be taken off, 
retrofitted to the best possible 
redesign, recognizing the Chief 
disagrees with some of the 
suggestions and I'm sure there's 
going to be room to give and take on 
the recommendations, but until such 
time I think the Administration has 
the responsibility to remove the 
truck, redesign it and then put it 
back on with the proper training. 

First of all, this company did 
not make any money on these 
trucks. Secondly, and I still am 
uncomfortable — the main issue is 
— until this truck is retrofitted, 
whether it's one, two or ten of the 
recommendations, and I have total 
faith in the Chief here to do what 
he thinks is best. The issue though 
that right now is that these trucks 
should not be on the street and not 
be utilized until they are 
retrofitted in either two or four or 
ten of the recommendations are 
implemented and I think anything 
less than that is completely 
irresponsible and borders on 
criminal activity on the part of the 
Administration. So I want to know, 
is the Administration going to take 
these trucks off the street until 
they're retrofitted? 

Chief Dickinson: 

No, I don't plan to do that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Fine, I just wanted it as a 
matter of public record. 
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The Cheir: 

In regard to this, I want you 
to expedite a letter to Council in 
regard to these ten reconsnendations 
and I would advise Council to vote 
in favor of this because this really 
has nothing to do with the retrofit; 
it's simply an analysis of the 
problem provided to Council and to 
the Administration. 

I personally also feel very 
strongly that these vehicles should 
be made as safe as possible as 
quickly as possible, whether it's 
the Administration, the City that 
pays for it or a combination between 
the Ci ty and the company that 
manufactured them. Depending on 
where the problem originally existed 
based on our specifications or their 
specifications should determine who 
pays for the retrofit. 

But I would like to know also 
very quickly before Monday, the 
status of these recommendations and 
would then make a recommendation 
based on whether or not the trucks 
should be in use. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

How long did it take to re-do 
and develop the prototype that you 
mentioned? How long did that take? 

Chief Dickinson: 

We didn't make to the task 
force any final recommendations if 
you will until December I believe. 

Mr* Ferlo: 

I'm trying to understand 
this. You said you had a prototype 
and I assume the prototype is your 
agreement based on some of the 


recommendations of the consultant on 
redesigning the vehicle and that * s 
the end product that you feel 
comfortable with. So how long did 
it take? 

Chief Dickinson: 

Four months for the 
modification. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Now you are telling me that to 
do the additional three • to five 
vehicles is going to take times 
four? Because if so we are talking 
about another year of having these 
trucks on the street and that's what 
I'm uncomfortable about. 

Chief Dickinson: 

If I can respond, within two 
months what General Services through 
the garage and shops thought was an 
acceptable modification arrived at 
the training division after we met 
and there are no secrets that I 
certainly want over this. I met 
with Local 1 to discuss their 
disagreement, they particularly 
wanted all the modifications done on 
the first prototype and as they 
appropriately said to compare apples 
with apples and not apples with 
oranges and I supported that. So it 
went back for the rest of the 
modifications, so there was a time 
delay, not because the General 
Services couldn't do it, simply 
because we wanted to insure when we 
ask our firefighters to evaluate 
this piece of apparatus that they 
were evaluating 100 percent of the 
major modifications and that's why 
it took four months. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

Again, I may be a minority on 
this issue in Council but this 
doesn't make any sense at all • 
Whether it be the health and safety 
of a person that is using the truck 
or the public to interact with this 
truck. I mean, it' s one thing to 
have an accident in the course of 
public safety whether it be with a 
police vehicle or a Public Works 
truck or anything else and we are 
self insured but it' s another thing 
to actually have a truck that 
everybody admits, including a 
consultant which we are now 

legitimizing with a formal payment 
from city government who's basically 
saying "Get the darn truck off the 

street until you build this 
prototype." That's what he's 

saying. Why are we leaving 

ourselves open to that after it's 
true that we have other equipment 
that can make do until such time 
that we have all of them 

retrofitted? I mean, we're giving 
an attorney a field day here. 

Chief Dickinson: 

Im sorry but I dont have the 
same opinion. First and foremost, 
Mr. Foley is not a Pierce Tiller 
truck expert. There are no tiller 
experts out of this city on Pierce 
trucks. The experts currently are 
firefighters who are driving it and 
I have every bit of comfort — I do 
not lay awake at night worrying 
about those tiller drivers out there 
and what their abilities are. 
They've proved that the apparatus is 
good and what we agree i s that we 
can make it better. 

The Chair: 

Is it possible to have that 


letter by the day's end? 

Chief Dickinson: 

Certainly. On my 

recommendations? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

(END OF REMARKS) 

(Transcribed by Mary Anne Hruska, 
Stenotype Reporter I) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

But I have a specific request 
to you, as President of Council, 
with your prerogatives in terms of 
forming a committee. Having more 
thoroughly read the consultant's 
report and actually reviewing more 
of the information supplied by Chief 
Dickinson since the last meeting 
where this was discussed, I'm more 
convinced than ever that these 
trucks should be mothballed or put 
aside and not used until such time 
that we actually decide what 
modifications should take place. 

It's interesting to note that 
we have some contradictory 
information. In the Safety 

Committee Meeting minutes put out by 
Chief Dickinson himself, this is a 
monthly meeting that he has with the 
Safety Committee rank and file 
members of Firefighters Local No. 1, 
on the Pierce Tiller, to quote Mr. 
Dickinson, he says that Truck 37 is 
back at the garage and will go 
through a full modification 
including a removal of the scoop on 
top of the tractor cab and a 
modification of the beaver tail in 
the rear end of the t i Her. Thi s 
is, in fact, what he is suggesting 
in the minutes, but it's in direct 
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concradlccion to what he said to us 
last week in terms of what he 
thought should be done* He said 
that he only agreed that two of the 
ten recommendations for 
modifications should be done. 

Somewhere we have to resolve 
this problem. I personally feel 
it*s criminal that these trucks are 
out on the street; I think we're 
open to undue liability even though 
we pay the piper ourselves. It's 
unnecessary, it's foolish, it 
doesn't make any sense. 

I would ask, since we obviously 
have to approve this bill to pay the 
consultant, I think we have to 
reconcile Che suggestions made by 
the consultant and the apparatus 
committee with the intentions of the 
Chief to modify the truck. And I 
think you should appoint a special 
committee of Council to meet with 
the Administration to try to resolve 
this matter once and for all. 

Director Botsford, I won't say 
that the woman lied, but she 
certainly misspoke last week when 
she said that we received a $25,000 
credit per truck from Pierce. The 
fact is that we received a $5,000 
credit per truck for the vehicles 
that we've already purchased. 

I'm ultimately concerned Chat 
we hold somebody accountable, and if 
it's not going to be the 
Administration, then it should at 
least be Pierce Manufacturing who 
produced this truck. And if there's 
going to be radical alterations that 
involve labor and consultants and 
expertise that is not within the 
City workforce, if the City garage 
who have tried to do their best, and 
we end up having to go out and pay 
for something, I think Pierce should 


be held accountable for that product 
that they put out. I can't believe 
it even got past the Product Safety 
Commission. 

So, I would ask in approving 
this bill, since we don't have any 
choice, that you appoint a committee 
to deal with this matter more 
directly. 

The Chair: 

I will do that. 

Michelle Nadoff: 

Same subject. I was going to 
raise the same issue Mr. Ferlo has 
raised with reference to the 
statement that perhaps Ms. Botsford 
misspoke herself. The fact is, and 
I have the transcript in front of 
me, in response to my questioning 
Chief Dickinson responds, "l believe 
the trucks are $325,000 apiece." 

I respond, "How many were 
there, five?" 

Chief Dickinson, "Yes." 

Michelle, "And one is a 
prototype that is not in service, 
we're not using it?" 

Chief Dickinson, "That * s 
correct 

Michelle, "So you don't chink 
Chat we've got over $1 million. How 
many million were there?" 

"There were five trucks." 

Mr. Ferlo, "You didn' C count 
the million dollars to widen the 
doorways and roads." 

Michelle Madoff, "That's true. 
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thank you. And the fact that we got 
those big trucks on narrow 
streets. But if we spent $1.3 
million and they give us $23,000, do 
you think it' s appropriate? I *m 
going to give you a training 
program. Dawn.'* 

Ms. Botsford, "That was per 
truck, Michelle. It's $23,000 per 
truck." 

Michelle "That's not $23,000." 

Ms. Botsford, "l apologize." 

Then we have the statement from 
Ms. Botsford sent on December 22nd 
to the Controller, urging the 
Controller to pay for these trucks 
and stating, "This credit has been 
given to the City by Pierce to cover 
the cost of agreed upon 
modifications to the five tiller 
trucks. $3,000 per truck for a 
total of $25,000." 

Now, the issue that I raised at 
the time was that we're spending the 
kind of dollars for the trucks, 
$323,000. It is not acceptable to 
me, and I hope not to any member of 
this Council or to the public, to 
get a $3,000 credit from Pierce 
Manufacturing in lieu of their 
having had a truck that is not 
meeting standards doing the job and 
is perhaps a hazard to health. And 
if we're the pilot program, they 
should not be making once cent of 
profit. That was in response to my 
saying that they shouldn't be making 
profit, that we were told we're 
getting $23,000 back on $325,000. 
It is $3,000. 

I think we need to pursue this 
further in your study group to find 
out, was it an error made by — Are 
we liable because we designed the 


truck and they made it to our 
specifications? If that's the case 
and if we're totally responsible, so 
be it. But it appears that it was a 
brand new truck, never on the road 
before, and we were the guinea 
pigs. Well, if we're the guinea 
pigs, I don't think we have to 
create a profit while being the 
guinea pigs. 

And I'm very disturbed about 
this misinformation. It's the kind 
of thing that happens when we have 
20 minutes to have a vote and we're 
just slipped the information at the 
last second. I'm distressed that 
the report from the study group was 
available for months and was not 
given to any of us. 

We have to vote on this bill, 
it's not very substantive, to pay 
the consultant, but I really think 
that this issue should not be 
dropped at this point. 

The Chair: 

On this particular bill, I 
thank you for your remarks, Mr. 
Ferlo, and you, Ms. Madoff. But I 
would like to get them back to 
paying the consultant. I will form 
a committee of Councilmembers and we 
will look into this further. But 
please keep the remarks to the bill, 
if you will. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I was curious about where we 
were getting on the bills before us 
at this time. The only issue I see 
in Bill 2423 is, who is the 
responsible party for paying this 
bill. The issue came up because the 
contracting party for the study was, 
in fact, the Pittsburgh Firefighters 
Union Local No. 1 with their union 
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address as th.e address to be used 
for the payment of the warrant for 
paying for the study. So, the only 
issue I see is whether this is an 
appropriate party to receive the 
funds to pay for the study. And the 
question is whether the City should 
pay for a study that was requested 
and ordered by the Local Union. 

I saw an i s sue there and so I 
checked with the Chief. My first 
response was that the City would be 
obligated under the principle of 
quantum meruit whereby the City 
reaped the benefit of a study 
regardless of who contracted for 
it. And after checking with the 
Fire Chief, indeed that was his 
feeling that, although the 
Firefighters requested it, the City 
and the people of Pittsburgh derived 
a great deal of benefit from it, so 
the City can more or less ratify or 
confirm the order of the 
Firefighters to have the study done 
because of the benefit gained by the 
City. And accordingly, I think the 
only issue is whether or not this 
bill should be paid, and clearly, 
it's in the best interest of the 
City and it's an appropriate bill 
and I would support the payment of 
the warrant.

And the 
Firefighters knew an individual and 
went and did that. So, it was 
actually the committee. I 

understand you didn't know that, but 
it was a committee of the 
Administration, of Council, of all 
the parties concerned.

Mr. Poecking: 

Certainly. Since 1976 when the 
Privacy Protection Act was passed, 
the City has been precluded from 
receiving information from the 
Internal Revenue Service. As of 
that time and since then in the 
early 1980*s we've received a state 
tax tape that was allowed. 

The tax act that passed in 1988 
in November allowed for the sharing 
of tax information to cities of a 
population of greater than 
230,000. This specific information 
that we would receive from the 
Internal Revenue service is more 
beneficial in ray opinion for two 
reasons; one is that it is more 
timely. We will be receiving 1988 
information, also in my opinion it 
will be more inclusive. I believe 
that more people are aware of the 
need to file with the Internal 
Revenue Service than with either the 
State of Pennsylvania or the City of 
Pittsburgh and for those reasons I 
believe this is a very beneficial 
program and it's one Chat we're 
going to pursue with vigor. 

The Chair: 

So in essence we have great 
potential to collect taxes not paid 
to the City that have been paid to 
the federal government and people 
that have not paid the City taxes, 
any idea how much money potentially 
is out there along those lines?

It could be $50,000.00, it

Before we get into any 
discussion, 1 would like to say that 
I took Mr. Pollock's suggestion; I 
have formed a committee to review 
our historical desigantion 
legislation. That committee 
consists of Michael Eversmeyer, he's 
from the Historical Review 
Commission; Ralph Alster, he's from 
the Historical Review Commission;

President, I think it's important, 
and I was going to ask the Clerk Co 
convene a post agenda next 
Wednesday, not this week but the 
following week, on the whole area of 
the UDAGs, the Urban Development 
Action Grant. I think the 
discussion has to focus on two 


things specifically. One, is the 
current status of the, I can't 
remember if it's called the Civic 
Center or the Center City UDAG, the 
expansion of Che Mellon Bank 
structure. This has been a project 
that has been on hold possibly or in 
development for the last five or six 
months. There was an extension 
granted but I think we need to hear 
from the Administration on whether 
or not that project is going to 
fly. It was a $100 million or $200 
million project and I think we need 
to know what is going on with that. 

Secondly, it's my 
understanding, and it's not 
generally known in the development 
community, that there will be a 
second Urban Development Action 
Grant application submitted by Mayor 
Masloff and her Administration by a 
July 30th deadline. In fact, there 
is a proposal for a tenants housing 
project in the North Side that will 
receive a $2 million UDAG that the 
Administration will submit to 
Council after having a public 
hearing at the Planning Commission 
on June 27th. 

Once again, this package will 
come to Council as a fait 
accompli. It will be for the 11th 
hour and we'll have to approve it. 
It's not clear to me that this 
project in the North Side — It may 
or may not necessarily be that 
that's the best use of an Urban 
Development Action Grant. And I 
think other development groups, 
whether they be community based, 
other developers in this City, I 
think should be aware that there is 
another UDAG in the amount of at 
least $2 million and I would like, 
before I vote on this, and I'm not 
going to vote in favor of the NTR 
proposal from the North Side by 
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itsetf. I would Lilcc to know Chat 
we went through some competitive 
process to decide how best to use 
the next UDAG that we will be 
submitting. So, I would like that 
to be the subject matter of the post 
agenda. 

Nr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on the same 
conditions and the same bill. On 
the UDAGs, supposing they have gone 
out of business last September, 
they've been fumbling with it and I 
don't know what the source is, I 
think there should be a lot of 
questions answered at this post 
agenda. In the first place, is a 
UDAG in existence? Is this just one 
last shot? This is one of the 
things. Is it one last shot and if 
they're going out of business, who 
is going to be responsible? There’s 
a laundry list of questions that 
should be answered before we begin 
to proceed on any other issue.

Dear Mr. President Pro Tem 
and Members: 

I am vetoing Council Bill 
2295. While I honestly believe 
Council is trying to look out for 
the interests of City residents, my 
firm opinion is that this bill is 
shortsighted and will affect the 
vital operations of the City. 

The City of Pittsburgh has a 
long history of looking out for its 
own. Almost without exception the 
City recruits through the local 
media. However, positions that 
require special expertise and 
experience make it necessary to 
advertise in specialty journals. 

In addition, non-local 

advertising attracts those sons and 
daughters of Pittsburghers with 
specialized skills back to the 
City. Often times the best 

qualified candidates may be former 
residents. In the instances when 
outside recruitment will bring 
needed talent to government, we must 
keep our options open. 

All of us have worked hard to 
keep this City great. This bill 


works against those efforts. 

I am also vetoing this 
legislation because the City 
Solicitor found the Bill in 
violation of the Home Rule Charter. 

Because the legislation is not 
in the best interest of the City, I 
urge Council to sustain my veto.

(END OP LETTER) 

Nr. Lyons moved to override the 
veto. 

Mr. Perlo seconded the motion. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, the Mayor is the 
Mayor; she is not the Mayor of Los 
Angeles, California, Chicago, 
Illinois, St. Louis, Missouri, 
Washington, D.C. She is the Mayor 
of the City of Pittsburgh only. 

My Bill, No. 2295, is very 
plain. It is not restrictive. It 
gives the people of the Cit of 
Pittsburgh the first shot at the 
employment for any job. While the 
veterans be given an edge, we give 
them 10 points when they take a 
test, is this wrong? 

The Mayor has publicly stated 
that my bill is shortsighted. I 
feel that their visions need to be 
refracted to remove the myopia that 
blurs them. 

This bill shows a sign of good 
faith to the citizens of the City of 
Pittsburgh. What does the 
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Administration fear? They have 
lobbied hard against this bill. 
Maybe they don't want to hire 
Pittsburghers for political 
expediency. I don't know. I think 
they have misdirected priorities. 
While they're saying that they must 
look in other towns for the best 
talent, I think some of the best 
talent is leaving this town. The 
young people that have been born, 
reared and educated at our good 
schools in this City are leaving the 
town because of a poor job market. 

I think that 704 in the Home 
Rule Charter, while the Solicitor 
has dealt with Section 2 of the Home 
Rule Charter, 704 reads, "Aggressive 
recruitment to insure a more 
effective open employment system is 
mandated. This might include such 
activities as advertising for 
applicants in neighborhood, ethnic 
and minority newspapers, recruiters 
speaking at all types of 
organization meetings in all parts 
of the City, bringing seniors from 
all high schools in the City to the 
City's offices to be told first-hand 
about employment opportunities and 
the like." 

I feel that this has been 
overlooked and certainly my bill is 
expressively for the people of 
Pittsburgh. I have not said that 
they couldn't go outside the City of 
Pittsburgh; they only thing my bill 
is asking in a very humble way is to 
consider the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh first. If they can't 
find it, then advertise wherever 
they can get this expertise. But 
give the people in the City of 
Pittsburgh the first choice. 
They're the ones who have suffered 
in this City and paid their taxes 
and lived. 


I would hate to see this bill 
defeated. And certainly I feel that 
if this bill is defeated, then we 
still have the right not to pay for 
the advertising in the newspapers. 

And I would say this too. We 
put everything under Civil Service 
and I think that's the wrong place 
where the employment is. I think 
the Human Relations Commission 
should be very active in recruiting 
and employing by the Home Rule 
Charter. 

I would like to see the veto 
overridden. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council. This bill really is not 
needed. There is in place a 
commitment from our Personnel and 
the Mayor's Office, and from this 
Council unanimously, to do 
everything humanly possible to hire 
the best and the brightest and to 
hire local people whenever human 
possible and to give local citizens 
first priority at all times. I 
would venture to say that if we had 
a Pittsburgher who was very good and 
an out-of-towner who was slightly 
better, the very good Pittsburgher 
would get the job before the better 
out-of-towner. That commitment has 
been pledged to us. As I said 
previously, maybe we should have 
them cut their wrists or write it in 
blood or tattoo it. The fact 
remains, that is fact and we only go 
out of the City when we have 
episodes such as the issue that came 
up on female firefighters, when Mr. 
Wagner pleaded to have the best and 
the brightest hired no matter where 
we find them so that we would not 
have discrimination and the 
discrimination issue would be put to 
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rest. 

The fact remains that you can't 
say let' s go get the best and the 
brightest and then say, now we don't 
want to go out and run ads outside 
of the community. 

I think that the message we're 
sending out is a very bad one. 
We're discouraging people from 
coming into the City and I urge my 
colleagues, because there is a bill 
before us, to support the veto. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I'd like to reaffirm the 
observation I made at the time we 
voted on this bill, I think it was 
two weeks ago, that this bill very 
clearly demonstrates the divergence 
of opinion of members of Council 
about what the role of government 
is. And if one views the role of 
government to be that of a last 
resort for hiring or is nothing more 
than a place where one goes to get 
jobs, then this bill is absolutely 
right on. It's perfectly 
appropriate, admirable and noble, in 
fact, that the City should only look 
for the people who pay the taxes 
here to look to give out the jobs 
that the City gives out. But I have 
always maintained that the City is 
much more than simply a dispenser of 
jobs but is actually a dispenser of 
municipal services, including vital 
services such as public safety and 
protection and other municipal 
services. And when one looks at 
government in that role, then 
clearly one should look anywhere and 
everywhere to find the individuals 
most capable of providing those 
services in the most effective and 
most efficient and the highest 
quality manner. 


Bills such as this certainly 
cut out the heart of that 
intention. And to pass something 
like this is really sending a 
statement, sending a message, that 
government is nothing more than a 
dispenser of jobs and the quality of 
municipal services are secondary to 
giving jobs to the people that can 
vote for elected officials or re¬ 
elect the elected officials or do 
whatever is necessary to keep 
government in place. This bill is 
fatally parochial and 
characteristically comical of this 
Council. 

It should be noted that we have 
an opinion from the Solicitor 
stating that this bill is illegal. 
And for those long time Council 
watchers, it should be pointed out 
that for those who have conveniently 
used the legal opinion or a request 
for a legal opinion to avoid voting 
for certain issues in the past, once 
again we have an example of 
individuals who are showing disdain 
for the legal opinion at this time. 

It also should be noted that at 
the time we voted on this bill on 
May 30th, there was a wonderful 
demonstration of shallow rhetoric 
when one talked about that this bill 
really is not as parochial as it is 
because the Pittsburgh papers go 
into three or four states well 
beyond the boundaries of the City of 
Pittsburgh. And the Pittsburgh 
papers reach eastern Ohio, northern 
West Virginia and the Panhandle of 
Maryland. They reach over 3 million 
people. What this bill suggests is 
that the search for people to be 
hired should be in that region of 
the country first. We should look 
locally first and out of that pool 
of 3 million, if we can't find a 
candidate qualified for whatever job 
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we're talking about, then let's go 
nationally and look for someone. 

That's very curious because if 
one would simply read the bill, and 
it's not real complicated, it's only 
three paragraphs and it's in pretty 
plain English, one can clearly state 
that regardless of where the 
Pittsburgh papers reach, in fact if 
a poor student in China were somehow 
able to get hold of the Pittsburgh 
Post Gazette and see an ad in there, 
regardless of where the bill was 
advertising or the advertising took 
place, he or she could not apply for 
a job even though it wasn * t 
advertised in any other newspaper 
than the Pittsburgh papers. In 
fact, if some individual in 
Wilkinsburg or McKeesport were to 
come into the City of Pittsburgh as 
a result of advertising in the 
Pittsburgh newspapers and applied to 
take a Civil Service test or in any 
other way apply for employment, he 
or she would not be permitted to 
obtain that employment until City 
Council gave permission to advertise 
in other newspapers. 

That's extremely significant 
and this wonderful rhetoric about 3 
million people is nothing more than 
empty-headed demagoguery because 
what this bill actually does is take 
away rights that already exist for 
our neighbors in municipalities that 
read the Pittsburgh newspapers. And 
I think that if Mr. Lyons thought 
about that, he might even word his 
own bill a little differently. I 
don't even think that he realized 
what the actual effect of his 
legislation will do. 

What it says is, it doesn't 
matter whether the advertising is in 
other papers or not. What it says 
is that candidates that are not 


residents of the City of Pittsburgh 
shall not be considered until after 
Council gives consent to advertising 
in newspapers other than the 
Pittsburgh newspapers. That's 
pretty plain to me. It means that 
no matter whether you found out 
about this job from a non-City paper 
or not, you can't be considered 
until there is advertising in non- 
City papers. Not only is that just 
plain silly, not to mention very, 
very disastrous for the City, but to 
me it's illegal. And if an 
individual in O'Hare Township or 
Scott Township or Edgewood or 
Wilkinsburg or Braddock were to come 
in and take our Civil Service test 
and come out number one on that 
test, he or she would not be allowed 
to be hired by the City, I think 
that is illegal and I would be 
willing to bet that that individual 
would be able to succeed in a law 
suit against this City for violation 
of Civil Service laws. 

The Solicitor didn't address 
that, he was silent as to it, but 
I'm sure if he were asked he would 
agree that I'm right, that you 
cannot deny the Civil Service laws 
because of some silly requirement 
that advertising occur only in 
Pittsburgh papers when someone found 
out about it because it was in a 
Pittsburgh paper. 

So, I think Mr. Lyons* intent 
is to prohibit the advertising in 
the papers in the cities like the 
ones he talked about, St. Louis and 
Los Angeles, but the effect is 
really to eliminate anyone from our 
neighboring communities to come in 
an take tests that they * ve been 
doing for decades or even longer. 

So, I think that people aren't 
reading this bill, they don't 
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understand it. Or, if they do, and 
I would only hope that they don't 
understand it because it would scare 
tne to think that they did understand 
it and were still for it, but to 
pass this bill is sending a 
terrible, terrible message. 

I can only hope that the 
Mayor's veto will be sustained. I 
thank her and congratulate her for 
having the courage and the 
commitment and the insight to veto 
this bill, and I hope we don't see 
anymore stuff like this before the 
rest of the year. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I've spent a lot 
of time looking at both sides of the 
opinions offered on this bill and, 
after considerable thought, the most 
compelling argument that I find to 
sustain this veto is stated in the 
veto itself and I'd just like to 
read one section of it. "Non-local 
advertising attracts those sons and 
daughters of Pittsburghers with 
specialized skills back to the 
City. Often times, the best 
qualified candidates may be former 
residents. In the instance when 
outside recruitment will bring 
needed talent to government, we must 
keep our options open." I think 
that's exactly how we need to look 
at this. We all know that 
Pittsburgh residents are going to 
get the first look, but we shouldn't 
restrict ourselves with this sort of 
legislation. 

Hr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I was trying to 
avoid having to speak on this 
issue. I was simply going to vote 
to override the veto, but given the 
additional comments, first of all. 


the comments in the Mayor's veto 
that Mr. Coyne just spoke about, to 
me, are ridiculous comments. To 
suggest that we have to go to out of 
town newspapers in cities far and 
wide across this country in order to 
recruit the sons and daughters of 
Pittsburgh is absolutely the most 
ridiculous comment and if I were the 
Mayor I certainly wouldn't put it 
down in print. 

As far as Mr. Pollock's 
concerns, I agree with you, Mr. 
Pollock. It really is an issue. 
And I agree with Mark on this point 
of what your vision is in terms of 
the City. Mark's vision, and you 
can rightfully argue this and I 
think it has legitimacy, is that the 
simple function for local government 
is to hire the most qualified 
people, regardless of where they 
live, be it outside the City or in 
the City. I think it's a good 
argument, I think it's something you 
can try to justify. We have other 
arguments. I disagree with that 
viewpoint. 

My viewpoint simply is that 
given the size of the City and the 
nature of our municipality that we 
have the expertise within our City 
boundaries to hire all of the 3,000 
plus employees that we have on the 
City payroll. I think Mr. Pollock 
can make good arguments on his point 
and I think we who have this 
parochial view is a legitimate 
view. There's nothing wrong with 
being parochial in terms of the 
needs of the citizenry with one 
proviso, and that is that qualified 
people are hired. And I believe 
very strongly that within the 
municipality of the 300,000 plus 
residents that we have, and given 
the confines of the law that people 
will be domiciled in the City at the 
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time of the hiring, I think in terms 
of recruitment it's very clear to me 
that we have competent and capable 
people within the City of Pittsburgh 
and those people should be hired. 

What's really the issue here is 
the previous administration. The 
previous administration before Mayor 
Masloff is an administration whose 
track record has demonstrated that a 
number of people in key positions on 
the payroll were out of town 
Pittsburghers. And that's really 
what the debate is today. But so 
far, and I have to say this honestly 
with Mayor Masloff, I've not gotten 
an indication that our new Mayor, 
Mayor Masloff, has followed suit 
with the previous administration on 
the viewpoint of hiring out of City 
residents for key positions in the 
Adminstration. In fact, most of the 
people that she has recently hired 
have all been City of Pittsburgh 
residents with a long identification 
in the community. So, I do want to 
give her an opportunty to change 
because I do believe we have a 
different Mayor and this is somewhat 
a distinction that Mayor Masloff 
will stand out differently than the 
previous adminsitration. 

The concern that I have, and 
let's just bring this down to very 
gut level particulars, all of the 
people that I can think of, the 
Communications Chief, the Physical 
Fitness Coordinator, the Fire Chief, 
the Public Safety Director, the 
Assistant Director of Parks, the 
Identification Officer, all of those 
people within the last several years 
who have been hired from points all 
over this country, I disagree with 
because in all those instances we 
had capable and qualified and 
competent City residents, some of 
whom were even within the ranks of 


the Police Force and the Fire 
Department, who should have been 
promoted and given an opportunity to 
lead. They are competent, they are 
qualified, and they are City 
residents, so I think we should 
override the veto. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, what the public is not 
aware of, what the newspapers are 
no t aware o f, and wha t s ome 
CounciImembers are not aware of, and 
I mean particularly the 
CounciImembers that will not vote to 
override the veto, is that there is 
a double standard presently existing 
in City government. What is that 
double standard? Well, someone that 
applies to become a police officer 
or a firefighter must be a resident 
of the City of Pittsburgh. The 
public is not aware of that while 
the people that try to apply that 
live outside the City are aware of 
that, but in those two job 
categories that represent almost 50 
percent of the employment in the 
City of Pittsburgh, you must be a 
resident to apply, not to work 
here. Everyone is aware that 
whoever is hired by the City of 
Pittsburgh according to the Code, 
must be a resident on the first day 
they take employment. But, if you 
are applying or you want to be a 
firefighter or a police officer, you 
must be a resident when you apply. 
Why is that? Is that a City law? 
No. Is that a state law? No. Is 
that a federal law? No. That is an 
administrative prerogative. The 
Administration has set that standard 
voluntarily on tlieir own. They have 
decided that there is a sufficient 
pool of people to seek out City 
police officers and firefighters 
within the boundaries of the City of 
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Pittsburgh. 

What Mr. Lyons is suggesting is 
that if we do it with half of the 
City of Pittsburgh employment, that 
maybe we should consider doing it to 
a further degree. Whether it be one 
way or the other, I simply want to 
state the point that a double 
standard exists. He is suggesting 
that that double standard be 
eliminated and it be one way or the 
other. 

The Chair: 

I just want to add one thing. 
I agree with you, Mr. Wagner, only 
it goes further than the police and 
fire. It's if you apply to be a 
laborer or a typist or a clerk, or 
stenographer, whatever it is, you 
must, at the time of application, be 
a City resident. The only one that 
doesn't have to be is a top director 
or some other top, $35,000 a year 
paying job. They don't have to be a 
City resident, but every other 
position, the day you apply, you 
must show proof that you are a City 
resident. That's for all 5,000 
employees. And then we have 10 or 
20 employees that you can come in 
here and apply if you live in 
England, and they' 11 take your 
application, they'll interview you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, you make a very 
valid point. And I think what we're 
talking about is something entirely 
different; it's not the issue before 
us. Perhaps we ought to address 
what you discussed. It’s not 
fair. We ought to make it fair or 
discuss why we do it that way. But 
that has nothing to do with the bill 
before us. The bill before us is 
really trying to usurp the power of 


the Administration. And much has 
been said today about the fact that 
there's a dichotomy here. Some 
people believe, as Mr. Ferlo has 
said, that yes, we should hire City 
people first and that he doesn't see 
anything wrong with it and Mr. 
Pollock says no, we should get the 
best and brightest and bring them 
in. 

And I would like to bring that 
down to a real simple denominator. 
Right now, every one of us gets 
called every single day for jobs. 
Is there a member of this Council 
that doesn't get calls from people 
who are seeking jobs? And yet, the 
paper says the unemployment record 
says that employment is down. I 
don't think they're counting the 
people who aren't looking anymore 
and I don't think they're figuring 
into this equasion the 

underemployed. Only yesterday four 
people asked me for jobs. 

Now, one could argue, well, the 
City could supply those jobs. But 
how many jobs at the very best 
scenario could the City possibly 
supply? But if we could get 
somebody, and I use the name of Jack 
Camp as just an example, if you had 
a Jack Camp that would be willing to 
come to Pittsburgh and be someone 
who would create jobs, look to 
create jobs in our area, maybe a Jay 
Aldredge that would come to work for 
the City, and they could create 
hundreds and hundreds and hundreds 
of jobs for those people looking, 
would we want to say, "You can't 
come to this City because you don't 
live in this City?" Of course we 
wouldn't want to do that. And I'm 
just making the point that the 
argument that was used about 
supplying jobs is really a foolish 
one because it's being very 
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shortsighted 


Ayes: 


I think we need to get on with 
the vote; I don't think we're going 
to resolve this and it really gives 
this Council such a terrible image 
that we're even discussing or 
suggesting that we would be 
plebeian.

(MR. FERLO*S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2446-Wednesday, June 7, 1989) 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I asked that this bill be held because basically we didn’t 
have the privilege of reviewing some engineering maps here, and 
there was no written information last week, other than what the 
Director would be able to provide orally. 

For one thing, I think we have the responsibility to at 
least try to visualize what the URA is talking about. I still 
have a basic problem with this overall expenditure of 
$1,350,000.00, and I guess to some extent it has to do with 
priorities. As we look throughout the city, we see basically a 
crumbling infrastructure. And the reason why I talked to you 
privately before the meeting is because I wanted to be able to 
give you the benefits of trying to argue the points ahead of 
time. It is hard for me to vote for this when at the same time 
I can show you hundreds of examples of neighborhoods throughout 
the city where streets are crumbling, or sidewalks don’t even 
exist, or stairwells going up the slopes are falling apart. And 
it is nice to say we have to make this commitment to the 
Downtown, we have to have a strong central business core, and I 
agree with that. I think the issue is really who payc the 
piper. There are two things I am upset about, and that is why 
at this point I am not comfortable about voting in favor for 
this allocation. 

First of all, we really should have an overall plan of what 
is being projected in and around the Downtown area; what is the 
overall plan that the Administration and/or the URA has for 
infrastructure improvements, not just to the Penn-Liberty 
district and not just to Fifth Avenue Square, whatever you are 
calling that. I think overall there are lots of different 
infrastructure improvements that need to be made in the Downtown 
corridor. 

Secondly, I still don’t get an appreciation for what the 
private sector is contributing. I appreciate the comments you 
made about the Benedum Towers, $100 million, what have you. The 
logical question I would ask, if you put $100 million building 
up, why can’t you fix the darn sidewalk? 

I think basically there are two things lacking in this 
discussion; one is what is the overall plan in the Downtown 
corridor for many of the other streets and curb work that need 
to be done, and secondly, who is going to pay for this? I don’t 
think it is enough always to say because someone is building a 
big, nice building, that that automatically means that we use 
capital bond funds to pay for some of the amenities such as 
sidewalks. I think that has to be more a part of the overall 
plan when these buildings go up. 

The other thing that I am concerned about is if we are going 
to make these improvements — and we have already put money into 
this. I remember several other expenditures this year alone for 
sidewalk improvements in the Downtown corridor and now we have 
this $1,350,000.00, and you implied here that the Fifth Avenue 
will also be an allocation, I assume at some point the 
Administration will come back for another million dollars or so. 
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Ms. Donahoe: 


This is budgeted that way in the capital budget. 

Mr. Ferloi 

If we look at the Downtown in terms of the quality of the 
commercial office, whatever, community that exists down here, 
there are some that have more resources and some who have less. 

I don't see why we can't fashion a program that will look at 
overall what are the infrastructure needs, sidewalks, curb 
improvements, streets, whether it be brick, lighting, what have 
you, and try to put that burden across all the people who own 
property and would benefit from it ultimately. I just have a 
feeling that this is very much a shotgun scattered approach, for 
one, and two, I don't think it is benefiting as many people and 
store fronts and businesses that actually exist in the Downtown 
corridor. Why can't there be an overall plan and then a process 
by which everybody contracts to it, because everybody is going 
to benefit from it? But I feel that we are paying the piper and 
I just have a problem with it. I have a problem with it also on 
the history of the priorities. I think there are a lot of other 
priorities. Personally, I don't think the street on Liberty 
Avenue is as bad as you suggest, the concrete that exists 
between Tenth going down to Stanwix. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Well, I know as far as what you are talking about. I think 
you are addressing the need for some sort of Downtown management 
group, which has been discussed before, and I think the city 
would really like to see happen, where you can create a Downtown 
development district, and you can then, in effect, assess those 
property owners for some of the improvements that would be done, 
you could assess them for some sort of Downtown overall 
management. I think that concept is underlying some of your 
thinking. The other, of course, is your assessment of where the 
priorities are. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

But this is the hook we have: We had $1,350,000.00 and you 
will come back at some point with another $1 million for Fifth 
Avenue Place, square, whatever you are calling it. That should 
be the hook that we have to encourage the formation of a central 
business district that actually — similar to what we did on 
East Ohio Street. I mean, we should say, "We are willing to be 
a partner, we are willing to contribute, but there has to be an 
overall plan and everybody has to kick in, and everybody has to 
make a commitment to improve the quality of the building," 
whether it be the facade, sidewalks. We can do the streets and 
lighting, obviously. I don't think this is an overall plan. I 
think it is irresponsible for us to approve this amount of 
money.

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(MR. POLLOCK’S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2446-Wednesday, June 7, 

1989) 

Mr. Pollock: 

I think what I am hearing in some cases today and what we 
are all seeing is the nascent stages of the development and the 
demonstration of the more negative, harmful and frightening 
aspects of district elections. It is extremely scary to me that 
this is happening. I am fearful that projects such as this in 
the future will be lost when we have a totally elected Council 
by district. I have been extremely concerned about this for a 
long time, and the many benefits that are derived from this form 
of government, the people derive those benefits from them, but I 
am afraid they will also have to endure the more deliterious and 
harmful aspects of that form of election, as well. 

The thing that concerns me most is when people talked about 
priorities and districts and neighborhood business districts as 
opposed to Downtown, this is exactly what this bill and many 
bills like this in the future are going to come down on, how 
they are going to be decided. It is a very frightening 
prospect. Director Lurcott was 100 percent accurate, and I hope 
that the point that he made about the creation of jobs, 28,000 I 
believe was the number he used, will be the determinative aspect 
of this. Obviously the more abstract and altruistic benefits to 
it certainly cannot carry the day. But Director Lurcott is 
right to appeal to the jobs issue. Perhaps if we were able to 
obtain some organized labor support and some community group 
support to buttress the position for this, then maybe that could 
moot some of the pandering and the demagoguery that we are 
hearing to counter this. And it is a freightening prospect for 

what could be next year. I only hope this passes now and 

projects like this in the future will pass; otherwise, the city 

is going to suffer enormously.

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(MR. WAGNER'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2446-Wednesday/ June 1 , 1989) 
Mr. Wagner: 

What is the total amount of public money spent to date on 
the Penn-Liberty Cultural District? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Well, you consider Liberty Center in the cultural district, 
you would have a $21 million UDAG there, you have a $17 million 
UDAG in the CNG-Benedum, so we are up to 38 million. 

Mr. Lurcott: 

Plus $7 million of Auditorium Authority funding that 
supported the rehabilitation. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

The URA is contributing funds to the facade program in the 
Cultural District, that is $250,000.00 that the URA has 
committed, but that is a small amount of money compared to the 
others we are talking about. And then if we take these street 
improvements that have been budgeted — before we get to the 
street improvements, I don't think there are other public 
investments. So then we would come to the street improvements, 
and the total amounts that we have — I can tell you what is 
budgeted. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That was my second question: What have we spent up to date 
and what is the URA and the Administration proposing in the 
future that we spend on the Penn-Liberty Cultural District? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

We have for the Penn-Liberty Street improvements, $1 million 
in DCA funding already secured and available for use. That is 
primarily the money that is now being used for design, and the 
rest of it will be used for construction. In the '89 capital 
budget, we have the $1,353,000.00, which is what is under 
discussion here, and in the '90 capital budget there is 
$1,275,000.00. So for the Penn-Liberty Street improvement 
budgeted to date, it is $3,625,000.00 total public money, $1 
million of that being DCA money. And then for the Fifth Avenue 
Square improvements — 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Wagner: 

Director, as a result of today's discussion, no matter what 
Council does on this piece of legislation, I would apprecjiate an 
update in terms of public funding for this particular area and 
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for other areas of Downtown in general to give us a better 
perspective as to what monies have been spent with the 
Penn-Liberty Cultural District, meaning local monies and other 
sources of funding, such as state funding and federal funding. 

It is very difficult for us to look at this issue and 
understand it totally without knowing the true capital costs, 
the true public costs involved in it. 

I, for one, support this project and I will vote in favor of 
this bill because I think a lot of positive things have happened 
in the Penn-Liberty Cultural District and I look for better 
things to happen in the future and tying it in with the 
Convention Center area, et cetera. 

But at some point Council has to realize what the commitment 
is today versus what we are intending to do in the future. And 
just recently Council passed a bill whicn gave a street to the 
Penn-Liberty Cultural District for potential use, whatever use, 
building; I believe now it is being utilized as parking. And I 
believe that investment, public investment, was at least 
one-half million dollars. So I, for one, want to know where we 
are going here and what the commitment is in public funding in 
the future. I agree that we need street improvements here in 
the Penn-Liberty Cultural District, I think it would really add 
to the area significantly. 

I also appreciate your brief presentation on the other 
projects for Downtown Pittsburgh, which I think is critical for 
Council to look at in its totality. 

(END OF REMARKS)

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Mr. Ferlo: 

Secondly, I think we should 
vote this bill down for a number of 
reasons. Ultimately, I do think we 
should make a commitment, whether it 
be the $1,350,000 or even $2 
million, but I think there are some 
missing ingredients here. I think 
we should apply the same standard 
for the downtown business conmnmity 
as we've applied in the communities 
and neighborhoods of our City. 

Setting aside the issue of the 
priorities, which could be a 
continual debate on this Council, 
the point being that with sidewalks 
and basic infrastructure falling 
apart all around the City, is there 
not a greater need or priority to do 
that kind of infrastructure 
improvements before we spend some of 
the resources that we're talking 
about here for the historical 
district of Penn Liberty, the 
Cultural District. That's an 
argument that you could argue good 
points on each end. 

But setting aside the issue of 
the priority, I would only argue 
that we should apply the same 
standard. If we are going to kick 
in in public dollars, our tax 
dollars, the $1,350,000, we should 
be able to get a public-private 
partnership here and there should be 
private dollars from the merchants, 
whether they be retail or the 
commercial property owners or the 
corporate office buildings or 
anybody else who does business 
downtown. They should be able to 
kick into the pot so we can raise 
more money and actually complete 
more of the activity, the goal being 
to revitalize and beautify and 
complete the infrastructure 
improvements in the downtown area. 


If we've learned anything about 
the Grant Street fiasco, I hope we 
learned one thing and that is that 
the whole project should have been 
bid out and done in one unit. It 
should have been from one end of 
Grant Street down to the other, 
instead of in five separate sections 
spread out over the last several 
years with inflationary overruns, 
extra consultants that were hired. 

We have several targeted areas; 
we have the Penn Liberty Cultural 
District, we have Fifth Avenue Place 
or Fifth Avenue Square Project, and 
possibly a couple of others. 

I would argue two points. 
First of all, very similar to what 
had happened in the Cast Ohio 
Street, with the neighborhood group. 
East Allegheny Revitalization 
Corporation, they have worked with 
the merchants and the property 
owners and all of the people 
involved, including City Planning, 
participated in developing an 
overall plan for infrastructure 
improvements. That ingredient, that 
element is missing. 

The only thing we have here is, 
basically, we're handing money over 
to the trust and for improvements in 
the Penn Liberty Cultural 
District. We should use our money 
to leverage those other dollars. 
This is a great opportunity for us 
to use the $1,350,000. It is an 
investment in private dollars• And 
we should use the same kind of 
criteria. They should form. City 
Planning should work with the 
Downtown Merchant Association, 
Golden Triangle, the Chamber, any 
other property owners as well as 
that new Downtown Neighborhood 
Association, and they should work at 
forming a group that is going to 
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develop an overall plan. And they 
should actually form a neighborhood 
business district revitalization 
zone. And we should add up all the 
things we want to do, everybody 
should kick into the till, and then 
we can complete more projects and 
the projects should be bid out as 
one activity, not just Penn Liberty 
over here, the Cultural District 
Project, and Fifth Avenue Square, 
and several others. It doesn't make 
any sense. 

I think we should either 
recommit or vote this bill down, let 
the Administration go back to the 
drawing board. Let's get the 
merchants and the property owners 
involved, and let them kick in. 

In the East Allegheny 
situation, two of our dollars are 
being leveraged by $1 of commercial 
investment by the property owners. 
In the East Allegheny situation, if 
you look at their brochure which I 
have here today, there are 60 
different businesses and property 
owners that came together as a 
coalition to make up this 
revitalization zone. We should do 
the same thing for the downtown 
corridor. We can do more, we can 
get more bang for the buck, and I'd 
like to make a motion to recommit 
this bill so we can discuss these 
issues further with the 

Administration.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'm in favor of the piece 
of legislation. I think it * s 
crucial that we redo the Penn 
Liberty Cultural District. It 
adjoins with the Convention 
Center. We have a serious lack of 
attracting conventions to this 
City. We need to make Downtown more 
attractive. There are certain areas 
of Downtown that are deteriorating, 
some more so than others. Actually, 
some areas more so than thi s area. 
I think the Fifth Avenue Corridor 
should be the corridor on the top of 
the list for redoing in Downtown. 
It's critical for this City to have 
a Downtown that is alive, attracts 
people to it, attracts business 
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here, offices to locate here. If we 
don't invest money here, then we 
going to lose Downtown. We can't 
let that happen. Fortunately, it 
has not happened; in many other 
cities it has happened. 

I agree with Mr. Ferlo that we 
should be investing in neighborhood 
business districts and I believe in 
some business districts we are. 
Others we need a more accelerated 
program. However, we cannot ignore 
the Downtown of the City of 
Pittsburgh; it is the heart of this 
City. If it is not a viable area, 
the City of Pittsburgh will not be a 
viable area. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I don't think it's appropriate 
to use the same standard that we use 
for neighborhood business districts 
with the central business 
district. The neighborhood business 
districts do not draw hundreds and 
hundreds of thousands of people 
every day into them. The 

neighborhood business districts 
aren't the centerpiece for the 
entire Western Pennsylvania region 
that Downtown Pittsburgh is. It's 
not fair nor appropriate to use the 
same standard for neighborhood 
business districts that we would 
attempt to use Downtown.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I'm glad that my 
colleagues have stayed. 

The Chair: 

I cannot. I have to go. Jeep, 
will you please take over? 

Michelle Madoff: 

This weekend, I was called upon 
to go out to Westgate Village which 
is in my district. District 2, under 
the new election by district. But I 
have worked with projects for years 
and have gone into the Hill 
District, have gone to many housing 
developments, and never have I seen 
what I'm witnessing today. 

I want to read a letter that 
I'm sending to Sophie. It's in the 
process of being amended because we 
had a phone call just as I was 
coming into Council and I * 11 tell 
you about that in a minute. 


"Dear Mayor Masloff: 

This weekend I was once again 
called upon to visit the Westgate 
Village community which is in 
Council District 2. The living 
conditions because of gang wars 
initiated by Jamaican and New York 
drug dealers battling over territory 
are intolerable. Everywhere you 
turn were the shattered remains of 
windows and cars and homes due to 
gunfire. There were residences 
where the walls were pockmarked with 
bullets. 

Picture, if you can, some 500 
children playing outside on a hot 
summer evening and bullets flying in 
their midst. There was one 
killing." And that took place a 
couple weeks ago. 

"Will the City wait for a 
massacre before we move to address 
this problem? It is not sufficient 
to deploy police cars hours after 
the fact. Even the new drug impact 
squad will not be the answer if 
there is not a constant police 
presence. It is well documented 
that densely populated housing 
projects are hotbeds of drug-related 
crimes. 

In the Westgate Housing 
Development, it would be appropriate 
to determine the responsibility of 
the Baltimore owners. Are the 
subsidized with Section 8 dollars? 
What protection are they required by 
law to provide on a population 
basis? What responsibility, if any, 
do they have for providing 
recreational facilities? Should the 
City look into litigation to force 
the owners to assume appropriate 
responsibilities for their business 
venture?" Westgate, for those who 
may not know, is owned by a 
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Baltimore consortium. 

"The West Side Comnninity 
Development Corporation is compiling 
a list of the frequently resulting 
injuries or deaths, property damage 
estimates, and the response time by 
Public Safety officials to incidents 
in the Westgate Village. Upon 
completion of this report, the 
Corporation is prepared to go to 
Washington and to seek help, if 
necessary. 

In any event, the situation is 
so terrible that before it is over, 
if the problem is not solved 
quickly, patrolling by the National 
Guard may be the only answer. I*m 
sure that as Mayor this is the last 
thing you would want. 

I urge you to address this 
matter immediately." 

Now, just as I walked in a man 
called, I better not give his name 
because I'm afraid of retribution, I 
guess he might be. His seven year 
old daughter was playing outside 
yesterday with 15 chiIdren. There 
were 6 or 7 drug pushers, they got 
into a fight, and again they used 
automatic weapons and the child was 
missed by inches. 

I saw one car with six bullet 
holes. I saw another house where 
the people were sitting on a hot 
evening with the door open; bullets 
had hit the wall. I saw other cars 
shattered in the back windows. 

This all happens repeatedly, 
repeatedly and repeatedly. It 
almost appears *as if the feelings of 
the City are that these people are 
expendable, that we're ignoring this 
problem, and it certainly will not 
go away. 


And I want to chastise the 
media. As I said to the Post 
Gazette editorial writers on the 
circuit, what I saw when one of 
these episodes took place a couple 
months ago was about a half inch 
coverage in the paper. It isn't 
even important that these people are 
being shot out. 

Well, I want to tell you 
something. What's going on in 
Westgate is not going to be confined 
to Westgate; it will come into all 
the copomunities. And we better 
start caring about our neighbors 
because we could be the next 
victims. And I would hope that this 
Council would move to go look at the 
problems of these drug-related 
shootouts. Go see for yourself what 
I witnessed. I am not exaggerating; 
if anything, I'm underplaying It. 
It is a horrible situation and we 
just can't sit here and ignore It. 

As I said before, it isn't just 
because I'm in this area and I went 
out to look while I was campaigning 
and became very aware of the 
problems. I was at the Broadhead 
Manor when I first got elected. 
I've been up on the hill. I've gone 
in to crack houses. I've seen the 
needles all over the ground and the 
colored balloons and the children 
walking between thousands and 
thousands of these paraphernalia. 

In the Hill there's a police 
station half a block from where 
there are four crack houses. I do 
not believe that our police could 
not go in to the corners and have 
some kind of identification for 
people that live in the community 
and arrest everybody that doesn't 
live in the community that are 
standing on that corner selling 
drugs. You have to do something. 
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We may need a cur£ew. We could walk 
out right now and see drug pushers 
selling drugs on these comers* The 
police can see it; why are we not 
arresting these people? We all know 
there's a problem with the jail 
system and there's problems with the 
courts. We don't have places to put 
all the people we arrest. But Lord 
knows if we don't solve this problem 
soon, Pittsburgh could become a 
battleground. It is not going to be 
confined to one area. 

I wanted to share that 
information, tell you I've written 
to the Mayor, and I'm hoping 
something will happen. 

I did get a call from Commander 
Buford saying that he would be 
sending in the impact squad this 
week. Well, that's three days since 
I was there. Today there was 
another shooting. What impact 
squad, and when? For an hour or 
two, or are we going to have a 
constant presence? And if we turn 
our backs on this, we're saying we 
don't care about this community. 
Something has got to happen and I 
will wait to hear from the Mayor and 
get back to you on this issue. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

If I may, Michelle, in regards 
to the State Troopers or National 
Guards, you're probably 100 percent 
correct. I noticed in the Hill 
District the last two or three times 
there was a raid up there, the 
people in the area surrounded the 
police and threatened the police. 
In Hazelwood not too long ago, they 
beat three or four police up. It's 
not safe for them to go into those 
areas and try to make dope arrests 
alone* We just don't have enough 
police for it. 


The same thing is probably 
happening down in that area. Who 
these people are, obviously, they're 
not al 1 the residents of the area 
but there's enough of them to scare 
the heck out of you when a policeman 
is trying to do his job and they try 
to interfere. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

You're absolutely right. My 
experience was that while I was 
there I had called to say I was 
going out to alert the Police 
Department and when I got there for 
the first time the people amazed. 
There were two vans, one private 
unmarked car, and they were there 
for 20 minutes because the shootings 
were not going on and the people in 
the street moved inside because 
there was a camera t here and they 
didn't want to be seen for 
retribution. 

But basically under the new HUD 
law, if you're a drug user you've 
got to move out of the community. 
What's happening now, these are 
outsiders, they're Jamaican gang war 
people and the New York people 
fighting for territory. 

I am not a police officer and 
I'm not Mayor of this City. 
Obviously somebody is going to have 
to call for the appropriate help. I 
did talk to the police officers, as 
you stated, and they tell me they're 
terrified. They don't have enough 
police, they don't have the people 
to do the job, and they're afraid of 
killing some child and then being 
blamed. 

But just saying that we' re 
afraid and we're not going to do 
anything, pretend it's in your own 
neighborhood. What would you do. 
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each member of Council, if this was 
happening in Beechview or if this 
was happening in Greenfield or if 
this was happening in 
Lawrenceville? Would we all be 
sitting here so complacently and 
saying, "Well, you know, what can I 
do about it?" or not saying anything 
which is a sin of omission. I'd 
like to see this Council get 
involved because what affects one 
member of our community affects all 
of us. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Let me just follow up briefly 
because I don't think any of us are 
complacent on the issue. If 
anything, all of us are struggling 
in other neighborhoods with the same 
kinds of problems, although I think 
Michelle has illustrated that in the 
Westgate and Broadhead situation, 
the characteristics of the problem 
have taken on a new meaning in terms 
of violence. 

One suggestion to Michelle. I 
would certainly be willing to 
participate in a walking tour, 
invitation to the Mayor. Michelle, 
if you would get it organized, I 
would certainly be willing to 
participate. I think we should have 
the leadership of the Housing 
Authority there, Public Safety 
Director, Chief Pampena, other kinds 
of individuals who in some way can 
help impact on the problem. But I 
think we need to focus from an 
advocacy point of view media 
attention in this conaminity which is 
pretty much a forgotten neighborhood 
in this City. And if Michelle would 
like to organize a walking tour with 
the Mayor, I would certainly be 
willing to volunteer to be there and 
to support the effort. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. DePasquale, I would like to 
comment on that issue also. I've 
been a strong proponent of 
addressing to a greater degree the 
narcotics problem in the City, going 
back three or four years with 
doubling the narcotics force, 
improving equipment, survei Hence 
vans, acquiring them, improving the 
training of narcotics officers. I 
fought the Administration in 
previous years to do many things in 
that area. I believe some 
additional things have been done. 

There is nothing that I become 
more irritated about than when I 
read the papers and I see that 
judges are making decisions to leave 
off people who have been caught 
selling and dealing in narcotics 
because the jails are too full. The 
judges have no right to do that; it 
is their job to sentence criminals 
involved in narcotics. It is 
another layer of government's 
responsibility to determine whether 
or not there are appropriate jails, 
numbers of jails, and adequacy for 
incarceration of criminals. 

The problem goes far beyond 
municipa1 governmen t. I be1ieve 
this municipal government is doing a 
good job; it needs additional help 
from other levels of government to 
do a better job. We need a more 
coordinated effort. We need all 
elected officials involved in the 
problem. I believe the people in 
our Narcotics Bureau are doing a 
fine job. They are risking their 
lives daily on narcotic raids. 
There is nothing more dangerous in 
police work than narcotic raids, 
especially today. 

Whatever I could do, I will 
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do. I am conmitted to this City 
addressing the problem and will 
continue in the future. 

I'd like to change the subject 
to veterans' preference points. 
Back on May 4th, Mr. DePasquale and 
members of Counci1, I appeared in 
front of the Civil Service 
Commission requesting that they 
grant veterans' preference points to 
all people that served in the 
military. At that time, in my 
presentation I stressed to them that 
both the County and the State 
governments grant veterans' 
preference points to all veterans, 
not just veterans that served in war 
or armed conflict. The City of 
Pittsburgh does not, unless a 
veteran served in a war or armed 
conflict. I strongly suggested at 
that time that they adopt the same 
procedure that Allegheny County has 
and the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 

That was on May 4th. Back on 
May 13th I presented a resolution in 
front of this Council suggesting the 
same. It was a non-binding 
resolution and the last paragraph 
read as follows: "Mow, therefore, 
be it resolved that the Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh reconmends to 
the Pittsburgh Civil Service 
Commission that veterans' preference 
points be granted to all honorably 
discharged veterans when seeking 
employment with the City of 
Pittsburgh." 

This resolution passed this 
Council unanimously. It was 
stressed in the resolution and at 
the time by several Councilmembers, 
including Councilman Coyne, the 
importance of doing this and the 
fact that there are more minorities 
in the military today than ever. 


particularly women, and that we are 
not granting veterans * preference 
points to all veterans unless they 
served in a time of armed conflict 
or war. 

Just a week and a half ago the 
City Clerk received a letter, and I 
believe all Councilmembers got a 
copy, of the Civil Service 
Commission responding to our 
resolution and denying our 
request. They indicated that they 
will cont inue wi th the same 
procedure with very • little 
explanation as to why. I asked for 
a copy of the Minutes; in the 
Minutes there really was no 
discussion on the issue. They 
simply made a decision. 

Yesterday, I received a copy of 
a letter from our Solicitor going to 
the Civil Service Commission. Our 
Solicitor indicated in there an 
opinion that was recently rendered 
by the Attorney General of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
concerning whether veterans * 
preference is permitted to 
individuals who served during a 
recognized period of war or armed 
conflict. The Attorney General has 
ruled that any soldier who was on 
active duty after July 27, 1953 is 
entitled to veterans' preference, 
assuming that he or she has met all 
the other requirements• The 
Solicitor indicated in the last 
sentence, "The Civil Service 
Commission should take this new 
opinion into consideration when 
awarding veterans * preference 
points." 

As part of the opinion by the 
Attorney General, Mr. Preate, he 
indicated, "The intent under 
veterans * preference points 
according to the General Assembly is 
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that a soldier be given credit under 
the Code for the discipline and the 
experience represented by his 
military training and/or the loyalty 
and public spirit demonstrated by 
his or her service for the 
preservation of this country.” 

Finally, Mr. Preate indicated, 
''it is my opinion that you are 
hereby advised that anyone who 
served in the Armed Forces of the 
United States since July 27, 1953 is 
a soldier for the purposes of 
veterans' preference provisions of 
the Military Code of Pennsylvania.” 

In essence, what he is saying 
is that this City differs with his 
opinion and any other municipality 
in the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. The Civil Service 
Commission differs with this 
Council's opinion. 

I am bringing this up because I 
would like to publicly request, 
again, from the Civil Service 
Commission through the City Clerk 
that they reconsider what this 
Council suggested one month ago, 
that veterans' preference points be 
granted for all honorably discharged 
veterans. I am looking for them to 
do this and not for a reason as to 
why not. I believe it should be 
done. I know I've spoken to Mr. 
Coyne about this privately and, if 
they do not grant it, I would like 
to some way, jointly with members of 
Council, to legislate the 
requirement. The Attorney General 
has ruled, this Council has 
suggested, the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania has 
indicated it, and our Civil Service 
Commission is refusing to move 
forward. 1 believe they should and 
this Council should make sure that 
they grant veterans' preference 


points to honorably discharged 
veterans. 

The Chair, Pro tea: 

Mr. Wagner, in regards to 
passing legislation on that matter, 
I have a question. Under the 
veterans' preference, isn't that a 
State law? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Yes it is. It's a Federal law 
and a State law. And according to 
the State law, the Attorney General 
has indicated that he feels that all 
veterans should receive veterans* 
preference points. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Could, then, the City pass 
legislation other than the State in 
regards to the veterans' preference? 

Mr. Wagner: 

I believe so. That procedure 
to pass legislation would not even 
be necessary, I believe, if the 
Civil Service Commission would 
cooperate with this Council. 

Mr. Perlo: 

It appears as though the 
Commission is not following both the 
intent of the Legislature as well as 
the letter of the law. If Mr. 
Preate's opinion is what it is, then 
it may be that the Commission is not 
aware, Mr. Wagner, of that 
decision. Were they privileged to 
that information? 

Mr. Wagner: 

No, the decision by Mr. Preate 
came on May 26th. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with Mr. Wagner. I 
think we should recommunicate to the 
Commission and forward a copy of 
Attorney General Preate*s opinion 
and, if not» I think we should 
engage in either legal activity or 
legislative activity. 

I would point out that for 
those on the issue of active duty^ 
anybody in the military at any point 
can become involved in a conflict. 
We've had hundreds of examples in 
the past year alone where men and 
women have died in the military and 
they have not been involved in a war 
or formal conflict. So, I don't 
understand the rationale and the 
logic of the Commission and I think 
they have the responsibility to 
explain to us why they're adamant on 
this and why they're not considering 
our concern. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Just to follow up on my two 
colleagues, I agree with everything 
that has been said so far and, if 
the Civil Service Commission isn't 
cooperative, then I think we follow 
Mr. Wagner's suggestion and I would 
be glad to co-sponsor a bill with 
him to require, or to attempt to 
require, that the Civil Service 
Commission to give the veterans' 
preference points. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It would seem to me that what 
we really need here is an 
independent legal opinion. I think, 
perhaps, we have some funds for 
that. Mr. Wagner may want to 
discuss with an attorney whether - 
we already have an Enabling Act - 
the City may be acting capriciously 


and just arbitrarily and just not 
accepting what is already State law, 
or to find out whether the City has 
the right to reject that Enabling 
Act and then what the next procedure 
would be. And he might want to 
start by asking the City Solicitor 
and, if he's not satisfied with that 
answer, then go to a private legal 
counsel. 

Mr. Lyons moved to approve the 
Minutes of Tuesday, May 30, 1989.

Mr. Chairman, I have three 
brief matters and their unrelated. 
First of all, I'd like to make a 
motion to televise the public 
hearing on the trash recycling which 
is being held next week- on June 
27th. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Two other points, very 
briefly. First of all, there was a 
post agenda last week on the 
situation regarding the Urban 
Development Action Grant and I think 
the Administration, Council and 
public is somewhat aware that there 
will be another opportunity, even 
though the UDAGs have not been 
reauthorized by Congress. There 
will be an opportunity to submit, 
once again, by the July 30th 
deadline, a several million dollar 
Urban Development Action Grant. The 
thing I'm upset about, and I feel 
that Council should communicate to 
the Administration, the 

Administration to their credit will 
be submitting a proposal to support 
a very unique low-income housing 
effort by the North Side Tenants 
Reorganization in the amount of 
anywhere from $750,000 to a little 
over $1 million. That will be one 
of the Urban Development Action 
Grants that will come to Council 
later on in July following a 
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Planning CooBDission Meeting on June 
27th and I'm sure we’re going to be 
supportive. 

However, in a different set of 
evaluations by HUD for the UDAG 
grants, they will also be evaluating 
commercial development UDAG 
proposals that will be submitted by 
cities around the country. In that 
category, we as a municipality are 
not submitting an application v^ich, 
as far as I'm concerned, makes no 
sense whatsoever. We have until the 
July 30th deadline. I can't believe 
that out of all the development 
ideas and agendas that have come up 
in the last year and a half that 
we're not able to submit an 
application for some kind of a 
project, be it a hotel, the 
expansion of amenities in and around 
the Convention Center, some large 
coomercial development activity that 
would either mean jobs, construction 
activity, tax base, etc. I think we 
as a Council should conaminicate to 
the Administration formally that 
this is a missed opportunity, it 
doesn't make any sense whatsoever. 
Mr. Jacoby himself came to the table 
and said that they're negotiating 
with developers regarding the Grant 
Street property that we own along 
with the B & 0. 

One way or the other, we should 
have some application in by the July 
30th deadline, so I'd like to make a 
motion that Council communicate to 
the Mayor and the Administration 
regarding this issue of submitting a 
comnercial development proposal 
under the UDAG. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 


Nr. Ferlo: 

Thirdly, and I'll defer to Hr. 
Wagner if he would like to speak on 
this issue because I've had a 
discussion with him. This regards a 
matter of zoning. Mr. Wagner 
submitted Bill 2492 regarding the 
rezoning of property to support the 
so-’called Riverside Proposal which 
we all know in a much celebrated 
press conference by Mayor Masloff 
who put her stamp of approval on 
this, it's a $90 million to $100 
million development proposal 
regarding development in land 
currently owned by the Buncher 
Company between the 16 th Street 
Bridge and the Veterans' Bridge. 
It's a major development effort that 
talks about developing the City as a 
regional entertainment center and, 
if not, a major compliment to 
convention trade and convention 
business. 

Unfortunately, and this really 
blew my mind, quite frankly, the 
Planning Commission at their last 
meeting which was held June 13th, a 
week ago, voted the proposal down. 
They voted the conmiunication from 
Council with very little discussion 
and voted down t he rec ommenda tion 
for rezoning. Right now the area, I 
believe, is zoned M-4 which, right 
now, there could be a smoke-stack 
industry over there which I don't 
think anybody in the City wants. 

How this happened is beyond my 
understanding. How the 
Administration can have a major 
celebrated press conference to 
announce a major development project 
and then for it to go to the 
Planning Commission, the legislation 
from Council vis-a-vis the bill that 
Mr. Wagner submitted, and for the 
Planning Commission to act in a 
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totally capricious and arbitrary 
fashion is beyond my understanding. 

Kowy if I read the Code right, 
when they receive a zoning change by 
way of legislation from Council, the 
Code implies, if you look at Chapter 
907, that there should be a public 
notification process that minimally 
talks about all of the property 
owners involved being notified, both 
the immediate property owners 
involved as well as adjacent 
property owners, as well as 
organizations and associations of 
which there are several in the Strip 
District* None of these 
organizations, to my knowledge, and 
if you look at the minutes of the 
meeting a week ago, there was no 
discussion. The principles involved 
in this project, be they the owners 
of the property, the developers. 
Mayor Masloff herself. Councilman 
Wagner, other Councilmembers who may 
wanted to have spoken on this issue, 
nobody was notified of the meeting. 

So, I think the Commission la 
in violation of the procedures that 
they themselves are supposed to be 
abiding to according to the City 
Code. I think they should reverse 
themselves, they should null and 
void their actions of the June 13th 
meeting, they should rediscuss this 
issue at the June 27th Planning 
Commission meeting, and they should 
invite Council members, I*m sure Mr. 
Wagner is opinionated on the 
issue. I know Michelle for many 
years has spoken about riverfront 
activity. I have an interest and 
would like to speak favorably on the 
proposal, and I would hope that the 
Mayor, since she had a much 
celebrated press conference, is in 
line and supportive of this 
proposal. 


How could the Planning 
Commission do that without even the 
property owners themselves being 
invited to discuss the issue. There 
were seven Boardmembers present on 
the Commission, Ms. Ledowitz asked a 
question — She's opposed to this 
thing because it's just a ruse to 
build an office building. First of 
all, one, that's not true. Two, 
it's not even possible. Three, it's 
not even the most practical thing 
for the Buncher Company to do 
because they own other property 
closer to town and if they were 
going to build an office building, 
it would be more appropriate on that 
land. And more importantly, if she 
had a question, legitimately or 
otherwise, it should have been asked 
either to the Developer, to the 
property owners, to Mr. Wagner 
possibly who was a proponent of the 
proposal, to the Mayor who is a 
proponent of the proposal. 

Once again, I ask the question; 
who is in charge of this City? We 
have a major development effort 
under foot, and we blew it. And now 
we're in an adversarial relationship 
with the Planning Commission. Now 
we need seven votes to override the 
Planning Consnission and given the 
attitude of some Councilmembers who 
are out to lunch, I can't count on 
all those votes. 

So, I would ask the following, 
Mr. Chairman; one, I'm very 
concerned and very upset about what 
happened. If the Mayor is listening 
to this, I hope she gets on the horn 
with the Planning Commission. In 
fact, I wish she would get rid of 
some of the Planning Commission 
members. She's the Mayor now and as 
far as I'm concerned she should 
start taking some leadership and 
appoint some of her people to chair 
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these various corasissiona and 
authorities* But we're in a box 
right now and we've got to get out 
of it because^ as far as I'm 
concerned, the Mayor's tail is 
riding on this project. 

The Chair: 

I agree with you but I don't 
know why it surprised you, anything 
the Planning Conmission does. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

My motion, specifically, is 
that we communicate to the 
Commission and we ask them to please 
read the Municipal Record and follow 
the rules of public participation. 
But minimally, I would ask that in 
that motion that we ask the Planning 
Commission to reconsider their 
actions and to rediscuss this issue 
at their June 27th meeting and allow 
the principles and others to speak 
on the issue. But independent of 
that, I think all of us should 
unanimously vote for the rezoning. 

Mr. Vagner: 

I second Mr. Ferlo's motion. 
I'm very happy you brought it up; if 
you didn't, I would have. 

He's right; there has been a 
failure here in the notification 
process, a failure to comnunicate by 
the Planning Commission to elected 
officials in this City, particularly 
the Mayor and members of Council and 
people involved in and just 
interested people that want to see 
development occur in this City 
adjacent to the Convention Center. 

This issue has been in front of 
Council formally as the Riverside 
issue for four years with James 


Rouse. That project did not move 
forward* Now on a piece of property 
right beside that parcel further up 
river between the Veterans' Bridge 
and the Armstrong Court Project, and 
this project, I believe, has a lot 
to do as to whether or not Armstrong 
Court will move forward ^ich is a 
residential development on the 
riverfront• 

The Planning Commission, to my 
understanding, had very little 
discussion on the issue and it 
seemed to me almost as if inside 
politics took place within the 
Planning Covsission. Someone put 
this on the agenda and wanted to get 
it behind them before anyone in the 
public arena including myself and 
others here in this Council knew 
about the meeting so that we could 
attend the meeting and testify in 
regard to this proposed zoning 
change. 

This proposed zoning change, 
vdiat it does is cut the time frame 
significantly for a zoning change to 
occur and that's the reason why I 
introduced Bill No. 2492. It 
reduces the time frame anywhere from 
six to eight months, Mr. President, 
and they voted it down without much 
discussion, without any input, and I 
also would like to see them 
reconsider this item at the Planning 
Commission and notify all the 
appropriate parties.

On Bill 2539, on the bill 
you've introduced for employee 
tuition reimbursement program, I*d 
like my comments brought forward. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would respectfully request 
that my comments on that particular 
legislation be brought forward. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I, too, would like my remarks 
brought forward, please. 

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(MR. FERLO*S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2539 - Wednesday, June 28, 

1989) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I think the bill is well-intentioned. In its present form 
and without some people coming to the table, I cannot vote in 
favor of this legislation. The one concern I have — and I 
would not only want to discuss this bill with Melanie Smith from 
Personnel or Mr. Turner, but I really would like to discuss the 
bill with Mr. Jacoby and/or the labor negotiator. The problem I 
have with the bill is I am opposed fundamentally to granting 
unto one subset of employees a fringe benefit that the 
Administration is not going to bargain in good faith and give 
the rest of the employees. I think it is going to be bad for 
morale, I don't think it is good politics or good policy. 

Now, I agree with Ben that we can provide some leadership 
and take the initiative, but I would want to be reasonably 
assured by the Administration that if this were negotiated in 
good faith by the other respective representatives of the other 
bargaining units, that this is going to be something that is 
going to fly. I think it is going to be bad for morale if we 
set a precedent where some employees have a certain level health 
benefits and others don't. That is why I was so adamant against 
the previous Mayor and Administration for negotiating on the 
foreman's contract, giving away some health benefits that they 
had previously. I just have a problem with that from the point 
of view of how we treat the whole class of city employees, not 
any one group of employees being any better in terms of fringe 
benefits. 

The other thing is I would like to know the financial 
reality of such an impact of this proposal. Thirdly, the other 
reality, I am not even comfortably going to vote on this until 
next year when we discuss the budget, is the reality that we are 
going to be faced with. I think the reality we are going to be 
faced with next year is whether or not we even are able to 
maintain the level of fringe benefits that we have, especially 
in terms of the health care obligations. So on one hand I am 
sympathetic to the intent, it is well-intentioned, I want to be 
supportive, but until some of those other questions can be 
resolved, I could not in good conscience vote in favor of this. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I will start off, but I am sure others have questions. I 
support the intent of the bill, I don't have a problem with 
that. The problem I am having, I agree with everything my 
colleague Mr. Wagner just outlined, but that is really not the 
issue right now before us. 

The issue is I think we are all unanimous about the kinds of 
issues Mr. Wagner talked about. The problem that I have is we 
are creating a set of benefits for a separate, and distinct and 
smaller group of employees. I would be in favor of doing that, 
however, if there is a commitment from the Administration, 




yourself, the negotiators^ Miss Smith, others, that if this is 
negotiated in good faith by the bargaining units, that this will 
be something that you will bend to and reward them with. The 
problem I have is not extending a class of benefits, fringe 
benefits or otherwise, to all employees and not just a 
particular group of employees. I think it is one thing if you 
have a couple department directors and you want to give them an 
automobile, as is part of the Mayor's prerogative, I don't have 
a big problem with that, but where we have a traditional class 
of fringe benefits, I think they should be extended to all 
groups of employees. So I am worried that we may do something 
for several hundred mid-managers, managerial, administrative, 
white collar folks who are not in the bargaining unit and we 
haven't extended that fringe benefit to everybody else. 

The other thing is I don’t think from a timeliness point of 
view we should be deciding on this until we decide on next 
year's budget situation, because if the Administration is going 
to come in and say, "Wait a minute. We are lucky we can even 
pay to maintain the fringe benefits of health costs that we have 
for next year," and if you are going to be coming to us with a 
proposal to say that you want some share or some way for 
employees to kick in and maintain their Blue Cross/Blue Shield, 

I am going to say, "Forget that. I am more concerned about 
employees having their health care benefits than this tuition 
program." All this is within the context of not knowing how 
much money we are talking about. So it is all those sets of 
issues I am concerned about and couldn't comfortably vote in 
favor of this bill at this time. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Chairman, if I could just respond and I will give up the 
floor to Mr. Woods. That even causes more of a problem, because 
unlike travel, which I consider a different class of a 
benefit — and I don't really consider that a benefit, it has 
more to do with the operations of government — you are going to 
create more of a problem if you only have a certain amount of 
money in each department. Is it going to be first come first 
serve? You are going to get into all kinds of morale problems 
around who can benefit and avail themselves of this ability to 
take this educational course and be reimbursed. I think if you 
are not going to put enough bang for the buck and not budget 
enough money, if you are only talking about a minimal amount 
that gets tapped out by April or May and not all employees have 
availed themselves of this benefit, I think you are going to 
cause more of a morale problem. If you are going to extend the 
benefit, extend it to everybody without all this discretion. I 
see department directors letting their pet employees doing this 
and others not doing it. I don't think that is going to be a 
fair situation. I am really concerned about the morale problems 
that could be opened up as a result of extending this benefit, 
which is very discretionary and not — when we have Blue Cross 
or health benefits, it is given to all employees in the city. 

If people are here for Whatever the number of years are, they 
have so many weeks of vacation. These are not arbitrary; they 
are all a class of benefits that are afforded to all employees. 
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I 

^his thing is very arbitrary and I think it is going to cause a 
lot of problems.

(MICHELLE MADOFF’S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2539-Wednesday, June 28, 
1989) * 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have had a lot of calls on this in my office, Mr. Woods. 
One of the questions that has arisen — and you may have covered 
it, and I have to tell you I did not have a chance to read 
this — was that there should be some incentive. In other 
words, somebody takes the course, doesn't attend, gets paid for 
it, doesn't produce grades, isn't really taking advantage of it, 
should not be reimbursable. 

Mr. Woods: 

They have to have passing grades, that is in there, and I 
amended it that we would only pay 80 percent of the tuition 
rather than 100 percent to make sure they attend. If they did 
not have passing grades, an A or B, then we would not reimburse 
them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was one of the things I was concerned about. The other 
thing I was concerned about — and if you would take the time, 
please, to explain it, not only to me, but anybody else that 
would be interested — who would be eligible for this? 

Mr. Woods: 

Any professional employee who is not in the barganing unit; 

I believe stenos would be, our budget office, people in the 
Finance Department. And it would have to be work related; one 
of your aides could not take a medical course, because it is not 
work related.

Michelle Madoff: 

Do we have any arrangements with universities, since we 
subsidize them, we make grants to them, to get some special 
tuition to at least get the rates that would be comparable to 
people who work there? You know, somebody works there and their 
kids go to school, some kind of special rate or even getting it 
gratis? 

Mr. Woods: 

I haven't asked anybody about that. I don't know that we 
subsidize them other than no taxes, we don't give grants to any 
institutions. But other than that, I don't know of any other 
monies that we give them.

Michelle Madoff: 

For example, CMU gets a hefty bundle from us in many ways, 
not only in the fact that we supply all the services, but I 
believe we own some of the buildings and we maintain some of 
those buildings. 

Mr. Woods: 

I haven't asked anybody to fund the bill. 

Michelle Madoff; 

What do you anticipate the total dollar figure to come to? 
Mr. Woods: 

I think at the most 100,000, if all 5,000 employees are 
covered under this. But right now, probably only 1,000 are 
covered under this. We already have and each department already 
has in their budget an educational and training fund which they 
use to go to seminars and symposiums and that, and it would fall 
under the same category. So it would be up to each department 
to come before this Council and ask for their money. It will be 
up to this Council to appropriate whatever funds we felt 
necessary for each department.

I think they 
would have an incentive in their job for promotion. 

Mr. Woods: 

I would, too, but I don't believe this Council ever got 
involved in the bargaining units before, and I don't believe we 
should now. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Ben, I am not going to disagree with you, because maybe you 
are right, in the next bargaining unit they will make it part of 
the agreement. But it seems to me we would get a better caliber 
of people more enthusiastic if we offered the same opportunity 
to them, instead of saying — I don't think we get into the 
bargaining thing, just say, "if you want to take advantage, it 
is there for you, too."

I have no objections to doing that, l just don't think we 
can do that.

Michelle Madoff; 

As I listen to the dialogue, a number of thoughts come to 
mind. Mr. Woods, I would like to direct them to you. While 
Mr. Ferlo is absolutely correct, we may be in a posture next 
year where we just don't have enough money to maintain the 
existing benefits, and to increase them may not be practical. 

On the other hand, I think it is important to think about — and 
T presume that is why you introduced the bill — to get a better 
caliber of employee and to attract people that would normally 
not want to come to government because we offer them something. 
Lord knows, and I think the public should know this, that the 
retirement plan for the City of Pittsburgh is a disgrace. 

People don't make an issue of it because they are on Council and 
they want to get elected, so we don't say anything about the 
fact that after 11 years somebody will get $8,000.00 or $9,000. 

For me it is not an issue, but what do you do when the men 
sitting here have families or will have families? They are not 
going to stay. Why do people in the Mayor's office, why did 
Dave Matter, who was such a compliment, leave the city when he 
was a good employee and go somewhere else? Because you can't 
make the money. That is everybody's option, to get out. But 
why don't we want to keep the best and the brightest by giving 
them a decent salary? Our Mayor of our city until recently 
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didn't even get a living wage for a family, and it is a 
disgrace. So we don’t give a decent salary, we don't give 
anybody a decent retirement comparable to the County and 
comparable to the State. We aren't even competitive. So what 
happens is we get people who use this city job as a weigh 
station, or people who can't do anything else or people who want 
to sacrifice to be in public service. 

That leads me to the next point, Mr. Woods, and that is my 
colleague to my right feels that we are being horrible people to 
go out and take more money to pay our staffs. Well, the fact 
remains that if one of my people wanted to go to school at night 
to enhance his abilities to be a better person and be more 
highly skilled, he could leave me in five minutes or she could 
leave me and how do I keep them here by being competitive if 
there is this attitude that we are not going to pay? 

Mr. Pollock just snickered. Well, the fact remains that the 
present salary range for our staff is $58,000.00, and he is 
using all that for his staff. But we have now a need created by 
election by district to serve people out in the community. The 
calls are coming in. I don't want to go into the individual 
situation, he is going to bring it up again and I will talk 
about it again, but you can't on one side sit and say, "Yes, we 
should do it, it is a good bill," and on the other hand say, 

"But we are not going to compensate these people." That is not 
consistent. 

I just want to put in perspective for the media and for the 
public who have been listening to, "Aren't we terrible" that we 
want to pay our people a minimum living wage. 

(Deleted text.) 

Michelle Madoff: 

You and I both are aware of a young man that is in your 
department, who on his own went to college, became an 
accountant, and is in your auditing department, became a better 
employee and had opportunity to go into the private sector and 
would have, had you not had an opening where you promoted him 
into that job. So two things happened; One is that the person 
has an opportunity to be able to better themselves right within 
the city, and as you said, you haven't any right to put anybody 
as an indentured servant and say, "You can’t go out somewhere 
and better yourself." 

But that gets us to the next issue that I raised. That is 
when people become more skilled, they are better to the city, it 
becomes cost effective. I have never had a problem with people 
going to meetings because they learn how to improve their job, 
hopefully, and come back, and it is a cost effective effort for 
the city. That ties all into the whole ball of wax. It ties 
into the fact that — and we talked about this before — the 
pensions for the city are so outrageously bad that people have 
no reason to stay here if they have an opportunity to leave, 
unless they are just dedicated to public service and they can't 
go on to another public service job. But people who after 
awhile have families and responsibilities think long and hard 
about staying in government. Is that not true? 
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Mr. Turner: 


Oh, I think that many people wrestle with the question as to 
whether or not they can afford to stay in the public sector, 
yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Exactly. So I think one of the things we have to look at is 
not just. A, making available the opportunity to better yourself 
educationally in the area, which is an incentive to come in, "I 
will go work for the city for a few years and at least I'll have 
some training program," and you get a high caliber of person 
that way, or we need to start to look at what are we going to do 
to keep people like you — when I agree with you, which isn't 
all the time — in government. Or Melanie, she could get a job 
in the private sector that would pay her much better. We lost 
Dave Matter, we lost Henry, that is a great loss to the city, to 
go to Harrisburg for a better paying job. We need to look at 
that. And Mark and I got into a diatribe because I feel very 
strongly that they are going to have people — I think I had a 
secretary for seven years, she is more than a secretary, she is 
an administrative assistant, she works all the computers, she 
takes shorthand in this day and age, she is a tremendous talent, 
rarely takes lunch, and after seven years I am paying her 
$20,000.00. That is a disgrace. But I don't have any more 
money to pay her. I think we have to look at the whole ball of 
wax. I think let's get on with passing this piece of 
legislation. We ought to be looking at all of it. 

Maybe it is time that we set up some kind of independent 
commission that looks at all of this; the pension, the 
incentive, the educational benefits we give to people to say, 
"How are we going to keep or attract good people into 
government," into City Council or whatever, because salaries are 
commensurate with what you want them to do, not as we are 
perceived to do in Council. If people don't like us, maybe they 
want people who they feel would be better if they were paid a 
little more and would come from the private sector into 
government. That is something we ought to start thinking about. 
It is not a very popular thing when you are running for office, 
you don't want to say, "Gee, you want to pay them more." That 
isn't what I am saying at all. But I don't think you disagree 
with what I am saying.

Mr. Wagner: 

Prior to continuing, I want to have a comment on the bill. 

In regard to Bill No. 2539 which is a tuition reimbursement 
program for non-union employees of the City of Pittsburgh, I 
just want to have a comment prior to Mr. Woods getting the floor 
again. 

I think the bill is an excellent piece of legislation. It 
is hard to believe that this government — it is 1989, the 20th 
Century approaching the 21st Century — does not have a tuition 
reimbursement program for its employees. I worked for two 
different corporations prior to being in government, going back 
25 years, and they had tuition reimbursement programs. If we 
are going to move into the 21st Century, we should become more 
innovative as to how we keep good people and train our people to 
be better people. 

The amendments made to this bill including at least one year 
of service, I think is an excellent amendment, because it 
certainly determines whether or not an employee is intent upon 
staying with the City of Pittsburgh. The reimbursement of 80 
percent rather than 100 percent I think is an excellent 
amendment, because the employee has to pay something to go to 
school. Other portions of the bill involving the department 
directors, that the department directors must determined whether 
or not the courses fit in with the job responsibilities, I think 
are excellent portions of the bill. 

This bill is an incentive to hire good people, it is an 
incentive to keep good people, it is an incentive to improve the 
core of people that we have working within government. I don't 
think there has been any member of Council that has talked 
against that. So I personally think it is an excellent piece of 
legislation. I see the potential of the bill leading in the 
future to becoming portions of benefits associated with the 
various unions and that being part of a bargaining issue when 
their contracts expire.

I am just sharing with the public, because it was originally 
my legislation to have the books printed and then to get this on 
cable. Here is an example where somebody can go into a very 
nice neighborhood, $1,000.00 is the initial asking price, you 
could go up to $2,000.00 and still get a bargain, build 
something, especially if you do it yourself, get some friends 
and build it, and they would have a chance to have a wonderful 
opportunity. 

So there are some very good properties within the city. T 
think this is an example of one.

Michelle Madoff: 

May I have the floor? On Bill 2568, I was looking for 3401, 
there is another bill that was identical to it and I couldn't 
find the bill and it was supposed to come up last week. 

Let me see if I understand this correctly, Mr. Woods. You 
are suggesting that not only do we allow reimbursements to be 
made in other departments, but also in Water; is that correct? 

Mr. Woods: 

No, just two areas; real estate and water. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't have a problem with real estate. I have a really 
big problem with water. Let me tell you my problem. It touches 
on the subject matter we just addressed. 

If I were to break down the time spent in my office on water 
problems, I would have one person doing nothing but answering 
the phone all day long, and we wouldn't get to all the calls. 

Mr. Woods: 

Let me interrupt for one moment. This will help you, this 
will speed up the payments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, no, Ben, you don't know what is going on. 

Mr. Woods; 

Yes, it does. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would be diametrically opposed to not having some reading 
on the problems going on in the Water Department, and if the 
refunds were made through the Water Department for the gross 
errors going on every single day because it is a disaster area, 
as head of the Water Committee, I would not know the kinds of 
things that come up on a routine basis. 

I could go along with this if I had provided to me 
documented — I didn't want it bring this up at this point 
because I am going over to the Water Department to spend the 
first day, they were gone last week to a meeting, and I have 
been invited by Alex and Perkins, Clarence, to spend half a day 
there confirming what I have already basically researched. 

Just so you understand, the Water Department does not know, 
colleagues, how much money we have owing to it. It is 
somewhere, I want you to know, between 5 million and 18 million 
dollars. We have a new system, the new system is a software 
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program that doesn’t work with our hardware program. Instead of 
cutting our losses and getting rid of our hardware and going to 
IBM, we are probably going to end up in litigation like the 
other companies that have been using the software program. We 
have hundreds and hundreds of calls of people being overbilled. 
Isn’t it true, Jim? I am telling it the way it is, and I can 
document it. We have people who are being overbilled because 
the equipment doesn’t work yet. We hope to straighten it out ir 
time, but meanwhile, people are paying the money up front 
because of the fear. Little old people come into my office and 
say, "I am paying with it because I can’t deal v/ith it anymore." 
We have letters coming in, people are rude to them. These 
things are hopefully all going to be worked out in time. At the 
moment you would disenfranchise me or anybody else that would 
take over this committee by not being able to know the kind of 
things going on. If they said, "We are going to reimburse you," 
I am not going to know that or know there is an overbilling. 

Mr. Turner: 

There is no reason that that listing can’t come to you for 
informational purposes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You are just taking the words out of my mouth. I am about 
to say I could buy this if we put an amendment to it that says 
that we would get a list — and I would like to have it twice a 
month — of every overbilling, and if it isn’t accurate, the 
roof on this building will come off. 

For example, I asked the Director of the Water Department 
how many unanswered letters he had. He said, "Oh, about 200." 
You were here. It is a matter of a transcript, I will pull it 
for you. Do you know how many it is? I got hold of the 
research that was done. It is 3,600 letters that were never 
answered. Can everybody hear me? Thirty-six hundred letters 
that weren’t answered. We don't have staff. We have all this 
money that was borrowed sitting in the Water and Sewer Authority 
and we have to get some staff and start doing the job.

I'd like 
to point out that in the Rules of 
Council, Rule 8, Section H, requires 
that no rule shall be suspended 
except by affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the members elected and 
such vote shall be taken without 
debate.

Ferlo, Mr. Lyons, Mr. Wagner and 
yourself. That's not two-thirds, so 
therefore the suspension of Rule 8 
failed on those bills introduced 
today.

The Chair: 

It may be in writing but past 
practice has always been the 
majority of CounciImembers. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I'm just calling to your 
attention that if we discuss this 
this afternoon, we're doing it 
totally without precedent. 

The Chair: 

I thank you for that but as you 
well know, and you've been here long 
enough now, and all of us have, that 
all it takes ever to waive Rule 8 on 
this Council has always been 5 votes 
or the majority of Council present 
at that meeting. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I don't remember 
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it being challenged before in tny 
year and a half here on Council. 

The Chair: 

I agree and I thank you for 
challenging it and I will have to 
make a rule and I rule that we will 
go with past practice and that is 
that the majority of Council members 
present rule on waiving Rule 8 or 
recommitting bills and that's the 
way we're going to waive Rule 8. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have two items, Mr. President 
and members of Council • May I ask 
the President a question? 

The Chair: 

Sure. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Doesn't the Administration have 
a committee, I presume Marybeth 
Salley-Risutto is handling for the 
Administration on solid waste?

May I respectfully suggest that 


after 20 years of working in that 
field I would have been a more 
appropriate person to chair the 
committee but I will be happy to 
suggest to the Administration that I 
would like to be on the 
Administration's commission because 
of my rather in-depth knowledge. 
I've watched some questions that Mr. 
Ferlo has asked and I think his 
heart is in the right place, he's 
trying to do the right thing, but I 
think there's a certain experience 
you get in 20 years that you can't 
possibly have by plugging in at the 
last minute. Even though you wink 
at them, it's still a fact. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You're leaving me open for a 
great one-liner, Michelle. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You didn't wink at me, so what 
can I say. 

Next. There was going to be a 
hearing tomorrow which I 
respectfully asked that the 
President of Council not cancel but 
postpone, reschedule. Let me tell 
you what is happening. Chief 
Pampena has requested a hearing with 
the Westgate community people. They 
have offered to meet with Pampena 
and other people to try to resolve 
the problems amicably. 

But I do want to point out to 
this Council that we have some real 
concerns. If we postpone now and if 
they do not come to an agreement 
today, and I really believe they 
will not be able to and I'll explain 
that in a moment, do we have the 
opportunity to reschedule that 
hearing before the fall? I think 
that's terribly important. 
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The Chair: 

I will try, 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay, now let: me tell you what 
is happening. As you know, the 
impact team has done a phenomenal 
job of going into the community and 
indeed routing out the pushers and 
really trying to make the community 
safer. And for the first time the 
children are able to play outside, 
they’re on their bicycles, they have 
one of the nicest swimming pools and 
playgrounds that's never used 
because the parents are afraid to 
leave their children out because of 
the bullets flying. They’re now 
starting to use the facilities and 
they’re coming to Council — I don't 
know if everybody knows but Mr, 
Woods okayed some dollars to do a 
proposal to try to plan something 
for the community. I've been told 
by the Planning Department they also 
will because the plan is very vast 
and they will also be working with 
us to try to get something done to 
change the lives of the people 
living in the Fairywood community 
area. 

Now, I spoke with Chief Pampena 
myself and here's the problem in a 
nutshell. We just don't have enough 
police officers and he’s under the 
gun and I sympathize with him. When 
we say we need two police officers* 
visible presence in the Westgate 
community, his answer has to be and 
has been, "What can I do, I don't 
have enough police officers." The 
people in Highland Park tell me they 
want somebody. The people in 
Lawrenceville tell me they want 
somebody. The people in Squirrel 
Hill tell me they need somebody. 
The people in Mount Washington tell 


me they need somebody. It is 
apparent that we're going to have to 
do something about this problem. 

I understand that I wasn’t so 
far fetched in saying that we ought 
to get the National Guard when I was 
just really trying to call attention 
to the problem. I read recently 
that Governor Casey is reviewing 
what can happen and how they can 
plug the National Guard into the 
drug problems. 

But in summary, if ' Westgate 
gives up its right to hold this 
hearing tomorrow, and it isn't 
rescheduled, and if they meet with 
Pampena today who told me he does 
not have the power to have a visible 
presence, if you route out the 
Jamaican pushers and the Detroit 
pushers, in come the L.A. and the 
New York pushers. It doesn't end. 

Now, while the impact team is 
going in on a constant basis, it is 
helping and I don't want to diminish 
the fact that they're doing a 
tremendous job, but there has to be 
a commitment from the City that if 
the problem becomes as severe as it 
was before, that there will be two 
police officers as a visible 
presence in that community. 

So, again, we should know more 
after the meeting today which is 
taking place at 2:00. My assistant. 
Bill Urbanek, will be at that 
meeting. We're having another 
meeting here today and I'll report 
back to this Council and the 
President of Council to see whether 
it is imperative that we 
reschedule. They will be here with 
two busloads of people and they'll 
be sitting outside the Mayor's 
Office unless they get some 
protection for that community, and I 
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will ^it with them* 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman • 
Either we have a public hearing 
scheduled tomorrow or we don' t. We 
have a legal obiigation to notify 
the public that we have a hearing. 

The Chair: 

The meeting is going to be 
rescheduled.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

I owe an apology to the 
President pf Council and my 
colleagues. I was asleep at the 
wheel today; I'm a little tired. On 
Bills 2613 and 2616, while you may 
not allow me to change my vote, 1 
confused the two votes with the 
actual bill which was making sure 
that the workers corap went into 
operation. I did not realize, for 
some stupid reason, that these were 
the two bills introduced by Mr. 
Ferlo repealing and that was my 
fault. I apologize but I certainly 
vote no on them, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, on a couple 
unrelated matters. First of all, a 
number of people have called my 
office who work in Shadyside who 
cannot attend the public hearing but 
they would like to see the public 
hearing televised and in that 
respect I'd like to make a motion 
that the public hearing regarding 
the Shadyside parking garage dispute 
be televised. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Secondly, on two other matters 
briefly. A delegation of hunger 
advocates a couple weeks ago 
appeared before the County 
Commissioners at the annual budget 
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hearings of Che Community 
Development Block Grant as they 
begin to prepare and have their 
budget deliberations and how they 
will expend their money for next 
year. And if you remember, many of 
these same hunger advocates were 
before Council last year. We gave 
them an appropriation, we've made a 
commitment to support the Pittsburgh 
Hunger Fund. 

Along the same vein in a 
similar effort, they are seeking 
support from the County 
Commissioners for an allocation of 
$500,000.00 for a County-wide hunger 
fund and they have asked if Council 
would please pass a resolution 
sending a formal request to the 
County Commissioners to give them 
same backing, that we would join 
with them in urging the County 
Commissioners to support the County¬ 
wide hunger fund in the amount of 
$500,000.00 and also chat the 
Commissioners please cake the time 
to meet formally with the hunger 
advocates. In that respect, I'd 
like to make a motion. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Thirdly, and Chen I'll close. 
Mr. Chairman, I hesitate to wait 
until the murky waters of City Hall 
politics, but since I'm a politician 
I may as well. It concerns the 
situation in Che Controller's 
Office. I don't pretend to 
understand or am privileged to know 
all of the details but I am 
concerned about what is happening 
because, for one thing, many of my 
friends are involved in some of the 
recent firings and dismissals and 


resignations. So, I'm a little bit 
concerned. 

But setting aside the 
personalities and the 
responsibilities I have as a 
politician and looking more 
specifically at Council's role in 
having appropriated a number of 
different budgeted positions so chat 
Che Controller can operate 
accordingly, I do have two concerns 
and chat is, when there is a union 
effort underway, I think it's very 
wrong for liiC level of harrassment 
to Cake place that I believe is 
taking place now in the Controller's 
Office. We in this Council, many 
times, have spoken out and taken 
positions on public policy issues 
and I believe strongly that this 
Council should support and urge Che 
Controller, Mr. Flaherty, to support 
unior recognition for his employees 
and to recognize outright what has 
clearly been a majority opinion of 
his staff, and chat is for 
recognition of the USWA. 

I'd like to make a two-part 
motion that we send a letter to the 
Controller sharing our viewpoint in 
support of union recognition efforts 
of his employees. 

And secondly, I concerned about 
the vacancy issue. It's now halfway 
into July and it's my understanding 
the CPA position which we funded him 
for still has not been filled, as 
well as possibly up to ten percent 
of the rest of the positions. If 
there's a good reason why these 
positions are not filled, I chink we 
are owed an explanation from the 
Controller. If the problem is with 
Personnel and Civil Service, I think 
we need to know about Chat so that 
we can intervene and act. But we, 
in good faith, budgeted a number of 
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positions in Che Controller’s Office 
and a very large number of them have 
not been filled, especially a 
critical position that we budgeted 
and I think we labeled a CPA, 
specifically. We gave it an 
appropriate salary level so that it 
would be competitive and it would 
attract a professional person and 
chat position still has not been 
filled. 

So, my motion, formally, Mr. 
Chairman, is two-part; that we send 
a letter to the Controller 
encouraging him to recognize the 
unionization efforts of his 
employees. And secondly, chat we 
urge him to fill the vacancies, 
especially the CPA position, and 
that we hear a report from Mr. 
Flaherty on why the vacancies are 
still in place at this time of the 
year. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. I really feel that 
it is a little early and 
inappropriate for this Council to 
intercede into what is happening in 
the Controller's Office with 
reference to unions coming in. I 
understand there are two unions that 
wish to unionize the Controller’s 
Office. What led to this 
unionization and what is happening I 
think has to play itself out and we 
have to wait and see which union is 
going to succeed, be the victors. 
It appears that they will be 
unionized. 

I don't think it is appropriate 
for this Council to, in any way, 
interfere with that kind of 
activity. On the other hand, I also 
think its inappropriate for us to 


send a letter to Mr. Flaherty 
saying, "Hey, it's about time you 
did your job; it's about time you 
hired an accountant." That was the 
lecture we gave him at budget time 
last year, if everybody will 
remember. This was the issue of our 
cutting back on his staff because he 
wasn't utilizing his dollars and 
hiring the right people to do the 
right jobs. And when I say "right", 
I mean qualified people. I 
cautioned Mr. Flaherty two budgets 
ago that if he didn't fill his 
positions with auditors that could 
do the job, that he would even lose 
more personnel. 

It would not be inappropriate 
for the Adminstration, and certainly 
the President of this Council, to 
send a letter to Mr. Flaherty, the 
Controller, saying, "Budget time is 
rapidly approaching and we're going 
to have to have an efficiency expert 
come in and go over your staff 
because we can no longer appropriate 
money for jobs that are not being 
done and you better get on the 
stick." 

But the most important thing is 
that the public is going to have to 
decide. Mr. Flaherty is going to 
come up for re-election and if we 
continue to have reports from the 
outside auditors that we don't have 
the information for our bond 
ratings, if he doesn't get his 
reports in on time, if the 
information isn't prepared that the 
City needs to function, well then 
the public should know that. But I 
don't think we should be judge and 
jury on this particular issue. I 
think it's just inappropriate. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I'm not sure what the exact 
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wording of that motion is. I would 
be in favor of the motion if it 
didn’t make reference to any 
particular unions. I would support 
a movement to have unionization, 
although I do think that before 
sending any letter down and even 
discussing it in the public forum 
that was already brought up we 
should get a ruling from the 
Solicitor as to whether or not it is 
an unfair labor practice to get 
involved in, whether affirmatively 
or negatively. Maybe Mr. Woods or 
Mr. DePasquale could shed some light 
on this. Even getting involved in 
one way or another with an attempt 
to organize, whether it be lobbying 
in favor of it, against it, in favor 
of one union or another, I know that 
I thought it a little peculiar the 
two unions that were interested, the 
Steelworkers and the Boilermakers 
for City Controller’s union — Why 
not the NFL Players' Association or 
maybe Jeep could get the ushers or 
someone. I think it's inappropriate 
to have a different union for clerk 
stenos in the City Controller’s 
Office than clerk stenos in the City 
of Pittsburgh itself. They all work 
for the City of Pittsburgh; they 
should be members of the same union. 

I think we're treading on 
fragile ground and I’m not a labor 
expert but I think we should be very 
careful that we don’t violate any 
labor laws or do any unfair labor 
practices, pro or con, and we have 
to be very careful. And I think 
before we pass anything in this 
Council, I would prefer that we get 
an opinion from a labor attorney 
and/or our Solicitor. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to say that I 
have no problem, and I’ll vote for 


sending a letter to the Controller's 
Office and to the Controller about 
his vacancies and we are approaching 
budget time and if he doesn't make 
some decisions, we’ll make them for 
him. 

But as far as sending a letter, 

I can't be for it telling him to 
recognize any union. I don't know 
what they are doing in-house down 
there. I don’t believe that's our 
fight. I only know what I read in 
the paper, and you all know what I 
think thern; maybe it' s half truth 
or all truth or none of it. I just 
don’t think we should get involved 
with his fight until it's over. But 
as far as the vacancies are 
concerned, I Chink we have a 
legitimate problem here. But as far 
as them organizing, I don' c think 
chat that's a function of this 
legis.ative body. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I agree with you, Mr. 
President. I think whether or not 
they organize is up to the employees 
in that office. This Council should 
not be sending an opinion one way or 
the other in regard to that issue. 
That '3 up to chose employees 
individually and collectively to 
determine how they want to work and 
what environment they want to work 
in in that office. 

On the other issue in regard to 
filling the jobs, quite frankly, if 
we're not doing it for other 
departments that have vacancies, I 
don't think we should be doing it 
for the Controller's Office. I know 
how I feel and at budget time, if 
there’s any job in City government 
that has existed the entire year as 
a vacant position, the way I feel is 
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that it's not needed • So, it ’ s up 
to the Controller and other 
department people, department 
heads. If they have vacancies, they 
better fill them. If they don't 
fill them, I will make a motion that 
they' re not in the budget for 
1990. Consequently, I don't think 
we should be voting on this mot ion 
at this time. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman. I'd like to 
separate out the motions, as 
suggested by Mr. Pollock's 
comments. I'd like to have two 
separate motions here. 

Secondly, Michelle went 
somewhat off on a tangent. I was 
not speaking critically, 
necessarily, of Mr. Flaherty on the 
issue of vacancies, nor was I 
getting off into a tangent about the 
newspaper articles or the 
performance or what's good, bad or 
indifferent about the performance of 
the Controller. I'm only clearly 
stating, in deference to Mr. 
Wagner's comments, that it appears 
that a disproportionate percentage 
of vacancies exist in the 
Controller's Office weighed against 
the overall number of positions that 
we've budgeted, including a critical 
position which is the CPA position 
that we've all been concerned about. 

I don't know why the vacancies 
exist. The intent of the motion is 
to communicate to the Controller and 
get a response because if it is a 
problem in the Controller's Office, 
then I think he should address that 
and communicate to us. If it's a 
problem with him being hamstrung in 
any way by the Personnel and Civil 
Service Commission, I think we have 
an obligation to know about them. 


We helped to provide some checks and 
balances. If there was a very large 
number of management people, 
positions that were unfilled and 
continually vacant in any other City 
department, I would raise a similar 
motion. It's perfectly appropriate 
and part of our responsibility to 
provide checks and balances. We 
create this bureaucracy. We decide 
yearly what the City budget is going 
to be down to every single 
position. It's our budget; i'ts we 
that should provide legislative 
oversights. 

So, in that r^^spect, I'd like 
to separate out the vacancy motion 
as opposed to the unionization 
motion. I did not specifically 
state any specific union. I'm only 
saying that we, in this Council, 
every week we have proclamations, we 
like to proclamate alot and on many 
occasions we take stands. We've 
supported miners, we've supported 
utility workers, we've supported 
everybody. And I think at a time 
when the majority of employees in 
the Controller's Office are 
sincerely engaged in a unionization 
effort, and there's appears to be at 
least an indication that there is 
harassment, which I think is wrong, 
I think it is perfectly justified 
for this Council, as we have done on 
many other social issues confronting 
this City, support unionization 
efforts. And that's just a general 
statement supporting the 
unionization efforts and asking the 
Controller to recognize the 
unionization efforts, not in favor 
of any one union versus the other. 

I don't feel that that's an 
unfair labor charge. I'm not 
speaking on behalf of any union; no 
one has approached me to speak on 
any union. I just believe we're a 
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public policy barometer and I think 
we should speak out on the issue. 
So, I’d like to separate out the 
motions. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Wagner presents a good 
argument, that if we are going to be 
on the Controller's Office for not 
having filled vacancies, then we 
need to be fair across the board, 
and I think in saying that, he's 
correct. 

But I think Mr. Ferlo is also 
correct in saying that we have taken 
stances on various issues where one 
or two of us may question whether we 
have the right to interfere in a 
particular issue. I think that 
Council is well within its rights 
not to support any particular labor 
union; however, to say that we agree 
with the sentiment of the employees, 
or, from what I understand, the 
majority of the employees of that 
office, that they do be represented 
by a collective bargaining 
agreement. And I think that we are 
well within our rights to encourage 
the employees to form a union or to 
at least express our sentiments to 
the Controller. 

Nr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, in the first 
place, I don't think we have enough 
understanding of Act 195 of 1970. 
And the next thing is that for the 
collective bargaining, and the next 
thing I would say is that while Mr. 
Flaherty is an elected official, I 
think our best recourse is at budget 
time rather than trying to put some 
demands on a person that has been 
elected. His employees are faced- 
off from us as they are his 
employees and not the Council's 


employees. I'm for whatever would 
be right and best for the whole 
situation, but here I chink we might 
be on some thin ice for the simple 
reason that we should have a better 
understanding of labor laws. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One comment, please. I'm 
really a little disturbed because if 
our Council staff who work for Mike 
Perry, and I'm not talking about our 
individual staff because we're 
elected and we have our people and 
they go when we go, but if Michael's 
staff decided they were going to 
unionize, would you want the 
Controller's Office instigating and 
saying should or shouldn't? I don't 
think there's any question tha” this 
City Council, and all Council's 
before it, have been very 
sympathetic to the union 
situation. My first job was in the 
labor movement. We have supported 
almost every position that has come 
before us from unions. So it is not 
that we are taking a pro or anti¬ 
union position. I just think it's 
time sometimes we keep our nose out 
of things because I think we may 
have hurt some problems. 

With reference to what is going 
on in the Controller's Office 
concerning the CPAs that he was 
supposed to have hired, it seems to 
me not too long ago the Controller 
came tn Council with some 
legislation and he wa asked the 
question, "Why haven't you hired 
these people?" You can get the 
transcript out. And he said it was 
because he was having trouble with 
Personnel. It was a long time in 
getting it cleared but it was 
finally clear that he was going to 
hire that week. Now, if Mr. Perry 
would do this Council the honor and 
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puIL that statementy you'll see that 
he said, "We had problems, they were 
resolved and we're going to hire•" 
Perhaps it would be appropriate to 
have Mr. Flaherty come to Council on 
a post agenda and say, "Hey, this is 
very important. Council for years 
has been trying to get you to fill 
professional jobs of CPAs." 

Now, getting to the issue of 
what is going on within the confines 
of the Controller's Office is 
nothing new. I personally have been 
approached time and time again to 
try to get people jobs who are in 
the Controller's Office because they 
feel he is a tyrant and behaves like 
a little Caesar, stamps his foot and 
screams and yells and raves like a 
spoiled child. We all know that. 
Tom' s biggest problem is that he 
just hasn't grown up. When he was 
on this Council he was very 
eloquent; 1 don't know what happened 
to him along the way. 

But again, I think the only way 
to handle that is at budget time and 
in the appropriate arena. We should 
not come down to his level. The 
public is aware of what's going on 
so let the public decide at election 
time.

Without getting in to the 
merits, the whys, the wherefores, 
whatever, I only want to express my 
personal regret that two people that 
I ca} 1 friends, that I think are 
quality individuals that have been a 
service to this City, are no longer 
in this City's employ, Jeanne 
Terrence and Tom Fitzgerald. I 
think that they were two good people 
and I chink that the City is 
suffering a loss as a result of 
their not working here anymore. 
Whatever the reasons for their 
going, it's a shame and I express 
deep regret to them, 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on an unrelated 
matter, the incidents that took 
place Sunday at the Civic Arena with 
a death and a severe injury makes 
for a sad commentary in our City. 
Certainly, I don't have the solution 
at hand, what we need to do for the 
uprisings and the insurrections that 
have taken place at the Civic Arena, 
but I think that we should take a 
stronger look at the things that are 
going to take place there and try in 
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some way Co discontinue Che 
insurrections, even death, and you 
can*t get any further than that. 
So, I'd like to see us do something 
about it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr• Chairman, on this issue, I 
had a discussion with some Public 
Safety officials. Obviously, I read 
Che papers like everybody else and 
was very alarmed. Soecifically, I 
think one thing we should do is not 
allow this group the privilege of 
entertaining again at the Civic 
Arena or in this City, It is true 
that this group or these groups have 
appeared twice before without 
incident, but information was known 
in the city previous to them 
arriving to the City that something 
was brewing in terms of the 
possibility of retribution and major 
fight that would break out. It's 
unfortunate that the police in that 
city did not communicate to our 
City, In ray discussions with Public 
Safety, I asked them to please call 
Columbus, which is the next city on 
this group's tour, and let them at 
least know some privileged 
information that Greensboro was not 
thoughtful enough to inform us of. 

There was mention in the paper 
that there would be a possibility of 
rescheduling this event• But I 
think given the situation, as far as 
I'm concerned, and I'm not in favor 
of sensoring groups, but given the 
particular situation involving the 
rowdies and the groupies associated 
with these three bands, I think they 
should lose their privileges of 
performing in. this City. So, I've 
encouraged and I' ve communicated to 
Public Safety on my request that 
they not grant the privilege of 
these people performing again in 


this City. I think there's one 
thing that we could do and that's 
communicate collectively on that 
issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't know whether my idea is 
bizarre, but I think that it's time 
that we looked into having metal 
detectors where the public has 
access. Obviously the person was 
shot« 

I don't know whether ray 
colleagues are aware that we had 
someone who is ver v upset with a 
ruling by a judge, came to see me, 
saw some other Councilmembers, tried 
to get in to the Mayor, threatened 
the Mayor, and ended up in jail. He 
had a gun on him. They removed the 
gun from him. And this is within 
the last two months. We moved to 
have a metal detector at our door, 
but it's never been done. 

Perhaps when you've got people 
coming in with guns to the Civic 
Arena, maybe they need to go through 
metal detectors. The staff should 
go in and out through a metal 
detector door and the public might 
have to go in and out through a 
metal detector door. I don't know 
about the public having guns today, 
but if that is the case, perhaps 
we're going in that direction. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, as a follow up 
on that, I don't think it's beyond 
the possibility that in the clause 
of these various contracts, these 
groups should not be permitted to 
carry any weapons and I would 
request that the Civic Arena 
Corporation, the Stadium Authority, 
Spectator and any other 
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organizations that oversee these 
groups coming to town, that they not 
be permitted to carry weapons into 
or around these events and arenas 
and stadiums or whatever. And I 
think there's some merit to that. 
We certainly would not permit that 
with a contract with the City of 
Pittsburgh, in many instances, and 
it should not be permitted when 
organizations or groups have so much 
contact with the public. I knew 
that suggestion has been made by 
others and I think someone in Public 
Safety should follow up on it. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, very quickly in 
closing, I*d like to salute and 
commend the Police Department for 
the quick apprehension of the 
felon. Mow, while it was on the 
tressle board that there were 12,000 
tickets that were sold, there would 
be no refund because they're going 
to reschedule the event. I think if 
that event is going to be 
rescheduled, there should be a post 
agenda before that with Council. In 
this incident, you cannot fault the 
Police from the City of Pittsburgh 
because this happened when they were 
setting up the stage before the 
curtains were raised to the 
public. So, therefore, I feel that 
we should have some agenda with the 
police to chart the course of what 
they're going to do. Personally, I 
do not favor a group that has such 
rowdy followers come back to the 
City.

Mr. President, my point being 
very clear, I would not be in favor 
of censoring ahead of time any group 
or band regarding the issue of 
whether or not they could perform 
either at the Civic Arena, the 
Stadium or anywhere else. I just 
think that's wrong. But in this 
particular situation, we have a case 
history. We have a track record of 
several g'oups and we know about the 
incident as reported in the paper 
and all of us have talked to Public 
Safety officials. And to suggest 
that this group should retain its 
privileges and be allowed to 
reschedule that concert is sure 
folly. It’s ridiculous. What's 
going to happen if that's 
rescheduled and then there's an 
incident involving, God forbid, the 
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death or anybody getting hurt, 
whether it be a citizen or any 
member of our Police Department, a 
Paramedic or anybody else. We're 
going to be here the next day 
lamenting and saying, "We should 
have done this." 

I'm not for censoring any group 
ahead of t ime but where there' s a 
clear situation of a demonstrated 
track record of a group, and in this 
case the three groups in question, 
why should we allow them to 
reschedule that event at the Civic 
Arena? Who could guarantee that we 
could even provide appropriate 
public safety? I think it's 
irresponsible on our part and I 
think we should collectively 
communicate that to the Public 
Safety Director, Mr. Cannon, 

Secondly, I think we should 
communicate to Budweiser. Budweiser 
Corporation, as a profit making 
corporation, is interested in good 
public relations. They've spent 
millions of dollars on that dog and 
they've spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars promoting this concert. 
They're the promoters for these 
three groups and I think we should 
communicate to Budweiser that they 
should withdraw their sponsor and 
financial support for this group. 

We have to make a statement 
here and we have to be preventive. 
That' s why we went to this great 
effort to form a multi-million 
dollar Public Safety Department.

I have been practicing since I have been a member of the 
Bar which was November of 1988. Prior to that I worked with my 
father through law school and before I went to law school. 

Mr. Woods: 

I have no problems but do you think that just not even a 
year out of practicing as a full-fledged lawyer you will have 
any problems at all with the Magistrate's Court? 

Ms. Harrington: 

I think that I will be able to do the job. I think that it 
will require more than my law school education to do the job, I 
think that my experiences with people, traveling, I have a great 
deal of common sense which has come in handy throughout my life. 

Mr. Woods: 

I happen to agree with you because I see many elected 
magistrates that do not have law degrees and that's why I asked 
you that. Thank you. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman and to Ms. Harrington, although you have only 
been admitted to the Bar for one year since 1988, but knowing 
your family and your father, you've been in practice for 
probably 20 years and I think that you have a rich background to 
handle this. You have completed the requirements of a lawyer and 
now you're an attorney and I have every confidence in you that 
you will make a good magistrate for the City of Pittsburgh to 
represent us well. 
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Ms. Harrington: 

Thank you Mr. Lyons. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Ms. Harrington, not to cast any doubt upon your ability but 
I have a real problem with you not being an attorney for an 
entire year and want to sit as magistrate- The statement was 
made a little bit earlier that the public sometimes puts people 
in magistrates offices who don't have a lot of experience and if 
the public choose^ to do that then that's their prerogative but 
as for my vote I really can't approve you for this position with 
only that amount of experience. 

The Chair: 

Any other questions? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think I know your dad pretty well and I did some checking 
on you and I spoke to a judge and she spoke very highly of you- 
I looked at your resume and I found it fascinating and I found 
that you have a judge giving you a reference. As a matter of 
fact, I didn't bring my copy of it and I just asked someone to 
get me a copy. Who is the judge that gave you a reference. 

Ms. Harrington; 

I worked for Judge Ziegler in federal court. 

Michelle Madoff: 

As a matter of fact, you have as a reference Donald Ziegler 
who happens to be somebody who I admire and respect greatly. 

When he gave you a reference, it wasn't for this job was it, it 
was just part of your resume- 

Ms. Harrington: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want everybody to understand that because I don't think 
we should in any way say that it should be misconstrued that the 
Honorable Donald Ziegler is saying that we should approve Ms, 
Harrington for this position. It's just that like all of us — I 
have a resume and I didn't know if I wasn't going to get 
re-elected, I was ready to go out to the field — have a number 
of people as a reference. The other reference is a Dean at the 
University of Pittsburgh and I checked to find out that you have 
a tremendous really good scholastic standing and i think in some 
moot court here that a judge spoke very highly of you. And I see 
you have Rita Wilson Kane as a reference and Bishop Schmitt and 
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again that's character references. I would assume that Ziegler 
has watched your progress and will give you a "general 
reference"; would that be pretty accurate? 

Ms. Harrington: 

Yes, that would be. 

Michelle Madoff: 

1*11 tell you my problem. I was approached by the 
Administration as probably others have been saying they were 
going to nominate you and how did I feel about it and I said 
that it was a woman so that's great and I war: also informed by 
the Administration that you were very new to the field of law 
even though you did have a great deal of experience working with 
your father and my initial instinct was, it was a woman with 
good records and checked you out and I would unquestionably 
support you and unfortunately what has happened is that I'm 
going to ask you a question. 

Over the years, those of us who have been here a long time 
and I think Mr. DePasquale and I would ta the only two that 
would fall into that category, have sat through appointments of 
other magistrates and we would constantly be hearing from 
women's organizations and groups saying "I have been a 
magistrate" or "we have candidates who have been magistrates for 
ten years, fifteen years, five years, six years and we're 
continually passed over with outstanding qualifications", so my 
question to you is, if you were one of these attornies, probably 
one of these women that you are friendly with and you were out 
there practicing law for four or five or six years, very 
qualified, excellent honor student and you were passed over, how 
would you feel? Basically it's unfair and that's my problem. I 
would have a problem supporting you not because I don't think 
you're not great, not because I know your family, not because I 
think ultimately you should have the job, but I think at this 
point I have concern for the people calling my office who are 
saying, "What about me?" "What about so and so in our firm?" 
"What about others who have been practicing jaw for a long 
time?" It appears to give the implication of a political 
appointment. 

Frankly, I don't have too much problem with patronage if 
the person is very qualified, but I think that I would have a 
problem with saying I'm going to vote for someone who's 
practiced law for less than one year, so with that I do want you 
to understand that I have the utmost respect for you, I think 
you're going to go far but at this point I'm going to refrain 
from voting. 

Ms. Harrington: 

I would respond to that by saying that again I thirk it’s 
more than my law school training that sort of qualifies me for 
this job. I'm not a 24 year-old law school graduate. I'm a 34 
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year-old woman who has traveled a great deal, encountered a lot 
of different people in different situations and I think that my 
contacts not only with people in the legal profession but people 
generally who I think you deal with at the magistrate level for 
everything from a parking ticket to a preliminary hearing — 

Michelle Madoff: 

— just to finish responding to you. My problem is that I 
can give you the names of people that you know personally that 
would fall into the same category as you have — they wouldn't 
be my friends if they weren't bright, had common sense, had 
compassion, had all the attributes that you have. The only thing 
they have that you don't have is the number of years of 
practicing law. 

Ms. Harrington; 

And I think it takes more than that. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I agree with you. They have all the other qualifications as 

well. 

The Chair: 

Ms. Harrington, Mr. Woods has informed me that we will vote 
on your appointment next Tuesday formally at our Legislative 
Meeting and obviously the purpose for you being here today is to 
interview you. 

I personally will vote in behalf of your appointment. I've 
reviewed your resume and have talked with several people and 
you come highly recommended. In particular, the Chief Magistrate 
Joan Melvin has highly recommended you and she has further 
informed me that we are really operating with three out of five 
magistrates right now in City Court which has caused a little 
bit of a backlog and a workload that we do not normally have. 
Therefore, your appointment is very important now in particular. 
However, if you continue to want to be a magistrate after the 
six months that you are on if you get five votes here, you will 
be coming back to Council, and I just want to state that what I 
have stated with other magistrates that have come to this table, 
that I think is the important criteria by which Council can 
judge magistrates based on their performance and in particular 
an item that I will look at is in the narcotics area.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, on Bill 2636 and 
its Companion Bill 2634, this is a 
bill that proposes to conduct 
rehabilitation of the Columbus 

Bridge and demolition work on the 
Allegheny Avenue Bridge. The three 
initial bids or four initial bids 
came in at close to a half a million 
dollars. The legislation here calls 
for a $500,000 increase over the 
bids, and I think from the 
discussion with Mr. Reginella last 
week from the Engineering and 
Construction Department, I'm adamant 
about the fact that we should rebid 
this work. 

Mr. Reginella talked about 
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after the initial — our scope of 
services was let out that there were 
some additional rail lines that 
needed to be addressed, but its not 
clear to me that given the magnitude 
of the effort, and the rigging, and 
the work that would already go on 
that it necessitates an increase of 
$500,000. 

I think its responsible for us, 
and especially since the Assistant 
Director said there was no hurry, 
and there's no problem with a 
minimal delay that it would be in 
our best interests, and certainly 
prudent and reasonable for us to ask 
that the job be rebid. 

I think its very important that 
we do this, and I think it's 
irresponsible only because there may 
be a reimbursement from the utility 
line or from the railroad company, 
or because we get reimbursement from 
the State Bridge Fund, that somehow 
we should just be irresponsible when 
it comes to spending money. 
Eventhough, it's the state's money 
to some extent and not our own. So, 
for all those reasons I'm voting no 
on those two bills, and I'm 
disappointed that we're not going 
out and rebidding them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think the Council know's how 
I feel about this particular problem 
that raises its ugly head over and 
over again. I want to thank Mr • 
Woods, because I know you’ve been 
trying to help me get this situation 
resolved in getting some legislation 
drafted, and you know the problems 
I've run into, and you've been very 
helpful in that. 

As you know, I now have it out 
with another attorney who use to 


work with the City, and she's on 
vacation for two weeks, and we're 
hoping that she will be able to 
address it and be in touch with you. 

I am very concerned, because 
first of all by Executive Order the 
Administration, the Mayor could say 
from here on in nothing will be bid, 
nothing will be put out for proposal 
without a costing out of the 
project. The actual cost of 
materials, the cost of labor, and a 
fair profit included. 

It's always 20 minutes before 
and if we don't — it takes nine 
months to have a baby, I think was 
the last comment by Mr. Reginella 
which was begging the issue. The 
issue is that he comes to us and 
says, "if you don't do it right now, 
we're going to lose the money for 
the summer", and we do this every 
single year. If they went out 
earlier, they planned better, and 
had a cost analyst in-house pricing 
out these things — nobody knows 
better than you do Mr. Woods, 
because you're in the business and 
you deal with contracts. When you 
go out and you bid a contract and 
its wrong, you eat it. But, before 
that scope of work goes out in an 
RFP it is very clearly defined, and 
it is true on occasion you will run 
into the problem that Mr. Reginella 
stated. 

We fccnd there were three piers 
that we could use and not four 
piers, but it doesn't have to be a 
half a million dollars, and the game 
chat's played is bid low don't worry 
there's going to be other work, or 
you now put the bid out so high that 
you come to Council and say, isn't 
it wonderful the bids came in below 
our estimated costs, but they never 
really estimated it and this has got 
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to stop* Because, as Mr. Ferlo said 
while we do get matching funds, we 
got matching funds on Grant 
Street. But, the point is it's 
still a million over on Phase 2 and 
Phase 4. Its $2 million, and I 
repeat as Dirkson said "a billion 
here a billion there pretty soon it 
adds up to real money". And, 
sometime, some Council, or some 
Administration is going to have to 
be responsible and put a stop to 
it. I vote no. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to ask you on 
these particular pieces of 
legislation — I know, I'm very 
familiar with the bridges they are 
horrendous, the one is shut down, 
the other one's going to fall down. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Rebid it. 

The Chair: 

There’s only one way in and out 
of that neighborhood, and this is 
the second way, and we have to 
repair these bridges. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We get held hostage. We’re the 
victims. 

The Chair: 

We're just making an island out 
of the neighborhood of Manchester 
without these bridges, and I would 
urge you — I was born and raised 
there. I know the area very well 
and I know the bridges very well, 
and I understand your position Mr. 
Ferlo, but I've been fighting along 
with that community to get these 


bridges fixed since I've been on 
Council and that's eight years. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, no one's 
suggesting that the bridges aren't 
in need of repair, and that we 
should not move expeditiously but 
that's no reason to throw away a 
half a million dollars. The 
Assistant Director himself said that 
there was no great problem with a 
minimal delay, and he suggested that 
rebidding would not necessarily pose 
any problems. He said he was 
opposed to it for atner reasons, but 
in terms of the time table and the 
condition of the bridges he did not 
pose that as an immediate problem, 
similar to the problem for instance 
with the Smithfield Street Bridge. 

I think it’s irresponsible to 
throw away a half a million dollars 

Michelle Madoff: 

— Again. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I'm going to refer this matter 
to Katherine Baker Knoll as the 
State Treasurer, who recently has 
made some actions on leases that 
we're paying two much money for, and 
I'm going to refer it to Barbara 
Hafer as the new Auditor General, 
because I think they should be 
concerned about the state's money, 
if we're not going to be. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I've heard the 
pros and cons on this matter. 
Basically, I would like — I hear 
the Chairman saying nothing opposing 
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this and I wonder how he feels about 
it? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I feel that Mr. 
Reginella gave a very adequate 
explanation of this project last 
week, and I think it’s important to 
remember as you stated that when the 
initial bids were made for this 
project that the City and the 
consultants who made the bid were 
under the impression that only, I 
believe four of the nine tracks 
would be in operation, and after 
they had made the initial 
specifications they were notified 
that all nine tracks would be 
operational. Which in turn 

increased the price that the 
contractors need to pay for the 
bridge. I don't see anything 

irresponsible in that. I don't see 
anything that Engineering and 
Construction would benefit by 
rebidding it. 

Because, if you rebid it you're 
going to put the job back in a time 
frame, and that the bids are just 
going to come in higher because we 
know at this point that all nine 
tracks will be operational. So, I 
feel that it makes no sense right 
now to hold this bill or put it back 
for any reconsideration. 

The Chair: 

The last comment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

While I agree with my colleague 
Mr. Coyne, that we may run into Che 
same problem of the cost factor. I 
don't hold with the fact that 
Council again is the same old, same 
old argument. It will go on 


forever, same old, same old, and 
Council will be the villains. We 
didn't build the bridge or we 
delayed the bridge. The fact is 
that if we don't make government 
responsible and that's our overview 
role, it will never happen. 

There isn't anyone here saying 
don't build the bridge, and there 
isn't anyone here saying don't get 
on with it as quickly as possible. 
What I am saying and I hope 
everybody's hearing me, particularly 
Mr. Coyne, is that we need a cost 
estimator, professional, in-house or 
hired who will standby in court Che 
fact that they document the dollars 
and chat isn't done, and until 
that's done I will not except a half 
a million dollar over cost. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I won't belabor the point and 
I'll be very brief. This will be 
one Lhing if — and I appreciate the 
position Mr. Reginella is in — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

But, it's one thing if you bid 
a job to say come and paint my 
house, okay, and everybody bids it 
on that basis, and then when they 
get there and actually do the 
inspection, they say well I want you 
to paint the house, but I also want 
you to paint two feet above the 
house because there's an extra 
gable, and it's one thing you know 
for that kind of a scenario that 
would involve a very small 
percentage of Che overall amount. 

This amount $500,000 is half a 
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mi I Lion dollars and relative to the 
overall amount of the contract it's 
not fair. It * s basically — I *ra 
very skeptical about this whole 
process and the way this is being 
done. But, I'm not going to make 
public pronouncements about 

something being inappropriately 
done, because I don't know that 
that's the case. 

But, $300,000, a half a million 
in proportion to the overall amount 
of $1.3 hundred thousand is very 
unusual, and I'm suspect as to the 
process and what led up to this, and 
what the arrangements are for who 
eventually is going to get that 
work, and I think it's irresponsible 
that this thing is not being rebid. 

I think all the people should 
have an opportunity to rebid knowing 
that all of sudden now there's an 
additional amount of money, and I 
think its apples and oranges, and 
people should be bidding on the same 
thing going into the effort.

NOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I gave you a 
copy of the statement that I had 
presented to the Water and Sewer 
Authority last Friday, and 
unfortunately, you didn't get a — 
there's a piece missing. 

I'm not going to read it into 
the record but I'm going to give it 
to the record to be included in the 
record. I don't want to take up 
everybody's time, you can read it at 
your leisure. But, I think it's 
important that it be part of the 
record because I'm requesting — and 
I've sent this note off to Director 
Sciulli, chat in September he come 
before this Council to respond to 
how he is going to address these 
issues. He didn't deny them. I 
asked whether, in fact, they were 
accurate, he said yes. 

The Chairman of the Authority, 
Mr. Roddey said that while he would 
be supportive of getting additional 
help to try to solve some of these 
horrendous problems, nevertheless it 
was a problem that belonged in the 
Water Department, and one we had to 
deal with in-house. 

I really just touched on the 
tip of the iceberg as to what is 
going on there. As bad as this is 
is the tip of the iceberg. I'm 
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really backing off just to give Mr. 
Sciulll a chance to be able to write 
with his right hand while he holds a 
package with his left hand. You 
know, he feels that if he doesn't 
cross his t's and dot his i's 
nothing can happen. 

I'm very distressed. I know 
that there are several Directors in 
the City who are as distressed if 
not more than I am, and one of those 
being Mr. Turner. I know the 
Administration is concerned. I've 
tried to set up a meeting. There's 
another letter that's gone out to 
the Director telling him some of ray 
other concerns, and a letter to the 
Administration asking to set up a 
meeting, and at that point I will 
tell them some of the things that 
I'm not making public right now. 

But, the situation is so bad 
that I jokingly said to Mr, Sciulli 
in my letter to him that if I didn't 
love doing the job I was doing maybe 
I'd become a collection agency. As 
my background I did have a job for 
five years as one of the major 
discount houses doing their 
collections. I would do the job for 
ten percent and ten percent of $18 
million or even $10 million isn't 
bad. You know I could afford to 
quit my job, and I suggested he 
might want to think about that for 
himself. 

The situation is unbelievable 
and I spent oh I'd say an hour or so 
making random calls, and raised 
something like $100,000, and I was 
severely chastised by Mr. Sciulli, 
who felt that I had called some 
woman and she had to take a day off 
and come and look after her bill. 
Isn 't that awful and it turned out 
it was a woman in my own district, 
I didn't even know that, I just made 


random calls. I can assure you that 
somebody who is an indigent, who 
can't pay, I would be most 
sympathetic to working out a payment 
plan. 

However, people make the water 
bill their last payment because 
we've never made an issue of 
collecting. I said in my statement 
to you that we' re probably at 20 
percent of delinquent accounts. I 
bet it's probably like 50. Just by 
— if you go over there and walk 
through and Look at the records — I 
remember I wanted to see the records 
one day and Mr. Sciulli was away, he 
was at a meeting, he'd locked them 
in his office, because the sheet I 
looked at which is a printout of the 
residential accounts had major 
commercial accounts on it, and one 
of them being the City of 
Pittsburgh. You know the whole 
thing is such a nightmare, it's 
unbelievable. I'd appreciate it if 
you'd read over what I have. If you 
have any comments feel free to 
contact anyone directly. If you 
want to work with me on it fine, but 
I would like to request that we have 
a post agenda in September, There's 
no point in doing it before because 
there's a commitment from Mr. 
Sciulli at the request of the 
Administration to respond within two 
weeks. 

They're up in arms and 
presumably there will be plan, and 
with all do respect and all 
fairness, you can't do the job if 
there arn't people to do the job, 
and there needs to be a commitment 
of dollars, and that has been 
supported by the Water and Sewer 
Authority. It won't cost us 
anything. Because, if we bring in 
that $18 million it isn't going to 
cost us much to do the job right, 
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and l£ we continue bringing in the 
cash flow. 

I would like to request a post 
agenda in September, and in the 
mean t ime I will meet with the 
Administration and i'll report back 
to the President and Members of 
Council.

COMMUNICATION FROM MICHELLE MADOFF 
TO THE WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITY 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Since the new water billing 
system went into effect, I have been 
swamped with complaints at my home 


and office at all hours of the day 
and night. Customers complain of 

letters _ not _ being answered, 

inability to get through to the 
water department by phone, messages 
not returned, lengthly delays 
(sometimes months) and still no 

response _to_ calls _ and 

correspondence, meters not read for 
months, sometimes years, and 

occasional rudeness. _ People are 

frustrated. 


The situation has been so 
horrendous, I therefore set about 
defining where the problems lie in 
the Water Department, my Committee. 


I am aware from conversations 
with Director Sciulli that he is 
working judiciously, attempting to 
correct the myriad of existing 
deficiencies in both the operations 
and administrative areas of the 
Water Department. Director Sciulli 
must be commended for outlining a 
program and for putting a system in 
place, that, if properly staffed , 
could turn the Pittsburgh Water 
Department into a professional, 
operating government utility from 
the disaster it is today! 

I have reviewed the two in- 
house Water Department surveys (see 
attached), one comparing the number 
of City of Pittsburgh Water 
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Department personnel with Peoples 
Gas and Duquesne Light, the other, 

comparing Pittsburgh's _ Water 

Department with West View Water and 
Pennsylvania American Water (PAW). 
These reports along with private 
discussions with Paw Management 
relative to staffing needs, training 
and performance expectations confirm 
what I have been saying for years, 
that the most qualified person in 
the world cannot administer a 
program without adequate help. 

Recently, I met with Director 
Sciulli, and we both agree, that 
additional personnel are urgently 
needed to adequately service our 
water customers.

OBSERVATIONS 


DATA BASE 

It is inexcusable that the 
"Data Base" for both customers and 
delinquent accounts has not been 
purged, you wouldn't believe what 
you*d find. The may delinquent 
account print-out for residential 
customers contains business listings 
and, ironically, lists the City of 
Pittsburgh as a major delinquent 
customer at various locations. 
Hundreds of abandoned properties, 
which are now on the City tax rools. 


are still listed in private 
ownership with no way of contacting 
the landlord of record. Demolished 
properties are still listed as 
current. The June print-out will 
show a may delinquent account at 
$33,000, which is now really 
$62,000. An account I personally 
contacted, and whom I believe made 
immedicate payment. Delinquent 
accounts are contacted no more than 
twice a year, usually only once. 
From my observations while reviewing 
records rnis past Tuesday, I 
honestly believe that 20 % ox more of 
our accounts are delinquent. 

The print-outs of delinquent 
accounts, nor the personal records 
of water customers do not include 
phone numbers of our customers. I 
spent a disproportionate amount of 
time searching for phone numbers 
than I did calling a random sampling 
of delinquent accounts. As a point 
of interest, I have spoken with 
Keystone Data Service and have 
confirmed that they can supply 
better than 60% of the telephone 
numbers of our 91,000 customer 
accounts at a cost of $3,000 or 
less. This can be accomplished by 
interfacing their computer tape with 
our computer tape. The person to 
contact is A1 Lindenberg at Keystone 
Data Service, 881-5000. 

METER READERS 

Of the present 14 Meter 
Readers, only 7 are permanent. The 
other 7 are temporaries, whose jobs 
are about to expire. From my 
investigations, and I believe Alex 
Sciulli would concur. Meter Readers 
must be permanent employees in order 
to have a sense of commitment. They 
should be adequately trained and 
supervised as they are at other 
utilities. A permanent 
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supervisor/crainer position should 
be created. 1 believe meter readers 
should be paid salaries competitive 
with other utilities, with an 
incentive for promotion, possibly as 
customer service representatives. 

Meter Readers should be 
assigned a specific route so they 
can become intimately familiar with 
their territory, and must read an 
adequate number of meters in their 
assigned area or leave the 
appropriate cards. 

While Meter Readers have been 
provided with detex equipment 
indicating time of reading, there is 
little review of their printouts 
because of lack, of staff. Meter 
readers can provide cost effective 
services by gathering data which 
would help to purge the data base. 
The current printout lists for 
readers are not complete. Readers 
must be provided with amended lists 
which include every plot^plan 

address on their route. _ These 

printouts should include addresses 
for residences which are coded for 
in~house meters and those with 
remote meters—as well as addresses 

for vacant _ lots—those lots 

currently _ under _ construction 

requiring a water meter—those 
addresses which may be occupied 
where no meter is listed, and 
abandoned properties that may have 
or still need a water valve shut 

off. _ It is imperative that 

installation of remote meters be 
accelerated. I strongly suggest, 
that we hire additional crews to get 
the job done. This would go a long 
way in eliminating estimated 
billings, f rusticated customers and 
overworked Water Department 
personnel. 


CUSTOMER SERVICE 

After meeting with Director 
Sciulli, and speaking privately with 
employees of the Water Department, I 
am convinced there is a need for 24 
customer service reps. 

One Supervisor/Trainer 

* The present representative 
who deals solely with final 
reading terminations of real 
estate accounts 

* Two representatives who 
whould service walk-in 
accounts, adjust accounts and 
arrange payment plans 

* Four customer reps, to go 
after delinquent accounts on 
a permanent basis 

* The remainder to answer 

correspondence, answer 

telephones, arrange payment 
plans, etc. 

In the upcoming budget. I will 
propose changing the job title from 

clerk _to_ customer _ service 

representative _ with _ salaries 

commensurate with other utilities. 


DELINQUENT ACCOUNTS 


The best guestimate for unpaid 
water bills is somewhere between $5 
and $16 million dollars. My guess 
is that it is about $8 to $10 
m illion dollars. Therefore, there 
is a pressing need for individual 
personnel for collections as 
indicated under customer service. 
Spending serveral hours calling 
delinquent accounts, I arranged 

payment for about $100,000. _I 

believe about $80,000 has already 
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been received and the balance on a 
rigid payment plan. The feedback I 
received was that if nobody pursued 
them for the money.. .wonderful! We 
could pay for all staffing needs 
just by establishing an effective 
collections department. It would be 
better that a wash. Monies received 
in a timely manner greatly increase 
our water revenue. The additional 
allocation of dollars for staff 
would not raise the rates of all. 
If anything, they would be lowered, 
because of efficient collections and 
cash flow . It is an obscene joke to 
allow businesses to delay payment 
because we don’t pursue them. 

To date, because of political 
ramifications, the City has neither 
used it ^s power of termination of 
service, nor sent out late 
notices. The sad fact is, the 
computer program has the capacity to 

do this. _ Sixty day notice of 

termination _ would _ immediately 

generate millions of dollars through 
full payment and payment plans. 
Hardship cases, the unemployed, the 
ill, etc., should, of course, have a 
payment plan in place exercising 
dignity and compassion. It is well 
documented that the most 
conscientious water bill payers are 
senior citizens , many on 1imited 
incomes. Why on earth should these 
people carry the burden for the 
financially able deadbeats? 

FLAT WATER RATES 

I was disappointed to learn 
that only a small percentage of flat 
water rate customers had meters 
installed. My office did a 3 year 
study (1983-86) after which the 
Water and Sewer Authority amended 
the outrageous overcharge to a 
lesser fee (see attached). However, 
I've been given to understand that 
the Water and Sewer Authority is 


still hesitant to absorb the cost of 
$5 to $6 million dollars needed to 
complete this obligation. It’s time 
this commitment was honored. 
According to Director Sciulli, this 
would be a self-liquidating debt 
because customers would watch their 
water consumption. The concern for 
damage liability during installation 
of lines from curb to door can be 
resolved and payment plans 
initiated. 


In closing, I repeat, it 
appears there is an immediate need 
for the infusion of approximately 
$750,000, yes 3/A ~of a million 
dollars, for additional staff to 
professionalize and create a 
"Government Water Utility". So the 
Water Department will no longer 
receive 3600 calls a day with only 
100 calls being answered . The 
volume of complaints will diminish 
significantly, and letters and 
complaints will be answered in a 
timely fashion. 

When the Water and Sewer 
Authority was created and the water 
lines and treatment plant leased to 
the Authority, a rate of return was 
established. Interestingly, the 
revenues received have exceeded our 
estimates for 1988, and, so far to 
date, for 1989. The City is 
receiving a fair return for it's 
investment. 

The purpose of my appearance 
here today is to ask for a 
commitment from the Water and Sewer 
Authority Board and the Mayor for 
the necessary dollars for staffing, 
enabling the Pittsburgh Water 
Department to become a top-notch 
government utility.

There are several of the 
representatives here today and we’ll 
have a couple of them speak, Loretta 
Miller from the Mayor's Office, and 
Loretta can call on some other 
people to speak, if she will. 

Mrs. Miller: 

I just want to say thank you to 
Council for the presentation of the 
resolution. This will be our Sixth 
Annual National Night Out and Night 
Out is a night where we all stand up 
against crime and let the criminals 
know that we’re going to fight 
back. So, we’re asking everyone 
this year, those who are organized, 
let tt be a night of re-affirmation 
and turn on their porch lights and 
come on out and join your 
neighbors. Those neighborhoods that 
are not organized, we ask them to 
take a good look and know that it 
doesn't take that much to organize 
and help the Police Department 
prevent crime in your neighborhood. 

I'm going to ask the head of

Mr. McFadden: 

This year we'd like to get a 
message out that this is a way of 
life.

and without all of your

I'm going to ask Jerry Kender 
to represent the corporate community 
and say a few words. But before I 
do, I'm going to ask everyone to 
please come down, you're invited, 
come down and watch the parade, 
bring some friends. And we're 
having a fantastic block party 
afterwards down at Point State Park 
and we'd love all of you to come and 
bring your friends.

Mr, President and members of 
Council, last Wednesday, as everyone 
is aware, we deleted that item from 
the resolution as part of one of, I 
believe, nine items in the sale of 
City property to a private 
concern. At that time, the Finance 
Department did not have sufficient 
detailed information available for 
Council but they have forwarded to 
the President and members of Council 
a list of information that was 
provided to them in regard to this 
parcel. All I can say is that it's 
in the best interest of the City of 
Pittsburgh to sell these properties, 
to put them back on the tax rolls. 
They have not been on the tax rolls 
for 43 years. There are five lots 
involved. We have not been able to 
sell the parcels during that period 
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of time and finally we have the 
opportunity to sell them and to have 
those parcels paying taxes. So, 
it's in the best interest that we 
put this item back as part of the 
bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I address Mr. Wagner, 
please? What day where they 
supplied to the Councilmembers? 

Mr. Wagner: 

The date is July 19th, a letter 
to the President and members of 
Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did you get your copy? 

The Chair: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What day was that? Friday? 

The Chair: 

Thursday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In all truthfulness, I have not 
really had a chance to look at it. 
I think we should sell the property 
and I think we should get it back on 
the list but I'd like to hold it a 
week, put it on next week, it won't 
make any difference. I'd like a 
chance to review it but more 
important, I want to make sure that 
I'm in touch with Brother Emenecker 
to see that that property is put on 
the television to give everybody an 
opportunity to get this so-called 


bargain. Now it may be that we've 
had this property on the books for 
42 years but it may not have been 
marketed properly. Here's a large 
piece of property in a very nice 
residential area for practically 
nothing and the City has an 
obligation to let everybody have the 
same opportunity. Therefore, I 
would not like to see it put in 
today, just put it on next week's 
list. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

As a follow-up to the concern, 
the memo from Bette Mae Goldberg 
from the Finance Department did 
address specifically Michelle's 
concern about this property and 
apparently it was televised and 
aired on the City cable for several 
months. 

I thought one of the other 
major concerns at the meeting had 
more to do with the particular plot 
of land and whether or not, since 
this parcel is part of a much larger 
parcel of land that is available, if 
we sell this in piecemeal, is it 
going to diminish the capability of 
developing the whole area as one 
large development site. That 

actually was one of the more major 
concerns, I thought, that was 
discussed at the meeting which the 
memo from Finance did not address. 
It was the hope that the Planning 
Department or the (JRA would address 
this issue and that was more of a 
Planning and Development issue and 
not the issue of the amount of money 
or whether or not they were 
advertised. That question really 
has not been answered and I'm not 
going to vote for this because if 
it's going to diminish the 
capability of developing the whole 
plot of land, it's many acres of 
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land out there and this land that 
we're talking about, the land in 
question, is the entrance point to 
this larger parcel. And until 
somebody from the URA or Planning 
answers that question, I just can't 
support the sale of the property. 

Nr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, the interested 
party is purchasing it to put up his 
own home. Certainly I think it's 
very appropriate if it has gone for 
43 years without any income from 
that property and I think now, of 
all times, we need all the income we 
can have or can receive from 
property. The way the University of 
Pittsburgh is buying up Oakland and 
putting it on a non-tax roll, we 
need somewhere to find income to 
offset the non-taxable properties 
that the University of Pittsburgh 
alone has purchased in Oakland in 
the last few months. Certainly I 
would recommend this piece of 
property to go back on the tax roll. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, everything that 
has been said here today is 
productive. It seems to me, 
thought, that I would like to have 
from URA in line with what Mr. Ferlo 
has said and from Lands and 
Buildings, I want to know how this 
property has been marketed. I could 
be off-base. Perhaps developers 
don't watch cable to see what pieces 
of property come up. This is part 
of a much larger piece of 
property. I want to know what has 
been done to date to market it. 
Just getting here in Council and 
giving us a stonewall job and saying 
it's been marketed for 42 years 
means nothing because properties 
that were considered undesirable at 


one time are now considered 
desirable. In the good old days, 
people wanted to be on top of the 
hill; now they want to be on level 
ground. People didn't buy lots that 
were steep because they didn't want 
upside down houses; now they're very 
desirable. 

I would like to know what has 
been done to market this property 
and I'd like to correct my 
colleague, Mr. Lyons. This bill 
before us dees not say that these 

people are going to -get the 
property. I may go bid against 
it. Anybody else in the City can go 
bid against it. Anybody can look at 
this property. This is not a 
sale. This is only guaranteeing 
that this property will be put up 

for sale. And the reason I'm being 
adamant and following through with 
what Mr. Ferlo says is that I want 
people to have the opportunity to 

know that this property is really 

available. I want to know how it 
was marketed and if it is indeed 
part of a large piece of property. 
Perhaps townhouses could go up. We 
could have some in-town new 
property. There is very little new 
construction going on and I just 
don't think we should rush into 
this. They may have let it sit for 
42 years; I want to know what kind 
of marketing job was done. 

And I urge everybody listening 
to go out and take a look at the 
property. And that's another thing, 
we should have the area so people 
can go take a peek. The lot and 
block number doesn't really give 
people direct access to knowing 
where to look. I want approximate 
addresses on all the bills from now 
on, please. 



Mr. Wagner: 


Ayes: 


Mr. President and members of 
Council , just summarizing, I think 
it's in the best interest of the 
City to sell the property. There* s 
five parcels from 5022 Revenue 
Street to 5028 Revenue Street. It's 
isolated City-owned property. All 
other properties in the immediate 
vicinity are privately owned; 
therefore, there's not a large 
parcel that could be sold to a 
developer or the City could keep for 
some other potential development 
purposes• So, the property, in 
essence, is doing us no good. Until 
June 13, 1989, no interested parties 
came forward to purchase the 
property. 

And Councilwoman Madoff is 
right; our vote on this is not the 
final sale. Any member of the 
public can go out and put a higher 
bid in on this parcel between now 
and the final date of sale of the 
property. So, what we are doing is 
giving the parcel some notoriety and 
moving it along towards and eventual 
sale, putting it back on the tax 
rolls. And as Mr. Lyons, indicated, 
not only collecting property taxes 
but having someone build the parcel, 
live in it, pay wage taxes and other 
taxes to the City of Pittsburgh. 
The right thing to do is move 
forward on it. 

The Chair: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the motion?

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, 1 believe that 
we can't, by law, require the Mayor 
or the Administration to do 
anything. We may request. I think 
the word should be changed from 
"requiring" to "request" simply 
because that's the law. Is there a 
second for that? I'm asking that we 
amend — 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Chairman, Point of Order. 
It must be in writing. 


The Chair: 

The motion is out of order 
because it has to be in writing. 
There's nothing wrong with it 
anyway, Ms. Madoff. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr. President, I believe that 
the Administration, the Mayor, is 
having a study made, a committee, 
and when that study is completed 
they will give Council a report. 
They're probably not prepared to 
give us a report now and the 
resolution would really mean 
nothing. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Point of Reference to Mr. 
DePasquale's comments. We had about 
a two and a half hour discussion on 
this bill with representatives of 
Che State DER. The Administration 
is coming to Council with some type 
of a report. All this proposal does 
is specifically ask them for a 
report on the issue of curbside 
source separation of materials. It 
doesn't limit the Administration 
from submitting anything for our 
review. But, very similar to the 
Shadyside Parking Garage debate, we 
don't want to be presented with only 
one thing; we want other information 
to come to the table so that we can 
conduct a review and give 
consideration and also offer to the 
public their input. So, it's all 
this particular legislation does and 
I remind Council that there was a 
lengthy debate on this issue. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would like my comments 
brought forward on Bill 2391. 
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Michelle Madof£; 

Mr. President, on 2391 my 
colleague has asked that his 
comments be brought forward. In 
that case, I would like mine and I'm 
sure everybody else would Like 
theirs. We're going to have a book 
written. 

But perhaps it might be 
appropriate in the future when we 
have a lot of comments and there was 
almost a hearing that went on that 
day, a lot of dialogue, that we say, 
"Hearing took place, please see the 
Record." But if not, I would also 
like my comments brought forward. 

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(MR. WAGNER’S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2391-WecinesdaY, July 19, 

1989) 

Mr. Wagner: 

As a follow-up from Mr. Lyons, what is being discussed by 
the Administration is a plant to separate the trash, as one 
possible proposal. If that proposal were to come forth by the 
Administration and that is the way for the city to m.eet the 
mandate of Act 101, what you are saying, Mr. Orlando, is that 
the city would have to file an application to your agency to get 
approve to do that, and that would take six to nine months for 
your agency to give us the approval to meet the mandate of the 
Act in that fashion? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Whether it is the city or another corporation or concern, 
once the application is submitted, we have six months to render 
a decision. 

Mr. Wagner: 

So if that is the course of action that the city is going to 
follow, and there is a six to nine month period for approval, 
you would strongly recommend that that process begin immediately 
to meet the September 26, 1990 mandate? 

Mr. Orlando: 

I think it is just a mere matter of mathematics, that you 
can plug out the time and see where you stand. 

r4r. Wagner: 

Going back to your earlier comment, that you prefer curbside 
source separation, there appears to be a difference of opinion 
here between what the Administration is saying is a possibility 
and what you are suggesting should be the method to meet the 
mandate of the Act. Do you agree that a plant is the 
appropriate way to proceed or is an alternative way to proceed 
rather than separation of the curb? 

(RELIEF COMMENTS BY M. HRUSKA.) 

Mr. Wagner: 

I have one final question to ask the people from DER. And 
first of all, I would like to thank all of you for coming here 
today. The discussion has been very enlightening to us as 
Councilmembers and the residents of the City of Pittsburgh. We 
talked, we have jumped around on various alternatives, and we 
talked about source separation at the curb and separation at a 
plant. 

What does the bill permit as other alternatives besides 
those two to meet the mandate of the Act? 
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Ms, Svitek: 


Another alternative is that it can be separated at the 
landfill site or incinerator site, if it is going to an 
incinerator. But it is sort of like a plant, it is like the 
mixed garbage would come to a place and it would be separated 
out. But those facilities or either the landfills that may set 
something like that up, they have to prove that they remove 25 
percent of the waste stream, that is another requirement if they 
want to go that way; same with the plants. There is no 
percentage requirement for the curbside recycling program to 
remove, it is no percentage that they have to remove fiom the 
curbside programs. But it is a requirement ir the alternate 
methods. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Maribeth, do you have anything to add? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

Yes. On the bill itself, I think th*' Administration would 
have absolutely no problem at all with tr* bill if >ci- .-/ uld 
simply remove from the bill "curbside source separation" and 
insert "a recycling program," because again, you have heard 
today and it has been reaffirmed by those of DER that we may 
look at alternatives. So again, by implementing or by passing 
this piece of legislation, if you keep it broadened to include 
the other options and alternatives, I don’t think the 
Administration would have a problem. 

Again, as Councilman Coyne said, the Administration will be 
ready to come before City Council by the second week of 
SeptemLer with a plan which includes a recycling component, by 
the second week of September. But again, this bill specifically 
states a residential curbside source separation p-ogram, and I 
would like to keep it as broad as possible so we may take a look 
at all the economics involved with all of the programming that 
can take place and happen as part of 101, including the leaf 
composting and hazardous materials that we ."p<*>ke about earlier. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. V?agner: 

If I may interject as the Chair, and Mr. Ferlo, it is your 
bill and I am sure you are going to want to comment on it, I 
want to state for the record, Mr. Ferlo’s bill, 2391, does not 
mandate curbside legislation, and I want everyone in this room 
to understand that. What it does mandate, and I believe it does 
in terms of a request for information, is Ccunr^ he 

provided information in regard to curbside as being an option 
when the Administration comes to Council with whatever piopcsal 
they are going to come with to Council to meet the mandate of 
Act 101. All he is requesting U- an option, 

which will mandate how Act 2 Cl v/jli be implemented is further 
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down the line^ maybe next year^ certainly will be part of the 
1990 budget process. So what we are voting on here today is 
nothing more than a request for information as curbside being an 
option to meet the mandate of consideration of Act 101. That is 
the way I interpret it, and even the Solicitor provide an 
opinion saying that the Mayor will suggest whatever plan is in 
the best interest of the residents of the City of Pittsburgh, 
and all Council is saying is let’s consider curbside as an 
occupation as part of that public discussion.

Act 101 allows for an alternative to curbside recycling. 

The Chair: 

Which is? 

Mr. Orlando; 

A processing facility. We do not prohibit that type of 
activity. If any municipality desires to go that route, that 
would be, that would fall under the sections of 101 that would 
allow an alternative to curbside recycling. 

The Chair: 

But what you're saying is and I'm saying this again just to 
get it on the record. If that is the methv,d which the City of 
Pittsburgh pursues, that plant must be constructed and in 
operation as of September 26, 1990. 

Mr. Orlando; 

They have to be recycling by September 26, 1990, correct. 
The Chair: 

What in your experience with DER, and this being the second 
largest municipality in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, what 
is the most cost effective way to meet the mandate of this act? 

Mr. Orlando; 

My personal opinion would be curbside recycling. 

The Chair: 

And have you considered all the costs perimeters involved 
with all the various ways in which to meet the mandate of the 
act to reach that decision? 

Mr. Orlando; 

No, I haven't, it's from reading articles and trade 
journals. There's some very good articles in this latest ircue 
of LayStage — I don't know if anyone on Council gets it but it 
gives some good examples up in Rhode Island, some of the savings 
that a lot of the municipalities have — they've saved a lot of 
money just from the curbside recycling. 
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The Chair 


Is there any series of legislation that this Council should 
be considering to meet the mandate of the Act prior to September 
26, 1990? 

Mr. Orlando: 

I'm not aware of any. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Am I correct assuming that the reason you were invited 
here today was tc address specifically. A) your preference and 
B) the deadline of interpretation of Act 101? 

Mr. Orlando: 

My invitation and members of my staff were to answer 
questions on Act 101 and maybe more important than that I was 
here to offer our assistance to the City of Pittsburgh in 
helping their with their efforts to comply with Act 101. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Would it be correct to say that DER as it's structured on 
solid waste disposal as it exists at this point in time with 
having different regions, that. A) there is not a really 
meaningful inter-action entity and further that within your own 
division that you're not really up on the technical end of the 
state-of-the-art on garbage disposal; wou3d that be correct? 

Mr. Orlando; 

I disagree with that. I've been doing this for almost 20 
years. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I've got a great question and you led right into it. My 
question is, what state-of•the-art do you know or if it's 
personally visited, have documentation that will — if the City 
decided to go to a combination or to a separation plant with 
incineration, what is the state-of-the-art on recycling? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Ma'am, my experience is dealing with sanitary landfills. 
Recycling, resource recovery is a fairly new — 

Michelle Madoff; 

Who within the agency is an expert in the technical end of 
the operation of plants and the status of how they operate today 
ir their safety? 
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Mr, Orlando: 

What kind of plants? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Incineration and recycling, 

Mr, Orlando: 

We have a Bureau of Air Quality Management, we have various 
regulations dealing with the operation of processing plants, of 
sanitary landfills. If I don’t have a processing plant in my 
region that we don’t inspect on a routine basis that we don’t 
issue a permit, that we don’t review the plans, I can’t talk on 
specifics of that. There are resource recovery facilities; once 
again technical journals throughout the country, throughout the 
world that have been successful. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I’ll tell you what my concern is and I think you would 
share that concern. If the City of Pittsburgh in its infinite 
wisdom and the Administration decides to go to a combination of 
curbside separation, recycling and incineration before they 
would get that far along, wouldn’t it be advantageous for your 
technical division to work with you? Now if somebody is assigned 
to work with you when you come to a hearing like this because 
we’re rather sophisticated, some of us know a little bit, and we 
might want to say what system is working? 

You may have read in the paper the last couple of days that 
some plant is going to start — they're going to do a 
construction of a plant just because they want to be available 
to take the refuse because if they’re there maybe we’ll give it 
to them. 

I'm concerned about the dioxins and the burning process 
would answer the question that was asked you the question was 
asked you earlier which was, what do you think the most 
cost-effective way would be and you said curbside separation. My 
concern and it needs to be put on the table is that we go to 
other systems as part of the legislation, but what we run into 
is that dioxins could cause health costs to the nation. 

The Chair: 

Is that true? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

Absolutely true, we will not burn in the city. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You burn in the suburbs? 
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Ms. Rizzuto: 


The City will not send it*s trash to a burn plant or have 
anything to do with one at this point in time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At this point in time is what worries me. 

Ms. Svitek: 

One of the alternatives to this recycling isn't an 
incineratorr that isn't an alternative that is acceptable. 

Michelle Madoff: 

They do the separation on the side instead of the curb. 

Ms. Svitek: 

But it's not an incinerator and that's not one of the 
acceptable alternatives under Act 101. 

The Chair: 

So we can rule out incinerator. 

Ms. Svitek: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to go on record and I would have it tatooed by 
blind friends so that we'd have it as a permanent record that 
we'll come back and remember this day when the Administration 
said and the DER said that we're not going to go to 
incineration, I hope we're right. 

Mr. Orlando: 

Ma'am, I can't speak for the City of Pittsburgh on what 
they're going to go for. 

Michelle Madoff; 

My feeling is that I hope we're right that we don't go to 
incineration but my gut from what I've observed in the last 20 
years is somewhere along the line where somebody is going to say 
we have a plant that meets all standards and it's a 
cost-effective way to go. 

Mr. Orlando; 

There are resource recovery plants that burn solid waste 
throughout the nation. 
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Ms. Svitek: 

Those plants have to separate as much recyclables as they 
can anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

At some point somewhere the residue is frequently burned. 
I'd like to say that they were going to have enough landfills to 
handle what we need — I don't know that we do, do you? You talk 
about Philadelphia, you talk about New Jersey and other areas, 
are they going to have enough landfills even when you cut back 
and separate and recycle, are we going to have enough landfills 
for the long term? 

Mr. Orlando: 

I can't for those areas but we have applications in front 
of us now for our region that should give capacity for the 
required time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Required time being five years? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Ten. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Remember 20 years ago when we started in 1969 — 

Mr. Orlando: 

— I remember. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Not much has changed. 

The Chair: 

On the amendment, is there any discussion? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let's do the amendment first. 

The Chair: 

All those in favor of the amendment? Opposed? The ayes 
have it. 

Now on the bill as amended?

I think it is imperative that they look at each other across 
the table when I ask the question, "Did your people inform Miss 
Rizzuto of this same statement you just made in response to 
Mr. Ferlo*s question," which was; your preference is to go to 
source separation and that you have deadlines to meet. Because 
we are hearing a different story from her, and we are very 
confused, which is why Mr. Ferlo, I presume, asked you to come 
in, and I thank him for it. 

May I have your permission to ask Ms. Rizzuto to come to the 
table? 

Mr. Wagner: 

Sure. Maribeth Salley Rizzuto, will you please come to the 
table? Please sit in Mr. Pollock's seat, he is absent today. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Did you understand my question? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

I understand your question. Tony and I have not had an 
opportunity to speak directly. I have been dealing with Sharon 
Svitek and Dave Curtis, who are the designated representatives 
of DER locally to cover Act 101. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Is essentially the response that Mr. Orlando gave to 
Mr. Ferlo your understanding, that we have deadlines to meet? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

Absolutely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to have the transcript read back to you, or my 
memory is failing, I know I am getting older. It seems to me 
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that you said, "Oh, we don't have that deadline. We have lots 
of time, a couple of years. It can be extended." 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

I think if you will review the transcripts, what I did say 
was there was a great deal of confusion at this point as to what 
the particular regulations were going to be for the particular 
bill and what the responsibilities of any municipality in the 
state of Pennsylvania were pertaining to that bill. 

Specifically the issue at the time was why is Pittsburgh 
spending any time looking at anything else when the state's 
preferred method is curbside. I tried to share with City 
Council and the members of the audience at that time that 
Pittsburgh is not like Philadelphia, although Philadelphia is 
constantly compared as having one of the more successful 
programs in Pennsylvania, our tipping fees aren't anywhere near 
what the tipping fees are in Philadelphia, and that we have 
certainly more issues to concentrate on, you know, just 
beginning with the tipping fee, to address to meet cost 
avoidance issues, to try to come into compliance with the letter 
and intent of the law. At the public hearing we definitely 
tried to share those things with you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to be rude, but you did say — and I heard you 
very clearly, and the other members here, and the people in the 
audience who attended the hearing — I think the correct 
interpretation was you said, "I don't believe that we are in 
such a short time frame, I believe the interpretation is subject 
to giving us a lot more time." I am concerned that that is a 
misunderstanding that you may have, and it ought to be 
straightened out right here and now. 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

Let me make one other comment before v/e have more 
questioning. 

On July 7th, George Jacoby and I traveled to Harrisburg 
specifically to meet with Secretary Davis to address some of the 
further issues of confusion surrounding this bill. 

As you knowr regulations are being drafted right now which 
should be prepared in draft form for public review and comment 
at the end of this month, I think is what Secretary Davis told 
us. Specifically the great concern that the Administration has 
and continues to have at this time is, you know, the what if's: 
What if Pittsburgh does not come into compliance, what are the 
penalties going to be that Pittsburgh is going to face, or more 
importantly, let us show you what we are doing presently and let 
us show you the method or path that we are following in and see 
if we can't work out a realistic resolution to this overall 
problem, because Pittsburgh is not faced with similar problems 
that the Eastern part of the state has, the economics aren't 
here for us to go ahead and jump into a curbside program or any 
other program at this point. 
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The implementation of Act 101 has already cost the city 
$546,000.00 just in recycling fee and the landfill closure fee. 
It is about $3.25 per ton of garbage that we generate, that is 
$546,000.00 that we did not pay prior to the enactment of this 
legislation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Can I have an answer to my question? My question is again, 
what did you determine when you met v/ith Art Davis, an old 
friend of mine, I might add, an environmentalist? What was the 
conclusion? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

The conclusion was Mr. Davis very clearly and emphatically 
stated to us that his local and regional people would work 
directly with the City of Pittsburgh and open up lines of 
communication with the City of Pittsburgh to assist us in 
meeting the letter and intent of the law, that there would not 
be any threats made against the City of Pittsburgh, that as long 
as Pittsburgh was on a course of action that met with the intent 
of the law, then, you know, they would watch it very closely. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It sounds like the Clean Air Act. It started back in the 
*40*s, but I got involved, as you know, in *69, and in *89 we 
are still waiting for some people to come into compliance. I 
hope the city isn't going to set that kind of example. 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

I think we are showing great strides of progress. We have a 
$1.2 million grant application that is sitting at DER right now 
for approval of leaf composting, we are getting ready to do some 
things with hazardous waste retrieval from the residential waste 
stream while we pursue everything involved in the curbside 
program. So we are definitely making straight strides of 
progress towards coming into compliance. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Maribeth, I agree with you that areas such as Philadelphia 
probably have over $100.00 a ton in garbage disposal and waste 
disposal. We have — What is it? — about $7.00, $8.00, $10.00 
a ton here. 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

$20.77. Ours is pretty secure for the next five years. 

Mr. Orlando: 

I would like to mention that the latest facts show that over 
the last year and one-half the price of disposal in southwestern 
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Pennsylvania went up 240 percent. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In what part of Pennsylvania? 

Mr. Orlando: 

In our region. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Eastern or western? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Southwestern Pennsylvania. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Has gone up —? 

Mr. Orlando: 

240 percent. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, there is gold in garbage. If you are in that 
business, you are going to make a lot of money. 

Back to the issues. Please give me the date you and George 
went up to see — 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

July 7th. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And we are now in July 18th. So there was no opportunity 
for you to send a note to all of us and let us know what 
happened at your meeting? You didn't have time? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

No. I had a death in the family. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Normally you would let us know, and you are prepared to do 
it today? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

Absolutely. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Tony, were you aware of the meeting with Art Davis and 
George Jacoby? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you feel that the city is on a course of expeditiously 
moving ahead as quickly as possible to solve our solid waste 
problem? 

Mr. Orlando: 

I don*t have the specifics of that meeting, I read an 
article, I guess it was in Saturday's Post Gazette — 

Michelle Madoff: 

Papers are never wrong. 

Mr. Orlando: 

I mean, there are certain deadlines in Act 101, and we would 
hope and expect the various municipalities to comply with those. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The first deadline in Act 101, would you share that with u: 
Vlhen is the first deadline? 

Mr. Orlando; 

I think the more important deadline than part of this 
discussion would be the September 26, 1990. 

Michelle Madoff: 

September 26, 1990, which is just a litVIo over a year away? 
Mr. Orlando: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff; 

That deadline would involve having a plan or having a plan 
in place? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Implementing a recycling program. To me, that would nean 
that if it is going to be curbside recycling, that ev<’ryt' » t 
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would be ready to go on that date, that, you know, the 
containers would be there and various equipment will be there to 
pick up the aluminum cans and paper. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you think we will met that? 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

We will have a recycling program in place by September 26th 
of 1990, yes, I am very confident we will meet that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you. Next question, would you share with us or your 
staff with us the status situation on the market saturation for 
recycled materials? You know what is happening, as more 
entities, communities, go to forced recycling or voluntary 
recycling, we are seeing an erosion of paper, newsprint, even 
aluminum cans, which has always been a major source of revenue. 
Could you give us an update? 

Ms. Svitek: 

I don*t have specific prices. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't mean prices, but I want a feeling. Are we running 
into problems? 

Ms. Svitek: 

The newspaper market, that ran in cycles even before we had 
this Act passed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How many trees burned down? 

Ms. Svitek: 

I think it is based on what the foreign market is buying, 
because sometime they will stock up and not need it for awhile. 
It runs in cycles. 

Michelle Madoff; 

What do you do when a cycle is such that we can't get rid of 
our newspaper? I am not being facetious. There are many things 
we can do. 
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Ms. Svitek: 


There is a task force that has been formed, the Department 
of Education, the Department of Transportation, the Department 
of Energy, DER, all the secretaries of those departments have 
gotten together and they have set up things that they are going 
to be working on soon. Part of that is to look into markets for 
newspaper besides just recycling it into new newsprint or paper; 
things such as using it for animal bedding, shredding it and 
using it for that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How about pelletizing it for fuel? 

Ms. Svitek; 

That is an occupation that they can use that. 

Michelle Madoff; 

My question is are we going to be saturated even with the 
evolving technologies? You know, necessity is the mother of 
invention. But they may not be here today. I know how long it 
took to develop technology to clean up coke ovens, and there are 
some that say we still haven't done it. 

Ms. Svitek: 

You mean where is the technology to use this material? 
Michelle Madoff: 

What do we do in the meantime? 

Ms. Svitek: 

We don't have any problems with aluminum. They can use 100 
percent of the aluminum that we generate, they can recycle it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know that for a fact? 

Ms. Svitek; 

I know for a fact. And glass is 100 percent recyclable. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I read something just recently — of course, the papers are 
never wrong — that the demand for aluminum cans has lowered, 
and I was concerned about it. 
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Ms. Rizzuto: 


The prices dropped. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I guess the issue, then, was does it make it profitable to 
do it? 

Rizzuto: 

As you are plotting out the different commodities, yes, 
prices are going to come down. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Therefore, the cost to the consumer rises on the other hand, 
because we are not getting it offset, there is no offset. 

Ms- Rizzuto: 

The cost avoidance factor. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I*ve got a new term, "cost avoidance." 

If Pittsburgh were to decide for some reason to emulate 
other communities that have successfully eliminated the number 
of garbage bags at the curb, so that elderly who don*t produce a 
lot of waste would have one bag every two weeks or one bag a 
week, and people like myself who get every newspaper produce 
four or five bags, how does the home compactor figure into this? 
I wonder if that has ever been factored in. It becomes the same 
amount of volume, but compacted into a small area. I don't use 
my compactor, because I don't like anything that moves faster 
than I do, and I also don't think they are very sanitary, so I 
just never used mine in my home, my apartment. But everybody in 
my building has one. A lot of buildings have them. How does 
that factor into not being fair or equal for those when you are 
putting five bags of garbage into one? 

Ms. Svitek: 

There are no laws on that or rules that you cannot compact 
your garbage before you put it on the curb. So if somebody 
wants to compact their garbage and put it out and they only have 
one bag compared to a family that doesn't have a compactor and 
puts out five — 

Michelle Madoff; 

You are missing my point. When it gets to the end use — 
and I presume it is still going to be going to landfills, the 
idea is not to have a separation incineration plant. 
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Ms. Svitek; 


They are to weigh it at the landfill, so the same amount of 
tons or pounds would be there even if they compacted it or left 
it loose. So they are not going to run into the problem much 
in the disposal end of it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You are missing my point. If I put out one-quarter of a ton 
a year, but I can put it in a small package, and somebody who is 
frail and elderly puts out two bags and it isn't compacted, I 
think we are going to see a rush to compactors. 

Ms. Svitek; 

You are talking if there is a price per bag. Is that what 
you are saying, if there is something enacted that says you have 
to pay per bag? That is a good incentive to recycle, because 
people will want to take it out to pay less. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think that is something people ought to think about. I 
think it is going to be a new industry, I mean, not a new 
industry, but it is going to really sort of take over. 

You know our topograpy, you have been here, you have spent 
time in our city? 

Mr. Orlando; 

I am originally from near McKeesport. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Then you have gone through Pittsburgh and you have seen our 
narrow streets and our hilly goat trails? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Sure. 

Michelle Madoff: 

How does this compare to the Philadelphia experience? I 
guess it is a pilot. Is it a pilot plan in Philadelphia or is 
it a fait accompli? 

Ms. Svitek: 

It is being phased in in sections. 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

It has been the law the year before. 
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Michelle Madoff 


Forgetting the fact of getting rid of their garbage in their 
landfills, their mountains of garbage, you know the whole story, 
is over $100.00 a ton, that is aside, how is the actual curbside 
issue working out? 

Ms. Svitek; 

Have you talked with anybody in Philadelphia? Maribeth 
would probably know better. I haven’t talked specifically with 
them in the city. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Tony, have you talked to anybody in Philadelphia? 

Mr. Orlando: 

No, I haven’t, but I saw an article. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. Are you saying that you are assigned to — your 
region is called, what? 

Hr. Orlando: 

The ten counties of Southwestern Pennsylvania. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Does it have a region number? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Five. 

Michelle Madoff: 

In other words, region 3 may have different problems and you 
don't communicate with region 3 to see how they are doing? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Sure we communicate, but I have not talked to anyone from 
the city government of Philadelphia. But I believe there was an 
article that when they kicked in an additional phase, that they 
were very successful and there was a lot of recyclable materials 
going through their center. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I have a habit of interrupting myself. Woulo* you answer the 
question if you can? 
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Mr. Orlando: 


The topography of Philadelphia is not like Pittsburgh. I 
believe it is flatter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was my impression in the limited time I have spent in 
Philadelphia. Are there provisals being made to take into 
consideration and mandates that when you get into — I would 
like to take you to some of the streets where I live. You 
wouldn’t believe them. They would be too steep to ski. 

Mr. Orlando: 

Does the garbage struck get their now? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Yes. 

Mr. Orlando: 

If a regular pickup truck can travel those roads now and 
they are using a similar piece of equipment, I don’t see what 
the problem would be. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think Mr. Ferlo and I agree with you, but the reason I am 
raising the question so there ran be an official answer, is 
there are people who are arguing that that is a problem. So I 
want to put that one to rest. 

The regs are being promulgated. Are the regs going to 
address limiting the use of the material such as going to 
biodegradable plastic bags, starting to eliminate the use of 
plastic, which is really oil derivatives? Are we going to be 
addressing what they do in Europe, for example? You get a mesh 
bag, you go to the market, you buy your food in a mesh bag, and 
you use the same bag over and over again to store it in your 
refrigerator, you wash your bag out and it is clean to bring 
your groceries home in, instead of having ^ gift wrapped in 
five pieces of paper? Are we going to get to that kind of 
thing? 

Ms. Svitek: 

Are you talking waste minimization? Yes, we are pushing 
that. That is first before recycling is, to minimize your waste 
at home. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What have you done in regs? Because I have talked to a 
major department chain and asked them about their supplying 
permanent bags with their name on it for advertising. Tt could 
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either be washed, used repeatedly, and they were not very 
thrilled about it. If there were regs, they would be very 
thrilled about it. 

Mr. Orlando; 

I think we got pretty spoiled over the last 20 years. I 
remember in the days where I worked in a produce business in my 
younger days, and you know, we would use the boxes or the people 
would bring their own shopping bags and things likes that. I 
think it is bad when you go and buy a Bic Pen that there is a 
piece of cardboard this size on that pen (indicating), or 
batteries, whatever. That is the packaging. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The question, then, are you going to pass some regs that 
will make that happen? The reason I asked the question is that 
the next question is why have we not gone to deposits on 
containers or eliminating of problems of packaging we find? 

Ms. Svitek: 

That has been introduced in legislation many times in 
Harrisburg. 

Michelle Madoff: 

The environmentalists tried to introduce for over the last 
20 years. 

Ms. Svitek: 

That is not DER holding that back, so — 

Michelle Madoff: 

How long have you been with DER? 

Ms. Svitek; 

Three and a half, four years. 

Mr. Orlando: 

Don't ask me, 

Michelle Madoff: 

How long have you been there? 

Mr. Orlando: 

Fifteen years. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


You have been there long enough to know what I am going to 
tell you is so, that the legislators are greatly influenced by 
what DER and CAC have to say. When you say, "Don't blame us," I 
am going to blame you because it is your job to sell the 
legislators on the facts. They are going to have to pass 
meaningful legislation and the local environmental groups better 
start doing that. 

Mr. Orlando: 

Under 101 there is a ban or., I believe, the ring tops for 
plastic on beverage containers. 

Michelle Madoff: 

All of that? My goodness. Can we spare it? 

Mr. Orlando: 

It is a start. 

(Deleted text.) 

Ms. Svitek: 

I can let you know, they are working on some kind of a 
packaging thing at the Governor's level, so that is being taken 
care of higher up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It would be very productive if you would let people like 
myself, the Councilmembers, the Administration know the status 
of those bills, and perhaps our lobbiest could be approached to 
keep us apprised of what is going on, not only in legislation 
being passed, but the kinds of activities going on. Because the 
way things happen in the environmental movement was that 
hundreds of thousands of people got involved, and it was the 
pressure of the voter that changed the system. I think we need 
to have some kind of an educational program that would address 
that kind of thing. 

Ms. Svitek: 

In our central office there is a section of public policy 
people and they are up on all those bills. 

Michelle Madoff: 

When was the last time they came to Pittsburgh and educated 
groups?

Ms. Svitek: 


They don't meet with us. I don't know what their schedule 
is. 


(Deleted text.) 

Michelle Madoff: 

You also said to get a better understanding, it takes you 
about six months to review the proposals. Is that to say that 
anyone, the municipalities and maybe the private sources, 
whatever it may be, must they have their proposes to you by 
March 26th of 1990, so you would have a six month review on it? 

Mr. Orlando: 

The six months deals with our review time if someone is 
trying to obtain a permit for a facility. It is not reviewing 
the city's proposal on this implementing Act 101. 

(Deleted text.) 

Michelle Madoff: 

With your permission I would like to ask Mr. Jacoby to come 
to the table. Mr. Jacoby? I have never been one, as you know, 
to skirt the issue and pretend something isn't there, so I am 
going to get right down to the point. 

The city is confronted with economic problems. And if 
anybody thinks we don't have economic problems, they are only 
deceiving themselves. We have a mandate from the Federal 
government that says we have to cover our reservoirs, $28 
million a pop, probably five-of those. Even with 90/10 funding 
on refuse recycling, we are going to have to bear the costs of 
the operation of the program, and the trucks and people; am I 
correct on that? 

Mr- Jacoby: 

We are already beginning to bear those costs. 

Michelle Madoff; 

As Maribeth pointed out, the costs have escalated to an 
additional $446,000.00. 

Ms. Rizzuto: 

$546,000.00. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I apologize; $546,000.00. The Mayor anticipated, 3 nd we all 
did — I called it wrong again, I really thought that the 
legislation for tax reform would pass. T was very naive, and I 
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thought that with the passage of tax reform the lowering of our 
taxes from 4 percent to 3 and one-half percent — we understand 
the one part is school, the other part county, the perception 
still is that it is a tax that people for whatever reasons are 
moving to the suburbs. I would like to make a point that 
somebody needs to explain to our Mayor that people, the 
perception is that a tax on a salary is very different than a 
tax on property, because many people I talked to and the real 
estate people pitch that the tax on the property, at least I am 
being taxed on something that is escalating in value, but my 
salary is gone when I am taxed. 

Now, confronted with the fact that tax reform didn't pass, 
confronted with the fact that are still going to have to pay 
no matter which system we go to, dollars to make the recycling 
operational, confronted with the cost of living and covering the 
reservoirs, what financial situation is the city in? And we 
ought to talk about it, because I kept heaLj.ng the silent 
conversation, which translates from the reason we are looking at 
alternatives of the cost — tVhat is your word? — cost 
avoidance, the cost curtailment, I use. The burden on the 
taxpayers could be so horrendous that we don't have a choice but 
going from curbside, partially curbside, to a separation plant 
with recycling. I am not advocating it, for all of you 
environmentalists listening. I, of course, would support 
curbside pick up and I would like to gc with that on a trial 
basis immediately, and I would like to see a notice go out in 
our water bills, our water bill or some bill that everybody gets 
every month, asking the residents would they be willing to 
support a curbside separation of our garbage, because that is 
patriotic, it is the right thing to do and it helps the city. 
Let's start getting the public involved, let's start seeing if 
we can make it a reality. 

I think what we are saying, those of us who are somewhat 
environmentally bent, are saying, "Let's try tc make the 
curbside source separation financially, economically feasible," 
If it doesn't, then we will look at alternatives. I think you 
are jumping the gun when you don't even know or have the input 
from the public; ask them. Maybe it would be wonderful if the 
newspapers put out a coupon saying, "Would you support it as a 
resident of the city." Am I off base on that? 

(Deleted text.) 

Michelle Madoff: 

I will try again. The question was raised, shall we reirc^ ^ 
from the legislation, from the bill, the terminology "cuihsidc 
source" as opposed to recycling. I am addressing that issue. 
Should we change the language? In order to determine whether I 
will move to change the language, I need an answer to the 
question. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Jacoby, would you please answer Councilwoman Madcff*s 
question? 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Financially, are you asking that we — I presume that 
Maribeth has talked to you — that we change the wording of the 
bill to say "recycling" as opposed to "curbside source," because 
of the economic impact? Could you answer that? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

The answer is Maribeth spoke correctly; we would prefer to 
see the word "recycling" as opposed to "curbside recycling." 

But I think that needs a bigger explanation as to why. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Would you like to give it? 

Mr* Jacoby: 

Certainly. We have been asked many times, "What is the 
Mayor’s position". 

Michelle Madoff: 

Are you going to give it to us? 

Mr* Jacoby: 

Certainly. Obviously there has been a lot of banter back 
and forth in the newspaper, and I would caution many people not 
to believe quite everything that is in the newspaper. Act 101 
passed, it is reality, it requires recycling. When Maribeth and 
I met with Secretary Davis, we advised him that the Mayor 
believes not only that we want to meet the letter of the law, 
but we want to meet the spirit of the law, but we want to do it 
in a fashion that is best for Pittsburgh. 

One of the things that no one has yet factored in is how 
Pittsburgh is unique from any other city, at least in this 
Commonwealth, and we are, in a lot of ways, none of which have 
been considered, all of which might have an impact on what 
decision is best for the city, such as we are probably one of 
the very few cities in this Commonwealth that has our own 
employees and our own trucks picking up refuse, not by private 
contractors. We have a secure landfill contract though 1993. 

At what we are used to, it is higher prices than we are used to 
having for the last decade, but certainly probably less than 
half of what the eastern part of the state is paying right now. 
We don’t have the same situation that Philadelphia has. We 
think that there are unique things which must be looked at. 

The Mayor has not taken a position that curbside recycling 
is wrong or that any kind of recycling is wrong. We want to 
take a look at all options available to the city and decide what 
is best for the city. I appreciate that many people believe 
curbside recycling is best. We believe it is an option. We are 
not sure until the analysis is done that it is best. The 
gentleman from DER said it is his personal preference or the 
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preference of the department. They are certainly entitled to 
have their preference. We are certainly entitled to make an 
analysis of what is best for this town, and we are doing that. 
When we present it to Council, and Maribeth is confident it will 
be presented by mid-September, all options will be available to 
be discussed. Certainly no one will hide any of the information 
from anyone. It can be a free and open discussion on what is 
best. But that discussion is best held when all of the 
information is available. To make a decision on curbside 
recycling without even knowing what it costs, simply because you 
want curbside recycling, doesn*t make any sense. If we have a 
landfill contract which now allows us to tip at $21.77 a ton, 
but curbside recycling is going to cost us $40.00 a ton, is that 
automatically the best answer? 1 don't know, but it is 
certainly a question you want to ask. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We are asking the same thing the same way; you are 
rephrasing my question. Would you in 25 words or less answer my 
question, George? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

Sure. What you were leading to, Michelle, is we are not 
flush with cash in the city, no, we are not. On the other hand, 
we are certainly not as bad off as some of the other cities in 
the east, where if they could recycle at $40.00 a ton, they are 
ahead of the game, as opposed to $60.00 a ton. There are very 
few options which can be presented to us in the near term which 
can match the rate we pay at our landfill right now, literally 
there are none. But that doesn't mean we don't want to comply 
with Act 101, we do, but we want to comply in a fashion that is 
best for the city and its taxpayers, period. We want tl^at 
opportunity to investigate. 

Michelle Madoff: 

George, I want to try again if I may. I agree with 
Councilman Ferlo that it doesn't really matter whether we change 
the wording, as Maribeth asked, from "residr^ntial curbside 
source" to "recycling." I don't believe, as Mr. Ferlo stated, 
it doesn't matter, because even if we say that, you are still 
going to come in with alternative plans and you are going to 
have to justify them. And as you said, let's have all the facts 
before us. It is really an accommodation if we say "recycling/' 
but it sends out a message to the public, and I think 
Mr. Ferlo's concern, and probably justifiably, that we are 
really not going to really work at this. I know what you are 
talking about in economics, because I worked in this area for a 
very long time. 

It seems to me that a question I asked you is really 
pertinent to the issue: Can this city afford, from ycur cursory 
review, to go to curbside separation without looking into or 
considering a combination of source separation at a site? 
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Mr- Jacoby: 

The wuestion is can we afford it? 

Michelle Madoff: 

We are not going to be able to do any work in our offices 
because hundreds of thousands of calls are going to come in. 

Mr. Jacoby: 

I don*t know the answer yet. I think the answer is that we 
as a government owe a duty to our citizens to do a thorough 
analysis of options and the cost of those options before any 
final decisions are made. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You are going to beg the issuer and I understand where you 
are coming from. Nobody wants to say, "We may have to raise 
taxes,” or, "We can’t lower taxes any further," and it is 
perhaps a responsible position. So I am going to try a 
different approach. 

Would you say that if we were to keep the bill exactly as it 
is, that that would not in any way stop you from coming back 
with your alternative plans? That is true, is it not? It 
wouldn’t matter which way we word this bill. 

Mr. Jacoby: 

The answer is it is true, but I think there is a bigger 
issue than that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Which is? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

The bigger issue is that I think we as a government have an 
obligation to our taxpayers, to our residents, to analyze what 
is best for them before we prejudge. I think the appearance is 
that you are making a prejudgm.ent. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No. I think what it does is say Council has a preference, 
and if it passes — it may not pass this Council — but if it 
passes, that there is a preference that we would like to see 
curbside source separation. That doesn’t mean that when you 
come back, you analyze the numbers, that that is what would 
happen. Even Mr, Ferlo has said if it proved to be not viable, 
that he certainly is not married to his position and he is not 
going to put an undue burden on the city- I think that’s 
essentially why he introduced the bill. 

The one question I think would put my mind at ease and a lot 
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of people sitting here in the audience would be why couldn’t we 
immediately get a feedback from the public through a direct 
mailr through other things that we send out to the public, 
saying, "Would you be supportive of doing this?" Because a 
success financially will depend on the cooperation of the 
public. 

Mr. Jacoby: 

My opinion there is simply the same thing, that before 
Council, before anybody, before the Administration can make an 
informed recommendation or Council can make an informed judgment 
or the citizenry can make an informed judgment, the information 
needs to be provided. It is now being reviewed. Until such 
time as the options are there and known, quantitatively we can’t 
say. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One last question. Would it really stop you from doing 
everything you stated? And I agree what you need to do Is make 
a professional, responsible presentation to the public so then 
maybe you’ll send out a mailing saying, "Would you do it?" And 
you would also have hearings where people say, "Your numbers are 
correct or not correct." I have been through that for years, 24 
hours around the clock getting information, doing testimony. 

Why would it bother you to have the language that would still 
say curbside — it doesn’t stop you from coming in with 
alternative plans, does it? Council has its right to have its 
preference, you have your right to have your preference, and you 
are saying you really don’t have a preference, although I guess 
the silent conversation is yes, from Maribeth, it may be too 
costly to pick up at the curb, it might need another plan that 
is less costly. It doesn’t really matter how we word this, 
because you are going to come back with alternatives, there are 
going to be public hearings. So there really is no reason why 
we can’t word it any way we want to as a body. Would you agree 
with that? 

Mr. Jacoby: 

No, I don’t agree, but I would rather not get deeply into 
the issue of what prerogatives Council has verse what 
prerogatives the Mayor has. It is not a life and death issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think you summed it up; it is not a life and death issue.

Mr. Lyons: 

I move to approve them. 

The Chair: 

I object to approving them 
because there is somebody from 
Planning there and you know how much 
trouble we've had with the Planning 
Commission. We've all been 

dissatisfied with some of their 
votes that have been taken recently 
and I think we should discuss these 
individuals and I think we should 
take our normal process, one week. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I will not be 
here after tomorrow for my vacation 
and I would like to then comment 
because I have known Mr. Kaufman for 
a very long time and I think he 
would be a great asset. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I move that the 
nominees would come before us on 
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Wednesday, 2 August. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Unfortunately, I won*t be here 
and I'd like to just comment on the 
two people that I'm familiar with; 
one would be that of having Mr. 
Kaufman on the Board, I think he 
would be a tremendous asset • And 
also, I think having Mr. Borman on 
the Water and Sewer Authority would 
be a great boon for all of us. 

On another matter, I would also 
like to request that this Council 
consider having a policy that we can 
enact in some way that would address 
the private citizen who gets 
actively involved in trying to help 
the Police in solving or stopping a 
crime. You may have read in the 
papers that two good citizens helped 
the Police in stopping an actor from 
escaping from the scene of a 
crime. The insurance company 

reimbursed him for damages to his 
vehicle but he had to pick up a $250 
deductible. I think that really 
discourages people from wanting to 
be involved and saying, "Why should 
I bother? It's only going to cost 
me money." 

I think it would be a very nice 
thing if we had a policy within 
certain parameters that we help 
people who care enough to get 
involved and I would like to 
consider that. Perhaps a letter to 
Che Safety Director, to Glenn 
Cannon, asking him how he would like 
to see legislation passed to deal 
with that kind of encouragement and 
perhaps to Chief Pampena. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

I think that's an excellent 
suggestion. Mayber there's a way 
that the Crime Stoppers Program can 
be broadened a little bit to include 
Michelle's point. 

Two unrelated matters. One, 
there was an article in the paper 
regarding the City helping to land a 
convention, the American Federation 
of Teachers, for 1992. It's 4,000 
or 5,000 people that will be here in 
'92 for Chat convention. 

In a similar vein, I have a 
request and I make a motion to the 
effect that we send a letter to Lynn 
Williams as President of the United 
Steel Workers of America because 
also in 1992 they're having a 
Constitutional Convention that will 
attract between 4,000 and 5,000 
people. The request from some of 
the union locals that I have been 
speaking to is for Council Co 
communicate directly to Lynn 
Williams, the President of the 
United Steel Workers, asking them to 
hold Che convention here in the City 
of Pittsburgh, also to commemorate 
the 100th year anniversity of the 
Homestead Steel Strike. So, I'd 
like to make a motion that we send a 
letter encouraging them to hold 
their convention here instead of Las 
Vegas. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Secondly, as we know, the 
garbage pick-up days have changed; 
the Wednesdays and Mondays around 
the City are switched throughout the 
City. Rather than get into lengthy 
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discussion on that:, I raised Last 
year during the budget debate the 
possibility of always being able to 
pick up the garbage and it seemed to 
be a cost item that the 
Administration did not want to deal 
with. 

I have a similar proposal which 
we*ve never received a response from 
the Administration. I'd like to 
make a motion that we send a letter 
to the Mayor asking her for her 
response on another plan, and that 
is that we have a four day work 
week, ten hour day, in Environmental 
Services, which would eliminate the 
problem completely. What I'm asking 
is that we send a letter to the 
Mayor asking for her response to 
that request. 

I've talked to many of the 
union people in Environmental 
Services. They're supportive of the 
four day work week, ten hour day. 
It would involve changing the City 
around but it would eliminate the 
problem which is particularly acute 
during the summer months when 
garbage literally sits on the 
streets sometimes for a couple of 
weeks and in our alleyways because 
of inadequate enforcement of our 
existing ordinances. 

So, I'd like to ask that we 
send a letter to the Mayor asking 
for their response to this proposal. 

The Chair: 

When you say four day work 
week, ten hours a day, do you mean 
that if the Fourth of July falls on 
Monday that they would work Tuesday 
through Friday and they wouldn't get 
paid the overtime? I don’t 
understand what you're saying. 
Would it be up to the Administration 


or to the Director of Environmental 
Services that if a holiday fell 
during the week, that he would split 
that up? What do you mean by that? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You could plan it out in such a 
way as to avoid the Monday 
holidays. What I'm asking for is 
some thought be given to that by the 
Administration and give us a 
reaction to that, either cost or 
problems with negotiation. 

The Chair: 

I have no problems voting for 
it and sending the letter, but I can 
see that when you went in to bargain 
negotiations they said, "Yea, I'll 
go for the four day week, ten hours 
a day but then I want the set 
week." I just think we'd end up 
with the same problem we have right 
now. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

I think that's something we 
need to get a reaction from the 
Administration on. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I think it's an idea worth 
considering and I think we should 
pursue it particularly at this time 
because the Administration is 
presently bargaining with the refuse 
workers for a new contract, I 
believe, '-eginning in January, and 
somehow it could be incorporated 
into the contract and we could make 
sure rubbish is picked up once a 
week everywhere all the time. I 
think it is an excellent idea. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Once again, I'd like to request 
from the Administration that I don't 
care how you do it, that we pick up 
the garbage once a week 
everywhere. When we have 

temperatures that we've had last 
summer and this summer, it has 
really reinforced the need to do 
it. I believe that it is cost 
effective to pick up the garbage 
constantly because when you let 
garbage go on a hot day, the 
problems in healtn hazards, the 
problems in litter, the problems in 
the stench, the problems in what it 
does to the City and the image that 
we create is far more costly than 
the charge it would be to pick up 
the garbage. 

And I want to put the 
Administration on notice; if this 
budget session does not produce the 
dollars or the solution that Mr. 
Ferlo and my colleague, Mr. Wagner, 
have suggested, a four day week as 
opposed to a five day week, 
therefore all garbage would be 
picked up. If the problem isn't 
solved some way or other, I will 
call for a public hearing before we 
go into budget session and ask 
everybody in this City who is 
unhappy about having their garbage 
left out in the heat for the dogs to 
rip apart, and the raccoons, and the 
stench, to come to this room or 
we'll get Soldiers and Sailors Hall 
and we'll get the message across to 
the Administration. That's penny¬ 
wise and pound-foolish. Pick up the 
garbage - that's what people pay 
their taxes for - and every week. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, one other 
issue. I don't want to get into a 


debate on this issue but I want to 
mention one point that I consider to 
be extremely important. Last week 
we had a public hearing on the 
Shadyside Garage and there were a 
lot of people that testified pro and 
con, in favor or against the 
garage. Presently at this stage I 
have no position on the garage 
except for one item that has 
concerned me that I don't think we 
talked about enough. 

I don't know how this garage 
was ever proposed to City government 
while in constructing it there will 
be a need for a subsidy. Since the 
issue was in front of Council, I 
have had several people contact me 
about the cost of the garage. The 
approximate cost of the proposed 
garage is $21,000 per parking 
stall. The reason why I bring that 
up is that the average cost per 
stall in a garage is about $12,000 
from what I'm hearing with garages 
that are being constructed in the 
Pittsburgh area. There is presently 
one being constructed at Parkway 
Center for $8,000 a stall. One at 
Station Square was constructed for 
$6,000 a stall. 

Well, no matter what the cost 
is, the point I want to make is that 
we should not even be considering a 
proposal for a garage if it cannot 
pay for itself. A garage is not 
needed if it cannot pay for 
itself. So, how this issue ever 
reached this Council in anticipation 
of this City's subsidizing a garage, 
I truly don't know, because we 
cannot afford to subsidize the 
construciton of any garage 
anywhere. And if a garage is 
needed, whether it be in Shadyside, 
South Side, Downtown Pittsburgh, 
North Side, or wherever, that garage 
should be able to pay for itself. 
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So, the point I want to make 
for the Record now, prior to this 
issue reaching Council or coining up 
for a vote, and I believe that's up 
to the Chairman of the Committee, 
Mr. Lyons, that could be as soon as 
tomorrow or, from what I hear him 
saying, probably will be sometime in 
September. I want the 
Administration to know, I want the 
Planning Commission to know, I want 
the Public Parking Authority to 
know, that there is one issue, as 
far as I'm concerned, where they're 
really out of line, and that's the 
cost of this facility. The cost of 
this facility, if it doesn't get in 
line to the point where there is no 
subsidy, I don't think it should 
even be considered. And that's the 
point I want to make on the Record, 
up front, early on, because I don't 
think it was discussed enough at the 
public hearing last week. 

Mr. FerLo: 

On the same subject, that was 
clearly one of the major concerns, I 
thought, that came out of the public 
hearing as well as the discussion 
afterwards by CounciImembers and 
that was the struggle of dealing 
with the subsidy question. I 
thought that was one of the concerns 
that we did enumerate to Director 
Downing as well as about four other 
items that we wanted to have a 
formal response from the 
Administration on. 

Another matter, though, and I 
think to reinforce the subsidy 
issue, the problem basically with 
the $21,000 is the economy scale. 
It's too small a garage, it's not 
going to produce very many parking 
spaces, and if we're going to have 
any kind of a garage it should be 
big enough to pay for itself. 


That's basically fundamentally the 
problem with the Shadyside Parking 
Garage aside from the quality of 
life issues that have been 
addressed. 

The other issue that we never 
really addressed to the architect or 
to the engineers, and not 
necessarily just for the site in 
question but other alternative 
parking sites in the Shadyside 
community, is the question of why 
this garage has to be above 
ground. Why has there not- been any 
consideration, or if there has been 
any consideration, why have we not 
received any information on the 
garage being one or two stories 
below ground and then less obnoxious 
as we go from the ground up. There 
may have been a study done on that; 
clearly, it would be more expensive 
I would gather. Mr, Woods, you know 
more about construction. But there 
is no report and I think as a follow 
up to discussion from the hearing, I 
would like to see a response from 
the Administration also to deal with 
that issue, on alternate sites, the 
possibility of a larger garage and a 
garage that would be sub-based one 
or two stories as a way of making it 
less obnoxious. So, I would like 
that to be a follow-up and get a 
response. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject, I woke up 
in the middle of the night and it 
dawned on me Chat the mall owners, 
the people who really have the bulk 
of the business now, chat have 
really raised Che races out of greed 
so chat the rents are out of site, 
Che mailers of Shadyside were not 
here. In reality, in line with what 
Mr. Wagner has stated, if you take 
the 200 some owners or renters in 
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the district and if each of them 
only rented two spaces, one for 
themselves and one for their chief 
operating person or employee, we*re 
talking about a half-million dollars 
a year. They could float their own 
bond and they could have their own 
garage and if it was so important, 
why didn't they do it. The money 
was there. 

I'm not so sure a garage is the 
answer. I was a proponent of having 
a garage after we had a sticker 
parking and I resent the sticker 
parking program being held hostage 
to the garage. But even if my 
thought was to build a garage, I've 
changed my mind because it appears 
that it's going to push more of the 
small charming operations out of 
Shadyside by having a garage. 
Pretty soon that garage will be 
filled up and then what's the next 
excuse? It will become another 
Monroeville Mall. 

I think the most eloquent 
pointed testimony that we all 
enjoyed was Barbara Burns. I loved 
her line when she said, "Haven't the 
merchants of Shadyside figured out 
what the merchants on the North Side 
have figured out, that if you don't 
get your own cars, your car and your 
employees cars off the street, you 
won't have a place for your 
customers to park." They haven't 
gotten that message. Why are they 
coming to us for a garage? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to point out that I 
have been thoroughly vindicated on 
the benches that are now down in the 
lobby, Mr. President. But I do 
think that the benches need a little 
sign that is tacked on - no 
littering, no loitering and no 


pigeons. That's the only unresolved 
matter. 

Michelle Madoff moved to excuse Mr. 
Coyne for absence from the meeting. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion.

Regatta. I am the Chairman of the 
Parade Committee and I always like 
to give a plug to the parade which 
is held this Thursday evening 
beginning at 7:30 and, in ray 
opinion, is one of the finest 
parades in the City of Pittsburgh 
each year. It’s the only evening 
parade. It begins down at the 
Convention Center, comes up Grant 
Street and goes down Fifth Avenue. 
The parade is very much like the 
Regatta; it’s a family event. It's 
a family event that gives you a 
capsule of what the Regatta weekend 
will be all about beginning on 
Friday, continuing on Saturday and 
Sunday. 

I would now like to introduce 
the General Chairman and the 
President of the Pittsburgh Three 
Rivers Regatta, Mr. Connelly. Prior 
to doing that, I simply want to 
state that the Regatta is a three- 
day event. The number of hours that 
go into preparation of this event is 
staggering. The person that puts 
the most hours in is standing to my 
left, Mr, Connelly. He does an 
exceptional job. Both he and his 
brother, John Connelly, who is the 
Chairman of the Regatta, do one heck 
of a thing for the City of 
Pittsburgh. They identify this City 
and no city in the country, as a 
matter of fact, the world, can be 
compared to it for a water event. 
We owe a lot of credit to Mr. Gene 
Connelly and Mr, John Connelly for 
originating the Regatta and having 
it continually grow each and every 
year. I'm sure he's going to state 
something about the Regatta moving

Mr. President and 
fellow Councilmembers, I would ask 
Jim Eckert if he will share this 
with me because Jim puts in an awful 
lot of input.

Mr. Ferlo: 

On this legislation I met with the Treasurer, Mr. Foecking 
here and got a better explanation of what this is all about and 
I have no problem with it and in fact I believe Mr. Foecking 
indicated to me that because of a rewrite in federal law this 
now permits municipalities like us to obtain this information, 
so I applaud the Administration for working on this but I only 
have one concern and that is — for better or for worse since 
we're all going to pay taxes one way or the other, I would argue 
that most people have generally good faith in the 
confidentiality of probably the FBI and the IRS but that doesn't 
mean there probably aren't problems from time to time. I'm not 
sure that that kind of confidentiality and assurance on the part 
of the taxpayers exist would state municipal employees and 
officials and the concern that I have is that in the tax code, 
if there's a violation in any way of the confidentiality by an 
employee — I'm not in any way suggesting that our employees are 
going to do this, I'm only suggesting that in the federal code 
it's much stricter and very stringent as to what the penalities 
will be against an employee on the issue of confidentiality and 
it involves a prison sentence and termination of employment. 

That does not exist in our Municipal Code. We do not have the 
same kind of stringent confidentiality concern that's expressed 
in the Municipal Code and the only reservation I have about 
this, because we're basically opening — this is a whole new 
ballgame in terms of people's privacy in this city, but I think 
it's a necessity and I would like to see an amendment of the 
Code as it relates to the confidentiality. Right now if an 
employee in the City violates this, including with the new 
information of state and federal information that they will 
have, it's only I believe a $500 fine and I think it should be 
termination of employment and if I can get an assurance from the 
Administration that they will construct an amendment from the 
Law Department to amend the Code on the confidentiality, I would 
be more inclined to vote for this but I am concerned about 
confidentiality. This is a whole new ballgame in terms of tax 
records and information that's never been available before to 
the municipality and I think employees should be fired if 
there's a breach in confidentiality. 

Mr. Foecking: 

I would agree on what Mr. Ferlo's premise that the 
confidentiality is very important both for city tax records and 
definitely for federal tax records. I guess I basically have to 
agree that termination of employment is justifiable. I'm not 
sure we can do it but if it is a consensus of Council, I will 
meet with Mr. Pellegrini to have and request an opinion as to 
whether we can do that giving current negotiations and 
bargaining unit contracts if you want to. It has been generally 
held that everyplace I've worked and all those people I know who 
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have collected taxes know that it is very important to maintain 
confidentiality especially at the local level. When it is the 
local area and it*s people you may see or people who you could 
talk to who may know a person you're talking about is vitally 
required and I have seen a very high level of confidentiality 
maintained in local tax offices. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What I*ra suggesting Mr. Wagner is that because of this new 
legal arrangement that we will enter into with the IRS and the 
relevant state revenue officials, it is a whole new situation in 
terms of the kinds of information and the possibilities exist in 
the future more so than in the past for a problem and I'm only 
saying that parallel to us entering into this agreement — in 
fact, I would argue very strongly that our confidentiality issue 
should be no less strict than the federal IRS officials' 
confidentiality clause and what I'm suggesting is that in 
agreeing to the legal agreements that are entering into the 
agreement with the IRS, we also amend our code to deal with the 
issue of a breach of confidentiality. 

The Chair: 

I tend to agree with Mr. Ferlo and I would like the Finance 
Department to sit down with the Solicitor and draw up the 
appropriate amendments to the Code to make sure that there's 
less potential for any leaks of this kind of information.

MOTIONS AMD RESOLUTIOMS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, it was too late 
on Friday or Monday when our City 
Controller had a press conference to 
talk about the issue that has come 
up regarding his find in the vault 
and that is, as the information is 
here on the table, some very 
interesting if not important 
documents that have been discovered 
by the Controller, There is 
somewhat of a dispute and I want to 
try to resolve it and I was not able 
to draft the resolution in time for 
the earlier presentation but, if 
permitted, I would like to be able 
to read it now to get a second and 
discuss the issue. 

Mr. Ferlo presents 

No. 2768 WHEREAS, many books 
of matured bond certificates in 
excellent condition issued between 
1885-1952 were recently discovered 
in the Office of the City 
Controller; and 

WHEREAS, the bonds were issued 
for projects of great historic 
interest such as the building of 
City Hall (1910), the original 
Bloomfield Bridge (1911), the City 
Home and the Hospital at Mayview 
(1920), Rodgers Airfield (1929), the 
Transit Subway (1927), several 
street and bridge improvements, and 
general public projects; and 

WHEREAS, the bond certificates 
have cash value as historic items 
and collectibles of $5-25 
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Individuallyt as determined by 
private appraisal , but considerably 
Less overall worth as prepackaged 
auction items; and 

WHEREAS, the individual sale of 
these bonds could generate 
significant revenues for the City of 
Pittsburgh; and 

WHEREAS, the American 
Numismatic Association is convening 
its international convention at the 
David L. Lawrence Convention Center 
between August 8-14, and its 
membership would be greatly 
interested in the purchase of these 
bonds as collectibles and souvenirs, 
and have offered the City of 
Pittsburgh a free booth (worth 
$1000) for the exhibit and sale of 
these bonds throughout the duration 
of the convention; and 

WHEREAS, the Historic Society 
of Western Pennsylvania has examined 
these bonds and expressed interest 
in their history and requested to 
have the bond receipts and a sample 
of each bond made available to them 
for historic research purposes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh strongly recommends and 
urges the Mayor to direct the 
Director of General Services, as the 
City sales agent, to conduct a sale 
of the individual bond certificates, 
at a fair market value to be 
determined, at the American 
Numismatic Association International 
convention as perraitted by and in 
accordance with City Code Chapter 
165 and the most current Department 
of General Services procedures. The 
bond certificates remaining from 
this sale shall be sold, auctioned, 
or donated as determined by the 
Director. The proceeds of this and 


any future sales are to be deposited 
in the City’s General Fund; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
Council request the Director of 
General Services to reach an 
agreement with the Historical 
Society of Western Pennsylvania for 
the preservation of these and future 
pertinent historic documents no 
longer deemed useful to the City but 
of research value to the Historic 
Society, 

Mr. Ferlo moved to approve the 
resolution. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Discussion on the resolution. 
Mr, Chairman, everybody agrees that 
these bonds are significant, both in 
terms of the potential for 
individual sale as well as their 
historical value. The particular 
bone of contention right now is how 
best to sell these certificates in 
order to raise the most amount of 
money. All of the individuals, 
experts in the field, those from the 
historical community, those from the 
collectable community, have all 
agreed that to sell them in an 
auction would not be the most 
prudent in terms of raising the most 
amount of money. 

But selling the bonds, and I 
have samples of them here for those 
who haven’t been able to see them, 
one begins to get an appreciation 
for both the quality as well as 
historical value of the documents. 
If these certificates are sold 
individually, and I believe there is 
upwards of 30,000 of these documents 
— For instance, I would be 
interested in buying one of these 
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certificates regarding the 
Bloomfield Bridge. I'd like to give 
it as a present to a business owner 
at the foot of the bridge and I'd be 
willing to pay $50 for it. I'm not 
suggesting that everybody will be 
out flocking to buy all of them 
immediately, but when you have 
15,000 to 20,000 people with money 
in their pockets at the Convention 
Center, many of whom are looking for 
momentos as opposed to T-shirts, 
this would be an excellent 
opportunity. 

I applaud our Controller, Mr. 
Flaherty, for coming up with the 
suggestions and the ideas and he's 
asking for our help. And if we are 
clear on the Municipal Code, 165-02, 
Rules and Regulations Governing the 
Powers of the Director of General 
Services and the Mayor, it does 
suggest, contrary to previous 
information regarding an auction, 
and I'll read it, "The Director of 
General Services shall formulate 
rules and regulations governing the 
advertising and bidding at public 
auction or sale of such City 
property as may be deemed proper and 
expedient for such purpose. Such 
rules and regulations shall be 
approved by the Mayor." 

What obviously Mr. Flaherty is 
suggesting is rather than throw 
these down at the City garage and 
lump them together with our used 
Omnis, that there is a higher value 
and a higher potential for raising 
revenue. And Mr. Flaherty is 
suggesting that some of us, himself 
included, would volunteer to be at 
such a table with the appropriate 
City officials, I would image Mr. 
Turner, our City Treasurer, and 
Director Botsford and others, at 
this convention. 


So, please support this 
resolution. Let's call on the Mayor 
to try to resolve this matter with 
our City Controller because we 
obviously can stand to make 
$200,000, $300,000, $400,000. 
That's the intent and support is 
requested for the resolution. 

Nr. Lyons: 

These are the unused bonds. I 
understand from reading, these were 
the unused bonds that were never put 
out at the bond sale. I would say 
that I would consider somewhere that 
a committee be formed by the 
Administration or the Legislative 
body, that we would have an upstart 
price on these bonds. T mean, if 
you bid, you get two people to bid 
and they might walk away with $2. 
So, what I'm saying is that if we 
would have basically an upstart 
price at an auction, or whatever we 
can sell the bonds for, if it's 
going CO be to an individual, start 
off with $50. That would be my 
consideration to seeing about more 
money because auction, I will 
concur, is a very dangerous thing. 
If you get one or two people and 
they only want to pay $2 for it in 
an auction, that's all we'll get for 
the bonds and it would be rubbish. 
But if we would set an upset price 
where the bonds would be worth at 
least $50 a person to purchase, I 
would be for that. 

The Chair; 

I have no problem with that but 
the convention, I understand, is 
starting next Tuesday and we all 
know what committees are like. If 
we try to have a committee formed, 
we'll be here until next Tuesday of 
next year. I think we should let 
General Services go down, if they 
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would do that , and set up a booth 
and try to sell them outright like 
that• But a committee on such a 
short notice, one week, we'IL be 
talking when the convention is over. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, your point is 
well taken and I would concur with 
you. But the only thing I'm 
thinking of in terms of the 
committee, not the battle back and 
forth, but if we could get the right 
people to say that each bond would 
be worth $30, then we would be 
alright• 

Hr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think the intent of the 
resolution is good, but I think we 
have, so far, a cooperative 
atmosphere beginning here with the 
Controller's Office and Council on 
an issue. It would be nice to see 
i t move f orward with the 
Administration. I would hate to see 
this Council today determine the 
direction or strongly recommend the 
direction of these bonds without 
some cooperative communication 
between the three bodies. 

My recommendation would be for 
possibly Mr. Ferlo, Mr. Flaherty and 
Mr, Turner to sit down this week and 
determine really what is the best 
way for us to get the most out of 
these bonds, both financially and 
for any historical value. Possibly 
a donation to the Historical Society 
has been adjusted or to the Carnegie 
Museum or possibly others. But 
seeing that this convention begins a 
week from today, maybe we could hold 
off on making a decision on how this 
i s done • I want to support 
something as to how to get some 


revenue back to the City, but at the 
same time, I think it has to be a 
cooperative effort between the 
Administration, Council and the 
Controller's Office. 

The Chair: 

I agree with everybody here but 
this is just a wish that Mr. Ferlo 
is presenting. It is a resolution 
like we pass every legislative 
meeting here and I believe if we 
pass this the Administration will 
take it. It will get the ball 
rolling, and perhaps all three 
parties can get together immediately 
and we can reach that end. But I 
would urge you to pass this without 
much more discussion because it only 
is a wish and it is saying exactly 
what you want to say, it's saying 
what Mr, Lyons wants to say, what 
I' ve said, Mr. Coyne said and what 
Mr. Ferlo said. So I suggest we do 
this and at least get the ball 
rolling and it will be done within 
the next day or two. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I think you succinctly stated 
it and I'd be happy to serve, at the 
wish of the President, on any 
committee. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I'm sure Mr. Ferlo wants to 
speak in this regard also, but last 
Thursday evening, three members of 
Council, Mr, Ferlo, Councilwoman 
Madoff and myself, attended a Zoning 
Board of Adjustment hearing which 
was a rather lengthy hearing in 
regard to The Strip - Down By The 
Riverside Project. As everyone is 
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aware, this Council originally 
wanted to see a zoning change. It 
was then the wish of the 
Administration to see a variance to 
the existing M-4 Industrial Zoning, 
and that had to go in front of the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment. 

The three of us testified in 
support of the project at that 
Zoning Board of Adjustment and it's 
simply my intent to bring this to 
the attention of Council in that I 
believe it was the majority of this 
Council that supports that project 
and wants to see it move forward. 
The Zoning Board of Adjustment was 
extremely cooperative in hearing 
everyone's opinion, even those 
somewhat opposed to the procedure in 
the zoning and maybe even opposed to 
the project. But they gave a 
favorable recommendation to the 
variance to be granted so that the 
project can move forward. 

There still is one piece of the 
project that has to come back to 
this Council which is a Conditional 
Use Application for the barge and 
boat dock facilities that are part 
of the project. 

But, all in all, I want to 
compliment the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment for hearing everyone's 
opinion and looking favorably on 
this project. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Wagner. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Woods, I*d just like to 
bring to Council's attention a 
situation I think is very serious in 
the Hazelwood area. Around the 
intersection of Chatsworth Street 


and Flowers Avenue, all summer there 
has been a large group of young 
people hanging out there and 
generally causing disturbances. The 
police have come repeatedly and 
really have succeeded in driving 
them away but then the young people 
come back. 

No. 13 Firehouse is about 20 
yards away and a couple weeks ago, 
when one of the firetrucks was going 
out on a call, one of the 
firefighters was hit with a 
bottle. I think this is getting to 
a point where it is totally uncalled 
for, the situation on this corner. 

Last Friday night an 
altercation erupted in front of the 
Firehouse and young people ran into 
the Firehouse and beat up a 
fireman. Two firemen required 
hospitalization. 

So, I'd like to call for a post 
agenda after tomorrow's meeting to 
have Chief Dickerson in and Mr. 
Cannon to discuss what future 
measures the Police are going to 
take in that area to try to rectify 
the situation. 

The Chair: 

Do you want anyone else besides 
those two? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Chief Pampena, whoever. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, Pittsburgh has a 
Home Rule Charter. We went into 
effect in 1975 to make our own laws 
and stay within the ambience being a 
creature of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. But I feel the 



prohibitive increasing of the motor 
vehicle violation has been excessive 
and certainly I feel it's a 
violation of our Eighth Amendment 
rights• I raise the question, when 
is the City of Pittsburgh going to 
have their own laws? I can accept 
it. No one knows what it is. The 
Legislature just passed it in a 
bundle, got out of the way and went 
home. No one knew anything about 
this. Even the police don't even 
know truly how to give a ticket. I 
know some of your moving violations 
are in excess of $100 of what they 
were. 

Certainly, I'd like to ask the 
City Clerk to ask the Law Department 
if our Eighth Amendment hasn't been 
violated as victims of an excessive 
penalty. 

The Chair: 

You're talking about the CAT 

Fund. 

Mr* Lyons: 

Yes. I know it's a worthwhile 
cause, but get it from other ways. 

The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Lyons. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on two unrelated 
matters. One is, a group of 
citizens called my office from 
Garfield concerning a bill that is 
being submitted today, land being 
donated through the URA for the 
Church of the Redeemer on Mossfield 
Boulevard. Rdther than get into the 
whole issue, I'm requesting that 
there be a public hearing because 
it's a very difficult street to 


maneuver, Mossfield Boulevard, and 
this property in question would — 
There are many questions from the 
neighborhood Individuals and nearby 
residents regarding what is actually 
going to be built there and also 
some major traffic considerations by 
City Planning. So, I'm asking for a 
public hearing on the bill. 

Hr* Coyne seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Secondly, on the issue of video 
poker machines, an old favorite 
subject with me since I tried to get 
some money out of them to feed the 
hungry in this City. But there was 
a recent ruling by the Federal Judge 
which I'm sure all of us are aware 
of, but I would like to communicate 
to the Solicitor and to the Chief of 
Police, Mr. Pampena, and I'm asking 
for a clarfication of what their 
actions are going to be. If there's 
going to be a wholesale rounding up 
of these machines throughout the 
City, which, as far as I'm 
concerned, is a waste of valuable 
police time, if that's going to 
happen soon, then I think to be fair 
since we allowed these things to be 
in the City in the first place, we 
should refund three months of the 
licensure fee which we raised this 
year, to be fair to the bar owners 
and the tavern owners and others. 

If that's not going to happen, 
which is my suggestion, I would 
suggest that we leave everything at 
bay and leave it where it is until 
January 1st and we should amend the 
Municipal Code to not allow the 
machines in the City. We have to be 
fair, whatever we're going to do. I 
mean, in the beginning of the year 
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we said, ”Come and get your permits 
for these machines” and now there*s 
a possibility we might be out with 
tractor trailer trucks collecting 
them. I want to be fair with these 
business people. If we're going to 
participate with the County and the 
State and the Federal law 
enforcement officials, we have to be 
fair across the board. So, if 
there's going to be a wholesale 
collection of these machines, I 
would urge that we redeem or refund 
for three months of the year that 
part of the licensure fee. My 
suggestion would be, though, that we 
just wait until January 1, amend the 
Code and basically not allow the 
machines to be licensed in the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

In any event, I would like a 
communication to Director Cannon or 
the Solicitor regarding the issue. 

Mr. DePasquale moved to excuse 
Michelle Madoff for absence from the 
meeting. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And on the motion of Mr. Lyons 


Council adjourned.

Members of Council, today we 
have with us some individuals from 
the local labor movement, Tom 
Bennington from the Airline Pilots’ 
Association, Sandra Pate from Che 
Flight Attendants' Union, John 
DiBias from the United Mineworkers* 
Local from District A, Dennis 
Flemming from the United 
Steelworkers of America District 15, 
and Carl Plescar from the 
International Association for 
Machinists Local lOAA. 

Mr. Ferlo presents 

No. 2792 WHEREAS, labor 
creates all wealth and maintains all 
services that make our country 
great; and 

WHEREAS, the Pitts ton Coal 
Company is engaged in orchestrating 
a concerted attack on the hard won 
gains of its employees and the 
United Mineworkers of America which 
represents them; and 

WHEREAS, Pro-company courts 
have levied fines of $3 trillion 
against striking mineworkers and 
their union-amounts surpassing the 
entire U.S. national debt. But when 
gross negligence of Pittston Coal 
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resulted In a mine explosion killing 
seven miners in 1983, the company 
was fined only $47,000; and 

WHEREAS, Eastern Airlines 
workers, represented by the Air Line 
Pilots Association and the 
International Association of 
Machinists, gave up more than $1*5 
billion in wages over the past ten 
years-but owner Frank Lorenzo 
demanded greater concessions; and 

WHEREAS, Eastern Airlines owner 
Lorenzo undermined the company's 
viability by milking its assets to 
feed his Texas Air empire-then tried 
to make Eastern workers pay the 
bill-they refused; and 

WHEREAS, the organized labor 
movement in our area is mobilizing 
to defend the dignity of working 
people through a March and Rally for 
Labor Solidarity on behalf of the 
Mineworkers and Eastern employees in 
Pittsburgh on Sunday, August 13th, 
assembling at the Civic Arena at 12 
noon and marching to Market Square 
for a 2 P,M, rally. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, 
that the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh endorses the March and 
Rally for Labor Solidarity and 
welcomes all participants who wish 
to stand by the Pittston miners and 
the Eastern Airlines employees, and 
the rights and dignity of labor. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that 
Sunday, August 13th shall be LABOR 
SOLIDARITY DAY in the C? ty of 
Pittsburgh and that we urge all 
citizens to participate in this 
important event. 

Mr. Ferlo moved to adopt the 
resolution. 


Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Thank you. I just want to ask 
for a couple of the representatives 
from the labor movement locally to 
come up and make a brief comment. 

I would like to point out that 
we expect this march and rally on 
the 13th to be one of the largest 
marches ever held in the City of 
Pittsburgh and I'm very confident, 
as evidenced by some of the recent 
demonstrations and rallies not only 
locally but around this country in 
support of the Mineworkers, that I'm 
confident that our residents will 
come out in full support. This day 
is not only standing with the miners 
and with the airline pilots and the 
flight attendants, but it's also 
standing in solidarity with large 
numbers of other working people in 
this country who are under the gun. 

One brief example that I had in 
the late '60s was visiting the town 
of Mannington and Farmington at a 
time when 78 miners lost their 
lives. I believe it was back in 
1968. It's a truly horrifying 
experience and it surely gives one 
an appreciation for the 
contributions of miners. And to 
think that at a time when millions 
and billions are being made by coal 
company profiteers that there are 
major cuts proposed for the health 
and welfare and other kinds of 
retirement benefits is very 
sickening to me and I will certainly 
be out there marching on the 13th. 

At this time I'd like to 
present the resolution and ask a few 
of them to come forward and make a 
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couple of comments. 

Mr. DiBias: 

I am a miner from Local Union 
6310, District 4, We're Locked out 
from the Duquesne Light Company 
which owns and operates this mine at 
this time. Right now we're down and 
have bee laid off since June 10, 
1988. The problem there is that we 
are the Pittston of Pennsylvania. 
They're wanting to use the same 
segregation from the contract that 
we previously had until now, to 
extract our Article 20 which is 
referred to as a health and 
retirement fund. They're stripping 
our retirees and with us the 
deepening need to health service 
card and also the successor 
agreement. 

So, this is the plight that 
we're having. You've had some 35 
negotiation sessions with the 
Duquesne Light Company and we're 
really at a mexican standoff. I 
think the eyeballs are all focused 
on Pittston and we're caught in 
between. It's just a wait and see 
game. 

So, we appreciate whatever can 
be done for us on behalf of the City 
of Pittsburgh. It's been very good 
to us and we greatly appreciate 
it. Thank you. 

Mr. Plescar: 

On behalf of the International 
Association Machinist and Aerospace 
Workers, Local Lodge 1044, District 
100, we wish to thank City Council 
for passing this resolution. 

It seems like it hasn't been 
too long since I was here before. 
We received a resolution passed by 


City Council supporting the Eastern 
strike and that was close to five 
months ago. At the present time, 
we've been on strike, I believe it's 
been about 158 or 159 days and it 
looks like it's going to go on for 
quite awhile. Once again, there's 
corporate greed. He does not want 
to negotiate with the unions. He 
wants to be a union free airline. 
He's taking wages, benefits, off the 
people that supported this airline 
for — The majority of the people at 
the time we went on strike had 18 to 
20 years. It's not right. Our 
struggle will continue and 
eventually we will beat him. 

We would like to invite all of 
City Council and anybody else you 
can get to come to our rally in 
support of labor. Thank you very 
much. 

Mr. Bennington: 

I'm Tom Bennington from the 
Airline Pilots' Association and I'd 
just like to thank City Council for 
endorsing our rally. Here at 
Eastern, we're just trying to keep 
our company. On the pilot's part, 
we gave 20 percent wage concessions 
in '84, 20 percent in '86, and this 
last one talks of a total of about 
another 25 percent pay cut and we 
all pretty much agreed to it and all 
we've asked in return is to have an 
airline and long term security. 

Lorenzo seems to have taken all 
the profitable parts of the airline 
and spun them off to different 
subsidiaries and left an 
unprofitable shell. All we* re 
really asking for is long term 
jobs. We're not on strike; we're 
supporting the mechanics. All the 
employees at Eastern want an 
airline, want jobs to go to, and 
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we're noc getting it. He won't 
negotiate with us at all • Right 
now, we've offered to do really just 
about anything we can to go bacit to 
work. They won't accept us back. 
They want us to go to travel 
agents. They want us to picket at 
the airports and say that we didn't 
really mean it when we were on 
strike, that Eastern's good. They 
want us to reverse everything we' ve 
done in the past to bring the safety 
issue to the public. They want us 
to reverse that before we can go 
back and fly again. 

We're on strike, we're trying 
to keep the airline safe, and I 
don't think we're being heard. I 
don't think we're getting support in 
Washington. I think the word from 
the top is to back down the labor 
cost and I guess make us slaves. I 
guess that's pretty true. Thank 
you. 

Hr. Ferlo: 

I want to close up by again 
reiterating that the Labor 
Solidarity March and Rally, 
esoecially for the citizens here in 
the City, will be on Sunday the 13th 
assembling 12:00 at the Civic 
Arena. I hope members of Council, 
Mayor Masloff and others will take 
the opportunity and the time to 
attend. 

And for those residents who 
have Duquesne Light as their 
utility, I would remind you, for 
those of you who may not fully 
sjrmpathize with the plight of the 
miners, that the amount of money 
that we pay as a result per kilowatt 
for Duquesne Light power from the 
Warwick Mine was a little over $250 
per kilowatt compared to over $4,000 
per kilowatt as a result of the 


unnecessary nuclear power plants 
that we've allowed. Duquesne Light to 
build. There's a radical difference 
in the cost. So, if for no other 
reason than your pocketbook, I would 
suggest that we stand in support of 
the Warwick Miners as well as all 
the other miners and the pilots and 
the flight attendants. 

And I believe we have a flight 
attendant to just make a brief 
comment and then we can close it 
out. Thank you. 

Ms. Pate: 

Hello, my name is Sandra; I'm a 
flight attendant. I'm presently 
honoring the picket line in a 
sympathy strike. I represent many 
of the flight attendants all over 
the country, not only with Eastern 
Airlines. 

I feel very strongly about 
women's rights. I feel very 
strongly about this labor 
movement. The airline jobs, we have 
several single flight attendants 
trying to support children. The 
flight attendants, many of us were 
turned down on unemployment. We've 
been out here a long time. I 
personally have been six months with 
no wages or unemployment coming in. 

I also have a personal history 
behind me which I'm going to share 
with you right now, I'm shaking and 
I'm very nervous, even though I've 
done this for a living. Through my 
union I was able to go to a 
rehabilitation center. I am a 
recovering alcoholic. It was the 
union chat gave me that benefit. My 
company would have preferred that I 
didn't get that benefit. We have a 
message to carry to other people. 
There are drug problems in the 
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United States. We have a lot of 
people that have had this 
opportunity through their unions and 
I feel very strongly for that. 

I thank you. I'm honored that 
Pittsburgh has welcomed me with open 
arms. I am not born or raised in 
this area. I moved away from an 
abusive home and became a flight 
attendant trying to run. I thank 
you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, that was a very emotional 
resolution. I personally will not 
be able to make that rally Sunday 
but I want to state publicly for the 
record that I am very much in 
support of the Eastern employees and 
United Mineworkers. Being a miner 
is the most hazardous job in America 
and you certainly deserve a decent 
wage and good benefits.

We're 
talking about repairs that will last 
into the next century. That hasn’t 
been really discussed and that 
information has not come from City 
Planning and Mr. McDermott from 
Engineering and Construction was not 
able to discuss that issue at the 
table. 

I'm all for fast tracking the 
development that is badly needed; I 
agree with that. But I think it 
should be done appropriately and I 
think we should review the scope of 
services. 

I guess I can't ask Mr. 
McDermott's comments to be brought 
forward but I want to reiterate in 
my questioning that he said, and 
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it's a change of attitude or 
direction from the Administration, 
that they will do the project on 
Wood Street from the Boulevard to 
Liberty as one phase and not several 
phases which, again, I raised the 
criticism of the Grant Street 
Project involving cost overruns and 
consultants on end* And hopefully 
that will be addressed in the Wood 
Street Project* 

But, I do believe that there is 
a need for a post agenda because I'm 
concerned that we're not going to 
have Grant Street looking like one 
thing, the Wood Street Corridor 
looking like something entirely 
different, Liberty Cultural District 
a third area, and I don't know what 
the Fifth Avenue Corridor is 
supposed to end up looking like. 
And if we're having different 
consultants on each one of these 
activities, which it's very possible 
we will, I'm concerned about the 
continuity. 

So, I hope that we can schedule 
that meeting and try to iron out 
these issues before the actual 
construction resolutions come to us 
for funding, 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I was at a 
meeting last week, as you know, I 
spoke with you, and my concern on 
Bill 2701 is that I've raised 
repeatedly the issue of the garbage 
pickup in the Downtown area. I 
believe the regulations call for 
putting your garbage out and being 
picked up within one hour. One has 
only to go Dovmtown at any hour of 
the evening; It's there for five and 
six hours. The street people are 
tearing into the refuse. It is a 
disgrace to the Downtown area. It 


is what I believe one of the reasons 
that has kept the Downtown area from 
growing* I remember when we had a 
theater Downtown and you'd have to 
walk by businesses with garbage to 
get in and out of the theater and it 
certainly is not an enticing or 
appealing effort. I agree with my 
colleague. 

Before we really allocate 
monies, and I'm not going to vote 
against it, I'm going to vote for 
the bill because I think we need to 
get on with it, but I think there's 
a real need for communication of all 
the streets, all the people in the 
Downtown area, some kind of overall 
plan, but most Important, Mr. Ferlo 
is talking about what are we going 
to do to allow the input from the 
owners of the Downtown area on Wood 
Street, I'd like to know what 
they're going to do about having the 
refuse picked up, how they're going 
to comply with the regulations, and 
not only Woods Street, all of 
Downtown. 

So, I think it's very important 
that we indeed bring everybody 
together and I would encourage Mr. 
Ferlo to schedule a hearing, not a 
post agenda but a hearing, so it 
will be televised and we'll have 
commitments from the shopkeepers and 
owners that indeed they will live up 
to their obligations and we'll have 
commitments from the Administration 
that they're going to see that fines 
are levied and the correct penalties 
and enforcement is affected. What 
are we going to clean it up for? So 
we can have a cleaner place to 
litter? With that in mind, I just 
wanted to reinforce what's been 
said.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

As my colleagues are aware, and 
I spoke with Mr. Woods from 
Washington last week from my 
meeting, I was very, very 
distressed. Mr. Jim Joseph who I 
engaged with the permission of Mr. 
Woods back last August wrote a 
letter to Councilmembers which is 
absolutely unbelievable to me. I 
think his feelings were that he had 
wronged me so that I was going to 
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object to payment. That couldn*t be 
further from the truth. If you do 
the work, you get paid. There was 
never any intention not to pay Mr. 
Joseph; as a matter of fact, Kurt 
from the Budget Office, at my 
request, called at Least two times 
asking Mr. Joseph to please submit 
his bill. My office called him, 
including myself, at least five 
times, saying, "Would you pLease 
submit your bill?" Also, there's a 
letter that I wrote to Mr. Woods, 
dated May 23rd. "I'm instructing 
Mr. Joseph to contact you with 
regards to payment. Please see 
attached letter." 

The thing that is very sad is, 
and just to give you a little 
history — As a matter of fact, I 
think the easiest thing would be to 
read my letter that I wrote to Mr. 
Joseph May 23, 1989. 

"Dear Jim; 

It has now been about 9 months 
since you committed to preparing 
legislation which would amend the 
Building Code to eliminate the 
publicizing of dollars (the not to 
exceed dollar figure) on brick and 
mortar contracts. 

My selection of you as an 
attorney was based on what I believe 
to be your expertise in government 
law and the respect that other 
members of Council as well as myself 
have with regard to you. I have 
repeatedly excused your delay due to 
the fact that you are a sole 
practitioner and obviously had what 
you considered more important 
business to address. 

When you indicated that $500 
would not adequately compensate you 
for the amount of work needed to 


address this problem and the time it 
would take away from your other 
clients, I obtained approval for 
your fee to be increased to 
$2,800. And, yet for months you 
have delayed completing this task. 
In retrospect, I wish you had let me 
know that you were overburdened with 
your other clients and I would have 
sought help elsewhere. The problem 
of the "give aways" and the way the 
City has done business to date will 
certainly not go away, and must be 
resolved in a timely fashion so that 
taxpayers can begin saving* millions 
of dollars annually." 

I might add that Mr. Spector is 
sitting here and Mr. Spector, on 
numerous occasions, called and never 
received phone calls. Mr. Spector 
was to be the liaison, as I had 
mentioned, at public hearings, it’s 
part of the official record, to try 
to coordinate the parts of the 
legislation that Mr. Joseph felt 
needed to be amended in house. That 
was never forthcoming; he never 
returned the calls. 

"l am very disappointed that 
you didn't begin work on this 
legislation until the end of April, 
or so it appears. I am also 
disappointed that much of what we 
discussed is missing." What is 
missing is the administrative issues 
in addition to the legislative. He 
worked on the legislative and he 
didn't include any administrative 
regs that needed to be 
promulgated. "While it would be 
nice to rewrite the entire section 
of the Building Code dealing with 
contracts and construction, at this 
point I would be extremely grateful 
to just have the bricks and mortar 
RFP’s section revamped. If your 
response is that you can't do one 
without the other, 9 months later 
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was an inappropriate time to share 
this information. Further, much of 
what we discussed and what I 
provided for you in writing was not 
included in the legislation. 

While you may be the best 
attorney in town, I find that I can 
no logner adjust my schedule to deal 
with cancellation after 
cancellation. As you recently 
pointed out, the entire section of 
the Building Code is indeed poorly 
written and a hodgepodge of 
contradictions. And, while I 
appreciate your efforts to rewrite 
the entire section of the Building 
Code dealing with contracts and 
construction, at this late date the 
section I requested is still not 
completed. We need to rewrite the 
brick and mortar section of the 
Building Code. 

I am sorry all of our efforts 
did not result in a meaningful 
document. I will, of course, use 
some of the input in the interim 
document you provided. George 
Spector has volunteered to assist in 
writing the legislation. 

May I respectfully suggest that 
you contact Mr. Woods to determine 
your fee for services rendered to 
date. 

I wish you much success in your 
endeavors•

Would you believe that Mr. 
Joseph contacted somebody in a 
letter iflarked "personal, 
confidential" that went to Mr. Woods 
and insisted, I understand, that the 
bill for his work be submitted 


today. I' ve been trying to get a 
bill for months. I guess he thought 
that I was going to object to his 
payment and it had to be today, I 
guess because I was away, or he 
thought I would be away. 
Incidentally, that's one of the 
reasons I came back; it's probably 
the main reason. 

In his letter he makes the 
allegation, which I think is 
libelous and I'm going to look into 
it, that I dropped this piece of 
legislation because I was 
politically motivated. It's like 
somebody who has guilt about their 
performance. If you borrow money 
from somebody and you don't pay it 
back, you feel guilty. If you 
commit to doing a job and you don't 
do it, then you have to blame the 
other person. And so he said in his 
letter that he feels I was 
politically motivated. 

I think the evidence speaks for 
itself. Repeatedly I have come 
before this Council. I went to Mr. 
Woods in tears, I was crying in his 
office when I said, "Ben, I can't 
deal with this man anymore. What am 
I going to do? Can I look for 
another attorney?" Ben said, "Let's 
see what the bill come in; yes, go 
look at it," 

I called Virginia Cook. 
Virginia Cook is a former City 
Solicitor. I discussed the issue 
with her. I've spoken since to Mr. 
Spector. We're going to try to pull 
together the information that Mr. 
Joseph put together - which is fine, 
there's nothing wrong with what he 
did; it just took too long and it 
wasn't completed ~ and see what we 
can salvage to put together a piece 
of legislation. 
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I chink the issue is more 
important than Mr. Joseph or myself 
or this petty "she did it for 
political reasons". I just think 
that was an unnecessary allegation 
to make. It is untrue. It is 
documented to be untrue. And since 
I was accused I felt I had an 
obligation to answer it. 

Tomorrow we're going to be 
addressing payment of the bill. I 
will support payment of the bill. 
Mr. Joseph said he did §10,000 worth 
of work and he's only asking 
$2800. That may or may not be true; 
I'm not an attorney and I don't know 
how many hours he worked on it. 
There is no question that's he's 
right, that the Code is a hodgepodge 
of contradictions, is a mess, and 
maybe at some point this Council 
ought to meet with the 
Administration and see that that 
Code is rewritten so that it is 
consistent and makes some sense. 
And if they want to hire Mr. Joseph 
to do it for whatever fee he wants 
to get and you want to pay him, I 
don't have any objections. He's a 
very fine attorney. 

I’m responding to the 
allegation he made about me which is 
unwarranted and explaining why I 
could no longer work with him. I 
don't think any member of this 
Council would wait ten months, 
repeatedly being put off. My staff 
would call. He made appointment 
after appointment and never finished 
it. I'm caught in the middle. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 


Council, we are all aware of a 
recent Supreme Court decision in 
regard to desecration of the flag 
and how that is, according to their 
decision, protected under the free 
speech of the First Amendment. I 
really don't want to calk to any 
degree about that; I want to talk 
about the flying of the flag in 
front of the building that we're 
sitting in today. 

I've been an elected officials 
for five and a half years and we 
have not seen the American *flag, the 
City of Pittsburgh flag, the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania flag, 
or the County flag flying in front 
of this City County Building. This 
Council, approximately a year or a 
year and a half ago, insisted 
through the form of a letter to the 
Administration during the Grant 
Street Project, that something be 
done in that regard. Foundations 
were installed outside of the City 
County Building in the sidewalk - 
all of you may have noticed them, 
there are three - for flags to be 
posted in front of this building. 
That was completed approximately a 
year ago. As of this date, we do 
not have the American flag or the 
other flags mentioned flying in 
front of this City County 
governmental building. 

There was a public law passed, 
Law No. 623 by Congress in 1942 
indicating that the American flag 
should be flown in front of or 
somewhere in the immediate vicinity 
of every public administration 
building, I am requesting that we, 
as a Council, through a vote, 
instruct the Administration, in 
cooperation with County government, 
to fly the American flag, the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania flag, 
the County of Allegheny flag and the 
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city of Pittsburgh flag in front of 
the building that we're in today. I 
would like to do that in the form of 
a motion. 

Mr* Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, three very brief 
points. First of all, I know some 
of the colleagues here who have been 
on Council for a long period of time 
are familiar with Mr. Whitmer and 
his past position at the Stadium. 
I've never actually had one 
discussion with the gentleman and 
now he does hold probably one of the 
most important positions outside of 
Public Safety in the City of 
Pittsburgh today, given his 
appointment to the URA Board. 

I don't know the man well 
enough to speak well of him or badly 
of him, but given his new 
appointment to the URA, I do think 
it's appropriate, after the recess, 
Mr. Chairman, that you schedule a 
meeting with Mr. Whitmer and the 
Mayor at the table so we can discuss 
his visions and what some of the 
priorities are confronting our City, 
the URA, the economic development 
types of goals that we have. 

The Mayor last year, if you 
remember, did make a commitment to 
come back, she even suggested on a 
quarterly basis, meeting with 
Council, talking about some of these 
issues. We just haven't gotten that 
together this year. But given the 
new appointment, given the time that 
the Mayor now has had, being the CEO 
of the City, I do think after the 
recess that we should have that 
meeting with the Mayor and bring Mr. 


Whitmer to the table and talk about 
some of those issues and share some 
of our concerns, whether it be the 
marketing of the City, the 
convention issue, the riverfront 
issue, housing issue, what have 
you. So, I would make that request. 

Secondly, and i'll be very 
brief, I'd like to ask yourself and 
Mr. Wagner, as Finance Chairman, to 
give consideration of rescheduling 
at the end of the year of our debate 
on the City budget. Specifically, I 
would like to request that we 
consider conducting meetings in 
October specifically on the ULO 
Community Development Block Grant 
requests, of which I would suggest 
there would be a couple of days 
worth of hearings. These are the 
annual requests from groups for 
monies from CDBG-ULO sources. I 
would suggest that we consider 
having those meetings by invitation 
on a scheduled basis during the 
month of October to allow us more 
time in the month of November 
following the Mayor's budget 
address, to give us more time to 
talk about the meaty issues in the 
budget. I'd like to have the 
Finance Chairman and yourself think 
about that. 

The second set of hearings I 
think we should really have in 
October to free up more creative 
discussion at the end of the year 
are the Capital Budget hearings. I 
would like to suggest that we 
consider conducting, and I know some 
CounciImembers don't like meetings 
out in the community, but I do think 
we had a very poor attendance, I 
would say, from community groups and 
individuals from various 
neighborhoods throughout the City on 
the Capital items that they're 
concerned about. I would like to 
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follow the modus operand! of the 
Planning Commission. I think we 
should have at Least three or four 
outreach hearings in the 
community. I could see us having 
one in the Southwest or South Side, 
one in Brighton Heights, possibly, 
one in the East End, one in 
Homewood, what have you. But we 
should have a series of meetings to 
get public input on the Capital 
Budget. 

And if we did that in October 
and dispensed with the input on the 
Capital Budget and the ULO requests, 
I think we^d have a Lot more time 
come late November and December to 
talk about more important issues 
concerning the tax rate and the tax 
levies of the City and other 
concerns that will come up. I think 
we'd have more time to interrogate 
and dialoge and discuss issues 
regarding the operations of the City 
departments, whether it be Public 
Works or Environmental Services. 
But a lot of that discussion gets 
lost in the shuffle and it goes by 
the wayside because we're too 
overwhelmed. 

They are two items, the ULO 
requests and the Capital Budget from 
citizens' input that could be held 
in October and I would ask that 
yourself and Mr. Wagner, as Chairman 
of Finance, think about those issues 
as a possible, more appropriate way 
to conduct our budget debate. 

Thirdly, as part of that, as a 
reiteration of the need for either 
Council or the Mayor to communicate 
to the School Board which seems to 
be our yearly request around here so 
we can have some joint discussions 
on the issue of the Wage Tax. 

I would ask that all of those 


three things be considered by the 
illustrious Chairman of Finance and 
yourself, Mr. President Pro tern. 

Thirdly, and I'll close, is 
that I'm going to formally declare a 
war on a wealthy physician from 
Latrobe, Pennsylvania and I'm going 
to be his worst nightmare. He's 
going to wish he never met me. 
Every year I have this battle trying 
to get a very large lot cleaned at 
the corner of Hays and Negley in 
Highland Park and every year I seem 
to go through the same darn thing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who is he? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

His name is Dr. Robert Holst. 
I'm sure he's a wealthy physician. 
He's from Latrobe, Pennsylvania. 
I've never been to Latrobe but I'm 
going to be going there next week 
because if this lot, which is now 
six feet tall with grass, elderly 
people walking up Negley have to 
leave Negley and walk on the 
street. For those of you who may 
not know the area, especially in the 
morning, there's a school in the 
area, there are two lanes of traffic 
flying down Negley in the morning to 
get to work, and it's a very 
dangerous situation. When you're 
coming off of Hays, you can't even 
see the oncoming cars because the 
grass is six feet tall. 

Now, where Mr. Jack McGoogan 
is, who is the Building Inspector, I 
don't know. He's in the land of 
Jambala. I wish he'd get 
transferred to Mr. Wagner's district 
or Michelle Madoff's district. But 
I don't really want him in my 
district because he's not doing a 
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very good job. 

Suffice it to say, Dr. Holst, 
that come Monday morning, if this 
lot is not cleaned, I'm going to 
rent a pick up truck, I'm going to 
fill it up with the weeds that I'm 
going to personally cut down 
starting Monday morning, and I*m 
going to deliver it to his office in 
Latrobe, Pennsylvania. 

And, Mr. Chairman, if I get 
arrested up there, I would 
appreciate you helping to bail me 
out. 

The Chair: 

I have to bail myself out. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I'm very, very serious now. 
I've called this physician and gave 
him the ultimatum. So, if this lot 
is not cleaned up by next Monday 
morning, I'm going to rent that pick 
up truck, I'm going to pack it with 
as much of those weeds as I can, 
sumac trees and every other darn 
thing, and I'm delivering it. I've 
never been to Lat robe; I hear it's a 
very nice community, wealthy, a lot 
of nice people. But I'm their worst 
nightmare. So, you may as well let 
the police chief know in Lat robe, 
they better stop me at the border 
because I'm bringing that pick up 
truck to this doctor's office. 

I am not joking, Mr. 
Chairman. I will be there. If any 
of you want to help me clean this 
lot, I will be there Monday morning, 
if it's not cleaned. And please, 
Mr. Chairman,* bail me out. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Ferlo, I thought you were 
smarter than to do his work for 
him. He would appreciate you taking 
the weeds down and he could use it 
for compost. 

I think what you really need to 
do is to get the inspector and Mr. 
Imhoff out there cutting the weeds 
down since they are unable to do 
their job and see that whoever is 
responsible isn't doing their job or 
isn't following through and being 
responsible for their own 
liabilities. 

What you're saying may be very 
humorous and it's good copy, but the 
fact remains that we have this 
problem everywhere. Where is Mr. 
Imhoff? Where are the inspectors? 
Why is there no follow through? I 
don't know the answer to that. 
Maybe we need a meeting with the 
Administration. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

I just want to clarify that. 
We've been through all that and the 
process is very slow, every year. 
In fact last year, we cleaned the 
lot, the Clean City Committee, and 
now with the new law we have placed 
a lien on the property in the amount 
of $700.00. But it's an unfortunate 
situation and I believe in direct 
action. So, Dr. Holst, you have 
until Monday morning at 9:00 a.m. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to add that 
we've done it many, many times. I 
get lots cleaned up that private 
citizens own and they won't clean 
up. What happens then is that our 
Law Department puts a lien on it and 
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people don't give a darn if you Lien 
it from now until forever. So, 
maybe, perhaps it's not a bad idea 
to embarrass them a little bit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Woods, why don't we have 
legislation that says if it's been 
liened three times that we take 
it? Eminent Domain. 

The Chair: 

After it's been liened so many 
times and it's not paid — 

Michelle Madoff: 

He likes us to clean it. It's 
cheaper to have Mr. Ferlo take his 
weeds down than to do it himself. 

The Chair: 

When the Clean City Committee 
goes out and charges him $700.00 to 
clean that lot, it's not cheaper. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's cheap. 

The Chair: 

No, it's not. He could hire a 
couple kids to do it. 

Mr- Wagner moved to excuse Mr. 
DePasquale and Mr. Lyons for absence 
from the meeting. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Which motion prevailed.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Discussion. Director, are these the particular properties 
that will make up the much publicized development effort that 
involves a St. Louis developer or contractor? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

This would only be a small portion of the properties. The 
Authority has already gone in and acquired vast portions of 
land, most of that land you see up there was acquired by the 
Authority several years ago, and these are additional city 
properties that can be transferred to add to that which the 
Authority had acquired to convey to the developer. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

I think that means yes; is that what you are saying? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

It is only a small portion. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Has the Authority already, through the Hill District 
Community Development Corporation, already contracted and 
executed a contract with the St. Louis developer? 

Ms. Donahoe; 

No. What happened back in — 

Mr. Ferlo; 

What is disposition of the developer and the contractor? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

The Authority's board authorized the Authority's staff to 
enter into exclusive negotiations with the McCormick Baron 
development team out of St. Louis. That action was surported by 
the Hill PAC which is the organization in the Hill District 
which the Redevelopment Authority works with on any new 
developments in the Hill District, and the Hill PAC fully 
supported the selection of that developer, and we are in the 
process of negotiating with the developer right now.

Ms. Donahoe: 

It was advertised and there were three firms which 
responded. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So it was advertised? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Yes. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Extensively, nationally. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

As Mark was saying, it was advertised nationally, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Other than this bill, will Council have any prerogatives 
relative to the contract and/or the developer, or at this point 
we are not involved because of the interactions with the URA? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Council will ultimately have to approve the disposition 
contract. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

With whom? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

With the developer, McCormick Baron. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

At that point it will pretty much be a fait accompli; they 
will already be too far into the process, and that will be a 
pro forma action on the part of Council. What I am really 
asking you — 

Ms. Donahoe: 

I guess in terms of the selection of the developer, yes, the 
developer has been selected and that is the developer that the 
community wants, and I don't know why you would want to choose a 
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developer that is not wanted by the community. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

For the very same reason that I believe there might be local 
developers and/or local general contractors who should be given 
the work. I don't know what the preceding steps were taken in 
the recruitment and solicitation. You mentioned two or three; 
Conley, Washington, Littman. I don't know what steps went into 
the recruitment or the solicitation of local developers. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Well, I think it was advertised extensively, it was mailed 
out to all local developers, and you had people respond. We 
actually only had those respondents and they were reviewed 
extensive in the community, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is the estimated cost of the project? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

We are in the process now of compiling all the total 
development costs. We don't have the information available. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Ballpark? Is it a $3 million project, is it a $25 million 
project? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

More than that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

It is probably a $25 to $40 million project; is that 
accurate? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Yes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

A $25 to $40 million project, and there is no local interest 
in development, other than the three that you mentioned? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Well, that is correct. They had an opportunity to respond. 
But to say there will be no local involvement is not correct, he 
is not bringing contractors from St. Louis to go to Pittsburgh. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


I don't know that. There is an Ohio contractor who does the 
consultant for the airport, and he is designing the airport 
parking garage so it is going to be built with Ohio concrete 
T*s. I don't know that. I don't know that, because the 
information hasn't been supplied to Council. It is not 
inconceivable that an out-of-town developer will have a bias and 
be interested and have financial relationships with non-city or 
out of the region contractors, by all means. Absolutely. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

This developer is very committed to having substantial local 
involvement and substantial minority involvement in this 
development, 

Mr, Ferlo: 

You say committed; I don't know that. I am asking for the 
information from yourself or others before we approve this. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

But it hasn't been asked of us. The issue here on the table 
is conveying public property to the Authority that is a part of 
a redevelopment area. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that, but the only way we can begin to discuss 
or approach this subject is the bill that is before us today, 
because I don't sit on the URA board. If I were on the URA 
board, I would have asked these questions. 

Ms. Donahoe; 

I have always responded to every request you have ever made 
of me very promptly. You have never asked me for information on 
this development project. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Because I was not aware this bill was up today. The bill is 
on the table now. I have never accused you of not supplying 
information. I have commended you all the time to the fact that 
you have supplied information. 

I am saying it is not unlikely that if it is an out-of-town 
developer, that an out of town contractor, general or 
subcontractors, would be used also. You are saying that there 
is either a stipulated commitment or a philosophical commitment 
by the developer to use local contractors. 

Ms. Donahoe: 

Absolutely. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


Why were these other local developers not chosen? What was 
the critiquing or the process by which either Hill PAC, or CDC 
or the URA used in determining the contract — the developerr 
excuse me? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

The type of development that was sought was clearly outlined 
in the request for proposals which was a printed document. The 
proposals that were submitted were reviewed against what was 
desired by the community, which was outlined in that document, 
and it was felt that the McCormick Baron people presented what 
was requested. They had the type of development that was being 
requested and that was desired by the community. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

And the other respondents did not meet that test or did not 
come up to par? 

Ms. Donahoe: 

They were not considered to be as qualified to do the 
development as McCormick Baron who has done substantial 
developments like this, in-town developments in areas like the 
Hill District in other cities and has done them quite 
successfully. He was considered to be the more qualified 
developer to undertake a development of that magnitude than the 
other developers and presented in terms of his development plan 
a development that was preferable over the other development 
schemes. They were analyzed not only by the URA staff, they 
were analyzed by City Planning staff and they were analyzed by 
Hill PAC, and there was considerable discussion and meetings 
throughout the process which went on for probably six months 
before a decision was reached.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Discussion. Director, at the public hearing yesterday there 
was one criticism or concern raised about the new zoning 
classification on the height, and that is the issue of 
conceivably neighborhood residents or others who are already in 
place with zoning having opposition to the height of a 
particular residential and/or commercial structure. And the 
suggestion was that in some way Council be involved as an end 
result in the process of approval. 

Is there any amendment to the bill or are we voting on the 
original bill that the Planning Commission has submitted? 

Ms. Downing: 

You are voting on the bill as submitted. We discussed 
various options yesterday that could be used for that additional 
review. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

One option discussed was the conditional use process that is 
already in place. 

Ms. Downing: 

It is not in place for this. I mean, we are not 
recommending it for this bill, but yes, that could be a change 
if you wanted. Remember, if you do that, it requires two sets 
of advertised public hearings, and essentially will, in fact, 
make the approval process a four to six month process. 

The issue about the height, you remember that all of these 
will be new rezoning requests, so the issue of the specific 
building or development under consideration, the height and all 
of that, will be addressed at that rezoning hearing. If, in 
fact, it appears that there is considerable opposition, I mean, 
that will be known right there and that will be a factor in 
whether the rezoning should be approved or not. 

I mean, simply what we were recommending was an additional 
site plan review by the Planning Commission, and our 
recommendation is that either we set a policy that the Planning 
Commission would hold a public hearing on that additional site 
review or that it be a required hearing, to change this 
legislation to make it a required hearing by the Planning 
Commission. I understand that that is not what v/as being 
requested yesterday, but that is a way again of having another 
public hearing on the issue of height. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I wanted to ask this question yesterday and I forgot. On 
the residential side it would be nine stories, commercial would 
be six. If you had a combination first floor subgrade 
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commercial with residential on top, what would be the 
requirement? Would it be the nine?

I think it is 65 feet.

It would allow a nine story structure at that point, then?

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I think we are all appalled 
and disturbed by what happened in 
Westgate with the shooting of a 
young woman who, incidentally, was 
eight weeks pregnant. That have 
been some disparaging comments made 
about what was she doing up at 3:00 
in the morning. I'll tell you what 
she was doing up; the whole 
community was up because they don't 
have air conditioning, it was 
inordinately hot, and the people 
were out trying to catch a breath of 
fresh air. They shouldn't be 
condemned or have one assume that 
there was something happening or 
that there was guilt involved. 


There was some information that 
came to my office and my new aide 
misunderstood and there seemed to 
have been some problem — Well, let 
me just skip that over for a moment 
and say that it was not a police 
problem. The police responded 
immediately; the paramedics were 
there in 11 minutes. But we found a 
situation where the people came out; 
about 50 or 60 people were there. 
The boyfriend of the young woman who 
was shot became very emotional and 
tried to get the gun from one of the 
guards. The police officer called 
for back-up security; the back-up 
security came immediately. 

But, obviously, we're not going 
to solve any of these problems 
unless we have visible presence in 
the communities that are target 
communities for drug addiction and 
drug pushers. It is a very serious 
problem and I think the rest of the 
nation is starting to say enough is 
enough, I was delighted to see the 
print-out by Mr. Ferlo, the 
announcement of what he's trying to 
do. We need to have SWAT teams 
going into various communities, but 
you can't do this whenever you have 
the time or whenever you have a 
police officer. 

It is unfair to lay this burden 
on our police officers when we just 
don't have enough police officers. 
That's the bottom line. We're 
taking a police officer from East 
Liberty and we're putting him in 
Westgate. We're taking one from 
Westgate and putting him somewhere 
else. If there's an emergency, the 
officers assigned to the Westgate, 
Fairywood area are called out and it 
appears that the police are there on 
a whenever we can basis. I am not, 
and I repeat, not being critical of 
the Police Department. It is a 
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horrendous problem and it's so 
overburdensome. 

And that brings me to the 
announcement in this morning's 
paper» and I guess people saw it in 
last night's newspaper, that in some 
communities children, instead of 
playing cops and robbers anymore or 
doctor, are playing drug pushers• 
They keep lists and take pieces of 
grass, real grass cuttings from 
outside their lawn and put it in 
plastic envelopes and they take 
sugar and make it look like 
addictive drugs. They think this is 
cute. "We're going to play like we 
see our adults doing." It is no 
longer just acceptable to say, 
"We've got to train our children to 
say no. Sure, that's good. We need 
that part of the education, but it 
isn't enough. It's too late. The 
future is now. We're here today. 

That's why I want to address 
this Council about a problem I think 
we have to address. I have learned, 
and I believe it to be true, that a 
suggestion that I made was made 
previously before I suggested it• 
And that is that we are, as you 
know, unable to hire police officers 
because we can't get classes 
composed of the mandated number, 
participation as mandated by Judge 
Weber. Judge Weber says we have to 
have X number of black females, we 
have X number of white females, 
candidates, X number of black males 
and X number of white males. It 
seems that it is relatively easy to 
get white males and relatively easy 
to get black males, somewhat 
difficult to get white female 
candidates but very, very, very 
difficult to get black female 
candidates. An so, because of this, 
we have not had classes. And what I 
said I had heard was that the 


Administration, I think it was Dan 
Pellegrini, has spoken to Judge 
Weber and asked for permission to 
have some classes that did not 
adhere to his ruling with the intent 
that the fairness and the justness 
of having minority representation 
and the fair percentages would be 
achieved in later classes. 

Wow, we all know from having 
heard our Personnel Department say, 
and I believe them, that they've 
gone out all over the country, 
they've gone to spas, they've gone 
to schools, they've even set up a 
school where they're really 
concentrating on getting police 
candidates and fire candidates and 
paramedic candidates, black 
females. They've gone all over the 
country. They cannot find them. 

Who suffers when we don't have 
police? All of us. But who suffers 
more than the rest of us? Those who 
are in the impoverished housing 
projects, those who are impacted by 
the drug pushers. So when we don't 
get black females, who suffers 
more? The black community. 

I would like to suggest that we 
organize from this Council a search 
committee. I'd like to ask people 
like Attorney Byrd Brown. I'd like 
to get Joe Rhodes. I'd like to get 
Bill Colbert, NAACP Harvey Adams, 
and people like that to form their 
own review and search committee to 
help us find the adequate numbers of 
females, black females, to go into 
the classes so that we can expedite 
the process of getting police 
officers. But I don't want to wait 
until that happens. 

I would like to have this 
Council, because I'm going to do it, 
go to Judge Weber and find out if

what I heard was true. Chat he had 
said yes, we can do this, and that 
what he needed was a plan. And Che 
reason the plan was not presented 
was that it was politically the 
wrong thing to do if you're running 
for high office. You don't want to 
have the black community think chat 
you are trying to negate the fair 
portion of minorities who have 
indeed been discriminated against 
for many, many years. We could go 
into the issue of the psychological 
testing; I chink all of us have our 
own view on Chat, but our hands are 
tied on that issue. 

I am suggesting very strongly 
that we have Mr. Glenn Cannon, the 
Mayor, Mr. Pellegrini, and this 
Council meet with the black 
leadership of this community and 
reinforce that we are in no way 
trying to end run having minority 
representation on the police 
force. But they are more impacted 
than anybody else by a lack of 
police and Chat we immediately go to 
putting on additional classes, 
getting as many black females and 
white females that we possibly can 
but not holding up the class if we 
don't have the correct proportion as 
mandated by Judge Weber. And asking 
Judge Weber to approve that so we 
can get on with providing 
protection, not only to the citizens 
but to the police officers. 

How would you like to be the 
spouse of a police officer, and 
there are female police officers, 
and knowing that that police officer 
went into Westgate Che other night 
with the shooting, one police 
officer in a car? With 50 people up 
in arms, the temperature of that 
evening, it was really dog days of 
summer, with one woman eight weeks 
pregnant shot. It was inevitable. 


I would like the support of 
this Council to see what we can do 
about meeting with the black 
community, getting their support to 
go ahead and get police officers the 
best and only way we can but with an 
absolute commitment, without fail, 
that we would not shirk our duty of 
having minorities in the future 
classes. As a matter of fact, if we 
could get a class of black females 
or white females, the whole class 
women, to make up for Che numbers of 
jobs, the jobs will be there. Every 
year we have at least 50. officers 
leave by attrition. The jobs will 
be there. Unfortunately, that's our 
problem. We're 100 police below 
minimum security and we will lose 
police every year so that we might 
even be 150 police below minimum 
security in the coming year. I'm 
really terrified of what I see 
happening. And you know, we said we 
need 1200 police, the Administration 
said we need 1200 police officers. 
Yes, but that was before crack 
arrived on the scene. 

I don't even think Che funding 
is an issue any more. Casey is 
making available millions of dollars 
for overtime police. That could be 
translated into hiring more police 
officers. Kemp has said that's his 
priority. There will be police 
officers available. 

We need to look further than 
just the outside police and the City 
police by making sure that the 
projects like Westgate that are 
privately owned by a man by the name 
of Pugash who is an absentee 
landlord who lives in Baltimore 
provides the right kind of security, 
security with arresting powers. 
Maybe his position is, "l only have 
to protect my property; the City has 
to provide me with police 
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protection." On the other hand, I 
would guess almost 100 percent of 
his occupants in Westgate are 
subsidized housing. 

With that in mind, Mr. 
President, I would like to request, 
upon return to Council, an immediate 
hearing, not a post agenda but a 
hearing where Mr. Pugash is 
invited. In other words, what I'm 
really asking you is to reconvene 
the postponed hearing of Westgate. 
And I want to have the same people 
that we had requested at that 
t ime. When I spoke to Dan 
Pietragallo on Housing and I said, 
"How many people from subsidized 
housing Section 8s are in that 
project in Westgate?", and he said, 
"50. I only have 50 
certificates." Then I called HUD an 
they tell me, "No, everybody in 
there is on a certificate, 
subsidized, but it doesn't go 
through our Housing Authority." I 
want to see the end of passing the 
buck back and forth, where the 
responsibility lies, what we need to 
do to get this problem straightened 
out, and I want somebody from Kemp's 
law office here. I'm going to 
invite him myself. 

This situation is not only 
going to be confined to Westgate or 
to Broadhead, but to every single 
pocket in this City where we have 
unemployed, underemployed, and 
people with hopelessness. We talk 
about our job percentages are way 
down; that's because we don't 
include the people who've given up 
and aren't looking anymore. And we 
don' t include the people who are 
living on jobs that are not paying 
the kind of wages that they used to 
be paid. People are really 
suffering in this community and I 
think the despondency, the lack of 


employment, and many things that are 
contributing factors to this 
terrible crack situation. 

We've got to start somewhere 
and I think the first place has got 
to be to immediately get more police 
officers. That has got to happen. 
We've got to continue with the kind 
of projects that Mr. Ferlo, I'm 
sure, is going to address, and that 
is getting communities involved, 
policing and watching their own 
communities, saying, "I care; I'm 
not going to turn my back." 

There are some other 
problems. People are terrified. 
They're afraid to report even 
anonymously because they're afraid 
they'll be singled out in their 
communities. 

We also need to address the 
issue of the victims. What do you 
do when a drug pusher moves into 
Westgate, romances some little gal 
who is 15 or 16 and just had a baby, 
buys her some pretty things, moves 
in on her, turns her into a drug 
addict. She becomes a victim and we 
have nowhere to put her to 
rehabilitate her. 

These are issues that we’re 
going to have to not say are not our 
business, that it's not our thing. 
It is our thing. We were elected to 
protect and to serve our 
community. And if we don't address 
some of these issues and do it 
pronto, all of us, we are not safe 
in our own homes, we're not safe in 
our own neighborhoods. We must be 
our brother's and sister's keeper. 

Again, I want to reactivate the 
request for the hearing on Westgate 
immediately when we get back. 
Number one. 
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Number two, I would like to 
pursue, the views o£ my colleagues, 
I don't even want to make it as a 
motion because I think it is such a 
politically sensitive thing to say, 
my God, we'll go ahead with the 
police class. Maybe Judge Weber's 
mandate might be sidestepped for the 
moment, and give a message that we 
are trying to bypass our obligation 
to minorities. 

I think ray track record over 
the years, my position and stance 
over the years, my votes 
consistently, without fail, have 
always been in support of minority 
rights. And I believe that there is 
enough trust out there to believe 
that this Council is not out to 
circumvent the rights of minorities 
but to immediately look at giving 
some police protection to this whole 
community and particularly the 
minorities who are suffering the 
most by a lack of police officers. 

Mr. Woods, we're breaking for 
session so I don't want to make it a 
resolution — 

The Chair: 

Why don't you just talk to the 
Mayor, give her a call, and sit down 
with the Mayor. It has to come from 
the Administration, not this 
Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I think we ought to meet 
with the Administration. It's too 
big an issue to just say to the 
Administration to stand on your 
own. I know it's a politically 
sensitive issue. As I said, I was 
appalled or very surprised to her 
that Weber said, "Okay, give me a 
plan." But nothing was presented to 


him because when you're having an 
election it doesn't look good. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Same subject. Mr. President 
and members of Council, I'm pleased 
CounciIworaan Madoff brought the 
issue up because the number of 
police officers, obviously, is very 
important in terms of narcotics and 
just general police patrols because 
we are still sitting with inadequate 
numbers of police officers. We 
recently hired 32 police . officers 
but we are still 100 police officers 
less than where we should be, as we 
were last year at budget time. So, 
consequently, we have to find ways 
to hire qualified police officers to 
fill the void that exists within the 
Police Bureau and to allocate more 
police officers to the narcotics 
problem. I think in general we're 
doing a very good job in the 
narcotics area with increased 
numbers of narcotics detectives, and 
I believe that arrests prove that, 
the statistics prove it. 

The problem that I have seen 
repeatedly, and this is not 
politically a popular thing to talk 
about, but every time Mr. Lyons 
brings the issue up about Personnel 
and advertising, I mention it. The 
Administration has a self-mandated 
double standard for hiring. I said 
that repeatedly. I'll continue to 
say it. It took me years to get 
across the point that the Wage Tax 
is not just the City, it's also the 
School Board. It's going to take me 
years to get this point across and 
I'm going to continue to talk about 
it. 

There are only certain jobs in 
City government that you must be a 
City resident to apply for. They 




are police officer, firefighter, and 
the other positions are elected 
officials. All other positions in 
City government, you can apply for 
the position if you are not a City 
resident. That's not the case with 
police officer; that's not the case 
with firefighter. If you are not a 
City resident, the law states that 
you must be a resident on the day 
you are employed by the City. We 
all know that. And that's the case 
with everyone that works for the 
City of Pittsburgh. But I've said 
It repeatedly; we have a double 
standard of hiring. 

Now, I am in full support of 
this City hiring people if we cannot 
find them within the City. First, I 
want Personnel to look within the 
City and people that live within the 
City, but if we can't find them 
within the City, we can and should 
go beyond the City limits. The 
problem is, right now, that we have 
a problem in terms of hiring police 
officers• What Public Safety keeps 
telling us is that we are not 
getting an adequate number of 
qualified people to hire; therefore, 
we're behind in terms of meeting the 
mandate of Council to hire 1100 
police officers. 

My point is this. A double 
standard exists in City 
government. I do not agree with it; 
I have never agreed with it. It 
should be one way or the other way 
across the board. Either we hire 
people that are City residents, the 
people must be City residents to 
apply for all jobs, or you don't 
have to be a City resident to apply 
for all jobs. The rule still is in 
effect that once you're employed by 
City government, that you must be a 
City resident for all positions in 
City government. That double 


standard is a self^-mandated, 
administrative prerogative. I've 
said it repeatedly and i'll say it 
again; there is no City law passed 
by this Council. There is no State 
law and there is no Federal law that 
requires that. 

The Administration needs to get 
their act together to be able to 
hire qualified individuals in all 
categories within the Police 
Bureau. And when I say all 
categories, I mean white male, black 
male, white female, black female. 
They have not done their job. It 
begins in Personnel and it ends in 
Public Safety. I've mentioned this 
to everyone in the Administrative 
positions within those 
departments. As of this date 
they've done nothing about it. This 
Council can't do anything about it 
because it's under their control. 
All I can do is talk about it and 
that's precisely what I'm going to 
continue to do. Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, both Michelle and 
Councilman Wagner have touched on an 
important discussion, not only on 
the issue of drugs but, more 
importantly, on the whole issue of 
our policeperson power and the 
staffing arrangement and the level 
of manpower that we have. 

I think one thing that is 
important is the concern on the 
issue of the recruitment and the 
composition and the size of the 
police classes. We recently learned 
the 32 police officers in the 
current class, I'm still unclear as 
to whether or not there will be 
either one or two classes put on 
over the next month. We had a 
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commitment early in the year when we 
had met with Director Cannon that 
they would double up and there would 
be two classes at the same time. I 
don’t know that they’ve achieved 
those numbers in terms of police 
recruits. 

I would call on you, Mr. 
President. We had supported a 
resolution that I passed before the 
primary and that was a request to 
meet directly with the Mayor on the 
issue of the Public Safety 
Department, the whole issue of the 
recruitment, the Weber decision, 
foot patrol, all the issues that 
Michelle touched on, and Councilman 
Wagner. 

There really is no more 
important issue than the Public 
Safety concerns. We could talk 
about economic development; we could 
talk about so many other things we 
are concerned about. But when it 
really gets down to it, the bulk of 
our budget, the biggest priority 
that citizens will talk about is 
both the perception and the real 
concern of public safety in their 
community, as highlighted by the 
problems associated with drugs and 
nuisance bars, etc. So, there 
really is no more important issue 
and I think it’s time that we 
discuss at the table with the Mayor, 
with Director Cannon, some of the 
issues that Michelle has outlined 
earlier in her comments, as well as 
the concerns that Mr. Wagner has 
raised. If, indeed, the 
Administration is pursuing some kind 
of dialogue with Judge Weber, I 
think we should talk about that and 
be clear on it, 

Mr. Wagner makes a valid point; 
is it possible that in order to 
expand the pull of black females, 


that there could be a relaxation of 
the residency requirement and 
possibly hire from Wilkinsburg and 
some of the surrounding 
communities. I don't know that. I 
think Mr. Wagner's point is that 
this really is in the Adminsitrative 
branch of government; it is an 
Administrative prerogative. I would 
certainly support a relaxation of 
the residency requirement if it 
could be shown to me that there have 
not been enough qualified applicants 
generated within our own 55 square 
miles. 

I still am adamant about my 
problems with the psychological 
testing and several others. I think 
there are a whole number of problems 
associated with that but now is not 
the time to talk about it. But we 
have a standing resolution which 
passed overwhelmingly by us earlier 
in the year and that is to talk 
directly with the Mayor and Director 
Cannon at the table on all of the 
issues that have just been 
highlighted. 

On the same theme and following 
suit with Michelle's activity in 
Westgate and some of her concerns, 
I've been meeting with a large 
number of residents in the 
Lawrenceville community. We've been 
meeting at St. Mary's Church for the 
last few months and we are 
sponsoring and conducting a public 
protest, basically a community rally 
which will take place at the corner 
of 45th Street and Butler Street, 
across from a well known nuisance 
bar, Sharp's Bar, where there is 
both within and outside the bar on¬ 
street drug trafficking 24 hours a 
day. In fact, now it actually 
happens on the site of the Boys and 
Girls Club at 45th and Butler. It's 
not acceptable. It has created a 
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certain level of dispair and 
frustration in the coaonunity. It 
has even brought the situation 
forward where a lot of parents don't 
want their kids to go to the Boys 
and Girls Club facility at 45th and 
Butler. It' s just a horrendous 
situation. 

With many of us working hard on 
the Streetface Program and other 
kinds of economic development 
efforts along the Butler Street 
Corridor, if we can't get a handle 
on the problem of on-street drug 
trafficking — And Lawrenceville is 
not peculiar; I'm focusing in 
because I'm more immediately 
involved with this activity. We can 
pick 3 or 10 other key districts 
around the community or around the 
City and we have a similar problem. 

So, in order to bring the 
community more involved and focusing 
attention on this problem, focusing 
elected officials, our Mayor, Public 
Safety, we are having a rally to 
basically take back the corner to 
declare a drug-free zone. I point 
to the drug sign we have back here; 
we're going to be putting up these 
signs at the corner of 43th and 
Butler Street. On Saturday morning, 
August 19th, is the rally. We will 
be in recess but I talked to Mr. 
Wagner who is going to try to 
attend. I would appreciate any 
other Councilmembers attending and 
speaking briefly about the concern 
as you see it. So, I'm issuing a 
call for support of this rally to 
take back the corners, declare a 
drug-free zone at the intersection 
of 43th and Butler Street. It's

It's the same old issues. The 
nuisance bars, close them, more 


effective enforcement. One of the 
problems we learned is that Mr. 
Colville as the D.A. has only one 
attorney, one solicitor assigned to 
the complicated litigation 
associated with closing a bar under 
the new LCB Code. We want a firmer 
commitment from Mr. Colville that he 
will assign additional solicitors to 
work with the Nuisance Bar Task 
Force, Problem Bar Task Force, of 
the City and all of the work that is 
needed to prepare the case to go 
before the Court of Common Pleas. 
There needs to be a beefing up at 
that level in Mr. Colville's 
office. Unfortunately, he has so 
far been silent on this issue. If 
he is supportive, I wish he would 
speak out and we've invited him to 
participate Saturday, the 19th, on 
the rally. 

We have reiterated, and I 
continually talk about the problems 
of Director Cannon on the issue of 
on-street foot patrol. We need more 
effective foot patrol in the Butler 
Street Corridor, especially in and 
around the nuisance bars, all of 
which are well known in the 
neighborhood. And the Lawrenceville 
community is, itself, willing to 
make more of a commitment to work 
with the police, utilizing the 
silent complaint forms, willing to 
come forward at hearings before the 
Court of Common Pleas in order to 
get nuisance bars closed. But we 
need to develop more of a community 
policing strategy, a pro-active 
strategy at dealing with abandoned 
buildings and lots and on-street 
drug trafficking, etc. 

So, please, I ask you support 
for the rally on the 19th. Thank 
you. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I don't want to beat this to 
death but I don't think there's a 
more important issue in our 
community right now. I remember 
things that I've learned and things 
that come to mind. One of the 
things that happened yesterday or 
the day before yesterday was that I 
got an application for a job; we all 
get them. I looked at this one 
because it was the Water Department 
and they were looking for an 
Assistant Administrator. And it 
said, Mr. Wagner, "If you are not a 
City resident, you cannot apply for 
this job." So, I spoke to Melanie 
Smith about it and she said that she 
thought the next line was, "or could 
become". I don't think so but she's 
going to check it. 

I think Mr. Wagner i s 
correct. It doesn't matter whether 
you got it backwards, and I think 
you did in this case. The issue is 
that we should treat everybody the 
same. If you’re going to be an 
employee of the City, yes indeed, 
you must be a City employee. But to 
apply, you may not have to be, if 
indeed there are not people in the 
City. But the commitment, I agree 
with Mr. Ferlo and others, must be 
to look in the City first of all. 

And that brings me to the 
comment that was made by Mr. 
Ferlo. My understanding was that 
we've looked everywhere, all through 
the United States, and we can't find 
the females. They've gone 
outside. That's what the ads are 
for. That's the ad you're voting 
against. But they tell me they went 
out and looked an 5 rway. And that's 
why I want a search committee who 
will look everywhere. They'll know 
this community. The black 


leadership will know this 
community. We want to get the black 
houses of worship. We want to get 
everybody we can involved so we 
honor our commitment to minorities. 

The other thing I'd 1 ike to 
point out is that this is not just a 
police issue. What do you do when 
you find a pusher and he's out on 
bail and he's doing exactly the same 
thing and there's nowhere to house 
them, the jails are insufficient? I 
would like to see some of our judges 
who just rap them on the. knuckles 
after five or six arrests, I want to 
see the judges live at Westgate for 
a week. 24 hours. 48 hours. I 
want to see whether their decisions 
on sentencing would be as mild as 
they are. I'd like to see Mr. 
Pugash who is the slum Landlord, so 
to speak, of Westgate, I want to see 
him live there for a week. 

And what I want to see, which I 
forgot to mention, is everybody 
knows that crack is so addictive 
and, you know, some people take 
other kinds of mind altering drugs, 
whether they take alcohol or some of 
the amphetimines and they maybe 
mellow out and they maybe hurt 
themselves, and they become sort of, 
who knows. But with crack they 
become vicious; they become like 
Manson killers. It is so quickly 
addictive. You know, the Roman 
empire was destroyed by lead; we're 
going to be destroyed by crack. Our 
city and other cities will be 
destroyed with the use of crack. 
This is something that has to be 
addressed immediately. 

I learned, which I was 
appalled, I spoke to one of the 
principals at HUD and was told that 
the only thing they had to do in 
oversight of the Section 8 was to 
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make sure that the FHA mortgages 
were paid, that the loans to the 
community were kept, that the 
payments were made. There was no 
concern, from my perception in 
talking to them, about the quality 
of life. As long as Mr. Pugash kept 
his payments up — How does he pay 
it? 100 percent of the people are 
subsidized, so they're subsidized 
with taxpayers' money so Pugash 
could make money and he doesn't even 
have police with arresting powers. 
Put him in there for a week, make it 
mandatory, or just have legislation 
that takes his property from him. 

Mr. Wagner: 

On final comment, in regard to 
the same issue. I just want to 
state that isn't it odd that we have 
a Police Bureau that does not have 
any new police officers that are 
experienced. The reason why is the 
residency requirement. In other 
words, what I'm saying is that the 
police officer from Dormont, from 
Wilkinsburg, from Bradddck, from Fox 
Chapel, from Washington, D.C. or 
Philadelphia or New York, can't 
apply for a job in the City of 
Pittsburgh. Wouldn't it be an 
advantage to the City of Pittsburgh 
to occasionally hire someone with 
experience in that position? 

We pay better than most, 
probably all, municipalities 
surrounding the City of 
Pittsburgh. We probably pay as good 
or better than other large cities in 
America. Therefore, people that are 
working as police officers who would 
like to apply to the City of 
Pittsburgh, while we can't find 
enough qualified applicants, but we 
have this self-mandated procedure. 
So, there's really something 
radically wrong here and I'm glad 


CounciIwoman Madoff and Mr. Ferlo 
have brought the issue up because it 
gives me another opportunity to talk 
about it. Thank you.

MOTIONS AMD RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to schedule 
several hearings as soon as 
possible. One is the Westgate 
hearing. Our President is going to 
have his announcement or his program 


on the drug situation tonight and I 
think it's time that the people from 
Westgate who did not cancel their 
hearing, it was postponed, get it 
scheduled as quickly as possible. 

I also would like to schedule a 
hearing, these are not post agendas, 
a hearing updating the situation in 
the Water Department, the $18 
million or $10 million or $3 
million, whatever it is that is 
between the cracks. The reason I 
wouldn't introduce that bill today, 
Mr. Woods, and you introduced it, is 
that they're asking for a transfer 
of $45,000 for refunds for people. 
Perhaps their meters are out of 
whack. But we have thousands of 
meters that need to be replaced that 
haven't been. 

We don't have phone numbers. 
We're not going after everybody. 
We're now going to start making the 
first move to threaten termination 
which is long overdue so that those 
who are paying their bills stop 
carrying the burden for those that 
don't. But it would seem to me that 
there is absolutely no reason 
raising $45,000 or raising $100,000, 
it can be done in 20 minutes. I did 
it myself and there's no reason why 
we should be transferring monies 
again, this is the third time, to 
make the rebates. 

Furthermore, we were told that 
if we gave them permission, they 
meaning the Water Department, to 
make the rebates, we would be 
apprised of who the rebates were 
going to so that we would have some 
handle on what was going on. I have 
not seen that list and therefore I 
think it's inappropriate for that 
bill to even have been introduced. 
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Mr, Pollock: 

On the same subject. If I will 
recall, we did have a hearing 
scheduled on the Westgate matter and 
did they ask for it to be postponed? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Postponed, not cancelled. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Is that the status of it? They 
withdrew it? 

The Chair; 

They withdrew it. We’ll have 
the hearing. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Do they now want it again, is 
all I'm asking. 

The Chair; 

Tes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Why do you think I'm asking for 

it? 

Mr. Pollock: 

Because I have different 
information. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's not true. 

Furthermore, I'd like to have a 
post agenda, not necessarily a 
hearing, on 255-INFO. I've heard 
from Mr. Lou DiNardo that they're 
going to do something to clarify or 
to remove non-emergency calls from 


911. Across the country we're 
having problems because non¬ 
emergency calls are tying up the 911 
line and they're going to do 
something about putting in some kind 
of an answering service or taking 
that line and putting it 
elsewhere. That also is for calls 
after working hours. 

The reason I mention that, on 
another matter. As you know, our 
new street signs are going in and 
we're already seeing signs coming 
down for the third time. Lou 
Gaetano, in an interview in Public 
Works, was stated as saying that 
after the third time he just isn’t 
going to put them up anymore. 

And we already have laws in 
existence that penalize those who 
are found having removed signs. But 
it seems to me from my experience 
over the years, I've seen children, 
I go into somebody's house and I see 
a street sign up on the kid's wall 
over his bed. He thinks it's cute 
and the parents say, "isn't this 
darling?" Well, I think the burden 
has to be on the families, the 
burden has to be on finding out who 
has these signs. I think we need to 
have a hotline established, perhaps 
a 255-INFO could service that, and a 
penalty for removing signs. There's 
another sign up in our area for the 
third time. It is a major artery. 
You don't know what street to turn 
down and it's a disgrace. 

I'd like to see those issues 
taken care of and so, could we have 
a request from the Law Department as 
to what the next status would be. 
There's no point in our introducing 
legislation saying, "Let's have a 
fine" because there already is a 
fine. Ask Mr. Gaetano what he would 
like to see happen. Does he want a 
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hotline? Do we want to get 
something going out? Perhaps one of 
the things we should consider is 
having a memo going out with our 
water bills saying that if the signs 
are removed or you Icnow anybody that 
has a sign, please give the 
information. But we just can’t 
ignore it. It's getting too costly. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, very briefly. A 
number of agenda items involving 
Council's interaction with Mayor 
Masloff herself as well as Mr. 
Jacoby have accumulated over the 
last few months. In fact, we have a 
standing resolution which was 
approved by Council seeking a 
meeting with the Mayor, calling the 
Mayor to Chambers to talk with her 
about Department of Public Safety 
matters, specifically the use of 
foot patrol, more effective 
community oriented policing 
strategies. More recently we've had 
a lot of discussion about the hiring 
of additional police; issues have 
come up about the residency that Mr. 
Wagner and others have raised. 

I think it's time that we once 
again seek the meeting and have the 
Mayor come to Council on a Wednesday 
session with the appropriate staff 
and not only talk about chat 
standing matter of Che police and 
foot patrol and the residency and 
the police hiring and that whole 
ball of wax, but also, of late we've 
had a lot of discussion on Council 
on a number of economic development 
issues. A lot of discussion has 
come up about what appears to be a 
stagnant project, and I hope it's 
not, and chat is the J & L 
Technology site. 

And secondly, we have a major 


problem around the Public Safety 
Building and disposition as to what 
we are doing. There was discussion 
by Mr. Jacoby several months ago 
that they're entertaining 
discussions with unknown developers 
regarding that site. I've raised 
the issue in the last couple weeks 
about the need for a major municipal 
office building, the idea of 
coordinating chat effort either with 
the County or the State. 

But I think there are a number 
of matters that we need to-have the 
Mayor directly here in Chambers to 
calk about and I would ask chat you 
please consider scheduling that at 
her convenience. There may be other 
items, obviously, that are of 
importance. 

The Chair: 

I will contact the Mayor this 

week. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, to follow up on a couple of 
my colleagues' point. First of all, 
the water delinquencies that 
Counci1woman Madoff brought up, and 
rightfully so, and I just heard 
about chat this morning on the 
radio. They're Calking about Chat 
again. The Water and Sewer 
Authority passed a resolution over 
two years ago approving a procedure 
for termination of water service for 
delinquencies. They have been 
telling us for two years that 
they're going to implement it. 

I would like a communication 
from us to them telling us when this 
procedure will be implemented. They 
keep saying they're going to do it, 
but they never do it, and I Chink 
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it' s about time they at least give 
us a date as to when the termination 
notices will begin to go out and 
when we will get serious about the 
$10 million or more owed to the City 
of Pittsburgh. So, I am requesting 
that they communicate back to us, 
City Council, as to when they will 
implement that procedure. 

Number two, street signs. I 
sponsored that bill over two years 
ago to make it mandatory for the 
street signs. I'm very pleased to 
see them going up all over the 

City. As a result of that bill, 
they're mandated everywhere, 
including alleys. That * s part of 
the legislation, I'd like to know 
when we are going to complete the 
City, I see signs up in a lot of 
places, but on some streets I see 
the old signs. I'd like to know the 
target date of the Administration 
for completion of that, including 
Downtown Pittsburgh, which they seem 
to be falling behind on. 

Number three, the issue of 
narcotics. I know I will be 

watching tonight at 9:00 when 
President Bush addresses the nation 
in regards to narcotics. I know 

Governor Casey and other governors 
are being briefed this afternoon. 
That issue has been in this Council 
for over four years and has been 

debated inside out and backwards. 
It's now a topic in Westgate. It's 
a topic throughout the City. I 
think there' s a need at a later 
point in time for a meeting and I 
think this is kind of like a follow¬ 
up of Mr. Ferlo's comment of how we 
fit in as a City into the Federal 
and the State Program that will be 
proposed. 

I hope tonight is just not 
rhetoric as we have heard in the 


past many times and I'm truly hoping 
that there becomes a coordination 
between the Federal, State and the 
City of Pittsburgh as to how to 
better address this problem. I 
chink locally we are doing a good 
job as to Che resources we have 
available, but we need help from the 
State and Che Feds and I'm hoping 
chat there is a meeting chat 
addresses Che entire narcotics 
problem in the City of Pittsburgh at 
a later date and how we can benefit 
from whatever is proposed at the 
Federal and State level. 

Finally, there was a resolution 
passed at the beginning of the 
meeting pertaining to Sharing and 
Caring, and I know a letter has been 
sent Co all Councilmembers, but that 
boat ride is today, tomorrow and Che 
next day. All Councilmembers are 
invited Co go to Station Square in 
the morning. The boat leaves at 
11:00 in the morning to greet the 
hospitalized veterans. We fund this 
program to Che tune of $7,000 a year 
and the veterans would be very 
pleased and happy to see as many 
elected officials as possible. 
Thank you. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr, President, to follow up on 
what Jack had said about the 
narcotics problem, I think we all 
agree, including the President of 
Che United States, that the biggest 
problem in Che Country right now is 
dope or narcotics. 

I took the liberty about a week 
or so ago to calk to the City 
Solicitor in regards to legislation 
emanating from the City, He says 
that the federal government's laws 
that protect the Narcotics Bureau in 
regards to seizure such as money, 
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automobiles, that money is then 
turned over to the federal 
government and the federal 
government then returns one-third to 
the City, one-third to the State, 
which they are allowed to keep. 

I was concerned about seizure 
of homes. If an owner of a home was 
caught with dope or caught dealing 
with dope, would they seize the 
home? He said that in some cases 
they do, and in most cases they*re 
old, dilapidated places so what they 
do is condemn them, board them, and 
then tear them down. They're 
forcing these people to keep moving. 

But what I'm driving at is that 
the tougher we can make it on these 
narcotic pedlers and dope users, the 
better off we are. Someone even 
went as far, I think, a week or so 
ago to suggest that we shoot down 
the plane if the plane is carrying 
dope. I'm not going to go that 
far. I can just see the newspapers 
tomorrow - Jeep says, "Shoot down 
the planes." No. I chink that is 
sort of ridiculous. 

But at the same time, seizure 
of homes is a very serious 
problem. He's going to look up 
whether there's anything on the 
books in regard to the City and if 
there's any legislation that we can 
pass in that respect in general, 
whether it's seizure of the money, 
seizure of the cars, especially 
seizure of the homes, and he's to 
let me know. But I think we should 
officially send a letter to the 
Solicitor asking for Chat type of 
information and what rights we have 
in regards to such legislation of 
that order. 


Mr, Pollock: 

Since I've been on Council, one 
of the cop three or four issues that 
I've been communicated to by the 
people of Pittsburgh is the problem 
of construction noise in 

neighborhoods at kind of odd hours 
that wakes them up early in the 
morning or keeps them up Late at 
night. I've researched this issue 
with about ten other cities and 
drafted a bill, which I introduced 
today, and I chink it's one chat we 
should have a public hearing on 
because, clearly, contractors and 
utility operators and so forth are 
affected by it and I chink it would 
be beneficial to have input from the 
public on it. So, accordingly, I 
make a motion to have a public 
hearing on the bill I introduced 
today on the noise pollution, 

Mr. DePasquale seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me, on the same item. I 
would like to have you include a 
problem chat has been existing every 
summer now for the last few years, 
and that is, the people on Mount 
Washington are getting the noise 
from Che Station Square concerts. 
I've met with the people, we've 
called Art Ziegler and DiCeaser and 
they are very cooperative, they're 
trying to do something, but it seems 
that the bands think Chat their 
music is the only one in the world 
and they keep turning it up when 
nobody is around. Last night it was 
blaring until 12:30 at night and you 
couldn'c hear your television with 
double doors. The people up on the 
street are getting petitions signed 
and they're going to go to the local 
magistrate. I would like to avoid 
chat because there seems to be some 
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concern from Che people who sponsor 
Che concerCs; chey agree ic 
shouldn' C be chaC way. So, if you 
would include chaC, I would really 
appreciace ic. 

The Chair: 

I chink you're making a 
miscake. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Ic's noise pollucion. 

The Chair: 

One is conscruccion and che 
ocher one is — 

Michelle Madoff: 

BuC noise is noise. WhaC's che 
difference? Ic's disrupcing Che 
peace. 

The Chair: 

Mr. Pollock, do you wane Co 
make chac a pare of your bill? 

Mr. Pollock: 

We can calk abouc ic when che 
bill comes up. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you wan c me Co have a 
separace hearing? 

The Chair: 

Lee me jusc put this in the 
proper perspective. A hearing on a 
bill pertains to Chat bill, and 
that's what we're going to have the 
hearing on. And if you want to have 
a hearing on another subject, we'll 
have that. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Noise is noise. 

The Chair: 

Wait a minute. A motion was 
made and it was duly seconded to 
have a hearing on a bill that Mr. 
Pollock proposed today. All in 
favor, signify by saying aye. 
Opposed? 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

The Chair: 

Now, if you want Co make a 
motion to have a hearing on your 
subject, go ahead and do chac. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have another item, 

Mr. Pollock: 

I haven't yielded Che floor. 
As most of us should know, tomorrow 
night at 7:30, che City of 
Pittsburgh is fortunate to have a 
touring rock concert come to town. 
I Chink ic's che Rocking Gallstones 
or something like chat. BuC I chink 
what has Co be noted is chac there 
could be over 60,000 to 70,000 
people over in the North Side 
starting from 7:00 and going until 
1:00 in the morning tomorrow. 

Now, Che nature of this group 
is such chat it transcends 
generations and so I have no doubt 
that there will be older people 
there as well as people in their 
early teens. Obviously, Che early 
teens aren't going to be able Co 
watch this Council session, Chey 
should be in school, so I'm asking 
the parents who are watching to

assise in preventing any type of 
disturbances or problems by asking 
that their kids come right home 
after the concert so that there's 
not a lot of problems around the 
Stadium like the problems Chat we've 
had in the past around the Arena. 

So, parents who are watching, 
please, have your kids go to the 
concert if they want to, but come 
right home. Or if you have to pick 
them up or whatever, meet them 
somewhere. But I don't chink the 
people in the North Side or Downtown 
want 50,000 to 100,000 people 
running around from 6;00 in the 
evening until 1:00 or 2:00 in the 
morning. It's going to be a long 
concert, 

Michelle Hadoff: 

If memory serves me well, when 
air pollution regs were promulgated, 
they attempted to have some regs on 
noise pollution and they never 
passed. The way it was handled was 
through public nuisance. Therefore, 
to my knowledge, noise would fall 
under public nuisance whether it was 
from a hammer, a side, or whether 
it was from a concert. But if it is 
Che pleasure of this President of 
Council to do it separately, then I 
thereby request a hearing on the 
noise levels coming from Station 
Square going until all hours of the 
night, but even until 10:00 or 
11:00. They are so loud you can't 
even hear your own radio or 
television on the whole part of 
Grandview. The neighbors have all 
been calling me on a regular 
basis. There’s been an effort on 
the part of Art Ziegler to cry to do 
something. But, in any event, I 
will then schedule a hearing — 


The Chair: 

You will make a motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Excuse me. I will make a 
request that we schedule a hearing. 

The Chair: 

You have to make a motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I make a motion that we have a 
hearing. 

The Chair: 

Is there a second? No second. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, then they' 11 just do it 
through Che Magistrate. We know how 
this group works. 

Mr. Perlo: 

On the issue of the public 
hearing for noise. I was up 

recently in Mount Washington and I 
have no problem with a hearing, but 
it's unnecessary. We have a 

Department of Public Safety 
Director. I would suggest Chat 
Councilwoman Michelle Madoff and the 
Director meet. If it's breaking the 
law and the noise is coo loud, Chen 
they should be told that they have 
to turn it down. And if not, then 
the Police Department should be sent 
there and they should physically 
turn it down or prosecute the 
owners. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I did that the other night and 
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they went over and they asked them 
to turn the volume down and they did 
that. We thought, '*My God, we're 
successfuL" until about 11:00 and at 
11:00 or 11:30 it started blaring 
until 12:30. So, the Police went 
over, told them to turn it down, and 
it went back up. There's got to be 
more than that. But we'll do it 
with the Magistrate since this 
Council doesn't wish to do it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Revoke their permit. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Next item. We have a major 
bill coming before us on the $60 
million bond. Was that waived for 
tomorrow so that we could get some 
information? I would respectfully 
request that we better waive Rule 8 
and bring that bill in tomorrow 
because they're going out for the 
bond next Wednesday. I don't think 
there's enough time for us to look 
at why are we going out on a $60 
million bond. How much of it is for 
new projects. How much of it for 
old projects. Why are we going at 
this point. Should we be waiting? 
Who are the bond counsel? What is 
happening? What's the debt going to 
be? Etc. Etc. They're going to 
bring it in on Wednesday and go out 
on the bond on Wednesday and I think 
that that would be terribly 
irresponsible of this body not to 
get some information tomorrow. So, 
I strongly suggest that we get some 
information tomorrow. I make the 
motion that we waive Rule 8 on that 
bond. 

The Chair: 

Is there a second? Hearing no 
second, the motion fails. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Alright, I would like to 
request a post agenda for tomorrow 
so that I will personally get 
information and invite all those who 
would like to see it to be here to 
see what the bill would be. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion.

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. As everyone knows, 
I voted in favor of this piece of 
legislation at the last meeting and 
the reason was that we were told by 
the Law Department that even though 
we are right, right doesn't always 
mean fair, and that the cost of 
paying the indebtedness or the back 
salary to Mr. Fitzgerald will be 
$3,000 but, if we delay it, it could 
be $30,000, In a sense, I think we 
all responded, or some of us 
responded to that and didn't respond 
to the overall good of the 


community. 

I don't know about my 
colleagues, but I've heard from a 
couple, and they've had the same 
number of calls that I've had this 
week. I've had at least fifteen 
phone calls of unfair labor 
practices, terrible things going on 
in the office, things like people's 
telephones being removed, they call 
and report the telephone as stolen 
and two days later someone comes and 
says they know who reported It and 
they're irate and upset that the 
telephone has been stolen and say 
here it is. Unfair labor practices, 
reports filed with the City against 
the person, just horrendous things 
happening. 

With that in mind, I think 
that, as far as I'm concerned, we 
ought to let this issue take its 
natural course and whatever is going 
to happen, happen. I think the 
issue has to be aired. It is a red 
herring that the Controller's Office 
cannot immediately go to being 
unionized. Mr. Flaherty has just to 
give the word that he will permit 
the employees to unionize. And 
further, there is a majority of 
people wh have already voted to 
unionize. I know that there is some 
kind of a contract or agreement that 
has been made that includes as 
payment of the monies to Mr. 
Fitzgerald. It seems to me that 
there is no reason to delay 
unionization of the Controller’s 
Office, if that's what they want to 
do, but more importantly, the kind 
of harrassment going on right now 
cannot be allowed because today it's 
the Controller's Office, God knows 
where it will be next. 

I'm just not going to vote for 
this at any time so if it comes back

two weeks from now, you’re not going 
to have ray vote. 

The Chair: 

I would like to say 
something. I let Ms. Madoff go but 
we are on the recommittal — 

Michelle Madoff: 

You said I could address the 
subject or I wouldn't have. I would 
have waited until the end of the 
meeting. 

The Chair: 

Right, but I prefer from now on 
to address the recommittal and 
whatever happens in the Controller's 
Office, that is not up to us to 
discuss at this time, at this 
particular meeting, and it has 
nothing to do with the bill. So, 
let’s refrain our remarks to 
recommittal of this bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of Order, Mr, Chairman. 
The issue of recommittal goes 
exactly to what’s going on in that 
office. The issue goes to whether 
we pay it or not, what goes on in 
that office, and that's why I'm 
changing. 

The Chair: 

I listened to your point of 
order and I don’t agree with it. 
Now we'll go back to what I said. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr. President, I am opposed to 
the recommittal and I'm in favor of 
the payment, although I think, as I 
said earlier, it’s setting a very 


bad precedent. However, our 
Solicitor felt, and Ms. Madoff 
brought it out awhile ago, that it 
may cost us as high as $30,000 or 
$40,000 in litigation if we don't 
pay it now. That's the only reason 
I’m going to vote for it. I think 
we should bite the bullet and if we 
recommit this bill we’re just going 
to go on and on and on, and we're 
also going to hold up union 
negotiations which I don't think we 
should do. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I sort of share 
Mr. DePasquale's sentiments on this 
issue. I don't know why it’s being 
held up but I think that in the 
interest of everyone it seems like 
we should just move ahead with it 
and let the process take it’s 
natural course. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, the reason why I 
asked for the bill to be 
recommitted, and it's pretty basic, 
it's called counting to six. There 
are not six necessary votes to 
support the legislation. 

After thinking long and hard on 
the issue, I was prepared to vote in 
favor of the legislation and I will 
again, if we get an opportunity, 
basically, the bottom line being the 
financial liability to the City. An 
argument that I think Mr. Pollock 
waged successfully, and I would also 
basically have to use the same 
argument, that in the end we may pay 
more. And it has been the tradition 
and the teraperment of Council 
continually, in every weekly 
session, to pay claims and pay 
obligations against us in the event 
that they will become greater should 
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any legal proceeding take place in 
the court of law or before an 
administrative law judge. 

On that basis alone, I have a 
lot of reservations and I'm upset 
about this bill that's before us. I 
asked Mr. Flaherty if he would 
consider supporting and recognizing 
the union outright and he had some 
legitimate reasons why he felt he 
could not do that. I was not 
successful in winning on that point. 

For lots of different reasons, 
and again I'm trying not to discuss 
the bill, Mr. Chairman, which you’ve 
asked, on the simple basis that 
there's not the six votes. I'm 
asking for a recommittal so that 
maybe some of these issues could be 
discussed once again with Mr. 
Pellegrini or our Solicitor who, 
often times, advises Council on 
financial problems and obligations 
facing us as a legislative body. 

The Chair: 

I would ask my colleagues not 
to recommit. I think we're just 
dragging it on and dragging it on. 
If we're going to vote in favor of 
it, we're going to vote in favor of 
it. If we're going to vote against 
it, we're going to do that. And as 
Mr. DePasquale and Mr. Coyne said, 
let it take it's natural course; it 
will help out the union and help out 
the Controller's Office. Let's get 
this thing done with once and for 
all and let's do it today.

Mr. Lyons: 

On the bill, I think if we're 
going to be mindful of the 

taxpayers, I think it would be here 
to vote in the affirmative for this 
bill because it's been pointed out 
by both counsels that this bill 
could far exceed the $5,500 that 
they're asking for. And certainly, 
I think in the consideration of this 
amount of money against what's 

potentially out there, that we may 
have to pay if it's further 
litigated in court, is that we 
should pass here and save the 

taxpayers additional monies. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On Phase II and Phase IV of 
Grant Street, we went $1 million 
over the estimate. We are 

constantly paying for consultants 
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that are questionable in ray 
estimation and in the estimation of 
a lot of people. There's a lot of 
money that falls between the cracks 
in the City. I think this is the 
best investment we're going to make 
because in the long run it's going 
to be cost effective to clean up 
that hornet's nest. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I'd like ray comments brought 
forward on the bill. 

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(BEGINNING - MR. POLLOCK»S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2831, WEDNESDAY, 
9/6/89) 


Mr. Pollock: 

The Controller*s Office has been unrepresented by 
collecting bargaining units for probably as long as there has 
been a Controller's Office and it has only been in the last 
couple of years that the discussion of representation has come 
to the floor and I believe that based upon information that has 
been given to me by individuals who are behind the effort to 
organize, that this is a result of the long-standing 
machinations and politics and just abuse of employees that has 
occurred in the Controller's Office for many, many years now and 
I think what we're faced with is a result of the politics that 
goes on in that office and we are continually faced with these 
kinds of results that come out of the taxpayers' pocket and 
every year when the budget comes before and the question of a 
solicitor for the Controller's Office comes up and each year the 
amount allocated for the Controller's Solicitor has increased. 

I have made the point that the Controller's Office is 
represented by one of the top firms in the city and one of the 
top three or four attorneys in this city but the vast majority I 
believe, or if not the vast majority but a good amount of his 
time and the firm's time and expertise is lended to what I think 
are the results of politics and the abuse that I referred to 
earlier and I think the time has come for this Council and this 
City to say enough is enough and the taxpayers are not bailing 
out Tom Flaherty's personal crusades anymore and I for one am 
not going to be a party to this and I say let the chips fall 
where they may and I'm tired of having a shotgun held to us and 
say that we have to do this because it's Tom Flaherty that keeps 
getting us into these jackpots. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Well, separate and apart from — part of that is that it's 
not a question of when we pay but the question is that if this 
goes on six or seven months we're responsible to pay anyway so 
it's not a question if you turn down the settlement and if Mr. 
Fitzgerald is successful that the taxpayers are not going to pay 
they'll just pay more. The other problem is that, and this is 
one that if you honestly believe that the employees are being 
harassed in that office, that's why you have unions and what you 
would do is delay that for another six months, so I can almost 
use the reasons that you're giving to me and that's what we were 
faced with in the settlement letter and that there really is not 
a good answer but this is the best answer that we have 
available, so you can talk in terms of principle and this 
settlement advances the principles that you were just setting 
forth. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


Except that there are two responses to that. Number One, 
the issue of representation is not denied, it is merely delayed 
and they*ve waited several years as it is and I think they could 
certainly wait seven more months. 

Number Two, the issue of the City having to pay now or pay 
later, I believe that a settlement agreement more or less wipes 
the slate clean whereas allowing this matter to run its course I 
think creates and will result in I think when all of the rocks 
have been unturned will result in a cause of action for a 
surcharge against Mr. Flaherty personally which I think could 
have been instituted numerous times in the past to recover some 
of these taxpayers dollars that continually having to be 
expended toward Mr. Armstrong and toward his firm and toward 
city time and city personnel time for matters that are purely, 
uniquely personal and political and that the taxpayers are 
funding and have funded for years and years and years and when 
is enough going to be enough? How long is this going to continue 
because this stuff goes on and the taxpayers bail it out. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I'm in a somewhat difficult position because I agree but 
part of the problem is that there was a case involving the 
County Coroner where the employees were fired for political 
reasons and the Third Circuit in District Court said the County 
has to pay and there's no surcharge action because those are 
part of — they came in and relieved everybody and that's part 
of the business and the County ruled that there was no surcharge 
action, so you're in a similar position here. I mean, it's great 
to have principles but I think your principles in the end will 
have the taxpayers paying more money rather than less money and 
the old saying, "justice delayed is justice denied" and these 
Controller's employees will have to wait probably six to nine 
months and in this situation that's a long time. It's just like 
saying well, "If you're living under awful conditions, you've 
lived under awful conditions for several years, do it another 
year." And the third thing is, we're not going only to pay 
$5,000.00 but we'll pay $30,000.00. If you weigh those things — 

Mr. Pollock: 

— you've got to remember one thing. I'm sitting here 
because I was elected by the people of Pittsburgh and not by the 
Controller's employees. As much as I might like some of them and 
care about their plight, they're not my interests. My interests 
are the taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh and that's the only 
thing I'm here to protect. 

Mr. Pellegrini; 

And if you're here for a 30 or a 5 — 
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Mr. Pollock: 


The question of 30 or 5, we are continually hit with 5 here 
and 10 here and Mr. Armstrong going down to federal court and 
Mr. Armstrong going before the Labor Relations Board and Mr. 
Armstrong going here and Mr. Armstrong in civil court and 
criminal court and everywhere else and who*s paying for it but 
the taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh, so you keep doling it 
out. It's like you have a bad car and you keep pumping money 
into it and at what point do you say I'm getting rid of the car. 
Well, I think we've got a bad car down there and I'm not 
repairing it anymore with taxpayers dollars. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I think the answer to that is — I don't know how to answer 
it again but I think we have an electoral process that answers 
that. 

Mr. Armstrong: 

First, I thank you for your compliments Mr. Pollock. 

Second, we haven't come each year for an increase in the 
Solicitor's fee, it's been increased once. It went from 
$40,000.00 to $65,000.00 and while I don't have the facts to 
back up what is now an assumption on my part, I think that the 
solicitorship of most offices of the size of the Controller's is 
probably in that neighborhood. I might also add that since we've 
been solicitor, to my knowledge this is the first time that the 
City has been asked to pay any settlement or judgment on behalf 
of the Controller. 

It is true that Mr. Flaherty has been involved in a 
substantial amount of litigation since we came on board. In 
fact, at the end of the year in which we tried the preliminary 
injunction when he had laid off the 15 employees in which Mr. 
Flaherty had prevailed in federal court and won that case, our 
actual expenses were so far over the $40,000.00 that I told Mr. 
Flaherty that we were unwilling to continue because our firm had 
lost such a substantial amount of money. Most of our time is 
spent reviewing the contracts and the routine work but the very 
expensive additional litigation to which you have heard have run 
significantly over and Mr. Flaherty undertook to do two things. 
One, to ask you to increase our contract to $65,000.00 which was 
approved and we have submitted detailed bills in support of that 
each year and the second was a commitment to me to avoid 
litigation. I believe that substantially he has and it is our 
experience that last year while we ran over just a bit that we 
were around the $65,000.00 area. Now this year I have been 
involved in some of the things that you have mentioned and I was 
consulted before Mr. Fitzgerald was asked to resign and then 
required to be terminated when he wouldn't resign and I felt 
that he had to ask to resign or be terminated because he 
continued to practice law on city time and that's an 
impermissible practice. Tom Fitzgerald is a friend of mine and 
he's a long-time friend of Tom Flaherty's. I counseled that he 
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had to be terminated, I asked that he be offered an opportunity 
to resign and he declined. When he declined he was terminated. 
Now thereafter the union brought the unfair labor charge. Of 
course he*s the object of it and while that charge is pending 
there can be no election for the United Steelworkers. It has to 
be resolved. We were directed by an official of the Pennsylvania 
Labor Relations Board to engage in settlement negotiations, did 
so extensively with Nr. Pellegrini’s colleague, Mr. Quinn of the 
City Solicitor’s Office and we failed to get it settled. When I 
appeared that day at the hearing with Mr, Flaherty and our other 
witnesses, we were prepared to go forward and present full 
evidence, cross-examine their witnesses and thought we would 
win. The hearing examiner aggressively imposed upon us 
settlement negotiations wouldn’t hear our not doing it and I 
think Mr. Quinn and Mr. Pellegrini will confirm that statement, 
and we’ve spent from 9 AM to 6 PM under the direction of that 
hearing in constant negotiations during which it was proposed 
that what would constitute a two-month severance pay being two 
months’ salary for Mr. Fitzgerald. I am indeed the person who 
proposed that. I thought that a reasonable part of an overall 
settlement was fair to Mr. Fitzgerald who is a parent of two 
young children and who would have to make some arrangements 
about his continued income and ultimately it resulted in the 
settlement which we are recommending to the City Council. To my 
knowledge there is no harassment of employees in the 
Controller’s Office but that’s not an issue in terms of the 
settlement. Not only do I think that this settlement is a 
reasonable one, I think it will save the City a significant 
amount of continued litigation expenses and of possibly 
re-instatement of the employee who is practicing law. What if 
the result was that Mr. Fitzgerald were re-instated and 
continued to practice law on city time. Not only do we avoid 
that but it’s a fairly modest settlement and it resolves the 
issue and it also permitted us to agree upon an election date 
which has now been set and it will occur this month. Thank you. 

Mr- Pollock: 

Let me respond to a couple of points you made. First of all 
I’m probably correct in remembering that you did not become 
solicitor for the Controller until subsequent to Hr. Flaherty’s 
ill-advised, misguided attempt to file RICO action which 
resulted in numerous expenditures of money that did come to this 
Council both in terms of payment to Mr. Schmeiser’s attorney, 

Mr. Stone’s attorney — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— Mr. Fitzgerald handled that. 

Mr. Pollock: 

He’s saying that this Council has not had to end n.oi . 
This Council has expended money several times in the past. Like 
I said, it was probably before you became the solicitor. 
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Mr. Armstrong: 

I think we were solicitor but were not consulted, not asked 
to handle that matter and I think — 

Mr. Pollock: 

— whatever, but I*m saying there was out-of-pocket 
expenses of sizeable amounts of money in that matter and not 
only that but we had solicitor's hours and I'm sure Dan could 
probably pull out of the computer how much out-of-pocket money 
the City expended for his staff's time because it was 
considerable and again that was a result of Mr. Flaherty's 
actions and there are other examples that I could probably call 
up although I wasn't prepared to do so today. 

I'm really disappointed that you got to the merits of the 
action before the board because I don't think it's fair for you 
to bring up by yourself Mr. Flaherty's case against Mr. 
Fitzgerald when Mr. Fitzgerald is not here to counter with his 
side. For you to say in these proceedings and before the public 
that Mr. Fitzgerald was doing legal work down there when we all 
know that his response is, the only legal work he did was as a 
result of the urging or co-urging of his employer and that the 
legal work he did was for the benefit of his employer which is 
what the case was going to be all about is not fair to get into 
it and I didn't want to get to the merits of the case but I 
think it's only fair that that response be put on this Council 
record that indeed it's not a stipulated matter that Mr. 
Fitzgerald was doing private legal work and that he certainly 
has a dispute with that claim. 

The matter of the settlement negotiations as an 
accomplished trial lawyer for many years, you know far better 
than anyone in this room that probably every mediator at any 
level attempts to forge settlements no matter how dispared the 
merits of the claims or how far apart they are, I think that's 
the nature of all judges from the district justice up to the 
United State Supreme Court probably, if they can dump it they 
would try to dump it and they spend greater efforts trying to 
forge settlements than they do trying probably to decide cases 
because if they can avoid that at any cost they will, so I don't 
think the issue of the hearing office or the judge trying to 
settle this matter really gets to the merits of either party's 
case. 


What greatly concerns me and it goes to exactly why you're 
here today is that quite justifiably so, you are not 
Neighborhood Legal Services and your fees as one would 
rightfully expect them to be — as I stated earlier and I 
genuinely this to be one of the top three or four attorneys in 
Allegheny County are not insignificant and your presence here 
today is again costing the taxpayers money. Your preparation for 
this proceeding here today, the untorrid hours that you spent in 
this matter down at the board and the preparations for it and on 
and on and on and just thinking as I'm going along here, over 
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the years as Mr. Flaherty's relationship has apparently 
deteriorated with the medisr you've become in many times a 
spokesperson to the media which as much as I would love you as a 
spokesperson for me I wouldn't get in as much trouble as I do, 
having one of the top attorneys in the county with concomitant 
fees serving as a spokesperson almost everytime an issue comes 
up as they do regularly dealing with media and with other 
agencies and so forth is quite expensive for the taxpayers and 
it's a pure result of the politics and the personal shenanigans 
that I've been talking about and that's what greatly troubling 
me and it's gone on for years and years and years. Every time 
you pick up the paper and there's a claim or a letter from 
Barbara Funari or there's a claim from other former employees or 
current employees, it's not a statement from Tom Flaherty, it's 
a statement from Mr. Armstrong with the resulting taxpayers 
expenses as a result of that and this has gone on repeatedly so 
what I'm trying to say is and I will certainly defer to your 
claim that your fees have only gone up one time from $40,000.00 
to $65,000.00 and it should be known that that is a significant 
jump in and of itself, but if that is the case then I wonder if 
we didn't have this type of action and activity in the 
Controller's Office could we not have a law firm doing the work 
in the Solicitor's Office for maybe $15,000.00 or $20,000.00. If 
we have all this other work and you are able to do the work for 
the firm at $65,000.00 which probably is a reasonable figure if 
not a charitable figure for your time and work and your firm's 
work, then how much could we really get away with if we didn't 
have this kind of constant activity and your daily or monthly 
demands for bailing Mr. Flaherty out of personal and political 
jackpots. 

Your statement that there is no harassment in the City 
Controller's Office — 1 contend that we would not be here today 
if there were not harassment in the City Controller's Office and 
that the effort to organize was and is a result of harassment in 
the Controller's Office and that harassment and that effort to 
organize is what got us to the settlement today and what's being 
asked of this Council is that the taxpayers once again bail out 
Mr. Flaherty personally and politically and for this Council to 
pass it and not allow the litigation, the actions, the claims of 
the participants to run their course is making Council a party 
to the endorsement of the taxpayers bailing out Mr. Flaherty and 
I think it would be irresponsible to do so and as I said 
earlier, I represent no entity other than the taxpayers of the 
City. Not the Controller's employees, not you Mr. Armstrong, not 
you Mr. Pellegrini, not Mr. Flaherty. I only have one master and 
that's the taxpayers and that's all I have to look in the best 
interests of and it's a lousy deal for the taxpayers and until 
we say enough is enough, until we draw a line and say no more, 
it will go on and on forever.

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Mr. Pollock: 

As I seated earlier, I believe 
that there is a very good chance 
that once all the testimony in this 
matter has been completed, should it 
go to trial, and once all the dust 
has settled, that there could be a 
clear case made for a surcharge 
action against Mr. Flaherty himself 
for any monies that the City, in 
fact, does have to expend. So, I 
look upon it as an investment. If 
this bill is approved today, we're 
giving away $3,300, but if the 
action proceeds to termination, 
there's a chance that whatever money 
is spent could be totally recaptured 
by way of a private action. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just very briefly, I think the 
two basic reasons why I think my 
colleagues should support the bill, 
the bottom line, one, is the 
financial impact that has been 
talked about by Mr. Lyons and 
others• 

And second, I think whai really 
swayed me the most is the fact that 
election will be held, supervised by 
the Pennsylvania Labor Relations 
Board. I believe the date is 
September 23th. In order to 
facilitate what I think should be 
the right of the employees who are 
seeking union recognition to do that 
in an expeditious fashion. The 
bottom line, to me, was the 
consideration that an election will 
be held, win or lose, and we can 
move on to other things that need to 
be done. 

So, on those two bottom line 
issues, I felt it important to vote 
in favor of this, although I do 
concur a lot with Mr. Pollock's 


comments and I am upset about this 
legislation. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to this piece of 
legislation. Bill No. 2831, I voted 
to hold one week because, quite 
frankly, we need six votes on this 
bill and it appears as if there are 
not six votes here today. I thought 
possibly by holding it we could 
achieve those six votes within the 
next week. It appears as if the 
bill is going to have a 3-“3 vote 
because it's a warrant and it will 
not pass. 

I'm voting in favor of it for 
two reasons. It has been talked at 
length by every member of Council 
that spoke on the issue in regard to 
the expenses to the City of 
Pittsburgh. We have had two 
competent lawyers, Mr. Armstrong and 
Mr. Pellegrini, advise us that the 
cost of settling this today, without 
a doubt, will be less to the City of 
Pittsburgh in the future. 

We all know the cost of 
lawyers; they're at least $100 an 
hour outside of City government. 
Mr. Flaherty has a solicitor working 
for him that is costly to the 
taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh 
in defense of Mr. Flaherty. We have 
in-house lawyers that would be 
working on this. Whether the cost 
for lawyers is outside this 
government by hiring them or inside 
with people working within the 
Solicitor's Office, this will be a 
very costly item if litigation 
proceeds. 

We have the opportunity to save 
the taxpayers money; I believe we 
should do that. That's my first 
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reason. 

My second reason is chat this 
thing is going to be drawn out for 
months and months, the issue. And 
in the process, this government, 
with all the plusses and minuses 
chat go on in this government, it's 
going to look extremely negative on 
a very minor issue. I don't believe 
the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh want that. I don't 
believe it's healthy for this City, 
and therefore, I think the issue 
should be settled once and for all, 
right now, in this Council with six 
affirmative votes. Thank you.

Mr. Chairman, I'd like ray 
comments brought forward on this 
bill. 

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(BEGINNING - MR. FERLO'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2554, WEDNESDAY, 
9/6/89) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is there a scope of services prepared by the Department 
available to Council prior to approval of this bill? 

Dir. Cannon: 

No, not at this time. This is the authorization to allow us 
to proceed with the process. We*re using a little different 
process this time. There's a five-member committee that is being 
put together that will develop that scope of services. We didn't 
want to move ahead with the department developing it because we 
would like to have a lot of input from the firefighters and City 
Council. This is a little different than we normally would 
conduct such a process, so we have planned to do is develop the 
scope of services and almost what would be the request for a 
proposal by that five-member group and then do what we would 
call a request for qualification and try to solicit as many 
people that could work on this project as possible and then have 
that committee review that and then decide who we would think is 
an appropriate vendor and then deal with the request for a 
proposal from that vendor so that is the process that we're 
looking at right now. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Who is this five-member committee? 

Dir. Cannon: 

Mr. Wagner has been appointed by Mr. Woods, Deputy Chief 
John Gorley from the Bureau of Fire who has been chosen by Local 
No. 1 and myself and Chief Dickinson the Fire Chief and one 
other member from the Administration which I believe is a 
finance person. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What's the impetus for wanting to do this? 

Dir. Cannon: 

Actually the initiative came from City Council about two 
years ago now and the money was placed in the budget then 
carried over into this year's budget. The real impetus is that 
we were making changes in the fire service based on local 
expertise and experience and there was some question about that 
and the ocher is that the fire service hasn't really been looked 
at in its total since the late 1960's and so there's a concern 
on both the side of the members of the fire service and the 
Administration that are we doing what is absolutely best for the 
City now because it's changed greatly in that 20 years in terms 
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of numbers and where they’re located and how we operate or is 
there a better way to do it? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is the position of the Administration if the 
recommendations from such a study, and maybe you could talk 
about that. What is the nature of the study? Is it to formulate 
a set of recommendations and if so, if it has to do with a 
reduction of manpower personnel and/or closure and/or relocation 
of fire stations, what is the Administration’s position to that 
respect? 

Dir. Cannon: 

We are primarily trying — we’re not going at this with any 
pre-conceived notion which in fact is why there is no scope of 
services yet; We want to develop that in concert. Our goal is to 
have the best fire service we can have for the City of 

Pittsburgh but at no greater cost than we need to expend for 

that fire service, recognizing that there isn’t an unlimited 
amount of city dollars to protect that. It may in fact mean that 
stations are presently located in the wrong places because there 
are still some station that were located on tops of hills 
because the horses could run down the hill faster to get to the 

fire. So there needs to be a look at those kinds of things. We 

recognize though that if you talk about combining stations or 
locations that there’s a capital dollar expenditure there and 
that we don’t want to come up with a document that we pick and 
choose and we’re going to implement this and we’re not going to 
implement that. That’s not what we’re looking at. That has been 
done in the past and it wasn’t done successfully and we end up 
in fact within some cases more resources in a given area than 
there should be because new stations were built which were 
called for and old stations were never closed that were also 
called for and frankly that became political and there were 
political inputs into that process. Hopefully we can make this 
professional process that is able to be implemented with very 
little influence as possible from outside sources. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I guess having encouraged and promoted other kinds of 
studies for instance the Administration and neighborhood groups 
myself were involved in a city-wide study of the housing policy 
or lack thereof in city government. I guess from my point of 
view and maybe you could speak to this, what appears to be 
broken in the Fire Department that requires the expenditure and 
the fixing of the $200,000.00 for such a study? 

Dir. Cannon: 

There seems to be some things that we commonly agree on 
already and one would surround possibly the stations and where 
the stations are located. There is a large question on the 
firefighters* side about the staffing of the fire units, the

numbers of people. An example would be, would it be better to 
have less fire pieces of equipment but more people on each piece 
so that you get the same numbers of firefighters at a fire but 
not as many pieces of apparatus that effectively become taxi's 
delivering people to the fire and then sitting there because 
it*s personnel you need. So by lowering the number of units you 
have but increasing the number of firefighters, you become a 
more effective firefighting force and we have economic savings 
in the terms of long-term equipment costs and maintenance and if 
we can have where two buildings are joined into one than 
maintaining two 50 or 60-year old buildings we have one new 
building and the savings that you generate in those reductions 
go into your long-term improvement of your facilities and that 
if you look at a period of time you can probably recover those 
costs in almost five years, so we are looking to be more 
efficient in the provision of our service in the long run. We 
are not looking just to reduce the fire service in the city; 
that's not the goal. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What could you say in relation to the way in which the 
study is constructed and the requirements of the consultant, any 
level of citizen input or community input? 

Dir. Cannon: 

We are talking about a second committee almost like an 
advisory group that would be made up of citizen participants 
that would be available to the consultant as it goes through the 
study and looks at the fire service and would also be available 
to the Mayor in terms of implementation of the project when it 
would be finished. We are looking for not only recommendations 
but an evaluation of our existing service, recommendations to 
improve that service and a plan of implementation. Don't just 
say here it is and this is what it needs to be and walk away 
from it, give us an idea also that if changes were to be made, 
in what order should those changes be made to affect the 
service. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to say that the only concern I really have is 
that given the magnitude of this project in terms of the 
undertaking of a study, I think Council is owed a draft request 
for proposal. 

Dir. Cannon: 

Council will be sitting — Hr. Wagner will be sitting as 
Council's representative — 

Michelle Madoff: 

— not mine. 
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Mr. FerlO! 


We couldn't ask certainly for a better Councilmember to be 
on such a committee but my only point is that Council as a whole 
individually and collectively in terms of our process does not 
have a request for proposal for all of our input regardless — 

Dir, Cannon: 

— again, we're back into what the City's process is. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that and for that reason I'll be voting no on 
the legislation. 

The Chair: 

I'd like to add something. This piece of legislation goes 
back two years ago back when I was the Chairman of Public Safety 
and the Administration was making some minor cuts in the Fire 
Bureau at budget time; that was in 1987 for the 1988 budget. The 
firefighters union recommended to me that an independent study 
be performed of the Fire Bureau. As Chairman of Public Safety at 
the time I thought it was an excellent idea and put $200,000.00 
in the budget for that purpose. Since that time there have been 
discussions between the Administration and the Fire Bureau about 
the need for a study due to the fact that there hasn't been one 
for 20 years. We are constantly talking about changes in 
equipment, personnel, locations, training, etc., and I believe 
it's in the best interest of the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh that we get an updated independent study. That's how 
this legislation was originated. It may take another year, it 
may take two years for all I know when this is completed but I 
think it's important that we go into the 1990's knowing 
precisely where our Fire Bureau stands. I certainly do not want 
to see a consultant study done as I saw done with the Police 
Bureau a couple of years ago and being a representative of that 
committee quite frankly I'll state publicly, I will not permit 
that and I don't believe the Director will either and I don't 
believe the Firefighter's Union will. However, I think that 
there is a need for this type of independent comprehensive study 
and I would hope that it has the majority support of Council, 
certainly the Administration and the Mayor's support. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I would like to respond, Mr. Chairman. 

If I were to take a greater priority at this time in terms 
of the expenditure of $200,000.00 for a study, it would be to 
evaluate the effectiveness of the merger of the department and 
the creation of the Department of Public Safety itself as 
opposed to this specific bureau, to specifically review the 
advocacy of the zone concept that's been implemented because I 
think there are major problems in relation to the utilization 
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and the dispatching of personnel within the police department. I 
would suggest that there are a number of more important public 
safety studies that should be conducted before the Fire 
Department study which again I point out to my earlier comment, 
what is broken within the Fire Department that we need to 
dispatch $200,000.00 for such a study at this time? 

The Chair: 

Quite frankly I think there’s a need to always look at 
every department due to the fact that there hasn't been one done 
with a very important bureau and I strongly recommend that 
something like this could in the future save lives for the 
residents of the City of Pittsburgh, whether it develops new 
procedures for fighting fires, new equipment, new locations, 
closer to the populous areas, I don't know what the results of 
the study are but that’s the ultimate goal of the study is to 
reduce the potential of loss of life and loss of property in the 
city.

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Mr. Ferlo: 

This is an allocation of 
$195,000 for a so-called 
comprehensive study In the Fire 
Department. The reason why I object 
to it strenuously is for several 
reasons. First of all, we have not 
been provided any scope of services 
as to what the items to be studied, 
what the character of the study is 
going to be, the involvement of 
people. They only thing we have 
been told is that a committee has 
been put together, including a 
member of Council and some union 
representation, but in terms of the 
actual methodology of the study, 
what the nature of the consultant is 
going to be, the scope of services, 
none of this information was 
presented to Council. I think 
before we allocate a significant sum 
of money of $195,000, we should be 
able to review the scope of services 
and have some input as to the 
character and the design of such a 
study. 

The other main reason why I'm 
opposed to it, and I might be wrong 
on this, but if it ain't broke, why 
are we working to fix it? My 
perception of the Fire Department, 
in the brief time that I've been on 
Council, other than the incident 
with the Tiller trucks, I've never 
received one complaint from any 
citizen or one complaint from any 
neighborhood-based organization or 
any issue group regarding the 
delivery of the services that the 
Fire Department performs, whether it 
be the emergency response or other 
kinds of preventive education, code 
enforcement kinds of activities. 
I've never heard any complaints 
regarding the nature of the service. 

We have had citizen concerns on 


the closing of the Troy Hill Fire 
Station and things that come up from 
time to time, which Council resolved 
itself. But, again, I think it's a 
misplaced priority and it's not the 
important study that needs to be 
done. 

What I do think should be done, 
a greater need for study would be 
the allocation of $195,000, to have 
a study to review the effectiveness 
of the merger of the Department of 
Public Safety today. We really 
should spend this $195,000 
evaluating the wisdom of having 
merged Police, Fire, Paramedic, BBI 
and the costly Administration unit 
that was formed under the merger of 
the Department of Public Safety. 
So, if this is a bill that would 
rather study the effectiveness and 
evaluate the effectiveness of the 
merger to date, I would be inclined 
to support it. 

A greater need, other than the 
Fire Department review, would be to 
evaluate the zone concept, which 
Director Cannon has implemented 
which I think there are some 
fundamental problems with. I know 
in the particular area where I live. 
Zone 5, it needs to be divided in 
half. It's too Large a zone, it's 
completely understaffed, it's poorly 
managed, and their strong 
consideration should be given to the 
re-opening of No. 3 Police 
Station. If we're going to spend 
$195,000, I'd rather see us spend 
the money on a study to evaluate the 
zone concept that has been 
implemented under the new merged 
Public Safety Department. 

I think a greater need, also, 
would be to study and make a report 
to Council and to the 
Administration, regarding policing 
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trends. One of the criticisms that 
I have of the Public Safety 
Department is that they really do 
not have a community oriented 
policing strategy They don't have a 
pro-active policing strategy. We've 
built up a system that is 
complicated high-technology, 911, 
and we basically run these officers 
around when we have complaints and 
people file an emergency response 
request with 911. But we haven't 
really implemented any kind of pro¬ 
active policing strategy with foot 
patrol and other kinds of 
considerations. 

So, before I waste a lot of 
money studying something that I 
don't think really needs to be 
studied at this time, I'd rather see 
the money spent on better use of 
public dollars. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, in my 21 months 
here on Council, I understand now 
that this is the third or fourth 
allocation that has been set aside 
for Fire Department study in the 
last few years. While there has 
been excessive amounts of monies 
that have been allocated, why should 
we continue to allocate something 
that has no bottom? And certainly I 
feel that if we're going to allocate 
a lot of money to the Fire 
Department like that, then we should 
consider what we can do for the 
widow who needs the money of the 
firemen. I would like to see the 
money be considered towards the 
Firemen Widow's Pension Fund which 
they were asked to be denied by a 
letter to Dave Sweet in the Senate 
last year. I can't understand why 
the Fire Department needs so many 
allocations for further study and I 
have no scope on what they're 


studying, 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, all of us are aware of the 
lead story in the newspapers this 
week that the Allegheny County five 
region area had lost more population 
than anyone else in the United 
States. And one of the problems 
that happens when we have that kind 
of incident or that kind of on-going 
problem is chat more homes become 
vacant. With more homes . becoming 
vacant, it is not a matter of less 
people needing less firemen, it is a 
problem of how do you best service a 
community when vacant properties are 
more prone to drug havens, to fires, 
to arson. 

It seems to me that after a 
number of years every division of 
government, including the Fire 
Department, should indeed be 
reviewed. And if we're going to be 
professionals, we should vote in a 
professional way and I believe it is 
professional to allow the 
Administration to review the status 
of the Fire Department. And they 
may come up with the conclusion that 
they need more firefighters. They 
may come up with the conclusion that 
it is very adequate the way it is. 
But they're saying they want to base 
what they're doing on fact. Why 
would we stand in the way of having 
the facts before us? I don't think 
we really have them. I don't think 
you can say, "Because no one has 
complained." We don't know what 
tomorrow could bring. It would seem 
to me that we ought to support the 
Administration on this issue. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
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Council, I would be hopeful that 
there is at least majority support 
for Bill No. 2554. Really, it's 
been in front of Council for over 
two years. Back in the 1987 budget 
we put in these dollars for a 
comprehensive study of the Fire 
Bureau. I introduced that amendment 
in the budget and it had unanimous 
support of Council at the time and 
each year it has in the budget. Not 
only does it have unanimous support 
of Council, it has the support of 
the Administration and the 
Firefighters Union. The 

Firefighters Union wants this 
study. As a matter of fact, they 
originally recommended the study. 
They were the people that made the 
suggestion that this is what we 
should do rather than simply make 
changes within the Fire Bureau. 


whatever it may be, maybe we're not 
doing everything we should be 
doing. Maybe it's being more pro¬ 
active in fire prevention 
activities. The Fire Bureau is 
doing more of that now with 
inspections. Maybe we should be 
increasing that ten-fold. Hopefully 
that's what this study will tell us 
and I think it's the right thing to 
do.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Just very briefly, Mr. 
Chairman. I'm sure many of us have 
driven down Bigelov Boulevard over 
the last several weeks. Repairs are 
being made by State government who 
is responsible for this important 
transportation corridor. But, as 
far as I'm concerned, they're doing 
a terrible job on the repairs and I 
think we should send a letter to 
PennDOT and to Bob Casey 
specifically. 

They're basically ruining a 
great boulevard with two things. 
First of all, the curb work that's 
being done is a joke. They're 
hopscotching around, leaving half of 
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the curbs, doing some of the 
curbs. The curbs they’re leaving 
are about to be washed away from the 
rain over the next couple years. 
Why they're not replacing all the 
curbs is beyond my comprehension. 
Obviously, money has something to do 
with it but we shouldn't allow them 
to butcher a main corridor and a 
corridor that a lot of people like 
to drive down. It's a very scenic 
route to come Downtown from the 
eastern neighborhoods and the 
construction work that's being done 
is terrible. The curb work is a 
joke; as I pointed out, much of the 
work that they’re leaving on the 
curbs is going to be deteriorating 
over the next couple years and they 
should just replace it. 

Secondly, they're not repairing 
the sidewalk and they're not 
repairing the really nice iron 
fencing that exists, that if they 
just spent a little money it would 
stay there for another hundred 
years. So, they just ignored it and 
they’re putting up these disgusting 
barricades lining the vista with 
these concrete barriers having 
chopped away half of the 
sidewalks. So, they're not going to 
do the sidewalk, they’re not going 
to repair the wrought iron metal 
fence, and it's very decorative. 

They're butchering, they're 
raping the street. It's terrible. 
They ruined the whole darn City with 
the East Street Valley Expressway 
and now they're going to butcher 
Bigelow Boulevard and I don't think 
we should allow them to do that. 
And if there's some dispute over us 
putting in some money, if it 
involves us even putting in a couple 
hundred grand, I'd rather see us 
spend the money and do the street 
right than to butcher what is a very 


nice boulevard from Oakland and 
eastern neighborhoods to Downtown. 

I think chat we should send a 
letter and ask chac the work stop 
and we try to resolve the character 
of what the construction activity 
is. 

The Chair: 

Before we do that, and I'm with 
you, by the way, why don't you get 
with Mr. Coyne and Mr, McDermott and 
Lou Gaetano and perhaps the four of 
you could get your heads together 
and see what action you can take and 
then we'll cake chac action. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Fine. Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, as I got up this 
morning about 7:00 and turned on my 
radio, I was informed chat the Mayor 
today is going to announce her plan 
for recycling refuse. I find chat 
very distressful. 

It would seem with all the 
requests made by Mr. Ferlo, with the 
20 years of experience I've had with 
environmental issues and working 
with environmental groups, and the 
constant questioning by this body, 
chat the courtesy would have been 
extended to Council to be briefed 
before the news media. 

My understanding, and of course 
I don't know this to be true, but it 
seems that the media is reporting 
that we're going to go to a central 
recycling separation plant as 
opposed to curbside. It would seem 
to me that we owe it to the 
community to at least try curbside.

Mr. DePasquale and myself 
both recieved numerous complaints 
from the people in that area that 
they would like to see Boundary 
Street opened up again. Especially 
down in the 15th Ward part there’s 
only one access into the Run and, if 
there was an accident, there’s no 
way for any emergency vehicles or 
anything else to get into the area. 

Some work has been done on 
Boundary Street, but no one is sure 
exactly what's going on. Mr. 
DePasquale has informed me that he 
has been told for a month or so that 
Public Works is going to be issuing 
some sort of a bi_- to start the 
work down there and I would like to 
see it speeded up a little bit and 
to find out exactly where it stands. 

The Chair: 

Okay. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Last week I had mentioned about 
the Rolling Stones concert and I 
expressed concern about how it was 
going to be conducted. I’m happy 
and proud to say that the City came 
through with practically no problems 
whatsoever and a great debt of 
gratitude and also congratulations 
are due to the Public Safety 
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Department, specifically Glenn 
Cannon and Lou DiNardo, the Deputy 
Director; Craig Merritt, the 
Administrative Assistant; Commander 
Ed Patterson in charge of Traffic; 
Chief Bob Kennedy at the Paramedic 
Bureau. Also, to the Public Works 
Department. Also, especially, to 
DiCeaser Engler, the promoters of 
the concert. It was phenomenal that 
close to 70,000 or 80,000 people 
could go in and out of a concert 
that lasted six hours with hardly 
any problems.

Michelle Madoff: 

Did everybody in Council get a copy of a letter that was 
sent to Mr. James Roddey from me? Did you get one? 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Your testimony to the Authority? 

Michelle Madoff: 

No; telling him I do not wish the rates would be increased 5 
percent and why. It addresses this bill. 

The Chair: 

Director, what is the purpose of this bill? 

Michelle Madoff: 

To pay refunds. 

Mr. Sciulli: 

What the bill is for is if someone sells a property in the 
City of Pittsburgh, just like every other utility bill, they 
have to reconcile that bill before the property is sold. And we 
require final water meter reading. At that time, if the reading 
happened to be overestimated and we cannot make a credit to that 
personas account, then we give a cash refund. It goes through 
Council, and we have been sending reports to the Clerk, Michael 
Perry. 

The Chair: 

And you have an inadequate amount of funds in this account; 
therefore, you are requesting a $45,000.00 transfer? 

Mr. Sciulli; 

That's correct. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Basically, and very succinctly, in July of this year I gave 
a presentation before the Water and Sewer Authority and pointed 
out that v;hile I believe in the area of engineering we have had 
100 percent improvement, there has been virtually no improvement 
at that point in the consumer contact, the calls to people and 
the collection of delinquent accounts. That is why I asked the 
questions earlier on the bil]. 

When there are something betv/een 3 and 16 million, which is 
V7hat was presented by the Director and others at the meeting, it 
probably is somewhere in the neighborhood of 8 to 10 would 
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probably be realistic, an increase of 5 percent by the Water and 
Sewer Authority of voting to increase rates by 5 percent would 
generate $1.7 million, or so we were told by Richard Cosentino. 

I sat on the phone and in two hours collected better than 
$100,000.00. It would seem to me that I would be more than 
happy to volunteer my services. And I understand, we have some 
people sitting make phone calls. I know of one account that is 
probably $45,000.00 right off the top, major accounts. The new 
letter is going out. V7e must collect delinquent accounts before 
we. A, increase our rates, and B, before we make transfers like 
this. There is no reason on earth to have to transfer money if 
the job of collecting v/hat is already delinquent sitting there 
is addressed. 

I personally will not vote for this. I urge my colleagues 
not to vote for it. What we are doing is penalizing the — 
senior citizens, incidentally, statistically have shown to be on 
fixed incomes and really limited incomes, and have been 
traditionally the ones who always paid their bills. ^That is 
happening is those people are subsidizing the guilty; the people 
who can pay and just aren't paying, t^ile the Director will 
tell you how wonderful he is — and I agree with him in the 
engineering end — the fact remains that he has been on the job 
four years, there is supposed to be a plan in operation by the 
middle of September, they may have instituted it. But I tell 
you that in two weeks four people can generate $1.7 million. I 
will do it to prove it, if anyone challenges me to it. 

I don't think we should be transferring money, I don't think 
we should be appropriating raising any rates. T just want to 
keep emphasizing that, and I am going to fight to see that this 
doesn't happen. 

I would like my colleagues to think very — I mean, the 
rationale could be all we are doing is saying, ”\Je are moving 
the money from one place to the other," but when you move it out 
of one place, you are moving the money out of a place that may 
be needed. There are so many needs over at that V7ater 
Department that even after you collected — let's say you 
collected $8 or $10 million, it would still be enough to cover 
three years of rate increase and enough to hire staff to do the 
job. 

This is an encouragement to let the Vlater Department 
continue doing business as usual. We are just as guilty if we 
vote for this transfer. We have no say in the vote, in the 
Water and Sewer Authority Board, to increase the rates. I think 
we just have to send a message. I will vote no, and it is my 
committee.

Michelle Madoff: 

I still am head of the Water Committee. I think I have a 
right to see the water bills are paid. That is my job.

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Michelle Madoff: 


I did not say I would like to sit down and spend my valuable 
time, because my time is very valuable. I have been offered 
$1,000.00 a day and expenses to consult on hazardous materials 
and energy. So if I want to do it — I do it beause I think it 
is important to the city. I am volunteering my time to do it. 
And I have — perhaps it is not general information — but for 
over a year I worked as the major collection agency for the 
largest discount house in the United States based out of Boston 
and trained people in collections. I worked for a bunch of 
doctors training their people in collections. If you know 
anything about doctor bills, we had better than 85 percent 
collections. So I know the rules, and I know that you don't 
harass people, and I know how to make the calls. 

I merely said that if the director can't do the job, I 
volunteer to help, because I want to make the point that there 
is $1.7 million is a joke, out of 18 or 16 or 15 million 
dollars. But the bottom line of this is we have no say, we are 
not on the Water and Sewer Authority board. Maybe I will go, 
you have been talking about that. Jack. To increase water rates 
by 5 percent for the next three, four, five years, when the 
money is sitting there, I am using this as a vehicle to say 
there is no need to transfer the money. 

In response to my esteemed colleague, I agree; nobody should 
be harassed. As a matter of fact, in my letter it says that my 
heart goes out to the indigents who cannot and haven't got the 
money to pay the bills. They should be handled with the utmost 
compassion, and indeed, in some cases that should be abated. It 
is not any intention to harass. 

How would you like to have an owner of a multi-million 
dollar firm owe $30,000.00? And I pointed out to the Director, 

I made the call because he is a friend of mine, the owner, and I 
say, "You know you got a bill. I am head of the committee. I 
don't want anything to happen to embarrass you." I put the 
Director on the line and the Director sort of whispers, "I 
checked on the computer." The guy is saying, "Do I really owe 
it?" He says, "Well, you don't really owe 30, you owe 60." 

The man paid the money, I believe, did he not? 

Mr. Sciulli: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

He also owes on his house, and I think he must have three 
swimming pools at his house. If you don't go out personally and 
read his bill every month, he doesn't pay it. I live in an 
apartment house, I have been trying to get a bill for three 
months. They owe us 60,000 or better. Nobody has been able to 
get them a bill. 

Don't tell me we are going to sit here and vote in good 
conscience to transfer money in the Water Department when there 
are millions of dollars sitting out, and we are going to raise 
the rates — excuse me, I don't mean to get on my soapbox. Calm 
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dowiir Michelle — raise the rates by 5 percent, so that the 
little poor people, or maybe Mr. Lyons, they can't afford to buy 
McDonalds or a drink or go out for an evening's entertainment 
with the difference of the increase in that water bill. I think 
that is unconscionable. If you take a look at the rate 
increase, it has gone from $41.00 since the Water & Sewer 
Authority was created and it will go to something like $71.00 
when all the rate increases are using 2,800 gallons, is the 
estimate. It has doubled. 

I just want to make that point. We can't sit here and say, 
"Fine, Alex, that is wonderful. Keep going ahead. Come to us 
and we will just let you change the accounts, go on as business 
as usual." The answer is no.

May I respond to my colleague? Mr. Ferlo, just to bring you 
up to date and to bring Council up to date, I had requested 
before we went on break, a public hearing — not a post agenda; 

I want the public to knov/ what is going on — and have it 
televised, a public hearing giving us a response to my critique 
of the Water Department, which they agreed upon. The Director 
said, it is a matter of record, that it is basically correct, 

what was going to be done to correct the problem. Mr. Jacoby 

told me by the middle of September — I said I could wait until 
the middle of September, he said, "It will be in operation." I 
said, "As long as you got a plan and you are starting to put it 
in operation, I could live with that. You don't have to have it 
perfectly done." But I want a response. I have not, to my 
knowledge, had a date scheduled yet by the President of Council. 
I would like that done as soon as possible, because we cannot 
wait until the end of the year. It is business as usual. It is 
one fiasco after another. 

I would like this Council to go down to the Water Department 
with me, and I would like to show you the printouts, I would 

like to show you the list — I am debating this issue now, and I 

don't want to go off on a tangent. But I do want to point out 
that this is not the first request for transfer, is it Director? 
The last one was also 45,000, I believe.

Hichelle Madoff: 


I would like to remind my 
colleagues that this Water 
Department has somewhere between $3 
million and $18 million, probably in 
the neighborhood of $8 million to 
$10 million that is still 
collectable, of outstanding, unpaid 
bills. Twenty percent of our water 
users are delinquent and senior 
citizens and people on fixed income 
who pay their bills right on time 
are carrying the burden for those 
who do not pay, those who can and 
just are deadbeats and don't want to 
pay. 

There's some kind of effort on 
the part of the Water Department now 
to cite 15 select people with the 
threat of termination within 10 
days. Unfortunately, it isn't as 
simple as that; there are some legal 
ramifications and this is going to 
take some time. It seems to me that 
just by sitting some people down, as 
you know, I volunteered my services 
and they do not have to be accepted, 
but it is outrageous that someone 
can just call and say, "Is this an 
error?" and we can collect $100,000 
in 20 minutes or so, that we allow 
this to go on by virtue of 
supporting transfers of dollars in 
the Water Department. And we have a 
$45,000 transfer, as you can see. 

Again, this is the second one, 
and I urge my colleagues to vote 
against it because as long as we 
keep allowing this to go on, there 
will not be the adequate 
collections, or as rapidly as they 
should be. 

I might point out that I bumped 
into Mr. Roddy. I had written to 
him about not increasing the water 
rates and he said he was going to 


respond but that they were going 
ahead because only $3 million is 
collectable. How does he know 
that? How does anybody know that? 
I have looked at the printouts and 
I'm going on record now that I am 
going to be spending a lot of time 
over in the Administrative end of 
the Water Department observing and 
taking the records which are a 
matter of public record and seeing 
that they're published in the 
newspapers so that people who owe 
will know that the public will know 
that you owe.

This is the 
committee that stood with us all the 
way through. It started in 1963. 


I'm a neighborhood boy. I was 
born on Bedford Avenue in the Hill 
section. I moved to Squirrel Hill, 
lived there all my life, and I 
practiced on the North Side 

practically since I've been 20 years 
old. Neighborhoods mean an awful 

lot to me, the people mean an awful 
lot to me, and homes mean an awful 
lot to me. 

One thing that we can all be 

proud of, that we changed the 

laws. This is the biggest thing 

that we've ever done. We couldn't 
save the homes on East Street, we 
just wanted them to have a home for 
a home and a business for a 
business. I started on the North 
Side 51 years ago. It was a 
wonderful, wonderful neighborhood, 
Manchester. I moved to Squirrel 

Hill, it was a brand new 

neighborhood, and practiced there 
all ray life. It's just unbelievable 
what happened. But the thing that 

we can all be proud of, I never 
realized that it was going to take 
that many years. I was the 

President of the North Side 
Businessmen in 1953 and then I was 
re-elected President again of the 
North Side Businessmen in 1964. 
That's when that business started 
with East Street. 

I can remember, I just found a 
picture of it, every time we had a 
sale on East Ohio Street, I made 
every one of the merchants put up a 
flag in front of their buildings. 
We had gold rush days and things 
like that. It was an absoutely 
wonderful ethnic neighborhood. The 
people were great, they were 
wonderful. They supported me as 
they did other business people and 
we felt that we should do something 
to help them. We tried to, we 
wanted those people to settle on the 
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North Side. We had plans where they 
would settle on the North Side, but 
it didn't work out because as you 
went along East Street, beautiful 
stores and on the slopes we had 
beautiful homes. They were small 
homes, modest homes, but the people 
were carpenters and plumbers and 
they took good care of their 
homes. We're very, very proud. You 
just can't imagine now when you go 
along that highway the great 
sacrifice that these people made. 

But the thing that we can all 
be proud of, and also the City of 
Pittsburgh, that we did finally get 
a home for a home plan that not only 
applies to the North Side but all 
over the United States in 1986. It 
can never happen again in the United 
States. Eminent Domain now gives 
them a home for a home. That 
doesn't mean that if they had a five 
room house they're going to get a 
mansion. If they had a five room 
home, they got a five room home 
wherever they wanted to get it. Of 
course, at that time they were 
offering a $5,000 or $10,000 bonus 
and houses they were offering 
$15,000 for were worth $40,000. We 
just wanted them to have a home for 
a home. Nothing bigger than what 
they had, but something just as nice 
as what they had. 

I'd like to introduce the 
members of my group here. Joe 
Domino, Thelma Waldorf, Thelma Novak 
and Cliff Lisinger, just a few of 
them. And right now I'd like to 
have Thelma Walforf come up here for 
a moment and she'll give you a list 
of the people that just can't be 
here. Some of them are gone, but 
here's the people — There's many, 
many of them. We just can't count 
them but these are the ones that 
have done a lot for the area.

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(BEGINNING - MESSRS. FERLO, POLLOCK AND WAGNER'S COMMENTS ON 
BILL NO. 2563, WEDNESDAY, 9/20/89) 

Mr. Pollock; 

Discussion. There are at least tv;o aspects to this bill 
that I think are worthy of discussion- The first is the question 
of open primaries and this was a problem I know in the City of 
Pittsburgh and has been for well over one-half century because a 
good number of the people of Pittsburgh who pay taxes who in 
fact pay a good share of our taxes have had no say in v7ho 
governs them. These are of course the Republicans and the 
Independents and those that are not affiliated with any party at 
all because as v;e all know whoever has one the Democratic 
Primary for probably 60 years in the City of Pittsburgh have 
been the people that have governed this city and because 
individuals that aren't registered as Democrats cannot vote in 
the Democratic Primary, all non-Democrats have had no say in 
determining v^ho has governed them so in a v/ay this is a form of 
taxation v/ithout representation. So I think the question of open 
primaries is one that is very worthy of discussion and this is 
v;hy many communities, in fact almost 15 states, nov; have open 
primaries where individuals can either vote either party or can 
register the day of the election and in this v;ay then people who 
\ 7 ant to be Republicans for state-wide offices or for federal 
elections could have the right to do so but would not be 
dis-enfranchised at the local level because it's a one-party 
town- So that's the first aspect of the problem, the open 
primaries. 

The other aspect of this question that this advisory 
referendum v/ould address would be the question of run-off 
elections. 

As we all know we v/ent to a district form of election v/hich 
multiplies by almost ten the number of elections we have every 
two years so that we now have nine districts instead of simply 
city-wide races and typically because the costs are less, the 
area to be covered is smaller, the population is so much 
smaller, v/e have a greater number of candidates running and with 
a greater number of candidates almost by definition, the amount 
of votes that individuals will receive will be a smaller 
percentage and in this past election we sav/ that at the district 
council level and unfortunately v;e saw it at the mayoral race 
level where we had a situation where for the mayor's race only 
28 percent of the Democratic voters essentially elected a mayor 
for four years because the Republican Party didn't even file a 
candidate. Now 28 percent of the Democratic voters represent 
less than — about six percent of the population of the people 
of Pittsburgh, so v;e now have a situation where we have a mayor 
for four years and 94 percent of the people of Pittsburgh do not 
elect — did not vote for. I think that's a pretty disturbing 
situation and if you look at a couple of the Council races the 
situation was exactly the same. Where again about 93 percent of 
the people of Pittsburgh — of that district — did not elect 
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the member of Council who will most likely almost definitely be 
serving that district for two or four years. 

nov7 I think these are disturbing factors that should be 
address and I think that the question should be put to a 
referendum^ purely an advisory referendum because clearly this 
Council doesn’t have the pov7er to correct it on its ov?n but I 
think that if something is on the ballot as we saw with the 
district council question that it generates a great deal of 
discussion, it generates interest and dialogue and that this 
would get the ball rolling to correct these situations. 

As with the district council question, I’m not so naive as 
to think that one election is going to result in a change; it 
V7ill take a couple. I think that if we have another mayor’s race 
or a city controller’s race or continue to have council races 
V7here 80 or 90 percent of the people are not electing that 
representative, a lot of people are going to feel as if they had 
no say in their government, they’re going to feel as if what’s 
going on here a small, small minority of people who are 
determining who’s governing them, governing the entire area, the 
entire city. I think that outcry for change will increase. So 
this is the initial discussion. I admit it’s probably early but 
if you look at v/hat’s happening across this country, this is the 
growing trend to have open primaries, to have all people have a 
say in v/ho governs them and to have run-off elections so that we 
don’t have situations where small minorities are determining 
who’s electing people. So I’d be happy to have more discussion 
on this issue. I think these are very, very serious matters. I 
mean, if you talk to people in this city who are Independents — 
all of us have friends who are not registered as Democrats and 
they’ve had no say in v/ho governs them. They have had absolutely 
no say and that’s not right. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

I just want to say that this bill unfortunately is the 
great non-issue that Mr. Pollock has raised this year and I do 
not support the legislation and this bill does not do anything. 
It doesn’t change the system. It’s an advisory question that I 
consider V7ould clutter the ballot. We already have two other 
referendum questions that will be on the fall ballot. I mean, if 
you look at the origins of this bill, we have a reporter in City 
Hall, Mr. Schmits from the Press, who wrote an amusing piece 
a couple weeks after the Primary and a v;eek later V7e had the 
introduction by Councilman Pollock of this fundamental 
legislation proposing a referendum advisory question. 

I don’t want to sound like a die-in-the-wool Democrat but I 
am and there’s nothing V7rong and un-Deraocratic about people 
having party affiliations and espousing philosophical and other 
kinds of use and having people go out and vote. If Republicans 
and Independents fee] as I have often times lobbied my friends 
including one of my staff members to change the party 
affiliation, they v/ould have a greater impact in deciding the 
outcome in the Primary of who is going to govern them on Council 
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and in the Mayor's Office. I don't think Mr. Pollock is accurate 
to be fair to Mr. Murphy. I think in fact that if Mr. Murphy 
agreed to run as a Republican, we actually would have had a very 
significant election contest and I think it would be anybody's 
ballgame. I think it v;ould have been a very close campaign and 
some might have been able to raise more money than the other but 
given the personality and the qualities of each one of those 
candidates, we would have had a helluva mayor's race so I don't 
think it's true to my colleague. Hr. Pollock's earlier comments 
about the fact that the Primary is always "a fait accompli". 

That is not the case and it certainly was not the case in this 
past primary and without commenting on whether or not I think 
Tom should have ran and who I would have supported, I think this 
bill is unwarranted but more importantly in terms of Mark's 
comments saying this is a most distressing issue and so many 
people are concerned about it, baloney. Nobody even came to the 
public hearing — not one person came to the public hearing to 
speak. One person showed up and he's a long-standing argument in 
dispute with our good learned Solicitor here Mr. Pellegrini 
regarding some actions he's taken on a past issue regarding the 
Mayor holding her office while at the same time still being 
President of Council. It had nothing really to do v/ith the 
merits of the legislation. 

Mr. Pollock himself successfully weighs an argument against 
Councilman Wagner's bill several years ago v;hich proposed an 
advisory referendum on I believe of all things dog racing which 
I v/as not excited about, but I think Mr. Pollock in his 
arguments at the time weighed a successful argument that 
advisory questions are cumbersome and they're not needed on the 
ballot and I think the argument should be maintained today that 
I would like to see a lot of other advisory questions on the 
ballot that I think are far more important than this particular 
piece of legislation. Now there is an avenue for Hr. Pollock 
and I think he should take it. There is a legitimate argument 
here regarding open primary and I would suggest that 
Representative Murphy or Ivan Itkin be approached to introduce a 
bill in the State House and let it be waged there because that's 
really where the change is needed. Not to have a nebulous, 
cumbersome, ridiculous advisory question at the local level. And 
I will remind Mr. Pollock that when he ran initially for office, 
he ran as a die-in-the-v/ool Democrat and appealing to the 
Democratic Committee and now as he's going out the door all of a 
sudden he's getting a galatary end. 

The Chair: 

I'd like to comment on the bill prior to anyone else. 

I'm opposed to the legislation for many reasons, of v;hich 
some have been mentioned by several Councilmembers. 

I looked at the public hearing as a forum to determine 
whether or not there was public interest in this legislation and 
as Mr. Ferlo stated there was none. No one came here to speak in 
regard to the bill. Number One. 
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dumber TwOr Hr. Ferlo indicated that once before I did have 
an advisory referendum on dog racing and I*m still very much in 
support of legalization of dog racing. If v;e have horse racing 
we should have dog racing. It did not pass this Council; that's 
true, that was several years ago- After that vote I investigated 
the County Elections Department and found out it was very 
unlikely that the Board of Elections would have even put an 
advisory referendum question on the ballot. The reason being is 
that it sets a dangerous precedent for all types of advisory 
referendums that have no meaning, carry no law with them to be 
on the ballot and the ballot would then be cluttered. The proper 
place for this piece of legislation is in Harrisburg; that's 
true, and I would recommend to Mr- Pollock that he lobby the 
appropriate people in Harrisburg to introduce a similar piece of 
legislation. 

Other reasons. I really think this v;hole philosophy 
penalizes Democrats in this city and quite frankly I'm speaking 
out for the Democratic Party and in the 40 or 50 years that 
people have gone out and gotten people registered as Democrats. 
They have a significant advantage in this city — 5 to 1 — many 
people have worked very hard to get people registered so that 
the Democrats have a significant advantage — there's nothing 
wrong with that. The Republicans can do the same, the 
independents can do the same, the Socialist and the Populist 
Parties can do the same — anyone can do that. There has been 
years of work devoted towards that differential and 
registration. You can't take it away v;ith a referendum question 
that simply states that the person with the most votes in the 
Primary is not the v/inner of the Primary- 

Most of the people at this table were involved in an 
election and some of us got over 50 percent of the vote and some 
of us didn't, so what — we v?on. The people that ran v/on and 
even after that we face another election and everyone faces 
another election in November. Surprisingly very few people as 
Independents chose to run in November and that really is the 
opportunity I think for someone to face off against whoever wins 
in a primary in the city, not necessarily just the Republican 
Party but there is also Independents that can run.So for those 
reasons and many others I do not support this legislation; I 
think it should be in Harrisburg. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I will respond to some of the points that v/ere raised. 

Number One, the issue of this last election proving that 
there would have been an opportunity for a general election race 
in the fall is ridiculous. It was an aberration that some 
Democrat happened to get the Republican write-in nomination and 
if the Republican Party had even put up a token candidate which 
they didn't even do, there's no way that a Democrat v/ould have 
received the chance to be on the ballot in November, so to even 
mention the fact that Mr. Murphy or Mr. Lucchino had the 
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opportunity to be on the ballot in November is just totally 
ridiculous and I don't even know what it means. 

The issue of my vote on the dog racing advisory referendum 
that Mr. Ferlo talks about as if he has some knowledge is once 
again his lack of insight and awareness at anything. As I stated 
at the time, my reason for opposing the dog advisory referendum 
was not the question of there not being an advisory referendum. 

I think that each question of an advisory referendum has 
to be taken on a case-by-case basis. As I stated at the time, I 
was opposed to it because I saw at the public hearing that the 
forces in favor of the advisory referendum v/ere not coming into 
this issue v/ith either unclean hands or with a lack of resources 
and what I said at the time was that the people behind the dog 
racing referendum would have a large amount of money to do the 
television advertising campaign, the media campaign, the 
mailings and so forth whereas those who were opposed to it v/ould 
not be able to do so, so it v/ould not really be a fair 
referendum and that was why I felt that it was not going to be a 
truly advisory referendum; that was my reason at the time. But 
other advisory referendums I have no problems with if they were 
truly advisory. 

The argument that I came into politics being a chauvinist 
Democrat and I'm leaving Council being a non-chauvinist Democrat 
is ridiculous. At the time I was running for office we v/ere 
asked about what form of elections Council should be elected by 
and everywhere I went I made the same statement. I felt that 
there should be not only minority race representatives on 
Council but minority party representatives on Council and I 
still maintain that. I think there should be as in many other 
cities the opportunity to have three elected at large in this 
city with each major party only nominating two people so that 
you would be guaranteed as we do with the County Commissioners, 
as the Council in Philadelphia and other cities do, a guarantee 
of minority party representation. It's bothered me for quite 
some time even when I started getting involved in politics- That 
the Republican Party and non-Democrats have no say in government 
and if that doesn't bother even chauvinist Democrats then you 
don’t understand what government’s about and you should just 
hang around party hack calls. 

The next issue that I would like to respond to all of v/hich 
have been raised by others and I'm only responding to them was 
the question of no one coming to the public hearing. 

As I said at the time and I've said again today, it's not 
an issue that is on people's front burner because we've only had 
one election that's resulted in this kind of aberration, this 
kind of disturbing result, but I can recall at a public hearing 
not too long ago where we only had four people show up and every 
one of them came and said that the question for the referendum 
should not be on the ballot, so we had only four people and they 
all said no and yet this Council put it on the ballot and that 
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was the one that Mr. Wagner wanted so public hearings are 
certainly no factor in what this Council does v/ith questions 
before it. 

Finally, the bottom line is this. That for the next four 
years we are going to have a mayor v;ho 94 percent of the people 
did not elect and if that doesn't bother anybody, well then 
there's something wrong with v/hat you think that government is 
all about. And everyone is comparing this to a question of 
Democrats and Republicans but there are thousands and thousands 
of people in this city who for whatever the reason just choose 
not to be a member of any party and they should have a right to 
vote in the primaries and have a right to vote in determining 
who is going to be governing them and until we have the 
opportunity to allow them to vote in primaries, then 
unaffiliated people. Independents as well as those dastardly 
creatures the Republicans, will have no say in who determines 
v;ho taxes them and who governs them and for all of these reasons 
I think that this issue is one that should be discussed. I agree 
that the Legislature can only be the ones to correct it but the 
people of Pittsburgh should be entitled to have some say in the 
matter and that's all I'm doing is just creating the opportunity 
to have dialogue, discussion and a say by the people of 
Pittsburgh.

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr • President and member s of 
Council, I stated last week my 
reasons for opposing it and, just 
briefly, there is no public interest 
for it. It is an advisory 
referendum. Seldom do advisory 
referendum questions ever reach the 
ballot. Furthermore, in doing some 
research of past elections, going 
back two and a half decades, primary 
elections in the City of Pittsburgh, 
for Mayor there is no election 
except this past election where a 
candidate did not receive at least 
51 percent of the vote. This past 
election was extremely unusual in 
that you had four office holders 
running plus one very popular fifth 
candidate and, because of that, I 
think the vote was split up, as we 
al 1 know it was. Consequently, I 
don’t think there's any merit for 
this in addition to it not having 
public support or it being simply an 
advisory piece of legislation that 
actually should be in State 
government. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I just wanted to raise a couple 
of points in addition to the 
comments I made last week. 

I believe that, with Council by 
District, as I stated earlier, we 
are going to see far more instances 
where the winning candidate will get 
less than 50 percent of the 
Democratic vote in the Primary. As 
it is now, I believe most of the 
candidates who won in the Democratic 
Primary did not receive 50 percent 
of the vote; in fact, I think only 
two or three did. Now, what must be 
pointed out is that that’s only 
percentages of Democratic voters 
because, besides the run-off 


election aspect of this bill, 
there's also the question of open 
primaries. 

You know, it's a funny thing. 
We had a dialogue in this Council 
and in Courts in this City for 
probably close to a decade about the 
issue of no representation for 
minorities. And finally, in 1985 
when there were no Blacks elected to 
City Council, the final impetus was 
in place, the final straw, if yo 
will, for district elections to be 
voted in because there were no Black 
members on City Council. What 
should be pointed out is that, 
through most of that time, the Black 
population of the City of Pittsburgh 
was somewhere around 25 or 30 
percent. 

What must be stated today in 
the context of this referendum bill 
is that the population of the City 
of Pittsburgh, the registered voters 
who are not Democrats, is about 20 
percent• So, for well over a half 
century, individuals who, for 
whatever reason, choose not to 
register as Democrats - they want to 
be Independents, they want to be 
Non-Partisan, they want to have no 
party, they want to be Republicans, 
God forbid - have had no say in who 
eventually governs them, and I think 
that is a very unfortunate and 
disturbing fact. 

Open primaries are something 
whose time is coming. I believe 
very strongly that if the entire 
State of Pennsylvania doesn't go 
this way before the end of the 
century, then it will very soon 
thereafter. I believe right now 
that I'm basically at the start of 
something. This dialogue will only 
increase. We have not had contested 
races for Mayor, or viable contested 
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races for Mayor, in many, many 
years, but I think that you will see 
that increasing more. 

And, as I stated earlier, we 
will have, with less expensive 
Council races, with non-City-wide 
races for Council where individuals 
can run for small amounts of money 
in a small area, you're going to 
continue to see very large ballots 
for the District Council seats. And 
you're going to have situations like 
what we had this past primary where 
people were elected with somewhere 
around 16 or 15 percent of the 
voters in that district electing 
them for a term, and that's not 
right. That's just not democratic, 
with a small "d". It might be 
Democratic with a large "D", but 
we’re supposed to represent all the 
people of Pittsburgh. 

I have received many letters, 
many calls. There have been Letters 
to the Editor published. There have 
been editorials about this. There 
has been a great deal of dialogue 
which is basically what I really 
wanted to do to get this ball 
rolling. All change, especially 
radical change, takes a long time. 
As I said, it took a decade to 
change the way in which we were 
elected to Council and it's not 
going to take any less time for 
that. 

One final point. It should be 
noted that the Alphonse and Gas tone 
of local politics had interesting 
comments about my vote on the 
advisory referendum and the payment 
of the check to Tom Fitzgerald to 
settle the disputant City 
Controller's Office. Mr. Flaherty 
said that I was voting to not pay 
Mr. Fitzgerald because I wanted to 
run for City Controller, and Mr, 


Ferlo said that I'm voting for this 
advisory referendum because I*m 
leaving government. So, you can't 
have your cake and eat it too. I'm 
either staying or I'm leaving and I 
don't thing that either one of these 
gentlemen can deal with a person who 
just votes on each issue based upon 
the merits of the bill and based 
upon how his conscience and his 
degree of reasoning leads him to 
vote. There are no ulterior 
motives. 

As I said earlier, I have, from 
the day I first got involved in 
politics, been concerned with the 
disturbing result of Independents 
and non-Democrats having no say in 
who governs them. And until that is 
corrected, and until close to 20 
percent of the City has some say in 
government, I will continue to talk 
about it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I'd just like 
one final comment. It has been said 
that Independents don't have a say 
in this government. That's not 
accurate. One of the most popular 
Mayors this City ever had. Mayor 
Caliguiri, ran as an Independent. 
And I want the public to know from 
this day forward that anyone can run 
as an Independent in this City if 
they so choose. And they do have a 
respectable chance of winning, 
particularly with district 
elections. That is not a well-known 
fact because people sometimes forget 
that Mayor Caliguiri won as an 
Independent and beat a very popular 
candidate at the time, Mr. Foerster. 

So, Council by district 
elections was just initiated in 
1989. It has not even been 
implemented. And already people are 




saying it's not going to work. 
Already they're saying that the 
process by which people are elected 
is not fair. That is not 
accurate. It is fair; it is 
public. Anyone can run; we all know 
that. It's very easy to file and 
run and district elections has 
opened up the process. Let's give 
it a try. It's not even 1990. It 
hasn't even happened. Let's give it 
a try. That's what I'm saying. 

And in addition to district 
elections, the other offices in the 
City of Pittsburgh* they can be 
contested* not just by Democrats but 
by Republicans and by 
Independents. Unfortunately, it 
hasn't been done to any great degree 
in the past by one time it was done 
very successfully. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think there's been a lot of 
distortion by people who may, in 
good conscience * believe what 
they're saying and perhaps don't 
know some of the things that go on 
behind the scenes. I don't agree 
with everything that * s in the bill 
that Mr. Pollock has introduced, but 
I have long been a proponent of open 
primaries and I think enlightened 
communities allow people to vote by 
just registering the day of the 
election, any party they want, and 
vote. I think that we 
disenfranchise people by putting 
stumbling blocks in the way. I 
remember when there was a time 1 f 
you couldn't write, you couldn't 
vote. It was designed to keep 
minorities, Blacks, from being able 
to vote who were in the South. That 
day has come and gone. Ue've got to 
open up the system. 

I agree with Mark that 


everybody should have a chance to 
run and when I talk about 
distortions I think everyone forgets 
that our very popular Mayor, who was 
somebody that I cared about a great 
deal even though I battled with him 
many times, Mayor Caliguiri won as 
an Independent after he sat on this 
City Council for many years as a 
Democrat and was able to raise, 
because of his connections over the 
years, a lot of money and run as an 
Independent. I think that we get a 
lot of distortions here. 

The Chair: 

Alright, come on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I noticed that you didn't 
interrupt Mr. Wagner when he went 
off on his tangent so I think you 
should give me the same courtesy and 
the people watching know that when 
I'm cut off and the others are not 


The Chair: 

Ms. Madoff, I didn't cut you 
off. I am cutting Mr, Pollock off 
for interrupting you. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Just in response to Mr, 
Pollock, I just want to say that I'm 
probably the only Councllmember at 
this table who hired a registered 
Republican on my staff. 

The Chair: 

I would just like to say one 
thing. I listened to everybody here 
about who ran against who. I can 
remember back, and I know the 
proponent of this bill and his 
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helper don't want to remember this, 
but I remember Mr. Tabor ran a very, 
very strong campaign against Mr. 
Flaherty some time ago. And I 
remember after that it was Mr. 
Cosetti. But I think what happened 
this time against Mr. Caliguiri was 
Mr. Sneath. But I think what 
happened this time, the Republicans 
had their candidate up there as a 
Democrat and he just didn't win, 
damn it. And that’s the problem. 
And that's your problem, Mr. 
Pollock, and that's your supporter's 
problem. We had a Republican 
running as a Democrat and he had all 
the money, he had all the big 
Republicans support him, but he just 
did not win and that’s why the 
Republicans didn't put anybody up.

Mr. Pollock; 

Just one follow-up to this issue because I know it's not 
going anywhere but in the first bill that was defeated, would 
the City of Pittsburgh issue a check to Mr. Fitzgerald? 

Mr. Pellegrini; 

Yes. 

Mr. Pollock; 

I learned in contracts the first semester of my first year 
of law school that a check is a contract; it's nothing else, 

Mr. Pellegrini; 

— why do we have 511 in the Charter, Mark? 

Mr. Pollock; 

Let me finish my statement. I think if you'll go back to 
your contracts book you learn a check is a contract and a 
contract is an agreement. The way I see it the first issue we 
voted on an agreement with Mr. Fitzgerald and it was defeated 
and today we're voting on an agreement with Mr- Fitzgerald. You 
can use 511 or any other language you want but in both instances 
the vote was on an agreement with Mr. Fitzgerald and we can get 
Dee Murray in here to tell me whether I'm right or wrong. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I would suggest that you go back to your local government 
course. Under Section 511 it requires six votes and the Mayor 
has an absolute veto. Under this it's five and it requires 
two-thirds. That to me is a different animal entirely than the 
substance of the contract. Now the simple matter of it is there 
is a majority of Council that has to pass the contract; the 
other one is an extraordinary means, so what you're in effect 
saying is that if somebody comes up here for a contract to do 
extra work on a job that they can't come up with a normal 
procedure which you need five, that simply is not the case. What 
we're dealing with is the operation of government and which I 
think we're losing site of. One's an extraordinary means so 
sometimes that six is for a warrant; this is different because 
it is a contract. Now you can —

Is a check a contract?

Mr. Pollock: 

A check is not a contract? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The way the city system defines contract — the way the 
Administrative Code defines contract is that a pure and simple 
check is not a contract because a contract requires a human 
relations paragraph by state law, a Workmen's Compensation 
contract and I don't see that anywhere on the state so I would 
suggest that you look at the code. 

Mr. Pollock: 

You know and I know what the issue is here. What you've 
been talking about is procedural issues and not substantive 
issues and I want to get off that point. The bottom line to this 
is that the City Controller is petrified of having the light of 
day come into that office and that is what's happened here. When 
he lost the first vote and he saw that lightness was going to be 
shining into that office, he prevailed upon certain allies to 
re-introduce this so he could find another way of getting this 
done and with all this protestation to the contrary, he would 
love to have a public airing of this but he is petrified of what 
those people want to say in open court with the media there and 
dis-interested parties there to learn about the cancer that is 
pervading on the first floor of this building. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

We have a much more important case coming up. And we have a 
case coming up which we have no control over — I have no 
control over this case and it could result in hundreds of 
thousands of dollars of liability against the City, the one down 
in federal court that's coming up in the fall. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Different issues. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 

It*s the same type of thing so what happens if they come in 
and the potential liability is $1 million — we have to pay 
attorney's fees and everything else and they come up with an 
offer for $60,000.00 or some other number. Now someone is going 
to have to balance that to go ahead with the trial and have the 
City pay $1 million or some lesser settlement. Now everybody can 
say that we want the Controller to go down and pay by a public 
hearing. He can pay but ultimately if we lose that public 
hearing it comes down to money so if you want to say that it's 
worth $40,000.00 or $50,000.00 to go down there and litigate all 
of this out, fine, but somebody's going to pay for that so it's 
a pure, simple legal issue and if people want to look at it more 
than a pure, simple, fine, but I think that should be out there. 
It is not whether or not you cut your risk. You may want to say 
that the Controller should go through this or whatever he's 
going to go through but you have to be aware that the public is 
going to pay for the show and that's what you're saying. 

Mr. Pollock: 

As I said at the time, it's like the commercial for an oil 
filter, "you can either pay me now or pay me later" and the 
issue is, we keep paying these amounts of money and now you're 
talking about possibly there being a settlement? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

I'm not saying that there is is a settlement. You balance 
those things, I was throwing numbers out. 

The Chair: 

Please speak to the issue. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

It's a balancing approach. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Of course, and what I'm saying is that this is the same 
mentality that people use every time they take their car into 
the shop and they keep having to pay for a new transmission and 
new brakes and mufflers and after awhile you say "Look, I've got 
to put this thing to sleep" and now every few months or a couple 
times a year something comes up where we have to spend more 
taxpayers' dollars because of the political machinations and 
shenanigans of the City Controller. 

The Chair: 

— I will interrupt here. I have heard everything sziid in 
regard to this issue twice and it's almost as if there's an echo 
in this room and the discussion and we are now in a legal debate 
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as to whether or not this should be introduce in the manner in 
which it's in. The Solicitor has ruled and if any Councilmember 
wants an alternative legal opinion — 

Mr. Pollock: 

— what are you talking about? I was talking about the 
merits of this bill. 

The Chair: 

The merits of the bill have been discussed twice, Mr. 
Pollock. 

Mr. Pollock: 

This is the first time I*ve talked about it. 

The Chair; 

And we are on an argument in regard to the legalities — 

Mr. Pollock; 

— well I have the floor and I*m speaking. 

The Chair: 

— well, you have the floor but let’s stay to the bill. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Settling this case is exactly what this bill is about, so 
the issue as I’ve talked about when we had this — we’ve already 
said it’s a new bill so anything I’ve talked about two weeks ago 
has nothing to do with this bill. 

So since we're now on a new bill, as I said two weeks ago 
on that old bill which has nothing to do with the one here, if 
we continue to bail out Mr. Flaherty, and I include in bail-outs 
raising his solicitor's fee from $40,000.00 to $65,000.00 a year 
to keep bailing him out of jackpots, so we keep pumping money 
into an old battered car when we should go out and get a new car 
or do something to show that this thing can’t be kept afloat 
anymore and that — you keep saying that because there's the 
possibility of greater risk we should — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— that's every settlement. I mean that's no different and 
what I'm saying is exactly what you’re saying. 

Mr. Pollock; 

And what I’m saying is that maybe you’re not comfortable 
but you are willing to have the taxpayers bail it out instead of 
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getting to the root cause of the cancer and that is until he has 
his day in court with the surcharge action to recover some of 
these taxpayer's dollars, then we're going to just keep going up 
there. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Essentially the way you do that is through the electoral 
process. 

Mr. Pollock: 

That's not a surcharge action. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The second part of it is that you keep saying that the 
taxpayers have to spend money. The question is, do we want to 
cut our losses? There was the Edberg case over at the County 
where the County had nothing to do with it but the County has to 
pay. I don't control what's going on, I'm trying to limit 
damage. And the question is, if you want to spend more money, 
fine, you can just turn down the settlement and we can go 
down — 


Mr. Pollock: 

— you didn't respond to the point I raised. I believe very 
strongly that Mr. Edberg, although he's a very nice guy and a 
wonderful physician, I think he was liable for a private 

surcharge action and the County didn't pursue it but you someday 

could be hearing a case like that or something very similar to 
it. I believe that he was liable personally, they didn't go 
after him. To this day I believe Mr. Flaherty is liable for 
considerable sums of money. That money that the City paid out to 
pay for Mr. Stone's and Mr. Schmeiser's attorneys, you know and 
I know he was personally liable for that. He bought a RICO 
action himself as an individual and in the power of authority. 
You could have gone after him to recover that money that the 

taxpayers paid and I think we could go after him on this too but 

until we do, you're content to have the taxpayers bail him out. 

Mr. Pellegrini; 

What you're really saying in this particular instance is 
that in a surcharge action, every time a public official loses 
an unfair labor practice. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Why are you stretching things that I'm sayingi i didn't say 
that. A RICO action had nothing to do with unfair labor 
practices. I'm talking about continually bailing him out. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 

As you knoWf you don't do things because of a continuancer 
what you do is because of particular actions. Unfair labor 
practices come up all the time. And if he loses an unfair labor 
practicer it's not surchargable. 

Mr. Pollock: 

If he loses an unfair labor practice and the findings are 
that this man was fired for political reasons — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— it was not even the allegation. 

Mr. Pollock: 

If he loses the unfair labor practice — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— he was fired because he was engaging in union activity. 
Mr. Pollock: 

That's what the claim is. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

That's the only thing that can appear before the Board. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Right, so if it's found that he wasn't fired for that 
reason and it turns out that he was fired for political reasons 
or other reasons — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— no. The only finding that the Labor Relations Board 
could made is he was fired for engaging in union activity. He 
could be engaging in everything else, there's only one issue and 
that's whether or not he was fired for engaging in union 
activity. That's the only jurisdiction of the Board. 

Mr. Pollock: 

You're right but what was the claim? The claim of the 
Controller was that he was fired for doing private legal work. 
The private legal work according to the Claimant was at the 
behest and order of his boss which takes it out of the labor. 
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Mr. Pellegrini: 

Let's say that's agreed that he did private work which I 
have no information on but let's agree. Let's say he did all of 
it. Let's say he devoted 90 percent of his time to private legal 
work. If in fact he was fired for engaging in union activity 
despite all of that and I think you would agree, he would still 
be entitled to a relief so that's the crux of the legal issue 
here. The legal issue is, he could do everything wrong. He could 
have been worst employee in the work but the only issue is 
whether or not under the law he was engaging in union activity 
and that's the same thing in EEOC cases and HRC cases and all 
the rest. It's not whether or not they're good employees or not, 
the issue is that why wasn't an administrative action or an 
employment action taken against them? They are single-issue 
agencies and the problem that we have here is that everybody is 
making this a larger case than that. It's a single issue. 
Everything else like that could all be true. He could be totally 
wrong but as long as they could establish he was fired for 
engaging in union activities, he would win and win the money. 
Agree? 

Mr. Pollock: 

The bottom line is this Danny. That until and as long as 
this city keeps settling in your argument we talked about 
counting our losses and lick our wounds and walk away and settle 
for the smaller amount now rather than risk a larger amount but 
the bottom line is, you talk about either an electoral system or 
a surcharge action or some other method but until someone shines 
a light in there and brings a light of day in that office, no 
one is going to know what's going on down there. We're sitting 
around here guessing right now. You know and I know we don't 
really know what's going on. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

But you know that's not the process. I look at it as a 
legal method; that's a political answer. 

The Chair: 

That is not the issue. The Chair is ruling a Roll Call vote 
on the issue.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Director, the original authorization from Council I believe 
allowed the ability for this developer to get the financing and 
do whatever work needed to be done and what was the duration of 
that initial agreement, was it six years? 

Ms. Downing: 

The original re-zoning was in 1983 and there was a two-year 
time period to record the subdivision plan. In 1987 Council 
amended that legislation allowing for a six-year period and now 
it is for an additional two years which would take it to 1991. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Two questions. Why a six-year window of opportunity or time 
limit and secondly, in reading some of the documents from the 
Commission and please clarify this, are we now allowing this 
developer to basically give up the responsibility to build a 
marina and a boat dock that is no longer now part of the 
agreement? 

Ms. Downing: 

My understanding is that it is not part of this final plan 
that the City Planning Commission approved. If they wanted to do 
a marina or anything else on the riverfront, they would have to 
come to back for a separate approval through the conditional use 
application. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

But it is not the intention of this developer to do a boat 
dock and a marina. 

Ms. Downing: 

Not at this time. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Again, I wasn't on Council at the time but x thought one of 
the reasons why Council was so adamant in wanting to support 
this was not only for the higher-income housing, we're talking 
about units that would rent for upwards of $800.00 a month, but 
the notion that the desirability of a boat dock and a marina 
activity as an integral part of this development project and I 
had thought that that's why we had committed so much public 
dollars just for that kind of an infrastructure and an 
investment on this property and I think that's a significant 
change. I mean, this developer no longer having that obligation 
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or that responsibility to do this marina boat dock I think is a 
significant change from the intent and the support that 
initially Council received for project- 

Ms. Downing: 

Let me just clarify one thing and then I'll have Mr. Brown 
fill in the pieces. 

I think there is still the commitment to do a public 
overlook on the river part of the property so that commitment is 
still there and that is in fact what part of the public dollars 
were specifically from the State Department of Community Affairs 
to make that access possible. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So we've committed how much money? 

Ms. Downing: 

The City's contribution is to road improvements in and 
around the development itself. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

In the amount of — 

Ms. Downing: 

I actually don't remember right now. There's a commitment 
from the Public Parking Authority and there's a commitment 
through the Engineering and Construction budget for those road 
improvements. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

For some reason I remember a $1 million figure as a public 
contribution. 

Ms. Downing: 

You may be right, I don't remember. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is there a market study that suggests that this developer 
can successfully rent out $800.00 units without the additional 
attraction of a boat dock and a marina? 

Mr. Brown: 

They had a market study to convince the lending 
institutions. They had to do that market study, yes. 
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A marina was proposedr not on this site but on the next 
block towards town. The marina was actually the North .^hore 
Marina which has to be relocated from the North Shore area 
eventually/ I think they're still there but the person who owned 
that marina/ Jim Franklin, purchased property in the next block 
towards the Downtown area which was originally a lock on the 
river. His intent was to relocate North Shore Marina to that 
area and the North Shore Marina is a public marina for 
launching, storage and the whole bit. Jim Franklin has since 
passed on I believe two years or so ago and I don't really know 
what that company is doing today, whether it was sold or if his 
family is still operating a marina or not. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

But that's not directly a part of this. 

Mr. Brown: 


No. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

I just feel and I still feel that given the amount of public 
subsidy for this project that we should be getting more than 
just the renovation and the opening of a major hiring come 
* facility and my hope was that that would include the boat dock 
and marina and it seems as though that that's no longer a part 
of this development and I don't think that's a good position for 
the City to take unless somebody could explain to me why it's 
still the best position. But I don't think we should let this 
developer out of his responsibility and I also question whether 
or not it's even in his best interest. I believe even from his 
best interest point of view that the desirability of a high rent 
like that should have the additional benefit of a boat dock 
marina and I don't think we should let him out of that 
obligation and it seems as though we've done that and in 
approving this we're going to continue to — 

Ms. Downing: 

— maybe Jim can speak to the timing. I believe that the 
change with the marina happened several years ago. I don't 
believe that is a recent change. I mean they have been 
considering that for several years. 

Mr. Brown: 

Actually it was never a part of any approval. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

The initial proposal which Council approved included a 
larger restaurant in the square foot two or three times of what 
the present project calls for, restaurant/retail and the initial 
Council approval several years ago was for the amenity of a boat 
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dock/marina as an integral part of this building facility and 
that was the initial approval and then there was a change in the 
final document which really is somewhat before us today because 
this bill is on the table and basically the other component of 
the boat dock marina is no longer a part of this proposal and I 
think that's a significant change from the original project that 
Council agreed to support. 

Ms. Downing: 

It is a change but what is before you is an improvement 
subdivision plan which would simply allow them to proceed with 
the housing and commercial components as they currently define 
it. It does not include the public overlook portion of the 
project and it does not include the entire area that was rezoned 
so this is just one piece of development. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So is it the Mayor's opinion and Planning's opinion that 
this additional infrastructure improvement or this additional 
quality to this proposed develojmient is not needed, is not 
required? I mean, we're sort of letting the developer off the 
hook, that's what I'm suggesting. 

Ms. Downing: 

This project has been in the planning stages for many years 
as you can tell from the request that's before you and I think 
over that time period conditions have changed and they no longer 
believe that this should be part of the development in terms of 
policy, and clearly the City is interested in encouraging as 
much riverfront development and activity as possible and we are 
working with private developers to increase the amount of public 
access to the rivers but I don't believe the public bodies can 
force developers to do things that they are not prepared to do. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

We use our public dollars to affect public policy. We 
leverage public tax dollars to make something happen that's 
desirable. What's wrong with using our ?1 million to suggest 
that we're going to help this development but we also want a 
marina boat dock? I mean if not, we should spend $1 million and 
help revitalize the Stanton Heights Shopping Center. We target 
dollars all the time to help out the private sector and try to 
provide leverage. 

Ms. Downing: 

But in this case the public commitment was for street 
improvements that also were needed and there is a commitment 
from the Department of Community Affairs for the public overlook 
portion. So that while the plan isn't being put forth as 
originally proposed, certainly there is public purpose in 
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supporting the street improvement and also in the overlook and 
those are proceeding. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Okay. 

The Chair; 

Director/ 1 echo Councilman Ferlo's concerns about the boat 
dock. Under this revised proposal of which Council was never 
informed that a marina was taken away from the project as 
proposed. Does the potential still exist for another developer 
to put a marina adjacent to this property along the riverfront 
or do they have a total control of the parcel up to and 
including the riverfront? 

Mr. Brown: 

Within this block they have total control up to the 
riverfront. The next two blocks I believe will still have the 
opportunity for riverfront marinas. This block, I*m not sure but 
there may be some opportunity to do that in the future. 

The Chair; 

Between now and Monday I*d appreciate it if you*d show me 
precisely on a map where a marina could go by another developer 
if they so choose to do it other than this developer which I 
still hope will see the light of day and know that that is a 
tremendous asset and I think would be a drawing card to the 
project. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Can I just have an additional request Mr. Chairman? I would 
like to see Council be apprised and made available a copy of the 
market study and I still haven't heard an explanation and maybe 
I'm wrong and I hope I am but the thought that somebody is going 
to rent an $800.00 a month apartment and up in this part of town 
* without the additional attraction and the amenity of a marina 
boat dock is questionable and again I'm not a real estate 
expert, I hope I'm wrong but I just find this hard to believe 
and as far as Director Downing's comments about infrastructure, 
sure we should use our money to assist in infrastructure but 
generally speaking it's up to a developer to pay for the 
infrastructure improvements along Freeport Road, there's 
requirements of developers to pay for traffic signalization and 
concrete slab. The fact is that we're putting in $1 million in 
as investment because we believe that from the tax base jobs, 
revenues, improvement of the community, we want to support this 
project but I think our $1 million — at that point that we kick 
in $1 million would then have the ability to have some input 
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into the project and request that certain things happen; that's 
a quid pro quo and I think our quid pro quo here is to make sure 
that there's a boat dock and the marina develoEHnent-

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I would just like to state 
for the Record, since last week when 
Mr. Ferlo brought up the point, and 
I echoed the same thing he had to 
say about the lack of boat docking 
facilities at this development, it 
has been told to me by Mr. Brown and 
by Mr. David O’Laughlin who is 
involved with the York^Hanover group 
to convert the Armstrong Cork 
Factory to a residential commercial 
development, that the development 
will not have a marina, per se, but 
it will have boat docking 
facilities. And the explanation of 
that was that it will not have a 
boat launching facility or an area 
to gas up the boats or repair boats, 
but there will be docking facilities 
available as part of the 
development. And money granted by 
DCA, Department of Consnunity 
Affairs, the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, three-quarters of a 
million dollars. There will be 
approximately 100 boat docks and the 
people that live at Armstrong Cork 
will have accessibility to those 
boat docks.

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to share with 
Council that in the last couple of 
days I have spoken with Jane 
Downing, Sandy Phillips who is now 


based at the Pittsburgh Foundation, 
about putting together a film that 
you can play on your VCR and a 
manual on how to organize a 
community and showcasing the various 
communities in the City that have 
done outstanding jobs, certainly the 
work that Sandy Phillips did in 
Oakland, certainly the work that was 
done on the North Side by the 
community groups there, the 
Germantown, the efforts that have 
been done with the business 
community, and particularly the 
Bloomfield-Garfield area. And all 
these communities, as you notice, as 
you listen, have received 
substantive dollars far in excess of 
what other communities are getting. 

Way back when Mr. Stone was 
here, he would say that it isn't 
fair that communities that aren't 
organized and communities that 
perhaps haven't been able to have 
the kind of input will need to have 
that kind of support. 

I think we're voting on a large 
sum of dollars going to 
communities. The idea of the film 
is to showcase those communities 
that have been effective, show what 
they've been doing, and do a how-to 
film involving every community. 
Jane Downing is very favorably 
disposed towards it. I think we 
will get some money from some of the 
foundations to help. 

The reason I bring it up at 
this time when we're talking about 
this money, when we get into budget 
hearings, we're going to be funding 
the community planners. The 
salaries are so low that they can't 
fill the jobs. They're not 
competitive. They've eliminated the 
grade one where those people who 
were knowledgeable of communities 
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can go in and work with communities 
in favor of planners at higher 
Levels and cannot fill those jobs* 
There are right now four and a half 
planners because I think somebody 
had a baby and has left and somebody 
is temporarily assigned which means 
that some of the districts will have 
someone working with them in the 
neighborhoods and others will not. 
There will not be on-going people. 

And I think that when we get to 
budget time, we ought to think about 
re-evaluating the process whether 
there will be someone assigned to 
each community that may not have to 
have the credentials of a Masters 
Degree. I think Mr. Ferlo has been 
a community activist without a 
Masters Degree. I'm sure many of 
the Councilmembers sitting here 
don't have Masters Degrees but have 
been effective in organizing, myself 
in GASP and community events, 
working in my communities. And I 
think that we need to look at a 
different format for providing the 
help to those communities that do 
not have, and those communities that 
get a substantive amount of dollars 
be involved in helping other 
communities that are not as far 
along in the process. Thank you.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Two brief items. First of all, 
Mr. Chairman, tomorrow in the lobby 
of the City County Building I'm 
helping to co-sponsor with a number 
of environmental groups what we are 
calling Recycling Awareness Day. 
There will be about 12 or 14 
different companies and 
environmental groups, state 
agencies, local agencies, who are in 
some way involved with the recycling 
issue. And certainly given the 
recent proposal offer by Mayor 
Masloff and given the dialogue and 
debate that this Council needs to 
have regarding implementation of Act 
101, which is the mandatory 
recycling, I thought it would be 


I 
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help£ul for the citizens to know 
that they can come down tomorrow 
from 9$00 to 5:00 in the main lobby 
to receive literature, review films, 
and basically talk to experts in the 
field on the whole issue. So, if 
you want to know anything about 
trash and recycling, and then some, 
you can come down from 9:00 to 3:00 
tomorrow. 

The Chair: 

If I can interrupt you. Your 
committee has been formed, you have 
been appointed chairman — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Yes. We're going to be meeting 
in the next week and a half and I'll 
inform Council of the meeting. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On an unrelated matter, Mr. 
Chairman. I wanted to raise this 
last week but the fire alarm went 
off and I wasn't able to speak on 
it, and that concerns the Housing 
Authority of the City of 
Pittsburgh. This City Council, we 
discussed a resolution I offered 
several months ago, and 
successfully. The concern basically 
is the labor negotiation contract 
which, for some reason, it's been I 
believe at least three or four 
months now, if not longer, that 
people have been out. I don't know 
if it's a lock-out, but basically, 
people are not working. I don't 
pretend to understand all of the 
issues involved in terms of 
negotiations. I don't know if the 
union is being unfair. My position 


was that having talked to them 
several months ago that they were 
being very reasonable and basically 
I support them in the position that 
they take, which is, they want eight 
hours pay for eight hours work. 
That's something that everybody else 
gets in this City and all of our 
authorities and I think it's 
certainly fair that they should be 
treated the same way. 

I think it's just a terrible 
situation and a total lack of 
leadership on the part of Mayor 
Masloff and her Administration who 
ultimately we must hold accountable 
for the performance of the Housing 
Authority, that this strike and this 
situation has gone on for so many 
months. And I think we on Council 
should ask that the Mayor personally 
intervene and try to bring the 
parties together. There certainly 
has got to be give and take on the 
part of the Housing Authority 
Director, Mr. Pietragallo, and 
certainly on the part of the 
union. By the time when so many 
people are out, and I understand 
that there are some of the employees 
and their family members in the 
audience today, I even understand 
that some of them have begun a 
hunger strike, and that's just a 
terrible situation. It's not good 
for the Authority, it's not good for 
the employees, and certainly not 
good for the people that the 
employees at the Authority represent 
and that's thousands of people who 
rely on public housing. 

I would also question the 
amount of money that Mr. Pietragallo 
is spending hiring outside 
temporaries who are doing the work 
of some of the clerical staff. That 
doesn't make any sense to me. 
Certainly, there's a large amount of 
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money that he's expending. 

Mr. Chairman, I know you're 
still a member of the Board of the 
Authority. I think yourself and our 
Mayor have the responsibility to try 
to do whatever you can and I'm sure 
you have been active on this 
issue. Maybe you could shed some 
light. 

But at this time, I would ask 
that we send a letter to the Mayor 
asking her to please bring the 
parties together to try to resolve 
this dispute. 

Michelle Madoff: 

On the same subject. I think 
that the people who are fasting are 
going to be a lot thinner because 
the Mayor is in Italy, if they wait 
a week. I don't think that we can 
wait for the Mayor to come back. I 
really think that perhaps Mr. Woods 
could sit down with Mr. Pietragallo 
and some of the leaders and work 
this out. My sympathies lie with 
the people who are just asking to 
have pay for the hours that they 
work. And all the convoluted 
reasons that they shouldn't be paid 
just don’t hold water. 

And that leads me to another 
subject, which is water. I found 
the article this morning on Alcosan, 
the $3 million overpayment, 
amazingly interesting and I'm amazed 
that I am a prophet in my own 
time. Yesterday, only yesterday, I 
spent hours writinj^ a letter to the 
Administration and a letter to Mr. 
Roddey with reference to the 
misconception, I believe, and some 
of the manipulations and problems 
that are going on in the Water 
Department, not in the engineering 
and the safety of the water, but in 


the area of customer relations in 
particularly and the billing and the 
collections. I had a letter from 
Mr. Roddey, or he believes that the 
$16 million on the book, he believes 
that only somewhere between $3 
million and $5 million are 
definitely collectable. And, as you 
know, $1.7 million is what is 
generated by a 5 percent increase. 
Well, even a mere $5 million would 
postpone the need, if it were 
collected, the need to increase 
water rates at this time. He 
accused me of grandstading, but 
that' s from the man who hired his 
own press agent, so we won't get too 
upset about that. 

The issue that I addressed 
yesterday in ray correspondence was 
that there are laws on the books now 
that have been expedited by the 
State. The law that says that we 
can take properties for delinquent 
taxes, and we can take properties, 
put liens on them, and they have. I 
believe, it's six. months, it used to 
be a year but now it's six months, 
to pay their bills. If they don't 
pay them, when we start to take the 
property, I think they have three 
more months to pay their bills and, 
therefore, hold onto their 
property. But in nine months it's 
over. Either you've paid your money 
or you forfeited the property. 
Those properties can be turned 
around and sold and generate 
certainly the amount of our taxes or 
as much of that in the percentage 
that is our water bills. 

I think that's an area that we 
must look at and I think to read in 
the paper that we've overpaid $3 
million to Alcosan because the 
Alcosan bill is based in part on the 
water bill is not acceptable to 
me, I would like to meet with the 
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Finance Chairman, with Mr. Turner, 
and I think it should be done 
publicly in this forum so the public 
can understand how a mere $3 million 
was paid to Alcosan in error when 
I *ve been hitting on this subject 
for years and years, and 
particularly having been stonewalled 
and told that 1 couldn't have access 
to the records because they were 
private, learning subsequently about 
eight months ago that it was not 
true, and then focusing and zeroing 
in and putting out a report in great 
detail as to what is going on. 

I think the public has the 
right to hear, the public has the 
right to know how it happened, and 
whether we*re going to recover any 
of that money and what impact it's 
going to have on their taxes for the 
coming year, because $3 million does 
make an impact on the taxes and on 
the rate structure. That's tax 
dollars going to pay a rate 
structure. 

I would like to request that, 
not tomorrow because it's too soon 
for me to have my ducks in order. I 
want to make sure that my 
correspondence is out and that I' ve 
had a chance to go down and review 
the $10 million supposedly that the 
Water Department says is 
uncollectable in the abandoned 
properties. That could be either on 
a home or a lot, and find out from 
the Law Department whether we could 
sell these properties and recover 
some of the money and also talk to 
Lands and Buildings. That's in the 
process. And so I'd like to request 
that we have a post agenda a week 
from Wednesday or that we have a 
hearing, I want it televised, 
perhaps a hearing, Tuesday after the 
session so that we really find out 
what's going on. This is a terrible 


situation to read about in the 
papers. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Every year at budget time I 
raise the issue of the fact that the 
City does not charge tor false fire 
alarms and it undercharges for false 
burglar alarms. And of the last few 
months, the people who work in the 
City County Building have 
experienced first-hand exactly one 
of the reasons why every year I have 
pressed to no avail to have these 
charges installed and increased. 
Since the County has installed a new 
fire alarm in this building, there 
have been 14 false alarms. That 
means 14 times the people of this 
building have had to vacate. 

The significance of that is 
great and numerous. Number one, 
without question, work has been 
disrupted, people have spent hours 
outside away from their work, the 
City and County have suffered and 
the Courts have suffered. We saw 
that here with public hearings and 
other sessions that have been 
interrupted. 

Number two, the City has 
responded to each of these 14 alarms 
with Fire and other Public Safety 
personnel, at a cost to the City of 
approximately $2,500 to $3,000 each 
time. That's each time, what the 
estimated costs are to send out 
Public Safety personnel. 

And, most significantly, I, and 
I'm sure many other people who work 
in this building, are at the point 
now that we completely ignore the 
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alarms and work right through it. 
So the day is going to come, and I 
hope it doesn't, but God forbid if 
we ever have a real fire, there is 
going to be a real tragedy in this 
building and lives will be lost. 

Now, as I stated, the County 
installed this system. Over the 
last 3 or 4 months we have had 14 
times where this building has been 
vacated and still the alarms 
continue. I believe very strongly 
that, number one, not only should 
the cost that the City is expending 
every time these alarms go off and 
we have to expend money to send out 
Public Safety out be recaptured from 
the County, but more importantly, as 
Judge Cohill found out, when you put 
a financial incentive on the County 
or other bodies or companies or 
building owners and they get hit 
with a fine for these false alarms, 
maybe that will get their 
attention. And maybe after the 
second or the third or the fourth, 
if they get a significant fine, that 
they will put more attention into 
remedying the problem and we won't 
have a tragedy. We are going to 
have a tragedy, and if we don't have 
a tragedy, we're still going to 
continue to lay out thousands and 
thousands of dollars until this 
system is fixed. 

So, hopefully, at budget time 
this year when I will again be 
proposing a charge for false fire 
alarms and increase the charge for 
false burglar alarms, that my 
colleagues will concur with me, 
finally, now that they've 
experienced it first hand. 

The Chair: 

Thank you. 


Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, there was a bill introduced 
today in Mr. Ferlo's committee by 
the Administration in regard to 
exploratory drilling along Saw Mill 
Run Creek to facilitate local flood 
control operation agreement with the 
Corps of Engineers. I would like to 
request that due to the fact that 
Rule 8 has been suspended on the 
item, it's a very important item, 
chat all available information be 
provided by the Corps of Engineers 
to this Council prior to us voting 
on that bill tomorrow. It deals 
with enlarging a portion of the Saw 
Mill Run Creek, but, unfortunatey, I 
found out that it's not sufficient 
to address the flooding problems of 
Saw Mill Run. 

So, in order for us to make a 
solid recommendation as to what the 
Corps of Engineers should be doing 
along Saw Mill Run, we need to know 
precisely what they're Calking about 
in terms of us giving the agreement 
to them for exploratory drilling. 
Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in response to my 
earlier concern on the Housing 
Authority, I didn't get a sense that 
we would specifically send a letter 
to the Mayor, communicate to her, 
and I was wondering what is the 
pleasure of the body on this.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

First of all, on the issue of 
Hurricane Hugo, I read in the 
newspaper the Administration's 
intentions and I'd like to raise a 
couple concerns. 

First of all, obviously, we're 
all very compassionate and concerned 
about the disaster, not only in 
terms of the human tragedy but 
certainly the physical damage that 
was done, but I do think this 
Council is owed an explanation in a 
formal report from the Mayor 
regarding her intentions to utilize 
City personnel and/or vehicles for 
the hurricane. I'm not aware that 
that has come to Council and I think 
we should have legislation or 
approval submitted to this Council. 

Personally, I am concerned 
about the issue of liability and 
workers' comp and I don't know what 
the answer to that question is but I 
think one, we should be approving 
this disaster relief plan if we're 
going to participate at all. 
Secondly, I'd like some questions 
answered as to liability, workers' 
comp, and other questions that I'm 
sure many of us would begin to 
raise. 

Thirdly, I think it's 
disgusting that our President has 


only committed a little over $1 
billion when the damages are well 
over $3 billion, and it's about time 
the federal government owned up to 
its responsibility. I could see the 
Mayor, and I would certainly applaud 
her and support her if she were to 
lead a private effort, a voluntary 
private effort, but I'm really 
concerned and personally I'm opposed 
to this sending of City workers. We 
have some disasters in our own 
neighborhoods that need to be taken 
care of and I don't think we're 
financially in the position of doing 
what I think is going to be done. I 
think the commitment should be to 
take care of the problems that we 
have in our own communities. 

If you think that's callous, I 
just want to indicate that I am for 
a voluntary private effort, and 
certainly our Mayor should be about 
the business of uniting City-wide 
agencies and community groups, the 
corporate community, other 
businesses, and I'm sure that she 
can head up a significant private 
voluntary effort. But I am 
personally opposed, and I'm asking 
for the prerogative to review 
whatever plan is being submitted, 
whatever the intentions are, and 
also I think we should debate this 
in Council before we go off and do 
that. 

And secondly, with all the 
people unemployed, not only in our 
own area, but unemployed in that 
state, the federal government could 
develop a WPA kind of a program. I 
have a lot of unemployed friends 
that would go for three or four 
months and work for eight or nine 
dollars and hour in a voluntary 
effort and/or getting paid through a 
special grant. But I think we have 
to put pressure on the federal 
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government to do what they need to 
be doing and I would urge the Mayor 
to head up a voluntary private 
effort which I will be glad to 
participate in. But I am opposed to 
sending City workers and/or vehicles 
there and I'd like to know what the 
liability and costs are. But mostly 
I'm asking, how can they do this 
without Council's review and 
authorization. 

The Chair: 

As soon as this meeting is over 
I will contact the Mayor and also 
the Law Department and I will report 
back to you as soon as I can.

Mr. Chairman, I'm along the 
same lines. We have a liability and 
a workers' compensation problem 
here. And going out of the state of 
Pennsylvania, it's not City work, 
while it’s benevolent and it's good, 
I think there should be an audience 
with the Law Department to show what 
we have, what conditions exist. 
They'll have to come back to Council 
to get approval for whatever money 
probably that are exhausted in going 
down there. How are they going to 
pay? Who are they going to pay? 
And my point is, I don't think the 
government has done their job fully, 
taking possibly one-third, if that 
is even a portion of it. 

And then another thing, on 
several calls from people who are 
interested in helping in aiding in 
South Carolina, one of their 
problems is having Charleston as 
their sole distribution point. 
There's other people, and I've had 
several people call, they would like 
to see some distribution center in 
Sumpter, South Carolina, and other 


places where their family has been 
hit before they support this. 

I think that, as it stands now. 
Council has no input into this, only 
being that we know we can't answer 
it because I thought that today or 
tomorrow there wan an entourage 
going out of Pittsburgh down 
there. Now it's deferred until 
Saturday. What's what or what's 
happening or what's the whole ball 
of wax? 

But I think the Law Department, 
the Administration and the 
Legislative Body should sit down and 
among the three of them see what our 
liabilities are before we help them. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Same subject. I don't believe 
this body. There are people who 
don’t have homes, there's nowhere to 
stay, and I think it's up to the 
Administration to move as fast as 
they can. And frankly, I don't 
think the Administration is going to 
move without consulting the Law 
Department and check to see what its 
liability is. The Administration 
would be just as liable. We elected 
them, we've got to have some 
confidence, they're the 
Administrative body, to report back 
to us as to what's going to 
happen. It seems to me that we 
should not be meeting to help these 
people. If we really care, we ought 
to be moving quickly, get some help 
into the area, and have the 
Administration report back at some 
point. I absolutely agree that we 
should know what's going on, but we 
shouldn't powwow about it for two 
weeks before we help very needy 
people. 
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Mr. DePasquAle: 

I agree with Ms. Madoff, for 

once. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I personally think that we 
should have a total cooperative 
effort within this Council and 
within this City for whatever we do 
to help the people in South 
Carolina. 

In regard to the City helping 
with people and equipment, a request 
was made by the Mayor of Charleston 
South Carolina to the National 
League of Cities for help from all 
cities in America and, quite 
frankly, I commend the Mayor and her 
staff for organizing a group of 
people and equipment to help the 
people out. As you probably read in 
this morning's paper, actually, the 
people from South Carolina requested 
that a delay occur for the City 
personnel and equipment going there 
because right now they have a whole 
lot of help, certainly not enough, 
but much of that help is going to be 
leaving at week's end. The City of 
Pittsburgh and its forces and 
equipment could then begin to help 
beginning this weekend and next 
week. 

There are some legal 
ramifications and liabilities 
associated. My colleagues are 
correct. I think chat's a risk, 
though, we have to cake. I think we 
have to limit those liabilities and 
certainly it's costing us a minor 
amount of money. But, at Che same 
time, what we are doing, I think, to 
help these people is a tremendous 
thing for the City of Pittsburgh and 
a reflection on the City of 


Pittsburgh and, certainly, we would 
want the same kind of help from any 
city in America if we were hit with 
a disaster, whether it be a flood, a 
tornado, or whatever it could be. 

So, I would hope that we have a 
uniform effort from within all 
elected officials and all people in 
the City of Pittsburgh to help the 
people in South Carolina, the people 
in Charleston, and all the 
surrounding communities, and that is 
going to occur beginning this 
weekend and Che City personnel will 
be there for one week. If there's a 
need for a meeting, let's have one 
between now and the end of the week. 

As I have talked with you, Mr. 
President, I personally am going to 
go with the City employees and work 
with them. Mr. Tiglio is going to 
supervise the crew of people which 
will be a combination of people from 
four or five departments. It's 
difficult to organize this to make 
sure the right people are going, 
roofers, electricians, tree pruners 
from Parks and Recreation, people 
from Environmental Services, packers 
from Environmental Services, high 
lifts, dump trucks, etc. We will 
have a wide range of personnel that 
are very qualified to help out in 
many different types of situations 
in South Carolina. 

As I said earlier, I commend 
the Mayor. I know, Mr. Woods, it 
was your intention to go; I 
understand you can't now, but I 
personally look forward to it and I 
commend the Mayor and the 
Administration for doing it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just as a follow up, again, to 
reiterate, I wish all that equipment 
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that's going would go back into the 
neighborhoods to do the job that 
they're supposed to do. 

Let me reiterate. First of 
all, the federal government is not 
doing what it' s supposed to be 
doings given a disaster. They're 
not doing what they're supposed to 
be doing in terms of coordinating 
disaster relief, in addition to not 
targeting emergency dollars to do 
the kinds of things that need to be 
done. 

I have no problem, and I would 
certainly vote in favor of an 
appropriation. If we wanted to make 
an emergency appropriation to fund a 
WPA kind of a program where we hired 
local unemployed folks, of which 
there are many, who would go down 
there and work for the next couple 
months, I would be the first to vote 
in favor of that. I want to 
clarify, my opposition is to the 
equipment and to personnel who 
should be doing the work that's 
needed in this City. If we want to 
make the special effort, which I 
have no problem doing, we should 
make the special effort by an 
allocation, a special amount of 
money that we could target and we 
could hire a WPA kind of a crew 
locally and we could send them down 
there at our expense. 

So, I want to reclarify, 
specifically, the concern that I 
have about the liability and the 
other problems associated with City 
personnel and City equipment which, 
for one, should be back in our own 
communities taking care of the 
disasters out there. 

And secondly, if we want to be 
the good neighbor, and I'm certainly 
in favor of that, let's allocate a 


half million dollars, let's put up 
$500,000, let's hire a lot of 
unemployed local Pittsburghers and 
we'll send them down there in a WPA 
kind of a program and we'll do our 
fair share. But the program that I 
see, again, I only see from what I 
read in the newspapers. The 
Administration hasn't even taken the 
courtesy to formally communicate to 
CounciI. 

Now, in terms of the precedent, 
Mr. Pellegrini is always lecturing 
to me that we can only do what we 
can do in this City, that we have 
state authorization for. We're just 
this little municipality, we don't 
even exist. Basically, all of our 
power comes as a result of state 
statutes. When I raised questions 
about using City dollars to feed the 
hungry in this City, Mr. Pellegrini 
said that we're not obligated and we 
can't spend that money legally to 
feed City of Pittsburgh residents 
off of the City operating dollars. 
And now we're basically doing the 
same for people out in another 
state. 

So, if the Administration wants 
to set this precedent, that's fine 
with me, and I'll remember that in 
the future when we try to target 
money for child care programs, for 
special programs for AIDS patients 
and their families, for other kinds 
of special disasters that we have in 
this community. So, if the 
Administration is going to set the 
precedent, then I hope they'll 
remember that in the future. 

Mr. Pollock: 

On a related subject. Last 
week a purely voluntary effort was 
created which is called Operation 
PEACH, the Pittsburgh Emergency 
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Assistance for the Carolina 
Hurricane. This was a phenomenal 
effort that was put together in a 
period of about 30 hours at the 
initiation of some North Side 
people; Joe Viehbeck. and Joyce 
Schmidt from J.J.*s Flower Shop, Tom 
Murphy, Bernard Regan, myself, 
although I'm not a North Sider, I'm 
a North Sider at heart, and the 
Mayor's Office put together a 
program whereby over the course of 
the rest of the week the Pittsburgh 
fire stations and the Pittsburgh 
public schools will be places where 
individuals can bring items that are 
needed greatly by people down in 
South Carolina. These items are 
non-perishable foods, new socks and 
new underwear for men, women and 
children, diapers, baby food and 
formula, and toiletries. 

As I said, in a matter of about 
24 or 30 hours, a totally voluntary 
effort was put together with the 
Teamsters agreeing to truck these 
items down to South Carolina next 
week, the Public Works Department 
agreeing to transport these items 
from the fire halls to the 
Convention Center, the Convention 
Center donating the space down 
there, the William Penn Hotel 
donating office space, the phone 
company waiving any deposit, Judy 
Kelly from the Kelly Partnership 
Advertising Firm donating all of her 
public relations and time to 
advertise this program, the St. Joe 
Paper Company donating 4,000 boxes, 
and numerous other individuals, the 
School Board permitting the schools 
districts to be places where the 
schools can bring items, and 
agreeing to truck all the items down 
to the Convention Center. It's a 
phenomenal effort that I am happy to 
report is already result in the 
collection of numerous items to be 


sent down there. 

In addition, Pittsburgh 
National Bank set up an account for 
Operation PEACH at the Frick 
Building Office, if anyone would 
like to send a check, because we 
will need money to pay for gasoline 
and for food for the truck drivers 
going down to South Carolina as well 
as for any other related expenses, 
telephone and so forth. 

So, I want to thank all of 
those individuals. As I said, it's 
a phenomenal effort that was put 
together in a very short time with 
the assistance of the Mayor's 
Office. I want to thank Glenn 
Cannon and Chief Dickinson and the 
Fire Bureau for allowing us to use 
the fire stations. I want to thank 
Barbara Burns and the School Board 
for allowing us to use the school 
district and the schools to collect 
these items, and, of course, the 
Public Works Department for agreeing 
to transport the items down. 

We need two things as of right 
now besides the items. We need the 
trucks to take the items down. The 
Teamsters will drive the trucks at 
no expense, but we need trucks to 
get the items down to South Carolina 
next Monday. And on the weekend, 
Saturday and Sunday, and also on 


Monday, we

Any help 
that can be done or any checks that 
can be sent to the office would be 
greatly appreciated. 
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The Chair: 

Thank you, Mr. Pollock. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Just one final comment, Mr. 
Woods. I occasionally disagree with 
my colleague, Mr. Ferlo, and I think 
that's healthy. But, again, if the 
hang-up for the City workers and the 
City equipment going to South 
Carolina is simply the lack of 
information flowing from one end of 
the fifth floor to the other end of 
the fifth floor, let's solve that 
problem immediately. The issue in 
South Carolina is not money. Money 
alone will not address the concerns 
of the people there. It requires 
help and help requires people and 
equipment and skilled people and 
skilled equipment. The City of 
Pittsburgh going to South Carolina 
will have a lasting impression on 
the people of South Carolina and any 
other people that may be there or on 
this country. I think the Most 
Livable City in America trying to 
make life a little more livable for 
the people that have just gone 
through a disaster, a catostrophic 
disaster, is something that we 
should be doing and we must be 
doing. Thank you. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I forgot one person when I 
mentioned the North Siders. A 
person who has worked as hard on 
this as anybody around the clock is 
Ralph Morgan from my office. He and 
Joe Viehbeck are really responsible 
for this whole program and I would 
be remiss if I didn't thank him and 
mention him. 


Michelle Madoff: 

On another subject. It has 
come to my attention that there is a 
problem with building inspectors. 
It seems that we have a shortage, 
for whatever reason, and that the 
building inspectors are being 
required to go into some of the 
crack houses where there are needles 
that could be carrying AIDS. They 
are very concerned about the 
territories, the duties, the amount 
of buildings they have to cover, and 
I think that rather than my talking 
to people one on one, I think this 
is something that Council should be 
very interested in when you talk 
about liabilities and problems that 
can occur. 

I'd like to call for a post 
agenda and have the Building 
Inspection Director, Mr. Imhoff, and 
all the building inspectors — I'd 
like to do it at a time when they 
can be present to state their 
situation and see what we can do to 
put more inspectors on and relieve 
some of the pressure in that 
situation. I think we're not 
informed of some of the problems 
that go on in the City until you get 
a call from somebody or I get a call 
from somebody or someone else gets a 
call from somebody on a subsequent 
problem. I Chink that it's 
something that we ought to deal with 
up front and not wait until we have 
a crisis. Maybe we can head one 
off. 

So, I respectfully request that 
a hearing be held as soon as 
possible — 

The Chair: 

Post agenda. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I don't care. 1 want to make 
sure that the building inspectors 
are here. There are two women, I 
think one is on disability, and 
there's a gentleman who just called 
me this morning. Things are getting 
very tough and I think we need to 
deal with that. 

On another issue. I think I've 
touched on the subject here in 
Council, and I've now spoken to Jane 
Downing, it seems there's a shortage 
of community planners. There are 
nine of us, or there will be next 
year, and each community is going to 
say, "I would like to have somebody 
coordinate efforts in my community." 

For example, I have 15 
districts and one of my districts, 
just one, has Friends of the 
Library, seven people that belong to 
the Chamber of Commerce, we have the 
Lionesses, we have a group of 
citizens that call themselves the 
Other Side because they're on the 
other side of Mount Washington and 
feel they've been left out of the 
system and they've tried to form a 
group. And then there is the group 
of people that met with the 
constable at somebody's house about 
the drug problems and the rowdyness 
and the threats that are going up in 
Mount Washington. Here are five 
groups, functioning independently, 
not knowing what to do, and nobody 
to coordinate them. I could be a 
wonderful coordinator; I could stop 
my job at Council and go out and 
coordinate that community, and there 
are 14 other communities. 

One of the roles that the 
Planner plays is helping communities 
organize. A long time ago, Bob 
Stone, and I agreed with him, said 


that it's the communities like 
Bloomfield-Garfield who are 
organized, the North Side, Sandy 
Phillips in Oakland, who got the 
monies because they are able to come 
in with plans. For years, the 
program C-TAC refused to take money 
from us to help. We had $40,000 one 
year, this Counci 1 voted, and they 
wouldn't accept the money to help 
the community. I've been told that 
they've come a long way and they're 
improving. I've talked to Jane 
Downing about putting a film 
together, an educational film, and I 
talked to Sandy Phillips who is now 
with the Pittsburgh Foundation doing 
a City-wide program on community 
involvement and development, and 
I've spoken to Aggie Brose and a few 
other people. They're very excited 
about putting a film together for 
all communities as to how to 
organize, what needs to be done, so 
that a community activist doesn't 
come in and say, "Why aren't you 
giving me money to help run my 
community?" because somebody else is 
getting without knowing you've got 
to fill out the proper forms. So, 
that is sort of in the works and on 
the way. 

But it would seem to me that it 
would be appropriate, as soon as 
possible, before budget time, or if 
it's the will of Council to have it 
during the budget procedure when 
Jane Downing comes to Council, to 
say, "We don't have planners." We 
don' t have enough of them. 
Basically, she tells me that we're 
not competitive on salary with the 
outside community. And it seems to 
me that we don't really need the 
first step planners. We need 
community involved people who don't 
have to have a Master's Degree; they 
can be people who know how to go 
into a community, help to organize, 
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bring all the bodies together and 
they would not start at the higher 
financial levels and be liaison 
people so that they could come 
back. And if they needed the use of 
a planner who has expertise in 
traffic, they would consult and meet 
with them. Their services could be 
called upon. Or if there's a 
planner in Zoning, that person in 
Planning could be consulted. I 
believe it would be a cost effective 
way of helping the community. 

I found out, because I called 
down to meet with the community 
planner assigned to my community, 
and found out there is somebody who 
has been assigned temporarily, that 
they don't have anybody because 
somebody just had a baby and there's 
not enough money to entice anybody 
to come to work for the City, and I 
think that next year this is going 
to be a very hot issue and, if we 
meet, I think it's imperative, Mr. 
Perry, that the new CounciImerabers 
be invited to that hearing, even 
though they certainly wouldn't be 
able to vote. But they certainly 
might want to express their opinions 
as to the need. And a letter should 
go out to them and a hearing should 
be set up and I want to be sure that 
whether it's going to be at budget 
time or before, that we're all able 
to partake of that. I think it's 
terribly important. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Just as a follow-up to 
Michelle. It's my understanding 
that there's four planners and 
they've divided all of the City up 
and there are two vacancies which 
have yet to be filled. And Director 
Downing has indicated that there's a 
problem with the pay scale. 


I think Michelle's point is 
that, in addition to possibly, when 
we discuss these issues with the 
Director of Planning during the 
budget debate, 1 think what Michelle 
is outlining is the creation of a 
different level of a job position as 
opposed to having a formal planner 
who has a Master's Degree or a 
Graduate Degree. I think she's 
talking about some type of a 
community liaison, community 
relations, community organizer kind 
of position that's in the budget. 
That raises a whole set of different 
questions on whether or not that's 
the City's role as opposed to 
somebody else's. But, in any event, 
I think it's a good discussion and I 
think during the budget review with 
Director Downing we should discuss 
the possibility of reconfiguration 
of the Planning staff. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Another motion, Mr. 
President. In a follow-up, I agree 
with my two colleagues and with the 
four Councilmembers sitting here 
that will be here next year. I 
think we should all push for, and 
I'm sure President Woods and others 
would support it, to have a 
community planner for each 
councilmatic district beginning in 
1990. 

I'd like to make a motion to 
have a public hearing in regard to 
the recycling proposal suggested by 
the Adminstration — 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I requested. I wrote a letter 
to you and to every member of 
Council requesting exactly that. 
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The Chair: 

You have to have a formal vote, 
Michelle. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

On another subject. I would 
like to have Mr. Turner come back to 
this Council and update us on what 
is the status of the workers' 
comp. They were supposed to have 
surveillance — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Next Wednesday. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay, next item. In the City 
inventory. I would like the status 
of the City inventory from the 
Administration. I'd like a letter 
to go to the Administration asking 
the Mayor and her staff as to what 
is the status of acquiring or 
compiling a City inventory of 
equipment. As I said before, my 
office is being put into modular; 
there’s a million dollars worth of 
equipment we've purchased for Che 
Safety Building. Modular is 

modular. We’re buying new. Maybe I 
can use theirs. It is new. My 
equipment in my office is perfectly 
good files, but I don't have space 
for the kind of files we have with 
the staff going to modular and 
limited space that we have. That 
material could be used by another 
department. We're constantly being 
approached by various departments 
saying chat they need equipment. I 
would like to be able to go down to 
a storeroom and look and see what I 
could use that would save the City 
some money. As I said before, when 


I came to the City I brought my own 
office equipment because I had 
broken up an office and I had it at 
home. 

On another item, Mr, Woods. A 
very sensitive item. I say this, 
and I hope chat everybody bel ieves 
me. I'm trying to be fair and I do 
not want to talk about what is 
inappropriate. But it seems Chat 
from time to time, because of the 
roles that we play as public 
figures, anybody can be*'involved in 
litigation or have to go before any 
legal body where we will need 
representation of legal counsel. 

I find myself in that situation 
at this moment because an attorney 
who has been working as my counsel 
for the last two and a half years 
has submitted a bill for $2,000 to 
the City, I believe, and Chat's only 
a fraction of the costs involved. 
Dan Pellegrini says that Council 
would have Co vote to approve legal 
counsel for any of the people 
here. It seems to me that any one 
of us could be involved in 
litigation because they see us on 
television. It appears that in -this 
instance, which is your case, Mr. 
Woods, and has now become pu'bnc' 
information, Mr, Bilotta, I 
understand, said he played the tape 
for me. He Cold me that originally 
he was going to call Mr. Wagner. 
His attorney advised him not to call 
Mr. Wagner, to call me. I wish he 
had called you; it would have made 
me much happier. But the situation 
I find myself in now is Chat my name 
has been mentioned in the lawsuit, I 
may be called, and I must have an 
independent, I don’t think it should 
be the City Solicitor, to represent 
me. Dan said to hire an attorney 
and Chen sue the City to collect and 
we'd win. They didn't call me 
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because I'm Michelle Madoff out 
there; he called me because he saw 
me on television. 

So, I would like to put that 
forward and make sure that I am 
provided with legal counsel and that 
my colleagues would support that. I 
don't know what the proper procedure 
is. I have already been in 
communiation with Dan Pellegrini 
repeatedly and have not had an 
answer. His comment to me is that 
Council would have to vote on it. 
Then perhaps the next thing to do is 
to put some legislation together 
before Council that if anybody on 
Council at any time or a department 
head, the Controller's Office, is 
sued and needs to have 
representation in their role as a 
public figure, would be provided 
with legal counsel. What is the 
pleasure of this Council? 

The Chair: 

My suggestion to you is that if 
you feel that you have a legitimate 
bill to be paid by the City of 
Pittsburgh, that you should submit a 
bill or a warrant to this Council, 
as everyone else does. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It has been submitted to the 
Law Department repeatedly. 

The Chair: 

Have Danny follow it up and 
bring it before Council and it will 
be discussed and voted on at that 
time. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I was trying, Mr. Woods, with 
all deference. As you know — 


The Chair: 

Let me just stop you, Ms. 
Madoff. Everything is public record 
and I think that anything that you 
do or I do or anybody else on this 
Council does should be brought to 
that table and discussed and voted 
on. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Let me tell you why I didn't. 
The Chair: 

I don't want to discuss the 
situation. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I need to explain why — 

The Chair: 

Here's what I'm ruling. You 
have a legitimate bill, and if you 
feel you do, you bring it through 
the proper channels and Council will 
discuss it at that table at a 
Wednesday meeting when they discuss 
all warrants and they will vote on 
it. Other than that, I don't think 
we should discuss it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But that may be 

inappropriate. How do you vote on 
somebody's bill without knowing the 
nature or the reason they have 
counsel? Do you want to have the 
trial here in Council? 

The Chair: 

You discuss it at that meeting. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Do you think it*s appropriate 
to have the trial here in Council? 
I think it's inappropriate. 

The Chair: 

If you have a legitimate bill, 
I am asking you to follow the proper 
procedures and do that and this 
Council will discuss it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to discuss why I 
think it's inappropriate to bring it 
to Council. 

The Chair: 

I don’t want to hear that now; 
this is not the place for that. If 
you have an appropriate bill, you 
discuss it with — 

Michelle Madoff: 

If the bill comes up next week 
it will be discussed here and then 
we'll have the trial here in Council 
and I don't want to do that. 

The Chair: 

That is the time to do it when 
you have the bill in front of you in 
this Council. 

Michelle Madoff: 

But I haven't had a bill yet. 
This is for past services. What 
about future services? 

The Chair: 

When you get bills, you bring 
them before this Council, 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Clarification. Let's divorce 
this from the issue and deal with 
the substance. 

The Chair: 

That's exactly what I'm 
doing. I'm taking the issue out of 
this thing. If you have a 

legitimate bill that you think the 
City of Pittsburgh should pay, then 
you follow the proper procedure and 
it ends up before this Council in 
the end and then we'll pay it or not 
pay it. That's all I'm stating. No 
matter what the issue of the bill 
is, if you have a legitimate bill, 
then you present it. That's the end 
of that subject. 

And on the motion of Mr. Wagner 

Council adjourned. 
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whatever reason, and as you know, we 
have no Pr e s i den t but we have a 
President Pro tern, we had a special 
meeting before the Sunshine Law in 
the Conference Room where we elected 
a President Pro tem for that one 
meeting or two meetings or 
whatever. So, I think we should do 
it in the proper manner, and even 
though Ben asked me to take over for 
him while he's tied up in court, I 
would like a motion from the floor 
for a President Pro tern.

WHEREAS, the League has 
provided a valuable service to the 
City and its residents for 80 years 
and has maintained throughout its 
existence a dual commitment to the 
public health and to the humane 
treatment of animals; and 

WHEREAS, over those years, the 
League has cared for more than half 
a million dogs, cats, and other 
small animals—as well as horses, in 
its earliest days—with compassion 
and gentleness; and 

WHEREAS, the League has 
reunited hundreds of lost animals 
with their masters and has found 
loving homes for thousands of 
unwanted pets; and 

WHEREAS, the League has helped 
to reduce the number of unwanted 
puppies and kittens through its low- 
cost spaying and neutering services. 


and has also helped to virtually 
eradicate the danger of rabies 
through its semi-annual rabies 
clinics; and 

WHEREAS, the League has brought 
companionship and pleasure to 
countless older persons through its 
pet therapy program in local term 
care facilities and Veterans 
Administration hospitals; and

thousands of school children to care 
for and to respect animals through 
visits to public schools throughout 
this area; and 

WHEREAS, the League provides, 
at reasonable cost, safe and 
comfortable boarding facilities for 
owned pets and a pet cemetery 
containing special burial plot for 
dogs in the City's K-9 Corps; and

provided these services over the 
years without subsidy from state or 
local government, relying solely on 
contracted services and private 
contributions; and

Mr. Perlo moved to adopt the 
resolution. 

Hr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, I did want to say 
that we can't stress enough or put 
enough importance on this week and 
the prevention of fires. I don't 
know about other people, but 
personally, I dread fires more than 
anything else on the face of the 
earth. There are so many times when 
they can be avoided, but they're 
not, and we see whole families 
consumed. This week here is 
probably one of the most important 
weeks in the City and I want to take 
off my hat to the Fire Department of 
the City of Pittsburgh. They've 
done a tremendous job and probably 
is one of the best, if not the best, 
fire department in America. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Just by coincidence, as long as 
their here for Fire Prevention Week, 
we'll be thanking them better and 
more appropriately in the future, 
but I wanted to, at this time, 
acknowledge the significant and 
really invaluable contribution of 
both Chief Dickinson and the Fire 
Bureau and the firefighters in the 
operation PEACH effort in collecting 


food items and clothing items for 
the South Carolina Hurricane 
victims. The fire stations served 
as our repositories, collecting the 
items, and then, of course, the 
firefighters helped to load the 
trucks on their own time and were 
down at the Convention Center 
loading the boxes and the cartons 
that went out. 

You'll be hearing more about 
this later, but more than three 
tractor-trailer loads of food and 
clothing went down to South Carolina 
and without the assistance of the 
Fire Bureau and Chief Dickinson and 
his people, as well as the 
firefighters, this effort could have 
never really gotten off the ground. 

So, it's appropriate that 
they're here today because they get 
involved in so many other things 
besides fire prevention, like the 
collection of cans for burned 
children and so many other things. 

Chief Dickinson: 

I want to introduce Deputy 
Chief Harper from Fire Prevention, 
Paul Sherman representing Local 1, 
Captain Friel from our Fire 
Prevention Office, and Captain 
Cunningham who represents our one 
public education officer. 

I don't want to bore you with 
the stats, but I can't tell you how 
important this week is to us as 
professionals in the fire service. 
I want to tell you a few things, 
though, and hopefully the message 
will spread because I believe that's 
what Council can really help us with 
right now. 

For years and years, most fire 
bureaus and fire departments all 
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over the country have realized that 
their responsibility is to put out, 
suppress fires, and I think our 
bureau does an admirable job of 
that. But somehow we have to be 
more inventive, more persuasive in 
preventing fires. I realize that in 
some cases that can be the most 
boring message there is to give. 
But let me tell you a few things 
that have occurred just in the 
calendar year 1989. There are 18 
people who are residents of this 
City who aren*t with us now. They 
died this year in our City. And do 
we like to use those figures to try 
to wave the red flag in front of 
people's faces? No, we don't. 
That's a failure on our part. It's 
a failure for the City, the Fire 
Bureau, to lose anyone in a fire. 

What we do know, though, in our 
business is that we can't prevent 
that. What we can do, though, is 
get out a message that there are 
other things that the Fire Bureau is 
attempting to do other than 
responding, perhaps glamorously in 
all our firefighting apparatus and 
the firefighters themselves, to put 
out fires, is educate people on the 
dangers of fire. 

What probably, as the Fir 
Chief, gives me more heartburn thai 
anything I'm aware of is that this 
morning, when all the people who 
came into the City and who live in 
the City began their workday, as 
they prepared to come to work, no 
one plans on having a fire today. 
Everyone could ass’-ne that there's a 
risk of being involved in some type 
of crime or being a victim of 
crime. Everyone could assume that 

they may be in an accident of some 
type. But no one plans on having a 
fire. And that's the trap that 

we're in because we know today that 


the average fire business day that 
we'll serve is that somebody will 
have a fire in our City and we stand 
in front of those people with the 
shocked look on their face that it 
could happen to them. 

But even more tragically, our 
perspective is that we as adults 
have the right to choose whether we 
want to protect ourselves and our 
family in a home safe environment. 
There are ten of those 18 today that 
didn't get to make that choice 
because they were children. And 
that's tragic. 

What we're attempting to do, 
what we finally have started to do 
is to go down another road, and not 
with fire apparatus. We're taking a 
mobile fire safety home that I hope 
you've seen through the news media 
these past couple weeks, and through 
one of the most outstanding 
cooperative efforts, the volunteers 
from Firefighter Local 1 are 
staffing this mobile fire safety 
home and going to all of our 
elementary schools and parochial 
schools over the next school year, 
calendar year 89-90, and presenting 
a fire safety program to those 
students in first grade through 
third grade, but particularly 
targeted for the second grade, to 
teach them how they can protect 
themselves because those kids don't 
get to vote on whether they can be 
fire save in their own home. That's 
up to us as a responsibility of the 
Fire Bureau. 

I could spend hours talking to 
you on how this has come to 
fruition, how this has really 
happened. But it's primarily 
dedicated through people in our Fire 
Prevention Bureau who believe that 
fire education is important and from 
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volunteers from Firefighters Local 1 
who have volunteered their time to 
go and present and teach this fire 
safety message to our young people. 

There are a lot of things that 
will have to go unmentioned today. 
The Pittsburgh School Board's 
participation through dedication and 
literally giving us a task, force of 
teachers who have developed a fire 
safety curriculum to be taught in 
the school. What a landmark that is 
for us, that finally we have our 
foot in the door to where young 
people are impressioned and can 
remember. In that teaching 
environment they get three lesson 
plans on fire safety. The fire 
safety mobile home appears at their 
school, we take them through that, 
and then finally three more lessons. 

There are a lot of things that 
I'm proud about, but this new road 
that this trailer is going down with 
the efforts, primarily, of these 
people here, I can't be more proud 


of than 

anything 

that 

we've 

accomplished.

though, is your understanding of how 
important this is for our City and 
our Fire Bureau. What we do know is 
that somewhere between now and the 
end of the year, there's the risk of 
another fire death and we hope that 
doesn't happen. What we do know is 
that we've responded, our average is 
somewhere over 3,000 fires in the 
City for the calendar year 1989. Of 
those, 800 some will be building 
fires. Of those, 100 will be very 
serious. Our business will always 
be here, but our objective is that 
our young ones will get to grow up 


and we won't lose them. 

I'd like for just a moment, if 
you'll bear with me, is to introduce 
Deputy Chief Harper to be a little 
more specific about the fire safety 
house. 

Deputy Chief Harper: 

I just briefly wanted to thank 
Council for their resolution 
today. Some fire bureaus in the 
country believe that there is no 
need for a Fire Prevention Week and 
that fire prevention or fire 
education is a 365 day a year job 
and that's how it should be 
handled. Certainly, we in fire 
prevention, are out there with fire 
education messages 363 days a year, 
but I think we do need Fire 
Prevention Week to awake our 
awareness of fire hazards, to renew 
this so that we don't all become 
apathetic about it. 

I just wanted to point out the 
poster and that we're participating 
in a National Fire Prevention Week 
message and that is "Big Fires Start 
Small" and to keep lighters and 
matches away from children. Of the 
ten fire deaths we had with children 
this year, at least two of them were 
proven to be children playing with 
matches. So, we want to get this 
message across. 

As far as the fire safety house 
is concerned, with think this is 
going to be just an excellent tool 
to get our fire safety message in 
the schools, to the very young 
people in the first through third 
grade who are most receptive to fire 
safety message. This will give them 
some hands on experience with fire 
hazards in the home and we believe 
that they'll come away with a fire 
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safety message. 

Also, as part of this, as Chief 
Dickinson mentioned, these children 
will carry this fire message back 
into their homes through the 
curriculum and the check list that 
the teachers will give them to take 
back to their homes. We believe 
this is a plus also to the program. 

So, we don’t just have a 
trailer vehicle that we're going to 
put on display. It's going to be an 
integral part of a fire education 
process in all our public and 
parochial schools and we think it's 
going to be great for the City, 

So, I want to thank you. 
Council, for your resolution. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I ask a couple of 
questions? This is one issue I 
don't think we should just breeze 
through; it's much too important to 
the community. 

I wonder whether your Fire 
Prevention Week will address the 
issue of the building inspection and 
what they're doing to bring all the 
businesses and homes up to code. 
Whether we're going to talk about 
the issue that, as Fire Chiefs, over 
the years you've presented to us as 
being probably the most important, 
correct me if I'm wrong, that most 
fires occur in private homes, single 
family homes. Is that correct? 

Deputy Chief Harper: 

That's correct. About 80 
percent, and that holds true for 
deaths and injuries. 


Michelle Madoff: 

What I'm referring to is having 
fire alarms in single family homes 
and the effort to do that and what 
the law is on that. I want you to 
address that. Public buildings, 
hotels, where people can't get out 
and they don't have the smoke 
alarms. A problem indigenous to our 
community with the loss of 
population going from something like 
700,000 about 20 years ago to maybe 
385, the vacant homes that are 
abandoned and the dangers they 
create in the issue of fires. Could 
you basically, just quickly touch on 
those and what is happening? 

Deputy Chief Harper: 

I would say that Council, back 
in the early '80s, and you may be 
aware, passed a really important 
ordinance requiring smoke detectors 
in all buildings and all residential 
buildings, including single and 
double family dwellings. That was 
very significant and we were one of 
the first cities in the United 
States to do that and since then a 
lot of other cities have followed 
suit and a lot of model codes have 
adopted essentially what Pittsburgh 
created in the early '80s. 

So, the ordinance is there; the 
law is there. The problem we have 
is enforcing it. And, of course, we 
have a program, and I'll ask Chief 
Dickinson to explain our company 
inspection program which gets into 
commercial properties and so 
forth. But because we can't readily 
enter single and double family 
dwellings, we have to rely on public 
education efforts in order to make 
sure that smoke detectors, and now 
the big problem is with batteries, 
replacing and maintaining smoke 
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detectors • But I' II have Chief 
Dickinson briefly speak of the 
company inspection program. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I guess what I was asking was, 
are these issues going to be in your 
Fire Prevention Week? 

Chief Dickinson: 

Yes, they clearly are. One of 
the things that I think everyone 
should be aware of is that the 
company inspection program, which 
hopefully everyone is aware started 
in early Spring, addresses primarily 
businesses and large apartment 
houses. We do not have Che ability, 
legally-wise, to walk into anyone * s 
single family or a duplex and demand 
it to be inspected. 

What we are doing, though, 
currently, through the Fire 
Prevention Division, is serving, if 
you will, where our fire problem 
exists in the residential community 
for a very aggressive effort 
beginning early next year on that 
very issue. 

I dQn*t want to bore you again 
with stats but I can give you a 
quick one. A smoke detector in a 
row house on Chaplain just two weeks 
ago where there were two fire 
deaths, where they found a smoke 
detector but it was not operational 
because the batteries were not 
there. That*s heartburn for us 
because we've gotten the message 
across, the law was applied, and yet 
the very thing it was designed to do 
didn't work that day because of a 
simple thing of checking the 
batteries. So, those are the issues 
that we're looking at. 


And I'd like to stroke again 
the Fire Prevention Bureau because, 
through our company inspection 
program, we're over 6,000 occupancy 
inspections already this year, and I 
think the figure is much higher. 
That's a tremendous, tremendous 
effort • What we do realize, and 
what we're working on, though, is 
that chat's not where we're losing 
our citizens, in chose inspections 
in the commercial and large 
apartments. We're losing them in 
their single family homes and that's 
what we're addressing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Do you have a hotline where 
people can call in If they go into a 
building and see that there is no 
fire protection that's supposed to 
be under the law? Wouldn't that be 
a good idea for next year? A 
telephone answering, a hotline, if I 
go into somebody's home or a 
building, a public building, and I 
can call in and say, "Please have 
somebody come out and check this; 
there should be a smoke alarm and 
there is not." 

Chief Dickinson: 

It's a good idea. We'll look 
into it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I must tell you that I wasn't 
stroking myself. I had forgotten 
that that was my legislation but 
mine was multiple dwelling and you 
amended it, the Fire Department, and 
I was delighted that you were able 
to get the legislation amended 
beyond whatever I had ever hoped of 
getting and you really should be 
commended and I thank you very much. 
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Chief Dickinson: 

I'd like to publicly thank the 
Pittsburgh Firefighters and the 
Officers who make this program a 
success. I really appreciate it. 
Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I have Jim Henry here from the 
Hill House Association and I'd like 
him to come up, please. 

Mr. Ferlo presents

It's probably one of the best 
agencies in Allegheny County in the 
health and welfare field and it's a 
tremendous asset to the City of

District community.

Mr. Ferlo; 

Discussion. We have Director Turner with us and Pat Barnes. 
These pieces of legislation have come about as a result of a 
significant problem which I know myself and other Councilmembers 
have addressed, and that is the extremely late payment process 
for medical claims billing. And I would like the Director to 
give a little explanation about the bills, which I obviously 
support, and secondly, outline the components of a memorandum of 
understanding that has come about as a result of negotiations 
with the Controller's Office, Finance, Benefits, the Third Party 
Carrier, Members of Council, et al. 

Mr. Turner; 

The history on this is going back over a year ago. You may 
recall that I came to the table and talked about a number of 
things that had to change in order to improve our Workmen's 
Compensation situation; this was one of those at that time. And 
initially I proposed some legislation quite some time ago, then 
we got into a bit of a disagreement with the Controller's Office 
at that time over it, and so I guess several months ago we had a 
committee come together that included Members of Council, the 
fire union. Controller's Office, Law Department, Finance, 
Benefits, et cetera, and the Third Party Administrator and 
basically have worked out a program under which the bills will 
be paid much more quickly. We average now almost two months — 
that is the average, which means the worst case is much longer 
than that, and I believe the average under this new procedure 
will be much closer to two weeks which is an excellent 
turn-around time for bills. 

Everyone is in agreement with it, and basically we will 
create a trust fund. We're fronting that trust fund from the 
companion Bill No. 2948. The Third Party Administrator will do 
the review of the bill basically within a 7-day period. They 
will then cut the check — it will be a City check, but they 
will cut it there and it will go to the Benefits Office where 
they will perform a quick review basically in a 2-day period, it 
will go down to the Controller's Office which will also have 
basically a 2-day time frame to okay it and to send it out. The 
more detailed post-audit will be done after the fact, so 
basically what we have been able to arrive at is a system that 
will get the bills in and out in a much faster time frame. The 
Third Party Administrator will indemnify the City in the event 
there are any errors discovered as a result of the post-audit so 
the City is held harmless financially, the bills will be paid 
quicker and it will take an enormous administrative burden off 
of both the Benefits Office and the Directors now that spend an 
awful lot of time just signing things, so this is one of those 
deals where everyone has been able to get together and 
cooperatively develop a system that I think is a win for 
everybody so I'm very excited about it.

Directorf as you know# I've been somewhat strident and 
consistent in my concern that the Controller's Office and the 
Administration both agree to make some changes which obviously 
I'm very pleased that there was an agreementr but I would like 
some assurance though from yourself and also I'd like to have 
Deputy ControlleTf Mr. Johnson, come to the table, that the 
memorandum of understanding which I'm in receipt of is basically 
the agreement that the Controller's Office is making a 
commitment to participate in, and secondly, one of the 
fundamental snags in the system, which took on the average of 54 
days was, was not in the Controller's Office but which rested 
with individual department directors having to personally sign 
off on each and every one of the Dl's, and I want to make sure 
that part of the agreement is change that we talked about, that 
the Directors would know what their obligations were in any 
given period but they would not be burdened with this voluminous 
and time-consuming bureaucracy, and so if Mr. Johnson could come 
to the table, I'd like to some assurance, and secondly, I want 
to make sure that that still is part of the agreement and if you 
could speak to that. Mr. Ray Johnson, please. 

Ray, I think you have a memorandum of understanding, and I 
want to make sure that this is something that Controller is 
prepared to deal with.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairmanr I think that it*s the appropriate place given 
the fact that we requested the gentlemen to come, and I think 
first of all we should appreciate the fact that they were able 
to attend this morning and I think they should be allowed some 
time to give an overview of what their intentions are, relative 
to the Saw Mill Run situation with the basic concern that 
Council addressed and discussed last week. And the reason why 
we wanted you here has to do with the nature of the project 
itself and the level of commitment, and the problem being that 
the work that is being sought after, the permission to do the 
drilling, should extend beyond the limits of what you're doing 
initially, in terms of running from the West End all the way up 
to Route 88, Library Road, as opposed to just the limited scope. 
So we wanted to get an understanding from you as to what the 
actual scope of services is going to be performed by your 
department, and secondly, what are the longer range intentions 
that you have to extend the work up to Route 88, that the 
problem is greater than what you're immediately proposing. So 
maybe if you could just outline to Council, and I'm sure 
Mr. Coyne and Councilman Wagner have a number of concerns. 

Mr. Hoerster: 

I believe I could address that, since I have had a few 
meetings with Mr. Wagner and the Saw Mill Run Task Force. 

The Corps of Engineers was authorized by the Water Resources 
Act of 1986, in November of 1986, to construct the Saw Mill Run 
Project. Originally the authority to study Saw Mill Run 
included the entire basin, and this was done back in the 1960*s 
and approximately bid in 1960. PennDOT had proposed a major 
highway expansion in the Route 51 valley along Saw Mill Run, and 
that plan at the time would have taken much of the property that 
would be damaged by flooding on Saw Mill Run, and they also 
proposed to enclose much of the Run. So due to the uncertainty 
in the 1960's, the Corps of Engineers interrupted the study 
about 1964, and then there was Congressional requests and so 
forth, and the study was authorized for resumption in the latter 
part of the 60's, but it was determined then to only study that 
portion in the West End of Pittsburgh which is approximately one 
mile from the Ohio River and extends just river wards of the 
Fort Pitt Tunnels. So we submitted a survey report through our 
Chief Engineer's office and that was presented to Congress in 
1978 and there was no action taken until 1986 when the Project 
was finally approved for construction and we received our 
initial funding in fiscal year 1989 to do what we now call 
reaffirmation report. The reason for that being is that in the 
time frame that has gone by since the original authorization, 
there have been some changes in the West End area, in the 
development and with the condition of the stream, and we are now 
in that phase of our work, taking another look at the s ream and 
the area to verify that we do have a feasible project. There 
had been some meetings with the Department of Public Works, and 
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I believe some prior meetings with some of the Councilmembers, 
and we had a letter from the Mayor^ the last one was in April of 
1987 indicating that the City does definitely want to 
participate in this project, and when we determined that if a 
feasible project is available, at that time we will negotiate a 
memorandum with the City for cost sharing, and at that time the 
City would be responsible to participate with 25 percent of the 
project cost along with furnishing rights-of-way and doing any 
relocations that are necessary, and at the completion of the 
project taking the responsibility for operation and maintenance. 
And so far, everyone has been agreeable to that. And like I 
say, we're now in the process of confirming our study, and what 
we need now are these rights-of-entry to do our test drilling in 
the stream for access to the stream so we can get equipment in 
and out of the creek in the event that there's a flash flood or 
high water coming so that someone is not trapped in there. 

That's about the extent of where we stand right now. 

Mr. Ferloi 

I think you opened up a number of questions that I'm sure we 
want to ask. First of all, just to be clear, you're actually 
doing a pre-feasibility on reaffirming the need for this, and if 
that is clear that the need is present, then you will develop a 
full-fledged plan? 

Mr. Hoerster: 

That's correct. Our report that was approved in 1978, was 
submitted in 1978, did find that there was a feasible project at 
that time, so we're now confirming that due to the change in 
economic and developmental conditions in the area. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What would be the timetable for that activity? And also, 
what's the long-range timetable, assuming that the work would be 
needed, which I'm sure will be the case? Can you just give an 
outline of the timetable? 

Mr. Hoerster: 

Our reaffirmation report is to be completed in September of 
1990 and we would then enter into a detailed design and 
preparation of plans and specifications. And as it stands now, 

I think our schedule has construction to be completed in 1993. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

So construction activity would be initiated directly 
following the pre-feasibility reaffirmation report? 

Mr. Hoerster: 

We would next go into detailed design and preparation of 
plans and specifications. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


When would construction actually be initiated? 

Mr. Hoerster: 

I believe it*s scheduled for April, 1993. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You raised also another concern and then I will defer to my 
colleagues. 

One of the fundamental problems or reasons why we have this 
problem in the first place is not the City of Pittsburgh’s 
problem. We’re basically talking about poor planning or good 
planning, depending on your position, of expansion of homes and 
businesses outside the municipality of the City of Pittsburgh, 
and you mentioned a cost sharing, and this is another example 
where the cost sharing should not just be the City of 
Pittsburgh. I mean, this problem of the creek is exacerbated by 
unplanned development outside the municipality who have 
contributed to the overflow problems on the creek. What would 
be the cost-sharing responsibilities of municipalities up-stream 
outside the border of the City. It seems like again we’re the 
dumping ground, and I assume 25 percent of a figure may be 25 
percent of — I don’t know, what? — $5 million, $20 million? 

Mr. Hoerster: 

It would be closer to $9 million. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That is a significant amount of money, and I don’t think — 
and again, I don’t know that I’m putting this responsibility on 
you to answer it, but that’s something I think the 
Administration needs to look at, is to confer with the 
appropriate county agency and/or the municipalities up-stream, 
because I think any cost-sharing plan should be a plan that 
other municipalities contribute to. Since it’s their problem, 
since they’re the cause of the problem in the first place. 

Mr. Hoerster: 

The only thing I can add to that would be the project that 
we are working on now would only benefit the West End area. It 
would have no benefit to the surrounding communities. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I’m talking more about cause and effect. The reason why we 
have the problem has come about because of expansion over the 
last 20 years in particular outside the municipality, not so 
much development within the city. In other words, the est End 
becomes the catch basin in the end. 


- 






Mr. Hoerster: 


But it’s the bottom of the stream. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

It’s the bottom of the stream, and the reason why the stream 
is problematic is not because of expansion of the city over the 
last 20 years, it’s because of significant development outside 
the municipality who have contributed to the flow into the 
stream. And if I*m wrong on that, somebody correct me. At this 
time I will defer to my colleagues. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I want to clarify, I think we do need a proclamation. I 
think it’s good that you have been in touch with those elected 
officials, but we should frame the question specifically right 
now because maybe there is a possibility that we could get a 
Congressional amendment, given that we have several Congressman 
in some way indirectly or directly affected by this within their 
district. 

I do think we should get a clarification from the 
Administration on the issue of the reimbursement. We wouldn’t 
proceed with building half a bridge, although we sort of did 
that in the Larimer Avenue situation. But in this project we 
shouldn’t do half the job, it should be the total scope of 
services to resolve the overall problem, which should be 
addressed. And to Lou Gaetano or other Administration 
spokespersons, I am concerned about the 25 percent associated 
costs and the responsibility of other municipalities to help pay 
for this, since they helped to create the problem in the first 
place. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo; 

The original source of those dollars are state budget 
dollars; that’s different than the County of Allegheny. I 
mean, again the County gets off the hook. We build a $2 million 
River Rescue Center and we don’t get $1.00 from the County on a 
facility that’s going to help service county residents. And I 
think in this example also we should make approaches to other 
municipalities to get some contribution.

Mr. Pollock: 

I make a motion to amend Bill 
No. 2918 in accordance with the 
amendment that has been submitted to 
members of Council. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One moment, please. I would 
like to know what the amendment is. 

Mr. Pollock: 

The amendments that were made 
to this bill were made by me in 
conjunction with the Solicitor, Dan 
Pellegrini. We went through the 
bill and found that a couple 
suggestions that he made should have 
been incorporated and I had a couple 
of my own to amend it as well. 

On page two of the bill, we 
added a section in the catchall for 
causes that would result in a person 
being debarred from bidding or 
participating in City contracts, and 
that is just ”any other offense 
indicating a lack of business 
integrity or honesty”. 


Bill No. 2918 

An Ordinance entitled, ”An Ordinance 
supplementing the Pittsburgh Code, 
Title One, “Administrative”, Article 
VII, “Procedures”, Chapter 161, 
“Contracts” by adding Section 161.22 
- Debarment from Bidding on and 
Participating in City Contracts, 


On page three of the bill, we 
put a condition in stating that “The 
existence of any of the causes set 
forth in Section 161.22(b) (relating 
to cause for debarment) does not 
necessarily require that a person or 
enterprise be debarred. In each 
instance, the decision will be made 
in the discretion of the Director of 
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the Department of General Services 
and the Mayor, unless otherwise 
required by law, and will be 
rendered in the best interests of 
the City." 

This would have come into play 
if, for example, all of the people 
in a certain enterprise are 
convicted of something. That sounds 
funny, but we*re at the point now 
where, in some industries, everyone 
in the area is in federal court and 
could end up technically having 
cause for being debarred from the 
City and we would have no one in the 
area who could do the business. So, 
that was necessary. 

In addition, on page four, we 
put in a provision for a hearing so 
that all concerns about due process 
would be addressed. Before 1 had 
just the opportunity for the 
individual or enterprise potentially 
being debarred to correspond with 
the City; now we're actually 
providing for an expedited hearing 
within 15 days so that the 
enterprise or individual will have 
his or her day in court, if you 
will, before the City and the 
debarment can either occur or not 
occur as quickly as possible. 

Those were basically the 
changes. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. Pollock, how would this 
relate, how do you define and 
separate doing business with the 
City when, indeed, there's a 
crossover in the fact that people do 
business with the URA or the Housing 
Authority? How do you define that 
being separate from the City? I 


have great concerns because I 
support your legislation which I 
think is probably one of the most 
meaningful and important pieces of 
legislation to come down the pike in 
a hundred years and it's long 
overdue. But my concern is that it 
may be just window dressing if it 
doesn't apply where it's going to do 
some real good. Have you thought 
through how and if it is possible to 
determine that somebody doing 
business with say URA which, in 
essence, is a creation of Council, 
would still fall under the purview 
of these amendments or would they be 
brought forward and urged at each 
authority to adopt them? 

Mr. Pollock: 

As I stated in the Committee 
Session, each authority should 
institute similar policies for their 
body. I serve on the URA board, I 
believe every member of Council 
serves on some authority or board, 
and hopefully he or she will ask 
that chat authority adopt similar 
provisions. 

I' ve already talked to Che 
Solicitor for Che Urban 
Redevelopment Authority and, 
hopefully, as soon as possible, we 
will be taking action very similar 
to this. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Thank you very much. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to speak 
out in support of this bill. It's a 
very important piece of legislation 
and I want to thank Mark for taking 
the time to work on it, and also to 
Mr. Pellegrini for some of Che 




proper amendments. 

This billy simply put, is about 
two things as far as I'm concerned 
and that's why I'm voting for it. 
It's about contract responsibility 
and it’s also about safeguarding the 
rights of employees. 

By amending the contract 
section of the Municipal Code, when 
we deal in businesses and contract 
these deals with the City, they know 
that they have to be responsible. 
And I think it's a very reasonable 
bill. But I particularly would 
point out sections of this bill that 
talk about debarment and stress the 
need for companies to deal fairly 
and squarely with the City as a 
customer and that if companies 
violate the prevailing minimum wage 
standards, child labor laws, other 
kinds of things, that that is cause 
for concern and cause for debarment. 

The other key thing in this 
bill, in addition to all the 
traditional laws, is that they must 
be concerned about the EEO and the 
power of the Human Relations 
Commission and, also, as Mark has 
put in here, an executive order. A 
lot of times we don't have the full 
weight of law, but often times, the 
Mayor, through the history of this 
City, has issued executive orders 
and they should have the kind of 
power. And now that this bill makes 
11, executive orders have even more 
clout and I think it * s very 
Important that that's in there. 

Also, we've seen a lot of times 
where contractors have not paid 
taxes to the City and if they're not 
paying taxes, they try to get out of 
paying taxes, I think that's cause 
for concern and this bill, again, 
points out and makes that one of the 


issues on reforming the contract 
language that companies have to be 
accountable and if they do not pay 
their taxes they can be held 
accountable. 

Also, I think the other key 
part of this bill, as far as I'm 
concerned, has to do with 
performance. There are a lot of 
times that we are not happy, as a 
customer, with some of the companies 
that do business with the City and 
they perform poorly. There are a 
lot of examples of that and this 
bill would straighten that out. 

For all those reasons and many 
more, this is a very important piece 
of legislation. It helps the City 
do business better. And also it 
really helps to safeguard the rights 
of employees in the City. Thank 
you. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I just want to say that this 
bill is long overdue and I want to 
commend Mark for sponsoring it. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Thank you. 

I just have one more comment. 
As Jim started to get to, what this 
bill does, really, is give more 
bite, more teeth, if you will, to 
everything that's already on the 
books, whether it be enforcement of 
ordinances already enacted, 
enforcement of human relations or 
civil rights laws or orders, 
collection of taxes, whatever, we're 
now encompassing anybody that does 
or wants to do or wants to even bid 
on business with the City of 
Pittsburgh. That's why the Director 
of the Human Relations Commission, 
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John Gabriel, called me 
unsolicitedly and told me this was 
an excellent bill and anything he 
could do to support it he would. 
That's why the Solicitor supports it 
as well. It really gives more 
enforcement and gets people to pay 
attention. It's one thing to have 
something on the books and it's more 
or less window-dressing, but when 
you hit people in their pocketbooks 
is when you really get attention. 

So, I'm thankful for all the 
kind comments and support and I'd 
also like my comments brought 
forward for this bill.

(MR. POLLOCK’S COMMENTS ON BILL NO- 2918-Wednesday, 4-10-89) 
Mr. Pollock: 

I believe this is very important bill, one that is long 
overdue, something that most or many other governments that I 
have looked into already have; specifically, the federal 
government has it, the state government has it, and I have 
already proposed that the Urban Redevelopment Authority, on 
whose board I sit, also institute a similar provision. 

Hopefully, the other authorities of the City of Pittsburgh will 
do this as well, and hopefully this Council will pass this or an 
amended version of it- 

What this does is set forth clearly and distinctionly so 
there can be no questions asked at any time what actions and/or 
activities would result in an individual, or a company or 
partnership being prohibited from bidding or participating in 
city contracts- And the items that I have enumerated are 
basically extracted from other debarment ordinances around the 
country, the federal one as well as the Pennsylvania one. 

To summarize the ones that I have delineated, individuals or 
companies or other entities that are convicted — and this is 
only by a conviction, not by the city’s determination of it so 
that due process issues are covered. Any company or individual 
found guilty of committing a fraud in connection with obtaining 
contracts from governments or subcontract individuals convicted 
of certain crimes, such as bribery, racketeering, mail fraud, 
receiving stolen property, individuals convicting of price 
fixing, or bid rigging, or anti-trust violations, individuals 
convicted of violating federal labor laws or other labor and 
minimum wage laws, prevailing wage laws, individuals violating a 
whole host of civil rights laws, the federal civil rights laws, 
the Pennsylvania Human Relation’s Act, the City of Pittsburgh’s 
Human Relations ordinance, the Mayor’s Executive Order on 
affirmative action, any other affirmative action or civil 
rights, non-discrimination law, violation of any law relations 
to conflicts of interest, the loss of license to practice a 
profession or business by an individual, a failure to pay any 
debts owed the city — I think that the person or company that 
owns the city taxes or other debts should not be permitted to 
reap the benefits of doing business with the City oZ PLLtsburgh. 
And there are numerous other ones that I don’t think I have to 
go through- Filing false information when bidding, individuals 
bid on contracts with the city and they are required to put down 
statements concerning their assets, or finance statement, or 
equal opportunity provisions, and they have been found to have 
done so in a false or fraudulent manner, they would be 
prohibited from bidding. Decertification as a minority or women 
enterprise, companies that have been decertified as being owned 
by women or minorities and have benefitted or attempted to 
benefit as a result of that, if they have, in fact, been 
decertified by a certifying agency, they would then be 
prohibited from bidding on city contracts or participating in 
city contracts. 

Now, what has to be stated is that the city would determine 
how long the debarment would last. If the conviction or the 
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activity is not of a great or significant matterr then the 
debarment could occur from no time or for a short time, or if it 
is something of a serious matter, then the debarment could be 
for a larger period of time. But I think that this ordinance 
will clear up a lot of the gaps about who is a, quote 
"responsible bidder," and it will protect the city from having 
to do business with individuals that it might not otherwise want 
to do business with. 

As I stated, it is long overdue, and other governmental 
bodies already have it, and I think this city should have it, as 
well. I think it will provide protections that we need. 

I have spoken at length with our Human Relations Director, 
John Gabriel. He told me this would be a great benefit to the 
Human Relations Commission in enforcing the affirmative action 
and non-discrimination provisions of the Human Relation's 
ordinance, and the Mayor's executive order and of the City Code, 
and companies that might otherwise with impunity, they figure 
they have nothing to lose, the possibility of losing city 
business would be an added incentive for them to comply with 
non-discrimination rules, regulations and laws. 

I think that the benefits to be gained by the city are 
obvious and enormous, and the most important one being that now 
we have a guide as to what is responsible and what is not. I 
would hope that this Council would support it. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Pollock: 

As I stated earlier, I serve on the Board of the Urban 
Redevelopment Authority, and we have already started the ball 
rolling there, and I received a favorable response. In fact, as 
I stated earlier, I worked closely with the Solicitor in 
drafting this. So I think the ^^oard of the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority would be very receptive to this. 

Every member of Council serves on some authority board. I 
can only hope that each member or other people at those 
authorities would also asked that they have similar provisions 
in there actions. 

Several of the authorities fundings, for example the Housing 
Authority, most if not all of their funding comes from the 
federal government, so they would be covered under the federal 
debarment proceedings. I would hope that they would go further, 
because I have added some reasons for debarment that the federal 
government doesn't include, so I would hope that they would pick 
up those additional activities. But failing that, we do have 
that one protection there at the Housing Authority and any other 
place that receives federal dollars. I would certainly be 
receptive to amend in cooperation agreements, although I don't 
know how appropriate and/or legal that is. 

(END OF REMARKS)

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Michelle Nadoff: 

I think this bill, as we've all 
stated, is excellent. I would hope 
that the Administration, in 
particular our Controller's Office, 
would also realize they have a 
responsibility to be just as 
conscientious and to do their 
part. For example, not paying bills 
for six months is totally 
unacceptable because what happens is 
that we're putting the burden on the 
people doing the bidding and the 
contracting, but we have a 
responsibility on the other side to 
cake care of our commitment to the 
contractors• 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, in the beginning 
X wasn't for the bill, but the 
amendments have brought the bill 
into real good focus for me and I 
support the bill wholeheartedly. 
And I would urge chat the 
authorities also support this bill 
because it's been brought up here, 
it's just like now you have a 
condition where one of the 
authorities is saying go ahead and 
give an indicted person work. The 
City is saying no. And so there's 
still a dichotomy here from the 
authorities, not with the City, and 
I think this irons it out and brings 
it into good focus what the City 
will stand for and tolerate. But 
now I think Chat somewhere maybe the 
Mayor should lean, if she can, on 
the authorities and get something 
out of the federal authorities to 
support our bills too because we're 
having contracts with HUD and URA 
and I know a lot of things chat they 
do are not supportive of the 
amendments in this bill.

I 
believe that there needs to be some 
clarification. I understand I was 
slightly maligned when I was not 
here. 

I was accused, I believe, by 
Mr. Imhoff of introducing this piece 
of legislation because a friend had 
contacted me. Well, there's a 
certain amount of truth in that. An 
old, old friend that I haven't seen 
in over ten years, a physician, 
called to say, "l have a problem; 
I'm being cited for a building 
violation. We had a contractor come 
into our building and put in this 
plastic pipe and the building has 
plastic pipe throughout it. I 
didn't know what he was putting 
in. I hired a contractor." I said, 
"You're going to have to change 
it." He said, "it's all done. How 
do I rip what I've done in my 
offices apart?" I said, "You'll 
have to speak to Mr. Imhoff." I 
also spoke to Mr. Imhoff and said, 
"Would you look into it?" 

Mr. Imhoff did look into it. I 
didn't even check back with him to 
see what happened but I did feel at 
that point that it was imperative 
that when a small contractor who may 
not come down and keep abreast of 
every change in the BOCA Code, which 
he should do, takes it upon himself 
to do a job that, at the very least, 
we could do. It's a moving target. 

The BOCA Code is amended all 
the time. I personally see nothing 
wrong with a little yellow or blue 
slip attached to a permit that says, 
"Please be aleart that we have 


changed a portion of the Code" so 
that people will look at it. I 
think we have some responsibility to 
our business community and to our 
citizens who are trying to stay in 
business to just say, "Hey, there's 
been a change." And if that makes 
me a villian, then so be it. I 
don't think I did anything so 
terrible by suggesting that we amend 
this to address that particular 
problem. 

And while it has been stated by 
Mr. Imhoff and others that we're 
always changing the Code and we're 
going to have to tell people all the 
time of changes, so what. If we 
change a bill, I think it's 
imperative to have a slip to say, 
"Please be aware that the BOCA Code 
has been amended, Section so and 
so." Very simple language. I don't 
believe that legislation should be 
in such a form that people don't 
understand it. "You can no longer 
use plastic pipe unless it adheres 
to ..." Or, "You can no longer do 
this." Or, "We've now changed to 
allow you to do this." Sometimes it 
may be on the other side of the 
issue. 

It is unfortunate that you did 
not wait for my vote but I'm 
prepared to vote today. 

Hr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on this bill. I 
originally supported it. After 
discussion Wednesday and comments by 
Mr. Pellegrini, I will not support 
it. However, I do think the bill is 
well-intentioned and I do think 
that, again I stress, when Council 
took the unusual action in amending 
the BOCA Code, I stress that in that 
particular example, I do think it's 
appropriate for Council to consider 
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some type of education handout to 
educate people about changes. 
Usually people vill deal with the 
BOCA Code, they'll deal with the NEC 
Code, they'll deal with the NFPA 
standards. And while we take some 
super action and change one thing in 
it, I do think that Building 
Inspection should have some type of 
educational brochure about the 
issue. 

However, Mr. Pellegrini pointed 
out, and I know I've been involved 
in many battles with the Board of 
Adjustment and people who come 
before the Planning Commission and 
the Board, Mr. Pellegrini pointed 
out the due process issue that if we 
fail to give out a particular 
brochure, that that would strengthen 
a person's argument in a court. I 
think it’s a very valid concern and 
for those reasons I cannot support 
the bill. 

However, I think the bill is 
well-intentioned and the 

Administration could at least think 
about some kind of an educational 
handout throughout the City network 
on the issue of the plastic pipe. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, 1 *d like to make a 
recommendation. We have a gentleman 
coming back to the City of 
Pittsburgh who was here for several 
years, although he's going into 
another department. I think it's 
sort of asinine to bring this 
gentleman in and question him when 
we know his background. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I want to question him. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

That's your prerogative, but I 
just thought that there might be a 
bit of a hurry to get him in 
there. We all know the gentleman. 

Mr. Coyne moved to approve the 
appointment of Mr. Hayllar. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. I would like to 
have Mr. Hayllar come in. His role 
in the Administration was a very 
political role. He's a very 

talented young writer. He's been 
working for Equibank. My 

understanding is that he has not 
worked with finance, his background 
is not in finance, and I would just 
like to ask him some questions about 
some very great concerns I have 
about the tax structure of this 
City. I've discussed this with the 
Mayor, I don't think she would 
object, and I think it would be 
inappropriate to just out of hand, 
for those of us who have been here 
11 years or a lot longer than just a 
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couple of years, Co ask some 
pertinent questions because we know 
this person, we know his talents. 
You know, somebody can be a great 
surgeon and be a lousy lawyer. 

I just think that it's 
imperative that we have the 
opportunity to ask some questions 
and the public get a chance to hear 
the answers. I don't think I should 
be denied that opportunity because 
other members will want to ask 
questions of other people at another 
time. Why are we railroading this, 
why are we pushing it through so 
quickly? He'll probably be approved 
anyway, but I would just like the 
courtesy and I chink my constituents 
Crust me to ask some of the right 
questions• 

Mr. Pollock: 

One would have to look far and 
wide to find a bigger Ben Hayllar 
fan than I. I think he's wonderful 
and I think he's a tremendous asset 
to Che City and I'm delighted that 
he’s coming back. However, I think 
it's a terrible and inappropriate 
precedent to have a cabinet position 
be confirmed without discussion. I 
don't know if i'll have questions 
for him or not, but I can't possibly 
vote to approve any cabinet position 
without chat person coming before 
Council, as any appointment to any 
cabinet level at any other level of 
government should not be approved 
without discussion before the 
legislative body. I may have some 
questions but I really think we have 
to have Mr. Hayllar come in. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mike, apparently there's not 
enough votes to approve Mr. Hayllar 
so, rather than turn him down at 


this time and go through the 
procedure again, would you change 
your motion to interviewing Mr. 
Hayllar with a two week waiting 
period? 

Mr. Coyne: 

I want to make a comment first, 
Mr. Chairman. We had the 
opportunity to meet with Mr. Hayllar 
last week. The Mayor explained her 
ideas about the restructuring of her 
office and what was going to take 
place and, I think in the scheme of 
things, it was important chat Mr. 
Hayllar was to start next Monday, if 
I'm not mistaken, along with Mr. 
Mistick and with Mr. Turner in new 
positions. It was my understanding 
at that time that this bill had to 
go through today and I think it was 
agreed with the CounciImembers, the 
ones who showed up in the Mayor's 
Office for the meeting, chat we 
wouldn't have to have Mr. Hayllar at 
Che table. If I'm mistaken with 
what went on there, then maybe 
somebody who was there can enlighten 
me on this. But I understood at 
Chat meeting last week that we said 
everyone knew Mr. Hayllar, knew his 
abilities, and that we were just 
going to go with the Mayor's plan on 
this one and let things flow. Now, 
if having him here tomorrow is going 
to slow this up, I don't see any 
purpose to it. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

With the exception of Mr. 
Pollock and Ms. Madoff who I don't 
believe were at that meeting — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I spoke to the Mayor the night 
before. My child was ill; I 
couldn't make it. 
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Mr. Lyons: 

Mr, Chairman, to correct my 
colleague, Mr, Coyne, Ben Uayllar's 
job does not take effect next 
Monday. He was giving them two 
weeks' notice at Equibank that he 
would be moving and he wouldn' t be 
starting. It would be Joe Mistick 
that would be starting next 
Monday, Just for the record, since 
we don't have enough approval here, 
there wouldn't be anyting that would 
be an impediment to Ben Hayliar 
coming to the table. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to clarify. First of all, 
we should not confuse the private 
courtesy extended to members of 
Council, some members of Council who 
were able to attend, on the part of 
the Mayor as in any way an approval 
process, in any way a public process 
which we should go through. 

Personally, I'm going to 
support Dr. Hayllar. I've had 
discussions with him and I've worked 
with him for the last year on a 
number of economic development 
projects. But I have a number of 
concerns which I have raised with 
Mr. Hayllar concerning some of the 
financial affairs in the City. He 
has some very unique ideas and I 
want to bring them out into 
public. He has a contribution to 
make • He's certainly capable and 
competent and there' s just no way, 
it would be over my dead body that 
we would ever approve a department 
director without a public input 
process. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I 'll withdraw my motion, Mr. 
Chairman. 


Mr. Lyons: 

I'll withdraw my second. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I make a suggestion? Why 
don't we, instead of adjourning 
today's meeting, recess? Have him 
here tomorrow and then we could vote 
on it tomorrow and then we could 
vote on it tomorrow and get it over 
with, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

There's no hurry, Mr. Chairman. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, if that's a problem for 
Mr. Coyne — I extend the courtesies 
to him that he doesn't extend to me 
because I'm a lady and I'd like him 
to be a gentleman. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

You're going to have to wait 
two weeks anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't care but I just want 
him to know that I would extend that 
courtesy. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

You have to give the man a 
little notice to get here. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I move that Mr. 
Hayllar be informed to appear before 
Council next Wednesday. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 
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Mr. Perlo: 

Whatever time the Chairman 
feels is appropriate. He can come 
in tomorrow or next week. Who 
cares? 

Mr. Pollock: 

Check with him to see what time 
is mutually convenient. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't think there's enough 
time if you don’t do it tomorrow for 
the two week time frame. If we 
recess today and meet tomorrow, then 
we can vote on it next Tuesday. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
Mr. Hayllar will come in for us to 
interview. That has to be on a 
Wednesday. The Chairman can arrange 
the appropriate time with the help 
of the Clerk. Period. There is no 
hurry. The man can't start for two 
weeks anyway. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We have a problem here; there's 
a little dichotomy. Two weeks would 
take us, if we do it next Wednesday, 
it would take us into three weeks. 
Could we please ask him if it would 
be convenient for him to come 
tomorrow if we recess instead of 
adjourn? It's perfectly legal. 
When Mr. Woods or the Good Old Boys' 
Club want to get something through, 
they will recess instead of 
adjourning and I think it can be 
done. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr, Chairman, my point of order 


was that the Chairman can figure out 
when Mr, Hayllar needs to come in. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

We have a motion here to wait 
two weeks. Whether we have Mr. 
Hayllar in tomorrow or next week, we 
cannot act on this for two weeks. 
So, if you want to rush it and get 
him here tomorrow, alright, and if 
you don't, alright. 

Mr• Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, my motion was 
that he comes in next Wednesday. 
That's my motion, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr, Chairman, I can't believe 
we’re having this procedural 
discussion, I'm making the point 
that we want to interview Mr. 
Hayllar. You can decide, with the 
Clerk, when the appropriate time 
is. If Mr. Hayllar can come 

tomorrow, so be it. If not, the 
following week. Leave it up to 
yourself as Chairman. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr, Ferlo: 

Discussion on another matter. 
I don't know if other CounciImembers 
share this frustration; I hope I'm 
not alone. But over the last many 
months I have been very active on a 
number of different Public Safety 
concerns, from organizing and 
mobilizing anti-drug activity, 
problems with late response, 
problems with the 911 dispatching, 
I've attended maybe five or six 
different Public Safety zone 
meetings, and I don't know if I'm 
alone but, as far as I'm concerned. 
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our Police Department is woefully 
inadequate in terms of the issue of 
personnel and staffing shortages, as 
well as problems of dispatching with 
the 911. In fact, they're so grave 
and the situation has gotten so bad 
that on any particular shift, often 
times you will find instead of 30 
officers being present for roll 
call, you have 3 officers. Three 
officers when 30 people are supposed 
to show up at a zone. How is a Zone 
Commander or Lieutenant going to 
dispatch appropriately when 3 
officers are there out of 30? As 
far as I'm concerned, it has reached 
a chaotic situation and I would like 
to offer a number of suggestions, 
one of which I think is radical and 
it certainly is a change of attitude 
in myself. 

I'd like to just offer the 
following, and I'm asking that we 
consider these and we communicate to 
the Mayor directly at the table. We 
already passed a bill earlier this 
year requesting the Mayor to come to 
the table with her staff so we could 
discuss foot patrol and other 
problems confronting the Public 
Safety Department. At this time I'd 
like to offer a three-pronged 
approach. 

One, and I'd like to provoke 
some debate and dialogue on this. 
We should begin to consider the 
possibility of waiving the residency 
requirement that we currently have 
in City government. That's an 
administrative prerogative. We 
should waive the residency 
requirement and I think we should 
put on a class of 50 police officers 
who are already police officers in 
other towns and other boroughs and 
other municipalities and other 
cities throughout Western 
Pennsylvania. We do it as a one¬ 


time shot. We do a recruitment 
program, we reach out to other 
police departments, and we hire some 
competent police officers who 
already know the ropes. They can 
have served for several years, they 
know how to shoot a gun, they know 
how to do investigations, they know 
how to do all the things that we 
need to do and that we can't get 
done quickly enough because of the 
small numbers of people being 
introduced into the training classes 
of this summer and this fall. 

So, I'm suggesting that we take 
emergency action, that we put on and 
recruit 50 police officers from 
other townships, boroughs, 
municipalities, outside the City, 
that they become residents on the 
day that they are actually hired. 
But as a recruitment effort, as far 
as I'm concerned, things are so bad, 
they're so below the 1,000 figure 
let alone the budgeted figure, that 
we have to act on an emergency 
basis. 

Some of the people that are 
being put on the police force, as 
far as I'm concerned, leave a lot to 
be desired. They can't shoot a 
gun. They don't have the 
strength. They don't have the 
capability and they even have some 
criminal activity in their 
background. I'm saying that it's a 
hell of a way to build up a police 
force. We have reached a bad 
situation in this City and I pray 
every day that some of the older 
officers don't retire because they 
are some of the best people that we 
have compared to some of the quality 
of the new recruits. Am I 
condemning all the new recruits? 
Absolutely not. I'm only saying 
that we have gotten lackadaisical 
because of the problems of adding

new police officers on che force* 

I'm asking the Administration 
to think of a one-time emergency 
appeal, that we consider waiving the 
residency requirement, and that we 
hire already existing police 
officers from the State Police, from 
other municipalities, townships, 
boroughs throughout Western 
Pennsylvania, provided, again, that 
they have been in service and been 
in the employ of another police 
department for several years. I 
think we should go so far as to 
offer them some housing assistance 
and some relocation money also 
because it's gotten that bad. 

Secondly, I think we have to go 
back to the federal court and we 
have to seek a revision of the Weber 
Order. Am I saying that we should 
get rid of the Affirmative Action 
Plan? No, I am not. Let's be clear 
before the Post Gazette 
editorialists take off on me without 
even extending me the courtesy of a 
question to me. I'm not saying 
waive the Affirmative Action Plan. 
I'm saying that after more than a 
decade of the existing l-l-l-l rule, 
we need to re-evaluate it. We have 
a problem. We have many competent 
white males and competent black 
males who need to be hired in 
greater numbers, but the l-l-l-l 
problem exists. And as a result, 
we're putting some half-baked 
individuals on the police force. 

We should revise that order and 
we should begin to think about what 
I would phrase as a five-year 
affirmative action plan. We should 
think about going back to the 
federal court, God rest his soul, 
Mr. Weber is no longer with us, but 
we should think about going back to 
the federal court to seek a waiver 


on the l-l-l-l rule. But, we have 
to put forward to the court the 
progress we've made to date, and 
secondly, we need an affirmative 
action plan, some of which is 
already being initiated- For 
instance, Director Cannon has talked 
about the health career magnate, I 
believe it's at Peabody, and the 
idea being there that we train some 
of the paramedics and recruit 
younger people to become interested 
in the police force and the other 
branches of public safety. I think 
if we develop a five-year plan 
whereby we are going to deal with 
the issue of inadequate numbers of 
black females for the force, I think 
it' s time that we go back to the 
federal court and begin to discuss 
this issue. 

The third thing I'm very 
concerned about, and I'm che only 
one who voted no on an appropriation 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

If I may, before you get to the 
third point. Mike, wouldn't a bill 
from Mr. Ferlo, legislation to chat 
effect, be in order? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, let me finish my 
point and I'll address that issue. 
The third thing as part of my 
concern in a three-pronged approach 
here is that I stress my objection 
CO spending money, $195,000 on the 
Fire Department. Again, it's not 
broke; why fix it. However, the 
majority of CounciImembers and the 
Adminstration feel it's appropriate 
to do a review of che Fire 
Department, so be it. 

But I would call, thirdly, that 
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we need a study of the Department of 
Public Safety. We need to finance a 
study, and 1 will introduce 
legislation, but again, I can 
introduce a bill but if Council 
doesn*t support it and the 
authorization isn't expended by the 
Mayor, it doesn't go anywhere. What 
we really need to be studying is the 
effectiveness and we should evaluate 
the effectiveness of the Department 
of Public Safety. We should 
evaluate the Police Department. We 
should evaluate the policing 
strategy and techniques. We should 
evaluate the zone concept that 
Director Cannon has implemented. We 
should evaluate the 911 dispatching 
system and a whole host of other 
things. 

So, I think what we should do, 
after having the DPS in place for 
close to three years, and if you 
remember, when Mr. Caliguiri 
presented this to the Council, at 
that time I was not on it, he, 
himself, said, "Don't worry; we're 
going to go through and evaluate the 
performance of the Department." 
Well, that's never really happened 
and there are some very major 
problems in the Department of Public 
Safety. I think long before we 
spend the priorities on the Fire 
Department, we should begin an 
evaluation of the effectiveness of 
the Department of Public Safety. 
And I hope that that study, if it 
were to be considered by Council, 
can include some kind of citizen 
participation process. Citizens, 
the zone committees that exists 
around the City, let them be 
involved in this evaluation and 
study of the Police Department. 

But for all those reasons, and 
again, I might be a minority on 
this, but I'll pick an example. A 


week and a half ago, a flower shop 
on Butler Street was robbed. Two 
people called in to 911. During the 
course of two hours there was never 
a police response. They were so 
brazen, the thieves, that they took 
out the bay window and they went in 
and out of the flower shop six times 
to rcb all the items in the shop, 
computers, payroll, other kinds of 
items. In that two hour period, 
even though several citizens called 
911, there was never a response. 
Michelle has eloquently pointed out 
the problems of the West Cate 
Village. We've had many drug 
rallies around this City. Other 
CounciImembers can relate 
experiences. 

We have a crisis situation in 
our Police Department and I think it 
takes some emergency response. I'm 
asking for consideration on the 
waiving of the residency to hire 
existing police officers. I'm 
asking for a revision of the Weber 
Order, with a five-year affirmative 
action plan being developed by the 
Administration, and I'm asking for 
money for a study to evaluate this 
whole mess that we created in the 
first place. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, Mr. Ferlo, I still 
believe legislation is in order and 
when the legislation is presented 
we'll have the Administration and 
the Public Safety Department here 
and discuss this plan. I agree with 
you; you're 1000 percent right. But 
we can't do anything unless we put 
that legislation in. 

In regards to narcotics, we all 
know that our police now have the 
power to seize cash and seize 
vehicles involved in dope 
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transactions, what have you. And 
this power comes from the federal 
government. I inquired of the City 
Solicitor, Mr. Pellegrini, what our 
powers were in regards to seizing 
homes. For instance, there's a 
dealer in a house and he's caught. 
Can we seize that home as well as 
cash and a vehicle, what have you. 
He said he would research it and he 
got back to me and said that we've 
done it on occasion but we really 
have no legislation on it. I still 
think legislation is in order and 
I'm going to present it in regards 
to the seizure of homes when a dope 
transaction takes place in the 
house. 

Nr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I feel that our 
approach to our police problem, we 
don't have enough policemen to cover 
the crime. I'll admit that. But I 
feel before I would go outside the 
City of Pittsburgh looking for other 
police officers, I think I would try 
to set aside the condition that we 
have now with the psychological 
testing and the Civil Service. 

In the first place, while the 
psychological testing has been 
approved by the State, it's there if 
you want it or if you don't want 
it. So in January of '66, we put it 
in without legislation. The State 
Police do noc take a psychological 
testing and I feel if we would set 
that aside for a period of time, we 
could get enough officers right here 
in the City of Pittsburgh that are 
residents to swell our force. 

First we must remember, we're 
still in the pro rata share of 
policepersons per population, 330. 
But our pro rata share of police 
about the same now as when we had 


700,000 people. But the problem 
that we suffer now is while the 
population abates, crime rises and 
the 1,102 officers that we have on 
the police for as of 1 January this 
year, when we take a look every day 
at the daily sheet that goes to 
work, we have 20 percent on 
workmen's compensation, maybe 
another 20 percent sick leave, ones 
in court, pass days, and therefore 
we probably don't have 150 officers 
over the 24 hour period to guard the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

I feel that we can hasten to 
more safety if we would set aside 
the psychological testing which, in 
my opinion, is only a vehicle of the 
Administration to govern the number 
of people we put on, Forget what 
has been allocated in the budget. 
We could allocate for 1,000 police 
people this year, but if the 
Administration tells the 
psychological people to pass four, 
then there's only going to be four 
passed. I feel that the 
psychological testing should be set 
aside in whatever way it got in in 
January of 1966 which was not 
through any legislation. It should 
be taken out and let us go and put 
on 100 or 150 police officers right 
now. Residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh, 

I agree that we need more 
police officers here, but I don't go 
along with going out of the City of 
Pittsburgh for them. And I would 
strongly support setting aside the 
psychological testing and the Civil 
Service commitments, whatever they 
may be, to get some quota for 
immediate safety in the City of 
Pittsburgh. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I find this dialogue and 
discussion fascinating because it 
seems to me that I*m listening to 
myself* Maybe subconsciously or 
subliminally I got the message 
across that we really have a problem 
with our police numbers. 

I must tell you that I had been 
working privately on this problem. 
I addressed a letter to the leaders 
of the black community about exacty 
the issue that Mr. Ferlo raised, 
that as an interim one shot deal — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I didn't raise this as a black 
issue. I raised this as a public 
safety issue. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm raising it as a black 
issue, a black female issue. I 
wrote a letter to the black 
community saying, "Would you be on a 
search committee to go out to find 
the best and the brightest so that 
we can meet the quotas and would you 
support an interim one shot hiring 
of black males and white males 
because it is not only difficult to 
find black females but it's also 
difficult to find white females?" 
And because of this, we are not able 
to hire the significant number of 
police officers that we require. 

I sent the letter off to the 
Law Department and had a response 
back. In fact, I sent it to Judge 
Weber and I got a note back saying 
that you must deal thorugh the Law 
Department and I got a not back 
subsequently that says, "The law is 
the law, the court has ruled, and 
there's nothing you can do." But I 


think that this is a very 
inappropriate place to get to the 
nitty gritty. A lot of issues have 
been raised that we'd have to ask 
about. You go out and hire police 
officers from other communities, how 
does it affect our workers' comp? 
How does it affect our insurance 
liability? 

I will support the concerns of 
my colleague who raised the issue of 
psychological testing. All of us 
have been raising it since we've 
been here. Jeep, I remember you 
raising it and you have been here 
longer than I have. I remember when 
I got here, before I was informed, 
you raised these issues. I don't 
think that we're going to resolve it 
unless we really have a commitment 
to addressing the problem and it 
cannot be in an adversarial role. 

I suggest strongly that we hold 
a public hearing in the immediate 
future with the Administration and 
the Police Department and we ask for 
some things that might give you the 
end result that we're all seeking, 
and that is accountability. 
Wouldn't it be interesting if every 
week this Council received, through 
the Administration, an accounting of 
exactly the point that Mr. Ferlo 
made. There are 30 police officers 
on call; how many were on workers' 
comp? How many were on holiday? 
How many were on vacation or 
personal days? How many didn't show 
up because there were no automobiles 
available to them? That should be 
answered. When a call comes in on 
911, it's taped, it's recorded; why 
wasn't it answered? We need to get 
a weekly, daily, monthly, whatever 
we predetermine, report as to what 
is happening because I don't think 
that we are any more frustrated than 
Glenn Cannon is or the Police 
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Department, They have the same 
concerns we have but if they don^t 
have police officers, you can't put 
them in a Xerox machine. 

One of the things that I 
suggested some time ago, and I've 
done it three or four times but it 
doesn't seem to register, maybe it 
will register, we might want to put 
a referendum on the ballot that 
says, "Would you be willing to pay 
an increase of tax dollars not to 
exceed a certain cap and the money 
would be funneled directly to the 
hiring of police?" because, as Mr. 
Lyons has said, it's a different 
world today. We have a drug 
culture. You cannot go on per 
capita, we have more than somewhere 
else. It's a different world. We 
could walk in parks when we were 
children. Would you walk even on 
the streets today after hours in 
certain parts of the community? In 
any parts of the community? I live 
in Mount Washington. We just had a 
drug death, an overdose, in our 
area. Nobody is safe. It's a 
problem indigenous to all of us. 

I hereby respectfully request 
that we schedule a public hearing on 
public safety with the 
Administration and the issues that 
have been raised here today 
including my issues. I make that in 
the form of a motion. Do I have a 
second to have a public hearing? 
And if you don't second it, I can 
still require one and under law you 
have to give it to me anyway. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don't believe we vote on 
that. Any member of Council can 
request a public hearing. You can 


either get 25 signatures from the 
public or a member of Council can 
request one. It's up to the 
Chairman to set it. 

Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on the hearing 
issue. I have no problem with a 
hearing. The problem is, we have, 
as I stated earlier, we have a long 
standing legislation which we 
approved in that request under the 
Home Rule Charter was for the Mayor 
to appear in Council at the 
Wednesday's session with her 
Administration so we can talk about 
these issues that Michelle and 
yourself and others have talked 
about. We have a standing request. 
Council President has never 
initiated the meeting, but we have a 
standing piece of legislation 
calling on the Mayor to appear in 
Council to discuss these issues. 
I'd rather discuss these with the 
Mayor and not have a public hearing 
where I hear the same complaints 
that I've already been hearing 
having been out every night at 
public safety meetings. I don't 
need to hear all that other stuff 
again. I need to have the Mayor and 
the Police Chief and Director Cannon 
at the table so we can discuss and 
debate these issues. 

The Chair, Pro tern; 

You suggested the legislation, 
Jim; if it's up, then we can call 
them in. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You're acting as the Chairman 
for the next few weeks. You have 
the power to inform the Mayor that 
we've request her to appear in 
Council to discuss these issues. We

Mr. Ferlo: 

Thank you. 

Nr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, dealing with the 
issue of psychological testing that 
Mr. Lyons has brought up, Mr. Lyons' 
office and my own office have been 
working for quite some time with the 
Department of Public Safety and the 
Mayor's Office concerning 

psychological testing, the issue. 
And as Councilwoman Madoff has 
brought up, it's been an issue chat 
has come up many times in Che past. 

I Chink that the AdminsCraCion 
and the Public Safety Department 
both express the same feeling of 
helplessness concerning the 

psychological testing and, to their 
credit, they've changed some things 
in the system. In the past, it was 
that an officer would go to the 
psychological testing and he or she 
would be rejected or accepted based 
upon that test alone. Chief 
Pampena, Mr. DiMardo, Mr. Cannon and 
Mr. Jacoby have reviewed all that 
and, in conjunction with our 
offices, have said that in the 
future they're going to also submit 
to the people who are giving the 
psychological testing not only a 
background investigation but the 
polygraph test results so Chat Che 
psychologist will have more to deal 
with rather than just making a 
judgment on a candidate. They feel 
there are some candidates who are 
being rejected and some who are 
being accepted who weren't 
appropriate because just by the way 
they were perceived by Che 
psychologist was Che determination 
of whether they would be good police 
officers or not. And I think with 
this change in the structure of the 
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way the police are interviewed, I 
think it will be a big addition. 

I think another question has to 
come up, and Mr. Lyons and I have 
discussed this, is the 

appropriateness of the people doing 
the psychological testing. There 
are some firms throughout the United 
States who specialize strictly in 
law enforcement psychological 
tests. Both our offices are 

pursuing the fact that maybe these 
people would be better to go into 
contract with rather than 
psychologists that deal with 
problems facing a whole range of 
things. But if we can get some 
experts in here who deal strictly 
with law enforcement psychology, 
maybe that would be more to the 
advantage of the City. We have been 
working on it and, hopefully, we*11 
have some changes in that area. 

Michelle Madoff: 

We talk about these problems ad 
infinitum but we don't address them 
because the way that's left is that 
we are saying Mr. DePasquale, as 
Acting President, will you request 
and send a letter. That' s not the 
answer. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Point of Clarification. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I finish, please? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

No, because I want to clarify. 
Michelle Madoff: 

What do you mean, no? I have 


the floor. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Point of Order, Mr. Chairman. 
We have an existing piece of 
legislation in this Council that 
everyone supported unanimously and 
that is, we passed a bill to have 
the Mayor here and obviously she'll 
have the Police Chief and Director 
Cannon and whomever else she wants 
to have. That's a standing bill, 
I'm only asking the Chairman to

Michelle Mado££: 

I have two issues, Mr. 
President. One is that we've had a 
dozen phone calls in our office just 
this morning about the West End 
Circle which affects many people 
other than just people living in 
District 2, but certainly impacts on 
people in District 2. The problem 
is, there's a dichotomy between the 
F.O.P. and PennDOT. It seems that 
PennDOT will only pay for two hours 
of traffic police officers and the 
City needs four hours. 

I'm going to strongly suggest 
that the Administration pay the four 
hours and then do a chargeback to 
PennDOT in some manner. We do a lot 
of business with them, this is just 
another account, and sail it through 
to make sure that we get some kind 
of resolution of this problem. But 
I don't think we can wait until we 
discuss it and sit down for a couple 
of weeks and work it out and hold 
some post agenda hearings. People 
are being bottlenecked and there are 
some serious traffic problems at 
West End and I would respectfully 
like to make that as a motion that 
we send to the Mayor and I hope that 
somebody would second that. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion.

Michelle Madoff: 

On another matter. I have very 
strong feelings that any person who 
represents this City, whether it's a 
department head or an elected 
official, is entitled to protection 
of their legal fees or any bills 
that they incur in the line of their 


And any time 
they are found innocent of a crime, 
their bills should be compensated by 
the City. That's one of the things 
the taxpayers have to absorb, is 
that if any member of the City or 
the County or the State is found 
innocent, I believe that people will 
be afraid to be elected if they

However, when there is an on¬ 
going question of guilt or innocence 
for a body such as ours, to 
undertake a fundraiser to pay the 
bills for someone who has not been 
determined innocent or guilty, I 
think is inappropriate because of 
the message that it says to our kids 
and the message it sends to the 
public is, right or wrong, guilty or 
innocent, we Good Old Boys will 
stand together and make sure the 
bills are covered. I think that is 
a terrible thing to do and I want to 
go on record as saying that • I'm 
just appalled. 

I got a call last night from a 
reporter asking me what I thought of 
this and I said, "You're kidding; I 
know you're joking," I was sure it 
was not true. 

I know that many of you told me 
that you feel out of friendship — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, if they are personal 
feelings, I have no quarrel with 
that whatsoever, but I don' t think 
that belongs on the Council agenda, 
whether it's a fundraiser or not. 

Michelle Madoff: 

It affects me as a member of 
Council because people don't know

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which of US, they don't recall, they 
say "Councilmembers are doing it." 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I think you should make a 
statement to the news media rather 
than here because that's your 
feelings• 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm a member of this Council 
and I have incurred bills in this 
particular lawsuit and I haven't 
seen this Council voting to pay my 
bills. I was an innocent. 

Hr. Lyons: 

Point of Order. The Council 
has not voted to pay any bills. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

This whole conversation is out 
of order. If you have anything else 
to discuss, Michelle — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think I've said it all. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in regards to the 
press conference that the City 
Controller had yesterday, I read the 
newspaper article yesterday, I think 
it's a fairly important issue 
because we're talking about 
potentially several millions of 
dollars• I do think we should 
forward a letter to the 
Administration as well as the 
authorities, but specifically to the 
Solicitor. I think we need a legal 
opinion regarding the issue that Mr. 
Flaherty has raised. And, if I 
understand it correctly, from the 


newspaper article and a copy of the 
release, that there are legal 
agreements dating back to the early 
1900s, if not earlier, with 
municipalities outside the City of 
Pittsburgh regarding the tap-in fees 
for maintenance of the sewage 
lines. I think Mr, Flaherty 
rightfully points out that the City 
once again is paying the piper for 
the suburban communities. 

His concern, as well as a 
concern that was raised by Green 
International in their report 
several years ago, is that there's 
close to a million dollars a year 
that is not being collected. I 
don't know why it is not being 
collected, but when we look at the 
burden that is on the Pittsburgh 
ratepayers, specifically with the 
most recent formation of the 
Authority, the $200 million bond 
issue, and recent proposed, if not 
enacted, five percent water rate 
increase, that's a pretty dramatic 
situation and it's a situation that 
disproportionately affects the City 
ratepayers• 

So, I do think we should 
communicate to the Solicitor and ask 
for an opinion. But, more 
importantly, I think we better be 
about the business of collecting 
this money because we're talking 
about a very large sum. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I think the matter should be 
rather clear to Council before we 
take any action whatsoever. If I 
read right, audits have been 
performed on certain boards and 
commissions and whatever was found 
failing or wrong was not carried out 
or was not corrected by previous 
administrations• 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

It's not so much an audit, Mr. 
Chairman, as there are legal 
agreements between the City and 24 
or 25 municipalities outside the 
City. These are Legal agreements — 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

But the bottom line is, what's 
the sense of performing an audit if 
you make a recommendation and then 
the City doesn't follow through. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That's another matter. The 
issue here is really not an audit so 
much as we have legal agreements 
between two municipalities, the City 
and the various neighboring 
municipalities outside the City. 
The problem is that very similar to 
the point that Mr. Wagner raised a 
year ago, and the fact that the 
Administration had not properly 
filled out the forms and collected 
the $426,000 from the County, 
there's an example where we have to 
take afffirmative action. We have 
to bill and send a notice to these 
communities. At this point it's 
such an important issue because 
we're talking about anywhere from 20 
to 30 to 50 to 60 years. Mr. 
Flaherty is being somewhat 
liberal. As far as I'm concerned, 
let those communities go out and 
bankroll a bond issue and pay us 
back for all of the years. Mr. 
Flaherty is only supporting a 
resolution and negotiate an 
agreement. 

Why do we always have to bear 
the burden? We go out and float the 
$200 million bond issue. We're the 
ones who formed the Water and Sewer 
Authority. Everybody contributes to 


the mess in regards to the sewage 
tap-in problem, so let these 
conmunities pay the piper. We have 
legal agreements so why isn't the 
Solicitor following suit on this? I 
think we're owed a response from the 
Solicitor regarding this matter. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

You make some good points and 
very legal points and if we have an 
obligation, certainly we should 
follow through. But I think we 
should hear from the Finance 
Chairman as to his opinion on the 
matter. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. Chairman, I agree with Mr. 
Ferlo. I think it should be 
investigated by our Solicitor. I 
know Mr, Pellegrini has done some 
research on it and maybe we should 
initiate a motion here, as is 
suggested by Mr. Ferlo, to further 
research and come up with some final 
opinion because he* s right. Our 
sewage lines are being used by 
municipalities outside the City of 
Pittsburgh and we are getting 
nothing in return for the use which 
is causing wear and tear on them. 
That has been my argument all along 
for the takeover of Alcosan on the 
Saw Mill Run interceptor, that two- 
thirds of the sewage through it is 
not City of Pittsburgh. Now, in 
some instances where there are 
interceptors going in other 
directions in the City of 
Pittsburgh, there is flow through 
those interceptors but they're not 
owned by the City, they're owned by 
Alcosan. So, consequently, there is 
not wear and tear on our sewer lines 
in certain areas, but in other areas 
there is. So, I think it should be 
researched. 
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Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, not to embarrass, 
but I*m very anxious and I'd like to 
salute our Finance Chairman, Jack 
Wagner, for his missionary trip that 
he took on last week to Charleston, 
South Carolina, and I hope he would 
be prepared to give us some 
expressions of his trip. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

In spite of Mr. Ferlo's 
objections, we'll give him a hand. 

Mr. Wagner: 

If I may follow up, I 
appreciate Mr. Lyons' comment, but 
I'd just like to take a moment and 
say a few words about the trip to 
Charleston, South Carolina which, as 
everyone is aware, the 38 workers 
are all back home safely and the 
trip was a tremendous success. 

I, first, would like to 
compliment the Mayor for her wisdom 
and her foresight to send City 
workers to a devastated city, and 
when I say devastated, we took a lot 
of pictures which will be made 
available to see in the lobby of the 
City County Building before the week 
is out and you will see the 
devastation. It's hard to beXieve 
that a city is still functioning and 
surrounding communities with the 
devastation that has occurred. 

So, I compliment the Mayor and 
her staff, the directors that were 
actively involved, Director Gaetano 
who came to Charleston on Thursday 
and stayed through Saturday. I know 
other directors were involved. 
Director Botsford who had people 
from her department. Parks and 
Recreation Director Brown, Deborah 


Liotus who was very active from the 
Mayor's Office in coordinating this 
whole thing before we went. And 
most importantly, the 38 workers. 
They did a fantastic job and are 
true professionals in their own 
right and they really complimented 
this City by the work they did for 
the city of Charleston, South 
Carolina. Not only are they 
professionals themselves, and work 
very hard themselves, but the effort 
that was coordinated by the two 
supervisors, Mr. Sam Tiglio and Mr. 
Ed Kreuzer, was fantastic. They 
showed me that Public Works and the 
two supervisors in Public Works 
really have their act together and 
are professionals and have good 
quality people working for them. 

Another individual that was 
very influential in the trip down 
and back and in between in 
Charleston helping out was Terry 
Matusak who all of you may know. He 
also played a very active part in 
coordinating the entire activity. 

We did not have any serious 
injuries. There were only two minor 
bruises which required first aid 
treatment. And it should be noted 
that the work performed was 
extremely hazardous; trees taken off 
homes to make homes livable, debris 
taken off property that you could 
not obtain access to, streets that 
were totally blocked because of 
debris. 

We went there and we had a 
tremendous impact. The people of 
Charleston, South Carolina did not 
want to see us leave. We had the 
largest contingency of people and 
equipment in Charleston. There were 
many other cities represented, but 
none had the number of people and 
equipment the City of Pittsburgh 
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had* So, I think we can be very 
proud of that. The people of 
Charleston were very proud and 
honored to have us and the residents 
of the City of Pittsburgh, I know, 
are very proud chat the Mayor had 
the foresight to send City workers 
and this Council supported that 
effort. 

The Mayor is having a reception 
this evening at the Hyatt, I believe 
from 5:45 through 7:30, for those 
workers and I know the 
Administration has invited all 
members of Council. 

I personally want to thank you 
and the residents of the City of 
Pittsburgh for your support in this 
effort. The people of Pittsburgh 
can be very proud of those 38 
workers. Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

On behalf of all of Council 
again. Jack, I’d like to thank you 
and all those people who went to 
Charleston, South Carolina. From 
what we’ve read and heard, besides 
what you've said here, they did a 
tremendous job down there. Thanks 
again. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on Che earlier 
point which we didn't really 
resolve. I think we need to send a 
clear message to the Solicitor not 
to research the matter but to go 
collect our money. We should be 
collecting the money for the tap-in 
fees chat we have a legal agreement 
with these communities around the 
City of Pittsburgh. 


The Chair, Pro tern: 

We'll do that. Thank you, Mr.

Mr. Ferlo: 

I would like General Services and the Controller's Office 
to be represented on this discussion. 

This billr Mr. Chairman, relates directly to annual 
comments that continually show up on the fiscal audit of the 
city, and that is the inventory for the city, which most of us 
are aware is a financial obligation. I was lead to believe, 
even when I was not even City Council, that this was resolved 
several years ago, that there was a staff person within the 
Administration, as well as the Controller's office, that was 
responsible for inventory. And I would like to understand why 
are we now going to bid on a consultant when this is something 
that should be a yearly activity and part of the staff? 

The Chair: 

I would like to ask the City Treasurer to please step 
forward to the table. 

Mr. Ferlo, do you want others to be here, and if so, who 
are they? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

The relevant questions I have are to the Director of 
General Services, unless Mr. Foecking is going to indicate that 
it is his department that is now in the control of this, and 
secondly, I have questions to the Controller, who has the fiscal 
responsibility regarding inventory. 

Mr. Foecking: 

Good morning. The current make-up of the Finance 
Department has a person we call a "fixed asset coordinator." 

This position was funded and assigned to the Finance Department 
some three or fours years ago. It is an important position. 
Whether it belongs in Finance or the Controller's office was 
decided by Council several years ago. Also, General Services 
has an inventory control person who works in a similar mode, but 
has a different focus; he cares more about control and those 
kind of things and reordering and those questions, rather than 
just the question of accounting and are the fixed assets 
accounted for correctly. 

We are working with — "we" Finance and General 
Services — are working together to write up the request for 
proposal that will elicit proposals on this asset tagging. Yes, 
there is a person, at least two people, who are on staff to do 
this work. The problem is the fixed assets, the capital assets, 
number in the thousands. If you are talking about assets that 
are worth more than $300.00, we estimate there are at least 
15,000 of them. If you want to talk about fixed assets, capital 
assets, of an amount greater than $100.00, we estimate there are 
34,000 of these. These many assets are typewriters. 
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calculators, desks, chairs, cabinets, et cetera, are sited in 
approximately 205 sites throughout the city. For these two 
people it is virtually impossible for these two people to go 
around and affix tags on the assets, record the relevant 
information on the asset, have the information inputted into the 
computer quickly enough so we have something that is usable. We 
estimate that it would take two people approximately three and a 
half years to do this task. We do not care to wait that long. 

We believe it makes more sense to not add people to staff to 
spend something approaching 85,000 to be done, and these are 
people who do this work day in and day out, and they have made 
all the mistakes that can be made in this, they know what they 
are doing- We feel in this mode we will get a better product, 
and we will get it more quickly, and we will get it without 
having to add staff who would become superfluous after the task 
is over. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

My only point, Mr, Chairman, is that Council saw this as 
a need several years ago, raised it with the Administration, and 
for several years there have been paid staff people, 
specifically the fixed asset coordinator, as well as you 
mentioned the inventory control who in some way in the past has 
had some responsibility for this activity. In addition, there 
are a number of auditors in the Controller*s office who are 
directly and indirectly responsible and relate to the activity 
of inventory, in terms of documentation. This program has been 
ongoing and should have been ongoing for the last several years. 

What you are really saying is — or maybe you could 
explain to Council what the progress to date has been, because I 
can*t understand why we would have to go out and bid an 
additional expense of $85,000.00 when we have full-time, paid 
staff people that need to be performing these tasks. 

Mr. Foecking: 

The full-time, paid staff people are not sufficient in 
number to be able to do this task quickly enough that we can get 
it done and have it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

How long has the fixed asset coordinator been working? 

Mr. Foecking: 

The current incumbent has been in the fixed asset 
coordinator position for approximately two months. That 
position was open for about a six month period after the 
previous incumbent. 

Mr, Ferlo: 

Why don't we just get rid of the staff people and hire a 
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consultant? 


Mr- Poecking: 

We need both. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I don't think you can have both. The same thing with 
Engineering and Construction; we have a large staff and we have 
consultantitis. Either we should pay the piper and have it done 
by a professional service contract or we should have staff doing 
it. I personally believe we should have staff doing it. 

Mr- Poecking: 

Let me explain why — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What about the staff and consultants? 

Mr. Poecking: 

You need the staff to maintain an ongoing system. You 
don't need as many staff members during the ongoing system as 
you need during that period when you set up your original 
inventory. Hopefully, this will be a one time task where we go 
out and we tag all the assets that are at this point untagged, 
record all these assets, that number again as many as 34,000. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is the salary of the fix asset coordinator? Isn't 
it 36,000 or more? 

Michelle Madoff: 


34. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

It is a fairly significant amount of money in terms of 
professional administrative salary. 

Mr. Poecking: 

You need qualified people to continue to run an ongoing 
system. You need a greater number of people to establish an 
original inventory. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with you totally. The question I have has to do 
with the wisdom or the priority of spending $85,000.00 for a 
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consultant to do what I think can be done by the fixed asset 
coordinator. I think the point is what you are expressing, if I 
understand it, is that the system is backlogged and a lot of 
work needs to be done quickly. What I am suggesting is that you 
have the expertise on-staff between your office, the 
Controller's office and the fixed asset coordinator. Why can't 
some additional as-needed positions be put on to complement the 
work of the fixed asset coordinator? It doesn't take a highly 
professional administrator to do all the tasks. I assume a lot 
of the tasks are clerical in nature. Maybe I am not 
understanding the process, and you can explain that, but why do 
we have to go out on bid when we have the experience and 
expertise on staff between the various departments? If the 
problem is the data entry and the tagging and all that, that can 
be done by para-professionals and people who are clerical task 
in nature. Is that not correct? 

Mr. Foecking: 

That is correct. The people on staff — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Why not put people on as-needed positions? 

Mr. Foecking: 

They have duties in addition to these that they 
undertake. They cannot give enough time to get this done within 
a short period of time. It will take, as I stated before — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

How many are in the Controller's office? 

Mr. Foecking: 

I have no idea. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Isn't it, like, eight? 

Mr. Foecking: 

I don't know. I don't speak for the Controller's office. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I appreciate that. 

The Chair: 


Mr. Ferlo, you requested Director Botsford? 
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Mr. Ferlo; 

I have a question for the Controller's office, because 
unless I am mistaken, maybe Director Botsford or Mr. Foecking 
can explain this, the Controller's office is directly involved 
in the issue of inventory, and I would like to address some 
questions to the Controller's office on this issue. But if 
Director Botsford would like to add anything — 

Ms. Botsford: 

I am not sure where the conversation is at this point. 

But the Controller's office does go, when a piece of equipment 
comes in, when they inspect it, we do have an agreement with the 
Controller’s office that they will tag it at that time. We do 
work very closely with them. This was only implemented about 
four or five years ago that they started to help assist us in 
tagging capital equipment when it came in. 

Were there other questions about that? 

Mr. Ferlo; 

No.

Mr. Act Lng President, I 
respectfully disagree with my 
colleague, Mr. Ferlo. I think it's 
about time we got on with having an 
inventory of the City stock and to 
also, as you know, have an appraisal 
value and that takes some 
professionalism, people who know how 
to do it. I think it's $85,000 
well-spent. We don't have Che 
liabilities of having somebody on 
staff where we have to pay Che 
benefits, and once it is already in 
the computer, hopefully, there will 
be staff people to follow through. 
I don’t entirely disagree. 
Hopefully, once it's in the records, 
we will hire someone to follow on an 
on-going basis as permanent staff* 

I'd like my comments brought 
forward on 297^ and I hope we'll all 
support this bill.

(MICHELLE MADOFF'S COMMENTS ON BILL NO. 2974-Wednesday 10/18/89) 
Michelle Madoff: 

I want to congratulate the Administration for finally 
picking up on a lot of things that this Council and the 
Controller — I have to give Tom Flaherty some credit when he is 
correct — say; that we need an inventory. And finally you are 
getting around to doing it. 

I want to tell you that I had some dealings in ray office 
as recent as yesterday with the person running the program, Pete 
Wagner, and he is doing a terrific job. He has invited our 
people and he is taking Carol out on Friday to look at the 
inventory displayed on the floors. I suggested to him we do 
photographs. He is doing some room set-ups or doing 
photographs. This thing came up again, because as you know, I 
have five people in a very tiny space in my office, and I don't 
want the city to have to go out and rent more space for 
Councilmembers, so we are going to modular. The modular 
furniture is what you bought for the Safety Building, it is 
$1 million worth of furniture. We don't want to buy new modular 
furniture when we have this available. But nobody knew it was 
available unless. A, you could see it, B, it was recorded. And 

I think what you are saying, correct me if I am wrong, is 
that it isn't a matter of just putting it into the data base, 
but you need to put an appraisal value on it. I presume you are 
going to hire some of these people. I know a number of people 
that did my house sale when I moved and so on, that I bought 
furniture to the city from my office, and they put an appraisal 
value on it. In order to put it in to the computer, I guess you 
need to know desk value, $300.00, $500.00 or whatever. Then 
when I get some of that furniture which we are going to go pick, 
you will take my furniture — which is in excellent shape, it is 
practicality new, I didn't beat it up, it is five or six years 
old — we will put it back into the inventory so it won't be, 
"Madoff spends $10,000.00 on furniture" headline, it will be a 
quid pro quo trade-off, good stuff for other offices that can 
use it, and we are not going to waste stock we already have. 0. 

I don't think any of us are in disagreement. It is a 
matter — I think Mr. Ferlo is correct — a matter of 
frustration; why wasn't it done? Well, it wasn't done. I am 
glad you are doing it. It is going to be very cost effective. 

There are two ways to do it; one is to hire some outside 
people to say, "This is the value," and hire some people 
in-house to do the computer to work with them, because they are 
certainly not going to put it on the computer printout, you are 
going to have to have a follow up. And the other is to take the 
person who is assigned to do the inventory, because it isn't 
just inventory for office equipment, it is heavy equipment. I 
just asked a question of the Water Department, we've got a big 
crane being replaced. We should be buying some repossessed, 
keeping as backups, because the cost of renting becomes 
prohibitive. The costs of renting are astronomical. And we 
would have somebody who could do that. I remember talking to 
Dick Caliguiri who said he would give me an appraiser so that we 
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could buy at auction. We can't do that/ we can't just go out 
and say, ”We want to bid on this.” But if we looked at it in 
advancer it could be part of the bidding process. If you put 
somebody in charge of thatr their value to the city would be 
invaluable. We would save hundreds and hundreds and thousands 
of dollars. So instead of bickeringr because I have the same 
frustration, let's get on with it, but consider some of the 
things that have been raised. How about assigning one person to 
the whole inventory for the city? It is a big job. Am I right? 
The person is getting about 34, I don't have a problem with 
that. Put him in charge of this whole aspect and also get them 
some training on how to buy some heavy equipment, and let's have 
a person saving the city money doing that, period. I understand 
that same person is doing some work in overseeing some of our 
outside buildings. Get someone else to do it, and get that 
person or give him the other job, I don't care what you do, it 
is your business. But get somebody doing one and somebody doing 
the other, instead of saying, "We don't have the people, he is 
doing other things," it is not a satisfactory answer to 
Mr. Ferlo, and let's get on with it. You have our backing. And 
I don't think 85,000 in line with tagging, as you say, five side 
locations and paying somebody who will come in, an experienced 
appraiser, and spending some money to get in the computer is 
astronomical when you think about there are — you take one 
department it would cost you that to outfit a department. What 
is it costing you for the Safety Building? What kind of money 
and furniture in redoing? 

Ms. Botsford: 

Well, the furniture that we purchased was about 
$500,000.00. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That was at a bargain. It is $1 million you bought. We 
are talking about $1 million in assets and savings if we get 
somebody getting the job done. The value that you are giving 
people and all of us are probably going to have to turn some 
furniture in because we are going to need to set up some kind of 
work stations. I think this is cost effective. Let's get on 
with it.

that Mr. McDermott was kind enough 
to supply Council with a follow up 
memo that low and behold after all 
these years the City has won out. I 
want to thank Director McDermott as 
well as the Solicitor for pursuing 
this with the State. 

This has to do with the State's 
responsibility for maintenance and 
repairs of bridges that carry state 
highways. Director McDermott 
supplied a list of these bridges to 
Council; there are ten bridges and 
many of them are veyr significant 
spans and involve millions of 
dollars eventually when they do need 
to be repaired. In fact, most of 
them are in need of repair. 

In the memo from Mr. McDermott 
and what he indicated at the 
Committee Level, however, he hasn't 
been officially notified by PennDOT 
that they will assume this 
responsibility. They've had 
discussions at the staff level. I 
hope that we will stay on top of 
this and follow up on it because, 
obviously, we're talking about a 
tremendous amount of money, let 
alone time and opportunity costs to 
the City, if the State actually does 
proceed with the maintenance. But, 
in any case, for Heth's Run, it is 
on the docket for repair, but, more 
importantly, the bridge will 
actually be replaced with a filling 
in of the ravine and a roadway put 
across it. 

So, I think it's important that 
we try to get some follow up from 
Director McDermott, and I would like 
my comments brought foward on this 
bill.

Discussion. Directorr could you please explain this bill 
and what is the status of the bridge? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The status of the bill is repealing it because this is 
one of nine bridges that we are turning back to PennDOT. It is 
their responsibility, and they will be responsible for the 
construction of this bridge replacement. The status of it is — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I actually know the status. 

Mr. McDermott: 

The companion legislation, 2963, is for additional 
subsurface investigation that PennDOT is requiring as a result 
of some recent bridge failures they have had that they are 
requiring a more extensive subsurface investigation, and that is 
why the increase for that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just explain. Director, what is the process for resolving 
this bridge, what will transpire over the next two or three 
years regarding Heth's Run Bridge? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The bridge will be demolished, the revene beneath the 
bridge will be filled in with material and a roadway built on 
top of that fill material. There will be no bridge in that 
area. 


Mr. Ferlo; 

What are the mechanics and technicalities of filling in 
that revene, which is a fairly significant amount of space? 

Mr. McDermott: 

The mechanics are that the existing hill size will have 
to be benched to key in the fill material that will be placed 
in, it will be a structural fill, the compaction very closely 
controlled. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is that being done because it is less costly? 
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Nr. McDermott: 


Yes, less costly. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What do you project is the time? 

Nr. McDermott: 

We lose control of it as soon as they refinish the 
design, it goes directly to PennDOT's hands. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That corridor has always been owned by the state. Why is 
it that we even got involved in this initially instead of just 
applying pressure? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Historically PennDOT had insisted that this along with 
eight other bridges were the responsibility of the city. In 
researching the various ordinances and state regulations we 
found that there is a stipulation that says that all bridges on 
state highways in a second class city belongs to PennDOT We 
have notified PennDOT of this and they have agreed with our 
interpretation of this. A good example is the Verner Avenue 
Bridge which we currently have under construction. Immediately 
upon the completion of that construction that will revert to 
PennDOT. The Eckert Street Bridge, which we are proceeding with 
and have the design completed, they have taken over the design 
documents and they will have it built. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I was lead to believe that we only have the power to deal 
with traffic signalization and from the curb sidewalk out, and 
not the roadway when there were state roads going through the 
city. 

Mr. McDermott: 

That is correct. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Could you supply to Council a list of the other bridges?

Hr. Ferlo: 

On Bill 2861 in relation to the 
authorization of $187,000 on the 
hiring of a consultant to assist the 
Administration on the recycling 
implementation plan, the hiring of a 
consultant that they have actually 
engaged several months ago. I think 
it's important to reiterate several 
concerns and commitments on the part 
of the Administration. 

First of all that the scope of 
services for this contract will be 
expanded to include a cost benefit 
analysis on all the various methods, 
and processes that are available in 
terms of recycling and 

implementation of Act 101. From the 
lower cost curb side source 
separation to the so called one bag 
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system and the construction of an 
intermediate processing center. 

The Mayor also made a 
commitment to appoint a citizen 
advisory panel. A broad based group 
of folks from labor, from business, 
from the community, from the 
environmental activist sector in 
order to expand citizen 
participation throughout this whole 
process, and also to work with the 
consultant. 

The Administration clearly made 
a commitment that if we do finally 
approve the one bag system, and an 
intermediate processing center an 
IPC is built that that would be 
built based on a competitive bid 
situation. And, as Mr. Wagner 
pointed out at the meeting that 
would include excluding the 
consultant that's presently under 
contract from in any way 
participating in the actual 
construction of the IPC. 

I think Mr. Lyons'comments were 
very well taken, as well as Mr. 
Wagner's. When they talked about 
the need to work more closely with 
County government and all the 
municipalities. Especially, if 
we're talking about the construction 
of an expensive costly processing 
center. 

The Council approval still is 
needed in two other areas. So 
before we really resolve the issue 
of the actual method by which we 
will recycle — the two more times 
that Council will resolve this 
issue, and we have two more shots 
basically to have some say so in 
this matter. 

One, is the Administration 
would have to come back to Council 


if they were to proceed with the one 
bag system which requires the 
construction of a major plant. 

And, secondly, as outlined 
under the mandate of Act 101 the 
state law. The Solicitor must draft 
a final ordinance to amend the 
municipal code. Dictating and 
spelling out all the particulars 
regarding how we implement our 
recycling program. 

So, with those two things in 
mind this is still an ongoing debate 
and dialogue and the best method. 
There is still a need for further 
public input, and I hope that 
Council will use those two 
opportunities to have public input 
and participation, I would like my 
comments brought forward on 2861. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I feel here that 
while the City must move to meet the 
deadline of 1 September 1990, we 
must remember Act 101 makes the 
County government the big player in 
this recycling act, and certainly we 
should come together, and I still 
say that there should be some 
meetings between the County and the 
City, and other municipalities so 
that we can continue to move forward 
on this. 

Secondly, on the sixth percent 
yield. I think its kind or a low 
figure, or I think the figure may be 
from just residential garbage. 
Because, there's 424,000 tons a 
year, and I know most of that 
tonnage is from the commercial and 
not from the residential, and I'd 
like to see the recycling return of 
sixth percent raised some. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and Members of 
Council, as you know when we had the 
hearing, the post agenda, I said at 
that time that I felt very strongly 
that an additional $187,000 added on 
to the $25,000 that Council had 
already approved for a consultant 
who was chosen without competitive 
bidding, and who may be very fine, 
but nevertheless, there are so many 
other people out in the field who 
could do the same thing that I would 
not vote for it. 

I weakened last Wednesday and 
did not want to be perceived as an 
obstructionist by having the media 
give out the wrong impression 
"Madoff votes against recycling" 
which is as far from the truth that 
it could possibly be. 

I've been working in the area 
for 20 years, and working with 
consultants and working with new 
technology, and it seems to me that 
I cannot in good conscience vote for 
an additional $187,000 to deal with 
what Mr. Lyons had just stated, and 
Mr. Ferlo stated. Only the 
recycling portion of our waste 
stream which is 422,000 tons a year. 

Now, well it is perceived and 
probably will increase from 6.7 
percent to maybe 15 percent. We do 
not have the jurisidiction over the 
commercial and industrial recycling 
programs, and the fact remains that 
over $200,000 for just advising us 
on what to do with 6.7 percent is an 
outrageous figure. 

I' ve really rethought my 
position, and I just cannot vote for 
an additional $187,000. I would 
like to point out that if 10 cities 
each spent $200,000, chat would be 


$1 million for basically the same 
information which can be obtained 
for the asking, and by review of the 
Mayor's Task Force the existing 
Clean Cities Committee that has 
chosen the one bag system, which 
incidentally I don't have any great 
problem with. There's nothing very 
unique about Pittsburgh's garbage. 
Gargabe is garbage, and spending 
more than $200,000 for information 
for handling only 6.7 percent of the 
waste stream is entirely 
unreasonable. 

While there are those who may 
argue Chat our typography is 
different then ocher Cities, and 
sitings for a separation plant — 
we'll need professional input. 
Nevertheless, I sincerely believe 
Che dollar figure is entirely out of 
line. 

And, further we can't wait 
until our three year contract runs 
out with Chambers landfill. We 
can't find ourselves at their mercy, 
or any other landfill. A consultant 
should be advising us on the entire 
422,000 tons a year, and not just 
the 6.7 percent of our waste 
stream. So, in good conscience I'm 
not going to able to vote for it. 

Since the dialogue chat we had 
on Wednesday, I spoke to a number of 
my resource people Chat I've worked 
over the years, and one of them 
tuned in just to get a feeling of 
what we've been Calking about. 
Thinking he'd watch for ten minutes, 
and he ended up watching the whole 
four hours, and he wrote me a letter 
which I'm going to turn over the 
Administration. I'm not going to 
take a lot of time with this 
Council, but I'd like to read one 
paragraph. 
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He says, "I certainly agree 
with you that recycling while it 
must be accomplished to meet Act 101 
requirements is a small part of the 
garbage disposal problem, and 
landfill is not the answer. If no 
alternative is available the cost of 
landfill could rise to exorbitant 
levels.** The problems need urgently 
to be addressed now. Before the 
landfill contract expires. 

So, in summary all I*m saying 
is that the knowledge and 
information of what other cities are 
doing — what can or cannot be 
recycled. There was an article of 
some sort in the Saturday, Post 
Gazette outlining the problems of 
Philadelphia because their recycling 
program is too effective. Their 
people are all willing to 
cooperate. I think 80 or 90 percent 
of the residents, and they didn't 
expect that. But nobody knows what 
to do with the products. People 
don't want the recycled products. 

The information on what is 
recyclable, what kind of dollars are 
available, and it's a fluctuating 
market, but that is readily 
available. It's nothing that's 
secretive. The committee that chose 
the one bag system for the 
Administration could just go get 
that information and it would not 
cost $200,000. 

To find out or to determine 
where we should be siting our 
separation plant would not take over 
$200,000, and I would strongly urge 
the Administration to rethink its 
postion, and to come back to this 
Council, and say $200,000 is not 
adequate to do the whole 422,000 
tons a year, and that we need X 
amount of dollars to look at the 
whole project. I think that would 


be reasonable. 

But, we're all voting I believe 
in part from a lack of 
information. Part because we want 
to appear that we're concerned, 
we're good citizens, we want to lead 
the public into meeting Act 101 by 
September of '90; and I believe that 
the $200,000 figure is not only 
exorbitant in itself for a 6.7 
percent, but we're setting a 
precedent. We're saying next you'll 
want it for a larger amount for the 
other 80 some percent. We're going 
to say and I'm assuming 80 percent 
when we talk about including the 
commercial and industrial as part of 
an increase in recycling; they're 
going to say well we spent $200,00 
to study 6.7 percent of the stream, 
why not a million for the rest. 

This is lunacy and we're 
setting a horrible example, and I'm 
going to have to go back to my gut 
reaction and my information, and 
having discussed it with my cadre of 
resource people it is unresonable 
and I'm going to vote against it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr, Chairman and Members of 
Council, first of all I would like 
my comments brought forward on both 
bills, 2861 and 3012. I think there 
was a lot of good dialogue on these 
two bills, and even preceding these 
bills on the recycling program going 
back to the original public hearing 
that Mr. Ferlo suggested and made a 
motion for. Actually both public 
hearings where there's been 
significant input into the issue. 
I'm not going to talk about the 
issue. I think we've talked about 
it enough. 

I think Mr. Ferlo has 
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identified the major concerns of 
Council members that have been 
incorporated into the consultant 
study. I truly feel that on this 
particular issue this is one issue 
where Council has had significant 
input into an Administrative 
decision, and how they are going to 
move forward. 

Finally, I'd like to say that 
this program has to be implemented 
in 1990. The latter portion of the 
year beginning in September. 
Therefore, I would like the 
Administration to provide Council at 
least an update of the study being 
performed possibly by mid- 
December. So that whatever we do in 
the 1990 budget we should be 
incorporating some concerns that 
have been initiated in that budget 
as to how we're going to meet the 
mandate of Act 101. Thank you. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to reiterate a couple of 
points. In approving this today and 
the reason why I'm voting for it is 
to prevent paralysis in 
government. I mean I've made it 
clear for the last year that I'm not 
happy with the way the 
Administration has handled either 
the hiring of this consultant, or 
the whole manner in which they've 
attempted to implement the intent of 
Act 101. 

I prefer basically the City 
applying for an implementation 
grant, as well as equipment, and 
moving towards a pilot program of 
total curb side source separation as 
an interim step to learn more about 
recycling. Develop some data on 
what can be collected, what can't be 
collected, and try to work out the 
kinks. 


That didn't happen and 
apparently it’s not going to happen 
anytime soon. I wish that were the 
case but its not. At this point we 
are not the implementors. We have 
to rely on the Admininstration to do 
something, and I'm trying to act on 
the good faith effort to move this 
off dead center. 

But, I want to reiterate to 
Michelle in particular, and I 
sympathize with many of her concerns 
which are legitimate. That we still 
have two more shots to take on this 
issue, and we have not totally 
committed ourselves to the 
construction of any major plans, or 
to the one bag system in approving 
the legislation today. 

Because, those are two matters 
that will still come back to 
Council, and also more importantly 
the cost benefit analysis will come 
back to Council, and if we think 
that either in working jointly with 
other municipalities outside the 
City that some other curb side 
source separation can be resolved 
that that's something that Council 
still has the prerogative to look 
at. 

The other thing that I have a 
concern about is the technology that 
would be needed to take out of the 
waste stream a greater percentage of 
the waste is still very new. It's 
basically first year, first level 
technology, and I would prefer that 
we build upon a strategy of pursuing 
curb side source separation, and go 
that route and give ourselves some 
time in the form of three to five 
years to resolve it, and to have 
these other methods of technology 
have a track record. 

For instance the clean fuel 
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that we heard the presentation on. 
The refuse dry fuel plant which 
would take a greater percentage of 
the waste stream. But, until that 
technology is more proven D.E.R. 
will never give us the approval, and 
there are some things I want to be 
on the cutting edge, and there are 
sometimes I don't want to be on the 
cutting edge, and I don't want to 
build a multi million dollar white 
elephant that's down half the time 
of the year and makes a whole new 
set of problems for us. 

So, I wish that the 
Administration even with the 
approval today, if we get it there's 
still the possibility of 
implementing some type of a pilot 
program, and submitting a grant to 
the state. 

The only grant they ever 
submitted was for leaf composting. 
A little over a million dollars. 
The state pretty much laughed at 
it. They only made a commitment to 
fund a very small part of it. 
Because, that's not what the state's 
looking for from the municipalities, 
and with all the other 
municipalities in Pennsylvania doing 
something in terms of curb side 
source separation and implementing 
pilot programs, I'm still amazed 
chat we can't go that route. 

I'll just close by saying that 
newspaper and glass must be 
included. It's Coo large a part of 
the waste stream both in volume and 
weight, and if the one bag system is 
being pursued by Che Administration 
that is something they have to 
resolve. I toured a plant up in 
Clarion on Friday. The Owens 
Brockway Plant. It's an amazing 
thing to see broken glass on one end 
of the Che plant and come out to be 


Motts applesauce bottles. I mean 
it's a tremendous thing, and with so 
many plants located in Pennsylvania 
both glass recycling as well as 
being probably the second largest 
food processor in the United 
States. With so much need for glass 
bottles these two items must be a 
part of the three or four items that 
we recycle. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mr. Ferlo, we all have great 
concerns about such a serious matter 
in regards to this bill, but as Mr. 
Wagner said we were assured at the 
Cable that Council would have some 
input in the study, and obviously 
once the study is concluded. Council 
then can make a judgment. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I just wanted to respond to one 
thing Mr. Ferlo said, because I've 
been pretty silent on this. I chink 
that when we examine this, something 
that Jimmy brought up is important 
to look at, and I hope that the 
study will include this. Jim said 
that we should definately include 
paper, and I for one agreed with 
chat, and felt that very strongly as 
an individual who's been source 
separating for almost 20 years now, 
and have never thrown out a piece 
newspaper in my life. 

I felt this was an easy thing 
to do and something we should do 
until I started talking to real 
experts in the field; and what they 
cold me was that indeed newspaper is 
one of the things that really should 
not be included as a recycling 
material for serveral reasons. 

Number one, it's extremely 
problematic whether or not there's 
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always a source, a place to recycle 
it. 

Number two, If in fact, there 
isn't as right now we are in the 
state where people are not taking to 
much newspaper back then the City 
has to find places to store it. 
There would be expenditures in 
identifying this place. Obviously, 
there's safety hazards, with fire 
hazards involved. So every expert 
with whom I've spoken has said that 
newspaper should be one of the 
things that are least considered to 
be recycled. 

All I'm saying is I'm sure 
there's two schools of thought on 
this. But this is indeed something 
that should be included in the study 
as to sources for the material, and 
the likelihood of there being a 
constant ready source. 

Obviously, Jim's right, glass 
will always be available. I believe 
that bimetal cans and aluminum will 
always be available. But, newspaper 
is probably the most fragile of any 
recyclable material, and it carries 
with it that burden on the City of 
storing it when its not available. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

The Chair will entertain a 
couple more remarks from Michelle 
Madoff and then we're going to move 
on. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Mr. President, I find this 
dialogue fascinating. For those of 
us who've been working the field for 
20 years have known everything, 
because they're so fundamental what 
Mr. Ferlo's talked about and the 
statements that Mr. Pollock 


reiterated. We know that cardboard 
can be recycled and the paper 
generally cannot. But, its cyclical 
sometimes it can depending on the 
situation, sometimes it cannot. The 
aluminum cans and glass bottles 
indeed should be recycled and taken 
out of the waste stream. 

But, everybody's forgetting the 
major issue. The point I'm making, 
and that is we're not, and I am not 
objecting to the plan to meet 101, 
nor to the Administration's plan to 
accomplish it. 

What I'm haggling over is the 
price. If you set a price of 
$200,000 per 6.7 percent in 
gathering information, and that 
information is readily available. 
You can hire somebody in the City to 
sit down for three or four weeks at 
max, and give them a salary. Give 
them $5,000 to sit down and get all 
this information. It is 
available. You don't need to commit 
$200,000. Because, you're setting a 
precedent that the next time we need 
to Look at the larger 85 percent. 
They'll say well what about a 
million to study it, and we're 
absolutely diddling around with the 
wrong portion of this plan. 

The present contract with the 
landfill expires in 1993. What do 
we do then? Do we continue having 
the costs of landfills that could 
really put the City in a terrible 
situation, or do we start to resolve 
the entire problem and not just a 
little tiny portion, and that's the 
point. 

Now, I know that the Council is 
going to vote for it. I'm just 
saying, why can't we change the 
number to $100,000? I'm sure there 
are consultants who are adequate to 
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the consultant that we have that can 
do the same job and lower that 
figure in half. The number is what 
I'm objecting to and that's what 
we're voting on today.

Mr. FerlO! 

Discussion. Just to clarify one thing. The latter bill you 
just introduced. Bill No. 3012, was not introduced yesterday. It 
was presented by the Administration but it was introduced 
because they were seeking to waive Rule 8 and unfortunately it 
did not come with an explanation as to what the bill was. But 
recognizing that it is indeed part of the bill regarding the 
recycling initiatives and the Administration's intention to 
engage a consultant, both pieces of legislation are appropriate. 

Just very briefly. The debate certainly has been thick and 
heavy on the issue of recycling and it's occupied a lot of 
Council's attention with several public hearings over the last 
several months and including the convening of a citizen advisory 
committee, much editorializing, lots of discussions by Council 
with citizens, a Recycling Awareness Day, you name it, recycling 
seems to be on a lot of people's minds and rightfully so. 

There are a number of concerns that I certainly have 
expressed regarding the actions of the Administration over the 
last year as they have attempted to react to the implementation 
of Act 101. I think it's clear that regardless of whatever 
criticisms I have that the Administration has expended a lot of 
time and energy and resources in thinking about this issue and 
have moved actually far along to the extent that they are 
proposing a specific method for recycling and that is what the 
Mayor refers to as the so called one-bag system. 

The concerns I have and the initial opposition I had to the 
expenditure of the 187 I feel have been addressed by the 
Administration and they come with it a sense of new opportunity 
to work with this Council on an issue that's really important to 
all of us. I think all of us agree that not only do we have to 
recycle legally but it makes good sense, it's progressive, it's 
something that we need to be doing. So rather than argue about a 
lot of the points, I think the Administration is willing to 
consider a couple of things that I think have been on the minds 
of myself and other Councilmembers and that is, in approving the 
legislation today, the Administration is willing to amend the 
scope of services to include a cost benefit analysis of the 
various alternatives that have been suggested by some of the 
companies and groups that responded to the initial May request 
for proposal process. In addition, the Administration is willing 
to respond to Council's concern that there needs to be more 
heightened citizen awareness and citizen participation 
throughout this process both in the drafting of the formal 
competitive bid process for the construction of any plant to the 
location of a plant, to the issue of how community education and 
mobilization will take place and to that extent it's my 
understanding that they will seek to form an advisory panel made 
up of a broad-based group of citizens and with the agreement and 
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understanding that those kinds of things will be doner as one 
elected officialr that begins to address some of the most 
concerns and criticisms that I have and at this time I*m willing 
to support the legislation. 


Just briefly, again I make my comments to support this 
legislation given the discussions I have had with the 
Administration's spokespersons including Mr. Turner and that is 
as he so stated a commitment to broaden the citizen 
participation process from starting tomorrow both in the work 
that the consultant will be engaged in performing the scope of 
services but also and I think we're all agreed that we can all 
be in agreement on whatever plan or process we're going to 
implement but the real battle is getting everybody, the 
commercial sector as well as individual citizens involved in the 
mobilization and the enactment of the recycling activity itself 
and that's really where the battle is going to be I think and 
the sooner the citizens and the business community is involved 
in this process, I think we will all gain from that and I think 
there is clearly a willingness and a commitment on the 
Administration to appoint such an advisory panel and I think 
we're all going to be better off for it. 

The second thing and to hear Mr. Turner's response to that 
is a commitment that the scope of services will be expanded to 
include Council's concerns which I think succinctly stated is 
that we want to be able to look an individual resident in the 
eye and say, "We've looked at all the alternatives. We've 
legitimately reviewed and analyzed and evaluated the various 
processes and methods and for lots of different reasons we have 
come up with this method which includes the construction of an 
IPC (Intermediate Processing Center) and I think the commitment 
is there and it can state so and secondly, the Administration 
will competitively bid. The consultant will assist the 
Administration providing technical assistance to construct the 
proper kind of bid RFP for the actual construction of any 
processing center, so I think with those commitments we can 
fight the other battles on down the line as Jim (Turner) says, 
"we're going to walk before we can learn to run" and we will 
have some things that need to be disputed and debated and have 
dialogue on but at this point I think it's important that we 
support the Administration and move off dead center and then 
begin the debate and iron out our differences as we actually 
review the performance of the HDR consultant in response to the 
scope of services. Do you have a response to that Director 
Turner? 

Mr. Turner: 

You have those commitments. 

The Chair: 

I have a couple of quick questions in regard to this issue. 
Number One, there's a proposal on the floor by the Mayor for a 
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one-bag system. All of you have chosen HDR to be involved in 
studying that proposal and that is your prerogative to do that. 

I have a couple of questions about the consultant. Number One, 
whatever the consultant determines is appropriate based on the 
information given back to the Administration and Council, will 
the consultant be involved in any bidding on any future work 
beyond the consultant study? 

Mr. Turner: 

The consultant will not be involved in any bidding for 
example on the building of an IPC or anything like that. They 
are absolutely barred from anything like that. 

The Chair: 

Are we sure that the consultant will not be involved with 
any company that would be involved in the bid process? 

Mr. Turner: 

Our contract with them will specify that prohibiting them 
from doing that. 

The Chair: 

Fantastic, I*m pleased to hear that because there's been 
some suspicion by companies out there that didn't get this bid, 
whether they be consultants or some of the large bid companies 
nationally. 

My second concern. You indicated to Mr. Ferlo that there 
will be a — as part of the scope of services, we will study the 
cost analysis of other alternatives in addition to the one-bag 
system. When you say that, what you're meaning is that you will 
study or the consultant will study from a cost analysis point of 
view what it would cost the City to separate at the curb three 
or four recyclables rather than simply doing it with one bag; is 
that correct? 

Mr. Turner: 

That will be a primary focus and that's the issue of should 
it be a bin system, a bag system, what have you. That is one 
that we have agreed that yes, in particular that one, we want a 
good look at that. 

The Chair: 

Hy concern is that there is a cost analysis of all 
alternatives that are available today to the City or will be 
available in the very near future, that is part of this 
consultant study because at a later point quite frankly, I want 
to sit down and look at where the cheapest way for the City to 
meet the mandate of Act 101 and I don't want a consultant study 
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coining back to this Council and the Administration leaving out 
one or two alternatives; that will not happen, correct? 

Ms, Rizzuto; 

No, it will not happen. 

The Chair: 

Okay, fantastic. My third concern relates to the big 
picture as Mr. Lyons alluded to. I view this recycling thing and 
the trash thing as obviously a national concern beyond the City 
of Pittsburgh limits and something that we simply can't tackle 
ourselves and if I were to create an analogy, I think Allegheny 
County and the City of Pittsburgh were far ahead of everyone 
else back in the late 1940*s when they created ALCOSAN because 
another form of waste was handled at a larger scale by something 
that was ahead of its time in terms of engineering capability. 

V7e all know that. That the Davey Lawrence and the Commissioners 
at that time really knew what they were doing when they created 
ALCOSAN and funneled all sewage to that facility. I*m hopeful 
that we do not — that we are looking at this concern in the 
same way with the County, not only on the recycling end of it 
but what we send to landfills by the City and by the other 
municipalities and I really think that we need to look at the 
big picture and make sure that the City does not initiate any 
capital investment that's very high initially and find out that 
there are other participation modes available at a later stage 
that we should be part of and would have cost us less. For 
instance, an IPC center that would be owned and operated by 
Allegheny County rather than it being operated by the City of 
Pittsburgh. And just let me add one other and please comment. 

I have always thought that the County should be considering 
as part of this big picture a landfill operation owned and 
operated by the County for all 132 municipalities because really 
that's where the cost is and if the County has land available to 
do that I think they should be proceeding along those lines and 
maybe we as a city should be making a formal recommendation that 
they do that, but I would like to know what your thoughts are 
about our participation in the big picture at a later stage and 
how this consultant study will be sensitive to that potential. 

Mr. Turner: 

The issue of flexibility that you raised that we talked 
about earlier with Michelle is one that concerns us all. 

Everyone recognizes that the costs of the dumping are 
increasing, that the technology is changing and that what iray be 
feasible, that what's not feasible today may be the most cost 
effective means ten, fifteen or twenty years from now. So all of 
us are aware and we're going and I think we have but we're going 
to try to minimize the capital costs involved and to maintain 
the maximum amount of flexibility just with the recognition that 
technology is changing, will change and that what we start out 
with is probably not what will be happening — is probably not 
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what our children will be doing when they're sitting here 
discussing this issue. Now with respect to the County 1*11 let 
Maribeth address that. 

Ms. Rizzuto; 

We*re — in working with Don Berman and Allegheny County, 
the actual Act 101 gives the County the jurisdiction to do the 
planning for the overall picture of what happens to trash. They 
have already negotiated with all of the landfill operators 
around Allegheny County or within close proximity to the County 
to get guarantees of space for Allegheny County's trash for the 
next ten or fifteen years. They have guaranteed us the space in 
their landfills and the Governor recently signed into law a bill 
that will restrict any of the landfill from being constructed 
and 70 percent of the trash going into their landfill is from 
the local municipality or from the local county so I think we 
have those things in our favor. We do not have any kind of 
pricing on what that space is going to cost us after 1993. But 
again, we're looking at things and we're trying to be 
cooperative in looking at things on a regional basis and we will 
continue to do so. 

The Chair: 

As long as the study is considering all of those cost 
alternatives to the City and will come back with appropriate 
information, I want you to know that I support it.

Mr. Pollock; 

Yes. I have a motion to 
make. Clerk, would you do me a 
favor please and distribute it, I 
have it written out so people can 
read it. 

Mr, Chairman, this is 
potentially a sensitive issue, but 
it really shouldn't be, and rather 
then having people respond in a knee 
jerk fashion I hope people would 
listen to what I have to say, and 
consider it with their conscience 
and their heart. 

I make a motion that this 
Council, City Clerk send a letter to 
President Bush, reading as follows: 

The Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh expresses its outrage at 
your veto of the legislation that 
would have allowed federal financing 
of abortion for low income victims 
of rape or incest. If this is your 
idea of a "kinder and gentler 
nation", you must be comparing our 


great Republic to South Africa, 
Cambodia or Iran. 

The tragedy inflicted upon 
these innocent women is magnified 
many times over by your cruelty. 
Your refusal to permit a woman to 
terminate a pregnancy caused by rape 
or incest smiply because she is poor 
is unconscionable. The Council is 
deeply disturbed at your cold 
heartedness. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion. 
Mr. Pollock: 

Discussion on it. 

I think this not a question of 
whether one is in favor of abortion 
or against abortion. This is really 
an issue of fairness and conscience, 
and to have minority women be 
discriminated against simply because 
of their status as being poor, and 
to continue a pregnancy because of 
rape or incest is as cruel and as 
unconscionable as cold hearted as I 
can possibly imagine, and to have a 
President or any public official 
impose this cruelty on women is 
something that just flies in the 
face of anything an elected official 
should do. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And, it's discriminatory. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Any further discussion on the 
motion? 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I see abortion as 
a form of murder, and to me abortion 
is a form of murder. Incest has 
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been throughout time, and before our 
existence. Incest has not been 
£ound to be a whole sin with God, 
because some of the great leaders of 
the Bible married their sisters as 
Abraham has done. 

Hichelle Hadoff: 

Oh — 

Mr. Lyons: 

Lot was the saving of two 
nations. 

That's ignorance. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Could we have order, please? 

Mr. Lyons: 

The incest between Lot and his 
two daughters was the saving of two 
nations, which leads to Jesse, Obed 
and David. 

And, abortion in any form to tne 
is murder, and I will not vote in 
the affirmative on this motion, 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, Mr. President, Members of 
Council, first of all I don't think 
Council should even be voting on 
this. And, I would hope that each 
Counci1 member — Mr. Lyons gave 
other Council members respect when 
they were talking, I would hope they 
would give him respect also. 

This issue should not be in 
Council. There has been great 
debate in the halls of Congress in 
Washington on this issue pro and 
con. It obviously is a federal 
issue. 


I have my feelings on abortion, 
and I am against abortion. But, at 
the same time I don't think this 
Council and a simple letter form 
written to the President of the 
United States signed by the City 
Clerk, Mike Perry should be voting 
on a letter that is thrown in front 
of them here at this table in regard 
to a very controversial issue in 
this country. And, therefore, I 
don't even think we should vote on 
the issue. 

Mr. Pollock: 

This Council has continually 
sent letters. Mr. Wagner has 
proposed letters that go to Governor 
Casey, to Congress, and everyone 
else. This is an issue that is one 
that goes to the heart of what being 
a public officials about, and that 
is to prevent discrimination and to 
enhance justice. 

This Council speaks for the 
people of Pittsburgh, and a letter 
going to the President from the 
legislative elected body of this 
City, I think will have an impact on 
this President, and I think its 
something that anyone with 
conscience should support and not 
try to find ways to evade it. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, thank you. I 
would have to agree with Mr. Pollock 
on sending this letter. I don't 
think this letter in one way or 
another expresses Council's support 
or opposition to the issue of 
abortion. Which is a personal 
matter in which as Mr. Wagner says 
is something that's heading at the 
state and federal levels. 

However, I think that by Mr. 
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Bush's actions — what he has done 
is he has created two standards, one 
for those people who have money and 
can afford abortions, and one for 
those who don't have money and can't 
afford it. And, I think that action 
is inequality and does show 
distinctly of discrimination. 

So, whether one's opinion is 
pro or anti abortion I don't think 
is really relevant on this letter. 

I think more so it points out that 
if we're going to have a rule its 
got to be a rule for everyone in the 
United States of America, or 
everyone in a certain state, and 
certain individuals because they 
happen to be privileged, and have 
some money shouldn't be the ones who 
can avail themselves to services 
that others can't. 

So, I think rather than making 
this letter a bone of contention 
between Council as to pros and cons 
of the abortion issue, it should be 
looked as a letter which urges the 
federal government to act in a more 
equitable manner towards all of its 
citizens. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I will not evade the issue of 
abortion. I will vote no on this 
letter, I will vote no on abortion 
whenever it comes in front of this 
elected official. 

However, I will reiterate that 
abortion is a very complicated issue 
in many ways and has been debated at 
the level of the federal government 
and not in this Council. 

And, consequently I don't think 
any Council member should come in 
here and throw a letter in front of 
their colleagues, and say support 


that letter when that Council member 
did not even have the nerve to 
present that letter prior to the 
Council meeting. If there's 
something in writing that has to be 
voted on by this Council put it on 
the table prior to the meeting, and 
let the your colleagues at least 
look at it and read it. 
Particularly, if you're putting 
Michael Perry's signature to it as 
the City Clerk and not even the 
Council members signature. 

So, I want to make it clear. 
I'll vote no on the letter, and I'll 
vote no on the issue of abortion, 
and I'm not afraid to take a public 
stand on that issue. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, speaking from the 
Chair, I think you're all quite 
aware of my stand on pro-life. 
However, I think Mark makes a very 
good point. We’re not outlawing 
abortions for incest or for rape. 
We're just saying that poor people, 
and minorities that can't afford an 
abortion on their own should get 
some help. 

And, it's the old story about 
the electric chair. In all fairness 
I have mixed emotions about the 
electric chair, but I lean towards 
not seeing people go to the electric 
chair or getting the death penalty, 
because again it's the minorities 
that seem to get the electric chair 
and others don't. 

I said one day in Council, and 
I will repeat it a certain group in 
the United States of America that I 
have been told time and again never 
has one of their members gone to the 
electric chair, and I won't mention 
who that group is. I think you all 
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know, and whether it's right or 
wrong that's a fact• 

So, in regards to the 
minorities if we * re not outlawing 
abortion for incest or rape I think 
that they should be funded when the 
poor souls can' t afford to pay for 
it themselves. 

Hichelle Madoff: 

I want to congratulate you for 
— Mr. DePasquale, we've had our 
differences over the year. You have 
a different style and I have a 
different style, and both of us have 
been criticized by the public. I 
think it took a lot of courage for 
you to say what you just said. 

While you have your beliefs, 
what you're saying as I understand 
you is that fair is fair. Everybody 
should be treated equally, and I 
think Mr. Coyne said that very 
distinctly and very profoundly. 

It is not an issue whether you 
support abortion or whether you do 
not. I don't think anybody supports 
abortion as a form of birth 
control. I mean I have a 
daughter. I wouldn't tell her to 
get pregnant and then have an 
abortion. You can die from 
abortions. That's not what we 
want. But, we certainly don't want 
those who are Less well fed, those 
who've been downtrodden, those who 
are the poor being treated with less 
dignity then the rest of the 
country. And, that's what it's 
about• 

And, 1 want to tell a cute 
story if I may, and it's a true 
story, Mr, Lyons told what I 
believe, and I find it difficult to 
tolerate how the Bible relates to 


it. I want to tell you a true 
story. I wasn't around when the 
Bible was promulgated. 

A number of years ago and you 
may recall who it is. I'm not going 
to mention the name. A state 
legislator who was leading the 
battle against abortion in this 
country was confronted with a number 
of reporters who said to him, "your 
girlfriend had an abortion, and you 
gave her the money," and he said, 
"well she came to me and said she 
needed the money for her mothers 
operation." I didn't know she was 
pregnant. And, if I'm not telling 
the truth may God strike me dead. 
And, do you want to know something 
in two weeks God struck him dead. 
And, you know who I'm talking 
about. That's a true story. 

So, I caution you all. You 
know if you believe in the Supreme 
Being or whether you don't, and I’m 
inclined to be a believer — I think 
we have to vote our conscience and 
our conscience says this is not an 
abortion bill before us. It says do 
not discriminate, and that's why I 
don't discriminate whether its 
against Catholics, or Jews, or 
homosexuals, or whether its against 
a womans right to have an abortion, 
and particularly in a case of incest 
and rape. 

And, anybody in this 
enlightened age approaching the 21st 
century that does not believe that 
everybody should be treated without 
discrimination has a real problem. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, whatever the 
outcome of this vote will be I would 
want my name to be one that the City 
Clerk does not in signing a letter 
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in general, does* not reflect my 
opinion, and I would sign a negative 
report, or if it passes I want a 
negative report attached to the 
letter with my signature. Because I 
do not believe in abortion in any 
form. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Your points well taken Mr, 
Lyons. 

Mr. Pollock: 

The motion is that this letter 
be sent. If someone wants to make 
an amendment to the motion they can 
do so, but if this motion passes 
then that passes. 

And, I to want to commend Mr. 
DePasquale's courage. If I were 
ever asked to name the one person, 
the singular person who has opposed 
abortion for the longest time with 
the most passion, and with the most 
consistency it would be Mr. 
DePasquale. But, I think that he 
has insightfully and with great 
conscience pointed out that this is 
not an issue of abortion. This is 
an issue of justice and really an 
issue of discrimination. And, 
basically one of discrimination 
against Blacks is what it really is 
all about. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to amplify the 
comments made by yourself, Mr. 
Chairman, Mr. Coyne, Mr, Pollock, 
and Ms. Madoff. 

I think the issue today on 
procedure alone and I think Mr. 
Wagner's point is well taken. 
Clearly, this is a controversial 
issue, I think Mark just on the 


matter of courtesy to his colleagues 
could of circulated the letter and 
allowed us some time to prepare our 
comments on this issue, pro or con. 

My position certainly is pretty 
clear. I've been an advocate. I've 
spoken at countless rallies and 
lobbying efforts on the issue. Not 
abortion. Because I'm not in favor 
of abortion, but I am in favor of 
the ability of a woman to make the 
appropriate choices in her life 
based on her moral commitment or 
teachings of the church, what have 
you. And, it's a question of one's 
personal choice in this matter. 

The letter today I think 
accurately reflects an issue of 
racism and an issue of 
discrimination as I think has been 
pointed out. I do think just on the 
issue of procedure alone that this 
Counci 1 has made its views known on 
all kinds of national and state 
policy matters. We do it by a 
majority vote. 

I didn't agree totally with Mr. 
Pollock's resolution on the trial 
board because of the Civil Service 
Commission issues, but the vote won 
and it was passed in the name of the

City. Regardless of the abortion 
issue we have a tremendous problem 
which we can't hide from, and that 
is the tactics and the activities of 
operation rescue which actually 
wreaked havoc in this City in terms 
of our criminal justice system, our 
utilization of police resources and 
manpower. If you want to commit of 
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crime do ic in the East End on 
Saturday morning, because every 
available police officer is involved 
in helping to contain and control 
the acts of civil disobedience. The 
conspiracy acts of civil 
disobedience committed by operation 
rescue and their supporters. 

There are many t imes that we 
just can't run and hide from issues, 
and we bear the burden 
unfortunately. It's the trickle- 
down theory. When there's crazyness 
and chaos in D.C., we're the one's 
at the local level that bear the 
burden of that chaos, and we're the 
one's that bear the burden of poor 
women in particular who would be 
faced with the discrimination of not 
being able to avail themselves of 
contraceptive care and abortion 
services. 

Again, we cannot run and hide 
from this issue. It comes down to 
us even though we don't per say have 
to vote specificLy on the issue of 
contraceptive care, abortion, 
choice, etcetera. 

Mr. Wagner: 

My final comment, Mr. 
DePasquale. In looking at this 
letter and it wasn't read, and to 
compare the President of the United 
States and the actions of the 
President of the United States to 
Iran, and what goes on in Iran where 
people are taken out in the street 
and shot cold-blooded. Where 
American hostages have been held, 
and where many other deceitful 
actions have been taken against 
Americans, and against the free 
world for that matter is an insult 
to this Council. Is an insult to 
every resident of this City, and is 
an insult to this Country. I would 


never support a letter that is so 
insulting as this letter is. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

If I may, Mark would you want 
to stike that sentence out? 

Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I make the motion

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like my 
comments brought forward on Bill 
Nos. 3021, 3022 and 3023. 

I think it's important to 
reiterate our concern that was 
expressed at the Committee 
Meeting. This is the payment of 
$78,000.00 to three different 
parties as a result of negligence, 
the situation being a stop sign that 
was down at an intersection lying in 
a horizontal position. The 
indication from Mr. Pellegrini was 
that the City was negligent and 
either he indicated that the call 
went to the Mayor's Service Center 
or possibly to the Traffic Division. 
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I think our concern here, 
obviously, since we're paying 
through the nose as a self-insured 
municipality, this $78,000,00, that 
we have a guarantee that something 
is going to be done differently in 
the future. We want to be clear 
chat if there is a situation where a 
traffic light is out or a stop sign 
is down, that we have a call placed 
to the 911 number as a central 
clearing house and that somebody at 
chat level, at the dispatch level, 
would immediately communicate to the 
appropriate parties, be it Public 
Works, Traffic Division or what have 
you. 

But I can see a dangerous 
situation where, with this payment 
and upwards of thousands of stop 
signs and other kinds of traffic 
signals around this City, that we 
make sure that we have some 
corrective action and ability to 
respond quickly to Chat situation. 
If 911 is the appropriate number, 
and that was our request to Director 
Cannon to respond to this issue. A 
letter from the Clerk was sent last 
week and we haven't yet gotten the 
response. But we need a central 
clearing house. The public needs to 
know that where there is this type 
of a problem, that they need to 
immediately communicate. Otherwise, 
we're going to be paying out a lot 
more money. 

(REMARKS ON FOLLOWING PAGES) 
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(BEGINNING - MR. FERLO*S COMMENTS ON BILL NOS. 3021 and 3022, 
WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 1, 1989) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Pellegrini, I know you hate to come to the table on 
these issues because we have this continual debate, but this 
stop sign, this involves the City paying out $78,000.00 or 
whatever for a situation I still can*t totally understand but if 
I understand it correctly the stop sign was either down or 
horizontal and that somebody didn't know it was there. The 
logical question is, if it wasn't there and it wasn't visible, 
why the heck did they stop in the first place? They should have 
kept proceeding through the intersection. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Someone did proceed through the intersection. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What happened? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Someone proceeded through the intersection and hit this 

car. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Because the other sign was up and they proceeded thinking 
that the other car was going to stop. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

The one person had the right of way and there was a stop 
sign down and the real issue as to whether the liability is that 
there would have been testimony then. It was reported down so we 
had actual notice and they hit the car and that's the reason. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That's actually what I want to get to. The real issue then 
is that you're saying that City can't possibly know every time 
instantly that a stop sign is down. For instance, I had an 
experience where I actually physically got out of my car to put 
a stop sign back up. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

You get out of a lot of cars. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

— at Hampton and Negley and this was the night following 
its implementation there at Hampton and Negley and the police

were ticketing and the stop sign wasn't even up so I put it back 
in its place and now it's down there. But what I'm pointing out 
is that you're saying that there is evidence to suggest that — 
how was this done, through the Mayor's Service Center, 
through — 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

— yes, there was testimony that they had called the 
Mayor's Service Center. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is involved? What are the particulars of that? Who 
called whom and how long did it take? What action wasn't taken? 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

My understanding is that there was a number of phone calls 
made indicating that the sign was down and it was done several 
weeks previous to that and someone didn't go out. Now you have 
to understand in these settlements — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

— so 911 was not called? 

Mr. Pellegrini; 

To be honest, I forget but there was a couple of 
neighborhood people that said that they had called and they were 
prepared to testify. For instance, the one claim that we're 
paying, the $60,000.00, the person has $47,000.00 in specialists 
which is a significant amount of specialists, medicals mainly, 
and you can make defenses in these cases but what we're really 
saying is that none of these are pure cases. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Let's be clear of my concern. My concern is that we have to 
pay this and as you point out all the time we've got to pay the 
piper now or we're going to pay more later, but as Michelle has 
spoken many times in some of these claims and I support her, the 
real issue here is not do we pay the claim per se, the issue is 
to review some policy or some problem and make sure that 
something is done differently in the future. 

Mr, Pellegrini: 

I disagree with the issue. The issue here is that I'm 
involved in litigation. The piece of litigation that we have 
before us is like an insurance company. I essentially run an 
insurance company because the City is self-insured. Now you may 
want to have a post agenda some other time about this and you 
say that the City should have corrected, we won't pay; that's 
not the issue. The issue here is whether or not this is a 
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reasonable settlement under the facts and circumstances set 
forth in our letter. Everything else is extraneous. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with you and I*m voting in favor of this payment 
but my concern is that this is the opportunity for us to discuss 
this and the issue is the public has to understand/ especially 
residents in this city that we are self-insurance and we need to 
learn something from this predicament that we*re in and one 
thing that we need to learn is that if there is a stop sign 
down, a person should immediately call 911 and the 911 
dispatcher and the Public Safety Department should immediately 
deal with that issue and we should put a message out on city 
cable or any other way we can. For $78,000.00 we have to do 
something affirmatively. 

I agree that the claim has to be paid but I want to be 
confident that we're doing something differently and within 
administrative procedures. 

Mr. Pellegrini: 

Generally they try to respond to these things and sometimes 
things just fall through the cracks. That is one of the — they 
shouldn't but they do. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree that things fall through the cracks. I'm only 
pointing out that this thing should be like clockwork. If a stop 
sign is down and a citizen calls 911, there's all the divisions 
of Public Works and Traffic or even the police officers 
themselves, they should leave that zone or Public Works should 
leave the garage and they shouldn't be cleaning the street. I 
mean, nothing could be more important at that time than the 
issue of the stop sign and I just want to make sure that that 
gets resolved or the message gets send out.

I think that's obvious and I hope they would do it.

There's a large 
degree of walking along this street, 
the ambiance of the corridor, and I 
just think the parking is going to 
be a detriment to that and it' s 
going to be similar to the parking 
you have at a convenience store. 

I just want to indicate that 
I'm in favor of the rezoning, but I 
want to go on public record as to 
op^josition of the parking 
arrangement for that building. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on the bill. The 
Shadyside Coalition, they are very 
satisfied, and they're a hard group 
to satisfy, and they are very 
satisfied. In fact, this is the 
first time in a long time that I 
have known the Shadyside Coalition 
group to want something and agree to 
something where the parking is. 
It's in their neighborhood and 
they' re the ones that must 
immediately live with it and they 
say that the aesthetics are there 
and everything that they want is the 
way that they want it and this is 
what they want to pass. 


The Chair, Pro tem: 

You're so right, Mr. Lyons, but 
in all fairness to Mr, Ferlo, there 
were a couple of people who were 
connected with the project that 
agree with Mr, Ferlo that there 
should have been a better parking 
situation than they have over there.

(MR. WAGNER'S COMMENTS ON BILL NOS. 3045 and 3046 - 11/1/89) 


Mr. Wagner: 

Director, I have a couple questions. Could you just please 
elaborate on what you are requesting this consultant to study in 
regard to the area around the Stadium for pedestrian traffic? 

Ms. Downing: 

Well, it is to design ramp connections from the Fort 
Duquesne Bridge directly into, I believe it is Gate C; that 
would be level so that you would not go down the stairway 
anymore, that is one thing. A second set of ramps would connect 
Gate C and Gate B along the outside of the Stadium at the same 
level as the other. There are two other sets of ramps that 
would connect Gate A with Lacock Street and — I have forgotten 
the other street. And there is another set of ramps as a 
possible fourth alternate that connects these interconnected 
ramps with the new transit drive. So it is essentially to 
create a series of pedestrian ramps separate from the vehicular 
ramp and initially to avoid the steps on the Fort Duquesne 
Bridge. 

Mr. Wagner; 

So we are anticipating getting $3 million from the 
Commonwealth in the future, not only to pay for this study that 
we are initiating now with City dollars, but also for the 
construction work to be done as a result of the study? 

Ms. Downing: 

That's right. The funding is actually to design the ramp 
system and to manage the construction project. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Well, I think there is certainly a need for improvement of 
pedestrian flow. Will this be looking at the general Robinson 
Street area where there is a tremendous conflict between 
vehicular traffic and pedestrian traffic going towards the 
business section of North Side, going in the direction of 
Allegheny Center? 

Ms. Downing: 

Ultimately in Phase II, I believe so, yes. I believe the 
second set of ramps is addressed at that. The first set is 
mainly to link the Fort Duquesne Bridge to the Stadium, and then 
to manage better the pedestrian flow around the Stadium, within 
the Stadium itself. 

Mr. Wagner; 

The walkway on the Fort Duquesne Bridge itself, it is my 
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understanding that that was originally designed as an emergency 
walkway. It really isn’t adequate to accommodate the mass 
numbers of people that cross from Point State Park to the 
Stadium. Will this study look at in any way enhancing or 
improving the numbers of pedestrians that can walk on that 
walkway? 

Ms. Downing: 

Yes. The architects are being asked to address that 
specific issue again as a later phase. 

Mr. Wagner: 

All right. How about the Point on the other side of the 
river, where the pedestrians come into Point State Park, but it 
really isn’t a convenient way to get on to the bridge from the 
Hilton Hotel? Is this study also going to look at a more 
efficient, cleaner way to get between the Hilton Hotel and the 
walkway on the Fort Duquesne Bridge? 

Ms. Downing; 

Not at this point, but they are being asked to look at the 
connection with Point State Park right now. 

Mr. Wagner: 

All right. Well, they will during this study? I would like 
them to, because I think that is one of the problems. I think 
we would have more people that would walk across to the Stadium, 
but there is no direct way to get on to the bridge; you have to 
go down around into the park or you have to take a chance of 
crossing the traffic on Fort Duquesne Boulevard, and it is very 
hazardous there. If we had some way of jumping over the roadway 
to walk into the area of the Hilton Hotel, I think we would get 
a whole lot more pedestrians going back and forth to the 
Stadium. 

When will this study be completed, when v;il] Council have 
further information, and when would v;e expect to move forward 
with any construction? 

Ms. Downing; 

The responses to the RFP are due November 8th, and we expect 
selection tc be made by the end of November. The first two 
phases — which is the connection from the Fort Duquesne Bridge 
to the Stadium and then connecting two gates within the Stadium 
itself — are the pieces that we hope to be accomplished by 
opening day, and that is the work the consultants are being 
asked to do. So that assuming we get the grant from the state, 
construction could begin the beginning of the year. We are 
trying to fast track it so that we can really do this by opening 
day. 
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Mr. Wagner: 


So we would actually, hopefully, have additional links open 
by opening day of the 1909 baseball season? 

Ms. Downing: 

That is the intent. 

Mr. Wagner: 

That is a fast track. I think it is needed, because come 
next year the West End Bridge is shutting down. Obviously now 
and including next year in the baseball season and forever, with 
the Buhl Science Center located there, there are about 700 
parking spots eliminated in the western portion of the Stadium 
area; therefore, there will be more pedestrian traffic coming 
from the replacement spots or simply from Downtown Pittsburgh, 
so it is certainly needed.

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, on Friday, November 3rd, I 
received correspondence in response 
to a request that I had made of 
DiCeaser-Engler, Rick Engler, 
because 1 had been talked to by a 
number of people, and we've all been 
over the years, about the problem 
with the tax situation and amusement 
tax. He enclosed some articles and 
I'd like to read his letter into the 
record and I'd like to read a letter 
to the Mayor and then make a motion. 

"Dear Michelle: 

In response to your questions, 
will there be an amphitheater opened 
in 1990 and how will the City's 
amusement tax affect City shows, I 
believe chat an amphitheater will 


Enclosed is a memo from Richard 
Engler of DiCeaser-Engler, I 
believe we are confronted with 
somewhat of an emergency, November 
16th is the scheduled groundbreaking 
for the 20,000 feet outdoor 
amphitheater in Washington County. 

For five months of the year 
staring in late April or May, this 
outdoor facility will compete with 
Che Pittsburgh Civic Arena. Since 
there is no amusement or 
entertainment tax in Washington 
County, agents and managers of 
entertainers will more chan likely 
choose to play at the Washington 
County facility. This will deprive 
Pittsburgh of substantial much 
needed revenue. Not only would we 
lose revenue from the amusement tax, 
since there wouldn't be any, but we 
would also stand to lose revenue 
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from parking, restaurants, shopping, 
hotels, etc. 

I urge you, as Mayor, to 
Immediately convene a meeting to 
address this crisis. I believe it 
would be appropriate to include not 
only your financial advisors and 
executive staff and City Council, 
but to extend an invitation to Tom 
Rooney, Paul Martha of the Civic 
Arena, Jerry Behrend of Three Rivers 
Stadium, George Stern of the 
Cinamette Theaters, and Carol Brown, 
Heinz Hall, Jacques Kahn of the 
Golden Triangle, etc. 

Together we must seek 
alternatives and salvage what we 
can. The writing is on the wall. 
We could very well be a ghost town 
over the summer months. The 
economic impact of Pittsburgh could 
be devastating. 

I pledge to work with you in 
every responsible way to help you 
resolve this dilemma.*' 

With that in mind, I'd like to 
make a floor motion and I'd like to 
preface it by saying that I spoke to 
Mike Perry, Fortunately, as you 
know, the bills on taxes have been 
placed on the agenda, but they 
usually come up during budget 
time. I am asking that we expedite 
that and we talk about it at the 
very next Council meeting. 

Therefore, I make a floor 
motion in light of this emergency 
that we consider the amusement tax 
at our next meeting and the review 
of the amusement tax be taken prior 
to budget hearings, if necessary. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Second for discussion. Mr. 


Chairman, this afternoon at the 2:00 
session, our regular Wednesday 
meeting being this afternoon at 
2:00, we do, in fact, have all of 
the various finance bills up for 
preliminary discussion and review. 
Usually, we act by way of just 
publicly, I think the Home Rule 
Charter calls for proper 
notification to the public on what 
our mix of taxes will be for next 
year. But this afternoon at 2:00 
actually does indeed enable 
Councilwoman Madoff and others to 
begin to discuss some of the concers 
that we have on the amusement tax 
that Michelle is speaking about 
today. I have a concern about the 
business privilege tax and I'm sure 
all of us have continual concerns 
about the wage tax. 

So, indeed, I have no problem 
with Michelle's motion but, in fact, 
we will be able to have a 
preliminary discussion this 
afternoon at 2:00 on her concern. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I clarify my motion, 
please? I understand that, because 
I had discussed it with Mike and he 
was very helpful. I realize that 
all the bills are going to be up and 
we are going to have cursory 
discussions. 

I'm suggesting, and I didn't 
waive Rule 8 on this, while we're 
going to discuss the bills in 
general today, that we immediately 
set the notice, the public hearing 
kind of thing, to address under law 
whatever has to be done and we meet 
with the Administration and we start 
to discuss in Council what our 
alternatives are because, when we're 
talking about nothing versus 
something, we better talk about it 
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now. You've got a problem with the 
Stadium; if you don't get your road 
built by next year it's going to 
affect the attendance. Various 
things. We just cannot let this go 
and say, "Well, we'll get around to 
it." 

Mr. Ferlo; 

We're going to discuss it this 
afternoon. That's my point. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Well, I'm just saying that more 
than just this afternoon — I 
believe that the discussion this 
afternoon will take on a general 
tone. I think we need to schedule 
some very productive meetings with 
notifications to the public to see 
what alternatives and with the 
Adminstration to see what can be 
done. I don't think we can just go 
through when we get to it sometime 
in November or December. I'm 

suggesting that we expedite this and 
I guess that would be the job of the 
Finance Chairman, Mr. Wagner, to 
expedite it, bring it up at the time 
and to organize whatever needs to be 
done for this purpose. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on the same 
thing. About four weeks ago I had 
come to the City Clerk to present an 
ordinance to at least cut the 
amusement tax from ten percent to 
five percent because it is a 
burden. I support this motion. But 
the City Clerk told me while the tax 
was coming up for this afternoon, 
which would have been Wednesday 
normally, would I be kind enough to 
withhold the ordinance that I wanted 
to consider preparing. And 

certainly, I think it's high time. 


I'm concerned about the business 
privilege tax, I'm concerned about 
the amusement tax, and other taxes, 
and I think this bill is well in 
order and I support it 

wholeheartedly. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. DePasquale and members of 
Council, I think Councilwoman Madoff 
is on the right track to create a 
think tank type atmosphere to talk 
about ways to reduce the amusement 
tax. The bill being on the agenda 
this afternoon, it could be 
discussed. The reason why it's 
there along with all the other tax 
bills is that Mr. Perry instructed 
me to introduce those bills last 
week because our tax hearing is 
coming up I believe on November 
27th. The public hearing on all 
taxes to give the public the 
opportunity to comment on taxes in 
general or specifically in a couple 
weeks. So, there are two 

opportunities right now for us to 
discuss it, this afternoon; in 
addition, on the 28th and maybe 
there's a need for another meeting 
of some type to be set up during the 
interim period with the people 
indicated in her letter and some 
others, maybe representatives of the 
Steelers, the Pirates, and people 
that are directly impacted by the 
amusement tax. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On the issue itself, I happen 
to disagree with Michelle in terms 
of the ten percent. But in terms of 
the substance of her concern, and 
that is having some important debate 
and dialogue on it, I agree with 
her. I'm not clear that we need a 
specially called meeting. We have 
the tax hearing on November 27th 
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which is an opportunity for 
individuals from the Civic Arena, 
the entertainment community, the 
cultural community, the sports 
groups, those who run theaters, what 
have you, to come in and begin to 
debate and discuss the issue. We 
have the opportunity this afternoon 
to begin to lay out to the 
Administration our objections or our 
concerns on any one of the taxes, 
and I think that's the appropriate 
time to raise the concerns so that, 
if we're in agreement that we want 
to make some changes, we can begin 
to put the Administration on notice 
that they need to be able to come 
back to the table with some proper 
information, possibly even a 
different mix of the taxes. So, we 
have the opportunity right now we're 
discussing it, this afternoon, the 
tax hearing, and then the formal 
hearings that we have when we make 
some preliminary votes. 

As far as the think tank group, 
that's an excellent idea, but I 
think it's up to some of those folks 
to take the initiative themselves to 
begin to communicate to the 
Administration their concerns. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I appreciate everybody's 
support, but I think we need to put 
this into reality and perspective. 
For years, the people we have talked 
about have come to Council to say 
that it's too much and we're 
hurting. This is a unique 
situation. We are now confronted 
with five months of maybe getting 
nothing, and nothing is worse than 
something. And I perceive that as 
being an emergency. 

And as Mr. Wagner has pointed 
out, there are legal procedures that 


we must undertake, the public must 
be notified, the people must have 
input. But the fact remains that 
you cannot Lower a tax unless you're 
going to have some monies coming 
from somewhere else. 

The kind of dialogue, and 
perhaps I wasn't very specific and I 
should be, is, I want to know what 
does the amusement tax generate, 
exactly. We need to know the exact 
dollars because, when people ask me, 
I don't remember from one year to 
the next. We need to know if we 
lowered by 2 percent, 3 percent, 4 
percent, and so on, whether we can 
eliminate it and what the 
alternatives are and can we afford 
not to lower it. If we get nothing 
we're really in trouble. 

I think the kind of information 
we're going to need will be spelled 
out this afternoon, but I really 
believe we're going to have to have 
an emergency meeting with the 
Administration and I don't think 
they would disagree. 

Mr, Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, since we're 
actually discussing the substance of 
the issue, I'd like to address the 
concern because I guess I disagree 
strongly with my colleague on the 
issue of the amusement tax. The 
amusement tax collects this past 
year well over $6 million. I think 
there's two important 
observations. One is that a 
disproportionate share of that tax 
comes from non-City residents, so we 
at least have one ability besides 
the laughable $10 annual tax on 
occupation. We at least have some 
ability to raise income from non- 
City residents. 
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Secondly, the one contradiction 
that we can never resolve is the 
State Constitution that is the 
uniformity clause which, 

unfortunately, creates a situation 
where we have to tax equally, if 
it’s the ten percent race, any and 
all entertainment type of activity 
whether it be a movie theater in the 
City, a Pirate game, an opera or a 
night club routine. Maybe we'd like 
to distinguish theaters where we 
practically have none left in the 
City. But I think it's important 
chat we begin to be conscious of 
some of these realities and I, for 
one, am not in favor of reducing the 
amusement tax for Lots of different 
reasons, and I Look forward with 
MicheLle on opportunities especiaLLy 
to meet with some of these foLks who 
wiLL come in and express their 
concerns. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

RegardLess of how CounciL feels 
on the matter, I don't think it 
wouLd do any harm to discuss it this 
afternoon, 

Mr. Lyons:

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The Meeting was opened by the 
recitation of the pledge of 
allegiance to the Flag of the United 
States of America. 

I pledge allegiance to the Flag 
of the United States of America and 
to the Republic for which it stands, 
one Nation, under God, indivisible, 
with Liberty and justice for all. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Today we have the budget 
presentation by the Mayor of the 
City of Pittsburgh, Would Michelle 
Madoff and Jack Wagner be so kind as 
to escort the Mayor in? 

I present to you Mayor of the 
City of Pittsburgh, Sophie Masloff, 


Mayor Masloff: 

Mr, President, Members of 
Council, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Thank you very much for your 
kind greeting here today, I really 
appreciate it. We have based the 
1990 budget propsals that you have 
in front of you on where we find 
ourselves today and where we want to 
be tomorrow, Pittsburgh is the pre¬ 
eminent comeback city in America, 
We have met tremendous challenges 
over the last ten years. As a 
result, there has been a remarkable 
change in our City. The change is 
so dramatic that it is being noticed 
with admiration and respect all over 
the country, and even, I have found 
recently, all over the world. 

In the last ten years, we have 
ended for good the situation we 
faced with crumbling roads, potholes 
and under-maintained bridges. We 
have faced squarely our 
deteriorating water and sewer system 
and have made the capital 
commitments necessary to modernize 
the system. In the last ten years 
we have also eliminated our 
operating deficits, improved our 
financial ratings and ended the 
almost yearly practice of tax 
increases. Our City's financial 
situation is solid. We have 
improved the solvency of our pension 
funds and we have a coordinated 
public safety system capable of 
handling any emergency with state- 
of-the-art equipment. 
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Overall, the City’s economic 
health has made the same dramatic 
improvement. Ten years ago we had 
double digit inflation, high 
unemployment, a manufacturing-based 
economy and a stagnant Downtown. 
Today we have low unemployment, low 
inflation, a service based mixed 
economy and we are reaping the 
benefits of development in our 
Downtown area. As I have said, we 
have made a remarkable comeback. 

Now, in building a future for 
our children and our families, we 
have challenges facing us. Number 
one, we must curb our population 
loss; indeed, reverse our population 
loss. We must create more jobs 
through economic development and, we 
must help meet the challenges facing 
our families - from day care to 
drugs; we must develop our great 
assets, especially our riverfronts, 
and work in a coordinated fashicn 
with all levels of government. 

The proposals I will make to 
you today are designed specifically 
to implement these general 
objectives. I said in the Capital 
Budget Address earlier this year 
that X see us as a large family, and 
I do. We will face these challenges 
the way any good family faces its 
challenges; by naming them honestly, 
describing them accurately, 
discussing our options and having 
our discussions about what to do out 
in the open and then moving together 
to solve our problems. 

The 1990 budget I am presenting 
to you today addresses these issues 
in this spirit. It is fair, it is 
prudent and it is within our 
financial capabilities, but it also 
sets forth real answers to our real 
challenges. 


Let's begin by talking taxes. 

Last year, together, we cut the 
City's earned income tax - the wage 
tax - by one-half percent. We made 
that decision because we all agreed 
that the wage tax was a major factor 
in creating the population drain out 
of our City. Frankly, our wage tax 
had made us non-competitive with 
surrounding communities. People 
were making decisions on where to 
locate because of it. 
Unfortunately, many people are still 
making that kind of decision. 
Accordingly, I have decided to 
recommend to you that we do 
everything in our power to make the 
City of Pittsburgh much more 
competitive in its rate structure 
when compared with other communities 
in Allegheny County. 

The City of Pittsburgh still 
has the highest earned income tax 
rate in the County. It is necessary 
that we bring our wage tax and our 
property tax more nearly into 
balance with the surrounding 
communities so that we can eliminate 
this as a competitive factor. 

As a result, I am proposing 
today in this budget that we reduce 
the City's earned income tax by 
five-eights of one percent, making 
the City's new earned income tax 
rate one percent. The total wage 
tax, including the school district 
tax would, therefore, be reduced 
from the current 3-1/2 percent to 2- 
7/8 percent. To offset the revenue 
lost by the wage tax reduction, I am 
also proposing today an increase in 
the tax on lands and buildings of 
ten mills. In other words, I am 
proposing a tax swap — dollar for 
dollar. 

When enacted, this tax swap 
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will leave us with a wage tax that 
is more competitive with the 
surrounding communities and will 
bring Pittsburgh's combined city- 
school property tax rate to a 
position where it equals the average 
property tax rate in Allegheny 
County. The property tax millage 
rate in Pittsburgh has not been 
increased since 1982 and the earned 
income tax rate has not been this 
low since 1982. 

We are determined to retain and 
attract new middle-income families 
to this City. To that end, we are 
moving with this tax swap proposal 
as far as we can now go. We must 
meet with the School District to 
plan for next year's budget. And in 
a spirit of cooperation and unity, 
we must together find ways that the 
School District can help do its part 
in making us even more competitive. 

The average residential 
homeowner in Pittsburgh will benefit 
from the change I have proposed 
today. This property tax increase 
will shift a significant portion of 
the burden to non-residential 
properties, which constitute at 
least AO percent of the total 
assessed value of the City. 

I do not share the fear of so 
many experts who think we are about 
to become a city of the poor and the 
elderly. But I do recognize - and 
we all must recognize - the basis 
for those fears. And we must 
continue to take the tough steps 
necessary to eliminate our 
competitive disadvantages. 

As a faruily, it is important 
for us to recognize where our money 
comes from. We have often heard it 
said that there is a conflict 
between the interests of our 


neighborhoods and the interests of 
Downtown. I reject that idea 
completely. Downtown is the engine 
that drives the economy and the 
health of this City. A strengthened 
Downtown allows us to support the 
dozens of programs of value to our 
neighborhoods. Downtown generates 
at least 40 percent of our tax 
revenues. 

There are going to be three 
elements to this year's Downtown 
strategy: public improvements; 
coordinated marketing and 
management; and housing. 

On public improvements. In 
this year's budget we are 
accelerating our street and facade 
improvement programs to make 
Downtown an exciting place to visit, 
work and shop. Fifth Avenue will be 
designed to reflect its role as the 
City's parade route. Forbes Avenue, 
with its smaller buildings and 
narrower sidewalks, will be 
developed to reflect a different 
role as the City's "Village Street". 

With respect to coordinated 
marketing and management, I think it 
is important that we begin to learn 
the valuable lessons that can be 
taught to us by the experience of 
some of the other successful cities 
in America. We must forge ahead 
with the formation of a management 
group. We are going to be asking 
all Downtown merchants to cooperate 
in the formation of this single 
entity. Other cities have proven 
that it is possible to compete with 
suburban malls. And the number one 
lesson that has been learned around 
the country is that downtowns must 
speak to the marketplace with a 
single voice. This Administration 
strongly supports the formation of 
such a management organization for 
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Pittsburgh to enable us to speak 
with one voice. 

The Allegheny Conference has 
been spearheading the effort to 
develop such an organization and I 
have asked City Planning to give all 
assistance necessary to its success. 

On Downtown housing, let me say 
this. This has been talked about 
for decades. Everyone long ago 
agreed that Downtown would be 
immeasurably strengthened with a 24- 
.hour population base. This year it 
is time to put up or shut up. We 
are going to make a good-faith 
effort to see this housing happen. 
The City will offer the air rights 
over our public parking garages, at 
no cost, to developers who are 
willing to build downtown housing. 
Developers will submit their 
proposals to the Urban Redevelopment 
Authority, We will have a design 
competicion for this housing. And I 
believe we will find considerable 
interest in meeting this pent-up 
demand. 

In order to realize many of our 
larger objectives for the City, we 
need better intergovernmental 
cooperation than we have had in the 
past. The fundamental truth behind 
our cooperation initiatives is 
this: It is the same taxpayer's 

dollar, no matter who spends it - 
the City, the County, the State or 
the Schools. 

I have proposed a series of 
regular summit meetings between the 
Mayor, the Chairman of the County 
Commissioners, and the President of 
the School Board. We will identify 
ways to spend tax dol lars more 
efficiently. I have spoken with 
Commissioner Foerster already. He 
has accepted this idea with 


enthusiasm. 

The City has already initiated 
one savings opportunity with my 
proposal for the development of a 
combined jail and Public Safety 
Building in the Governmental 
Corridor Downtown. We are at peace 
with the concept of an urban jail 
and we are most likely the only 
community in Allegheny County 
willing to accept one. 

We are at peace with other 
elected officials - we will work 
together for the common good. 

Another example of governmental 
cooperation and what it can lead to 
is the new heliport. The City has 
taken the primary responsibility for 
the planning of a heliport - and we 
are pursuing the necessary review 
and licensing requirements. The 
environmental review will be 
completed in early 1990. Once that 
is approved, we will apply for 
federal and state money. 

This heliport is vital to the 
continued growth and health of our 
corporate sector. It will be 
located next to our new Technology 
Center, And it will expand our 
Downtown as a gateway for corporate 
headquarters. 

We've planned it, and we will 
build it. And we will propose that 
Allegheny County operate the 
heliport as part of its Department 
of Aviation, 

There is another kind of 
cooperation that we wish to 
encourage in our community. For 
this we are going to need the active 
assistance of our excellent local 
financial institutions. The 
objective we have is to fully 
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revitalize our neighborhoods and our 
housing stock. 

Many years ago, Pittsburgh 
banks helped eliminate the notorious 
practice of "red-lining" - a 
practice which resulted in massive 
discrimination across the United 
States. In recent years, however, a 
new problem has developed in banking 
practices; banks are not promoting 
and marketing their services with 
the same amount of zeal in low and 
moderate income areas as they do in 
higher income areas of the City. 
Without any intention to 
discriminate, this practice has been 
bad for City residents. 

The policy that I am announcing 
today has a simple objective. We 
are not ever interested in asking 
banks to make bad loans. We are, 
however, interested in encouraging 
our financial institutions to make 
loans to all credit-worthy customers 
no matter where they live or how 
expensive or inexpensive their 
housing may be. 

I am directing the City's 
Finance Department to develop and 
implement a rating system of our 
banks. This rating system will take 
into consideration such factors as 
the level of community involvement 
and their commitment to meeting the 
banking needs of residents in all 
City neighborhoods. This rating 
will be used to determine the 
financial institutions where the 
City's checking and disbursement 
accounts will be deposited. 

Once again, our desire is not 
to encourage bad loans, but to 
encourage additional community 
reinvestment. There is no good 
reason why a credit-worthy customer 
seeking to finance a $20,000 home 


should be treated any less 
responsively than a credit-worthy 
customer seeking to finance a 
$100,000 home. 

I want to Calk now for a minute 
very specifically about family and 
family-related issues. In my 
lifetime, there have been two great 
revolutions in the domestic life of 
our country. The first was the 
development of social security. And 
the second was the development of 
Medicare and Medicaid. Both these 
programs are for senior citizens and 
both have made a tremendous 
difference in making our society 
more humane and fair. 

I believe that Che next great 
change that will occur in this 
country will focus on the family 
itself. Employer-provided day care 
is an idea whose time has come. As 
working mothers grow as a percentage 
of the work force, the need for ^ch 
day care has become clearer and 
clearer. Indeed, we may have some 
national legislation on this subject 
by late this year or in the next 
session of Congress. 

I believe that Pittsburgh 
employers should be encouraged to 
put in place employer sponsored 
child care options. But the truth 
is, that until the City of 
Pittsburgh addresses the issue of 
child care for its own employees, we 
cannot be an effective leader tor 
this cause City-wide. 

I am determined that this year 
we will put in place child care 
options for our City employees. One 
option that has been suggested to me 
by some of the working mothers on 
the City payroll is that the City 
build an employee day care center. 
Others have suggested voucher 
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payments for child care at existing 
day care centers. 

After we survey our work force, 
we will determine the most effective 
method for providing child care 
assistance to our employees and we 
will Implement such a plan. If 
there is sufficient demand for a 
City employee day care center, I 
will propose that the City build and 
equip the center and hire a 
qualified provider to administer 
it. We would provide the capital 
costs for the center and allow 
employees to use payroll deductions 
to pay for services. 

But there is something that we 
can do immediately. I have already 
instructed the Finance and Personnel 
Departments to offer City employees 
a pre-tax salary deducation for 
dependent care. This will allow 
employees to have a specified amount 
tak^ from their bi-weekly salaries 
prior to the imposition of federal 
taxes. Employees will get a federal 
tax savings specified for dependent 
care. This program will be offered 
at no cost to City employees and 
will begin in the first quarter of 
1990. 

As we move into the 1990*s, the 
City must explore every possible way 
to increase our revenues without 
increasing taxes. One important way 
we can improve our situation is to 
do a better job of marketing our 
resources. 

Let me tell you what I mean. 
We have resources which we produce - 
beyond our own requirements - which 
we can sell. Right now we have 
plenty of water available to sell to 
our neighbors. And we have a great 
unused capacity to produce 
asphalt. These are items we can and 


will move on immediately. 

In the future, we hope to be 
able to sell power from our proposed 
hydro-electric generating facility - 
at the Highland Park Dam on the 
Allegheny River. We have finally 
obtained the license required for us 
to proceed with this project. 

Based on the recommendation of 
our financial advisors, I am going 
to suggest that the actual 
construction and operation of this 
facility be transferred to the Water 
and Sewer Authority. I will be 
suggesting to the Authority that 
this project be directed by Paul J. 
McDermott, who is now Director of 
Engineering and Construction. Paul 
has been involved with the hydro¬ 
electric project since it began and 
has guided it through the very 
difficult licensing process. 

1 am also happy to be able to 
announce today that the City has 
successfully concluded an agreement 
with St. Francis Hospital for an 
annual payment for municipal 
services — on the same model as the 
one we concluded with Presbyterian 
University Hospital over a year 
ago. This new agreement will 
produce over $5,000,000 in 
additional revenues to the City in 
the next 10 years. 

We are continuing to negotiate 
with the other non-profit hospitals 
in our City. And we are convinced 
that everyone is approaching these 
negotiations constructively. I hope 
we will be able to announce 
additional agreements before too 
many months go by. It is absolutely 
essential that we have the 
understanding and the support of our 
major non-profit institutions and 
that we work together. These 
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institutions are a major reason why 
Pittsburgh has come back so 
strongly. And they are central 
building blocks for the economic 
future of our region. 

The budget I am submitting 
today proposes spending $320 
million. This ’ represents an 

increase of 5.5% over 1989. You 
will see changes in emphasis in 
response to changing conditions. 
And I know that you will debate all 
of it with care and attention. 

All of us must remember that 
this document is not merely about 
limits and line items and 
liabilities. It is also about hope 
and opportunity and prosperity. I 
believe it is a blueprint for 
success, not only when measured by a 
fiscal yardstick, but by a people 
yardstick as well. 

Let us get on with building our 
future together.

On Bills 3093 and 3094, on the 
Zoo, today I asked Council's Budget 
Office to pull not only the Aviary 
and the Conservatory but the Zoo 
account. With the new proposed 
budget I think it becomes imperative 
that we look at the debt service 
that we've incurred for the Zoo. 
The last time I looked, the 
operating cost for three years was 
$4 million in addition to the 
receipts at the gate. Three- 
quarters of the people chat go to 
the Zoo are non-City residents. It 
is time we took that Zoo and gave it 
to the Commissioners. If the 
Commissioners don't want it, they 
can disband it. We don't starve Che 
animals; we ship them out to another 
zoo somewhere else. 

You cannot in good conscience 
raise the millage which is going to 
affect senior citizens on fixed 
incomes, even chough we really don’t 
have any choice, and not look at 
other alternatives. One of Che 
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alternatives that we must look at is 
that we cannot pick up, with one- 
quarter of the population, 100 
percent when three-quarters are non- 
City residents for all these 
wonderful amenities, the Zoo, the 
Aviary, the Conservatory, the 
Stadium, the Civic Arena.

Mr. Ferlo; 

I think all of us on Council are aware of the tragedy of 
the fire at the Boys and Girls Club in Lawrenceville which has 
provided services for many years. l want to point out that this 
organization along with the Lawrenceville Citizens Council 
participated in an effort that I helped to initiate and that was 
a major rally attended by over 400 citizens on August 19th 
against on-street drug trafficking. Now I do not want to 
speculate that some in the community have suggested that this 
fire is in direct retalliation to an outpouring not only of 
concern but an outpouring by Lawrenceville residents working to 
curb nuisance bars, particularly Sharp's Bar as well as 
on-street drug trafficking, but I am concerned that since this 
fire at the club has also been a subsequent fire of some log 
cabins that they own in a small town north of here and that's a 
little too coincidental for comfort. 

This appropriation of $10,000.00 from Council would be an 
emergency relocation and allocation assistance grant from 
Council and the Mayor but it's not only the question of the 
allocation of the dollars which they obviously need having to 
relocate up at St. Margaret's up the street, I think what's also 
helped to have Council make a supportive statement because we 
have, together with Director Cannon of Public Safety, 
participated in some of these events and we are working to deal 
with the drug problem and I think it's important that with this 
check if we agree that we're not only giving them financial 
support, I think we want to give some moral support to the 
residents to fight something that is helping to tear apart not 
only this community but communities throughout this city. 

The $400,000.00 plus amount of money for the rennovations 
and rehabilitation of the building I think will be covered 
according to the Director from the Boys Club by insurance 
premiums but I think it's important that we make this 
contribution specifically for the relocation and the provision 
of services for the next four months while they rebuild. That 
budget is roughly $50,000.00 so we would be contributing 
one-fifth and I've been working with the club to try to raise 
some additional money from the foundation community and we may 
have another large rally and a show of support at one of the 
local churches and we're appealing to people in the community 
who want to contribute to earmark a contribution for the Boys 
and Girls Club payable to them in care of Lawrenceville, 15201. 

I just want to close by saying in addition to the news 
report you just saw, the reward — and I hope people are 
listening because as far as I'm concerned there's no honor among 
thieves and if this is related to retribution for the drug 
rally, I'm hoping that some of the characters who might need a 
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drug fix will come foward and participate with Crime Stoppers. 
The reward is now up to $10,000.00 and $8,500.00 has been kicked 
in addition to the $1,000.00 from the Crime Stoppers, 58,500.00 
from the insurance company and another $500.00 from other 
sources, so let's get the message out and I would ask for 
support from this Council.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Ferlo: 

On the Mayor’s Budget 
Message. I do think it's important 
that there be some discussion, at 
least an initial reaction on the 
budget. I just want to go on record 
as saying that I thought the Mayor, 
not only in terms of her delivery of 
an important speech, but I'm really 
impressed with the fact that today's 
budget, and I've been around for ten 
years even though I've only been on 
Council for the last couple of 
years, is probably one of the more 
innovative and creative budgets that 
I've seen presented in these 
Chambers for the last ten years in 
particular. 

I think it's important that, as 


Now, that certainly is not 
without it's downside, the burden 
being placed on property owners, 
real estate, lands and buildings. 
Certainly, that will affect older 
residents and home owners in the 
City. I would point out, and I 
think we need to begin to look at 
some of this information, that a 
large percentage of older property 
owners and home owners in the City 
live in some form of public 
supported or public subsidized 
housing. We have another large 
percentage of older individuals in 
the City chat have an income, a 
pension or other income, of $15,000 
or less who can avail themselves to 
some extent of the state property 
tax rebate program. 

But clearly, it will affect an 
important segment of Che population 
and I would invite, and I hope the 
public realizes chat the budget 
presented today is a working 
document, it's a blueprint to these 
Chambers, to this Council, and we 
need to have some public input and I 
hope that for chose of you who are 
listening and have some viewpoint on 
the budget on any aspect, that you 
take advantage of the public hearing 
process beginning with tomorrow's 
deliberations by calling the City 


f 
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Clerk at 255-2138, We want to hear 
your comments on the budget in 
particular, I think we all want to 
be understanding and sensitive to 
whatever the impact will be on the 
issue of the tax swap that the Mayor 
outlined today. 

But the reason why I'm excited, 
and I feel it's somewhat like 
Christmas today, because the Mayor 
actually outlined a lot of other 
initiatives that many members of 
Council have talked about and by our 
own right and together with some of 
our new administrators, Director 
Turner now in his position and Mr. 
Mistick who is on board, and Mr, 
Hayllar, the new Finance Director. 
I think they really have done their 
homework along with the staff over 
the last month to come up with the 
kind of budget address that we have 
today. 

I think the other initiatives 
that I heard today, I'm very happy 
to see and I hope that residents 
will take note of them, not only 
funding for the initiation of the 
City's recycling program. The Mayor 
outlined something that Council 
supported earlier last year on the 
sale of asphalt to municipalities 
outside the City to generate 
revenue. The Mayor outlined some 
bold initiatives on child care 
options for City employees. I was 
very impressed with the presentation 
on some of the needs of the Downtown 
community, particularly the housing 
issue and the potential that we have 
to locate new residents in the 
Downtown corridor. 

And another item that will be 
somewhat controversial, at least as 
it relates to transferring the 
authority to the Water and Sewer 
Authority, and that is the 


construction, over the next five 
years, and operation of the hydro¬ 
electric plant which involves not 
only $30 million to $A0 million in 
construction costs, but certainly 
can generate millions of dollars a 
year because of the requirement on 
the part of Duquesne Light to have 
to buy back that electricity. 

The one thing I do think that 
was very exciting, very new and very 
innovative, and picks up on some of 
the Leadership of the community 
groups that have been active for the 
past year, and that has to do with 
our relationship with the banking 
community. We're the largest single 
customer in this City for the big 
banks and we don' t get treated to 
the extent that we should be, I've 
argued for a Long time and I'm very 
overwhelmingly applauding the 
Administration today on their re¬ 
assessment of the Community Re¬ 
investment Act and the need to put 
some demands on the banking 
community, that if we're going to be 
their largest depository, we need Co 
get something back in return in 
terms of their commitment for 
investment in low and moderate 
income communities. So, we're 
finally putting Che power that we 
have as a large checking account 
customer in making these banks have 
to compete for our dollars instead 
of always assuming chat we're going 
to do business locally with them. 
And I chink that in itself today is 
going to open all kinds of new doors 
for re-emphasLS and additional 
resources for community economic and 
housing development in our 
neighborhoods and certainly the 
neighborhoods, many of which I 
represent and other Councilmembers, 
chat are low and moderate income. 

So, I just want to close by 
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thanking the Mayor, thanking her for 
being bold in taking some leadership 
today, and thanking her staff for 
working on what obviously is an 
innovative budget. Again, I just 
want to stress that we need to hear 
from the public and I encourage the 
public to come down here- 

One thing that the Mayor' s 
budget did not stress, and I again 
issue my call during the budget 
deliberations, we didn't really ever 
get the information last year when I 
requested it, and that is the goals 
and objectives statement from each 
one of Che department directors. 
Being on Council now for another 
year, I've learned a lot more about 
City operations and I have some 
strong opinions about the 
performance of particular 
departments, both the directors as 
well as the employees, and I think 
we need a goals and objectives 
statement from each one of the 
directors as part of our budget 
deliberations. I will again request 
that information and I'd like to see 
that statement to include both the 
successes that some of the directors 
feel they've had this past year as 
well as some of the problems. But 
we need that kind of information to 
conduct a proper review of the 
operation side of the budget. 

Thank you. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

I think that the budget was 
tremendously creative, innovative, 
and very courageous. And I think 
people need to know, they're going 
to start jumping on us, those who go 
to the polls, the voters who are 
senior citizens, that this is not an 
option that we necessarily would 
want to have, that of transferring 


the trade-off from the wage tax to 
the real estate tax. But I want the 
senior citizens to begin to 
understand that there really wasn't 
any alternative. When they asked 
Maurice Chevalier how it felt to be 
90, he said it's better than the 
alternative. And what would we be 
confronted with if we don't stop the 
exodus to the suburbs? And we 
shouldn't forget all those wonderful 
new highways that make it easy to 
get to the North Hills, etc., and to 
other parts of the community. They 
make it easy for people to move out 
into new homes and are paid for in 
part by City of Pittsburgh tax 
residents as well. 

I was given the example today 
that the cost to a senior citizen 
who, perhaps, pays only real estate 
tax but no wage tax or any other 
tax, might be say $500 a year on 
their house and proportionately chat 
tax will probably elevate to $520 or 
$530. So, we're Calking about $20 
to $30 a year more, which is a 
burden Co a senior citizen. But, 
it's better Chan people Leaving the 
City and the burden falling on those 
chat remain so that next year, 
perhaps, the tax would not be $500 
or $530, it might be $600. And Che 
year after $650 and $700 and $750 
and $800. So, what we're doing is 
the lesser of the evils, not because 
we want to but, eventually, people 
moving in Che City will enhance the 
value of the senior citizen's 
property as well as everyone else's 
and would give them a market to sell 
it, should they want to get out. 
Right now they couldn't give some of 
Che houses away. I know people who 
have been trying to sell for years 
and they can't get rid of their 
homes that are in the lower cost 
range and middle income. So, I hope 
they will understand that this is 
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not something that those of us who 
are commenting on it initially do 
with great pleasure; there is no 
other alternative. And I hope that 
they'll understand that the savings 
in the long run will be far, far 
greater than if we had done nothing. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Two years ago when I proposed a 
swap very similar to the Mayor's 
today, I was a little bit more 
specific in terms of what we have in 
the City in the form of a bifurcated 
land tax between land millage and 
building millage. I will be 
proposing, so I am informing my 
colleagues and the public of this 
now, that we do in fact examine the 
specificity of the property tax. 
The impact on those on fixed incomes 
who own homes can be greatly 
minimized by adjusting and 
increasing the land part of the tax 
versus the building part. I 
calculated two years ago that by 
adjusting it in this manner, the 
impact on individuals who own homes 
of value less than $26,000, would be 
a little bit over $2 a month. 
Clearly, that is not something 
insignificant, but the impact, 
everything is a balancing test and 
the benefits far, far outweigh the 
detriments, especially when many 
senior citizens who would be so 
severely impacted by that do have 
Che benefit of deriving income from 
the State Lottery Program and 
others, and they would get more 
when, in fact, their property taxes 
go up. 

So, I think what we have to do, 
and we can start now, is look at the 
breakdown between the land and the 
building millage so as to, since we 
don’t have the right because tax 
reform did not pass, to tax 


commercial properties at a great 
rate than residential properties. 
We're stuck with a unified tax 
plan. We can, in fact, impact the 
commercial and industrial and 
Downtown ones far, far greater by 
playing and balancing with the land 
and building millage so as to make 
the impact on those on fixed incomes 
really minimal. I think that's what 
we have to look at very carefully. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council. I'd just like to comment 
briefly. I know we're going to be 
commenting at length in regard to 
this budget and it's important for 
the public to realize that that's 
the purpose of the Council budget 
hearings beginning tomorrow. We'll 
go on for the next six weeks. It's 
to comment on the proposed budget 
and changes chat the public would 
propose to be made to it prior to 
the final passage of the budget, 
which is the City Council budget, at 
the end of December. 

But in regard to the Mayor's 
proposal today, I simply want to 
state Chat she has presented two 
budgets now to this Council. She 
has done it both times very 
professionally and very innovatively 
in concern with what the public has 
talked about for years as the 
problems of Pittsburgh. Last year 
she proposed a cut in the wage tax, 
which this Council passed. She is 
proposing to do that again this year 
in a very innovative way and I 
commend her for it. And over a two 
year period, if this wage tax cut is 
achieved, it will be reduced over 50 
percent, the City's portion of the 
wage tax. That's as significant an 
accomplishment as we could have ever 
dreamed of going back just one year 
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from today. 

But some other very innovative 
initiatives in the budget I really 
have to commend the Administration 
for, exploring child care options, 
which really is an innovative and 
concerned approach by the Mayor. 
One item that really doesn't sound 
Iike much but we're heard talked 
about so much is inter-governmental 
cooperation. Having improved 

meetings and sessions between the 
Administration, this legislative 
body, the School Board, County 
government, the State Legislative 
body, I think is something that must 
happen and was proposed in the 
budget. Marketing and promotion 
activities of Downtown; I'd like to 
see that expanded. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Jack, if I may interrupt you 
for a second. You're really off the 
subject andl intend to see you get 
back on what youVe talking about, 
and if I may take the prerogative of 
the Chair to make a couple of 

comments on the real estate and the 
wage tax situation — 

Hr. Wagner: 

Mr. DePasquale, just let me sum 
up. I would appreciate it. 

In essence, I commend her for 
her proposals and I wanted to 

summarize by saying that Mr. Perry 
informed me today that the tax 
hearing that was originally 
scheduled for November 27th had to 
be changed to December 7th at 10:00 
a .m. in Council. So, the public 
will have the opportunity to comment 
on all proposed tax changes, or 
whatever they desire to comment on 
in reference to our tax structure. 


That meeting will be held December 
7th rather than November 27th. 
Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may, to get back on the 
wage tax and the real estate tax. I 
like Mr. Ferlo's idea that we get an 
input from a Lot of the public, 
although I don't see that 
happening. And as Mr. Pollock said, 
and I'll elaborate, sure, there is 
some aid from the lottery, Mr. 
Pollock, and I don't doubt that, but 
the sad part of it all is that there 
are so many senior citizens out 
there that aren't aware of that aid, 
don't know how to apply for that 
aid. I've noticed the last couple 
of weeks, I've talked to people 
about important issues that are 
happening every day and they're not 
reading the papers or listening to 
the news media. They're completely 
unaware of what I was talking about 
and I would think everybody's 
talking about this. So, there are a 
lot of people out there who just 
don't know that they can get that 
aid, don't know how to get it or are 
too bashful to get it, and we've got 
to get that message across to them, 
where they go and how they go about 
getting that aid. A lot of them are 
under the impression that they can 
get it; in fact, I've talked to a 
lot of elderly people and they’re 
crushed whenever there's a real 
estate increase. And I mentioned, 
as you said, what about the lottery 
and the State aid, and they say they 
don't get any. I just think the 
reason they don't is that they don't 
know about applying or how to apply. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Rather than leave that issue 
hanging, what they should really do 
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is contact their State 

Representative or their State 
Senator who typically have the forms 
and the information right in their 
offices. I think a call to their 
local office can get the application 
in for those funds from the lottery 
proceeds because the lottery is 
doing well and the money is there 
and the money increases when 
property taxes go up. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Also, r think the City should 
send a little message, a pamphlet 
out to these people telling them 
that they’re entitled to this aid 
and how co go about getting this 
aid. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Put it in the water bills. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Whatever. Put it in real 
estate taxes. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, I’d like to deal 
with another point that I think 
deals with the question of 
rebuilding the credibility of local 
government. 

The recent conviction of one of 
our fellow members is devastating 
this Council in the general public’s 
perception of local government. 
It’s in this light that I’d like to 
pick up on an issue chat Mr. Pollock 
dealt with last week, and I'd like 
to formally make a resolution that 
this Council send a formal letter to 
the Mayor and to each and every 
member of the Board of Directors at 
the Housing Authority, calling for 


the immediate dismissal of Mr. 
Pietragallo as Director of the 
Housing Authority. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I realize, as the Mayor has 
said, that Mr. Pietragallo has not 
been convicted of anything, and with 
chat I must concur. However, in my 
opinion, any director of any local 
department who needs a grant of 
immunity before he or sne would 
answer questions in a federal court 
which is investigating corruption in 
City government should not be kept 
on as an employee. Mr. Pietragallo 
was justified and within his rights 
as a citizen to shield himself with 
this protection; however, as a 
public official, he should have been 
able to stand up to a higher form of 
scrutiny, and this, I believe, he 
failed co do. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I respect what you're saying, 
Mike, and we have a second. But 
before we vote on it, I'd like to 
have discussion. 

I just feel it's a matter for 
the Administration, for the Mayor. 
Of course, some pressure from 
Council may sway her opinion a 
different way, but at Che present 
time, she appears not inclined to 
dismiss Mr. Pietragallo and I think 
I would leave that co her 
prerogative personally. 

Michelle Madoff: 

One of the things that we have 
to worry about in this Council, and 
probably I know more about it than 
anybody else does, having suffered 
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through three years of what happened 
with my colleague, and having only 
today in the briefing with the Mayor 
been accused by Mr. Otis Lyons of 
being a whistle blower and how 
terrible I was to do this kind of 
thing. I believe that everybody or 
anybody, particularly a public 
official, that comes into the 
possession of perhaps incriminating 
information, or evidence of 
wrongdoing, follow the proper 
channels and turn that information 
over to the proper authorities. I 
don't think that we can be judge and 
jury. It is not an easy role when 
you have information. For all I 
knew, and I heard part of the tape 
on the division of who is going to 
get what, he could have been saying 
we're dividing up Christmas trees. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Point of Order. Mr. Chairman, 
the letter that I am making a 
resolution for has nothing to do 
with the trial that we have just 
witnessed. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mr. Coyne is right, Michelle. 
Michelle Madoff: 

I will show you the relevance, 
if I may, Mr. President. The point 
I*m making is that I think chat we 
have to wait for Che agency — 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Why don't you stick to 

discussing the resolution — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I see where your point is, but 
the point is that Che reason that 


Mr. Coyne is introducing this 
legislation is because this Council 
has been, he believes, damaged by 
one of our colleagues being 
indicted. And I don't disagree with 
him. And since he tied it to the 
fact that he is now saying let us be 
active instead of pro-active, let us 
move on our own to remove somebody, 
I'm cautioning this Council and I'm 
using an example of why — He's 
tying it to another case and I'm 
using an example. 

It would be irresponsible of me 
at any point to have gone out - and 
Ben and I used to eyeball each other 
here in Council, no matter how he 
Created me - to say I know what I 
know. The point is, you have to let 
the wheels of justice follow their 
own course. You have to find out 
whether the person is guilty and if 
there's evidence. 

I don't think chat we gain 
anything by this Council saying, "We 
will be the judge and the jury and 
we will ask the person, and I've 
learned this because I remember when 
I asked Robert Stone to step down 
because I thought it would conflict 
with his being able to conduct a 
Council meeting, and I still believe 
that it's very difficult for a 
President of Council to conduct a 
meeting and have his mind on 
business when he's being pressured, 
guilty or innocent, on whatever the 
investigation might be. 

I will cell you Chat from my 
own personal knowledge I was called 
upon by Che media to say that I 
should come forward and name 
names. That would be very 
irresponsible. I am not naming 
names, but I know because I have 
been consulted. There are a number 
of people still under investigation 
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and I think we have to let the 
investigation go through its natural 
course. And it is not just one 
department head, it's more than 
one. Some of them we're aware of; 
some of it has already hit the 
papers, the investigation's taking 
part. Many of us have been called 
upon for input. 

While I may personally agree 
with Mr. Coyne that that is not the 
exemplary behavior of a department 
head, and I would encourage the 
Mayor to look at who she would like 
to have as her department heads 
because they are an extention of her 
own operation of the City, I don't 
think that by sitting here and 
pointing a finger and saying, "That 
person is guilty; remove him.", that 
we are doing the proper thing. I 
would have no problem asking him to 
step down if there was an 
investigation underway. I don't 
believe there is one officially, 
that I know of. I think his 
behavior is not exemplary. I agree 
with everything that Mr. Coyne has 
said, but I think it doesn't belong 
here other than if there was an 
investigation underway. For 
example, it would be more 
appropriate to have Mr. Imhoff step 
down until the investigation has 
been completed to find out whether 
there's any guilt or innocence. 
That would be more in keeping to 
saying, "We don't know; wait until 
we find out and step aside until we 
have the results." But, I mean, if 
we're going to take this role, then 
we're going to ask the Mayor to 
perhaps review her whole departments 
and see where she should be changing 
people. 

I know that I sound like I'm 
talking out of both sides of my 
mouth; I am not. What I'm saying. 


so that it will be very clear and 
very explicit, if somebody is under 
investigation and it's going to 
interfere with the way their job is 
being done, I think we might call 
upon the Mayor to ask that person to 
step aside until it's resolved. 
That is appropriate. And not cake 
their salaries away. I think it's 
also appropriate when somebody is 
under investigation and would 
interfere with their job, as it 
would President of Council, Mr. 
Stone, Mr. Woods — I didn't ask Mr. 
Woods CO step down as I did Mr. 
Stone because of my direct 
involvement initially, and I chink 
chat would be inappropriate. But 1 
don't chink chat we should be the 
judge and jury; I think that's 
irresponsible. I really and truly 
believe that we need to wait. And 
if we're going to take that position 
as a body, we ought to take it with 
chose who are under investigation 
already. 

Now, I know chat Mr. Coyne is 
going to point out Chat here is 
someone who took the Fifth, and 
perhaps shouldn't have taken the 
Fifth. Dan has never been one of my 
favorite people; he knows it and I 
know how he feels. But I chink chat 
we have to allow the wheels of 
justice to proceed in whatever way 
they will proceed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On this issue, Mr. Chairman, I 
seconded my colleague, Mr. Coyne's 
resolution. Actually, I was less 
concerned and supportive of his 
comments, although I want to concur 
with his comments. I actually 
seconded the resolution to the Mayor 
because somebody who has been very 
active on housing issues, I chink 
equally, if not more relevant, has 
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to do with the performance and the 
activities of both the Director and 
the effectiveness of the Authority 
itself. And for those reasons, I 
find Mr. Pietragallo to be 
entrenched. He acts as a 
cheerleader, a megalomaniac for an 
authority that has run amuck. 
Anyone who doesn't think that is so 
should spend the night or live for a 
month in a public housing community 
which, unfortunately, most people 
still refer to not as communities 
but as projects, both people who 
live in these communities as well as 
City residents, the media and 
anybody who takes note. 

What I*m concerned about is the 
performance of the Authority and one 
of the things that is exciting aoout 
the fact that we have a Mayor dees 
not have the baggage and can exert 
new leadership, is that we have a 
Mayor who can now look to the 
authorities, and in particularly 
this authority and to Mr. 
Pietragallo, and say it is now a new 
day in City Hall. We need some new 
leadership, we need some new folks 
to head up some of these 
authorities, particularly the 
Housing Authority, who can exert 
some new leadership with new ideas 
and new programs. It's an agency 
that's stagnant. It's an agency 
that does not spend the dollar well 
that we give them, both federally 
and locally. It's an agency that is 
secretive. It's an agency chat, as 
far as I'm concerned, should 
consider meeting in public here in 
Council Chambers and have their 
meetings cablecast. 

Mr. Pietragallo has roadblocked 
any attempt by City Administration 
and others to find out or ascertain 
information about the performance of 
his authority. He has roadblocked 


and attempt by this Council who 
instructed by resolution earlier 
last year instructing the Controller 
to conduct a performance audit. 
He's roadblocked chat. He's 
roadblocked an agreement that the 
Administration and Council has with 
City Planning, and Chat is the 
hiring of a consultant in the amount 
of $65,000 Chat we have currently 
engaged to do a City-wide housing 
study and the development of a 
housing policy, a blueprint for the 
1990s. It's very difficult for that 
study CO proceed when we have an 
Authority Director, Mr. Pietragallo, 
that refuses to supply data and 
relevant information to the 
consultants chat are engaged in the 
performance of the meeting to scope 
the services for that contract. 

Time does not permit me to Calk 
about all of the abuses and problems 
that exist in the Housing Authority, 
but now is the time to move ahead. 
Now is the time for Mr. Pietragallo 
CO voluntarily resign or, if need 
be, for the Mayor to appoint not 
only a new Executive Director at the 
Authority, but I hope Chat she will 
appoint some new talent at the level 
of Che Board of Directors of Che 
Authority. But now is the time to 
act and we want a response from 
Mayor Masloff in this respect and 
it's in that spirit that I support 
Mr. Coyne's resolution. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Almost three weeks ago, in 
fact, more than three weeks ago, I 
sent a letter to the Mayor on this 
issue. This was a three-page letter 
of which only one sentence deals 
with the issue of the recently 
concluded trial and the purported 
involvement of the Executive 
Director of the Housing Authority in

the revelations that came out of 
that trial. I'd like to read some 
excerpts from this letter because I 
think they're very relevant and go 
far beyond the narrow issue of any 
possible criminal or inappropriate 
activity by the Executive Director 
as related to the trial. The letter 
to the Mayor begins: 

"In the United States today, 
people are finally coming to grips 
with this nation's historically 
flawed views on public housing. In 
Pittsburgh, a few visionary 
individuals are beginning to see 
that the outdated framework has cast 
a plague on our City for the 
residents in public housing 
developments and, indeed, for the 
City as a whole. 

It is not just enough to build 
new buildings or to rehabilitate old 
ones. That is what used to be 
done. After years of losing ground, 
experts now realize that the social 
and political organization of public 
housing is as important as its 
physical condition. Officials are 
now beginning to realize that if 
conditions around them are to 
improve, the residents in public 
housing must take control of their 
own lives. This City needs to 
empower them to do so. 

I do not think that the current 
Executive Director of the Housing 
Authority of the City of Pittsburgh 
is inclined to heed these winds of 
change. On the contrary, I think he 
sees these winds as threatening, as 
repudiating his control in the 
public housing structure. 

One of the first lessons of 
democracy is that with freedom comes 
responsibility. The converse holds 
true as well in public housing — 


without responsibility there can be 
no freedom. 

Because the City has given 
these residents no responsibility, 
it has given them no freedom. They 
tend to see themselves as 
powerless. They do not see 
themselves as stakeholders in the 
process chat is their local life. 
Every day the alienation Chat such a 
system induces can be readily 
observed. 

A change in the leadership in 
the direction at the Housing 
Authority must be made as soon as 
possible. 

What must be pointed out is 
that, unlike any other disease that 
goes unremedied, the neglect of Che 
Housing Authority spreads. Few 
situations distress me more than to 
view a City neighborhood that has 
been improved, yet must suffer the 
presence of a Housing Authority 
property. 

It is extremely disturbing to 
see dilapidated Housing Authority 
properties Chat are not maintained 
serving as neighborhood eyesores. 
They have a deleterious effect on 
the attractiveness and the vitality 
of these communities. They also 
cripple revitalization efforts. It 
is bad enough that our community- 
based organizations have to fight 
the market, let alone our own public 
agencies. 

When r have inquired of 
neighbors or the local development 
organization why the situation 
continues, invariably I have been 
informed of the non-responsiveness 
of Housing Authority officials. 
This cannot continue. 
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More than 30,000 people live in 
Housing Authority units. Their 
quality of life and the quality of 
the City's neighborhoods suffer 
because of the neglect and the lack 
of leadership at the Authority. 

The City needs lange this 

self-destructive system before it 
drags us all down t low. It is 
within our control to do so. A good 
start at it would be made if a new 
Housing Authority Executive Director 
were named. 

Moreover, Housing 
projects should not b 
They should and must be 
into the neighborhoods in 
si t. 

Vou have an opportunity to make 
a profound impact on the quality ot 
life in Pittsburgh. It is crucial 
that a new Director be found for the 
Housing Authority as expeditiously 
as possible." 

For the four years I've been on 
Council, I have heard from every 
quarter, every sector of this City, 
from individuals for whom I have the 
utmost respect and admiration, from 
individuals in the non-profit 
community-based organization, from 
people who live and breathe housing, 
whose concern for the individuals 
who live in Housing Authority units 
is unquestioned and long-standing. 
Without exception, they have said 
for four years that the problem with 
the Housing Authority is the 
Executive Director. 

When I wrote this letter to the 
Mayor, I was merely the messenger. 
I was translating the outrage and 
the long-standing disapproval that 
the people in this City have for the 
Housing Authority Director and 


translating this into a message to 
the Mayor. The individuals in our 
community-based organizations have 
no hidden agendas; they have no 
desire to benefit personally from 
who leads the Housing Authority. 
Their only concern is the 
improvement of the quality of life 
in our City. And these individuals, 
wi ut exception, are screaming, 
cr^, iOg out for a change in our 
Housing Authority directorship. 

The personal points I'd like to 
add based upon my four years of 
interaction with Mr, Pietragallo 
which have been Limited and scoped, 
I can only say that I find him to be 
a terribly insensitive individual. 
When I have brought up issues to 
him, whether it be housing for the 
handicapped or housing for 
individuals in other shadows of 
society, the cold-heartedness and 
the sarcasm, if you will, that I 
have been met with has greatly 
distressed me. I couldn't believe 
that an individual serving this 
important position could be as cold- 
hearted and insensitive to the 
plight of so many people in our 
community as he apparently is. 

The issue of the trial is 
really irrelevant. The call and the 
need to change goes back many years, 
far before anything came up with the 
allegation involving the trial that 
came out. Before I ever took office 
I had heard of the Housing Authority 
being called Danny's Plantation and 
my service on Council and my tenure 
as Planning, Housing and Development 
Chairman only confirmed Chat. It is 
a plantation mentality. Leaders are 
wooed and courted and treated in 
such a way that the people 
underneath them are bought off, if 
you will, because the leadership 
goes along because they're treated 
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in different fashions and with 
special privileges. It's wrong. It 
can't continue. We have the ability 
and the power and the Mayor has the 
duty to do something about it. More 
than 30,000 people live in these 
units and something has to be done. 

We have an individual in our 
community who is so qualified that 
he just stands out. I went on and I 
didn't read the letter, there's a 
whole page dedicated to this person 
and I'll mention his name now, but 
if the Mayor doesn't ask the Stanley 
Lowe be appointed Executive Director 
of the Housing Authority, then it 
borders on criminality. I mean, 
this man is so eminently, 
unquestionably, impeccably qualified 
for this job, and what he could do 
with that Housing Authority within 
six months would be extraordinary. 
And I would only hope that the Mayor 
beseeches him, begs him, to take 
this position as soon as possible. 
These people deserve it, they have 
earned it, and the situation cannot 
continue. 

I heartedly endorse and support 
Mr. Coyne's motion for further 
reasons than he has articulated, and 
Mr. Ferlo touched on these points, 
and this Council must send a message 
to the Mayor. This body should and 
is commanded to speak out on this 
important issue and to not do so and 
to not send a resounding vote of 
confidence to this motion and send a 
message to the Mayor that this 
should be done as soon as possible 
is, I believe, malfeasance of 
office. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, one of the reasons why 
Council is not viewed professionally 


in the public eye, many times it's 
not the content of what they do, 
it's how they do it. You just heard 
Mr. Pollock state all the reasons to 
get rid of Mr. Pietragallo and 
recommend Stanley Lowe for the 
position when last week, during an 
ethics bill that he was suggesting, 
he indicated that there should not 
be political influence from elected 
officials for the filling of 
positions within City government. 
If that's not a dichotomy of what 
you're saying, I don't know what is. 

This Council, according to the 
Charter chat we're mandated to live 
by, does not have Che power to 
appoint an Executive Director or 
remove an Executive Director. This 
CounciI has the power to approve an 
appointment through confirmation of 
a Board of Directors with a City 
authority, the Housing Authority. 
Mr. Pietragallo reports to five 
Board of Director members within Che 
Housing Authority. Now, if this 
Council wants co ask for the 
resignation of who the individuals 
are that report co this Council, 
they're calking about Che wrong 
person. 

Furthermore, if you really want 
to talk about blame, well then you 
have to talk about the Mayor, 
whoever the Mayor is, because the 
Mayor recommends who sits on the 
Board of Directors and Che Executive 
Director of authorities. 

Now, Mr. Coyne started out by 
saying, "As a result of one of our 
former colleagues that was 
prosecuted—", well, what's next? 
Are we going to calk about Mr. 
DePasquale because he was on the 
stand? Are we going to Calk about 
George Whitmer who is the Executive 
Director of the URA who was on Che

stand? Are we going to talk about 
Mr. McDermott? Are we going to talk 
about Mr. Imhoff? 

The point I'm trying to make is 
this. This Council does not have 
the authority to appoint or remove 
Mr. PietragalLo and for this Council 
to come out with a letter today or 
to vote on something that it does 
not have power to do, this Council 
IS being hypocritical in its powers 
and its policies by which it should 
function. In particular, Mr. 
Pollock is certainly hypocritical if 
he is suggesting an ethics bill and, 
at the same time, recommending the 
top person within the Housing 
Authority. 

So, quite frankly, I think for 
the betterment of this body, for the 
betterment of this City, this 
Council right now should defer any 
issues of any person that is not 
within the power of appointment or 
removal to the Mayor of this City. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, in the first 
place, I do not support this letter 
to the Mayor because, in the first 
place, it's administration. 

Secondly, there are five 
members over at HUD who are the 
Board of Directors who have the 
power to appoint or remove upon the 
Mayor's recommendation. 

My point is that if Mr. 
Pietragallo had been doing so wrong 
for so many years, HUD has their own 
guidelines and should have removed 
him. 

I know that this Council does 
not have the authority to remove 
Danny Pietragallo or any other 


director from an authority board. 
Therefore, I feel whatever we are 
doing here is futile and worthless. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, first of all, I'd 
like to make an amendment to my 
resolution to include the concerns 
that Mr. Ferlo and Mr. Pollock have 
brought up. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded tne motion. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

What concerns? 

Mr. Coyne: 

The concerns about the 
mismanagement of the Housing 
Authority down throughout the years. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Point of order. There is no 
resolution in front of this body. 

Mr. Coyne: 

There's a motion on the floor, 
Mr. Chairman. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

There's a motion and a second, 

Jack. 

Mr. Wagner: 

There may be a letter, but 
there's not a resolution because I 
don't have one in front of me. 

Mr. Coyne: 

There's a motion on the floor 
for a letter, Mr. Chairman. I'd 
like to make an amendment to the 
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motion on the floor for the letter 
that is going to be sent. 

Also, in response to Mr, 
Wagner's statement, I think there's 
a big distinction between the 
members of the Administration and 
yourself who testified down there 
without going and asking for a grant 
of immunity. If I have anything to 
say about it, and as a member of 
Council speaking up for what I Chink 
we need to do for good government 
and the ethics in this City, 
granted, we don't have the authority 
to relieve these people. But I'll 
be darned, we have the authority to 
voice our concerns. And if Che 
Mayor doesn't choose to hear our 
concerns, then that's her 
prerogative. A director who is 
responsible to the taxpayers not 
only of this City but by receiving 
federal funds to this entire region, 
requested a grant of immunity prior 
to going in to testify. To me, Chat 
draws a shadow not only upon himself 
but upon this whole City government 
and I feel that there has to be a 
need for us to at least voice our 
concerns and those concerns are 
being voiced through Che letter, 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to reiterate the 
broader concerns chat I raised as 
opposed to the outline Chat Mr. 
Coyne initiated here, although I 
sympathize with his concerns. 

And I reiterate to Mr. Wagner 
who speaks about the Charter, as is 
the case in relation to our powers, 
earlier this year we instructed a 
performance audit to take place. It 
did not because of Che roadblocking 
by Mr. Pietragallo, in particular. 

We are elected. One of the 


problems I have traditionally with 
Che authority boards, not just the 
Housing Authority but the ocher 
boards, is that they are not 
elected; they're appointed. We at 
least face the electorate every two 
years and when I face the electorate 
and when I calk to people in the 
community, I can'C cell you Che 
number of complaints and problems 
Chat I have seen raised with the 
performance of the Housing 
Authority. So, I'm speaking from my 
heart on what I chink is a very 
glaring problem confronting this 
City and right now chat deals with 
the evaluation and the performance 
of an authority and, most 
specifically, the performance of its 
Executive Director, Mr. Dan 
Pietragallo. I support Che motion 
by Mr. Coyne, the broader motion 
that he has now included to include 
Che concerns raised by Ms. Madoff 
and Mr. Pollock and myself, and I 
chink we should not only support 
this resolution but we're going into 
a budget debate and I'm not 
proposing that we hold the Housing 
Authority hostage, but we do have to 
approve a $1.6 million grant to the 
Housing Authority and, as far as I'm 
concerned, I want checks and 
balances. That' s why we are 
elected, to provide those checks and 
balances. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr, President, I Cried to get a 
message to Mr. Coyne by a broken 
telephone. I wanted to get the 
message across chat I concur with 
Mr. Coyne and Mr. Pollock and Mr. 
Ferlo that I believe that Mr, 
Pietragallo is not the best person 
to head our Housing Authority for a 
hundred reasons that haven't even 
been mentioned here that are 
probably worse. However, if he 
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would change his motion to not make 
it one because of his testifying, I 
could support it. 

Hr. Coyne: 

I changed it. What do you 

want? 

Hicbelle Madoff: 

You didn’t remove the issue — 
Kr. Coyne: 

I'm not removing that issue. 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have some concerns with being 
the judge and the jury and being 
irresponsible. I can vote to send a 
letter, and that’s all we’re doing, 
to send a letter to the 
Administration recommending strongly 
that because of a multitude of sins 
or reasons such as obstructing self- 
management, not letting the people 
have self-rule who live in these 
housing authorities and many things 
that Mark has talked about that I 
would like to see and I urge her to 
remove Mr. Pietragallo because he is 
not the best person for the job. 
But I would Like to have the issue 
of what he said or whether he took 
the Fifth, or what have you, not be 
the reason for sending the letter 
because then that sets us up as the 
judge and jury and I don’t think 
that’s the right thing for us to 
do. If he could change that, then 
he has my vote. If he doesn’t, I 
have a problem. 

Mr. Pollock: 

To respond to Mr. Wagner’s 
disingenuous attempt to take the 


tough position, let me say that it 
was just a few weeks ago when Mr. 
Wagner asked this Council to vote on 
sending a message to the Mayor to 
install a flag in front of the City 
County Building. This motion is 
asking this Council to send a 
message to the Mayor to do exactly 
what Mr. Wagner said the Mayor has 
the power to do, and that is to ask 
for the resignation of the Housing 
Authority. 

As important as a flag in front 
of the City County Building is, I 
think that the quality of life and 
the very essence of living in this 
City for approximately ten percent 
of the people who live in this City 
is far more important than having a 
flag installed in front of the City 
County Building. This is the same 
exact action that Mr. Wagner 
proposed several weeks ago. 

Mr. Wagner has also called upon 
President Bush to spend more money 
on narcotics and so forth and so on, 
but when it comes to doing something 
that might have some political heat 
or some negative ramifications, then 
there’s some convenient way to avoid 
the issue. 

As to my purported violation of 
an ethics code, my calling in a 
public forum for the hiring of an 
individual for a position neither 
violates the letter nor the spirit 
of the ethics code which I spent 
almost four years drafting. What I 
was referring to was the private 
backroom obtaining of positions for 
brothers of members of Council that 
costs the City about $50,000. 
That’s what I was talking about, not 
hiring somebody qualified and 
announcing it in a public forum; not 
calling on the phone some particular 
person to put him on. 
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This is such an important 
issue. We are talking about the 
quality of life of individuals. The 
Executive Director of the Housing 
Authority really determines how 
these individuals live. They are 
part of Pittsburgh. They are our 
brothers and our sisters. And to 
avoid this issue and to not send a 
message to the Mayor, to do what she 
has clearly the right to do and the 
duty to do, is shirking our 
responsibility. The desire to avoid 
sending this message can only be 
viewed as political convenience, 
protecting one's flanks, if you 
will, avoiding the tough issues. 
It's very, very disturbing that 
anyone would not send a message to 
the Mayor on something that I think 
is as important as any motion that 
has been passed or proposed in this 
Council. 

I only hope chat Mr. Wagner 
will reconsider his opposition to 
this important motion and Chat the 
statement chat Mr, Woods made at the 
time that he removed me as Finance 
Chairman and appointed Mr. Wagner as 
Finance Chairman, that he needed to 
have somebody more compatible with 
himself does not transcend — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Mark, if I may. We're getting 
a little away — 

Mr. Pollock: 

I hope it doesn't transcend 
into protecting someone who has long 
since outlived his usefulness and 
appropriateness in serving in such 
an important public position. 

Nr. Wagner: 

My final comment, I'll be 


brief, Mr. DePasquale. I simply 
want to state that, yes, I did 
suggest that a flag be put in front 
of the City Council Building because 
it's a public building to Che 
Mayor. The flag is an object, even 
though it's a very important 
object. But this is a person. And 
this Council is very good at 
throwing scones at people. But even 
under the power of removal that this 
Charter gives this Council, it 
states, and I will read it word for 
word, "Council shall give any person 
charged due notice and opportunity 
to be heard." 

We have thrown a name out into 
the public forum today and I want to 
as the three or four people here 
that are suggesting removal, have 
any of you picked up the phone and 
called that person and told him what 
you 're saying? Do any of you have 
Che guts to do that? Do you have 
Che guts to look him in the eye and 
say chat or bring him to the Cable 
and say it, or do you have to do it 
in a roundabout way Chat you 
embarrass a person and you still 
have no impact? 

That's really what's 
happening. We're throwing stones at 
a person. I know Mr, Ferlo has 
asked him to come to Council and a 
couple times way back when he 
refused. But since then he has come 
every time, to come in front of this 
Council and answer whatever 
questions. I've never heard Mr, 
Coyne scrutinize the man, I've 
never heard Mr, Pollock scrutinize 
Che man here at this table. This 
Council can request his presence — 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have. 
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Mr. Wagner: 

Yes) Councilwoman Madoff has. 
But don’ t we owe that dignity to 
another human being? And human 
being; I don ’ t care who it is, that 
we have to come into these Chambers 
and take cheap shots at people day 
in and day out without calling that 
person into this Chamber. Well, I, 
for one, won' t be part of it. And 
that's what degrades this Council 
and has degraded this Council for 
years. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to say 
that as I know Mr. Pietragalio, he 
is always exhausting an effort to 
make the housing projects a better 
place for the people to live. He 
took a lot of flak last year when he 
closed Alequippa Terrace because it 
was inhumanely fit for anyone to 
stay there. 

My point is, it's been brought 
out at this table that he 
roadblocked an audit. HUD had 
already audited him and found him 
good. 

Why should we try to beat our 
drums against Danny Pietragallo when 
the City Controller himself, when 
this body ordered him to be audited, 
refused to be audited? 

So, I don' t see why we should 
blast Danny Pietragallo being so 
unable to do his job. My point here 
is that we are using Council to take 
our cheap shots at a public servant. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I'm sure Mr. Lyons and Mr. 
Wagner, neither one of them are 
addressing their concerns to me 


regarding cheap shots because 
they're both aware that in my two 
years on Council I've never taken a 
cheap shot at anyone and I don't 
make accusations that I don't stand 
strongly behind. They may be making 
their accusations towards other 
members of Council, but I just feel 
good in my heart that I know their 
accusations aren't directed towards 
myself. 

However, speaking on the issue 
of the letter, according to my 
colleague, Councilwoman Madoff, 
willing to say let's extend this 
letter to push primarily on his 
exercising and responsibilities, or 
lack thereof, in running the Housing 
Authority. 

And if Mr. Pietragallo wants to 
respond to this Council, I issue an 
open invitation now. I would never 
want to be accused of being gutless, 
so I would like to issue an 
invitation right now for Mr. 
Pietragallo to come in front of this 
body, not ask for any grants of 
immunity, to not ask for anything, 
but to explain to us, to open his 
office up so that Mr, Flaherty, the 
Controller, can do an audit, and to 
come in here and explain to each and 
every member of Council who is 
willing to sit here and listen to 
him what he has been doing over 
there, to show us some documentation 
as to how money has been spent. I 
think that's very fair. So, before 
even considering that he be removed, 
or the Board of Directors, I think 
we owe the opportunity. And if he 
is listening right now or if he 
would like to come in here, I feel 
this Council would be very willing 
to sit down and listen to him. 
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Mr. Lyons: 

Are you withdrawing your 
motion? 


Mr. Coyne: 

No, I just said that I would 
like the Letter to state that the 
reasons that we're asking for his 
withdraw, one, is my concern, my 
colleagues feel that it shouldn't be 
the overriding concern and I'll 
agree with that, however, with his 
overall management of the Housing 
Authority over the past few years 
and I'll let it stand for that.

Is there any further discussion 
on the motion?

WHEREAS, a substantial number 
of those killed were our friends 
from the San Isidro farming

WHEREAS, there has been an 
increase of violence in Central 
America as witnessed by the recent 
murders of six Jesuit priests in El 
Salvador.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
Michelle Madoff: 

Under houskeeping business. 
There are two items that took place 
this past week; one is due to Pete 
Vaughn's leaving at the budget 
hearing and the necessity for hiring 
Mr. Buckley. I think that's a good 
move, but I think it's appropriate 
that this Council vote on it and if 
Mr. Wagner wants to make it as a 
motion I would second it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I reviewed this with the 
President of Council and I'm under 
the impression that it is the 
authority of the President of 
Council to do it. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Fine. I'm just saying that the 
memo I got says "Due to the untimely 
resignation of Pete Vaughn, Jack 
Wagner has hired ... ", and I 
believe what you're saying is that 
the President of Council has 
designated that we should hire 
somebody or authorizing you to hire 
him. I'm a little confused and I 
would like to clean this up as a 
housekeeping thing. Let's vote on 


it so that nobody can come back 
later and say wc didn't vote on 
it. I just think that' s the 
appropriate way to go. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

It has to be approved by the 
President of Council but it comes 
from the Finance Chairman as to who 
should be in that position. I think 
it's a very good choice, myself. 

Michelle Madoff: 

So do I and I think we have to 
go beyond that. What happens when 
we get on to the rest of the year? 
Who is going to be the replacement 
on a permanent basis and is there 
going to be one and how is that 
going to be made? 

But I would like to just clean 
this up as a housekeeping b.-siness 
because I have a second one. Do you 
have any objection to that, Mr. 
President? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

No. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I make the motion that we hire 
Mr. John Buckley to help prepare the 
Council's 1990 Budget as an 
emergency measure. 

Mr. Wagner seconded the motion. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Discussion. I just want to go 
on Record as I've been saying for 
four years that Council's Budget 
Staff is, I think, one of the most 
flagrant examples of areas in which 
the budget of the City of Pittsburgh 
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can be cut. Frankly, and I've 
talked to other members of Council 
about this who have told me that 
they do not think the position that 
Mr. Vaughn resigned from should even 
be replaced. So, how this Council 
can then vote on a couple week 
consultant when individuals have 
said that they don't think the 
position should even be filled is 
beyond me. 

I think this is one time where 
Council can say, "Enough spending is 
enough". These positions are purely 
patronage. Mr. Woods stated it; Mr. 
Wagner stated it. There's no 
stating that there should be 
individuals solicited from 
advertising lists or from 
qualifications and, as talented as 
Mr. Buckley is and as much as he 
knows about our budget, I don't 
think that we need a consultant for 
the several week period. We have an 
enormous staff as it is. If you 
look at the budget staff and the 
dollars that are spent there, it's 
just something that is wrong. I 
can't disagree with this strenuously 
enough. This Council should put its 
foot down and say "Enough is 
enough". There's a staff of three 
people back there as it is, plus an 
assistant to them. So you have four 
people full-time working back 
there. It's incredible that this 
Council could think that we have to 
hire somebody for several weeks 
because an individual has 
resigned. It's wrong, it's another 
abuse of taxpayers' dollars, and 
enough is enough. 

Mr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I couldn't 
disagree more with Councilman 
Pollock than today. I think what 
we're asking, we're in the middle of 


a budget process, we've had a crew 
of four people back there who I 
don't feel are strictly patronage 
appointees. I feel anytime I've 
asked for anything from the Budget 
Staff, they've been very receptive, 
they've given me a good deal of 
information to help me evaluate the 
budgets and not only my department 
of Engineering and Construction but 
in other departments where I've had 
a choice. 

Now, if Council doesn't wish to 
fill that position for next year, I 
think that's something we need to 
talk about during the budget 
proceedings. And, along those 
lines, I possibly would be in favor 
of eliminating that position for 
next year. However, at this time of 
the year when we are in the middle 
of the budget and the staff back 
there is pretty pushed, I think that 
we're not asking too much to put 
somebody in there for the couple of 
weeks that we have to go until the 
end of the year, and I would ask 
that the rest of my colleagues go 
along with that decision. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like to suggest that 
we're mixing apples and oranges 
here, as Mr. Coyne has pointed 
out. If we're going to look at the 
job for the rest of the year, and 
certainly whether it's still through 
patronage, that's a separate 
issue. Right now we're in somewhat 
of a crunch. I talked to one of the 
young men who has been helping me 
out with the problem and he's going 
to be working on Thanksgiving Day, 
and if memory serves me well, the 
Budget Office works almost round the 
clock as we get towards the 
budget. Am I correct, Mr. Perry? 
And frequently they work until 
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Midnight and sometimes they don't go 
home to sleep when we have to meet 
budget deadlines. And I don't think 
that we should grandstand at this 
point to say, "Let's make an 
example." I think they're two 
separate issues and they ought to be 
kept as two separate issues. 

My concern is that it is done 
in the proper manner, if that is the 
wish of this Council. I think that 
having Mr. Buckley back in this 
crunch is important, and personally 
I've been working with the Budget 
Office on trying to find some 
solution to the millage problem 
that's going to impact on senior 
citizens. We're looking for 
alternatives and I've needed some 
numbers on the Zoo, the Aviary and 
the Conservatory to see what kind of 
money it cost. They're really 
having problems getting me the 
numbers because of the time 
factor. They're working round the 
clock, and as I said, working on 
Thanksgiving. 

So, I don't think this is the 
time to say let's revise what may be 
injust in this Council. Let's get 
the job done now and we can worry 
about that. But that was the point 
I brought up when I said, what are 
we going to do for the following 
year and and will that job be 
filled. So, I wasn't begging the 
issue. I'm just saying chat this is 
a separate issue and I suggest we 
vote on it. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, just to set the record 
straight. Mr. Pete Vaughn resigned 
as of last Friday. He was the 
operating person in charge of the 
budget. There are four people; two 


on Che Capital side and two on the 
Operating side. Four people total 
in City Council to coordinate the 
entire $320 million budget. Now, 
the world does not know, but Pete 
Vaughn did such an exceptional job 
working for Council, and I know Mr. 
Pollock has berated and talked about 
the budget staff repeatedly, but 
Pete was hired as Che Assistant 
Treasurer under the Masloff 
Administration. So, he must have 
been pretty good at what he did or 
they would not have hired him, or 
would not have thought so much of 
him. 

He further said, which was a 
contradiction, that we don't need 
Mr. Buckley, as talented as he is. 
Well, if he's talented, I think we 
need him, particularly if we lost 
someone who is extremely talented. 

Now, it's the responsibility of 
this Council, and particularly 
myself along with you, Mr. 
DePasquale, as the President Pro 
tern, to coordinate a budget of $320 
million and the budget is the City 
Council budget. It's no longer the 
Administration's budget. We know 
that. There are going to be, I 
suspect, changes made Co the budget, 
people adding things to the budget, 
people deleting things from the 
budget. Numerous changes. And we 
are mandated by law that this budget 
must be balanced. Now, for us to 
hire someone to work a few days and 
to use the monies in hiring that 
person from the unspent monies from 
Pete Vaughn's position, these are 
not additional monies, these are the 
unspent monies, is the right thing 
to do for the citizens of this City 
for us Co pass a balanced budget. 

All I'm asking for is to hire 
someone that we know is qualified. 
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That person is not coining back as a 
permanent person in January. He 
knows that. He voluntarily retired 
well over a year ago. As a matter 
of fact, I feel thankful that the 
man has said yes to coming back. 

I'm a little irritated and 
disappointed, and I told the 
Administration this, that they stole 
our best budget person at budget 
time. But I think them taking that 
person is a reflection on the work 
chat has been done by that budget 
staff. And it irritates me to no 
end to hear a CounciImember talk in 
the negative about the people in 
Chat room when, in fact. Chat 
Counci Imember does not in any way 
communicate with those people. I 
do, and I chink the majority of this 
Council does, and the majority of 
this Council respects those 
people. I do, and the passage of 
Che City Council 1990 Budget, and 
for It to be balanced and 
coordinated, is very dependent upon 
their services and I'm only asking 
that with Mr. Buckley, he work as a 
consultant or assistant for possibly 
two, three, five days, until the end 
of the budget. Maybe 10 days or 20 
days. I think it's in the best 
interest of Council to move in that 
direction. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just as a follow-up. First of 
all, I want to concur with Jack on a 
couple points. I Chink it was in 
bad taste, and I think Mr. Vaughn is 
open to a little public criticism 
for moving at a time right in the 
middle of the budget proceedings. I 
don't want Co attack him personally 
because he's a good person and, as 
Mr. Wagner has said, he's extremely 
qualified and he's done a good job 
over the years. But then I would 


never deny him another opportunity 
for career advancement but, since 
we're basically talking about the 
two ends of Che hallway, I think 
given the cooperative relationship 
we have with the Administration, I 
think it could have been arranged so 
chat Mr. Vaughn could have initiated 
his new assignment after the first 
of the year. I'm a little bit hurt 
about that because I think this 
Council has Created Mr. Vaughn, in 
particular, very well over the 
years, especially over the years 
with pay increases. 

Setting chat issue aside, Che 
only reason I'm voting in favor of 
this, and I have made my views known 
to CounciImembers on not filling 
chat additional position next year, 
but Chat's a separate debate chat we 
could discuss during Council's 
deliberation on our own staff. I'm 
voting in favor of the temporary 
position only because we have given 
the City Clerk, Mr. Perry, and his 
staff, along with the budget staff, 
the charge to coordinate with Mr. 
Wagner as Finance Chairman, a fairly 
tremendous responsibility. And 
unlike past budgets, I think we have 
some major differences of opinion, 
or could possibly have major 
differences of opinion with the 
Administration on the issue of the 
tax policy and others, and I just 
don't want Co have any chaos or any 
kind of situation where we’re not 
fully appreciative of whatever it is 
that we're voting on. I Chink we 
need to have the staff input and we 
need to have a coordinated action 
out here on the Council table when 
we're Calking about fairly 
substantial issues such as how we're 
going to raise and spend $320 
million plus. 

So, at the wishes of Mr. Perry 
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who came to me and said that he 
specifically requested it and needed 
this expertise and this assistance 
for the 10 or 15 days to get the 
budget together, that * s the only 
reason I'm voting for it.

This was 
a position that's worth close to 
$48,000 a year plus benefits. It's 
an extremely potentially important 
position and I feel that we have 
been ill-served and I said to the 
members of Council at that time that 
this is the way it should be done. 
Mr. Woods turned to me and said, 
"Mark, these are patronage 
positions. I'm proud of it. They 
always have been and they always 


So, the definition of these 
positions being patronage came 
directly out of Mr, Woods' and Mr. 
Wagner's mouths. 

Maybe Mr. Vaughn could win the 
position on a competitive basis. 
The times that I have worked with 
him, I have been treated very well 
and he has answered any questions 
I've had. But let's find out. This 
is $48,000 a year that we're giving 
out to individuals based upon who 
they know and what they've done 
politically.

The Chair, Pro tern: 


Michelle Madoff: 

On another item. The other 
item is an interim approval granting 
permission for the Department of 
General Services to transport 
furniture from the City Council 
Building to Council District 
Offices. 

I repeatedly keep stating that 
I resent the circulation of the five 
signature interim approval. They're 
supposed to be for Wallace Acts, for 
emergencies. They are not to 
negotiate business, with all due 
respect, out of chis office, out of 
this forum. 

I am a little confused and I 
want to get Chis straightened out. 


Michelle, I signed that letter 
and after I signed the letter I 
thought perhaps what you're saying 
is correct. I'm going to be an 
advocate of district Council 
offices. I chink they need them and 
need them badly. But under the 
present set up, I don't know 
legally, Jim, if we can do what 
you've asked us to do. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

First of all, I would 
appreciate in the future if Ms. 
Madoff has a comment, especially 
given the derogatory manner in which 
she has raised chis, I suggest that 
she at least pays me the courtesy of 
asking me what Che story is. 
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Secondly, as Michelle is very 
much aware, since her office has 
been in Curmoil since she's spending 
large sums of money to be remodeled 
for the second time around whereas I 
have never had a remodeled office 
nor have chosen to do that, I have 
lived in an old office when other 
CounciImember3 have spent great sums 
of money to get their office 
remodeled and buy furniture. I'm 
transferring some of the existing 
furniture I have to a district 
office that I have maintained for 
the last year and a half. I think 
most CounciImembers know that. 

That's separate and apart from 
the issue next year, which we 
haven't even talked about yet, in 
terms of the budget deliberations 
and whether or not we will have 
Council district offices and whether 
or not we’ll have Council district 
offices and the expenditure of any 
monies of City dollars to help pay 
for rent and overhead. That's the 
secondary issue. 

As Councilwoman Madoff is 
aware, the office right now is a 
little bit in turmoil because some 
walls are getting knocked down, 
furniture is out in the hallway and 
people are playing musical 
offices. And in order to use the 
month of December when there's chaos 
on the floor, I'm moving the 
furniture out to the Lawrenceville 
district office at no additional 
expense. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of Order. The issue that 
I raised was one of the legality of 
doing this. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

Michelle, you're throwing 
comments like "ethics" on the floor 
and I resent that. You have buffalo 
chips for brains. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

If we can do it, we'll do it. 
If we can't, we can't. It's as 
simple as that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Point of Order. Mr. Ferlo must 
feel very guilty if he's taking this 
as a chip on his shoulder. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

No, I'm upset, Michelle — 
Michelle Madoff: 

You should be upset, damn it. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I'm upset that your mouth is a 
license to kill, Michelle, when you 
throw around words like "ethics" 
because I'm moving some furniture to 
a district office. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Jim, I was not given the 
courtesy of having this interim 
approval shown to me either before 
it was signed or after, nor did you 
even discuss this with me. So, this 
was the first I've learned about 
i t. I would have talked to you 
about this in private but I was 
never even informed of it until this 
very second. 

So, having not been given that 
courtesy, all I can say is that what 
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chose five members of Council who 
sign chat interim approval have said 
is that it is okay for the City of 
Pittsburgh to transport City 
furniture outside of the City County 
Building into an individual's 
private domain. There's no City 
lease on wherever this is going; 
it's not a City facility. And if it 
wants to be next year, if there is 
some City facility that the City has 
signed a lease on, then that's a 
different story. But I think it's a 
terrible precedent for City 
employees to be carrying out City 
furniture into some private place, 
whether it be an office, a home or 
whatever. I think that's a very, 
very bad precedent. 

We all know about the inventory 
control. Are we now going to have 
our inventory control people going 
into individual's private offices to 
see if the furniture is actually 
there? 

I'm sorry that this matter came 
up in public. Jim could have cold 
the other members of Council about 
it, but I'm very uncomfortable with 
City General Services employees 
hauling City furniture into 
someone's private place. 

The Chair, Pro tem; 

If I may, I signed that interim 
order and I’ll stand by it. I feel 
chat you're serving your 
constituents from that office and 
you're not buying material or 
equipment, you're borrowing it here 
from your office or what have you. 
I don't see, really, anything wrong 
with it but I still think we need a 
legal opinion and I know you're the 
first one to say that you don't want 
to do anything wrong. 


Nr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, may I please 
respond to that? The interim 
approval was devised, or written up, 
with the input of the City Clerk, 
Mr. Perry, at the advice of Mr, 
Pellegrini, the Solicitor. Mr. 
Pellegrini's opinion was that there 
was question about the issue that 
Mr. Pollock raised, and that an 
interim approval would be the 
appropriate action to take. 

As far as inventory control, 
all the office furniture on this 
floor, especially Council's desks 
and chairs and what have you, are 
tagged, and this action would be 
coordinated by the Director of 
General Services. It would be their 
responsibility for inventory 
control, as it has been all the time 
for all City equipment. Mark, I 
think you have to keep chat in 
perspective when you raise the 
specCor chat somehow furniture is 
disappearing and typewriters are 
being sold or anything of the sort. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

With that, five people have 
signed the interim approval and I 
don't think that there's any further 
discussion on it. We signed it and 
that's it. 

Mr. Coyne; 

I was just going to add, Mr. 
Chairman, chat Mr. Ferlo and I spoke 
on the issue. I'm not sure that I 
agree with him wholeheartedly on the 
idea of district offices and it's 
something we need to talk about. 
But I don't feel, as Mark has 
stated, that we're moving this to a 
private office. Mr. Ferlo*s Council 
district office is something that's 
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there to serve the people In his 
area. I think, as he stated, 
General Services would have an 
inventory of the desks, or whatever, 
that he may move out there, and I 
don't really see a big deal with the 
matter.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I think we discussed this at length. I really 
have no new information to add. I still stand in opposition to 
this. I think it is an unsafe situation. I would sympathize 
with the construction of the Church, if there were a way to have 
an entry onto Mossfield Boulevard, I disagree strenuously with 
the issue of safety. My sense of being in the area on many 
occasions is we are embarking on something that is unsafe- I 
also raised the issue that there are higher and better uses, and 
that is the construction of two to four residential units which 
would provide tax income. There are other sites that should be 
explored by the Church of the Redeemer. The majority of the 
residents in the area are opposed to allowing the construction 
of this activity, although they do sympathize with the 
construction of residential living quarters. And for all those 
reasons and others, I still remain opposed. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Pollock, just in that sense I agree with you that we can 
point to many parcels that don't get developed for lots of 
different reasons. In fact, though, adjacent to this property 
we have approved the construction of 14 new homes being 
constructed by the Bloomfield-Garfield Corporation, and I felt 
strongly that this would be a natural continuation of that kind 
of development. It was in that kind of spirit that I initially 
had concerns about approval of the Church property.

Mr- Ferlo: 

I would like to make an amendment to the bill, Mr. Chairman, 
in light of the fact that I think I am the only vote opposed to 
this still. I think it would be prudent, taking into 
considerations the concerns that Councilmembers have, that the 
sale be contingent upon the gaining of appropriate zoning and 
variances from the Board of Adjustment and the Planning 
Commission. In other words, that we are approving this but that 
it is contingent upon — if you are familiar, this property is 
not zoned appropriately and they would have to go before the 
Board and Planning Commission. So my concern is in doing this, 
that we make it contingent upon the parties gaining the proper 
variances.

I have a question. Wasn't 
there some discussion about the 
hydroplant being transferred under 
the jurisdiction of the Water and 
Sewer Authority, and is that to 
appear somewhere? 
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Hr. Coyne: 

Mr. Chairman, that was in the 
Finance Committee with the 
transferring of the Authority. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I don’t see where it says we’re 
going to transfer to the Water and 
Sewer Authority. 

Mr. Coyne: 

It says, ”To enter into an 
agreement or agreements with the 
Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority 
to transfer all rights, title and 
interest that the City had in hydro¬ 
electric projects.” 

Michelle Madoff: 

I knew they were going to 
transfer to the Water and Sewer 
Authority; has the Water and Sewer 
Authority agreed to accept it? 

Mr. Coyne: 

Yes. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Okay. I just wanted to be sure 
that was in it. 

Just for the record, I’d like 
to have the record reflect in years 
to come that the person who really 
started this ball rolling and came 
up with the concept and worked to 
bring it to this point is Lou 
Gaetano. And I think, as you know, 
Mr. McDermott said that that was 
indeed true and I think that the 
Minutes should reflect that. These 
are the permanent Minutes. 


Mr. Perlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I think we’re 
acting irresponsibly by moving so 
hastily to approve this transfer to 
the Authority. 

On the earlier bill, which is 
3103, I supported that because that 
is a very necessary agreement that 
has a time limit of the next 90 days 
and that is an agreement to fund 
$25,000 so that we may enter into 
agreement with the Corps of 
Engineers. I total support, from 
all that I’ve heard of the Mayor's 
presentation on Monday and what 
little I heard of the presentation 
by Director McDermott at the table, 
I support the project and want to 
see it move ahead, and that is the 
potential benefits of constructing 
the hydro-electic power plant on the 
Allegheny River. I described it as 
visionary, but because I described 
it as visionary, that doesn't mean 
that we should go into this 
blindfolded and I think so far we 
have. 

While I agree that we should 
move along and give the 
Administration the green light on 
entering into an agreement with the 
Army Corps of Engineers, that is the 
prudent thing to do at this time, 
but I have to vote no on the other 
two bills, 3106 and 3107, because we 
are now forever casting in stone the 
transfer of any and all obligations, 
authority, prerogatives. Any issue 
whatsoever involving this in the 
future will be at the hands of an 
unelected authority board, and that 
is the Water and Sewer Authority 
Board. This is not even something 
that is legally mandated by the 
Authority to be engaged in. 

The Water and Sewer Authority 
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floats bond issues to pay for major 
repairs to the water system. The 
hydro-electric power dam has nothing 
directly to do with the performance 
and the operation and the 
prerogatives of the Water and Sewer 
Authority. In fact, we're actually 
setting a principle. We're 
basically saying that from the point 
of view of an independent authority, 
we now have given them a green light 
to engage in profit or for profit or 
income generating projects. 

And there would be no 
difference if the Water and Sewer 
Authority wanted to engage in some 
other kind of income generating 
activity in the future. We don't 
have anything in writing that says 
the Water and Sewer Authority, and 
Mr. Wagner and others can correct 
me, I don't know that anything is in 
writing so far that says the 
Authority Solicitor has agreed that 
they can legally do this. I don't 
know that we have anything in 
writing from the minutes of the 
Board reflecting their discussion 
and whether or not they have agreed 
to enter into this cooperation 
agreement on the construction of the 
plant. 

But there are more important 
issues that have really not been 
addressed. There's a reason to move 
expeditiously on the agreement, 
which we've done, but there's really 
no reason to move so quickly and 
hastily on transferring all of these 
issues to the Water and Sewer 
Authority. We have not received, 
and please correct me if I’m wrong, 
we have not received a cost benefit 
analysis regarding this project from 
Director McDermott. We have no 
information. The Mayor and her 
position on recycling at least went 
to the length of submitting 


information on what other cities 
were doing regarding Che so-called 
one-bag system. We have not one 
iota of information other chan some 
recent newspapers articles. There 
is no information, unless 
Councilmembers are privileged to it, 
reviewing the technology and 
reviewing the experience of ocher 
municipalities and other authorities 
around the CommonwealCh who have 
engaged and actually have plants 
operating. 

We have not one iota of 
information. In fact, there was 
only a recent article in Che paper a 
few days ago that suggested a major 
problem with one of them up the 
river, which may be up the river, 
and I don't want to be up the 
river. And I'm saying that we 
should not move so hastily because 
there's no need to. I hope we can 
separate out the need to move 
expeditiously on the agreement with 
these other issues that we should be 
a little more deliberative on, 
including a public hearing. When we 
transfer and potentially create 
another new bureaucracy and we have 
no control. 

It's true right now that Mr. 
McDermott is going to the Water and 
Sewer Authority to head a division; 
I don' t even know what his pay is. 
Is his pay going to be the same rate 
that he's currently being paid, 
which I don't agree with? He's 
currently being paid a figure as the 
Director of the Largest sum of money 
and the Largest department in terms 
of contracts for Engineering and 
Construction. Is he going to get 
the same salary as the Division 
Director of the Water and Sewer 
Authority? Maybe he is; maybe he 
isn't. We don't know and we'll 
never know and we wouldn't even have 



any input if we did know. That's 
certainLy a minor issue, but what 
I'm suggesting, Mr, Chairman — 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Wouldn't it be a matter for 
that Board to set his salary? 

Mr. FerLo: 

I understand that but what I'm 
suggesting is that in our actions 
today we are leaving this issue and 
removing it from Council's table 
and, as far as I'm concerned, from 
the public eye. And anybody who can 
say that the authorities operate as 
publicly as we do, regardless of the 
fact chat the Water and Sewer 
Authority has been more professional 
and I'm not in any way suggesting 
that they are of Che yolk of the 
Housing Authority or some of the 
others, but what I am suggesting is 
that there's no reason to act 
hastily. 

There's still other questions 
that really need to be resolved. We 
really never even got a financial 
opinion from Director Turner who 
didn' t even know what the fund 
balance was on the Capital 
Account • My suggestion was that we 
float a General Obligation Bond for 
this and that this be a division 
underneath the Water Department. 
Why are we necessarily having to 
transfer all of this financial 
obligation to and authority? There 
may be a reason for that, but we 
have no statement from a financial 
firm chat suggests that we can't go 
another route. 

So, there are many questions, 
frankly, that either have never been 
asked or have been asked and have 
not been responded Co. And it's 


complete irrational and 
irresponsible to move so quickly on 
this when there's no need. 

Again, just Co close, there is 
a need to approve, as we just did, 
Bill 3105 which is the agreement to 
move ahead with the Army Corps of 
Engineers. The other issues we can 
have much more deliberations, some 
public input, review. We may even 
want to use some of our own 
consulting money. We're talking 
about potentially a $30 million to 
$50 million plant being constructed 
and a debt service for the next AO 
years. And some of you may have 
seen the article in the City and 
State that says Chat we are now 
second in the country, outside of 
Philadelphia, with debt service of 
municipalities. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in principle, I would 
probably be very supportive of Mr. 
Ferlo's position that we are moving 
in haste. However, having had one 
of the most frustrating days of my 
life yesterday dealing with some of 
the problems of the Water 
Department, things that have been 
buried for Che 11 years chat I've 
been here and I've been denied 
access to, and have learned that are 
so horrendous, so unbelievable 
mismanagement in the area of 
customer relations and billings and 
Che debt. For example, I spent 3- 
1/2 hours yesterday trying to find 
the phone numbers of people who, 
someone informed me, did not have 
meters or meters were out of 
place. There were no address, no 
phone numbers; there was false 
information, not in our records but 
there was no way of tracing these 
people. My blood pressure, I think. 
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went to 160. 

I am of the firm believe that 
something has to happen, not in a 
band-aid approach to the Water 
Department. I'm going to be meeting 
as soon as possible with the 
Administration as soon as we get out 
of session here and they have some 
time. 

As Mr. Ferlo may remember, I 
was one of the most vociferous 
people in opposing the creation of 
the Water and Sewer Authority. I 
was concerned about Che rate 
structure, the control they would 
have and how it came out of our 
hands. Unfortunatey, taking the 
lesser of the two evils, the Water 
and Sewer Authority operates, 
probably, in one of the most 
professional manners. To wit, when 
they go out on a contract, unlike 
the City, they don't advertise "come 
and get us". They have eliminated 
the concept of having a not to 
exceed number that says we have this 
number to give away and the 
situation in our Water Department is 
so horrendous, so unbelievable, and 
the people who are listening to me 


The Chair, Pro tern: 

Michelle, if I may. You're 
straying away from the issue. 

Michelle Hadoff: 

No, I'm right on the button. I 
don't want to give the Water 
Department to have — 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I understand that, but you're 
giving us the history of the Water 
Department and Water Authority. 


Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. DePasquale, with all due 
respect, I don't want the Water 
Department to be the administrators 
of the hydro-electric plant and I'm 
giving you my reasons. Therefore, 
because of this, I'm going to voce 
to transfer and vote for these two 
bills which will allow the Water and 
Sewer Authority Co administer the 
hydro-electric plant. I was giving 
my reason why I'm voting. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I'd like my comments brought 
toward on Bill Nos. 3106 and 3107, 
Mr. Chairman.

Mr. Ferlo: 

I have some concerns and some questions- As somebody who 
spent a long time opposing rate increases, specifically Duquense 
Light Company's, I certainly applaud this initiative as not only 
being visionary, but obviously an important activity for the 
city to begin to initiate, and that is the construction of a 
power plant, the hydro-electric dam. The problem that I have is 
the method in which this is going to be done over the next few 
years; the major concern being the immediate transfer of any and 
all authority to the Water and Sewer Authority. And it would 
seem to me that — I certainly want to be supportive of this 
this project, and you have given, I know myself and possibly 
other Councilmembers, some initial information- But in barking 
on the construction of 40 million, and possibly more — 

Mr- McDermott: 

I think that is the top figure. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

The track record of E&C on any other major construction 
project is greater than whatever we initiated at the table. The 
concerns I have is I think it would be wrong for Council, I 
think we must approve the $25,000-00 amount so we can proceed 
with the proper permitting or relationship that we need to enter 
into with — is it the Army Corps or the — 

Mr- McDermott: 

Corps of Engineers- 
Mr. Ferlo: 

But on the other matters, I would like to see this Council 
be a little more deliberative. Specifically, I think we need — 
and if we have to, do it independently — we need some type of 
cost benefit analysis on all the various points you say you have 
some information on. You say you have various spread sheets 
regarding financing, and the construction activity, and the 
staff and administrative bureaucracy, even though it will be 
small, that will be created as part of this. The major 
reservation I have, if we approve all these bills today, we no 
longer have any say-so on this Council. And I am not going to 
vote for it even though I am in favor of the project. The 
problem is we will transfer immediately all authority over this 
activity to the Water and Sewer Authority. Again, it is a 
competent board, but it is not an elected board. Before I 
create another potential moster, of which some have been created 
in the past, some authority names forgone mentioned, I have to 
be comfortable that we are going to have some say-so in some of 
the major decisions that will be made regarding this project. 
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the least of which is who is going to manage it. It may be that 
Duquense Light should be the manager, as you propose, of this 
power plant; I don't know. I would like to know some 
information on that, because if we approve this today, we are 
today saying that most likely Duquense Light Company will becfome 
the manager of this hydro-electric power plant. 

The other concern I have, Paul, is why can't this be done 
without the extension, without the transfer of all this 
authority to an independent authority, and the general 
obligation bond be floated, and you, your administrative 
functions, would be transferred to the Water Department in some 
way? Why does this have to go immediately to the authority 
where, again, the legislative body, the checks and balances of 
government, are no longer there? 

Mr. McDermott: 

As I mentioned earlier, there is a need to move forward with 
the project because of the clock running. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

We can move forward by approving the 25,000. 

Mr. McDermott: 

There is a need immediately to fund approximately $2 million 
of work, which is anticipated being funded by the Water and 
Sewer Authority. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You are talking about design work? 

Mr. McDermott; 

This is design work, testing, water quality testing, soil 
testing, property survey and property acquisition all prior to 
the final financing. I felt and I think that that is the only 
place we could get that amount of money. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Well, obviously I am a supporter of this project; I think it 
is progressive, it is visionary, I think at least on the surface 
that it will be cost effective, not immediately, obviously, but 
in later years to this city. The problem is I would like to 
make sure we have done our homework. And I respect you alot on 
this issue, Paul, but a five minute presentation is not going to 
cut it, at least not to me, not to this legislative body, for 
approving an upwards of $40 million, far-reaching creation of a 
new unit of government and everything else. I think this body 
needs some information, and I think we need one of the big 8, i 

and I think we need a financial cost benefit analysis on 
verifying and providing some assurances to this Council that we 
are on track. 
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Mr. McDermott; 


I can give you the spread sheets from a big 8 firm that have 
looked at this. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Who hired them? 

Mr. Ferlo; 

The point I am saying is, there is no information. I mean, 
there are three very briefly worded bills before us. I know you 
have supplied me with some brief information that looked more 
like something off of your PC. I would like an independent 
review of financial accounting management firm, to give this 
legislative body a vote of confidence on what we are perceiving. 
I still would like to resolve the issue of the lack of any kind 
of input from a legislative body on a future decision. The 
primary decision I am concerned about is the construction 
activities, as well as the management of this power plant in the 
future, which, right now I believe if we approved this today we 
are saying that Duquense Light Company itself is going to manage 
this facility. 

Mr. McDermott: 

Not necessarily. It is probably going to take 90 to 120 
days. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

But it is a possibility. One of the options you are 
exploring is for Duquesne Light Company to manage. 

Mr. McDermott: 

For somebody other than the city to operate it, right. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

The point is, this Council, in approving these bills today, 
we no longer have any say-so whatsoever in this regard. We are 
going to purchase 18 acres or more in 0*Hara Township to put 
this together. 

Mr. McDermott: 

Take options on it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

We are creating an independent division underneath an 
authority. Again, you are saying now it is only yourself, Mr. 
Foecking, a secretary and a couple others. My worst fears is we 
are creating another unit of government and it is going to 
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balloon into some administrative bureaucracy- I am not saying 
that is going to happen, but I am saying there are no checks and 
balances as far as I am concerned. I am in favor of the 
project, but I cannot at this time give you cart blanche 
approval without this cost benefit analysis review, without some 
assurances that Council will play some role in some of these 
future decisions. I just can't immediately transfer all of this 
to the Water and Sewer Authority. 

Mr. McDermott: 

I can furnish you with copies of that financial report and 
the spread sheets. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to reiterate, I am in favor of the concept and I 
applaud the Administration for their vision, and this hopefully 
will be something that is great and we should do it. The 
problem is — and I cannot say this more clearly — that in 

approving all these bills today, we have given the 

Administration carte blanche. Some may feel that is all right 
and that is a good thing to do. I think there are major 

concerns that I have in regards to transferring all the rights, 

title and powers and any kind of activity relative to this 
construction project to the Water and Sewer Authority without 
some of that additional information. You say you have some of 
the information and you will supply it. This project has been 
brewing for eight years, and now we have to spend 20 minutes and 
you have to be given immediate approval after eight years of 
work. We get to ask questions for all of about 25 minutes and 
we are looked at as being unreasonable. 

Mr. McDermott: 

We are just as frustrated, too- 
Mr. Ferlo: 

I don't disagree with approving the companion bills for 
25,000 to proceed with the proper permitting with the Army Corps 
of Engineers. What is the fund balance in our existing capital 
fund and why can't some of those monies be used to finance the 1 
to 2 million expenditures that we are referring to? 

Mr. Turner: 

The difference is that every dollar in our capital — in 
fact, every dollar in our capital projects fund and more — is 
committed to existing projects on the book. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

I asked you what was the fund balance was. 
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Mr. Turner: 


I am giving you an answer that I think is very reasonable. 
Mr. Ferlo: 

Everyday the Administration decides or every quarter or 
every year you decide relative to the available sources of funds 
what your priorities are. 

Mr. Turner: 

That is right. And what we are saying is our priority is to 
not spend an additional $2 million dollars here, to increase our 
operating costs, when — may I finish. Councilman? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Please. 

Mr. Turner: 

— when, in fact, there is an existing pool of funds which 
will not affect the rate hikes in the Water and Sewer Authority 
and where this is a logical way to do it. This, to us, makes a 
lot of sense. That is why we are recommending it. In addition, 
we are giving you the assurances that the funds coming back, 
that there will be funds coming back to the city if this thing 
is financially feasible and we built it, and that they will go 
through the appropriation process that all other funds go 
through. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

First of all, you should amend that bill to say that, which 
it does not say currently. I respect your assurances, but the 
bill is three sentences and says, "Here is your credit card. Do 
what you want." I think the bill can be amended to include some 
of the assurances that you say you can provide to Council. 

Mr. Turner: 

I have no problems with that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Was Pennvest at all viewed as a possible funding sorce for 
this? 

Mr. McDermott: 

No. They are limited to water and sewer. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

You know that for a fact? 
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Michelle Madoff: 


Absolutely. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

So there is no attempt to approach the Casey Administration 
either through Pennvest or some other possible development fund 
for other kinds of monies that might be available? That was not 
explored? 

Mr. McDermott: 


No. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

The issue of Duquesne Light, I again stress that that is 
clearly a strong option of a possibility, that they will be 
asked to manage this facility- 

Mr. McDermott: 

Very much so. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

How would that be done? On a yearly or multi-year 
management contract? 

Mr. McDermott: 

Probably a five year management contract. You have to 
understand, these facilities are totally automatic, there is 
nobody stationed at the facility. The operation is really 
responding to an emergency in the event during August and 
September of any year that we get into a drought and water flow 
in the river is below standards and we have to reduce the 
reduction, somebody would have to go in and start closing the 
gates. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is the difference financially of floating a general 
obligation bond for the specific activity, either the several 
million for the up-front or the actual total construction costs, 
maintaining the operation under the Water Department or some 
division of the Administration, as opposed to transfer of this 
activity to the Water and Sewer? Who has that information? 

Mr. Turner: 

I am sorry. Let me make sure I understand the question- I 
am hesitating, because it is a difficult question to answer- We 
wouldn't have time now to float a bond for the additional — 
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Mr- Ferlo 


I am saying, you use existing capital funds, hold up on 
something else, use existing capital monies, which are probably 
cheaper than the monies we are paying out of the Water and Sewer 
Authority. 

Mr. Turner: 

No, actually they are not. But that is okay. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I don't know, because nobody has given me any information. 
Mr- Turner: 

Well, you ask that and I will give you that. The main 
difference will be to the extent that we can combine the 
existing Water and Sewer Authority debt service reserves with 
the reserves that would be necessary for a revenue bond of this 
nature- If we are able to combine those, then we will see 
sizable savings in terms of, simply you won't need to borrow as 
much- What typically happens on a revenue bond issue is that 
there are a series of reserves, and Water and Sewer Authority 
bond issues there is the debt service reserve, an operating and 
maintenance reserve, and about three others that if I had more 
time I would think of. What you have to do then is increase the 
size of your bond issue to pay for these reserves, which 
increases your debt service. To the extent that we are able to 
piggy back a bit on that, then we will see savings there. If 
the question is, "Could the city do this," the answer is yes, 
the city could do this. We are not saying this is the only way 
it can be done, we think it is the best way to do it. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr- Ferlo: 

Just a couple brief things- Even though this plant happens 
to be on the water and you can tie it into the Water and Sewer 
Authority, is this a legal memo from the Solicitor of the Water 
and Sewer Authority as it relates to the legitimacy of this 
project using Water and Sewer Authority bond monies? Because it 
is apples and oranges. 

Mr. McDermott: 

The Water and Sewer Authority is addressing that at this 
Friday's meeting. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

You do not have a legal memo from the Solicitor. Who is the 
Solicitor for the Authority? 
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Mr. Turner; 


We have talked with both Meade Mulvihill, the Solicitor for 
the Authorityr and Dean Richardson, who is the bond counsel that 
developed the indentures that governed the operation, and both 
of them have indicated to us that with some minor changes that 
they have to make, that the Water and Sewer Authority has the 
legal entity to undertake this project. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

But the hinge there is the ability to take some of the 
generated revenues back and use it for capital projects of Water 
and Sewer or reduction of water rates- 

Mr. Turner: 

That makes that very much more attractive to the Water and 
Sewer Authority. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

There's got to be a link somehow or it is not going to fly 
legally. Are you creating that link or is there a natural legal 
ability of the Authority to embark on this? 

Mr. Turner: 

I believe it is natural. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

This could be no different than the Water and Sewer 
Authority going out and saying, "We would like to get involved 
in some other income generating activity." 

Mr. Turner: 

This isn't that different than what exists now in terms of 
the Water and Sewer Authority proceeds, some of which come back 
to the city — 

Mr. Ferlo: 

They are fundamentally different, in that all of the 
activities of the Water and Sewer Authority, the bond issues of 
the Authority, have directly to do with infrastructure 
improvements for the water. Building a hydro-electric power 
plant has nothing to do with the operations of the Water and 
Sewer Authority. 

Mr. McDermott; 

This will be a separate bond issue and have its own 
indenture- 
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Mr- Ferlo; 


I understand that- But you don't have a legal memo from the 
Solicitor. 

Mr. Turner: 

We do not have a legal memo. We have had extensive 
discussion with both partiesr both of the attorneys that I 
mentioned, and we are comfortable at this point.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Has the Water and Sewer Authority Board asked for a legal 
memo on what their prerogatives are? 

Mr. Turner; 

The Water and Sewer Authority Board is meeting Friday and 
that will be discussed with them. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

To sum up, the cost benefit analysis, you say you have some 
information. Which accounting firm or who did this? 

Mr. Foecking; 

Smith-Barney. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Could you provide that information to Council? 

Mr. Foecking: 

Yes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

In respect to the — we still don't have any information 
other than Director Turner's opinion on the issue of the 
financials of the General Obligation Bond, financial versus the 
transfer of this activity to the Authority and using their bond 
monies. 

Mr. Turner: 

I indicated to you that both parties could do it. I've 
never said anything — 

Mr. Ferlo; 

— you don't have a spread sheet for us to look at on 
Council that says if we did a General Obligation Bond for the 
start-up and the actual construction it's going to cost this — 

Mr. Turner: 

— no, I don't. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 


— if we transfer it to the Authority — is there immediate 
bond monies for design and implementation and then going out on 
their market for the floating of the bond? You don't have 
something for us to compare? 

Mr. Turner: 

NOf but what you have immediately is $2 million. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that but in terms of an actual — an 
assessment for Council to review regarding the financial issues, 
we can't look at these two things and compare. 

Mr. Turner: 

I can't give you a spread sheet. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I know you can't but I think that would be something that 
we should have before we finally approve this. 

Mr. Turner: 

A spread sheet comparing what to what? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Comparing, having this activity be done under General 
Obligation Bond and Mr. Paul McDermott working in the Water 
Department versus transferring the whole thing to the Water and 
Sewer Authority; there's a difference- The authority said that 
we have the capability of floating a General Obligation Bond. 

Now whether or not it would be more financially beneficial — 

Mr. Turner: 

— from the City's standpoint the spread sheet will show $2 
million in immediate savings and we don't know what the savings 
will be in the future because that is a function to the success 
of pooling the reserves. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that. Let's say we're all in agreement and we 
want to build this plant, there are any number of ways we can 
initiate the construction and design and the construction of 
this plant. Your proposal is that we transfer this Authority to 
the Water and Sewer Authority and they use their up front monies 
that they have right now in the amount of a little over $2 
million for the design and site and feasibility and all that and 
you're proposing that the Water and Sewer Authority go out on 
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the bond market and they would have the obligation then of 
paying off any major bond for the construction of a plant so 
that's one scenario. Another one is that we want to build this 
plant but that we as the City of Pittsburgh floats a General 
Obligation Bond for the design and/or the actual construction 
costs and we pay that off and Mr. McDermott and Director 
Foecking become a division of the Water Department and then 
there is no transfer of authority and prerogatives; that's 
another scenario. 

Mr. Turner: 

Right. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

What is one versus the other from a financial point of 

view? 

Mr. Turner: 

I'm sorry, what I'm having trouble with is that I thought I 
answered that question. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

You have nothing in writing to give us that says — 

Mr. Turner: 

— let me try one more time. 

Mr. Turner: 

You understand that the $2 million is an immediate 
difference. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Yes, but even there your point is that the Authority has it 
more conveniently at this time and my argument is just like 
everything else, we have to juggle priorities. If this were a 
greater and more immediate priority, then we would use our 
capital bond funds of which — how much is in the fund balance 
for capital? 

Mr. Turner: 

I'd have to check. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

About §14 million. 
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Mr. Turner: 


Probably more than that, we just floated a bond this year, 
all of which is committed. 

With respect to the second spread sheet, no one can give 
you a spread sheet because we*re not sure to what extent we can 
combine the reserves so I can't tell you. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

You can give a question to an accounting firm that says we 
want to build a plant, these are the financial realities of what 
the construction costs are, what is the General Obligation Bond 
costs versus the authority scenario that you are proposing? 

Mr. Turner: 

If we are unsuccessful, if we can't combine the reserves 
that I have talked about before, then there is not a substantial 
difference between the City floating a revenue bond and the 
Authority floating a revenue bond; there would not be a 
substantial difference. There could be a difference but it would 
not be substantial. The difference is to the extent that we can 
piggyback on existing reserves over there which will reduce the 
size of the borrowing for the Water and Sewer Authority which 
will then result in a lower debt service. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is there an analysis on the tax issues that are being 
raised as a result of the issue of buy back of this energy? 

Dir. McDermott: 

That will be part of the financial analysis. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Which will be done as part of this $2 million expenditure. 
Dir. McDermott: 

Yes. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I would only like to make a motion on Bill 
No. 3106. 

I obviously am supporting and will vote in favor of the 
other two companion bills to allow the Administration to proceed 
on the agreement, I'm obviously going to vote "no" on the actual 
authorization of the transfer to the Authority, but I would like 
to at least to take my shot in amending Bill No. 3106 to say the 
following: 
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That the agreement will include the stipulation that the 
disbursal of any revenues generated by the operation of the 
hydroelectric plant will be a mutual decision of the two 
parties. Meaning the viewpoint that has been expressed here that 
the issue of any revenues being generated it would come back to 
the two parties, in this case the City of Pittsburgh, the Mayor 
and City Council and the Water and Sewer Authority Board. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Is there a second on that motion? 

Mr- Coyne: 

Second for discussion on the amendment. Are you asking that 
when the Administration makes a decision they need Council's 
approval in its distribution of the funds? 

Dir. McDermott: 

This agreement we're going to enter into will have those 
conditions. 

Mr. Coyne: 

But what I think Mr- Ferlo is saying is that you will have 
to come back to us prior to signing it; isn't that correct? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

No. I'm only saying that in this agreement, which we don't 
have an agreement, we have sentences that empowers the 
Administration to have carte blanche. This amendment just says 
that in giving you that cart blanche, when you finally get 
around to finalizing that agreement, it will include this 
stipulation. You're saying it's going to be that way and I want 
it to be a part of the bill in granting the approval. 

Dir. Turner: 

Fine. 

Mr- Coyne: 

So your amendment isn't calling for them for come back to 
Council with the agreement. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

They won't come back. This is the last time you will ever 
see the hydroelectic power plant. We have now created a new 
thing that we will never have any more say-so on. So let's all 
be clear on that.

Allegheny County; John Batton; Clara 
Bylerley; Lou Borman from the 
Mayor*s Office; and Donna 
Mangiamelle. 

We have with us today 
representatives from the City and 
the Community College of Allegheny 
County and these folks, I'm sure 
members of Council know, run Che 
program called Special Needs Adults 
in Allegheny County and the City of 
Pittsburgh. This program was stated 
a few years ago by Commissioner 
Foerster and what it did was hire 
special needs or mentally retarded 
or disabled adults for the summer 
with the County and try for 
permanent job placement with the 
County. 

A couple of years ago, the City 
started participating in the same 
program and to save money, rather 
than duplicate services, what the 
City and County did was use the same 
supervisors from the Community 
College of Allegheny County. 

This year, for the first time, 
the private sector was also involved 
and we had a placement with Che 
investment banking firm of Russel, 
Rea and Zappala. So, next year 1 
think the City and the County are 
going to be pushing even harder with 
the private sector to see that this 
program develops to a national 
level, that it could possibly be a 
plan for other cities. 
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Mr. Coyne presets 

Ho. 3178 WHEREAS, the 
Coninunity College of Allegheny 
County operates and has oversight of 
the Sunaner Employment Project for 
Special Needs Adults; and 


of Pittsburgh, the Department of 
Personnel and Civil Service 
Commission, the County 
Commissioners, the Department 
Directors and Supervisors of 
Allegheny County and the firm of 
Russell, Rea and Zappala. 


WHEREAS, this program has 
placed 92 mentally and physically 
handicapped persons in government 
and private sector positions; and 


Mr. Coyne moved to adopt the 
resolution.

WHEREAS, in many instances, the 
Sunsner Work Experience has led to 
permanent placement in positions in 
both the public and private sector;

Mr. Coyne: 

We*re going to have a couple 
speakers. First of all. Dr. John 
Kingsmore from the Community College 
of Allegheny County. 

Dr. Kingsmore: 

Thank you very much. This is 
my first opportunity to meet the 
members of Council. Good morning to 
you. I've only been in Pittsburgh 
eight weeks but I can tell you that 
the people of this town have been so 
very gracious in welcoming me to 
this City and I look forward to a 
long tenure here. 

This program that we're 
honoring today by the North Campus I 
think is indicative of the very 
heart and soul of the Community 
College. The Community College 
across this country grew out of 
really Harry Truman in 1948, the 
commission that he appointed, and 
what it did was to realize that the 
world had changed, the country had 
changed, and the only hope that 
Americans could have to have a piece 
of the American dream was to have 
access to our higher education. For 
many years, until the G.I. Bill came 
along, the land grant, and then the 
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coanunity colleges, as you well 
know, the working man did not have a 
real good shot at higher education. 

So, we’ve grown dramatically 
across the country; certainly this 
city has grown dramatically. 
People, I think, even in Pittsburgh 
don’t realize how very large the 
Community College of Allegheny 
County is. We have 24,000 full-time 
equivalent students this fall taking 
classes there. It’s the fourth 
largest college in the state behind 
Penn State, Temple and the 
University of Pittsburgh. The fifth 
largest, by the way, is the 
Community College of Philadelphia. 
So, not that large is big, but I 
think \diat has happened is that 
we’ve become so ingrained in the 
total fabric of the community that 
sometimes it’s invisible because 
we're so spread out. 

I’m very proud to have joined a 
very fine system and, as I said, the 
people who’ve worked hard, I 
certainly take no credit for the 
program that's being honored today, 
but for the people who've worked 
very hard and having access to this 
special group that we’re honoring 
today, I think deserve all our 
praise. Thank you very much. 

Nr. Coyne: 

We also have here to say a few 
words is Mr. Lou Borman from Mayor 
Sophie Masloff’s Office. 

Mr. Borman: 

Thank you, members of Council, 
Dr. Kingsmore. i’ll be very brief 
because I think there’s some very 
special people who have a few words 
to say. The City is very excited 
about this program because it's a 


quality program. It’s giving some 
people with special talents an 
opportunity to participate where 
they might not be able to before. 
We support that and we’ll continue 
to support that to give folks a 
chance. That's what the City is all 
about• 

I just want to say, speaking on 
behalf of the Mayor’s Office, that 
we’re looking forward to 
participating with the County and 
the members of the private sector to 
encourage even more particpation 
with programs like this at Community 
College. 

Mr. Coyne: 

We also have Mr. Dennis Kirk 
from the Community College of 
Allegheny County. 

Mr. Kirk: 

Councilperson Coyne has already 
echoed some of the same sentiments 
that we want to say here in terms of 
the cooperation of the City and the 
County working together. I just 
want to say that since 1986, this 
program started about four years 
ago, we had about 98 people who have 
already participated in this 
program. We have had 22 people be 
permanently employed in this 
particular program and we’re very, 
very proud of that. 

Today, we have two people 
here. Before I introduce these two 
people to come and talk, I'd like to 
first of all thank the County 
officials too. I’d like to thank 
Mr. Bob Nelkin for his efforts and 
working very, very diligently with 
that particular program. Also, Gail 
Highcollier is here today and Gail 
is representing Chuck Peters from 
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the program for the County. This is 
a very good joint venture, the City 
and County together. 

Also, I'd like to thank 
Council person Coyne for all of his 
efforts too. He has spent a lot of 
cime, hours, really helping us get 
the private industry together and 
really going out there and really 
making the echoes of Special Needs 
Adults being really employed people 
in Allegheny County and especially 
in the City. 

Without further ado, I'd like 
to also thank Dr. Kingsmore and also 
Doreen Heller who has also helped us 
and Mary Jo Guercio, the Director of 
Community Services, and Doreen 
Heller, the Dean of Community 
Services in North Campus. 

Without further ado, I'd like 
to introduce today two very, very 
special people, two students who are 
from our CCAC North Campus 
Vocational Educational School. 
First of all, I'd like to introduce 
Mr. John Bat ton. John is a second 
semester student in our food service 
program. He is employed now by 
Russell, Rea and Zappala Security 
Investment Firm on the North 
Shore. Also, Clara Bylerly who also 
worked in one of the senior citizen 
centers at the Lawrenceville Center 
a few years ago. 

Mr. Batton: 

Hello. My name is John Batton 
and I am here on behalf of Conanunity 
College of Allegheny County. 

I would like to take a few 
moments of your time to thank all 
the people who made it possible for 
me to work at Russell, Rea and 
Zappala Investments Security. My 


first day at work was pretty 
challenging but in a few days, with 
the cooperation and patience of 
everyone at Russell, Rea and 
Zappala, I felt relaxed and learned 
the duties of a light clerical 
worker. My job was to make copies 
for the agents, send and receive 
messages on the FAX Machine, and run 
errands. I not only enjoyed my job, 
but I gained knowledgeable 
experience in the clerical 
department. I have started working 
with Russell, Rea and Zappala this 
past Monday. 

Again, thank you for allowing 
me to participate in the Summer 
Employment Program sponsored by 
Community College of Allegheny 
County. It was a valuable 
experience for me and I am sure it 
will be an asset to other students 
in the future. Thank you. 

Ms. Bylerly: 

Good morning. My name is Clara 
Bylerly- I'm here on behalf of 
Community College of Allegheny 
County. I work at the City of 
Pittsburgh Senior Citizen Center 
located in Lawrenceville. Some of 
my duties were to answer the 
telephone, help out in the kitchen 
at lunchtime, be an escort when the 
seniors went on field trips, and 
assisted Alicia Reiley in clerical 
work. What was so satisfying is the 
fact that I knew many of the senior 
citizens in my childhood. Now I 
have help those who helped me in my 
youth. 

Other students will benefit 
from the Summer Employment Program 
by gaining more self-confidence, 
self-esteem, dignity, and more 
understanding of what it takes to 
work with a variety of different 
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people from all age groups. 

Again, I want to thank everyone 
at Community College of Allegheny 
County and the City of Pittsburgh 
Summer Employment Program for giving 
me the opportunity to work with the 
senior citizens. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Dr. Kingsmore, I just wanted to 
congratulate and thank you on this 
wonderful program and also formally 
welcome you to Pittsburgh. Thank 
you for taking the time out of your 
incredibly busy schedule to come up 
here to receive this. 

You're right about Community 
College being a silent majority. I 
once had the pleasure of hearing 
your predecessor speak in a large 
room and he said that people don't 
think much about Allegheny Community 
College. Then he said, "I want 
everyone in this room who either has 
attended or taken a course at 
Community College or had a family 
member do so, please raise your 
hand." And the vast majority of the 
people in the room raised their 
hands. So, I think you'll see that 
Community College has touched almost 
every family's life in the County. 
And you might want to take that 
survey as you go out and about the 
County and you'll see that, indeed. 
Community College does reflect a 
silent majority of the citizens. 

Dr. fCingsmore: 

If I may, I appreciate those 
comments. I read a statistic the 
other day that I think we should 
remember: One out of 11 people that 
live in Pittsburgh, Allegheny 
County, this present year, over the 
age of 18, is attending a credit or 


a non-credit course at one of the 
four campuses. That's very 
significant. 

But, as I said, I think people 
simply, because we're so spread out 
and we're so invisible, we're in 
programs like this and we're in 
displaced workers and, at the same 
time, we're obviously offering 
quality transfer programs. So, we 
don't want to lose sight of that 
fact but sometimes it's taken for 
granted. 

I appreciate those comments. 

Mr- Pollock: 

Welcome to Pittsburgh and lots 
of luck to you.

One other brief comraenL. I 
also want to take the floor just to 
congratulate you on your appointment 
and also thank Councilman Coyne and 
all of the workers of this 
particular program and I hope that 
we'll be able to fund it again this 
year. 

But, while we have you there, I 
also want to put a plug in. I hope 
that Community College will continue 
and expand the customized job 
training types of programs with area 
employers, that that really offers 
not only a unique role, a nitch in 
the market for the college, but 
really provides and opportunity for 
the college to directly relate to 
what I consider the likely 
employability of Pittsburgh area 
residents.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. President, on this bill, 
I'd like my comments brought forward 
and rather than reiterate the 
lengthy discussion at the Committee 
Session I do want to point out two 
things that I think are important. 
I would hope that Council would give 
consideration during its budget 
debate to the creation of some sort 
of a preservation trust fund. I 
thought one of the problems 
associated with the lack of 
planning, and I refer to it as a 
lack of leadership going into the 
issue of the St. Peter's 
designation, was the failure of 
having some resources available 
early on in the process to pay for 
some of the legitimate costs 
associated with the liability and 
the owner's responsibility that was 
levied on the Church. 

I think if we had a 
preservation fund available to help 
pay for some of those expenses, it 
would enable groups such as, in this 
case, the Oakland Community 
Development and possibly others in 
the future, to work more creatively 
in trying to bring about a 
resolution rather than the 
disruption of this particular 
edifice. The trust fund could 
easily be created in City government 
or it could be something that's done 
in cooperation with the private 
sector. I think in either case both 
suggestions are legitimate. 

I would ask though, publicly, 
that the Episcopal Diocese who will 
represent and who will recognize a 
windfall of hopefully $1.6 million 
be the first contributor to such a 
trust fund in the amount of at least 
$25,000. I think if the Church is 
sincere, as I think they are, in 
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recognizing Chat, and I think the 
words of Dean Werner when he 
commented that this is a situation 
chat they don't find great pleasure 
in, I think they should be the first 
to contribute $23,000 of this 
windfall that they will receive. I 
realize they have other pressing 
commitments within the diocese from 
some of the services that they 
provide in Che community, but I 
would hope that they would consider 
a contribution of $25,000 Co the 
Historical Preservation Trust Fund. 

Hr. Coyne: 

Mr. President, I would just 
like to have my comments from the 
Wednesday meeting brought forward 
for the Record.

I * d 1 ike my comments brought 
forward also. 

I just have a couple points. I 
think when this vote is completed 
and the dye is cast on the fate of 
the oldest church in the City of 
Pittsburgh, one that pre-dates the 
Civil War, I think that the members 
of Council who vote for this should 
take a few minutes through Stefan 
Lorant's book on Pittsburgh or 
Walter Kidney*s book, ”A Past Still 
Alive*', to see what other structures 
have been demolished in Pittsburgh's 
past because there wasn't any type 
of preservation or historical 
ordinance at the time. And now we 
can add St. Peter's Church to it. 
And I also would hope that members 
of Council are present when the 
bulldozers and balls hit St. Peters 
and tear it down to see what's lost 
because it's a tragedy. 


Michelle Nadoff: 

I think all of us want our 
comments brought forward. 

Nr. Wagner: 

I would like my comments also, 
Mr. President. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

I just would like to reiterate 
what I said at a couple of 
meetings. I live a couple of blocks 
from the Church and it's a beautiful 
structure and I certainly would like 
to see it remain, but I bowed to the 
wishes of the Episcopal Diocese and 
it was their wish to sell the 
building and tear it down because 
they said it was much too expensive 
to continue to maintain. It was 
crumbling and falling apart. I 
appreciate the remarks of everybody 
but that is what made my decision as 
to what to do there or how to 
vote. I bowed to the wishes of the 
hierarchy of the Episcopalian 
Church.

Would the Chairman please clarify for the audience exactly 
what we're voting on. 

Mr. Lyons: 

The bill reads that it would come under the historic 
structure, under 513, Chapter 107 of the Code of Ordinanances 
but I oppose that bill and that is to keep anyone from a 
dichotomy of anything; that's ray position. 
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They asked to hold this bill for one week and 1 have been 
very prudent and kind and there has been no movement between the 
two parties and so I'm ready to move on this. 

The Chair: 

Councilwoman Hadoff, you originally had'the floor. Do you 
want the floor? 

Michelle Hadoff: 

Please, but I don't mind yielding to Mr. Pollock. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Thank you. Regarding the question of the historic 
designation of St. Peter's Church, I'd like to read my statement 
that has been actually several months in formation and several 
weeks in drafting. 

"This is an extremely difficult vote for me. Indeed, it is 
one of the most difficult I have had to face during my now 
almost complete four year term. 

St. Peter's Episcopal Church is the oldest church in the 
City of Pittsburgh. It was built in 1852. One would wonder what 
could possibly preclude this structure from being declared 
historic- It would appear to be a simple matter. 

Eighty-eight years ago, Henry Clay Frick paid to have St. 
Peter's moved from downtown to its current location in Oakland. 
He recognized the need to preserve this unique structure when it 
was only 49 years old. 

But there are issues other than the Church's age which have 
been raised. I have been to the site and I have gone through the 
buildings. They are in a devastated state. It is problematic 
whether the Church can be saved. Even if it could be, the cost 
could be prohibitive. 

In addition, the Episcopal Diocese maintains it will be 
able to realize a far greater sum from the sale of the property 
if it is not designated historic. I have no doubt it is 
accurate. 

It also states it has to endure the costs of maintenance 
and security at the site. Vandalism and other damage have 
clearly been a problem. Insurance and potential liability are 
all issues of valid concern to the Diocese. 

Another important consideration is development. There needs 
to be balance between preservation and progress. Perhaps the 
Golden Triangle and Gateway Center would never have been 
developed had there been an Historic Review Ordinance at the 
time of their creations. 
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If St. Peter's Church is not designated as historic, the 
site would be leveled and a glass and steel or brick high-rise 
would soon go up. Most likely, the office space would be 
entirely leased before ground is even broken. No doubt the 
retail component would be highly successful. 

The location would surely be an attractive, thriving modern 
mixed-use high-rise building. Jobs would be created and space 
would be provided for the businesses spinning off from the 
University of Pittsburgh, the Health Center and the City's 
growing high-tech industry. 

But would this high-rise building, by definition, indicate 
progress? And cannot this site be developed in such a manner as 
to preserve the Church building and at the same time provide for 
commercial use and a large windfall to the Diocese? 

These are the issues I have labored with for months. I am, 
by nature, a preservationist. I believe very strongly that 
progress and preservation can be successfully married. All one 
has to do is look at the City's crowning jewel of retail 
development. Station Square, and see this. There are other proud 
testimonials to this doctrine in the Priory, the Pennsylvania, 
the B & 0 Brewery and numerous others. 

Indeed, only a few blocks from the site of St. Peter's 
Church rests another old church which has been converted into 
one of the City's more successful and attractive restaurants. 

Pittsburgh is blessed with some of the most imaginative, 
most talented and most accomplished preservationists, historic 
architects and planners in the nation. They have done wonders 
with our City's historic structures. 

I believe, if given a fair chance, they could achieve 
similar success with St. Peter's. I don't believe that the 
community based organizations, especially Oakland Planning and 
Development Corporation, and historic preservationists have been 
afforded a good faith opportunity to examine alternatives for 
the site. 

Can a plan be formed which would result in the Diocese 
realizing a sum nearly equal to what it would obtain from its 
desired sale of the property? Can the two structures on Fifth 
Avenue be demolished and offices and retail space constructed 
there with the Church itself being preserved with yet another 
use? 


The sale of the two buildings on Fifth Avenue, after 
subdivision, coupled with a long term land lease for the Church 
site, might result in revenue to the Diocese approaching an 
outright sale of the entire property. There are possibilities 
that exist that must be examined. 

When decisions are made by public officials that are 
irreversible, I passionately believe that ever possible 
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alternative must be fully studied. This is the position I 
advocated in my unsuccessful attempt to save the old Southside J 
& L Works at least until the site could be examined by 
architects and engineers. 

The vote to deny historic designation to St. Peter's would 
be an irreversible decision. The oldest church in the City would 
be demolished and lost forever. 

This is why the protection of endangered species is so 
crucial. Once a species is gone# it can never be brought back. 

One of the major reasons why 1 unconditionally oppose the 
death penalty is because of the irreversibility of it- Mistakes 
cannot be corrected when a life is gone. 

If this Council says that St- Peter’s Church is not 
historic, it will be imposing the death penalty. Should this 
drastic, permanent decision be made without all possible ways of 
saving it being examined? This Council owes at least that much 
to future generations of Pittsburghers. 

But what does it matter if this church is torn down? What 
does the oldest church in the City do for us today? What does it 
matter if we have a church that was built 137 years ago? What 
does it matter if we don’t? Who really cares? 

In attempting to find answers to these crucial questions, 
as I always do, I turned to my friends in the community based 
organizations for advice and counsel. I can unqualifiably depend 
on these individuals. They have no hidden agendas- Their primary 
concerns are the quality of life in and the development of our 
City. I wanted to leaarn how they reconciled those interests on 
this issue. On which side did they come down? 

On this issue, however, there was no clear consensus. But I 
did gain invaluable insight into the matter from these 
conversations. Most perceptive was Rick Swartz of the 
Bloomfield/Garfield Corporation who helped me reach my 
resolution of this sensitive matter. 

Nowhere in Pittsburgh has urban development occurred more 
rapidly and at a greater contrast to its existing neighborhood 
than in Oakland. This has been extremely beneficial as the 
progress made by the University of Pittsburgh and the Health 
Center have resulted in employment, new residents and 
international prestige for the City. 

But our modernistic megalopolis must recognize its 
heritage- The pell mell development rush in Oakland has had very 
little sentiment to preserve our past, especially anything from 
the previoius century. All we have done is tear down and 
replace. There must not be total change. There must be ties with 
the past- 
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Fifth and Forbes Avenues through Oakland are two of the 
most heavily travelled and most significant corridors in the 
City. It is altogether appropriate that at each end of the 
modern Oaklandr there is a pause where one can reflect on the 
City's past. 

Before one enters the new Oakland, whether from the east or 
from the west, there is a beautiful reminder of the old Oakland. 

The Cathedral of Learning at one entrance and St. Peter's 
Church at the other provide reminders. These historic structures 
at busy, highly visible intersections, key one's memory and 
understanding of what a city is. 

But I maintain that the true essence of the argument for 
historic preservation invariably falls back to this question: 
What is it that we want our city to be? A walking city? A 
beautiful city? A triving city? A unique city? A safe city? A 
waterfront city? An exciting city? An historical city? A working 
city? A modern city? A livable city? 

I suppose the answer is that we would say "yes" to all of 
these questions, thereby denying that each concept is mutually 
exclusive of the others. However, in our mind's eye, each of us 
conceptualizes what a great city is. 

Is it Paris? Is it Waashington, D.C.? Is it Montreal? Is it 
Boston? Is it London? Is it New York? Is it Atlanta? Is it 
Toronto? Is it Mexico City? Is it New Orleans? 

In each case, one identifies some particular attribute that 
makes the city great. Is it the newness of the city that makes 
it remarkable? Is it the oldness? Or is it a mix of the two? 

Do we go to Paris to admire the high rise office buildings 
or do we go to see the Cathedral of Notre Dame? Do we go to New 
Orleans to see the Superdome or the French Quarter? 

I maintain that what has helped to make Pittsburgh a great 
city ahs been our beautiful marriage of old and new. Progress 
has respected preservation. But we must be eternally vigilant in 
the face of much-desired economic development, technical 
advancements and institutional expansionism or we will lose our 
unique past. 

What if the Mexican War Streets had been lost, as they 
almost were? What would our city be missing if Arthur Ziegler 
and Pittsburgh History and Landmarks Foundation had not had the 
commitment and the vision to save the Pittsburgh and Lake Erie 
station when everyone told them they were crazy? 

I would hope that Council could delay this vote for several 
months until all possible alternatives can be studied. Let's 
give time to preservationists, community based organizations, 
developers, architects, engineers, realtors, financial analysts 
and others, working with the Diocese, not against them. 
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Oakland Planning and Development and Pittsburgh History and 
Landmarks Foundation have made a fair and reasonable proposal. 
They have asked for a six-month delay to actively explore 
alternatives to the sale and demolition of this irreplaceable 
structure. In doing so, they have addressed the legitimate 
concerns of the Diocese. 

These organizations have obtained commitments to assist in 
offsetting the carrying costs for the Diocese during the delay. 
They have pledged to work with the Diocese to relieve the 
economic burden caused by St. Peter's. They have committed to 
determining the highest possible return to the Diocese while 
still preserving the Church. They are not seeking delay for the 
sake of delay. Rather, th^ intend to make a good faith effort 
in examining this highly sensitive issue. 

There are preservationists and developers of historic 
property across the coutnry who are just now starting to look at 
St. Peter's. In fact, it must be pointed out that this Council 
received a copy of the correspondence sent to Pittsburgh History 
and Landmarks from Partners For Sacred Places, a national 
organization which preserves religious properties. 

Partners For Sacred Places has offered to work with local 
organizations and concerned individuals in identifying 
alternatives and providing comparable models for alternative 
uses for the Church. This group, as well as others with 
successful track records, must be afforded an opportunity to 
determine if there is a reasonable solution to this problem. 
Perhaps one of them can identify a means of saving St. Peter's 
and at the same time satisfying the Diocese's needs and 
permitting development. 

If Council refuses to delay this vote, then it should 
designate it historic. Action by a court or the State 
Legislature or some other entity could overrule what Council 
does. 


But how can this Council say that the City's oldest church 
is not historic? If there are other issues that warrant further 
consideration or if there are reasons for justifiably permitting 
the Diocese to demolish the building, then those are for another 
tribunal to decide. 

I and each of my colleagues are City Councilmembers. We are 
not judges. We are not state legislators. We are not justices. 

We have a limited and clearly defined scope of review. 

All this Council can consider is whether the structure is 
historic. If there are constitutional questions or other legal 
challenges to the ordinance itself, these are matters for 
another body to determine. The City Code states that the purpose 
of the Historic Preservation Ordinance is to preserve and 
restore the qualities of the City of Pittsburgh relating to its 
history, culture and traditions, to preserve and restore the 
structures which attract tourists and residents to the City and

to afford interested persons or organizations the opportunity to 
acquire or arrange for the preservation of such structures. 

This Council's review is limited to whether the structure 
is historic according to the Code's definition of an "historic 
structure". The Code provides that a structure is historic if it 
is an outstanding example of a period, style, architectural 
movement or method of construction or one of the last surviving 
works of a pioneer architect. St. Peter's Church epitomises the 
legal definition this Council is required to follow. 

St. Peter's is the City's only example of the work of 
architect John Notman, one of the 19th Century's most renowned 
and respected architects. It was built in the 14th Century 
English Gothic style and was, in fact, one of the first 
structures of that style built in the United States. 

As one member of this Council has already stated, this ^ 
Church should have been declared historic years ago. If that rs 
the case, it can only be more historic now. 

A vote to hold this matter or a vote to designate it 
historic can be corrected, if wrong. A vote to deny historic 
status cannot be remedied. Within a very short time, this 
magnificent part of the very essence of Pittsburgh would be lost 
forever. 

Maybe the Church can't be saved. Maybe no realistic sum of 
money can preserve it. maybe no use can be identified and the 
building must be abandoned. Maybe the totality of the situation 
is such that there is no other alternative. But let's find out. 
Let's at least permit all the information to be collected and 
presented. 

What if the descendants of Thomas Jefferson wanted to 
convert Monticello into condos? What if the owner of Betsy Ross' 
house wanted to make it a video rental store? Should government 
sit idly by and allow our nation's history to disappear? Should 
public officials permit our country's birthright to be sold? 

A preservationist has to be an optimist. I am an optimist about 
St. Peter's. The many preservation successes in our region give 
me good cause to feel this way. 

By supporting a six-month exploration, this Council can 
keep the door open for a creative resoltuion of an important 
issue facing our city. It can do so at no undue hardship to the 
Diocese. This Church is 137 years old. Delaying a decision until 
it is 137 1/2 is not too much to ask. 

Let me make some points perfectly clear. I would love to 
help the Episcopal Diocese. I strongly desire to continue 
development in the area. I want to do all I can to support and 
ensure the growth of the University of Pittsburgh, the Health 
Center and our burgeoning high tech industry. The progress made 
by these invaluable components of the Pittsburgh economy must 
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continue. I want to accomplish all of tese highly desirable 
ends. 


But the power to say who or what shall live or die is an 
awesome responsibility. If I am to vote to pull the plug on an 
importantr unique structure on the oldest church in Pittsburghr 
on a building that pre-dates the Civil War, I must be absolutely 
certain that no measures can be taken to preserve it. I view 
this requirement concomitant with the awesome power and the 
public trust bestowed upon me. I owe this to my own conscience. 

I especially owe this to future generations of Pittsburghers. 

I am voting to save St. Peter's Church. If it was good 
enough for Henry Clay Frick 88 years ago, it is good enough for 
me today." Thank you. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I must confess that the Israeli sitting next to me said 
everything that I would like to have been able to say. It was 
impassioned and it was very truthful and it should be the 
sentiments of all of us but I think the most pertinent thing 
that he said was that the purview of this Council is really not 
to get into a dichotomy between Church and State- Whether we 
believe that something can happen with that church or not to 
happen and I hadn't thought of it in those terms. Really, we're 
just charged with, should this be preserved as a historic 
designated building and I think we should just address the area 
that is our purview and with that in mind I would urge my 
colleagues to not get into the area — but are we putting a 
burden on the Episcopal Church and maybe another time it will be 
a Jewish synagogue but is the building itself warranted to be a 
historic entity? And I think the other profound thing that you 
said Mark was that it won't make any difference six months from 
now. I am sure that some means could made or some area could be 
undertaken to help the Catholic Church pay their insurance — 
Episcopal Church, I'm sorry. If I said Catholic I meant any 
church, I'm sorry. Whether it's of any denomination that we 
don't have the pressure — all of us want to bend over backwards 
and any house of worship be very supportive because that is the 
right of everybody who practices in this country their freedom 
of religion. But I would like to separate the two, that's not 
our charge. Our charge is strictly to deal with, is this indeed 
a historic entity? Without question it is and while it may have 
some problems and it may be preserved only as a facade because 
structurally it would be changed for any entity that would go on 
its premise, whether it's a church or a building or the inside 
could be for any number of uses. The issue then gets to — and I 
really wish I had a chance to ask Art Ziegler this morning. We 
understand that there's going to be some changes made in the 
historic preservation laws to make it a little more equitable 
and fair to people who may have to suffer because of the 
designation of properties and their limitation of use. But I 
think the charge is very clear to us today and we ought to deal 
with our portion and that is to set the precedent of the city 
for our children and for the people who live here that yes, we 
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care about the history of this community and we want to preserve 
it and I just support you. 

Mr. Coyne: 

I would have to agree with Councilman Pollock if we were 
living in a perfect world. However, I think there are many 
things that you have to take into consideration and not just the 
fact of whether something is historical or not. I*m sure if you 
go around the entire City of Pittsburgh you're going to see many 
structures or many bridges or anything that you can say are 
historical because of the amount of time. 

Having supported Mr. Pollock on the attempt to buy time for 
the steel furnances over on the Southside, I feel that this was 
also a very hard decision for me to make but there were four 
factors that I took into consideration which really told me 
there was only one decision to make. One is, we're speaking 
about additional time being needed by the community groups to 
develop the property. Eight months have already gone by since 
the Diocese has made known their plans to sell the site and it's 
ray opinion that it has provided ample time for the community 
groups to get their act together and to come forward with a 
proposal to the Diocese. Now today I've received some proposals 
pertaining to helping the Diocese raise their money they need 
for monthly upkeep and what I would like to say to that is Point 
Number Two, the Episcopal Diocese of Pittsburgh is currently 
putting in $2,000.00 a month to keep the building operational. I 
feel this is putting an unfair burden on the Diocese since they 
have already de-consecrated St. Peter's and have expressed their 
intentions in no uncertain terms to get rid of the building. In 
addition, if one take s into account the opportunity costs which 
would be lost to the Diocese, that's $1.6 million invested in a 
money market account at 8.4 percent would yield of the next six 
months $66,200.00 in interest alone to the Diocese and that's 
money I think could be put to very good uses and I feel it's 
very unfair to expect the Diocese to lose this amount of money. 

Three, the money that the Episcopal Diocese would receive 
from selling the property to $1.6 million would clearly be used 
by human service programs which the Episcopal Diocese provides 
and which many people in our city deparately need to face many 
social problems which they find confronted with in their 
day-to-day life. But the final matter which determined ray 
decision was the safety factor of the structure itself. I 
visited St. Peter's on two occasions and both times I found the 
building to be in a very bad state of repair. The mortar which 
holds the sandstone together is stronger than the sandstone 
blocks themselves. My observations were confirmed by talking 
with several construction consulting firms such as Dick 
Enterprises and Cost Corporation who have stated that the 
physical condition of the building was substandard and dangerous 
to say the least. 

As I said, I can understand the historical reasons for 
wanting to keep the building but we have to take into 
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consideration that if you don't want to look at the financial 
gain or the financial interests of the Episcopal Diocese, you 
need to look at the safety factor for our citizens who walk the 
streets and it's just not a safe building so I am going to vote 
against historical designation. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

I share many of the comments made by Mr. Pollock and as all 
of us would agree, unfortunately this is a difficult decision 
and I certainly didn't arrive at my initial viewpoint on this 
issue lightly. 

Purely on the issue of the designation, I must admit 
unfortunately and I hate to sound culturally deprived and I hope 
it doesn't come out that way, that the reading by Mr. Eversmyer 
and some of planning documents I found far more interesting than 
both the history of the building as well as subsequent articles 
regarding some of the historical events associated with the 
building. I've actually found that more interesting in print 
than the actual building itself as an edifice and I hope that 
doesn't sound like a cruel statement but I want to say that that 
actually reflects on what I think is a greater concern and what 
I think is a real tragedy in our decision today because I 
believe that we will not accept the historical designation and 
that is really a failure of leadership and a failure to really 
formulate an effective policy citywide, a reasonal effective 
policy as it relates to historical designation and more 
importantly, historical preservation. 

Really unfortunately in the last two years every time we've 
talked about historical designation on this Council and in this 
city, whether it be the Fourth Avenue issue of historical VJall 
Street District to St. Peter's, to Shadyside, to Allegheny West, 
everytime it's crisis management, everytime it's continual 
conflict and debate and everytime historical designation, 
whether it be a fixture or a site or an event or a district, 
it's always viewed as an onerous kind of a designation and 
that's really sad and I think unfortunately that it is a failure 
of leadership, not only on the part of this Council but 
primarily on the part of the Administration who needs to begin 
to quarterback an effective policy. We really need to move out 
of the issue today, win or lose on the actual designation of St. 
Peters, and put our money where our mouth is. If it makes sense 
for many different reasons including economic development that 
Mr. Pollock talks about aside from just the esthetics issue of 
maintaining a sense of history that we need to begin to have the 
historical designation of such buildings as St. Peter's, then we 
need to put our money where our mouth is and it's unfortunate 
that a fund is not in place. We've spend upwards of $15 to $20 
million to Washington's Landing and I'm not even clear other 
than the Rowing Association Building what we have to show for 
it. Now we have some hopes, we have some things breaking ground. 
We've spend $600,000.00 an acre at the J&L site and we still are 
waiting for the development there. 
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I would vote in favor of historical designation if in the 
same breath the Mayor and Council comes forward in the next 
couple of weeks and says that we have created a fund out of 
either operating or capital budget dollars for a historical 
designation and historical preservation fund and that we 
basically buy out the other interests and we buy out the 
Episcopal Diocese which would at least be equal or better than 
the $1.6 million and to cover the various liabilities associated 
on a monthly basis which I believe are in excess of $2,000.00. 

In fact, I think the Diocese has communicated to Council that 
the New York insurance firm is no longer even interested in 
maintaining the insurance coverage on the property which is 
certainly a problem for them and for the public as Mr. Coyne has 
suggested. 

Again, this is a difficult issue. We look at the 4th Ward 
Oakland alone is 70 percent tax exempt and I will say that it is 
desirable on my part to want to promote development, especially 
on what everyone admits is a profitable lucrative site for major 
development that would mean taxable income and jobs and 
certainly we did not get that kind of productivity out of the 
church over the years as it existed in Oakland. 

Another real bone of contention with me is the issue of 
separation of church and state. The Monticello and some of the 
other buildings that Mr. Pollock talked about to me do not fall 
into the category of basically being the property of the church 
and in this case I say church as opposed to religious 
institution because they are specifically talking about the 
Episcopal Diocese and I think there's a fundamental problem 
there at least that I have in terms of the prerogatives 
regardless of the de-consecration of the church, it still is a 
property question and it still is a property question that is 
owned and administered by the Episcopal Diocese of the City of 
Pittsburgh and that is a roadblock continually with me. I*m 
generally at a roadblock just on the issue of property because I 
believe that others in the community have viewed historical 
designation as an onerous label instead of something that really 
makes sense, so I just want to close by saying that I'm willing 
to hold off for a couple of weeks if I thought that the 
Administration would come forward and say, "wait a minute, 
there's a way to preserve the church and there's also a way to 
do development but we need a quarterback" and with all due 
respect to Mr. Pollock, he cannot be that quarterback and I 
don't think any of us on this Council can be that quarterback 
and if the Administration is not prepared to come forward in the 
next couple of weeks to say, "Wait a minute, we can make things 
happen overnight when we want to buy the Pirates, we can make 
things happen overnight when we want to build a hydroelectric 
dam." If we're not going to create the same kind of sense of 
urgency as it relates to historical designation and preservation 
and now with the issue before us on St. Peter's, then there is a 
failure of leadership but it has to eminate out of the Mayor's 
Office. I don't see that forthcoming at this point, I don't even 
think they are present in the room and if they are I'd like to 
call them to the table, Mr. Chairman. Is Mr. Mistick or someone 
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from the Mayor's Office available to speak on this issue to 
Council? 

The Chair: 

They were not requested to be here for that purpose. Is 
there anyone representing the Administration in regard to this 
issue? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I'm not overly criticizing them for the lack of attending 
the meeting today; maybe they did not think that they would be 
called on but that is just indicative of the situation. That's 
indicative of the fact that we have a major public policy matter 
before us and it's nice for Council to be the fall guy depending 
on what side of the issue you're on or for us to take the heat 
and for us to have the wisdom of Solomon, but it really is a 
broader question than just a designation and without that kind 
of sense of urgency and sense of commitment coming forward in 
the next couple of weeks on the part of Mayor Masloff, Mr. 
Mistick and others in her Administration, I would at this time 
have to vote against historical designation. 

Mr. DePasquale: 

Mr. Chairman and Members of Council, this is no doubt one 
of the hardest decisions that this Council — I know I have ever 
had to make. 

I said earlier at a meeting that I probably lived in the 
shadow of St. Peter's Episcopal Church longer than anybody in 
this room and most of the people in the City of Pittsburgh. 

I never missed a Sunday that I don't go down to Giant Eagle 
and get the newspaper and I walk around that area, I walk around 
the Playhouse and up around St. Agnes Church and I've been doing 
it for years and I can't help but say that I marvel at St. 
Peter's, it's one of the most beautiful edifices that I have 
ever seen and I'd love to see it remain but I said here before 
and I'll say it again. The Episcopal Diocese gave these people 
six months, eight months* time to come up with an alternative, 
come up with a compromise, etc. They stated the situation that 
it was going to cost $1.2 million to repair the place and they 
could get $1.6 million for the building if it was torn down and 
it's their wish that they sell the building and get the money — 
not that there * s that greed, they need the money and they need 
it badly and I feel if the Episcopal Diocese and the Episcopal 
Clergy of the City of Pittsburgh says to sell the building and 
tear it down, who am I to interfere or who am I to say no? I 
repeat, I'd love to see that building remain but I have to bow 
to the wishes of the Episcopal Diocese.

Michelle Madoff: 


You know, I think everybody here is speaking from their 
heart and they're really speaking as they really believe and as 
they perceive the issue, but how many times have people on this 
Council particularly directed against me or to me to stay on the 
issue. The issue is not whether the Episcopal Church could 
afford it because they have other options and other places to 
take their complaints. My understanding Mr. DePasquale is that 
they did not really — this is only hearsay — provide the six 
months that we keep hearing about for a solution and that really 
did not take place. And if indeed this Council wanted to exceed 
its purview and to take on the issue of — "Gee, are we forcing 
a hardship onto an entity" then perhaps we ought to consider 
what Mr. Ferlo has put forward. We had impassioned pleas from 
Jane Downing of Planning who could come back and say, "Okay, we 
don't need to buy the edifice, we don't have to make them whole, 
we don't have to offer them market value but we certainly can 
provide six months of insurance which is $12,000.00 and 
hopefully that a solution would come forward within two months 
and in that time we wouldn't be out the $12,000.00 and that 
might be a very worthwhile investment for the City." But really 
and truthfully we're not here to be judge and jury. We're 
merely — our role is to determine is this historically 
acceptable and should it be designated historical or should it 
not? We're not here to say that it's going to be a hardship on 
the Diocese; that is not our decision. 

The Chair: 

Any other discussion? I want to state prior to vote I'm 
voting against the historical designation. This issue was 
introduced as Mr. DePasquale and others indicated back in March 
of this year. There has been eight months gone by and there has 
not been a counter proposal put on the table for alternative use 
of this facility. We have the owner of the building, the 
Episcopal Diocese, saying to us that they want to sell the 
parcel and the moneys that they will receive in selling the 
parcel will be utilized for social programs that they are a part 
of and actively play a part of in this community. I personally 
think that if there is not an alternative proposal put in front 
of this Council, this Council and myself for one, I'm listening 
to what the Episcopal Church and the owner of the property has 
to say.

Members of Council, as we said this bill needs seven votes 
for approval and that is because there was quite a bit of 
opposition initially from the residents of the immediate area to 
the proposal. Ms. Breen from the Planning Department and myself 
have been engaged in a series of talks with the developers and 
the final discussions we had on Friday — one of the major 
concerns that the residents had was the use of pump stations for 
sewage at the proposed development. We have had a guarantee from 
the developers that gravity sewers would be used and so I would 
like to make an amendment to this bill that passage is 
contingent upon the use of gravity sewers at the site. 

The Chair; 

Any discussion on the proposed amendment? 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Just to clarify this amendment Mr. Coyne, this would 
mean — 


Mr. Coyne: 

— the amendment is that this approval would be contingent 
upon the use of gravity sewers rather than pump stations by the 
developers. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just want to clarify. My understanding is that there are 
possibly three alternative routes for such a system and if that 
is the case as I hope it is then I'm going to support the 
amendment. 

Mr. Coyne: 

That is the case. The developer said they would — one of 
the routes should be less expensive than the others but they 
said even if they had to go with a more expensive route that 
they would use the gravity sewer and Ms. Breen can back me up on 
that commitment from the developer. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I also think although it's not being amended that the 
public hearing raised a number of concerns regarding traffic and 
public safety concerns and I hope that they will be resolved by 
the appropriate planning staff. 
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Mr, Coyne; 

I have been assured by the members.

On the amendment on the sewer, any other discussion on the 
amendment using the gravity sewer? Mr. Coyne, maybe you said it 
and I didn't hear it, who will pay for the gravity sewer line?

On the 
bill as amended, Mr. Coyne?

It 
would be nice to see about 50 developments of this type proposed 
in the City of Pittsburgh and if that were the case, that would 
have such a positive impact not only on an individual 
neighborhood, which I think this will in Squirrel Hill, but also 
on the city as a whole.

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in a similar vein 
on two ocher pocencial leCCers, 
alchough I don't have one drafced. 
I' d like to know if CounciI would 
support two letters, one going to 
Bob Casey. You may have read an 
article in the last couple of weeks 
on the location of the propsed 
veterans' home. This would be a 
home that would be constructed 
serving a nine county area. Senator 
Leonard Bodak and Mr. Preston of the 
East Liberty-Homewood community have 
been active in lobbying the 
Adminstration in Harrisburg to 
locate this veterans' home at the 
Leechfarm, the VA property. 

There are a lot of good reasons 
for it, as has been pointed out by 
these two legislators. As we know, 
the VA property is already tax 
exempt and wouldn't add any 
additional burden of tax exempt 
property in the City. The property 
is obviously closest to several 


ocher VA institutions and hospitals 
here in the Pittsburgh area as well 
as specialists outside of the VA 
system; basically a good 
transportation corridor. It's well- 
known to families of veterans since 
they have frequented the other 
facilities at the Highland Park 
Drive. Obviously, we have a good 
labor pool, especially the kinds of 
jobs that would be created with the 
construction of the veterans' home. 

So, I'd like to make a motion 
that we send a letter to the 
Governor, on behalf of Council, 
expressing our support of these two 
legislators and support of locating 
such a facilicy at the VA property. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the mocion. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On another letter that concerns 
the Lawrenceville Shopping Center, 
I'd like Council to sent a letter to 
Gaelin B. Cook, President and Chief 
Executive Officer of Union National 
Bank. 

This has been a year and a half 
long struggle on the part of the 
developer and the community, the 
development corporation, the 
citizens' council, to bring to 
fruition a very important economic 
development project for the lower 
Lawrenceville area, and chat is the 
construction of a shopping center 
strip mall in the 51st Street area 
on an abandoned steel property. 

After much effort and long 
delays associated with an 
environmental impact report, we're 
finally getting approval from the 
State DER. Basically, no local bank 
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has been willing to underwrite for a 
variety of different reasons, most 
of which are not legitimate. 
However, there is one bank so far 
that seems to be very willing and 
has seriously considered the loan 
application and are now basically 
putting the final touches on it as a 
result of a meeting last week in the 
offices of the President and the 
loan officers of Union National 
Bank. 

And I think at a time when the 
Mayor has come forward with Director 
Ben Hayllar from Finance on the 
Community Re-investment Act, we can 
be very supportive at this time by 
sending a letter to Union National 
Bank expressing our support for this 
shopping center. It's a project 
that in terms of just the 
feasibility and the financial 
picture already has 62 percent 
signed leases, five year leases, 
three major anchor tenants, a Rite- 
Aid, a Shop-n-Save that would be 
twice the size of the Plummer Street 
Giant Eagle. There are about 12 
other shops planned including a 
McCrory's which has already signed 
on, and a State Liquor Store. It's 
a do-able deal. It's financially 
good business for the bank to do 
this, but, as you know, over the 
years some banks, unfortunately, 
have been leary about making 
investments in working class 
communities in this City and in the 
Mon Valley and elsewhere. 

At a time when we have made an 
important policy shift on the 
Community Re-investment Act, looking 
to the performance of the banks as 
it relates to their investments, I 
would ask that Council send a letter 
to Mr. Cook from Union National 
Bank, expressing support for this 
very important economic development 


effort. 

Mr. Lyons seconded the motion. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 

Mr. Lyons: 

I would just hope that there 
would be Pittsburgh developers in 
there. That's one of the reasons 
you wind up with a West Virginia 
developer and I'd like to see the 
Pittsburgh sub-contractors still on 
that piece of property. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with Mr. Lyons. 

Mr. Pollock: 

As we all know, the Chairman of 
the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer 
Authority announced his retirement 
from that unpaid position after five 
years of serving it and I think it 
would be appropriate that this 
Council send him a letter of thanks 
for his service to this City at a 
very critical time. I'm referring, 
of course, to Mr. Jim Roddey who I 
believe has been the only Chairman 
of the Water and Sewer Authority and 
has been its Chairman since it's 
inception. Pardon the pun, but he 
has really sailed that organization 
through some very, very rough waters 
and has served our City at a 
critical time and I think it would 
be more than appropriate that we 
send him a letter of thanks. I make 
that as a motion. 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

WHICH MOTION PREVAILED. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Discussion. iM like to make a 
comment on that• I think it might 
be important at this time to report 
that when this Water and Sewer 
Authority was created, I probably 
was the person most opposed to it 
than anyone. I was instrumental in 
bringing in a consultant to try to 
stop it from happening because I 
felt that by having the Water and 
Sewer Authority determine rates to 
water customers that we might lose 
control and the rates would go out 
of sight. 

History has proved me wrong 
because we had a good chairman. I 
still have concerns about whoever 
will be the new chairman of the 
Water Department and the operation 
of the Water Department. 

From the business point of 
view, as people may not understand, 
but our Water Authority is not an 
operating authority at the moment. 
All it does is separate issue bonds 
and let contracts. 

I'm happy also to report and to 
compliment Mr. Roddey in taking the 
leadership and eliminating the "not 
to exceed" number, the number that 
advertises "come and get us; we've 
got all this money to spend", and 
take it out of their contracts when 
they went out for bid unlike the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

I also bel ieve that they have 
done a very professional job in 
Administration and the monies that 
have been borrowed and the millions 
of dollars for bonds, much of it 
invested, drawing interest, could be 
used to run our Water Department in 
an efficient manner. I have waited 
II years and in the last few years. 


thanks to the news media publishing 
a list of delinquent accounts and 
learning from that that while I was 
told for many years that I had no 
access to the accounts, that they 
were private and proprietory and 
confidential, that wasn't so. I was 
able to determine through a study, a 
report, and many hours of review, 
the Water Department, as it 
presently exists, and this is not 
the Engineering, the Engineering has 
done a tremendous job, at least I 
have not learned anything to the 
contrary, but the business end of 
the Water Department, the billing, 
the customer relations, is a 
disaster. It is unbelievably, 
probably, the worst entity of any 
business that's ever existed at any 
time. 

I'm about to send a letter to 
the Administration urging the 
Administration to transfer the Water 
Department as it exists today, the 
billing and the customer relations, 
over to the Water and Sewer 
Authority making it a working 
authority. 

I want to explain why this has 
happened. I spent hours, absolute 
hours, trying to find phone numbers 
of people who have water without 
meters. I'm not talking about 
people on flat water rates; I mean 
people who have by-pass pipes, homes 
that nobody every put a meter in, 
they've been sitting on the floor. 
There are no phone numbers for 
delinquent customers. I spent a day 
trying to find phone numbers of some 
of the delinquent accounts and some 
of these people who didn't have 
meters. There are no phone 
numbers. There are no addresses. 
There is no way of reaching them. 
Meters haven't been read, accounts 
haven't been read since '73 in some 
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Instancesy *83. The increase in 
billings are based on an old 
estimate of ten years ago increasing 
that estimate, never having read the 
meter. 

There is an estimate put out by 
the Water Department that some 20 
percent of the accounts are 
delinquent. There are 90,000 
accounts and 20 percent are 
delinquent; that would be 18,000 
accounts. If we were to put some of 
the people in the new proposed 
revamping of the Water Department 
who are working from 4 to 9 to make 
phone calls to try to correct these 
accounts, we'd be doing it until the 
year 2020. And then we would still 
lose the other customers. It can't 
be done that way. 

I am suggesting very strongly 
that we move the Water Department 
into the Water and Sewer Authority's 
jurisdiction, close down the Water 
Department as we now know it, and 
tell people, "If you wish to keep 
getting your water, you must apply 
within 90 days, send in correct 
information, your name, address, 
phone number during the day, phone 
number in the evening", and enclose 
a card that says "Give us a payment 
plan that you will pay your bills 
within 90 days". We couldn't get to 
them in 90 days anyway and this 
would solve one of our problems and 
would be self-correcting. 

I do want to add that as 
recently as Saturday, I was told by 
someone that the Water Department 
delinquencies are not at 20 percent; 
they're probably closer to 40 
percent. We're talking about 
raising taxes, we're talking about a 
tax swap, we're talking about a lot 
of things, but we have a problem 
where these millions of dollars. 


somewhere between $3 million and $18 
million are sitting in the Water 
Department uncollected. Who pays 
their bills all the time? 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If I may interrupt you for one 
second, Michelle, why don't you call 
for a hearing on this? 

Michelle Madoff: 

I'm just sharing this 
information and I'm congratulating 
Mr. Roddey on what he's done and I'm 
sorry that he won't be there to be 
running this department. I think 
it's appropriate to talk about this 
at this time. I don't think that 
this Council, elected by the people, 
should not know what's going on and 
I'm sharing information and this is 
the time we do it, at the Tuesday 
meetings. And since the subject 
came up, I think it is imperative 
that I let Council know what is 
really going on. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Could I please get a 
clarification from Ms. Madoff? The 
issue right now before us is to send 
a simple thank you letter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And I support that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

If it's a thank you letter for 
Mr. Roddey for his stewardship, i'll 
support it. If it's talking about 
validating the activities of the 
Water Authority and all those 
issues, I'm not in favor of it. So 
what is the issue before us? 
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Michelle Madoff: 

I assumed, and perhaps I'm out 
of order, but I assumed that we all 
agreed that the letter should be 
sent to Mr. Roddey. That was a 
fact. And now I'm on another 
subject informing Councilmembers, 
those that would like to know 
because we don't want to force 
anybody who doesn't want to know, 
who is elected by the public, as to 
what' s going on at the Water 
Department, some of the information 
that has come into my purview and 
I'm also suggesting what we need to 
do about it. I think it is beyond 
the point of keeping it secret. It 
is beyond the point of having Mr, 
Sciulli come to Council and say, 
"Mr. Sciulli, how many letters have 
you received that are not opened at 
the Water Department?" and he says, 
"Two hundred" when it's really 
3,000. Have you got a computer 
print-out that code accounts every 
type of bill? Do you know of 
apartment houses that didn't pay 
their bills for a year? Nobody got 
to them. 

It is an absolute, utter, 
complete disaster and it has to 
change. And I think it's 
appropriate to talk about it at the 
time that Mr. Roddey is leaving to 
say whoever is going to be chosen be 
a strong leader because I'm very 
strongly suggesting that they take 
over the operation and become an 
operating authority, not just an 
authority that issues bonds and just 
sort of doesn' t take the initiatve 
to see what is going on. I think 
this couldn't be a more appropriate 
time. 


Mr* Pollock: 

I assume chat was a motion to 
amend my letter. 

Michelle Madoff: 

No, that was meant to be a 
smart-ass remark.

I don't think it's a time to 
tease. I have worked for hundreds 
of hours on this problem and I don't 
joke about it.

Mr. Pollock: 

I went through this at length last week. I think the 
amendments to the Historic Review Commission Ordinance are 
extremely enlightened and beneficial. 

Michelle Madoff: 

And they were drafted by a lot of the opponents, too. 

Mr. Pollock: 

The bulk of the people who drafted these amendments were 
individuals who testified against the Historic Review Ordinance. 
As I had contended last week, we have an opinion from the Law 
Department which says that if there is an attempt to amend it, 
it has to go back through the process again, which would be 
delaying it several months, and it would be problematic when it 
will come up with the new Council. And I think it is extremely 
misguided to continue to create a hardship for individuals who 
are affected by the existing ordinance which is, again, my 
ordinance. Speaking as a preservationist, this bill only 
softens the preservation procedures and regulations. 

If people don’t want to be for it, that is fine with me. 

But I think it is extremely beneficial to the desirability to 
having preservation occur without an undue hardship to the 
residents.

Mr. Pollock: 

Just as a follow-up to Mr. Ferlo, I appreciate him agreeing 
that this is a wise and prudent path to follow. I just would 
like to demonstrate one of the great advantages to the amendment 
before us because if we see it in very passionate and very real 
terms and that is, one of the enlightened amendments to the 
historic review ordinance is that there cannot be a 
re-nomination for five years once Council has defeated it. Now 
let me explain how that comes into play in a very timely manner. 

The ordinance as it currently exists states that once a 
nomination is made, the protections kick in during the 
nomination process. The nomination process sometimes takes six 
months to one year which means all the protections are in 
place — no demolitions, no building permits. The amendment that 
I have before us says there can be no re-nomination for five 
years. Now, I received a call yesterday from an individual who 
feels very passionately about the St. Peter's Church and he told 
me that they're considering re-nominating it which would kick 
the protections in until it goes through the whole process 
again. Now, if this ordinance before us today does not pass, 
then St. Peter's is out of luck and they have to wait six or 
eight months again for the whole process to occur and that's 
exactly why the ordinance before us is so very, very important 
and I'm sorry why we waited last week for it. You people wanted 
to delay it and —

— we wanted to delay it because we wanted an understanding 

of whether or not we had the power to amend it.

Nr. Wagner: 

Mr. DePasquale and members of 
Council, in regard to Bills 3153 and 
3154, the fees for both Phipps 
Conservatory and the Zoo, as 
everyone is aware, these bills were 
amended in Committee last week. 
There was extensive discussion about 
whether or not the changes in fees 
were appropriate. What was done was 
that the changes for non-City 
residents were increased by a half 
dollar in comparison to what the 
Administration proposed, and the 
discount for City residents remained 
the same as it is today in 1989 
without a one-half dollar increase 
as proposed by the Administration. 
The majority of Council obviously 
supported those amendments. 

I was somewhat concerned that 
the numbers would work out in favor 


of the City in that the revenues 
generated with both changes made in 
both bills would be greater than the 
numbers originally proposed. That 
information has been provided to 
Council this morning and for Phipps 
Conservatory with the Amendment made 
there would be an approximate 
increase of $3,000 in revenue and at 
the Zoo there would be an 
approximate increase of $45,000 in 
revenue for a total of almost 
$50,000 additional revenue generated 
with City residents receiving the 
same discount as they have today 
rather than the 50 cent increase. 

I think the amendments are 
excellent amendments originally 
sponsored by Mr. Ferlo. I believe 
Mr, Ferlo wanted the discount to 
remain the same, but in talking with 
him earlier this morning and 
mentioning that the revenues are 
higher than with the discount being 
better than it was originally 
proposed, I think the amendments 
turned out to be excellent 
amendments and the fee structure, I 
think, is more appropriate than its 
ever been. 

Michelle Madoff: 

With all due respect to Mr. 
Wagner and to Mr. Ferlo, I think the 
effort to raise fees at these public 
entities for non-City residents 
started with my Insistence and 
perseverance and arguments and 
fighting and being rejected for 
many, many years. And it was only 
last year that Louise Brown, who 
told me for years that it couldn't 
be done, finally saw the light and 
knew I wasn't going to let up, and I 
think we've convinced a number of 
people on this Council that that is 
the correct way to go. 
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However, even with these 
increases, the debt service to City 
taxpayers after admission fees, 
after the trust money comes in, is 
still going to be over $1 million a 
year, close to $2 million a year, 
the Zoo, the Aviary and the 
Conservatory. 

Again, I urge my colleagues to 
have the courage to ask the 
Administration to donate these to 
the Commissioners because, let's 
face it, the Zoo, the Aviary and the 
Conservatory are used three-quarters 
of the time by non-City residents 
and we City taxpayers pick up the 
debt service. It's time this 
stopped.

Mr. Pollock: 

Discussion. There has been 
much discussion about this bill 
which legislates and regulates noise 
emanating from various commercial 
and construction sources. It was 
drafted and introduced as a response 
to numerous calls I've received over 
years. As I've done with every bill 
I've ever introduced, rather than 
re-invent the wheel, I checked with 
other cities, specifically Boston, 
Los Angeles, Dayton, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Camden, New Jersey, 
San Francisco and Seattle. The bill 
that I introduced is a compellation 
and a very close copy of the 
legislation that currently exists in 
other cities. 


Obviously there's been a lot of 
controversy about this 

legislation. If there are more 
problems with it, they should be 
worked out. There's not five votes 
to pass this bill. This is not 
something that is going to change 
the fate of western civilization 
whether it passes or fails. It's a 
bill that if it were enacted would 
make the quality of life a little 
bit better for people in the City 
and make their enjoyment of their 
homes and living in the City 
greater. 

I would, accordingly, make a 
motion to table it because there's 
not five votes today and because the 
issues that have been raised by 
various members of Council are such 
that I simply don't have the time 
and the effort to address them 
all. I believe that this bill will 
be coming back again in the future 
when calls persist as they do on a 
weekly basis to my office, when they 
continue in the future to other 
members of Council, that this will 
be renewed and the bill before us 
can be used as a prototype and can 
be amended to as to make it more 
palatable to the future Councils. 
Accordingly, I make a motion to 
table this bill. 

Michelle Madoff seconded the motion.

Mr. Lyons; 

Mr. Chairman, how can we vote on this bill? will it create 
a conflict on the ethics bill? The Mayor has already appointed 
a blue ribbon panel of the great minds of the City of Pittsburgh 
to design and create an ethics bill, led by Bob Cindrich, the 
erstwhile U.S. Attorney, the Honorable Paul Zavarella, the 
President Judge of Allegheny County. And I don't see how we 
could wisely and without any conflict to the Mayor's bill pass 
this bill. I would ask that the bill — I would ask that the 
bill would be held until after the Mayor's bill comes in. 

Mr. Pollock: 

What I would like to do is go through the bill and amend it 
in any way that anyone would deem appropriate. I have some 
amendments of my own to make. I think the best way to do it 
would be for, first of all, me to go through it and propose the 
amendments I would like to make, and if anyone else would like 
to make any amendments, we can certainly entertain them. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Pollock: 

I will go through the bill. My first amendments are 
basically technical in nature. On Page 4 under the definition 
of "Authority," the Stadium Authority was omitted. I will make 
all these in bulk, so I will just deliniate them first. Add 
Stadium Authority under "Authority." The terms "and Sewer" were 
omitted under Water and Sewer Authority, and Equipment Leasing 
Authority instead of Fleet Leasing Authority. 

On Page 9, Paragraph C regarding the prohibition against 
full-time city employees not being permitted to be engage in 
full-time outside employment, I would delete that subparagraph. 

Under Section 206, the language is a little bit awkward. 

What I am doing is changing it to say, "No public official or 
public employee shall directly or indirectly communicate in any 
way other than in writing with any member. Director or 
employee," and the rest is the same. And the last sentence is 
taken out, "In any case," that is taken out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Before you continue, may I? The item you just mentioned, 
"Shall never communicate with anybody except in writing," I 
don't think that is realistic. 

Mr. Pollock; 

No, no. It goes on to say about certain matters, about 
contracts. 
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Michelle Madoff: 


A lot of information on contracts, a lot of information on 
people being hired, I don't want to ever be accused of trying to 
influence somebody because I want to talk to them about that. I 
have a concern about that. 

Mr. Pollock: 

That is part of the problems we have seen. Under Section 
209 (a) and (b) and (c), we are adding the language, "No public 
official or public employee," under (a), (b) and (c). Those 

would be my amendments. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could you modify or clarify the item that I have a concern 
about? 

The Chair: 

Mr. Pollock, the last one I didn't catch. 

Mr. Pollock: 

209 (a), (b) and (c), "No public official or public 
employee." 

What I am basically saying, Michelle, is exactly one of the 
major problems that we saw with the recent trial, and what 
Directors and Authority Directors have told me that they don't 
know how to deal with. What do you do when there is a contract 
pending or someone wants to get a contract, when a member of 
council or another elected official or public official calls you 
up and says, "I want to you meet with this guy, go talk to this 
guy"? What I am saying is if these communications would be in 
writing, there would be protection for all concerned. if it is 
something that is perfectly appropriate, fine, it is in writing. 

Michelle Madoff: 

There is no problem in saying to a department head, "What is 
happening on a certain street?" 

Mr. Pollock: 

It is not covered by that. 

Michelle Madoff:

specific. It says, "Any adjudicative matter,"

It would have to be in writing, any contractual 
matter, which is what we were talking about before, or financial 
matter. 

Michelle Madoff; 

Talk about the contractual matter for a moment. This 
morning with Ben Hayllar here, I got a copy of the proposal on 
the bond issues for the Leasing Authority, and I felt it was 
appropriate to send it to a lot of other people he didn*t send 
it to. And I didn’t send them under my auspices, I just said, 
"For your information." Now, is that inappropriate? I don’t 
think so. Who is going to determine whether that is appropriate 
or inappropriate? I don't think there is anything wrong with my 
saying, "I want to get the best rate for the city, and although 
you were not included, the position of the City, they want to 
restrict it to those who are able to operate just in the City of 
Pittsburgh alone," that I shouldn't send it out to somobody else 
and get a better rate, especially since Mr. Hayllar is saying he 
wants to expand it to go to other cities. That is just a matter 
of personal belief. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I don't think that is what is covered by this language. 
Michelle Madcff: 

I want to be sure that we down get into such nitty-gritty 
that it gets complicated. 

The Chair: 

On the amendments offered by Mr. Pollock, all those in 
favor? The amendments pass. 

On the entire bill as amended? 

Mr. Pollock: 

Would anyone else like to make any amendments? I am open to 
them. Otherwise, I make a motion to approve. 

The Chair: 

Any other discussion? I personally have some comments in 
regard to the bill, and they are as follows; 

This is the third version of the bill to be put in front of 
this Council. Mr. Pollock has introduced a new bill that 
deletes 18 sections from his previous bill. Those 18 sections 
deal with the administration of the Code of Ethics, created a 
board of ethics and a whistle blowing clause. All of these 
which have been deleted were a duplication of what exists at the 
state level. His previous bill was 19 pages, this bill is 11 
pages. 

Mr. Pollock, after speaking at great length about the need 
for enforcement and penalties and why a commission or tribunal 
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was needed to carry this out, has now deleted this completely 
from the bill. Therefore, what we have left is an ethics code 
that, for the most part, is a duplication of what exists at the 
state with some additional sections that are not clear or 
precise, and some with highly questionable legal ramifications; 
examples are, Section 203 dealing with employment restrictions 
and Section 209 dealing with political activity. 

Putting that aside, we have a bill with no enforcement arm 
or no penalties for violation of this bill; I repeat, no 
enforcement arm or penalties for violation. 

When Legislators pass laws which mandate something but which 
provide for no enforcement mechanism or no funding to accomplish 
what they mandate, they are simply engaging in legislative 
demagoguery. Laws which are unenforceable have no influence on 
human behavior. Even when laws are enforceable, many times they 
have no influence on human behavior- For example, today we have 
more laws than we have ever had on the books, but crime 
continues to increase in many ways. Narcotics is a perfect 
example. No ethics law will make an unethical person ethical. 

We do not need a duplication of laws to control ethics in 
individuals, we need individuals who know right from wrong and 
are able to adhere to that in this government and in other 
governments. We already have a new State Ethics Code passed in 
June of 1989 with a commission and enforcement procedures with 
appropriate penalties for violation in place. I am referring to 
House Bill 75. I don't know if everyone has a copy. It is a 41 
page bill, and that bill refers to many, many improvements that 
have taken place in the Ethics Code just several months ago in 
this Commonwealth for every single municipality, including the 
City of Pittsburgh. Items such as, Pennsylvania is the first 
state in the nation to ban public officials from accepting fees 
for appearances. Items such as, there is protection from 
retaliation for whistle blowers who are government employees. 
Items such as, the commission, if it thinks there has been a 
criminal violation, can turn a wayward official over to the 
Attorney General for prosecution. 

In summary, the State Ethics Bill is a new model for 
morality in government. And quite frankly, and as a compliment 
to Mr. Pollock, recently he introduced a bill going back about 
four months ago that required all elected officials to be 
briefed on the Ethics Code within 90 days from the time they are 
sworn into office. That passed in a referendum question just 
this past November overwhelmingly by the public, and it mandates 
that any elected official, any new elected official, is briefed 
under the new State Code. I personally think the new State Code 
is an excellent code, and it has been indicated in both local 

newspapers that it is one of the best in the nation. It applies 

equally to every municipality in this Commonwealth. 

In addition, we have a code of conduct for all city 
employees, appointees and officials for circumstances not 
already covered by the City Code and the City Charter. This was 

put into effect on March 20, 1987 by Executive Order of then 

Mayor, Richard Caliguiri. I have copies of that for anyone that 
doesn't have it. I think it was a follow-up of some concerns 
that our late Mayor had. Mayor Caliguiri directed that the code 
be written to apply to all city departments and all city 





agencies, including authorities. Quoting from the Mayor's 
statement at the time, "The Code of Conduct closely addresses 
issues such as conflict of interest, solicitation or acceptance 
of gifts, and the city's enforcement procedures for violation of 
the Code of Conduct. Other ethical questions involving 
governmental personnel are covered by the State Ethics in 
Government Act and by the Criminal Code." And I must state 
since he said that we have had a new State Ethics Code and our 
Criminal Code, as everyone knows, is continuously updated. 

In addition to a new State Ethics Code in June of this year, 
and in addition to the Mayor's Code of Ethics to supplement the 
State Ethics Code, Mayor Masloff recently formed, as Councilman 
Lyons indicated, an ethics panel headed by Mr. Robert Scindrich, 
a lawyer and former U.S. Attorney. As part of that panel she is 
suggesting and recommending that within three months they will 
make recommendations on proper ethical behavior in addition to 
what exists at the State and Code of Conduct levels, and in 
addition to the three month report, within six months they will 
report on ways to oversee and to control authorities, something 
that has been brought up numerous times at this Council and in 
the media. 

I personally can't support this bill in its present state, 
because I personally feel there is good legislation in effect. 

I said that initially when Mr. Pollock's bill was introduced, 
going back four or five months ago with the State Ethics Code, 
and since that time several other things have happened. In 
addition, not since that time, but I was reminded of the Mayor’s 
Code of Ethics two years ago that all of us received a copy of 
and I reviewed that and found that to be an excellent document, 
quite frankly, that may or may not be adhered to in total in 
city government, but certainly should be. 

But in addition to those items, I commend what our present 
Mayor is proposing to do, and the bill as it sits today has no 
enforcement arm, it is meaningless, and therefore, I don't think 
it warrants passage. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Several points in response. I want to say, first of all, 
that this bill goes far beyond the State Ethics Act, and indeed, 
when the state enacted its ethics code, it anticipated local 
municipalities having their own ethics act by clearly stating 
that local municipalities can introduce their own ethics code as 
long as it supplements the State one, which in fact, this one 
does. Philadelphia has their own ethics code and has had it for 
some time with good success. 

This bill before us in many, many significant ways goes far 
beyond what the state has done. The issue of gifts to elected 
officials is something the state does not address as far as 
prohibition. It simply says that gifts over $200.00 have to be 
reported. Well, I have two responses to that. No. 1, what 
about all the gifts under $200.00, of which the vast majority 
probably fall? And No. 2, simply reporting it doesn't mean that 
you can't take it. My bill states that you don't get gifts. 

Why should an elected official get a gift simply because he or 
she is an elected official? As I said in the past, gratitude is 
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expressed in insidious ways, and the gifts that go on in this 
body and with this city are obscene, and we all know it, and we 
have all been offered them continuously, and we are only offered 
them because we are elected officials. And many of us take 
them. 

The State bill does not address in any way the issue of 
nepotism, which my bill does, the issue of family members of 
elected officials getting jobs with the city. This has an 
extremely malignant effect upon the morale of city employees. 
They work hard for years toiling, doing their job well, and then 
some relative of an elected official comes in and gets a high 
paying job simply because of who he is, an unposted, 
unadvertised position. And people wonder why should they work 
hard; it is not a matter of what you do, it is who you are. 

The State bill does not in any way discuss the question of 
elect officials trying to pad the payroll and put people on and 
trying to in any way influence who gets hired by the city. My 
bill does that. 

The state bill in no way addresses the issue of city 
officials contacting Authority Board members and Authority 
Directors as a way of influencing them in their duties, which 
came out quite tragically in the Woods* case. 

I think it is also ironic when talking about the State 
Ethics Act, which after much labor did turn out to be a decent 
one, although I feel very, very, very lacking. 

I would like to read to this Council and the listeners the 
following language, and I quote: "Mr. President and members of 
Council, I don't believe this Council should be giving away its 
authority to state government to determine how the City of 
Pittsburgh Trial Board is structured. I feel that that should 
be in the hands of this Council, rather than the legislative 
body in Harrisburg, because the far majority of over 200 
Legislators do not represent the City of Pittsburgh. 
Approximately 190 of the 203 do not represent the City of 
Pittsburgh. Why should we have a Legislator from Montgomery 
County, Bucks County, Scranton, Erie, Harrisburg, Philadelphia 
or wherever, determining how the Trial Board in this city 
functions? Last week I spoke with Senator Scanlon. Senator 
Scanlon told me that he is going to introduce a bill to repeal 
the present legislation in Harrisburg to give the authority back 
to this city so that we can determine how the Trial Board is 
structured, rather than Harrisburg. I think that is the 
position this Council should be taking and not suggesting that 
others in Harrisburg that do not represent the residents of the 
City of Pittsburgh determine how our Trial Board is structured." 
That was Mr. Wagner's language when I proposed that this Council 
pass a resolution asking the Legislature to amend the way the 
Trial Board is chosen. I contend that if this Council should 
determine how the Trial Board is selected, then this Council 
should certainly determine its own ethics, especially in light 
of how many embarrassing and criminal activities have occurred 
in this city over the last few years. 

The Mayor's Code of Conduct, which the late Mayor Caliguiri 
drafted I guess several years ago now, is a two or three page 
document which is good as far as it goes. It must be pointed 
out that it does not in any way cover elected officials, and the 
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last two defendants from the City of Pittsburgh in Criminal 
Court were elected officials, one of whom was convicted. 

The issue of enforcement of this bill, I have several 
answers to that. No. 1, there is currently pending before Mayor 
Masloff the creation of an ethics board. That is why this bill 
is before us today, because we couldn't act on this bill with 
the board in it, while she is still reviewing it. In light of 
her creation of a commission, I do not anticipate her sending 
that previous legislation back to this Council before the end of 
the year, and so I feel this Council that is currently sitting 
should pass an ethics act and make a statement. I say that for 
several reasons. No. 1, without question, the Mayor has 
appointed an extraordinary commission of individuals, and these 
people have impeccable credentials and qualifications. But 
these are five of the busiest people in Allegheny County. And 
Mr. Lyons cited two, so I will just address the two that he 
cited. Judge Zavarella is the President Judge of Allegheny 
County, he is also the Administrative Judge of the Orphans Court 
of Allegheny County, he is also a trial judge in Allegheny 
County, he is also very active in the State Trial Judges, he is 
active in the State Probate Section, he has administrative 
duties, he is active on college allumi programs. Board of 
Directors, Bar Association activities. And if anyone thinks 
that he is going to have a significant amount of time to devote 
to something as significant as this, then he or she must be 
playing with about six cards in his or her deck. 

Bob Cindrich is one of the busiest, most active trial 
attorneys in /''egheny County. In addition to that, he has 
numerous nonprf'! it organizations on whose board he sits. His 
activities at the Bar Association are limitless, I don't know 
how he has the time to do all he does. I happen to know from 
people who work in his office that Bob Cindrich leaves his 
office rarely before 10:00 o'clock at night on his own legal 
practice. He is notorious in Allegheny County as being one of 
the hardest legal practitioners in the county, and he is the 
chairman of it. Now, I commend them for taking on this task and 
I thank them, but I know how scarce their time is and I know how 
much work is involved in doing ethics legislation, because I 
worked more than three and a half years on the one I did with 
the expertise and assistance of not only a class at the 
University of Pittsburgh Graduate School of Public International 
Affairs, but two experts in ethics. So the request that the 
Mayor made that this board, commission, report back to her in 
three months and in six months, I will be frankly surprised if 
that request is met, and if, in fact, it does get met, I would 
be hard pressed to be convinced that it was done so in a 
thorough and appropriate manner. Even if it is met with the six 
months proviso, that is getting back to the Mayor's office. The 
Mayor's office is then going to review it, amend it, submit it 
to the next Council for review and amendment, maybe hearings. i 
think we are talking at the earlier probably a year and maybe 
more before anything is enacted from that body. 

More importantly, and I can't emphasize this enough, there 
is no other place for discussion of and enactment of an ethics 
code to occur than in this City Council, in this body. The buck 
stops here, or more accurately, as we recently found out, the 
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bucks stop here. 

The Council presidents of this body for the past six years, 
with the exception of a few months, have both ended up as 
defendants in Criminal Court in the Federal District Court of 
Western Pennsylvania. One of them was convicted of 17 counts. 
The Finance Chairman from two years ago was found to have 
violated the State Ethics Code by the State Ethics Commission. 
Five members of this Council helped raise money for Ben Woods 
and invited people to an event that was held after he had 
admitted under oath himself to filing fraudulent ethics 
statements, had admitted to forgery, had admitted to laundering 
money, admitted to evading taxes and admitted to violating the 
City’s Home Rule Charter. And not one of those five members 
repudiated their involvement or distanced himself from 
Mr. Woods, despite those admissions under oath by Mr, V7oods. 
Then, after Mr. Woods was convicted of 17 counts, after a jury 
of 12 men and women found there was no reasonable doubt that Ben 
Woods had not committed extortion and bribery, racketeering and 
tax evasion, another member of this Council, incredibly, another 
member of this Council sitting here now at this Council, 
although he left the room now, said there was absolutely nothing 
wrong with what he did and that we all did this. Well, I don't 
commit extortion, I don't commit bribery, I don't commit 
racketeering, and I don't evade taxes. I would hope that the 
other members of this Council don't endorce what that one member 
did. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I have to leave, and I concur with everything you said. I 
am going vote for it. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It is a funny thing. After Ben Woods resigned from this 
Council, everyone felt real bad and was sad for him. People 
were near tears. But where was the sadness for his victims? 
Where were the tears for the persons who names have been 
besmirched, whose reputations have been damaged? Where were the 
tears for the good people, the innocent people who were dragged 
into this ugly, sorted, disgusting afair? Where are the tears 
for George Whitmer? Where are the tears for Paul Brophy? Where 
are the tears for Paul McDermott and the other people who tried 
hard to do a good job and represent these city and these 
authorities as well as they can and who now are entwined in this 
sorted, ugly raping of the public forever? 

Ben Woods was this Council's president, elected by the men 
and women who themselves were elected by the people of this 
city. He was the first among equals, and he betrayed us, he 
betrayed this Council and he betrayed the people of Pittsburgh. 

He damaged the reputation of this Council and of this city. And 

it is up to this Council to try and undo some of that damage, to 

at least start to turn things around. It is not for anyone else 

but for this Council, that is why this bill is before us before 
the end of this year, for this very Council that elected Ben 
Woods President, that raised money for his legal defense fund. 
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to send a message that, yes, we do care about ethics and we are 
going to pass a stringent ethics code that goes far beyond what 
the State*s does. If the Mayor wants to veto or add to it, 
fine, but this body that has put two defendants in Criminal 
Court and another person before the State Ethics Commission is 
the body that should address this issue. 

Call for the question. 

The Chair: 

Let me respond. First of all, your comment in regard to the 
Trial Board, you completely missed the point at the time in that 
every municipality in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
determines how their Police Trial Board functions except for 
ours. I was requesting uniformity, and I still would like to 
see that happen today. 

No. 2, there has been a lot talked about the Ben Woods case, 
and I am sure there will be a lot talked about it after. But 
what everyone seems to forget. No. 1, is Ben Woods was found 
guilty on multiple counts. I treated Ben Woods equal or 
innocent and equal until he was proven guilty. I did the same 
with Mr. Stone. And I think every human being deserves that 
right. But what the public also forgets is the charges he was 
found guilty on went back to 1983, 1984, 1985 and 1986. Since 
that time a new State Ethics Code is in existence. Where does 
the buck stop? That is a good question. I know with me and my 
responsibility the buck stops right here and with every Director 
in this city, and none will come to this table and tell me 
differently. Every Director of this city, the buck stops in the 
Mayor’s office; they do not take orders from any Councilmember, 
and the Charter mandates that. So if a Director took an order 
from a Councilmember, shame on him. That has to fall back on 
that Director for listening to someone that Director should not 
have listened to. The buck stops in the Mayor’s office for every 
department in city government, it always has, and as far as I am 
concerned, it always will. 

In regard to this bill and back to the bill, let’s talk more 
about the bill. There is concern about this bill even beyond 
this Council. We have with us a District Council Director 
sitting in the audience, Bruno DeLano. He has great concern for 
the employees of this city that are in certain unions and the 
provisions of this bill that relate to outside employment, 
restrictions on it. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It was taken out. 

The Chair: 

Restrictions on part-time outside employment. He is 
concerned about certain liquidated damage provisions of bill, 
public censure, and other portions of the bill related to 
political activity, and justifiably so, because certain people 
should be able to become involved in political campaigns, as 
long as they are not forced to be involved in the campaigns. 
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But let’s get back to the bill, Mr- Pollock, and you were 
talking about me, I am sure, when you said "nepotism." 

Mr. Pollock; 

I was not. 

The Chair; 

I have news story after news story saying that, because my 
brother was hired by city government. That is the reason why I 
did not vote for this bill originally, and I am sure you are 
alluding to that today- 

But there are certain sections of this bill that you should 
have great concern about yourself. You have said that you are 
the conscience of this Council. 

Mr. Pollock; 

That is easy. 

The Chair; 

You have always said that. Section 209 related to political 
activity. Your bill. Section 209 (b), "No public official shall 
solicit any contributions from any public employee," you state 
in your bill. Back on 11-1-89 in a discussion at this table in 
talking with Mr. Coyne, you said, "I have been offered checks by 
city employees on numerous times. I have had a very strict 
policy. I say 'I am sorry. I appreciate it. I am glad you 
like what I am doing, but I would not take a check from any city 
employee.*" However, back on September 30, 1988, not more than 
one year ago, you received a $1,000.00 check from the Mayor, 
Sophie Masloff, the No. 1 city employee. Just several months 
after that you talk about political contributions, you took that 
$1,000.00 and you gave it to Tom Murphy running for Mayor. 

Mr. Pollock; 

Was that from her or her committee? Was it from an employee 
or a committee, Mr. Wagner? At least tell the truth once in a 
while. 

The Chair; 

She is an employee of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Pollock; 

Who signed the check? 

The Chair: 

Whatever. 
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Mr. Pollock: 


There is a big different between an employee and a 
committee. I know you have a real hard time with the English 
language, Mr. Wagner, but try and tell the truth occasionally. 

The Chair: 

You had the table. You will get it again. 

Mr. Pollock; 

Who was the check from? 

The Chair: 

It was from her and her committee. 

Mr. Pollock: 

There is a big difference. 

The Chair; 

Let me continue, Mr. Pollock. 

Mr. Pollock; 

You haven*t told the truth in six years. 

The Chair: 

"No public employee shall receive any treatment not 
available to every other person." You talk about that in your 
bill. Section 205 (a). And you stated back on November 1, 
again, specifically in regard to Section 205, "Elected officials 
should not be provided any preferential treatment, anything more 
favorable than any than the regular public. You shouldn't get 
your dry cleaning for free. When you go to the store, you 
shouldn't be allowed to walk out with a free meal. Again, would 
you get that meal or that free legal service if you weren't an 
elected official?" 

Well, let me state this; Would Mark Pollock have been a 
talk show host on WTAE Radio if he wasn't a City Councilman? 
Would Councilwoman Michelle Madoff have been a talk show host on 
another radio station if she was not a City Councilmember? 

Mr. Pollock: 

What is the relevance of that? 

The Chair: 

Did that have anything to do with your getting a position or 
preferential treatment? 
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Mr. Pollock: 


I wasn't paid for it, so what difference does it make? 

The Chair: 

You got the position because it was preferential treatment. 
Is that a contradiction? It certainly is. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I wasn't paid. What is the relevance of this? 

The Chair: 

You wouldn't have gotten the position if you didn't get 
preferential treatment. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I wouldn't rake my leaves if I didn't get preferential 
treatment. 

The Chair: 

It is a contradiction. So you can state here that certain 
people get preferential treatment, but you, yourself, do also. 
For example. Section 204, preferential treatment in employment, 
"No public employee or official shall exert their influence in 
the hiring of people." You stated again at this table that 
elected officials should not be involved in that, that is 
unethical. But you wrote a letter to the Mayor indicating who 
should be hired as a replacement for the Executive Director of 
the Housing Authority. 

Mr. Pollock: 

What does the bill say, Mr- Wagner? 

The Chair: 

I gave you the floor, you are going to give me the floor. 
Mr. Pollock: 

I don't think you should continue to lie, though. Read it 
through, let the public hear what it says. What does it say, 
Mr- Wagner? 

The Chair: 

It is available to you and the public. 

Mr. Pollock: 

But you are lying to the public again. 
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The Chair; 

I stated what you said. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I asked in a public forum that the Mayor hire somebody, use 
her influence to hire somebody as an Executive Director of the 
Housing Authority. 

The Chair: 

That's right. 

Mr. Pollock; 

My bill does not address anything to do with hiring the 
Executive Director of the Housing Authority, and you know it or 
someone on your staff should be able to interpret that for you 
pretty clearly. 

You Haven’t told a truthful thing. 

The Chair: 

Replacement of that position. Section 203, Employment 
Restrictions (b) and (c), "Part-time employment needs written 
approval and full time employment is forbidden." You excluded 
that, and I commend you for it. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Thank you. 

The Chair; 

But let’s go back to the part-time employment in your bill. 
Any city employee that wants to get a job part-time now needs 
certain approval from their Director within their department. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Where does it say that? 

The Chair: 

It says it in Section — it is in the bill. 

Mr. Pollock; 

Read it. It does not say that. What is wrong with you? 

The Chair: 

You excluded Section (c), Mr. Pollock, and only Section (c) 
of that section. 
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Mr- Pollock: 


Read what you say is in the bill. 

The Chair: 

I know it is in the bill, I don't have to read it. Believe 
me, it is in there. 

Mr. Pollock: 

He is wrong. 

The Chair: 

"Secondary employment may be undertaken only when or not in 
conflict with conditions of employment." My point is this, 

Mr. Pollock, again, you as a lawyer can work part-time, and you 
can make $100.00 an hour part-time working as a lawyer and as an 
elected official. You can have an office across the street, you 
can have someone answering the phone for you right now. But 
when it comes to another city employee that may be a cleaning 
lady that makes a minimal wage that can't survive with her 
family, restrictions have to be placed on that individual. 

Mr. Pollock; 

Show me the restrictions in the bill. 

The Chair: 

But you as a lawyer working part-time making $100.00 an 
hour, only have to work ten hours a week to make $1,000.00. But 
someone else can go out and work 40 hours, and that person may 
only make minimum wage, but you place restrictions on that 
individual. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Where are the restrictions. Jack? 

The Chair; 

The point I am making is this, Mr. Pollock — 

Mr. Pollock: 

You haven't made a point yet. 

The Chair; 

I have made a lot of good points here. The Ethics Code that 
is in existence at the State level is a sound bill. No one has 
ever admitted to that. Everyone knows that it is a good bill. 

It is one of the best bills in state government in this country. 
For you to come forth with a bill without an enforcement 
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mechanismr that really, as I said earlierf is legislative 
demagoguery , is legislative demagoguery - 

In the process you tried to downgrade me with numerous 
statements previously at this table and beyond this table, and 
you tried to place restrictions on city employees according to 
your bill, and you say that you are a purist and you are the 
conscience of this city, is absolutely, positively the biggest 
contradiction that has ever come into this Chamber. 

The buck stops right here with Jack Wagner, and the buck 
stops in that Mayor's office and it stops in every Director's 
office reporting to the Mayor, and if those people can't do the 
job, if they are not ethical, they shouldn't be here. They have 
to be responsible. Good people make good government, not laws; 
good people make good government. And that is what I support, 
good people in this government. I always have supported that 
and I always will continue to support that. 

Role call vote, 

Mr. Ferlo; 

Mr. Chairman, one brief comment. The debate has been 
lengthy, if not obscure. Let me just put something in 
perspective. First of all, in terms of this existing Council, 
this existing Council voted overwhelmingly, I think it was 
unanimous, that we should communicate to the Board of 
Commissioners our desire to have the question put on the ballot, 
and it was an important question which obviously was supported 
overwhelmingly by the voters, and that is this Council has 
suggested strongly and the voters have agreed with us that the 
new Council in 1990 will undergo training under the new State 
Ethics Act which has been strengthened, as Mr. Wagner has talked 
about. I think that is an important step forward and a very 
positive, progressive action on the part of this existing 
Council as it relates to the new leadership body next year, 
especially in light of developments recently in Federal Court. 

I am going to be abstaining on this bill for a number of 
different reasons, and I have communicated to Mark and I have 
said right from the beginning I have not supported the federal 
or State Hatch Act and I don't support a local hatch act, and 
there are many aspects of this bill regarding limitations on the 
political rights of both employees as well as public officials 
that I just do not support. 

We should, upon final vote of this bill on Tuesday, have 
some sort of legal opinion on the bill, which I don't think we 
have. Mark submitted three different versions of this bill, and 
that is not a criticism, he is attempting to amend it depending 
on the wishes of Council and he has been cooperative and fluid 
on what the bill should actually contain. But at some point 
there should be a legal opinion before Tuesday on this final 
amended version which Mr. Pollock is offering for a vote today. 

I would so ask the Clerk to communicate to the Solicitor 
regarding the issue. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It has been done. 
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Mr- Ferlo: 


If it has been done, I haven't seen the opinion- There are 
areas of this that I do think are legal that relate to the 
collective bargaining agreements and the rights of the 
employees, and I would like the Solicitor to address those 
concerns. 

In closing, regarding my abstention I will just say two 
things. One, I am abstaining, however, I would like to view 
this bill as a revival when and if the Mayor's committee comes 
back with whatever recommendations or proposals that they might 
be inclined to support, and although Mr. Pollock would not be 
here, I will certainly publicly go on record to say that I would 
work with him, even though he may not be a Councilmember, to 
resubmit some version based on the recommendations of the blue 
ribbon panel. 

The only other thing I am concerned about in addition to the 
Mayor's recommendations, is that the — I think I talked about 
the Hatch Act and the collective bargaining agreement- I forgot 
my one last point. 

The Chair; 

Mr. Ferlo, I believe there has been a request for some kind 
of legal opinion. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I haven't seen it, though. 

Mr- Pollock; 

It was requested. You asked the City Clerk to make a 
request. I said that was done- I thought he made the request. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Do we have that information, Mr. Perry? 

Mr. Pollock: 

I don't think it came back, but I think the request was 
made. 

The Chair: 

I never did send a letter on that for a legal opinion on 
this one. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Maybe when he was here we just asked him directly. 

The Chair; 

I don't know if you did that, but the original bill that you 
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sent over to the Mayor's office was sent down for a legal 
opinion from Danny, also, 

Mr. Pollock: 

It is basically the same thing. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

The only other point, though, I think Mr. Pollock is 
perfectly correct and I support his position that just because 
we have a more forward and progressive and a more rigorous state 
act that was passed this summer, that doesn't necessarily mean 
or preclude this Council from adding to that bill and making it 
even stronger as it is relates to our local situation. So in 
terms of that principles, I support that principle, and 
depending on the recommendations of the Mayor's committee or the 
need to revive the proposal that is before us today, next year I 
would be inclined to again consider this matter. But because we 
have a state act, that does not necessarily mean that we could 
not have a stronger version of a local code of ethics, which I 
would support. However, if it does contain any notion which I 
refer to as a hatch act or a limitation of the political rights 
of both public officials and employees, in the end I will not be 
voting for that. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Jim, as I told you in private and I thought I said at this 
table, there is nothing sacrosanct about this, any section of 
this. And if you have a motion to amend, I would certainly 
entertain that. I told Mr Coyne that and Michelle that, as 
well. I would hate to see you not vote on the bill up or down 
because of some provision that I might not be married to, and if 
before Tuesday you want to amend anything, then I would hope you 
make a motion and we could all vote on it as a body, i took out 
some things Mr. Coyne wanted, and if he has other things I would 
certainly entertain motions to amend it, as well. 

I have been extremely cooperative and adaptable on this. I 
just think it is important that this body send a message. There 
has been a lot of harm and damage done by this body, and I think 
we are the ones that should start to undo it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

In response to that, Mr. Pollock, I think to be fair, we 
have sent a very strong message and that message was a unanimous 
vote to amend the Home Rule Charter to guarantee that future 
Councils, especially those elected by district, will undergo 
formal training of an act which I think Mark, you, yourself, 
would have to admit passed the mustard in Harrisburg not easily. 
There were many in Harrisburg this year who were lobbying 
strongly against reforming and making more stronger the State 
Ethics Bill. But that was done over the objections of a lot of 
Legislators. 
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Mr, Pollock: 


I am glad everybody likes that. That was my legislation. 
That legislation was passed eight months ago, that was sent to 
the Commissioners eight months ago. Since that time we have had 
the trial, since that time we have had five elected officials 
participate in a fund raiser that was held after the person on 
trial admitted to criminal activity himself, and no one said, 
"Don't go to the event." We have one member of this Council 
sitting here, one-seventh of this Council, saying everyone does 
what Mr. Woods did. So I think a lot of damage has been done 
since this Council passed that referendum. I think that damage 
has to be corrected. Not to mention the fact that the person 
who was elected as the President of this Council was convicted 
on 17 different counts. Those were all after the fact of that 
referendum, which I am delighted was passed by this Council and 
the voters. 

(END OF DISCUSSION) 

(Transcribed by H. Kriebel) 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, there’s a 
procedural problem here. It’s Mr. 
Pollock's bill and he wants to move 
to reflect on the legal opinion that 
came today, but I have a statement 
to make that I think is very 
important and I didn't know that 
he'd like me to make it before he 
made it. 

For a number of reasons this 
bill may end up being put back into 
Committee today, but I would like to 
request that it not be and I want to 
tell you why. 

City Council does not have a 
proud record. Over time, the media 
has repeatedly exposed our shame. 
The rejection of Mark Pollock's 
proposed legislation and the excuses 
given by my colleagues for not 
voting for this ethics bill is 
another sad chapter in our shameful 
record. 

Mark's ethics bill is an 
attempt at redressing our own image, 
the image of this Council. The 
timing of this legislation falls 
into the category of good news and 
bad news. Good news because the 
opportunity to vote for an ethics 
bill by this Council just after the 
conviction of a former colleague. 
The bad news, because any major 
criticism of this particular piece 
of legislation will be viewed as 
anti-ethics. 

My intention is to support this 
bill, not because I believe this 
bill is perfect, but because I 
believe we are in a critical stage 
in Council's need to earn the 
public's respect. I believe this 
ethics bill, indeed, supplements the 
State Ethics Bill. It can, like all 


legislation, be amended at any time. 

Furthermore, CounciImembers 
have had ample time to offer 
amendments and can still do so 
today. I offered an amendment to 
Mark, a concern that I had which was 
how can you stop people from talking 
to anybody about good people or good 
things that are happening. That's 
different from saying "l want you to 
give them the business" or "Hire 
somebody." He has taken that into 
consideration. 

The important thing is that 
this Council make a public 
statement. I agree with Mark. This 
Council should certainly determine 
its own ethics, especially in light 
of the many embarrassing activities 
which have occurred over the past 
few years. It doesn't matter what 
the Committee is going to do; we can 
alway improve any legislation. Look 
what happened today; finally, after 
11 years, we're going to change the 
admission rates on the Zoo. Things 
change, but you start from 
somewhere, from a base. 

Certainly any member of this 
body has a right to disagree with 
specific parts of Mark's bill. But 
the way in which members of this 
Council, and one in particular, 
argued against passage of this bill, 
and his distortion of facts, may 
well be the low point in the sorry 
affair. 

Those of us who recall Joe 
McCarthy at his worst in the early 
1950's may have a sense of deja vu, 
watching an attack on an accuser, 
accusing Mark, making accusation 
after accusation of what was or was 
not in Mr. Pollock's bill. The 
behavior of my colleague, and he 
knows who > he is, was truly 
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McCarthyism at its worst, with a 
*'Don*t confuse me with the facts'* 
attitude. 

I caution Council. The public 
can see through this sham. They're 
not fooled easily. Each of our 
votes make a public statement and I 
think the public vote should come 
right now. Support Mark's bill, not 
table the bill, because it isn't 
going to change. Mr. Ferlo isn't 
here and he said that he could not 
vote for the bill if employees of 
the City were not allowed to 
exercise their right to be political 
or be able to make political 
contributions. I don't care what 
anybody says. Mike Perry will tell 
you that I have refused him, every 
time I've run for office, from 
making a contribution to my 
campaign, not because I don't need 
the money or not because I don't 
want it, but if Mike Perry has to 
give it to me or feels he wants to 
give it to me, and there are nine 
people running, it becomes a 
hardship on anybody earning a 
salary. 

We're not going to have enough 
time between now and the end of the 
year. We don't say, "This Council 
votes for an ethics bill that can be 
amended." What we're saying is, 
we're turning our backs, we don't 
want to pur any restrictions on 
Council. We're not going to be the 
ones to correct our own public 
image. 

I urge Mark not to table the 
bill. Thank you, 

Mr. Pollock: 

Michelle is saying everything 
that I said last Wednesday, but the 
problem that I have is, and I 


frequenty wish that I didn't have 
this burden, is that I always try as 
much as possible to comply and 
respond to legal opinions from our 
Solicitor, I think, in fact, I've 
been the only person on Council who 
has taken them seriously and when a 
vote has come up and a legal opinion 
has come forward, it has affected 
the way in which I vote. Others 
have simply ignored it and gone 
ahead with their political pandering 
and gone against the legal opinion 
of our Solicitor repeatedly, 

I received a copy of the legal 
opinion five minutes before I walked 
into Council and I, for one, and 
maybe I'm not always right in doing 
so, take legal opinions seriously. 
And as much as I want to go ahead 
with my bill and want to have a vote 
on it, I also want to see if I can 
respond to the Solicitor's concerns 
and by amending it in such a way 
attempt to appease him. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Excuse me a minute, Mark. 

Mike, did each member of 
Council get a copy of that opinion? 

Mr, Perry: 

Yes. 

Mr. Pollock: 

It could be in your mailbox. 
It was received, as I said, a few 
minutes before we walked into 
Council. 

I have several points to make, 
though. Number one, as I said in 
Council, after I drafted this bill, 
and this was going back several 
years now, I sat down with the 
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Solicitor and the Assistant 
Solicitor in his office on an 
afternoon for about four hours and 
went through this bill word for word 
and made changes according to his 
instructions at the time. 

I have further amended 
according to other points he has 
made^ and now, at this last minute, 
he makes further suggestions. And I 
will attempt to respond to those as 
well because, as I said, I take him 
in good faith. But I would caution 
that if there is, in fact, an 
attempt to simply scuttle my bill 
for the sake of leading a parade and 
running as fast as one can to get 
ahead of it, then one must be 
suspicious of that attempt. 

I will make another good faith 
attempt to amend the bill in 
accordance with the Solicitor’s 
opinions and see if, in fact, this 
can be done. I'm not at this 
midnight hour of my term to throw 
four years of legal, responsive and 
responsible government out the door 
simply for one bill, no matter how 
important it is to me. 

So, I will make another good 
faith attempt to respond to the 
Solicitor's opinion. I hope I can 
do so successfully. Other members 
of Council have made suggestions 
which I will incorporate and in 
Committee we can discuss this bill 
again. I only would caution that 
if, in fact, there is an attempt by 
individuals to simply deny this bill 
for whatever the reason, then I 
think Council should be aware of 
that and consider that and examine 
that very closely. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

If 1 may, Mark, I apologize, I 


didn't get a chance to read that 
opinion. In effect, are you saying 
that the City Solicitor says that as 
it's written now it's illegal? 

Mr. Pollock: 

He has gone through the bill 
and made points of some provisions 
which he says could be better 
drafted, some which are illegal, but 
I think they can be corrected and so 
forth. Some are valid, I guess; 
some are not. Some can be 
corrected; I don't know if others 
can, but I'm willing to try. I will 
walk out of this Chambers today and 
start working on it because, as I 
said, I just received the opinion as 
I was walking in. So, I will 
continue to work on the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I think the 
message that I'm trying to deliver, 
and I'll try again, every bill can 
be modified. It can be improved; it 
can be corrected. And let's not use 
the excuse, "But this bill is 
illegal; the Law Department just 
told us three minutes ago." 

If we had the courage to say, 
"We want to change our public 
image", we want to say that we care 
about the ethics of this Council, 
then let's vote on it. We can amend 
this bill between now and the end of 
the year. I'm willing to wait a 
week; I understand what you're 
saying and I'm willing to wait a 
week. But I want to second what 
Mark has said. I cannot tolerate, 
nor will I condone, these delaying 
tactics. And I don't think we 
disagree on that, Mr. Coyne. The 
thing is, let's let next week be the 
day that we vote and let's let 
everybody show their true colors. 
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The Chair, Pro tern: 

To Chat extent I agree with 

you. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, the scrivener of 
the bill has said that he sat with 
the Law Department when it was being 
drawn up. So why is it so far out 
of line at its completion? Maybe we 
need to sit, the next time they draw 
it up, with Diogenes in his Lap. 

Mr. Pollock: 

What district does he 
represent? 

Mr. Lyons: 

Yours. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard Co the bill, we 
have received a legal opinion and I 
chink what everyone forgets is that 
this is not the first bill, this is 
another bill. Basically, what the 
Solicitor has indicated is that this 
bill, and actually he refers to two 
different bills in his opinion. 
Council Bill 3134, this bill, is not 
workable, legal nor well-crafted and 
duplicative of existing 

legislation. And he indicates that 
every section of Che bill has 
serious problems. 

Now, I don't know how you can 
amend a bill where Che Solicitor has 
indicated that every section of the 
bill has serious problems. And, 
quite frankly, a newly crafted bill 
is what should be done Chat is not 
duplicative to Che State Ethics Law 
and also reflects the opinion of the 


Ethics Panel that the Administration 
has put together. 

Therefore, amendments on top of 
amendments, or new bills on top of 
new bills, are not the right way to 
go here. We really have to legally 
and soundly put together a proper 
piece of legislation if one is to be 
presented in this Council. 

This issue is not a difficult 
issue to publicly speak against the 
bill as it is crafted in any form. 
And I said that last week in 
Committee. But I chink a legal 
opinion is a valid opinion, and it 
has been a valid opinion in this 
Council. And it's not just that the 
Solicitor is addressing one section 
of the bill; he is addressing 
multiple sections of the bill. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Actually, I agree with both you 
and Michelle Madoff, although your 
opinions differ as to whether we 
should recommit the bill. You're 
both saying not to recommit Che bill 
and you give different reasons and I 
say both of your reasons are valid. 

Michelle Madoff: 

You know, it might be 
appropriate between now and next 
week to have a motion of intent 
drafted which basically outlines 
perception of what is ethical, such 
as basic and broad terms, behavior, 
including nepotism, including 
whether employees can be political, 
sort of the broad concepts, and get 
a vote before Che end of this year 
as CO whether this Council believes 
we should have an ethics bill at 
all. And then, of course, the 
individual details and the 
legalities could be worked out at a 
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future time. But I would hate to 
see this Council terra come to an end 
without a very clear and definitive 
position by each member of this 
Council before the public as to what 
they think is ethical and whether we 
should be voting for an ethics bill 
and the general concept at all. 

It seems to me that you could 
rewrite this bill and rewrite it and 
rewrite it. And if Mark sits down 
with Dan Pellegrini, even though he 
just gave it to us three minutes 
before which I think is morally and 
ethically a disgrace, but if Mark 
sits down between now and next week 
and they work out these legal 
wordings and how it can be handled, 
this Council isn't going to vote for 
it anyway because they're going to 
say, "l don't believe we shouldn't 
have nepotism." "I don't believe we 
shouldn't have employees be able to 
work politically." So, we need to 
get a clear intent. 

The bill in its infinite detail 
is not the issue here. The issue 
is, are we going to vote to support 
basic ethics or are we not. And 
that's the issue. And I think, 
Mike, I will draft something between 
now and next week so that if the 
bill doesn't pass because it' s 
perceived as not being a perfectly, 
legitimately, punctuated, wonderful 
bill, we can still have the premise 
of are we interested in having an 
ethics bill, even when the Mayor's 
Committee comes back with 
something. I have no great hopes 
that would pass. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

In spite of what you said, 
Michelle, I think we should bite the 
bullet and vote this bill up or 
down. 


Michelle Madoff: 

So do I. Right this minute. 
And we can amend it later. 

Mr. Pollock: 

I make a motion to recommit so 
that it can be amended. 

Mr. Coyne seconded the motion. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the motion? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
motion pass finally?"

And a majority of the votes of 
Council not being in the 
affirmative, the motion was 
defeated. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Discussion on the bill 
itself. I would simply like to 
follow up on some of the points that 
Michelle was talking on and say 
that, number one, every employment 
situation, every place of 

employment, no matter how large or 
how small, the largest corporations 
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or the smallest work places, has the 
right and frequently the ability, 
and frequently, in fact, has done 
so, introduced and adopted a code of 
conduct. It doesn't have to be 
law. It doesn't have to be 
enforceable in court or by a law 
enforcement official. It is the 
code of conduct for that place of 
employment. 

The bill before us, without 
amendments, does not have a 
provision for penalties or 
violations and so forth. I have 
that amendment here. After further 
discussion I would certainly 
entertain if, in fact, the members 
of Council want to put that in. But 
the bill before us is, in fact, a 
statement of ethics. It is a code 
of conduct. It is a doctrine of how 
this Council would like to see 
government run, would like to see 
the officials and the employees of 
the City of Pittsburgh operate. It 
is, in fact, really, the same as the 
Home Rule Charter which has been on 
the books for 13 years and is also 
the same exact thing in the sense 
that there is no provision for 
penalties of the Home Rule 
Charter, There is no violations for 
the Home Rule Charter. The grand 
constitution of this City, the 
document by which all of us are 
supposed to operate, conduct our 
public and official duties, has no 
provision for violation, enforcement 
or penalty. So, in that sense, our 
Home Rule Charter is nothing more 
than a code of conduct and a 
statement of ethics. 

The bill before us enlarges 
that and goes into other areas that 
I believe are appropriate; nepotism, 
political macing, ex parte 
communications trying to influence 
various officials. I could go on 


and on and on. Gifts. I've said 
repeatedly that elected officials 
and public officials should not have 
the right or the ability to receive 
gifts simply because of their status 
as public officials. If that's the 
only reason why they're receiving 
them, they should not accept them. 

This bill as it stands is a 
statement that this Council, the 
current Council which has been 
unfortunatey and tragically brought 
into and comingLed with probably the 
worst corruption and scandal that 
this City government has seen at 
least in my lifetime and probably 
even much longer than that, it was 
this Council that elected Ben Woods 
as President. It was this Council 
that elected Ben Woods as President 
Pro Tern after Mayor Caliguiri 
died. It was this Council that 
supported him, raising money for him 
even after he admitted to a whole 
host of illegal activity. He 
admitted to money Laundering, he 
admitted to false ethic statements 
filing — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Mark, if I may. You made these 
points before and I asked you to 
please refrain from naming names. 
You can refer to him as the former 
President. 

Mr. Pollock: 

Okay. The point I'm making is 
that it is this Council that has an 
obligation, a moral obligation, a 
duty, to attempt to undo some 
damage. And if, in fact, this 
Council does not make a statement 
that it does care about ethics, that 
it does care about the conduct of 
City employees, then the public will 
again look at this Council and say 
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that this Council is mired in the 
mud, it has no concern for clean, 
honest and open government, it cares 
little about what the public thinks 
about City government. And there is 
a duty to make a statement, however 
problematic that statement is• And 
I'll be the first to admit that I 
doubt anybody, any group, any body, 
could introduce a bill that large 
groups of people would not take 
exception to, for whatever the 
reason, the appropriateness of it, 
the legality of it, the labor 
aspects of it. You can go on and 
on. Let ’ s face it; we are never 
going to have a bill that everyone 
is going to say is totally Legal, is 
perfectly appropriate, is valid and 
applicable and desirable. If you go 
into it with that given, that 
stipulation, then what we have 
before us today, then, is simply 
just another version of something 
that is going to be met with 
problems and opposition. 

I cannot state more 
passionately, more forcefully, chat 
this Council must state that it 
cares about ethics, and the only way 
to do that is to pass this bill that 
is before us today. I would have 
liked to have seen this Council try 
to amend it to satisfy the concerns 
of the Solicitor and others. 
Unfortunately, this was not the 
case. It's before us and I don't 
see how Council can vote no on this 
bill. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I'd like irty 
comments brought forward for the 
Record from last Wednesday's 
meeting. Anyone that was here or 
present during that session knows 
precisely how I feel about the bill. 


I believe that the opinion 
granted to Council reflects part of 
my opinion last Wednesday in that 
Che State Ethics Code, and it's 
listed in section after section of 
Mr. Pellegrini's opinion, is much 
stronger, much clearer, and most 
importantly, has clout. It can hold 
people responsible for doing 
unethical things. 

This piece of legislation does 
not have that as part of it and, 
without a doubt, the State Ethics 
Code is a stronger, much more sound 
piece of legislation than this piece 
of legislation. All it takes is to 
look at the two bills, a SO-page 
Ethics Code with an Ethics 
Commission backing it up with the 
penalty of law and fines 
administered as part of that 
Commission, and this bill has none 
of that. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. DePasquale, I wonder if you 
have the courage, and I think you 
do, to ask this Council if, indeed, 
this bill is going to go down to 
defeat, to ask whether indeed Mr. 
Wagner has said the State Ethics 
Bill is wonderful, would he be 
willing to amend the State Ethics 
Bill to include the prohibition of 
gifts, expansion of what is 
considered family, and covering the 
nepotism question, and vote for that 
bill as a start. Would you be 
willing to vote right now — 

Mr. Lyons: 

Point of Order. My point of 
order is this: The City is a 
creature of the State and we cannot 
eclipse what the State puts in. 

Michelle Madoff: 
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Tha t is not t rue. On bills 
that are drafted by the Federal 
Government on environmental issues 
and other issues y they are simply 
drafted, a State bill is, to cover a 
larger body. But individual bodies 
can strengthen the legislation, 

I am asking if a substitute 
bill is provided next week, if the 
deed cannot go on now, and this is 
part of discussion, and that bill 
with the State Ethics Code, the one 
that Mr, Wagner thinks is so 
wonderful, would he expand that bill 
to include, amend it, the 
prohibition of gifts and the 
expansion of what is family which 
includes nepotism. Then we can vote 
on the bill he thinks is so 
wonderful. And the important thing, 
Mr. DePasquale, is that every one of 
us is approached outside this 
Chamber and they point their fingers 
at us and say, "You're all a bunch 
of crooks," 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

That's a matter for a post 
agenda. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Call the question. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Is there any further discussion 
on the bill? 

And on the question, "Shall the 
bill pass finally?"

I'd like to take this 
opportunity to thank City Council 
and Mark for supporting this piece 
of legislation and for joining with 
the Mayor and the County 
Commissioners who have already 
issued similar supports for probably 
the most significant or socially 
significant piece of legislation in 
the 1990s. This will extend civil 
rights coverage to the last and 
probably largest minority group yet 
unprotected. Approximately 43 
million people in this country have 
disabilities and will be direct 
benefits of this protection. 

I hope that the Port Authority 
of Allegheny County listens to its 
political leaders and moves to 
purchase 120 new buses with lifts so 
that people who use wheelchairs will 
have an opportunity to ride the bus 
and not be restricted to only using 
the paratransit system. 

I would like to challenge City 
Council to go even a little bit 
further than passing this resolution 
in supporting the Americans With 
Disabilities Act. I'd like City 
Council to begin to look at what 
actually is happening in the City of 
Pittsburgh. The Americans With 
Disabilities Act, as Mark mentioned, 
is the key to employment opportunity 
for people with disabilities• And 
employment and economic self- 
sufficiency is the key to 
independent living. I'd like City 
Council to begin to look at what is 
happening in the City with respect 
to employment. How many folks are 
employed by City Council who have 


disabilities? How many folks are 
employed by the City who have 
disabilities, and not just entry- 
level, minimum wage jobs, but 
throughout the entire City 
structure. How many 
administrators? How many 
supervisors? How many professionals 
are there employed by the City who 
have disabilities? 

I'd also like to encourage City 
Council to look at establishing an 
office for people with disabilities 
in City government to really make 
Pittsburgh America's Most Livable 
City for all its residents, an 
office that would have as its 
function the opening up of 
opportunities to all people who 
reside in the City and who visit 
this wonderful City. 

But, in the meantime, thank you 
very much for this support and I 
hope the Congress is listening.

Michelle Madoff; 

With all due respect to my colleague, I don't think I 
support this bill on the surface unless I make a reason to 
change my mind. 

It seems to me that everytime a piece of legislation is 
presented to this Council, there is a fiscal impact and that is 
considered in the broad concept, but we know that if you're 
going to put signs up in the building, it's going to cost money 
to put the sign up "Do Not Smoke In Elevators" or what have you. 

You say that it would not necessarily stop the 
Administration or Councilmembers from introducing laws. The fact 
remains that when we start doing a cost ratio analysis, and 
even though it's good we shouldn't do it. For example, "No 
Smoking" -- the benefits to society and health so outweigh the 
benefits of what it might cost the City but somebody might say 
that the City shouldn't be in that business of smoke control and 
therefore we're not going to vote for it; it's going to cost too 
much. 


I think you've put obstacles, I think there's a cost factor 
that is added onto all the other costs to the City. While it 
sounds very good and very altruistic and even the premise is 
very good, I'm not sure that in principle it would really work 
and I would have some really work and I would have some real 
difficulties with it unless you could show me how long it would 
take, whether it would hold up legislation, whether it could be 
used by opponents to kill legislation; that's too dangerous for 
me. 


It seems to me that when somebody doesn't want to do what's 
recommended by another person they come in and say, "Let me tell 
you what it is going to cost the City or what it's going to cost 
the taxpayer"; that happens in any event and I don't think it's 
anything new being added here except that you're giving the 
opportunity to government to procrastinate and we all know how 
fast state legislation gets through; it takes forever. We've 
tried to get our bills through the tax abatements that took 
forever, the gentrification bill is still lagging somewhere 
incomplete. There are so many things that never get through 
government. I wanted to put another layer that gives them an 
excuse not to pass legislation. 

I think that the intent is honorable and I really believe 
that the issue comes up anyway. Everytime we introduce 
legislation the cost ratio benefit is discussed obliquely or 
directly. 
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The Chair: 

I would like to comment on the bill. I think this bill ties 
Council’s hands and it takes the authority of this level of 
government and gives it to the Administration and we cannot vote 
on any bill finally as is indicated here under Section A — 
shall not be voted on finally until it has first been referred 
to the Department of Finance, the Management and Budget Office 
and the director or directors of department or department 
affected by the ordinance or resolution or fiscal impact 
statement. I can think of numerous instances since I have been 
on Council where we don’t want that to happen. I would suspect 
this would also refer to any substantial amendment made to a 
bill that would cost the City additional moneys. 

I introduced a bill a couple years ago relating to street 
signs, requiring street signs at every cross street in the City 
of Pittsburgh, making sure that they were illuminated at the 
time and the cost of that was well over $1 million. It was a 
result of a paramedic vehicle not being able to find a home 
because a street was not marked. If we had to wait for a fiscal 
impact statement on that bill, it may have taken months or 
longer and consequently that legislation may not have been 
passed. 

Other legislation I can think of, I see an amendment here 
that Mr. Ferlo is proposing pertaining to the Riverside Project 
and the Conditional Use Application. I and Councilwoman Madoff 
and Mr. DePasquale many other Councilmembers have been a 
proponent of that project for years and if we make — if we pass 
this legislation, does that mean that a bill of that type and an 
amendment of that type must be delayed until a fiscal impact 
statement is provided to this Council? 

I personally am not prepared to wait for a fiscal impact 
statement by the Administration. That's the reason why Council 
has a budget staff. That budget staff is supposed to provide 
this Council with information pertaining to where the dollars 
will come from when legislation is passed by Council. We do not 
want to relinquish that power to the Administration. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I just comment on what you said? I believe and I must 
tell you though that it’s a hassle today and I didn't get a 
chance to look in my bills and the agenda until now and Bill No. 
3184 which is coming up shortly I believe does address the 
light; is that correct? And the amendment that was just received 
and it seems to me that indeed the dollar figure is there 
already; it has been pro forma to do that. Nobody comes to us 
without telling us what it’s going to cost and we always ask the 
question and sometimes the human benefits, the unintangibles far 
exceed whatever the cost is going to be.

Any other discussion? I want everyone to know I am 
considering the entire bill and I think within this legislative 
body we should make our own decisions.

Michelle Madoff: 

Whatever the name is, so that 
we can refer to it and we don't get 
mix-ups on things that happen in the 
same area and we think we're voting 
on something else. Thank you. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mr. Ferlo, you wanted to make 
an amendment and you wanted Mr. 
Pollock to be here. Apparently, Mr. 
Pollock isn't in the building, we 
don't know where he is, so I'd 
appreciate it if you wouldn't go 
with the amendment because you can't 
get the seven votes. You wouldn't 
get seven anyway with Mr. Pollock. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, I have a point of 
order. My point of order earlier 
was recognizing that it takes seven 
votes to offer an amendment, let 
alone to exceed with an amendment. 
My request was a courtesy one, and 
that is on Robert's Rules of 
Order. The request goes to the 
Chair to ask the colleague to return 
to the Chambers. I didn't raise 
this as "Send out the police to go 
get Mark Pollock." The courtesy is 
to communicate to the Chair and, if 
the colleague is present on the 
floor, to advise him of the voce on 
an issue that, in this case, takes 
seven votes. 

The Chair, Pro Cem: 

We followed through with that, 
Mr. Ferlo, and apparently Mr. 
Pollock is not in the building. 
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Mr. Ferlo: 

The reason why I have the 
concern on the amendment is since 
the last meeting where we discussed 
this, and Mr. Pollock, I might add, 
was not at the last Planning 
Committee Meeting when this was 
discussed, he was not privy to the 
debate and the discussion. I 
realize he made a comment in the 
newspaper saying that he would not 
vote for it, but it was my hope that 
after reiterating some of the 
discussion and also in light of 
additional information that I've 
received, having Calked to several 
Planning Commission members 

including Ms. Miskovich, on both 
sides of the spectrum politicallly 
within the Commission, there was 
great confusion and misunderstanding 
and, in fact, I believe the 
Commission itself was supportive of 
the amendment and I wanted to 
reiterate all Chat discussion in 
hopes Chat Mr. Pollock would be 
present and we could just have a 
second go around and debate. I 
don't think that's unreasonable. My 
original concern was one of fairness 
and I, again, wanted the 
opportunity.

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mr. Ferlo, if I may offer a 
suggestion. That is the last bill 
on the agenda with the exception of 
Mr. Coyne's bill. After Mr. Coyne's 
bill is read, why don't we recess 
until 2:00. I believe Mr. Pollock 
will be here at the 2:00 meeting, 
and Chen have a short meeting in 
regards to this one bill. Unless 
you want to forego the amendment. 


Mr. Ferlo. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I just think it's a sad 
commentary when a Council can't re¬ 
evaluate and have a full 
discussion. I'm reminding everybody 
that the Committee Session is a 
preliminary vote and discussion on 
issues. I can think of 100 examples 
these past two years that I've been 
on Council, and Michelle has raised 
this continually, where she has 
reconsidered on a vote and new 
information comes to the table.

I'm trying 
to engage the Council in an 
important discussion. Apparently, 
there will not be support for the 
amendment so it's inappropriate to 
recess. We should just vote the 
bill up or down. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Okay, on the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 


forefront, I supported him, I know 
you did long before other people 
came to this Council. As a matter 
of fact. Jack Wagner and I were 
appointed by Mayor Caliguiri to 
serve on a special commission on 
entertainment development. At that 
commission, we were for all the 
development and with the preference 
going to the river development, then 
by the Bunchers, not by the Bunchers 
of this point. We felt that we 
needed to get on with something to 
bring jobs back to the community. 
It was a very difficult battle. It 
just lagged for years, as you know, 

I don't think anyone has to 
prove our commitment and sincerity 
to this project. Recently, Mr. 
Wagner and I testified or stated our 
case in support of this uphill 
battle before the Zoning Board. 
Again, no one can question whether 
we support this issue, and it was 
not an easy issue to get the 
development to this point because it 
is so desperately need for the 
community which is what we said at 
the Zoning Board. Let's do 
something to help this community. 

I think it's unfortunate that 
the issue, and I want to point this 
out, of approximately $16,000 to 
$18,000, that's what we're talking 
about, is going to taint the 
goodwill between the developers and 
— I should say, could have, if this 
amendment had been introduced — 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

Michelle, you're discussing an 
amendment that wasn't even offered. 

Michelle Madoff: 


I'd like to point out that this 
has been a long, hard fought 
battle. Mr. Wagner in the 
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No I'm not. I'm talking about 
what transpired here last week. And 



what I'm saying is that everybody is 
happy with the issue. We want to 
get the project going. I think the 
terrible display that took place 
last week, with all due respect, the 
Finance Chairman would not let the 
principles come to the table to 
state their case. I would have 
voted the same way anyway, but what 
happened is the signaling that went 
on from the audience made it look 
like we had already been contacted, 
we were the spokespeople and we were 
puppets having our chains pulled. 
That was not the case and I think it 
was unfortunate that this kind of 
appearance took place and I wanted 
to clear that up for the record. I 
still believe, as I stated earlier, 
that we should be giving incentives 
to bring people into this community 
to develop project, not 
disincentives. 

I think the light is an 
unfortunate issue that was raised, 
but the bigger issue of the multi¬ 
millions of dollars that are going 
to be generated, the potential for 
jobs, the betterment of this 
community, and hopefully the profit 
that will be made by the corporation 
and the millions that are going to 
be invested, let's not be sitting 
here haggling or having any bad 
will• Let's forget what happened 
about this silliness of the light 
and let’s go on to looking for 
really meaningful development of 
this project. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I agree with much of what 
Michelle has just said. I do want 
to point out, and I will raise 
criticism to the Planning 
Commission, when the Planning 
Commission votes on a conditional 
use application, it should have the 


written amendment, whatever is going 
to be sent over to Council, before, 
prior to it's voting. That did not 
happen in this case. There was 
tremendous confusion and 
disagreement and lack of information 
presented to the Commission on this 
specific issue of the light. And I 
have talked to a number of Planning 
Commission members, and specifically 
one of them, who indicated that she 
thought that this was terribly 
unfair and, frankly, a horrendous 
situation that this undue burden is 
being placed on the developer to pay 
upwards of $80,000 for traffic 
signalization at a failed 
intersection. She stated very 
clearly to me that in no way did the 
Commission understand or have an 
appreciation that this was even one 
of the issues that they were voting 
on and, in fact, Councilmembers, we 
will indicate by way of Jane Downing 
coming to the table last week with a 
rewrite, supposedly, of the actual 
document that was sent over there* 

So, I'm asking in the future, 
that the Commission, when they vote 
on these matters, especially 
conditional use applications 
granting the conditional use, that 
they have the final document before 
them so they can debate and review 
and have discussion on it and 
entertain discussion from developers 
or anybody else in the community be 
they pro or con. If that had 
happened, I think it would have been 
a lot clearer on what the concerns 
were. 

But I will reiterate my 
concern. I'm disappointed that Mr. 
Pollock is not in attendance at the 
meeting today. He talks about a 
full day's work for a full day's 
pay. This is an important issue to 
me. It's not a dollars and cents 
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issue, and I said that last week. I 
didn’t raise it as a dollars issue; 
I raised it as a policy. I raised 
it as an issue of how City 
government in this bureaucracy deals 
fairly with developers, whether it's 
an individual home owner who is 
trying to get a variance or a 
conditional use to a major 
developer. I think it exposes a lot 
of weaknesses in the system. I hate 
bureaucracies and I get upset when 
some of these things happen and I 
think it's the job of Councilmembers 
to try to cut through the baloney 
when it happens. And as far as I'm 
concerned, what has transpired on 
this issue regarding the traffic 
signalization at 11th and Smallman 
is very disappointing and I chink 
it's sending out the wrong message 
as to how we conduct ourselves 
attracting private investment into 
this City. 

So, I wanted to still offer the 
amendment in hopes that we could 
have some additional discussion. 
That is not possible due to several 
considerations. I hope we can learn 
from this in the future. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Mr. Ferlo, you had a lot of 
support on that amendment with the 
exception that there were people 
afraid that the bill might have 
failed because of the amendment and 
didn't want to see that bill fail 
because of a traffic light or who 
paid for it or whatever. 

Mr* Ferlo: 

I understand that, but that's 
why I was hoping to have another 
discussion, round robin, at this 
table. Let's keep conscious of the 
fact that on Wednesday we have 


preliminary discussion and vote. 
It's often times the case that new 
information comes to the Council. 
It's often times the case that 
Councilmembers will rethink a 
position. There's nothing wrong 
with having some conflict and debate 
and discussion, it's just that, 
unfortunately, in this situation we 
need all seven members present 
regardless of whether or not people 
are going to switch their vote or 
not vote in the affirmative or vote 
in the negative. That shouldn't 
nullify my right to once again raise 
for a debate or a review or 
consideration of an issue that I 
find very important. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, in regard to the bill I 
simply want to state that there are 
certain things we can control in 
life and there are certain things we 
can't. Whether it's the number of 
people needed for a vote or, many 
times, particulars related to a 
project. I would hope that we would 
keep this project in focus and move 
on and not get bogged down in these 
particulars. 

Back in September of 1984, and 
this is hard to believe, but in 
September of 1984 I introduced a 
resolution in this Council 
supporting the Riverside Project 
which passed unanimously. It's five 
years later and we are within months 
of seeing something happen in the 
Strip District adjacent to the 
Convention Center. That's really 
the issue in front of us and the 
issue we have to keep in focus. 

We've had some problems with 
the Planning Commission, we've had 
some problems with the Planning 
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Department, and hopefully we can 
revamp both in the future. I don't 
want to see this issue get bogged 
down in our disagreements with them 
in that regard. This project 
represents a significant economic 
development project• I've always 
said it's a catalyst project for 
Pittsburgh because it' s the one 
project that will have immediate 
access to the riverfront. There is 
no other project that represents 
those types of qualities today in 
existence in Pittsburgh. This 
project will give Pittsburgh a 
marriage with the riverfront. It 
will show great appreciation for the 
riverfront. There will be boat 
docking facilities, restaurants on 
the riverfront, and that type of 
environment really has not 
existed. It does in Fox Chapel with 
the Fox Chapel Yacht Club. More 
recently, the Sandcastle opened in 
West Homestead, and we need a 
project in Pittsburgh where there is 
a marriage with the riverfront. 
This is that project. 

This is step one of a project 
and I believe we should move forward 
on it, send a positive signal, and 
worry about the particulars later. 
If the developer has to do a little 
bit more, so be it. If the City has 
to do a little bit more, so be it. 
But this project represents such a 
significant boost to our economy. 

I don' t think all of us, 
meaning the public, I think we 
understand it here in this Council, 
but I don't think the public 
understands the magnitude of a 
project in the Strip District, to 
enhance the Convention Center, to 
enhance the Downtown, to enhance the 
riverfront, to attact people into 
the City, to have boat docking 
facilities in the City so that 


people can actually come to a 
location in their boat rather than 
by car or some form of public 
transportation. We have done a 
whole lot in this area in terms of 
public improvements. The Martin 
Luther King Busway. The Light Rail 
Transit Station. The building of 
the Convention Center. We have a 
bus depot there. We have a train 
depot there. 

This is the beginning of an 
extremely significant project that 
will enhance Downtown Pittsburgh. 
The Convention Center, the Strip 
District, hopefully generate 
residential living in condominiums 
on the waterfront, create a market 
for that. It has so many great 
potential ideas related to it that 
we have to pass this today and see 
it move forward. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I couldn't agree with you more. 
Michelle Hadoff: 

I echo what my colleague has 
said and I think that was basically 
the message I was trying to get 
across. And while the amendment was 
not introduced, it was only for 20 
percent and 20 percent of $80,000, I 
believe, is about $16,000. So for 
us to even have this embarrassing 
conversation to look as if there's 
something for the public to assume 
that maybe there's some disagreement 
or friction between the developer 
and the Planning is inappropriate. 

I do agree with my colleague, 
Mr. Ferlo, that we need to look at 
having some kind of interaction with 
the Administration that sets a 
precedent for having incentives to 
bring businesses into the City but 
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that should not be attached or a 
rider to this particular bill. 
Let's get on and vote for it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, on this point. I 
concur wholeheartedly with the 
comments made by Mr. Wagner and I 
certainly have had that position for 
the last two years on this issue. I 
only want to point out that on any 
given point, whether we like it or 
not, this is the forum to try to 
impact and advocate a change in the 
Administration, whether it be an 
attitude change, whether it be a 
change in the Planning Commission's 
sense of bureaucracy and how they 
deal with development. And I only 
want to point out that one of the 
things that is fortunate and one of 
the reasons why I'm so supportive of 
the Riverside Proposal is the amount 
of private dollars that are being 
generated. Every other project that 
I've participated on improving over 
the last two years has involved 
major public dollar commitment and 
support and that is not present in 
this commitment of bringing in and 
harnessing private equity and 
private dollars to a project. 
That's why I'm so concerned about 
the manner in which the face of our 
City and the manner in which we 
interact and work in the spirit of 
cooperation with private 

investment. In that sense, I think 
the Planning Commission and the 
Administration need to resolve some 
of the conflicts. 

Mr. Lyons: 

I would like my comments 
brought forward from last Wednesday. 


Mr. Ferlo: 

My comments also. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I would like my comments also. 
Mr. Wagner: 

I would like my comments 
brought forward also.

Mr. Lyons; 

Mr. Chairman, I move for the approval with the amendments 
that will be presented. We have them here, we can just read them 
in. 


The discussion on the bill would be — the only thing that 
I would see — the problem with the bill is seemingly the 
developers of this piece of property are being held as hostages 
to put in the traffic signal up at 11th Street which is some 
distance away from the actual site and I think that — I know 
that the amendment covers it real well. Since the 11th Street 
problem there, I know there's been a lot of problems there but 
you have put the Vista Hotel in, the Lawrence Convention Center 
and other things that have gone there and that there is no life 
has gone in upon the erection of those buildings and so I feel 
that Jim Ferlo's proposed amendment to this condition is within 
the realm — 

Michelle Madoff; 

— nobody has even read the amendment yet. 

The Chair: 

The amendment hasn't been proposed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

On the bill itself and I'd like to suggest some amendments 
but I would like to give Director Downing an opportunity to 
initially respond because I believe since the actions of the 
Commission a week ago and they cooperating and getting this 
legislation quickly to Council so that we can move on it, 
they've had a reconsideration of the language which nullifies 
one of my concerns. I think it would be more appropriate for 
Director Downing to offer her amendment. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Could somebody explain what's happening first?

was sent to you was the conditions as they were submitted to the 
Planning Commission and we simply did not have time to type up 
the new version before submission to you. So this is what 
actually — 

Michelle Madoff: 

— could you summarize what happened and what you corrected 
please? 

Ms. Downing: 

At issue in the information I just passed out to you was 
the requirement that a traffic signal be installed at 15th 
Street and Smallman Street — 

Michelle Madoff: 

— can you help me get my bearings — 

The Chair; 

— Councilwoman Madoff, please stop interrupting. 

First of all, one Councilmember has the floor at a time and 
Mr. Ferlo has the floor. Director, please proceed. 

Ms. Downing: 

The development that is before you for Conditional Qse 
approval is for a floating barge that would hold two restaurants 
and a nightclub, a 60-slip marina and related parking on the 
land in an existing parking lot. 

The Planning Commission held a public hearing, is 
recommending approval of this Conditional Use application with 
conditions. There were two conditions that were of concern to 
the developer. One involves installation of a traffic signal at 
11th and Smallman Streets which Councilman Lyons was referring 
and the second relating to a traffic signal at the intersection 
of 15th and Smallman Street which is relating to the information 
I just passed out to you. 

At the Planning Commission meeting relative to the 15th and 
Smallman Street intersection, there was discussion about the 
timetable — I should back up and summarize the condition. The 
condition was that upon granting of a temporary occupancy permit 
for the first use and let's say there's a restaurant that goes 
into the barge, that an applicant hire a traffic consultant and 
do a traffic study to determine whether a traffic signal at 15th 
and Smallman Street were warranted and that that be done within 
a four-month period. If it were determined that a traffic signal 
was needed, the original motion that you originally received 
says it must be installed within two months. At the Planning 
Commission hearing there was general discussion about that 
timetable and the attorney for the developer requested that the 
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timetable be moved to allow them more time to actually install 
it- So an amendment was passed saying that as an alternative to 
the original timetable motion that a bond be posted before the 
building permit was issued and that after the four-month time 
period that if a signal were warranted that the time to install 
it would be lengthened to six months which is I believe what was 
requested by the attorney, so that there is an alternative that 
the developer can choose. Either the original six-month time 
period or the alternative which is posting the bond before the 
building inspection — before the building permit is issued and 
then using the entire ten months to install it. If in fact the 
signal is determined not to be needed, then the bond would be 
returned after the four-month period. That’s how that would 
work. So that is what the motion that I just passed out to you 
is. It gives that option and it’s my understanding that the 
developers are — they would be more interested in that 
alternative than in the first. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Than the one at 11th Street. 

Ms. Downing: 

This is still 15th Street. It gives them more time if in 
fact one is needed it. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Again right now we’re only talking about the issue of the 
traffic signalization and the timing of when these devices would 
go in and the manner in which they will go in at 15th and 
Smallman- If we don’t amend the legislation on Bill No. 3186 
that is currently before us today either by my proposed 
amendment or Director Downing's proposed amendment, what we’re 
basically saying is that the developer would only be granted the 
occupancy permit for only one of the activities of the four 
proposed activities on the barge alone and that any additional 
activities in any of those four areas pass the one-occupancy 
permit would kick in the necessity of the developer to have to 
pay and complete the task of finishing the traffic signalization 
which is tantamount to allowing a permit for a restaurant but 
not allowing them to use the bar or the kitchen. 

Ms. Downing; 

That’s not the intent of the alternative. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

I understand that. We’ve spent an hour the other day with 
you and I know with Mr- Wagner, myself and other members were 
here, talking — and I think this is a microcosim of a broader 
issue in terms of the manner in which we deal with developers 
who are spending private dollars. Now this is not meant as a 
criticism to you or to the department or necessarily even to the 
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commission but I believe strongly that there should have been a 
process by which the developer and his or her representative, 
especially legal counsel, could have provided that input to the 
commission when they voted on this a week ago so that in the 
bill before us today. Bill No. 3186, we would not really 
actually be working to amend it and clarify this point. The 
basic point being that we have to amend this legislation because 
we have all stated and no one has stated it more clearly than 
the Mayor herself with a very prominent and celebrated press 
conference that we are behind this project full steam and that 
we want to fast track it and I think all of the parties involved 
including yourself, including Mr, Farmer, Mr. Brown, the Board 
of Adjustment, the Planning Commision, the working group on 
community development, all the advocates in the community, the 
Strip District Business Group, the Golden Triangle Association, 
everybody has been geared towards fast tracking this effort and 
I’m glad that I didn't have to wage a heavy debate here on the 
amendment itself and that the department itself is coming to the 
table to offer this. 

Ms. Downing; 

This is what the Planning Commission actually approved, I 
mean, what I passed out to you. The original submission was in 
error because we were trying to fast track it. 

Mr. Ferloi 

We have never — in the two years that I've been here, we 
have never amended a conditional use application that has come 
to the table. In other words, everytime a conditional use 
application has come to this table, it has been written in final 
form and there's never been a debate or discussion. We've 
amended one and that involved the elimination of some parking 
spaces around the Shadyside Hospital expansion, Mr. Pollock 
offered a couple amendments after meeting with some community 
groups. So let's just be clear that I am glad that we're getting 
our act together and that this amendment does clarify the issue. 
The question I have to you Director though is, why is it that 
there has to be four separate occupancy permits? Again, this 
bill today is permitting the conditional use application but in 
that there is still the requirement that each and every activity 
underneath — solely dealing with the barge-related activity — 
commands four separate occupancy permits; why is that? 

Ms. Downing: 

That's standard building inspection procedures; they grant 
the occupancy permit. 

Mr. Ferlo; 

That occupany permit — just so we're cleat — can be 
granted by the Zoning Administrator at this point after we 
approve this conditional use. 
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Mr, Brown 


It approves the zoning by me but issued by the Bureau of 
Building Inspection after all conditions are met. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I understand that but it will not involve other layers of 
the bureaucracy, either the Commission, the Board or Council. 

Mr- Brown: 

There are conditions and here it does require the Planning 
Commission’s review signage, things of that nature before the 
certificate of occupancy could be issued.. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Is that going to be a significant delay? 

Mr. Brown: 

I don't think so, I hope not. 

Ms. Downing: 

No, it won't be. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Did the Planning Commission approve the signage for the 
Sports Bar at Station Square? 

Mr. Brown: 

Yes, they did. 

Mr- Ferlo: 

They made a terrible decision because it's completely 
unreadable when you come across the bridge. 

I have no further comments on the amendment that's being 
offered regarding 15th and Smallman, but I do have a second 
amendment but I 'll hold because there may be other discussion. 

The Chair: 

There is no motion on the floor yet for an amendment- We're 
still talking about the bills in general. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I thought we were discussing the amendment that Director 
Downing is offering — 
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Mr. Brown: 


— actually that is not an amendment, that's already built 
it. The Commission amended their own recommendation. That's 
already built in to your ordinance. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

That's certainly a cleaner way to address the problem- 


The Chair: 

I just want to state that there has been no stronger 
proponent in this government of the the Riverside Project than 
myself going back five years and my hope today is that whatever 
this Council does, it does not impede the progress of 
development at this site with or without delay- I would hope 
that would not be a stumbling block to progress here. 

Michelle Madoff; 

I believe that my colleague, Mr. DePasquale, really spoke 
for me in the length of time that I've been here when he said, 
"We thought we were entering a new era, a new day with a ne\.^ 
administration; it wouldn't be business as usual." 

You know, when you ask somebody in government why they're 
doing something that is so blatantly wrong, the standard answer 
is, "because we've always done it that way". Now because we've 
always done it that way, it just doesn't wash anymore and just 
doesn't justify actions anymore. This is a community that has 
gone from 700,000 people to now projected at 375,000. If we 
don't do what other cities like Baltimore — even Chicago has 
had a terrible reputation in government relations of change, 
opening up our doors and saying, "Look, I'll give you five 
lights, will you come and bring us some business", "we'll give 
you a new street, we'll give you a ramp", "What do you want?” 

If we are talking about Mark Pollock's bill about cost benefit 
ratios, it doesn't take a genius and you don't need a study to 
know that if you bring people in the business, we're all going 
to benefit.

Michelle Madoff: 

We are talking about, in Mark Pollock’s bill, about cost 
benefit ratio. It doesn’t take a genius and you don’t need a 
study to know that if you bring people into business, we are all 
going to benefit. 

We must stop this provincialism. We are competing with 
cities all over the country. Now, I don't know that I am going 
to vote for this, I need more information. But in the broad 
concept we have watched the city lose half its population, and 
you sit there smugly and say, "It's always been that way." Why 
didn't you say, "We will give you the light, Mr. Connelly. Look 
what you are doing for this community." 

I am glad you mentioned Station Square. Did you read 
yesterday's paper? Did you see what Connellys are doing out of 
town? The millions and millions of dollars they are bringing 
elsewhere? Why aren't they bringing it here? We could argue 
because we are not for gambling and maybe we should be. But 
there is so much development that could go on here. Maybe it is 
just easier to do business elsewhere than it is to do it with 
our Planning Department and our Administration. And I don’t 
mind going on record saying that. 

My aide read the article and said, "Did you see what 
Connellys are doing?" Doesn't that register with you? Do you 
know what we are going through with this budget and the tax 
swap, the burden we are going to have to put on senior citizens?

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President and members of 
Council, I just want to talk about 
an issue that has been in the media 
for the last couple of days. It 
pertains to a Hr. David Kashi, the 
owner of the Golden Triangle Fashion 
Clothing Store in the Buhl Building 
at 210 Fifth Avenue. 

The City Historic Review 
Commission said that he could not 
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use his iron security gate because 
his store falls within the Market 
Square Historical District* Mr. 
Kashi sought a permit from the 
Building Inspection to install the 
gate and was referred to the 
Historic Commission and denied 
installation. The Commission 
recommended that Mr. Kashi install a 
gate inside the store. Mr. Kashi 
said he could not afford a second 
gate and opened without the gate 
inside the store. He did so and was 
robbed twice, losing over $20,000 
worth of merchandise in this 
clothing store. 

After the thefts, Mr. Kashi 
told the Commission that he planned 
to install the exterior gate and 
would order the second gate for the 
inside of the store. During 
installation of the exterior gate, 
the City inspector showed up with a 
stop work order and threatened Mr. 
Kashi with $1,000 a day fines if he 
went ahead with the installation. I 
understand that the gate is now up 
and in use and Mr. Kashi is open for 
business but threatened with daily 
fines for using his security gate. 

Many, many other stores on 
Fifth Avenue have security gates 
similar to his. I fail to see how 
his gate harms the historical 
integrity of the Market Square 
Historical District when the store 
is actually on Fifth Avenue. It's 
not even in the District. How many 
people check or are looking for 
historical integrity during the 
hours a store is not open, in 
reality? That is probably between 
the hours of 9 p.m. and 10 a.m. in 
the morning. Quite frankly, I think 
Mr. Kashi should be allowed to use 
his gate. He should seek 
alternative means but should not be 
threatened during the interim. 


The message we are sending in 
this type of situation is that we do 
not want store owners to protect 
their property if the need exists to 
do so. And that's the worst kind of 
message this City, this Government, 
can be sending in terms of 
attracting store owners or property 
owners into the Golden Triangle or, 
for that matter, any area in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

So, I, for one, as a 
Councilmember, want to state 
publicly that I don’t want to see 
this individual fined. I want to 
see him given appropriate time to do 
what he needs to do but, during the 
interim, be able to protect 
himself. The issue has not been 
raised that maybe we don't have 
appropriate police protection in 
that particular area and maybe it 
really falls back on government, 
this government, rather than a gate 
that we're talking about. But 
certainly, this individual should be 
able to protect his store in an 
appropriate way that other stores 
are doing the same thing, at least 
during an interim period, without 
being threatened. 

I just wanted to bring that up 
for the Record. I know I'm making 
my thoughts heard and, quite 
frankly, I think the Historic Review 
Commission should back off on this 
one. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

You know, Mr. Wagner, I had the 
very same thoughts when I read that 
in the paper and I couldn't help but 
think that the Press which is the 
bleeding heart in this town in 
regards to historical designation 
had said nothing about this 
gentleman being put out of business 
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if he doesn*t get that gate up 
there. So, they*re saying just 
because it's historical, we can't 
put the gate there. Building 
Inspection is going to fine the man 
and he' s going to go out of 
business. And at the same time, 
we're saying, "Come in to town, put 
your businesses here." We want to 
encourage them to come in to town 
but we won't give this man a gate 
and we're telling him in effect, 
"You going to have to go out of 
business because you're going to get 
robbed blind.” 

Mr. Wagner: 

If I could follow up, Mr. 
DePasquale. A year ago we ran into 
a similar situation, Shadyside, 
around the Christmas shopping 
season. These types of messages 
should not be sent from this 
government. I intervened a year ago 
and I’d like Council, as a body, to 
intervene and say, "Let's give this 
man a reasonable time to do what 
needs to be done", but during the 
interim, we should not be 
threatening. 

Michelle Madoff: 

I think it would be productive 
if we had the History and Landmarks 
representatives meet with us at a 
post agenda or a meeting to see what 
kind of arrangement we could have 
them work out that would be 
acceptable because I think the end 
result of what's happening here is 
certainly not acceptable. There's 
got to be ways and recommendations 
whether it's burglar alarm, whether 
it's a gate that will not be seen 
because there's an awning, as he 
said, that hides this gate during 
the daytime. He complained that he 
couldn't put the gate on the inside 


because the oil and grease would 
damage his merchandise. 

I think all of us read that 
article rather carefully. It isn't 
enough just to sit here and say, 

"Well, this is unfair" and we're 
pointing out the faults of the media 
or the faults of the History and 

Landmark or the City doesn't supply 
police officers. Let's take it a 
step further and see what we can do 
to help this kind of situation. 
It's not the only one, it's not 
going to be the last one, and let's 
try to head it off from happening 

again and help this individual. 

So, Mr. President, I'm asking 
you to set up a meeting with the 

History and Landmarks Society, this 
Council and the gentleman, and see 
what we can work out. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

It's alright with me. Is 
Council in favor of setting up that 
meeting? 

Michelle Madoff: 

Does somebody want to second 
that motion? 

Mr. Ferlo seconded the motion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Not the History and Landmarks. 
Michelle Madoff: 

Yes, I want to see what they 
can recommend. I would like them to 
be here and all parties involved and 
see what we can work out that is 
productive. 
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Mr. Fcrlo: 

On this pointy 1 concur with roy 
colleagues. It shouldn't 
necessarily be just the History and 
Landmarks; it should be the 
Historical Review Commission 
representative. Building Inspection, 
what have you. 

But I also think we're owed an 
explanation. I think we're owed an 
explanation from the Police 
Department and our Public Safety 
Director regarding the issue. We're 
talking about a robbery that didn't 
happen within the store. If I 
understand it correctly, at least on 
one of the occasions we're talking 
about the removal of windows and the 
removal of leather jackets or 
whatever the artifacts were, right 
from the front of the store. Now 
presumably, that didn't happen over 
a five minute period, So, I do 
think we're owed an explanation from 
the Department of Public Safety. 
This happened in Lawrenceville, the 
removal of the bay window and the 
stealing of equipment and money and 
flowers and what have you from the 
flower shop over an hour and a half 
period. The same kind of thing. 
And this is in the area right off of 
Market Square. So, I think we're 
owed an explanation from Director 
Cannon and we' re also owed an 
explanation from the Planning 
Director, 

Why do these things always read 
such the chaotic, embarrassing state 
where you get a headline in the 
paper like that? Where is the 
Planning Director? Where is the 
URA? We have a program for facade 
improvements in the Downtown 
Corridor on Liberty Avenue. 
Couldn't somebody go and see if 
there is a way to have some 


historical integrity and still have 
this outside gate? There were gates 
100 years ago that protected stores 
in downtown areas, so maybe there's 
a way with some additional 
resources. 

What this talks about, again, 
is a failure for the big old City 
bureaucracy to get the heck off 
their duff and do what they need to 
do to help this gentleman out. 

Michelle Madoff: 

That's what we're doing. I 
just made a motion and you seconded 
it. Let's get on with it. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

You're so right, Mr. Ferlo, and 
I've been the first to praise the 
Police Department of the City of 
Pittsburgh. But remember the old 
Inspector Clouseau movie where the 
policeman was giving a ticket while 
a couple of guys was robbing the 
bank? Perhaps they were giving 
tickets out while the store was 
being robbed. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Well, if he won't be there 
anymore in business, he won't have 
to worry about historical integrity. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I touched on this 
matter yesterday and I feel chat 
there should be a moratorium issued, 
that he would suffer no intimidation 
until there would be an agenda 
between the Council and whatever 
party, among the Council and all 
parties. This is what I'd like Co 
see, a moratorium placed now, that 
he would suffer no intimidations. 
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We*re Crying Co spread a Cax base in 
Chis Cicy. We have problems now 
wich Caxes, and if we run people 
ouC, and ic doesn'c Cake long for 
Che A.P. CO pick up Che news and 
spread ic around Che counCry, and we 
will noc have any enCrepreneurs. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

We should all go ChrisCmas 
shopping in ChaC score and give Chis 
guy some supporC. 

And on Che mocion of Mr. Lyons

(MR. WAGNER’S COMMENTS ON THE APPOINTMENT OF ALEX SCIULLI AS 
DIRECTOR OF THE DEPARTMENT OF ENGINEERING & CONSTRUCTION) 

Mr. Wagner; 

Directorf Councilwonian Madoff will follow me. I only have 
one question. First off# I have full intent of voting for you. 
Of course# I want to hear an affirmative out of the question 
that follows. But I have grown to respect you also# not only in 
your position in Engineering previously# but also I think the 
Water Department has made great strides in the last couple years 
since you have been the Director. I am very hopeful that will 
continue in the Water Department and you will do similar things 
in Engineering# although I don’t think Engineering has as many 
dramatic needs for improvement as Water did when you took over 
the position. However# I think Engineering is a critical 
position in city government. I have had a concern in the past 
about communication and maybe it is because Engineering was an 
out growth of another department back in 1984. But I really 
want to see information flow well between departments and to 
other utilities when we are doing engineering projects# whatever 
they may be. No. 1# and most importantly# between departments 
such as — and probably the most important department is — 
Public Works# and also others departments of which I am sure you 
will have a good handle on water# because there is a lot of 
coordination with the Water Department also. But also in 
addition to those departments# Parks and Recreation# when you 
are doing an Engineering project there# General Services# when 
you are working on a city building that falls under their 
jurisdiction. But in particular# I would just like to know what 
you intend to do to make sure the lines of communication are 
open between the various departments and beyond. 

Mr. Sciulli: 

I think it is a very good point. Certainly there was some 
resentment in 1984 when people were taken out of their 
respective departments into the Engineering Department, and Paul 
McDermott had a major hurdle to go over to try to get everybody 
to work together. He has done a great job doing that. Now we 
are beyond that and it is time to strengthen those lines of 
communication. I think as the director of the Water Department# 
I certainly have been in close contact with Director Gaetano 
from DPW and other directors that you mentioned. 

What I would like to do# starting in the first quarter of 
1990# is make a visit to every department and kind of go over 
things that have concerned them over a long period of time# 
maybe where there hasn’t been a face-to-face meeting between 
directors and kind of see where we are# and if there are some 
stumbling blocks hear them out and what we can do to move that 
along. 

But I think you are right. I think the key to the 
Engineering Department’s success is how well they are able to 
communicate with the other departments and how v/ell they are 
able to perform based on the tasks that have been given us. I 
certainly feel that I have the ability to communicate with all 
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the directors with their respective needs. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I am pleased to hear that. I think Director McDermott has 
done a very good job. This city has come a long way in five 
years from its infrastructure needs, and all you really have to 
do is look around and see all the magnificent projects that have 
been completed under his jurisdiction. But at the same time, I 
am pleased to hear that is a priority of yours, because many 
times myself, and I am sure other members of Council, if there 
was better communication between departments, I think we could 
coordinate efforts and get things down in-house a little easier. 
So that is high on your agenda and you are making a commitmen to 
do that?

Yes, it is.

(MR. WAGNER'S COMMENTS ON BILLS NO. 3051 & 3062) 
(Wednesdayy December 13, 1989) 


Mr. Wagner: 

I think we should discuss both of these bills together, and 
then vote on them together and/or separately and move to the 
other bills. First of all, let me state this: I am sure there 
is there is going to be extensive discussion, we are going to 
want the Administration people to come to the table. You may as 
well come to the table right now, Mr. Mistick, Mr. Turner and 
Mr. Hayllar. 

The Mayor has made two proposals. In her initial budget 
address the Mayor recommended elimination or repealing of Bill 
No. 3051 pertaining to five-eights of 1 percent wage tax. In 
doing so, she suggested increasing the millage indicated in Bill 
No. 3062 by 10 mills on land and 10 mills on building. That was 
in her budget address over one month ago. Since that time the 
Mayor has suggested another alternative approach that has been 
issued within the last hour to City Council in letter form and 
also indicating in that a change in the original proposal where 
the land tax would increase by 33 mills rather than 10 mills, 
and the property or building tax would increase by 5 mills 
rather than 10 mills. Both proposals are equal in dollar 
volume, but create a change in terms of who would pay more and 
who would pay less. 

I think Council should consider both in our discussion right 
now, but I am going to take the prerogative of the chair and put 
a motion on the floor under Bill No. 3062 to change the tax on 
properties pertaining to land from 151,5 mills to 207.3 mills 
for an increase of 55.8 mills. And furthermore, there would be 
no change in the millage on buildings. 

Michelle Madoff: 

What would it remain at? 

Mr. Wagner: 

The millage on buildings would remain at 27 mills. At least 
for the point of discussion, I am offering that. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

I will second it. I don't agree with you, but I will second 
it for discussion. 

Mr. Wagner: 

I would like to explain my motion. 

I proposed this several days ago. Obviously it is not in 
agreement with the Administration, and I have even talked with 
them about it. My reasons for the amendment and the suggestion 
are twofold. We had a public hearing last week in this Council, 
of which the majority of testimony in opposition to the tax swap 
pertained to senior citizens living on fixed income. Because we 
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have a two tier property tax by placing more millage on land 
than buildings, or in my proposal putting it all on land versus 
buildings, you reduce the burden of people that own homes and 
have very little land assemblage around that home. 

Therefore, this proposal, I believe, would reduce the burden 
to a greater degree on senior citizens or people on fixed 
income. That is my first reason. 

The second reason is that in putting more millage on land, 
we are actually promoting development on vacant land. As the 
tax increases on land, the value of the land increases; 
therefore, developers or people sitting with property cannot 
afford not to build a building on that property to get a return 
on their investment- 

So for those two reasons I am proposing the amendment. And 
I am open to any comments or discussions from all of you.

Mr. Pollock: 

Well, throughout all the discussion of taxes, what we have 
all been talking about and hearing about are the two big ones 
that were so passionately of interest to people, and that, of 
course, is the property tax and wage tax. I would hope that 
this Council would address at this time the extremely oppressive 
amusement tax. 

I will just echo the statements made of the — I think the 
one person who testified at the tax hearing on anything other 
than the wage or property tax, and that was Mr. Pat Gianella who 
pleaded with this Council to cut the amusement tax as a way of 
saving jobs. I think he is extremely insightful. We are going 
to lose jobs if we don't cut this amusement tax, we are going to 
lose events and we are going to lose money. Cutting the 
amusement tax is, indeed, an investment, because 10 percent of 
nothing is nothing. And in addition to that, the Economy League 
study, which revealed that patrons would attend different events 
in this city, different forms of amusement, spend close to 
$20.00 each. That is revenue, that is wage tax, that is 
business privilege tax, that is parking tax. That takes its 
shape in many different forms that the City derives benefit 
from- And the one thing that makes this even more compelling 
than past years is the fact that by this time next year there is 
a good chance that there will be an amphitheater in Washington 
County, which will not only not have a 10 percent amusement tax, 
but which will have nonunion labor, and once that thing goes up, 
you can bet your bottom dollar this city is going to be hard 
pressed for any chance at all to compete for various 
performances and entertainment, I predict that everything is 
going to go south, and then what do we have? Nothing. And the 
only chance we have is to lower the amusement tax and do it as 
soon as possible. If we don't, we are going to lose money, we 
are going to jobs and people, and we are going to lose a great 
deal of prestige and livability. 

I urge this Council, as I have done on these two bills 
before us, to look at the amusements. It doesn't have to be 
done all at one time- I made a proposal that we bifurcate the 
types of amusements that exist and cull out the nonprofit arts 
groups, the movie theaters, others that are so hard hit by the 
amusement tax. And the ones that are right now able to exist 
with it, the major universities and colleges, the professional 
teams and other for profit forms of amusement that can survive 
with the amusement tax can go on, and hopefully we can address 
them in future years- But I think this year we have got to cut 
the amusement tax or we are in big trouble. I would urge 
Council to seriously consider it. 

Almost every member of this Council has at various times at 
this table or in other forms expressed the real feeling that the 
amusement tax has to come down. Now is the chance to do it with 
very little negative impact to the city. The estimates of the 
loss of revenue by the pulling out of the arts groups and other 
similar types of amusements is less than $1.5 million, and that 
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is if we cut it completely. If we cut it in half, it is less 
than $750,000.00. I don't see how we cannot do it. It is an 
investment. 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Pollock: 

First of all, my research indicates that, indeed, we can 
bifurcate it as I proposed. No. 1. No. 2, Bill No. 3118 in 
front of us does, in fact, do that, as well as 3117 puts them in 
two different catagories. I might point out that we already — 
people don't realize this. The City of Pittsburgh already has a 
bifurcated amusement tax. The way we tax right now is we exempt 
the annual fund raising events for nonprofit organizations. 

Now, the City of Pittsburgh is governed by a law identical to 
the law governing Philadelphia, and my bill in front of us is 
almost in many ways exactly like the Philadelphia law. That is 
the model I used. In fact, the language tracks it identically. 

The issue of the nonprofits, I will read to you from the 
Philadelphia law. "The benefit of religious, educational and 
charitable," — these are the ones that are exempt — 

"Religious, educational, charitable institutions, societies or 
organizations for the purpose of maintaining symphony 
orchestras, opera performances and artistic presentations." It 
goes on to say and it addresses, I think anticipates the exact 
point you raised. "These exemptions shall not apply to athletic 
contests between universities or colleges." So, I mean, they 
are doing it in Philadelphia and have been doing if for years. 

(Deleted tet.) 

Mr. Pollock: 

Let me go on to say that I would hope that we could, before 
the end of this year, exempt the non-profits, whether it be 
symphonies, orchestras, whatever, of these organizations for the 
simple reason — and normally I would say, "You are absolutely 
right," and I would defer to you, and if you look at my four 
years on this Council, I have deferred to the prerogative of the 
Administration and their wisdom on almost every occasion, and I 
would in this case, too, if the amphitheater wasn't going to be 
up during 1990, which means we wouldn't be able to benefit from 
a cut on the amusement tax if your efforts are in '90 until '91. 
Giving them a year to get off the ground and a year of 
everybody's thinking about going down there is all they might 
need. Once they are there the first year, they might just say, 
"Things are working out well here. Why give them the leg up?" 

(Deleted text.) 

Mr. Pollock: 

It would happen, but the question is would our organizations 
relocate there if we didn't have the amusement tax? I don't 
think they would, and I have talked to some of them and people 
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in this business. Let me go on to say — and again, this goes 
back to the question of profit versus nonprofit. If it is not 
the will of Council to even consider some of the profit 
organizations and only even talk about the nonprofits, I would 
hope that, as Mr, Ferlo suggested, that we would, indeed, look 
at motion pictures because they are an endangered species in our 
city. And it is not just because of the multi plexes — and you 
are accurate; that is a trend around the country — but it is 
hurting the ones that are trying to make it go here. Indeed, 
the City of Philadelphia exempts motion pictures inside the 
city, which obviously are not nonprofits. They also exempt any 
theater performance regardless of whether it is profit or 
nonprofit. So I think we have until December 31st at midnight. 

I would be happy to get legal opinions or have the 
Administration look at this some more at the dollars. I think 
if this Council were to enact an exemption for nonprofits and 
include motion pictures, it is not a large chunk of money. Even 
if you cut it to 5 percent, we are talking less money. It can 
easily, easily be identified in the budget as it stands without 
any undue hardship to any services, any department itself. It 
is essential.

Mr. Pollock; 

Ben, I would even be willing to entertain — I believe it 
can be done without increasing anything. But I think it is 
important enough not only for the good of the whole city, but as 
Mr. Ferlo stated, for the neighborhoods, that I would entertain 
increasing the property tax 1 mill, which is absolutely 
meaningless to any property owner. You are talking pennies, but 
yet that would give us the money to cut the amusement tax for 
the groups that I have identified; the nonprofits, the movie 
theaters, and the sporting events not connected with the 
University. 

You know, every year during the whole month of March you go 
all across the television dial and on all the different stations 
you see college sporting events, whether it be college NCAA 
basketball, swimming or wrestling. These events have never come 
to the City of Pittsburgh. There has never been an NCAA 
basketball game in the City of Pittsburgh, NCAA swimming or 
wrestling tournament. So I called the NCAA and said, "Why don't 
you come here? I guarantee they would sell out at the Civic 
Arena." They said, "The only way we would come to your city is 
if the local university sponsors it." They said, "Call Duquesne 
and Pitt." I called them and they said, "We would never sponsor 
it as long as we have the 10 percent amusement tax, because we 
are on the hook."

Mr. Pollock; 

So there are identifiable events that don't come here 
repeatedly. I will tell you something. If we were to get just 
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one NCAA tournament game, which is, in fact, four games, because 
they come in and play on Thursday night and Saturday night, you 
are talking about every hotel in the region being booked, 
because they bring in their fans, bands, teams, supporters, 
alumni, the student body. You wouldn't be able to get a hotel 
in Western Pennsylvania if we had one NCAA for four or five 
days. What are they going to do? Drink, eat and spend money, 
and we are not getting it and we never will as long as that 10 
percent is there. That is fact of life. Anyone that disagrees 
with me, I commend to them the University of Pittsburgh and 

Duquesne to tell them why they won't sponsor it, because that 10 

percent is there. We are hurting ourself, that is why I am 
saying the cut in the amusement tax is an investment. 

There is only one hotel in the city that is making money, 

everyone else is losing. Now, if they had a shot to get some of 

this business every March and the wrestling tournaments and 
swimming turnaments and everything else, I think they would grab 
it.

Mr. V7agner: 

I would like to make a comment. I am not voting in favor of 
a redefinition and who is taxed under amusement or the reduction 
for a couple reasons. First of all, I support a reduction in 
the amusement tax. The only way I support it is a reduction 
across the board. It must benefit all people that pay the 
amusement tax or I will not support it. 

I think the appropriate objective to proceed on next year is 
by this time next year we should be introducing a bill with the 
reduction from 10 percent to at least 7.5 percent, coupled with 
hopefully some change in thinking at the state level where laws 
can be amended to give us replacement revenue. We have no 
replacement revenue to make up for the lost revenue that will 
occur if we pass these bills. 

And one of the entities that I think is most important to 
benefit for a reduction in the amusement tax, and the whole 
thinking process changed several years ago, is the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. It is an entity that is owned by the citizens of this 
city, and I think that particular organization operates on a 
thin line as much as any organization that the amusement tax is 
applied to. Consequently, I would like to see them, the 
Steelers, the Penguins, and the reason being is not to give them 
necessarily just a higher profit margin, but to solidify those 
businesses here in Pittsburgh. Back in 1985 when we voted on 
the Pirates, keeping the Pirates in Pittsburgh, which 
incidentally, we give a subsidy of $1.5 million each year to, 
plus a subsidy to the stadium of over $1 million, when we voted 
on that in 1985 my office did a survey of all major league 
baseball teams in America. The amusement tax at that time, the 
average was 5.5 percent. I suspect today it is slightly higher, 
but I think the goal of this Council, of this city, should be to 
reduce the amusement tax across the board equally for everyone 
and at the same time get replacement revenue for the revenue 
that is lost. And that objective should be probably 5 percent, 
but it should be 5 percent for everyone. 

So as of today I am not supporting it. It is my objective 
and I hope the objective of the Administration that within a 
year to be back at this table with an alternative proposal 
across the board with replacement revenue generated, at the same 
time reducing this this tax. 

My thinking also is somewhat different in the taxes. l 
think this Council has done its job on the wage tax in the last 
two years in uniform with the Administration. I believe further 
reductions of the wage tax have to be initiated by the School 
Board. But there is one other tax out there, and it is business 
privilege tax I think also needs great consideration by this 
body. I just wanted to state that. So for the record, they are 
the reasons why I am not voting for this today. By I certainly 
will be pursuing this and I know the Administration will be in 
1990.

Michelle Madoff: 

I concur with what Mr. Pollock said. I had a meeting, I am 
sure by now it has gotten back, it is not a secret that I met 
with 30 representatives of tax exempt entities over at the 
Benedum in their board room. They are very, very concerned. I 
have also, as you know, had calls, like most of us have had, 
from the people who are very concerned about the booking of 
acts. The fact was that they did not know at the time, and I 
met with the booking agents and people doing that kind of thing, 
DiCeasare Engler, that, indeed, they were going to have ground 
breaking for the Washington amphitheater. There is no doubt in 
the real world — we were told by Ernie Stern that if we didn't 
do something to lower the amusement tax or eliminate it, these 
movies would not be essentially in the city; essentially, they 
are not. Sure, there is one in Squirrel Hill, but basically our 
theaters, for all intents and purposes, are not what they used 
to be. We could go into all the reasons for it, but that is a 
fact; he told us and it happen. We are now being told we are 
going to have an amphitheater out in Washington County. What 
happens is not only will there be an amphitheater, but there 
will be a hotel, so we will lose business in the hotels. 

Somebody will say, "Look at all this business. Let's build a 
restaurant." And somebody else will build something else. It 
is like an antique shop; you put it nowhere and six other 
antique shops come up, they flock together in groups, because 
you say, "That is an antiquing area," or, "This is an 
entertainment area. Let's go out in the country and make a day 
of it." There will be other things going there. The more you 
get there, the less we are going to have here. 

Also, the concern that we might even have our convention 
center go to the airport. We keep with our amusement tax, keep 
doing what we are doing, people are just going to go — there 
will be so much development out at the airport, so much 
development in these other areas that we are going to really 
make us as ghost town. I am very, very, very concerned. I know 
there are some plans. We have talked about what we are going to 
try to do. But I am just not sure that we can wait. I don't 
know what the answer it, that is why I wanted you to come to the 
table.

There has been a suggestion that we create a regional 
entertainment entity, I don't know, entertainment kind of — I 
hate to use the word "authority," I choke on the word 
"authority" — a commission, perhaps, where we would have 
riverside entertainment, the use of the rivers, the parks, the 
wave pool, the Benedum, all the entities that people use, the 
Zoo, Aviary and Conservatory, all these things that people in 
the region, five county region use, and do some kind of 

Those things have 
not really been worked out in any detail, but they come from 
Carol Brown. Paul Farmer has put some input there, we have 
asked him for input. There seems to be some consensus that that 
might be the way to to, so we don't constantly pick up the 
three-quarter percent debt service for the people who don't live 
in the city. You are absolutely right that we have to find 
another way to go. Has any thought been given to really sitting 
down and trying to work out that kind of an entity where we 
wwould be reimbursed for our costs proportionate to the fact 
that we are the host area?

Mr. Ferlo: 

I will be very brief because there are obviously other 
agenda items today that need attention. This will be the third 
time we actually discuss this bill; it was the subject of a 
public hearing, there was a committee discussion two weeks ago 
and it was held, and I don't know if there is an actual response 
from the Administration, 

Rather than reiterate a lengthy submission of concern that I 
had in support of the bill, I will just briefly state that this 
is a performance evaluation study of the Department of Public 
Safety, emphasizing the Police Bureau and its functions. This 
bill is submitted in the spirit of recognizing that we have a 
department that was formed, I would argue somewhat hastily, four 
years ago, has grown into the largest single expenditure of the 
city government, close to $100 million, if not greater this 
year, close to 3,000 employees. This bill is offered as a 
vehicle to do a critical evaluation and performance study of an 
important department, and a department that I think many have 
concerns. The concerns range from outright criticism to some of 
the operations and activities of the police, especially to 
outright overwhelming praise for many of the objectives that the 
department has brought into fruition. The bill is offered as a 
vehicle for this Council as a legislative body and as the 
authorizing body to set into motion with independent consultant 
and advice and expertise along with the Administration being the 
manager of this study coordinating the study to do something 
that is very important, and that is, and as an individual 
Councilmember voting on this budget especially as it relates to 
Public Safety, I think we are ill prepared and ill equiped to 
wholly evaluate alot of the areas that Bill 2989, in defining 
the scope of services for the consultant, would attempt to deal 
with. They have everything to do with the range of the 
management functions, the management structure and job functions 
within Public Safety. Recently we have an example this year 
alone of a CAD person who is in the CIS budget, a CAD person who 
is in Public Safety. There may very well be reasoning why there 
are these two different positions, and they may both very well 
be needed. The suggestion in the study is to begin to take a 
critical look at evaluating job functions throughout the 
department. 

We have had continual debate and controversy in this Council 
on the psychological testing program. That would be another 
area of review for the consultant study. 

We have always agreed that 1,200, which is a desirable 
objective as far as police personnel levels, is not a magic 
number. The study would begin to evaluate actually what are the 
police staffing needs in the respective zones, taking into 
consideration crime statistics, perception of crime, as well as 
real increased crime in areas of auto theft and home burglaries, 
on-street drug trafficing, nuisance bars, et cetera. The whole 
issue of the zone concept, continual problems being presented to 
this Council by public safety zone committees, what have you. 

The various elements of the scope of services are laid out 
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in the actual bill which the Clerk has distributed, and I ask 
you to refer to that quickly. 

And in summaryr this bill, again, is being offered as a 
constructive vehicle for the Administration and Council and the 
public to engage itself in an evaluation review process and for 
that and many other reasons which I don't really want to take up 
time to talk about, I would ask for support of the legislation 
and the cooperation of the Administration on doing something 
that I think the Administration itself would have to admit is 
needed. I don't know if the Administration cares to respond to 
the bill. They are certainly welcome to address it at the table 
if they want.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Michelle Madoff: 

I want to inform this Council 
that, as you know, Mark Pollock has 
been trying to get his Ethics Bill 
through and he revamped his latest 
bill and gave it to Dan Pellegrini 
to give us an opinion by today. But 
Dan's wife, I believe, had surgery 
and he was unable to come back with 
an opinion for this date as we leave 
Council with the validity and the 
corrections of Mark's bill. I, 
therefore, took the liberty as we 
sit here in the zero hour of 
Council, the final waning hours, to 
prepare something that I think 
should meet the approval of 
Council. It's a non-binding 
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resolution. A floor motion. 

”As we come to the end of the 
1989 Council session, a cloud hangs 
over this body due to the 
unprecedented focusing of the 
ethical behavior of past members of 
this Council and high-ranking City 
government employees. It is 

therefore imperative that we end 
this session with a strong statement 
of commitment to ethical behavior. 

It is true we are governed by 
the State Ethics Act which provides 
for sanctions and penalties and 
covers a broad expanse of unethical 
behavior that may arise in City 
government, such as Section 3 
(Restricted Activities) which 
prohibits the use of public office 
for personal gain. Unfortunately, 
the State Act does not go far 
enough. 

Section 11 (Supplemental 
Provisions) of the State Ethics Act 
provides that any governmental body 
may adopt requirements to supplement 
this act, provided that no such 
requirements shall in any way be 
less restrictive than the Act. 

It is apparent from the public 
perception of City government that 
we need to go even further in 
strengthening the State Code of 
Ethics which presently governs the 
City of Pittsburgh. A first step 
would be to include the language of 
the County Code of Conduct which 
states: 

(1.) ’Every public official or 
public employee shall comply 
with all State and Federal 
Laws prohibiting conflict of 
interest and requiring ethical 
conduct by public officials 
and employees including the 


State Ethics Act and the 
conflict of interest 

provisions of the Second Class 
County Code.' 

Further, we should include 
additional restrictions on political 
activities presently not covered in 
either the State or County Ethics 
Acts. 

(2.) No public official or public 
employee shall require any 
public employee to engage in 
any campaign activity related 
to election of any candidate 
as a condition of employment . 

(3.) No family member of an elected 
official or department head 
shall be permitted to obtain 
non-Civil Service employment 
with the City of Pittsburgh or 
any municipal authority which 
receives revenue from the City 
of Pittsburgh, with the 
exception that the 

qualifications of an 

individual are such that the 
City would suffer a hardship 
as a result of the 
prohibition, and that no other 
applicant of equal 

qualification is available for 
employment for a specific 
position; or in the event that 
an individual already employed 
by the City becomes a family 
member of a public official; 
or in the event a family 
member is employed by the City 
prior to the public official 
gaining office. 

The State Ethics Act applies 
only to immediate family. The 
definition of family shall be 
expanded for adoption to the 
City Ethics Code to include! 
any spouse, child, grandchild. 
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in-law. 

cousin, aunt, uncle. 

neice. 

nephew, ex-spouse. 

step-parent, step-child, half 

brother 

or sister, or the 

spouse 

of any such relative. 


(4.) It shall be the duty of every 
elected official , department 
head and public employee to 
notify the proper authorities 
if he or she becomes aware of 
any alleged violation of 
ethical behavior. 

(5.) Violation of the Pittsburgh 
Code of Conduct shall result 
in disciplinary action 
including, but not limited to, 
reprimand, suspension or 
discharge, as stated in the 
County Code but presently not 
in the State Ethics Act. 


(6.) A policy must provide for 
reporting to the Law 
Department, when appropriate, 
but would exempt this 
procedure if there could 
potentially be any involvement 
or protection given to the 
accused party by those in 
authority in City 

Government• A policy be 
adopted that encourages 
informants to come forward by 
providing legal protection 
and, when justified, pay their 
legal expenses. 

Our vote makes a public 
statement in light of this sad 
chapter in Council's history. It is 
imperative that this Council avoid 
excuses and vote for these 
conceptual amendments and therefore 
make a public statement." 

Here is what is happening. All 
I'm saying here is that the argument 


has been forwarded by this Council 
that we don' t need an Ethics Act 
because we're governed by the State 
Act. And I'm pointing out that it 
is a very weak act in light of what 
has happened and the cloud that is 
over this Council. 

This is a non-binding 
resolution. It would be forwarded 
to the Mayor's Ethics Board for 
inclusion, expansion, etc. But what 
I want to do today is to have this 
body say that we, indeed, believe we 
should have ethical behavior and 
that we believe in that. That's all 
we're doing; making a public 
statement. That's my motion, Mr. 
DePasquale. 

Mr. Pollock; 

I'll second the motion for 
discussion. I just wanted to add to 
Michelle's motion that by saying 
that I believe Michelle has 
incorporated the provisions of a 
code that I had drafted in response 
to Mr. Pellegrini's memo. 
Everything in here, as I can see, is 
absolutely legal, workable, properly 
drafted and totally appropriate. 
And now it just comes down to 
whether or not this Council wants to 
expand the State Ethics Act far 
beyond what it's rather minimal 
restrictions are to make a stronger 
statement. And I would hope that 
this Council would feel that that's 
appropriate.

Mr. Chairman, we said we have a 
State bill. I don't see, as the 
City being a creature of the State, 
how they can do anything to 
supercede the State. I will not 
vote for this bill. Period. 
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Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, may I respond, 
please? Paragraph 3 of this non¬ 
binding resolution, which I've 
distributed to my colleagues, needs 
to be repeated. Section 11, 
Supplemental Provisions of the State 
Ethics Act, provides, Mr. Lyons, 
that any government body may adopt 
requirements to supplement this act 
provided that no such requirements 
shall in any way be less restrictive 
than the act. 

Mr. Wagner: 

Mr. President, I simply want to 
state that I believe it's the intent 
of the future Council, based on the 
recommendations of the Ethics Panel 
put together by Mayor Masloff, to 
deal with that issue in the manner 
in which they recommend it should be 
dealt with. What that is, we are 
not sure at this time, but back when 
she appointed it, the time frame 
given was three months for initial 
report, and that was back in the 
early part of November, which means 
that some time in February, the new 
Council should receive some kind of 
recommendations from that panel. 
Following that, I believe a further 
recommendation will be made in 
regard to authorities within City 
government or partially involved in 
City government, joint City-County 
authorities. If it is a 
recommendation from the panel, if 
something is adopted through legal 
legislation, it would become 
formalized as part of this City's 
Code and mandated. 

These provisions drawn up may 
or may not be part of those 
recommendations and I don't think we 
should take a knee-jerk reaction to 
this issue. I have said that before 


and I have said that the issue 
politically sounds good at this 
time, but at the same time, we have 
to proceed with caution. And by 
passing this resolution or by Che 
resolution not passing, it really 
has no meaning because it is not a 
formal piece of legislation. And I 
personally feel that the proper way 
for this Council to proceed, 
actually the new Council to proceed, 
is based on the recommendations of 
Chat Ethics Panel. 

The Chair, Pro tem: 

I think you made a very good 
point, Mr. Wagner. 

Michelle Madoff: 

May I respond, please? This is 
a non-binding resolution. It does 
not say chat it is legal. It is not 
inappropriate and it is not a 
political statement. This Council 
has had to endure the indignities, 
the insults and the coverage of the 
media, and people in general 
Chinking that this body doesn't care 
about ethics. All I'm asking you to 
say, I challenge you, Mr. Wagner, to 
say, "Yes, I support in principle 
this non-binding resolution because 
I believe in ethics." 

I want to Cake it a step 
further if I may. I want to share 
with Council how this came into 
being. My feelings were that those 
who did not vote for it, this is a 
personal opinion, did not want to 
support an ethics bill because it 
was not in their own personal best 
interest or might be embarrassing. 
I was challenged by someone who 
shall remain nameless who said I 
don't think chat the bill that was 
drafted by Mark, the previous bill, 
since it was deemed by Che Law 
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Department to be not workable, there 
might be some loopholes, there were 
some problems with it, that they 
wouldn't vote for it either and they 
could understand not voting for it 
on that basis* Unfortunately, Dan 
is out ill, as I stated, and I 
extrapolated from Mark's bill and 
did some research in my office on 
the other bills, and I said to this 
person, if I put in a non-binding 
resolution that states really three 
or four basic things that would just 
strengthen the State Code under 
which we're governed, would that 
then point out to you who is for 
ethics and who isn't? And they 
said, "Well, that would be more 
meaningful 

Well, I want to point that out 
to everybody on this Council. That 
was the purpose so that we don't 
come off as saying, let somebody 
else do our dirty laundry, let 
somebody else later make this legal 
and binding* We'll use any excuse 
we can not to make a statement that 
we believe in the fundamental, 
basic, principles of ethics. I 
don't think there's anything in here 
that anyone should be afraid to vote 
for. 

The Chair, Pro tern: 

Michelle, I think you made your 
point that it's a non-binding 
resolution*

Call the question.

At that 
point it was in one of the other 
departments and there was no 
supervision. It was agreed that any 
time we had this kind of help, they 
would be supervised. 

In this instance, we have paint 
all over an automobile for which we 
have a bill for over $2,000.00 and I 
wanted to know how that could happen 
again. Here’s the answer. 

"The people using this vehicle 
were hired as summer laborers from 
April until August, 1989. They were 
with the paint crew. They were 
assigned to painting fences, play 
equipment, etc. While painting it 
was sometimes windy and the paint 
was spraying into the air. The crew 
has since been laid off and we tried 
to clean the paint off the exterior 
and interior of the vehicle as best 
we could before returning the 
vehicle to the leasing company." 

The point is, there was a 
supervisor. How could the 
supervisor allow paint to be blowing 
all over a vehicle over a period of 
time? I have the supervisor's name, 
I don't want to give it out 
publicly, but, Mike, would you send 
a note, find out who the supervisor 
was, whether he was full time, 
permanent staff, and what the 
liability of that supervisor is. 
The taxpayers are self-insured. We 
pay those bills. Thank you.

Mr. Pollock: 

Mr. President, I want to 
comment on Bills 3145, 3146 and 
3147. 

Last week, and then again 
yesterday. Council voted to reduce 
the wage tax and I went along with 
that and supported it because I 
believed, and still do believe, that 
the wage tax, in its 
disproportionately high rate, was a 
significant impediment to the growth 
of the City of Pittsburgh. Although 
there has been no definitive study 
to prove this point, clearly 
perception is sometimes the better 
part of reality. But, if in fact, 
perceptions are so powerful, and I 
believe that they are, then this 
Council and this administration have 
the duty to deal with another 
perception which is equally damaging

to the City’s potential for growth, 
and that is the inefficient and 
ineffective use of taxpayers' 
money. It is illogical to say that 
one perception, the dreaded wage 
tax, is valid, while the other 
perception, wasteful spending, is 
not. 

Perceptions are important. 
They're very important. And what is 
the perception that the City's 
taxpayers have when they see the 
number of employees go up, when they 
see the spending go up, when they 
see raises for everybody, and when 
they see no increase at all in the 
quality of services and, in fact, 
only a significant decrease in the 
population of the City? Clearly, 
the roads are not shrinking and the 
number of streets aren't decreasing, 
but there has to be some 
relationship between the population 
of the City and the number of 
employees. What is the perception 
that the City taxpayers have when 
they see little or no accountability 
for City workers? 

There needs to be a message 
sent to the City taxpayers that the 
City government is their partner, 
that City government is sharing the 
burden not merely benefitting from 
their increased burden. For three 
years now I've been saying that 
there needs to be cuts in every 
single department of the City, and 
these can be readily obtained 
without any decrease in the quality 
of municipal services provided to 
the people of Pittsburgh. In fact, 
the quality of services would 
probably increase if there was a 
decrease in the number of employees 
that the people saw, in fact, that 
there was accountability. 

This budget that we're voting 


on is a bloated budget. It is one 
thing to pass such a budget in a 
normal year, but it is something 
much different in a year when taxes 
have been raised for the 
Pittsburghers who can least afford 
any increase in their non¬ 
discretionary expenditures. It is 
something else to do it in a year 
when the City of Pittsburgh's 
marketability for businesses is 
ever-decreasing and these businesses 
will, in fact, have their taxes go 
up as a result of the property tax 
increase. 

What has happened over the last 
few weeks in these Chambers truly 
boggles one's mind. Council sat in 
these Chambers and heard the pleas 
of the people who have lived in this 
City for 60, 70 or 80 years, who 
have paid the taxes that have kept 
this government operating and have 
kept this City prospering. Those 
persons beseeched, begged, this 
Council not to raise their taxes. 

In addition to that, businesses 
came, called and wrote this Council 
stating how they will be hurt 
terribly by an increase in their 
property taxes. They described how 
businesses and companies are already 
moving to the suburbs, how it is 
difficult to fill their buildings, 
to make it in a business in this 
City. But this Council raised those 
taxes and 1 went along with it and I 
supported it and I stand by that 
vote because I do feel, and did 
feel, that it is necessary to lower 
the wage tax. That's fine, but we 
would not have needed to increase 
any taxes if we had reduced the 
spending that would have been 
appropriate and necessary to offset 
the decrease in the wage tax. 

This Council and this 
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Administration are taking our 
taxpayers monies and spending it 
irresponsibly. They * re spending i t 
for patronage, for nepotism, to 
increase spending for organizations 
in totally indiscriminate political 
fashion with no prioritization 
whatsoever and with no 
accountability whatsoever. 

Thi s Council was so concerned 
about every single mill, as was the 
Administration. Every single mill 
was juggled with and struggled with 
to try to find some right compromise 
to accomplish the necessary and 
appropriate tax swap. But then 
Council cavalierly went along and 
spent three of those land tax mills 
with little concern for the fact 
that, indeed, three land tax mills 
were given away. 

When those senior citizens, 
when those retired people, when 
those business owners, when those 
small company owners and proprietors 
came to this Council and pleaded not 
to increase their taxes, did this 
Council ask them if they wanted 
their money spent the way this 
Council is spending it and this 
Administration is spending it? In 
fact, even without being asked, many 
of those people expressed their 
views on how their tax dollars are 
being spent, and not one of them 
expressed a favorable opinion of it. 

It is unconscionable for 
Council and the Administration to 
take away our taxpayers money and to 
spend it irresponsibly. Council and 
the Administration must realize 
someday, hopefully someday in the 
near future, that this is not our 
money. This is the taxpayers' 
money. It cannot be spent 
irresponsibly. It has to end 
someday. It's wrong. It's 


terribly, terribly wrong, and people 
have got to start caring about this. 

The t ax swap that wa s 
accomplished is really, as I said 
last week, nothing more than 
rearranging the deck chairs on the 
Titanic. We're taxing Peter to pay 
Paul and our businesses, our 
companies, our senior citizens, our 
people in the neighborhoods are 
going to be hurt by this. And every 
member of Council that is returning 
next year should think about that 
and do something about it next 
year. There has got to be drastic, 
drastic cuts. 

This budget that we're voting 
on which I'm sure is going to pass, 
is not going to help our position in 
Harrisburg in getting the much 
needed relief that we have to 
have. I'm not optimistic that we 
should get that. It's equitable, 
it's right, we should have it, but I 
don't think anyone would bet money 
that we are going to receive it. 
And if we don't, then again, the 
City has to sink or swim on its own. 

Because of Jim Turner's 
actions, last year we were able to 
cut a half percent on the wage tax 
without any negative impact on 
anybody. This year we weren't. 
This year the City has been hurt, 
many aspects of it, many segments of 
it. If Harrisburg doesn't help us 
out, and I don't think they will, 
this budget needs to be gone through 
with a fine toothed comb and the 
cuts that should have been made 
years ago, that Mayor Caliguiri knew 
should have been made, are going to 
have to be made. All of our taxes 
have to go down. Every single one 
of them. The business privilege tax 
is crippling our businesses. The 
amusement tax is destroying our 
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marketability and will eventually 
cost us jobs and hotel dollars and 
restaurant dollars and everything 
else. And the wage tax can go down 
more. And the only way we*re going 
to lower these taxes is to lower 
spending, not increase spending, not 
increase positions. 

The day is going to come. 
There's going to be a day of 
reckoning, and hopefully future 
Councils will take the right choice 
and make the right decision. Thank 
you. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, on Bills 3145, 
3146 and 3147, I was an early 
skeptic of the bill on the ten and 
ten mills and so we traded with the 
Mayor to consider the burden that 
was on the elderly people. And 
certainly I asked for gentrification 
to be introduced, which it will be 
as soon as the bills pass and they 
get to Harrisburg. 

But further, my colleague here, 
we're getting lamblasted for raising 
the mill on the old people which I 
think gentrif ication will give them 
some ease. However, he was the same 
person that wanted to minimize the 
business privilege taxes and put 
even a heavier burden on the people 
by increasing more millage on the 
property and the Council didn't 
support it. Certainly I think it's 
good for the old people. I'll be 
happy to see the gentrif ication be 
introduced to the Legislator which 
will give the elderly and the senior 
citizen more relief from their 
property. I support the bill. 

Michelle Madoff: 

Mr. President, I'd like to make 


a comment on something, please. 

I really believe in ray heart 
that every member of thi s Counci1 
and the Administration does not want 
to, and if it was in their power, 
would waive the taxation of senior 
citizens on fixed incomes who are 
are really hard pressed, living on 
social security, would not tax them 
because they do not have an 
offset. And further, if they did 
tax them would refund the money, and 
will refund that money the minute we 
have some change from Harrisburg. 

I think it needs to be clearly 
understood that it is not this 
Council that — And we're talking 
about $1 million in the overall 
scheme of a $300 million budget. We 
don't need it, we could live without 
that million dollars. We don't want 
it. We would be happy to refund 
it. We wouldn't even accept it but 
the State law says that we must tax 
everybody equally. And until we can 
change that law that gives us some 
new tax reform, this is 
unfortunately that our hands are 
tied, not only this City Council but 
the Administration. 

In April or May, when the 
weather gets better, I am going to 
be meeting prior to that with the 
AARPs and other senior citizens and 
I urge my colleagues, let's go to 
Harrisburg, let's go in droves of 
thousands, hundreds of thousands, 
whatever we need, and let's sit on 
the steps of Harrisburg and let's 
get some tax reform. We know that 
the local legislators from the City 
of Pittsburgh vote with us but we 
need to embarrass the rest of the 
state into giving us some fair 
treatment.

Mr. Ferlo: 

Mr. Chairman, in relation to 
the issue of the payment to the law 
firm for the services provided to 
Michelle Madoff, I abstained up 
until now. I've had a significant 
problem in relation to sorting out 
the issue of how and what manner the 
legal services were provided. I 
have made several attempts to 
contact Mr. Gutnick. I finally did 
talk to him for about 25 minutes 
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during the recess. And now having a 
better understanding of the 
distinction, I think Mr, Gutnick has 
raised a number of, what 1 feel, 
legitimate concerns, I will be 
voting in support of the bill for 
the payment. 

First of all, in having talked 
to this gentleman, and he certainly 
seems to be not only a competent 
attorney, but I think he probaby has 
provided legal services far greater 
than what the actual bill would 
suggest. I think he has done this 
not so much out of a personal 
relationship to a colleague but, at 
least my sense is that he does 
believe in good government and he 
acted in good faith on something 
that he felt very strongly about. 
He makes the distinction in 
explaining and responding to some of 
my concerns that the legal services 
provided, to a large extent, had to 
do with guiding a Councilwoman, in 
this case, Michelle, in a deposition 
involving a libel lawsuit. 

However, the issue and the 
distinction here, and he points out 
correctly, is that the proceedings 
of the grand jury are secret. And I 
think subsequent to that I could see 
where Michelle in particular, having 
to appear in a deposition regarding 
a libel lawsuit would need to have 
legal advice as to what she could or 
could not respond to, recognizing 
the proceedings of the Grand Jury 
process. And I think we need to be 
fair to her in that respect. 

It's my understanding that he 
did provide those kinds of legal 
services and that type of legal 
advice. 

The other thing, and the other 
reason why I will vote for it is, as 


has been pointed out and a concern 
that I raised, is that we do not 
have, and there is an absence of a 
formal City policy to guide both 
elected officials as well as 
department directors, on the manner 
in which and when and how they will 
contact and contract for legal 
services as a result of performing 
their official duties. I would 
certainly not want to be in a 
jackpot in the future as an elected 
official if I were acting in good 
faith, as I think Michelle did 
initially, doing what she did and 
what I've done in the past and I 
think what all of us have had to do 
and probably will have to do in the 
future, I would want to know that we 
have a local government that will 
support Che intent of the whistle 
blowing activities expressed in both 
Che State Ethics Bill and something 
chat I think all of us would support 
locally. 

So, for those reasons, and I 
think to support the basic principle 
that an individual was acting in 
good faith, I will certainly vote 
now in support of the legislation. 
And I want to thank Mr. Gutnick for 
Caking the time to talk to me about 
this issue. 

Mr. Lyons: 

I believe that this law firm is 
the same law firm that defended 
Bilotta. If it isn't, then I stand 
corrected. But I chink there's a 
conflict there if it is.

Michelle Madoff: 

I'd like to point out that the legal profession, including 
our City Solicitor, believes that this bill will be paid 
ultimately, whether it's paid by vote of this Council or whether 
it goes to litigation and of course at that point the legal 
counsel will charge for whatever the costs are to go to the 
courts. 

I'm very distressed that Mr. Woods does not understand that 
even though he has been convicted, he was under investigation, 
he's been convicted, does not understand that the days of 
influence peddling have got to stop. I have it on very good 
authority that he contacted a number of the Councilmembers, both 
in person and by telephone asking them not to vote for this 
bill. I'm more concerned about that action than I am about 
paying this bill. I don't even care if the bill gets paid at 
this point. I'm incensed that he doesn't understand that you 
cannot influence peddle and that is influence peddling when he 
attempts to influence members of Council. I don't believe that 
any member of Council is being influenced by him, I will say 
that, but I am distressed and I know this for a fact that calls 
were made and he has met in person with other members. 

First of all for the record, I did go to the Law 
Department. They were aware for years in a superficial way 
without details of what was going on. I did go to members of 
this Council who knew. I also went to Dick Caliguiri and told 
Dick about. I talked to several of his staff people because I 
was very concerned about succession to the Mayor's Office- 
Further, let's play the game, let me give you a scenario. 
Supposing — I don't believe this for one minute to be true but 
supposing there's a Mr. Jim Jones who's in the Law Department or 
a mayor "Mack the Knife" and I go to those people and say, "I 
have a problem, I've heard a tape and I am involved in this 
investigation and that person wants to protect Ben Woods." What 
do I do, tell the person? It doesn't make sense. You have to go 
to the appropriate agency which is what I did and because of the 
ripple effect of a civil suit that evolved out of the 
litigation, I was subpoenaed. I didn't go voluntarily, I didn't 
say, "Here I am, let me tell you what's happening". I tried very 
hard not to go. I went to the courts and asked, "please, do not 
have me go to this deposition" because I don't think it's fair 
to Mr. Woods and to the trial to in any way affect the trial by 
saying what I know publicly and the judge refused to excuse me, 
therefore, I had to go and there was no way I was going to go 
without legal counsel and I've stated that the legal fees only 
involve — if you look at the billing — the time of the civil 
investigation and the deposition of my being forced by virtue of 
being on Council, by virture of being called to go to this 
deposition and to the judge and to try to get out of it and the 
interaction and there's a whole list of the filings. He did not 
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charge me for two years, from 1987 to 1987 — not a dime — for 
the all the other efforts, the presentation before the judge, 
the protecting of witnesses, etc., none of that was done, there 
was no fee for that. It was given because I prevailed upon him 
to give back something to the community because the community 
has been good to him. 

Now, you vote or don*t vote, whatever you want to do. 

As Mr. Pellegrini pointed out that sometimes things evolve 
out of the initial action- Initially there was no charge. 
Supposing my counsel, Mr- Gutnick, had charged me for the first 
two years, it was an ongoing investigation and I needed counsel 
all that time, I can assure you that it would not be $2900.00. 

It would probably be somewhere like $25,000.00 and that he 
donated. 

Now, why was I called to this civil suit? Because Mr. 
Bilotta on the witness stand said, "I gave Michelle Madoff the 
tapes. I called her and told her about the tapes, I played it 
for her." Then in a civil suit the family of Ben Woods 
subpoenaed me because they thought I might know something. I 
didn't want to go, I tried very hard not to go- Mr. Gutnick 
represented me before the judge, wrote material and worked with 
me so I would not have to go. The judge said no and that I had 

to go. It was an offshoot of my initial action. That would 

happen to any of us and I tell you that there could be an appeal 

and Mr- Woods could claim this as political and I could be 

called again. I want to remind everybody that Mr. Schmeiser — 
he got between $12,000.00 and $40,000.00 of his bills paid and I 
want to remind you that I said that if Mr. Woods was found 
innocent as a member of this Council, his bill should have been 
paid- That's all I have to say.

If I may, as is the custom, 
would the Finance Chairman please 
come up and say a few words in 
regards to this wonderful budget he 
put together. 

Mr. Wagner: 


Other significant items 
included in the budget are the 
inititation of a day care program 
for City employees by which I 
believe this government is taking 
the initiative in the region to do 
that. Marketing of the Downtown. 
For the first time we have talked 
about significant marketing of 
Pittsburgh including the Downtown. 
Other items included in the Mayor's 
Budget, providing air rights over 
public garages so that residential 
construction can occur in Downtown 
Pittsburgh, of which I believe 
several developers will take 
advantage of beginning in 1990 to 
enhance the Downtown, the 
residential population in 
Pittsburgh, and many changes that 
the Mayor's Budget proposed 
pertaining to the Capital Budget. 


Thank you, Mr, President, 
members of Council, and the people 
of Pittsburgh. 

It is a pleasure and an honor 
to take a few moments to summarize 
the 1990 City of Pittsburgh 
Budget. While the issue of reducing 
the City's portion of the wage tax 
was the issue that received the most 
attention, many other things have 
been accomplished with the passage 
of this budget. I would like to 
highlight some of the 
accomplishments of this budget• 

First and foremost, City 
Council was given a budget proposed 
by Mayor Masloff in the beginning of 
November. I believe that working 
document that this Council worked 
from was a very significant document 
that was to the advantage of the 
City of Pittsburgh in many ways, 
such as, it proposed a second 
reduction to the City's wage tax. 


Let's move on to City Council's 
final budget, because ultimately 
there is only one budget passed in 
the City of Pittsburgh and that is 
City Council's budget of which we 
just voted on. 

Reduction of the wage tax with 
less o£ an impact to senior citizens 
as Council finally passed in the 
budget and as part of the 
legislation passed yesterday, I 
believe was a significant item. In 
two short years we have gone from 4 
percent to 3.5 percent and to 2-7/8 
percent in the wage tax. We all 
know being out there on the streets 
on a daily basis for years that 
there has been no greater complaint 
made to all of us as elected 
officials than the wage tax. The 
City of Pittsburgh's wage tax is 
today one percent. A significant 
reduction of over 50 percent in less 
than two years. There is a final 
portion that needs to be initiated 
and we hope, through cooperation of 
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this government with the School 
Board, in the 1991 budget proposed 
by the School Board, that there will 
be a further reduction of the wage 
tax from the present 2-7/8 
percent. If so, I believe this 
City, working jointly with the 
School Board, will make a 
significant contribution to the 
economic future of Pittsburgh. 

A second significant item in 
the budget that always receives 
significant attention is the City 
Council's Budget. Three positions 
in the City Council Budget were 
eliminated. There has not been much 
discussion in regard to that. Most 
of the discussion has been to 
Council increasing the staff's 
salaries within their offices, and 
we did. However, that was neutral 
revenue; revenue neutral because we 
eliminated three positions in the 
budget. So, in essence, it was a 
wash. And in doing so, I believe 
every Councilmember here and in the 
future believes in their heart that 
we will do a better job in providing 
services to our constituents because 
of that move. 

Number three, adding a 
marketing and promotion position to 
the City budget that was not 
originally proposed by the 
Administration. Out of 5,300 
employees in City government, we 
have no one to promote the City of 
Pittsburgh. I believe by adding 
that position and going one step 
further, by adding $100,000 for the 
purpose of promoting Pittsburgh, we 
have made a significant step to 
promote this City and to promote 
this region. We roust promote the 
region to the world, to the country, 
in order to get return on our 
investment. We all know that. If 
you have a good product and no one 


knows about it, you're not going to 
get anyone to buy into that 
product. We must promote and market 
Pittsburgh. This City Council has 
made a significant contribution to 
the budget by doing that. 

Number four, Pittsburghers 
expect and deserve the best of 
services. Many changes were made in 
various departmental budgets to 
reflect these needs and those 
changes were offered by all of you 
as Councilmembers. In various 
departments. 

The Department of Water, 
Councilwoman Madoff added positions 
because people are not getting the 
appropriate responses to building 
problems and other problems in the 
Water Department. 

Councilman Ferlo added 
positions to the Public Works 
Department to address particular 
needs in many neighborhoods of the 
City, the litter problems the lot 
problems, the need for additional 
help with summer jobs, of which the 
Public Works Department has none 
today, when their work commitment is 
the greatest. So, we added some 
changes to the Public Works 
Department that I believe will have 
significant returns and our 
constituents will realize it. 

Engineering and Construction. 
Mr. Coyne offered changes in that 
department to assist them in their 
various economic development 
projects. 

Parks and Recreation. Other 
changes were made to address 
particular concerns in the parks and 
with our many wooded areas of the 
City of Pittsburgh. We all know 
that we get numerous complaints of 
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that t y pe so we foil owed up by 
adding significant changes in their 
budget• 

We also added a few line items 
relating to monument restoration, an 
issue that has never been addressed 
by this government in any unified 
way. 

Other changes made, I believe, 
reflect the help that we will give 
to many neighborhood athletic 
organizations in Parks and 
Recreation. 

Moving on to trust funds for 
pensioneers in the City. People who 
have committed a lifetime of work to 
the City of Pittsburgh, we made 
moderate changes and in one area we 
made a significant change. We 
helped out widows, as was indicated 
earlier, that receive a fixed income 
of $100 a month, something that has 
never been addressed by this 
government in the last three 
decades. I believe that's a 
significant positive change to this 
budget• 

In addition, we added $150,000 
to the pensioneers trust fund 
because we felt there was an 
inequity in that trust fund. 

Everyone always talks about 
Grants and Donations, as if Grants 
and Donations is something that 
should not be part of this 
government. Well, I firmly believe 
that it should be part of this 
government because there are many 
needy organizations that come to 
this Council and ask for grants and 
donations. Did we fund them all? 
No. Did we fund many needy 
organizations? Absolutely, yes • 
Literacy should be funded and this 
Council unanimously supports a 


project of that type. It is 
certainly a need within this City. 
We funded that through Grants and 
Donations. 

We funded many other particular 
concerns under Grants and Donations 
such as the Perry Hilltop Hunger 
initiative. We funded the Highland 
Park Consnunity Project which came up 
with an innovate project where 
children will become involved in the 
design of playgrounds. I think that 
was a significant item in Grants and 
Donations. 

The Overbrook Athletic 
Association that wants to build 
their own refreshment stand, as 
minute as it may sound, we helped 
fund them for the materials so that 
they don't have to come back to this 
Council in the future to ask for 
funding again. A significant item 
in Grants and Donations along with 
literally many, many other needy, 
well-funded organizations. 

A final item that Council made 
many changes in relates to the 
Capital Budget in economic 
development projects, too numerous 
to mention, but many, many needed 
projects that I believe this Council 
became part of. 

One significant area in the 
budget that went beyond the numbers 
this year in comparison to previous 
years relates to the Administration 
and City Council's communication 
about the future. I believe we had 
excellent dialogue with the Mayor, 
Mr. Mistick, Mr. Turner, Mr. 
Hayllar, at this table relating to 
the future of Pittsburgh and what we 
all need to do in terms of working 
jointing together, such as a 
legislative package in Harrisburg. 
So often does the public forget how 
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important that package is. Our 
ability to tax or not tax is 
determined by State government. 
Many other needy projects that we 
need to move forward with in this 
City need the support of 
Harrisburg. I believe we will have 
a unified effort in 1990 to pursue 
many of those projects and changes 
in the tax structure. 

Everyone talks about reduction 
of the amusement tax, but very few 
people, including State elected 
officials, will come here and talk 
about the outdated occupational 
tax. This Couricil, I believe, with 
the Administration, in talking with 
Mr. Mistick and Mr. Turner, will 
have a unified effort to go to 
Harrisburg to address those issues 
and many others. And I believe 
that's a significant improvement in 
terms of this Council, this 
Administration, in comparison to 
previous Councils and previous 
Administrations. 

I want to go one step 
further. Because there were some 
negative comments relating to the 
budget, I want to state publicly 
that I challenge anyone to compare 
the services rendered by this City 
in this budget with any other level 
of government. We have a budget 
that is approximately $300 million 
and within that budget the residents 
of this City get Che best paramedic 
service in this country. They get a 
very professional fire service. 
They get a police service and 
specialized areas, such as 
narcotics, that does not go on to 
that degree anywhere in this 
region. They get trash removal. 
They have 125 parks in this City 
that are operated and maintained and 
provided for athletic 
organizations. There is the 


maintenance and construction of 
roads and many other public projects 
and bridges throughout Che City. 
And many other things too numerous 
to mention, all within a $300 
million budget. 

I challenge anyone to look at 
Che other levels of government's 
budgets. The County; $450 
million. Do you get that many 
services with the $450 million chat 
you get from City government? The 
School Board which is over $300 
million. True, it's a very needed 
budget in the School Board, but I 
believe we provide services far and 
beyond ocher levels of government. 
Look at State government; the income 
tax paid is 2.1 percent. You pay a 
sales tax, you pay numerous taxes in 
utility rates and many, many other 
taxes. What do you get in return? 
Is it equal to what this City 
provides? I think not. I'm very 
proud of this budget and the many 
services that is provided in it. 

Before closing, there are 
groups of people who deserve a 
sincere thank you for making this 
budget come together and be 
possible. First and foremost, all 
of you. All of you have provided 
excellent input to the budget and 
many of you have hung in there with 
me in chairing the many meetings 
that have been extremely long and 
have gone on for almost two 
months. I believe with only 7 
Councllmembers it was harder this 
year than it's ever been and I thank 
all of you for hanging in there 
during these very lengthy, long days 
that we have encountered. 

Number two, the City Clerk's 
staff. Many Cimes they don' t get 
recognition, but as long as we're 
here, they have to be here because 
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we cannot function without them. 
They certainly deserve recognition. 

Number three, the Bureau of 
Cable Communications. The people of 
this Bureau put in many, many hours 
beginning the budget process and 
literally take it into the homes of 
Pittsburghers. In doing so, they 
make this process as open as any 
governmental budget process in this 
country. 

Number four, and certainly not 
fourth in rank, Mayor Masloff and 
her Administration. They have been 
more cooperative and open, I 
believe, with this Council, 
certainly within the six years that 
I have been on Council. 

Number five, as part of the 
City Clerk's staff, the Budget 
Office. We had one less person 
there this year, but you never would 
have known it because they certainly 
performed well. And you can see 
that adjustments have been made in 
the budget based on the additions of 
Council last week and there are no 
increases in taxes anywhere. 

Number six, and most important, 
and finally, the people of 
Pittsburgh. You, the people of 
Pittsburgh have provided more input 
to this budget process than in my 
six years on Council• Some of it 
was criticism, and some of it 
deservingly so. But it certainly, I 
believe, made this Council more 
responsive in the final budget that 
we passed. 

I believe this is a good 
budget. This is a responsible 
budget. This is a budget that will 
serve the City of Pittsburgh well 
into 1990 and the new decade that 
begins in two weeks. Thank you.

DePasquale, you made the comment 
that we're always in the public eye 
and it's easy to take shots at us 
and there' s an extra burden on our 
shoulders, and legitimately so. But 
I know both of you in ways chat I 
think other people don't. I know 
you've done thousands of favors for 
people and the kind of one on one 
friendship and constituent service 
and companionship to lots of people 
and I know a lot of people in this 
City appreciate you and love you 
both very much and I enjoyed working 
with you. 

Mr. Lyons: 

Mr. Chairman, I'd like to 
respond to my colleague here to my 
immediate right. It has been a good 
comradery to have served on Council 
for these two years. When I first 
came to Council, I thought I would 
probably be replaced physically 
because I didn'C Chink I would be 
able to see the radiance of this 
day, my health was so poor. My 
health has become good, and later 
this year, in the middle of July, my 
health started to develop. 

I've been in a lot of arguments 
and I say yes, we're not to agree. 
A lot of times better things come 
out of it. I'm not going to say yes 
to everything chat everyone says nor 
do I want them to say it, I think 
it's within that comradery that we 
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can differ on opinions and still 
have a good Council. 

Certainly it's been happy and 
I'd like to say, my friends, a slug 
and a mug, while I take great juice, 
I wouldn't mind to have that with 
you. But certainly it's been very 
warm and it's been a very good 
experience and I would like to say, 
if the power were mine, I implore to 
each member of Council whom I say is 
my friend, and to their families and 
their loved ones, a happy holiday 
season and endless days. 

Mr. Ferlo: 

Jeep, Otis has been trying to 
get hold of my tie.

The Chair, Pro tern: 

This will be my last appearance 
at the podium and no doubt a lot of 
people will go out and celebrate 
that fact. For six years I served 
as Council President elected by this 
esteemed body on three occasions. 1 
was Council President Pro Tempore 
for, I believe, eight or nine months 
between the interim period when 
Caliguiri served as Mayor of the 
City of Pittsburgh, and the last two 
months since the resignation of 
former Council President Pro tem, 
Ben Woods. 

I will say that in the 16 years 
that 1 served, almost half as 
Council President or Pro tern, it has 
been enjoyable. I know I've been a 
target of the press and I know my 
family hasn't been very happy about 
it, but it never really bothered me 
and it did bother them and I won't 
go into whether it was fair or 
unfair or warranted or not 


warranted, but at the same time, 
basically I got along with all of roy 
Council colleagues down through the 
years with the exception of one whom 
I literally despise, but that's 
something else. I won't mention his 
name, and he's not sitting in this 
room and he's not serving on this 
Council. But other than that, I've 
always gotten along with the 
Councilmembers. As Jimmy says, 
after it was over you could go 
across the street and get a little 
happy stuff and forget all the stuff 
that happened on the floor, and 
that's the way it should be. It was 
that way before and that's the way 
it should be again.
